Brickley,  Francis  J,  W.  Ford  and  James  A.  Watson 
were  held  in  the  City  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall, 
at  10.30  o'clock  a.  m. 

Previous  to  calling  to  order,  ex-Mayor  Hon. 
Thomas  N.  Hart  and  sundry  heads  of  departments 
and  invited  guests  assembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Chairman  HAGAN,  senior  member,  in  calling 
the  City  Council  to  order  in  its  chamber  at  11.16 
a.  m.,  said:  Gentlemen,  the  Council  will  come  to 
order. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the 
Chair  appoint  a  committee  of  two  members  to 
wait  upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  notify  him 
that  the  Council  is  in  session. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  Chairman  HAGAN 
appointed  Coun.  Lane  and  Moriarty  as  said  com- 
mittee. The  committee  retired  at  11.17  a.  m.  and 
presently  returned  escorting  the  Mayor,  Hon. 
Andrew  J.  Peters,  the  chaplain,  Rev.  Father 
Michael  J.  O'Connor,  and  sundry  heads  of  depart- 
ments and  invited  guests. 

His  Honor  Mayor  Peters  took  the  chair  and  said: 
The  audience  will  now  give  their  attention  while 
the  chaplain  leads  us  in  prayer. 

Chaplain  O'Connor  prayed: 

Almighty  and  Eternal  God,  we  offer  Thee  our 
loving  hearts.  From  Thou  hast  come  all  that  we 
are  and  all  that  we  have.  Thou  hast  blessed  us 
with  a  country  which  holds  in  its  bosom  all  treas- 
ures making  for  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of 
the  people.  In  the  recent  great  world  conflict 
Thou  madest  us  the  instrument  of  right  against 
might  and  gave  us  the  crown  of  victory.  Thou 
gavest  us  success  on  the  land  and  on  the  sea,  and 
in  return  for  the  heartaches  and  hardships  of  the 
people  Thou  didst  give  consolation  and  comfort. 
For  all  this,  O  God,  we  thank  Thee,  and  we  ask 
Thy  blessing  today  upon  those  who  exercise 
authority  in  all  branches  of  government.  We  ask 
Thy  blessing  especially  upon  him  who  now  presides 
over  the  destinies  of  this  city  as  its  chief  executive, 
that  he  may  continue  to  fulfill  his  office  with  justice 
and  righteousness.  We  also  ask  Tny  blessing  upon 
those  who  are  about  us  and  upon  those  who  are 
about  to  take  up  their  responsibilities  as  elected 
officers  of  the  people  in  this  Council  Chamber,  that 
they,  in  their  administration  of  all  affairs  in  this 
beloved  citv  of  ours,  may  meet  with  thy  divine 
approval. 

The  chaplain  closed  with  the  Lord's  Prayer. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  prayer  Mayor  Peters 
said:  The  City  Clerk  will  read  a  communication 
from  the  Election  Commissioners  certifying  as  to 
the  new  members  elected  to  the  City  Council  and 
will  then  call  the  roll. 

The  City  Clerk  read  the  certificate  referred  to, 
and  then  called  the  roll,  all  the  members  of  the 
Council  being  present,  as  follows: 

For    term    ending    February,    1921:     Henry    E. 
Hasan,  Daniel  W.  Lane  and    James  T.  Moriarty. 
For   term    ending    February,    1922:     Walter    L. 
Collins,   John   A.   Donoghue  and  Edward  F.   Mc- 
Laughlin. 

For  term  ending  February,  1923:  David  J. 
Brickley,  Francis  J.  W.  Ford  and  James  A.  Watson. 
Councilmen-elect  Brickley,  Ford  and  Watson 
assembled  in  front  of  the  desk,  and  the  oath  of 
office  was  administered  to  them  by  the  Mayor. 
After  taking  the  oath  the  members  returned  to 
their  seats,  and  the  Mayor  delivered  his  address, 
as  follows: 

The  Mayor's  Address. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

There  may  seem  to  be  little  need  on  this  occa- 
sion of  those  customary  greetings  that  mark  the 
opening  of  the  fiscal  year.  For  the  most  part  we 
are  not  new  acquaintances.  The  city  charter 
grants  us  all  a  liberal  tenure  in  the  offices  we  hold 
and  in  this  manner  achieves  a  certain  continuity 


of  membership  as  well  as  of  policy  in  the  govern- 
ment. Only  one  seat  at  the  Council  table  pre- 
sents a  new  occupant  today,  and  the  executive 
branch,  represented  by  the  heads  of  departments 
here  assembled,  exhibits  few  changes. 

Yet  the  custom  which  brings  us  together  on 
these  annual  occasions  is  a  useful  one.  We  are 
compelled  once  in  a  year,  at  least,  to  leave  the 
too  familiar  region  of  executive  routine  and  to 
view  the  work  we  have  accomplished  and  the 
tasks  awaiting  us  in  a  broader  perspective;  to  see 
ourselves  as  parts  of  a  whole,  functioning,  if  we 
function  well,  in  reasonable  harmony  with  one 
another,  yet  always  with  a  certain  emulation, 
arising,  no  doubt,  from  our  common  regard  for  the 
interests  of  the  citizens. 

The  new  councilor  happens  to  be  one  who  has 
represented  our  country  with  singular  gallantry  on 
the  field  of  battle.  Like  most  of  his  comrades  he 
has  promptly  laid  aside  the  uniform  of  war  and  his 
presence  among  us  may  be  said  to  symbolize  the 
return  of  the  American  soldier  to  the  sober  duties 
of  citizenship.  We  are  proud  to  have  such  a  man 
as  our  colleague.  The  spirit  of  the  American 
Army,  its  youthful  ardor  and  initiative  and  faith 
in  great  ideals,  seems  to  enter  this  chamber  in 
his  person.  Let  me  offer  him  for  myself  and  all 
his  associates  present  the  right  hand  of  fellowship 
and  welcome. 

Financial  Review. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  gradual 
emergence  from  war  limitations  and  war  burdens. 
In  almost  every  phase  of  the  financial  administra- 
tion, in  so  far  as  the  city  has  control,  there  was 
evidence  of  progress.  In  spite  of  wage  increases 
and  soaring  prices,  the  appropriations  for  the 
regular  city  departments  were  only  $315,289  more 
than  in  1918.  This  amount,  and  much  more,  was 
absorbed  by  the  increase  in  valuations,  with  the 
result  that  the  city  tax  rate  showed  a  positive 
reduction.  While  the  total  rate,  including  the 
assessments  for  state,  county  and  school  expenses, 
increased  from  $21.20  to  $23.00,  the  city  rate, 
including  the  charge  for  debt  requirements,  declined 
from  $12.37  to  $12.13.  Nor  was  this  year  an 
isolated  instance  of  relative  economy  in  the  city 
departments.  In  a  period  of  seventeen  years, 
from  1903  to  1919,  inclusive,  the  city  tax  rate1  has 
advanced  only  24  per  cent,  while  the  county  rate 
has  advanced  65  per  cent,  the  rate  for  schools 
69  per  cent,  and  the  rate  for  state  assessments 
315  per  cent.  The  last  figure  is  magnified  some- 
what by  the  street  railway  deficit  of  a  particular 
year,  but,  making  every  allowance,  it  does  not 
seem  that  the  high  cost  of  government  in  Boston 
can  be  charged  to  the  central  administration, 
which  in  fact  controls  only  about  37  per  cent  of 
the  total  expenditure. 

The  cash  remaining  in  the  treasury  January 
31,  1920,  amounts  to  $3,769,478,  the,  largest 
surplus  ever  known  in  the  history  of  the  city. 
As  this  administration  began  with  an  inherited 
deficit  of  $804,879,  the  showing  is  one  that  reflects 
great  credit  upon  the  officials  responsible  for  it, 
especially  the  City  Collector. 

The  other  heads  of  departments  have  done 
their  share  in  making  this  surplus  possible.  At 
the  end  of  1917,  the  last  year  of  the  preceding 
administration,  the  balances  of  appropriations 
amounted  to  $55,561.  At  the  end  of  1918  they 
reached  a  total  of  $576,524  and  at  the  end  of  1919, 
of  about  $494,689.  It  is  evident  that,  having 
once  marked  out  their  program  of  expenditure 
for  the  year,  the  present  heads  of  departments 
do  not  feel. required  to  expend  the  full  amount, 
but  take  advantage  of  opportunities  that  may 
be  offered  to  save  unnecessary  outlay. 

The  collection  of  taxes  in  1919  went  beyond  all 
previous  records  in  the  amount  received.  The 
percentage  of  current  taxes  collected  approximated 
normal  figures  and  the  percentage  of  the  previous 
year's  taxes  was' the  highest  ever  known. 

The  net  debt  of  the  city,  excluding  the  Rapid 
Transit  debt,  has  declined  bv  $4,03,8,667  since 
January  31,  1918.  The  reduction  in  1918  was 
$2,584,861  and  in  1919,  $1,453,806. 

This  financial  showing,  on  the  whole,  is  distinctly 
creditable.  I  am  aware  that  some  of  the  improve- 
ments recited  have  been  due  in  part  to  external 
circumstances,  but  this  is  true  in  an  even  greater 
degree  of  the  increased  expenditures.  The  fact  is, 
conditions  have  changed  so  greatly  in  Boston  that 
comparisons  with  earlier  years  are  no  longer  exact. 
Comparisons  with  other  cities,  of  course,  have 
nearly  always  been  misleading. 
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The  Coming  Year. 

The  year  1920  opens  with  a  prospect  of  largely 
increased  expenses.  The  wage  increases  of  June 
1,  1919,  impose  an  additional  burden  of  $416,000 
and  the  new  wage  increases  are  estimated  at 
$1,500,000.  The  cost  of  supplies  and  materials  is 
higher  now  than  the  average  of  last  year  and  there 
are  no  indications  of  an  immediate  decline.  The 
pension  list  is  constantly  increasing.  The  Acts 
of  1919  extend  soldiers'  relief  to  veterans  of  the 
war  with  Germany  and  the  list  of  applicants  for 
this  just  and  necessary  assistance  is  already  a 
formidable  one.  The  item  for  mothers'  aid, 
already  large,  will  be  substantially  larger  this  year 
on  account  of  increased  prices.  The  claims  against 
the  city  for  damage  done  during  the  police  strike 
are  expected  to  aggregate  a  considerable  sum.  All 
these  are  increases  that  fall  within  the  appropria- 
tions under  the  tax  limit. 

Among  those  that  fall  outside  the  limit  is  the 
school  allowance,  which  has  been  increased  from 
$5.38  to  $6.71  per  thousand  or,  in  actual  figures,  by 
$1,828,311.  The  cost  of  the  State  Guard  during 
the  recent  disturbances,  estimated  at  some  $3,000,- 
000,  is  to  be  defrayed  by  an  issue  of  bonds,  payable 
in  ten  annual  installments,  of  which  about  40  per 
cent,  or  $175,000  a  year,  including  interest,  will  fall 
upon  Boston.  An  addition  of  $3  to  the  usual  poll 
tax  will  be  collected  to  the  full  quota  of  assessable 
polls  (minus  an  allowance  for  the  number  of  en- 
listed men)  from  every  city  and  town  by  the  state, 
and  any  deficiency  in  payments  must,  of  course,  be 
made  good  by  the  property  taxpayers.  The  esti- 
mate for  the  state  tax  is  $1,000,000  more  than  last 
year  and  about  one  third  of  this  additional  sum  will 
be  assessed  upon  Boston.  The  threat  of  remission 
or,  as  I  regard  it,  confiscation  of  the  subway  rentals, 
in  accordance  with  a  suggestion  renewed  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany in  their  recent  report,  if  carried  into  effect, 
means  a  loss  of  approximately  $1,500,000  in  annual 
income.  To  meet  the  obligations  of  the  city  this 
sum  would  have  to  be  added  to  the  debt  require- 
ments and  collected  from  the  taxpayers  year  after 
year  for  a  period  of  several  decades.  Finally,  there 
is  a  loss  of  $470,000  from  liquor  licenses. 

Offsetting  Gains. 
Against  this  loss  and  these  additional  charges 
may  be  set  certain  probable  gains.  The  Elevated 
Railway  Trustees  believe  that  on  June  20,  1920, 
"no  deficit  will  exist  to  be  assessed  upon  cities 
and  towns."  If  their  forecast  proves  correct,  the 
City  Treasury  will  be  relieved  of  any  charge  cor- 
responding to  the  sum  of  nearly  $3,000,000  which 
was  paid,  under  protest,  last  year.  The  rentals 
for  market  leases  have  been  advanced  and  the  city 
will  gain  nearly  $40,000  a  year  by  this  readjust- 
ment. The  removal  of  delinquent  boys  from  the 
institution  at  Rainsford  Island  will  save,  perhaps, 
$50,000  of  annual  expense,  besides  the  proposed 
investment  of  $150,000  for  buildings,  which  can 
now  be  transferred  or  rescinded.  At  Deer  Island 
a  similar  arrangement  with  the  state  authorities 
will  probablv  result  in  a  larger  saving,  variously 
estimated  at  from  $150,000  to  $275,000  a  year; 
and  a  plan  of  even  broader  scope  for  dividing  the 
residents  of  Long  Island  and  transferring  them  to 
more  suitable  and  economical  quarters  is  now  under 
consideration.  On  each  island  the  existing  plant 
will  remain  as  an  available  asset  to  the  city. 

Increase  of  Tax  Limit. 
In  the  main ,  the  coming  year  will  be  one  of  largely 
increased  outlay  accompanied  by  some  offsetting 
gains.  These  gains,  however,  lie  for  the  most  part 
outside  the  income  and  expense  account  of  the 
city  departments  and  this  is  the  field  in  which 
relief  is  needed.  To  meet  wage  increases  and  the 
other  new  liabilities  the  Legislature  at  its  special 
session  raised  the  tax  limit  to  $10.52,  although  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  voting  unanimouslv, 
had  represented  the  need  of  a  larger  sum.  At  this 
limit  we  shall  be  permitted  to  appropriate  for  this 
purpose  from  the  tax  money  only  $1,218,111  more 
than  last  year. 

Need  of  Additional  Revenue. 
But  even  this  amount,  when  added  to  the  increase 
of  the  last  two  years  and  the  growing  burden  of 
the  school,  state  and  county  charges,  imposes  a 
heavy  strain  on  owners  of  real  estate,  who  individ- 
ually and  through  the  real  estate  associations  have 
lodged  a  quite  natural  protest.  There  is  still  need, 
not   only   of  rigid  economy  in   the   departments, 


where  economy  can  be  applied  without  hardship 
to  the  working  force  or  prejudice  to  the  service, 
but  of  additional  sources  of  revenue,  especially  in 
the  form  of  fees  for  private  benefits  hitherto  con- 
ferred without  charge.  Having  the  protests  of  real 
estate  owners  in  mind,  I  have  recently  appointed 
a  committee  to  examine  the  subject  of  special  fees 
and  incidentally  to  offer  suggestions  for  economy 
in  administration  and  will  recommend  suitable' 
action  based  upon  its  report.  In  the  meantime 
real  estate  is  clearly  bearing  its  maximum  load  of 
taxation,  both  in  the  high  average  valuation  and 
in  the  rates  imposed,  and  a  continuance  of  the 
present  system  must  operate  to  check  building 
operations  and  thus  directly  and  indirectly  to 
increase  rentals.  The  pressure  of  high  taxation 
is  felt,  not  by  the  taxDayers  alone,  but  by  the  whole 
community.  No  effort  must  be  omitted  that 
promises  escape  from  the  vicious  circle  of  high 
living  cost,  high  taxes,  and  high  living  cost  again, 
in  which  the  people  and  the  government  seem  to 
be  revolving. 

Borrowing  Capacity. 
The  estimated  borrowing  capacity  for  1920  is 
only  $2,104,749.  Out  of  this  must  come  liberal 
allowances  for  street  and  sewer  construction,  which 
last  year  absorbed  about  $1,800,000  of  the  loan 
money.  The  list  of  improvements  urged  as  nec- 
essary includes  such  items  as  the  Chelsea  South 
Bridge,  a  new  ferryboat,  police  stations  in  East 
Boston,  Roslindale  and  the  city  proper,  a  fireboat 
station,  municipal  buildings  in  Hyde  Park,  East 
Boston  and  the  West  End,  new  buildings  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposed  transfer  from  Long 
Island,  and  research  and  pathological  laboratories 
and  quarters  for  house  officers  at  the  City  Hospital. 
While  no  one  of  these,  perhaps,  will  prove  as  costly 
as  the  Public  Latin  School  building,  for  which 
$750,000  was  appropriated  last  year,  the  aggregate 
cost  will  far  exceed  the  funds  available.  It  is 
obvious  that  the  only  way  in  which  any  consider- 
able number  of  these  improvements  can  be  pro- 
vided is  by  supplementing  the  borrowing  capacity 
this  year  with  a  part  of  the  surplus  from  1919. 

The  City  Employees. 

The  most  important  single  item  in  the  city  budget 
is  the  wage  schedule.  Private  wages  have  risen 
almost  everywhere  in  recent  years.  City  wages 
have  responded  less  promptly,  though  some  relief 
was  afforded  in  1918  and  a  considerable  measure 
in  1919  to  large  groups  of  employees,  preference 
being  given  to  those  in  the  lower  and  middle  grades. 
With  hardly  any  abatement  in  the  upward  move- 
ment of  prices,  the  employees  as  a  whole  have 
had  legitimate  ground  for  unrest  and  nearly  all 
have  presented  requests  for  increases. 

The  reasons  for  delay,  however,  are  generally 
understood.  In  other  cities  of  the  Commonwealth 
there  is  no  limit  to  the  amount  that  the  mayors 
and  city  councils  may  expend  for  such  a  purpose. 
In  Boston  there  exists  a  stringent  limitation.  With- 
out express  permission  by  the  Legislature,  it  seemed 
impossible  to  afford  the  relief  desired.  Fortunately 
the  Governor  and  the  General  Court  were  quick 
to  realize  the  urgency  of  our  need  and  the  action 
taken  by  them  at  the  special  session  made  an  early- 
readjustment  practicable.  Owing  to  the  increased 
appropriation  available  under  the  new  tax  limit 
and  the  unexpectedly  large  surplus  in  the  treasury, 
we  shall  be  able  to  grant  reasonable  increases  to 
nearly  every  class  of  employees,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  continue  the  liberal  policy  of  street  im- 
provement pursued  in  the  last  two  years,  besides 
meeting  the  high  cost  of  materials  and  supplies  and 
providing  an  ample  Reserve  Fund. 

The  principle  governing  the  new  schedule  has 
been  that  the  lowest  paid  employee  should  receive 
on  the  whole  the  highest  relative  increase.  The 
increases,  however,  have  been  treated  as  a  whole, 
that  is,  from  the  beginning  of  the  present  admin- 
istration. So  considered,  the  actual  increases  will 
be  found  to  be  very  nearly  equal  in  amount,  vary- 
ing only  from  $300,  given  to  certain  classes  of 
clerks,  to  $500,  given  to  superior  officers  in  positions 
of  great  responsibility  in  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments.  Laborers,  for  example,  will  have 
received  increases  aggregating  331  per  cent  in  two 
years;  police  captains  only  16J  per  cent,  or  half  as 
much  in  proportion. 

These  increases  are  to  be  applied  generally  but 
not  indiscriminately.  The  heads  of  departments 
have  been  directed  not  to  raise  the  pay  of  any 
employee  whose  work  has  proved  unsatisfactory 
or  to  retain  any  employee  whose  position  is  super- 
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fluou8.  This  is  clearly  their  function,  since  they 
alone  possess  the  intimate  knowledge  required  for 
passing  personal  judgments.  I  can  only  promise 
them  my  full  support  in  carrying  out  the  instruc- 
tions given. 

Work  of  the  Departments. 
Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  policy  of  the 
present  administration  concerns  precisely  this  rela- 
tion of  the  Mayor  to  the  heads  of  departments. 
I  have  gradually,  by  new  appointments,  given 
fresh  direction  to  fourteen  of  the  departments, 
among  them  several  of  the  largest  and  most  impor- 
tant ones.  The  new  chiefs  have  been  the  ablest 
men  that  I  could  secure  and  the  older  heads  retained 
are  known  to  me  as  executives  of  character  and 
capacity.  It  has  seemed  both  right  and  expedient 
to  give  such  men  my  entire  confidence  and  the 
results,  in  my  opinion,  have  justified  this  attitude. 
I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  city  departments 
as  a  whole  at  the  present  time,  judged  by  a  fairly 
exacting  standard,  are  efficient,  economical  and 
progressive. 

Consolidations  and  Reorganizations. 

Besides  the  changes  in  directing  personnel,  there 
have  been  organic  changes  in  several  departments. 
The  Wire  Department  has  been  reconstituted  as 
a  bureau  within  the  Fire  Department,  with  which 
its  present  work  is  closely  affiliated.  A  study  of 
the  Supply  Department,  undertaken  at  my  request, 
by  a  distinguished  firm  of  construction  engineers, 
led  me  to  recommend  a  change  in  the  ordi- 
nance, which  has  been  accepted  by  your  honor- 
able body.  .1  contemplate  a  rather  extensive 
remodeling  of  this  department  and  trust  that  your 
thoughts  will  coincide  with  my  views  as  to  the 
opportunity  afforded  for  large  savings  to  the  city 
by  means  of  a  centralized  purchasing  and  storage 
system.  In  any  event,  the  existing  ordinance, 
requiring  all  supplies  to  be  purchased  through  this 
agency,  and  the  charter  provision  which  requires 
the  advertising  of  contracts  amounting  to  more  than 
$1,000,  must  hereafter  be  strictly  observed. 

As  the  eighteenth  amendment  to  the  National 
Constitution  has  deprived  the  Licensing  Board 
of  any  further  reason  for  existence,  I  have  petitioned 
the  Legislature  to  abolish  this  body  and  to  permit 
the  transfer  of  its  remaining  functions,  which 
are  largely  of  a  sanitary  nature,  to  the  Health 
Commissioner. 

Charities  and  Corrections. 

But  the  most  sweeping  proposals  for  reorgani- 
zation relate  to  the  work  of  the  city  in  the  field 
of  charity  and  corrections.  Two  ordinances  sub- 
mitted by  me  to  the  City  Council  failed  to  pass, 
either  because  so  radical  a  measure  of  reconstruc- 
tion seemed  to  require  longer  study,  or  because 
the  plans  had  not  yet  assumed  their  final  and 
more  coherent  form.  Finding  progress  in  that 
direction  excessively  slow,  I  have  asked  the  courts 
to  make  no  further  commitments  of  juvenile 
offenders  to  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  and  have 
petitioned  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  sell 
the  plant  of  that  institution. 

Steps  have  also  been  taken,  both  by  direct  appeal 
to  the  Governor  and  by  legislative  measures,  to 
bring  about  a  merger  of  the  various  county  houses 
of  correction,  three  of  which,  at  least,  are  already 
closed  for  lack  of  inmates.  The  time  has  clearly 
come  for  a  thorough  revision  of  the  correctional 
system  in  this  state  and  the  decline  in  the  popu- 
lation at  Deer  Island  has  removed  the  reasons 
that  may  formerly  have  existed  for  the  continuance 
of  the  institution  there. 

The  maintenance  of  the  almshouse  and  hospital 
on  Long  Island  is  open  to  objections  no  less  serious, 
though  based  upon  different  grounds.  Dissen- 
sions which  developed  among  those  in  charge  of 
this  department  led  finally  to  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  of  investigation,  which  has  reported 
in  favor  of  its  complete  abolition  and  the  removal 
of  the  island  population  to  more  suitable  quarters. 
It  is  proposed  that  the  almshouse  population  be 
housed  in  the  buildings  of  the  former  Parental 
School  in  West  Roxbury,  v/hich  with  some  additions 
would  be  large  enough  to  accommodate  them. 
The  tubercular  and  other  chronic  cases  would  be 
sent  to  the  Consumptives'  Hospital,  where  suitable 
buildings  could  be  provided.  The  new  almshouse 
would  be  placed  under  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
and  the  Consumptives'  Hospital  with  its  addi- 
tional building  for  chronic  cases  under  the  City 
Hospital  Trustees.  Large  savings  could  un- 
doubtedly be  effected  by  this  plan,  but  the  emphasis 


is  laid  rather  on  the  manifold  benefits  to  the 
inmates.  Long  Island  is  somewhat  inaccessible 
to  the  public.  It  is  inconvenient  to  transfer 
patients  by  boat  and  increasingly  difficult  to 
obtain  the  necessary  hospital  staff.  For  the 
elderly  and  helpless  poor  the  West  Roxbury 
location  is  unquestionably  superior.  If  these 
plans  are  finally  adopted,  we  shall  have  the  harbor 
islands  cleared  of  city  institutions,  the  delinquents, 
adult  and  juvenile,  coming  under  the  care  of  the 
state,  the  almshouse  inmates  finding  pleasant, 
wholesome  and  accessible  quurtors  in  West  Rox- 
bury, and  the  chronic  sick  receiving  at  Mattapan 
a  degree  of  expert  attention  which  is  all  but  impos- 
sible in  their  present  situation.  The  existing 
plants  would  remain  unoccupied,  but  promising 
suggestions  have  been  offered  for  their  disposal. 

Public  Works  Department. 

The  most  important  concrete  achievement  of 
the  past  two  years  has  been  the  resurfacing  of 
the  neglected  city  streets.  Of  eighteen  principal 
thoroughfares  selected  by  a  committee  of  citizens 
in  1918  as  in  urgent  need  of  repair,  all  but  four 
have  been  resurfaced  and  the  others  will  be  com- 
pleted before  long.  In  spite  of  high  prices  and 
unfavorable  war  conditions  the  work  has  cost  less 
than  the  original  estimates.  Important  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  original  list,  such  as  Hyde 
Park  avenue,  long  a  hindrance  to  travel,  and 
Tremont  street  between  Dover  and  Northampton 
streets.  The  actual  expenditure  for  street  im- 
provements during  the  last  two  years  has  been 
more  than  four  times  as  great  as  the  average  expend- 
iture for  the  five  preceding  two-year  periods.  The 
area  repaved  has  reached  unprecedented  figures. 
During  1919  there  were  laid  268,000  square  yards 
of  smooth  pavement,  200,000  square  yards  of 
granite  block  and  200,000  square  feet  of  artificial 
stone  sidewalk. 

So  convinced  am  I  of  the  value  of  this  work 
and  the  necessity  of  continuing  it  that  I  shall 
include  in  the  new  budget  an  item  for  paving 
improvements  equal  to  the  appropriation  of  last 
year.  This  will  make  a  total  appropriation  of 
about  $4,000,000  for  street  improvements  in  three 
years. 

The  high  pressure  system,  long  delayed,  will 
soon  be  installed,  giving  added  security  to  the 
business  section  and  affording  a  prospect  of  reduc- 
tion in  insurance  rates.  The  pipes  have  been 
repaired  and  strengthened  and  the  search  for  a 
Bite  for  the  pumping  station  has  terminated  at 
last  in  an  arrangement  under  which  power  will 
be  furnished  effectively  and  economically  from 
plants  of  the  Edison  Electric  and  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Companies. 

In  the  meantime  the  pay  rolls  of  this  depart- 
ment have  shrunk  since  1908  by  nearly  a  thousand 
names,  although  the  population  of  the  city  has 
increased  in  that  period  by  160,000,  a  fair-sized 
city  in  itself.  This  reduction  has  been  effected 
largely  through  the  retirement  of  superannuated 
laborers  under  the  pension  laws. 

Street  Laying-Out  Department. 

Even  more  vital,  or  at  all  events  more  basic, 
than  the  repair  of  the  pavements  is  the  need  of 
modernizing  the  street  plan.  Certain  palliative 
measures  have  been  taken  this  year,  such  as  the 
widening  of  Tremont  and  Boylston  streets,  the 
parking  of  motor  vehicles  on  Charles  street  through 
the  removal  of  one  sidewalk  and  the  adoption  of 
new  traffic  rules.  There  have  also  been  important 
street  widenings  in  some  of    the  outlying  districts. 

Nevertheless  the  problem  of  street  congestion 
is  becoming  more  and  more  serious.  The  increase 
of  population  and  of  automobile  travel  constantly 
outruns  the  extension  of  traffic  facilities  and  has 
not  been  accompanied  as  yet  by  any  correspond- 
ing expansion  of  the  business  quarter.  The  root 
of  the  trouble  lies  not  only  in  the  excessively  com- 
pact and  intricate  conformation  of  the  older  city, 
but  in  the  inadequacy  of  the  great  approaching 
highways.  Several  of  these,  such  as  Beacon  and 
Boylston  streets  and  Columbus  and  Harrison 
avenues,  come  to  what  are  virtually  dead  ends 
when  they  attempt  to  penetrate  the  labyrinth  of 
the  business  section. 

I  have  drafted  a  permissive  bill  for  the  widening 
of  Exchange  street,  which  may,  perhaps,  afford 
some  relief  at  the  northern  outlet,  and  have 
repeatedly  urged  the  acceptance  of  chapter  329  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  1917,  which  provides  for  an 
extension  of  Stuart  street  and  the  widening  of  Eliot 
street  as  far  as  Tremont.     These  improvements 
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are  the  first  link  in  the  Western  Artery  Plan  which, 
with  its  auxiliary  developments,  as  proposed  by 
the  City  Planning  Board  and  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners, would  divert  much  travel  from  Boylston 
street  and  establish  an  admirable  connection 
between  the  South  Station  area  and  the  territory 
west  and  south  of  Park  square.  As  soon  as  the 
favorable  action  which  I  urge  and  anticipate  has 
been  taken  on  this  measure,  I  shall  ask  the  Street 
Commissioners  to  set  in  motion  the  machinery  of 
land-taking  and  construction. 

Health  Department. 
In  the  Health  Department  the  citizens  are  now 
receiving  the  full  measure  of  expert  protection 
which  they  have  a  right  to  expect.  A  Medical 
Advisory  Board,  recently  organized,  keeps  the 
commissioner  in  close  touch  with  leading  members 
of  the  precession.  The  new  Housing  Bureau  is 
well  advanced  on  a  city-wide  survey  of  buildings 
and  has  made  distinct  progress  in  the  removal 
of  unsanitary  conditions.  The  whole  system  of 
inspections  has  been  reorganized  and  extended. 
The  number  of  dairy  inspections,  for  ex'ample,  has 
increased  38  per  cent.  Unfit  food  has  been  almost 
excluded  from  the  market  and  a  great  advance 
has  been  made  in  enforcing  sanitary  conditions  in 
food  shops  and  factories  and  in  the  analysis  of  food 
products  with  a  view  to  detecting  adulterations. 
A  systematic  war  has  been  planned  on  rats  and 
insect  carriers  of  disease.  Fresh  ground  has  been 
broken  by  a  tabular  study  of  delay  in  reporting 
tuberculosis,  based  on  the  recognized  need  of  early 
diagnosis  and  treatment  in  this  disease.  In  the 
three  great  fields  of  child  hygiene,  health  educa- 
tion and  statistical  research  the  department  has 
plans  under  way  of  the  most  sweeping  character 
for  the  diffusion  of  that  knowledge  which  is  often 
the  best  guaranty  of  health  in  the  community. 

Fire  Department. 

The  energy  and  initiative  of  the  new  Fire  Com- 
missioner have  already  made  themselves  felt  in 
this  department.  In  September  a  general  training 
school  for  officers  was  established  and  several  classes 
have  already  been  graduated.  As  the  depart- 
ment is  now  61  per  cent  motorized,  $189,000  having 
been  spent  this  year  for  motor  apparatus,  a  special 
automobile  school  for  officers  has  been  organized, 
while,  pending  the  establishment  of  a  completely 
equipped  school  within  the  department,  the  rank 
and  file  have  been  sent  in  classes  of  thirty  to  take 
courses  at  Franklin  Union.  The  operations  of  the 
drill  school,  so  called,  have  been  extended  so  that 
annual  inspection  is  required  at  headquarters 
besides  the  regular  inspections  at  local  quarters. 
A  bureau  of  fire  prevention  makes  more  than  two 
thousand  inspections  a  week.  An  important  new 
bureau  has  been  formed,  having  charge  of  sup- 
plies, repairs  and  maintenance,  of  equipment.  A 
set  of  traffic  rules  has  beer,  worked  out  in  consul- 
tation with  the  Street  Commissioners,  intended 
to  secure  easy  access  to  hydrants  and  free  passage 
for  the  apparatus  in  downtown  streets.  The 
department  has  done  its  share  in  bringing  about 
the  installation  of  the  high  pressure  system. 

If  time  permitted,  I  might  refer  to  the  accom- 
plishments of  other  departments,  showing  the  same 
spirit  of  earnest,  practical  devotion  to  the  interests 
of  the  citizens,  but  these  few  will  serve  as  examples. 

The  Parkman  Fund. 
The  time  has  come,  in  my  opinion,  to  review 
carefully  the  expenditure  of  the  income  of  the 
Parkman  Fund  and  to  reconsider  a  suggestion 
put  forth  when  this  fund  first  became  available. 
We  have  rounded  out  a  decade  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  trust  and  have  expended  not  far  from 
$2,000,000.  The  income  has  been  applied  year 
after  year  to  particular  projects  or  to  pressing 
needs,  always,  I  believe,  in  the  spirit  of  the  founder's 
directions  but  upon  no  system  and  with  no  pre- 
conceived plan.  Much  valuable  work  has  been 
done  that  does  not  immediately  show,  such  as  the 
resoiling  of  several  acres  of  the  Common,  but  the 
principal  tangible  results  are,  it  must  be  admitted, 
less  impressive  than  we  should  expect.  They  con- 
sist of  a  music  pavilion  which  bears  the  founder's 
name  and  serves  as  a  general  memorial,  an  Aqua- 
rium and  a  Zoological  Garden,  each  as  yet  only 
partially  developed.  I  venture  to  renew  the  early 
suggestion  of  a  committee  of  landscape  architects 
and  others  who  shall  be  asked  to  draw  up  a  pro- 
gram of  development  for  the  next  five  or  ten  years. 
Such  a  program  could  not,  of  course,  be  made 
binding  on  successive  city  governments,   each   of 


which  will  be  free  to  spend  the  income  as  it  accrues; 
but  it  might  serve  as  a  guide,  disclosing  the  prime 
needs  of  the  park  sustem  and  its  possibilities  of 
orderly  development:  With  such  a  plan  to  give 
unity  and  proportion  to  our  conceptions,  each 
81,000,000  or  S2,000,000  of  income  could  be  treated 
as  a  whole  and  the  retrospect  at  the  end  of  each 
period  might  be  more  satisfactory  than  it  is  today 
after  a  decade  of  somewhat  casual  experiment. 

Industrial  Disturbances. 

It  has  been  my  duty  to  mediate  in  several  indus- 
trial crises,  especially  those  that  affected  the  public 
service,  and  my  good  fortune  in  some  instances 
to  have  been  successful  in  hastening  a  settlement. 

During  the  strike  of  the  telephone  operators 
in  April,  finding  no  other  way  open  for  tne  breaking 
of  the  deadlock,  I  went  to  Washington  and  per- 
suaded the  Postmaster  General  to  send  a  repre- 
sentative to  confer  directly  with  representatives 
of  the  striking  operators  and  officials  of  the  com- 
pany. Returning  to  Boston  with  this  gentleman, 
I  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  difference 
adjusted  and  the  public  relieved  of  its  serious 
embarrassment  within  forty-eight  hours. 

A  similar  deadlock  arose  in  the  building  trades, 
when  strikes  broke  out  in  May  and  all  construction 
work  seemed  likely  to  stop  for  an  indefinite  period. 
After  negotiations  that  lasted  more  than  three 
weeks,  a  compromise  offered  by  me  was  accepted 
by  both  sides.  This  arrangement  binds  them  until 
January  1,  1921,  thus  ensuring  a  year  and  a  half 
of  tranquility  in  an  unusually  critical  period. 

In  August,  when  a  strike  of  railroad  employees 
involved  the  danger  of  temporary  famine,  I  organ- 
ized a  committee  on  emergency  food  supplies. 
Plans  were  made  for  conveying  ample  food  stocks 
to  the  city  through  motor  truck  lines.  Fortunately 
it  was  not  necessary  to  put  them  into  effect,  but 
if  the  crisis  had  occurred  the  spirit  and  resources 
of  ourJ citizens  would  have  proved  equal  to  the 
emergency. 

Police    Strike. 

In  ordinary  times  the  responsibility  for  maintain- 
ing order  in  Boston  does  not  fall  upon  the  elected 
officials  of  the  city,  but  in  case  of  riot  or  tumult 
the  Mayor  is  invested  with  certain  emergency 
powers.  In  the  course  of  the  recent  strike  of 
patrolmen,  when  such  riot  and  tumult  occurred,  I 
exercised  my  authority  promptly,  and,  as  I  believe, 
effectively.  At  an  early  stage  of  the  difficulty  I 
appointed  a  Citizens'  Committee  which  labored 
earnestly  but  ineffectually  to  get  the  police  to 
give  up 'their  affiliation  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  and  not  to  strike.  On  Monday, 
September  8,  it  became  clear  that  a  strike  was 
impending  and  that  unless  prompt  measures  were 
taken,  the  lives  and  property  of  citizens  were  in 
danger.  That  evening,  in  company  with  members 
of  the  Citizens'  Committee,  I  saw  the  Governor 
and  urged  him  to  intervene,  pointing  out  to  him 
that  I  had  no  authority  to  act. 

On  Tuesday  about  noon,  believing  that  as  Mayor 
of  Boston  I  was  entitled  to  know  what  provisions 
had  been  made  by  the  state  officials  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  law  and  order  in  the  city  in  the  case 
of  a  strike,  I  consulted  with  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner. Mr.  Curtis  said  that  he  had  the  situation 
well  in  hand,  had  made  adequate  provisions  for 
any  emergency  and  assured  me  there  w-as  no 
occasion  for  alarm.  I  asked  him  whether  it.  would 
not  be  wise  to  have  the  State  Guard  mobilized  in 
order  that  sufficient  forces  might  be  on  hand  in 
case  of  an  emergency.  Police  Commissioner  Curtis 
stated  in  no  uncertain  terms  that  he  did  not  wish 
their  aid  at  that  time. 

The  Governor  also  pointed  out  to  me  plainly 
that  no  one  had  any  authority  to  interfere  with 
the  Police  Commissioner. 

I  had  no  alternative  but  to  give  the  Police  Com- 
missioner a  chance  to  demonstrate  whether  he 
had  adequately  provided  for  the  situation.  The 
events  of  that  night  demonstrated  that  he  had 
misjudged  it.  As  early  as  possible  the  following 
morning,  Wednesday,  I  took  over  the  control  of  the 
Police  Department,  ordered  out  those  state  troops 
located  within  the  City  of  Boston,  and  requested 
the  Governor  to  order  out  an  additional  3,000 
men.  The  Adjutant  General  was  notified  over  the 
telephone  that  he  would  shortly  receive  orders 
calling  out  the  State  Guard  and  asking  him  to 
proceed  in  accordance  with  this  information.  At 
the  same  time  the  commanding  officers  of  the 
10th  Regiment,  the  First  Motor  Corps  and  the 
cavalry  troop  were  called  to  my  office  and  they 
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immediately  notified  the  officers  of  their  regiments 
that  their  organizations  were  to  be  mobilized.  The 
first  of  the  troops  were  on  the  streets  by  four 
o'clock  that  afternoon,  and  by  Thursday  morning 
order  had  been  restored.  Thursday  afternoon  the 
Governor  assumed  control  of  the  State  Guard. 

Returning  Soldiers. 

Early  in  December,  1918,  some  time  before  the 
"Canopie"  arrived,  I  appointed  a  large  committee 
to  arrange  receptions  for  the  returning  troops. 
Through  the  efforts  of  these  citizens  every  incoming 
transport  was  met  and  escorted  to  its  berth  with 
enthusiastic  welcome.  The  scope  of  the  work  was 
subsequently  broadened  until  the  committee  head- 
quarters on  the  Common  became  the  reognized 
center  for  returning  service  men  in  Boston.  It 
furnished  them  with  entertainment,  information, 
advice,  employment,  and  assistance,  according  to 
their  individual  needs.  No  organization  in  the 
country  surpassed  our  own  in  tne  warmth  and  effi- 
ciency of  its  ministrations  to  the  fighting  men. 
Over  40,000  names  were  inscribed  on  the  register 
at  Liberty  Hall.  These  priceless  autographs  will 
be  preserved  in  our  Public  Library  as  a  roil  of  honor 
to  which  the  names  of  the  committee  might  properly 
be  appended. 

A  second  committee,  appointed  to  suggest  a 
memorial  to  fallen  soldiers,  has  wisely  decided  to 
take  ample  time  before  formulating  its  conclusions, 
believing  that  haste  in  such  matters  almost  invites 
the  danger  of  an  inferior  design.  The  memorial 
will  certainly  gain  in  dignity  if  the  emotions  of  the 
moment  are  allowed  to  settle  and  strain  clear.  Tt 
is  hoped  that  it  may  embody  in  forms  of  permanent 
value  the  mood  of  exaltation  and  the  deeply  rooted 
principles  that  inspired  the  great  American  crusade. 


Transportation  Problems. 

Always  quasi-public  in  its  character,  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  has  now  become  a 
direct  municipal  problem.  Besides  costing  $30,- 
000,000  a  year  or  more  to  the  riding  public,  its  serv- 
ice represents  an  investment  of  over  $36,000,000 
in  subways  by  the  City  of  Boston  alone,  and  last 
year,  as  I  have  noted,  it  imposed  on  our  treasury  a 
tax  of  nearly  83,000,000,  representing  an  addition 
of  about  $2  to  the  tax  rate.  Its  present  condition 
is  one  of  doubled  fares  and  retarded  use.  I  have 
already  expressed  my  view  of  the  proper  course  of 
action  to  relieve  a  situation  which  cannot  be  called 
anything  but  serious,  since  it  is  clear  that  the  pres- 
ent status  is  only  tol  erable  at  all  because  of  the  prev- 
alent abundance  of  employment  at  liberal  wages. 
In  normal  times,  and  still  morr-  in  a  period  of  depres- 
sion, the  doubled  fare  would  be  felt  as  a  universal 
hardship  and  would  appreciably  check  the  healthy 
growth  of  the  metropolitan  district. 

The  time  to  act  in  these  matters  is  before,  not 
after,  the  disaster.  I  renew,  therefore,  my  recom- 
mendation that  the  state  acquire  the  Elevated 
Railway  system,  preferably  by  negotiation  with 
the  stockholders,  at  a  moderate  price,  based  upon 
actual  value3,  and  that  the  city  receive  full  compen- 
sation for  its  outlay  for  subways  and  adequate 
representation  en  the  Board  of  Conrol. 

Meanwhile  the  Transit  Department,  now  a 
branch  of  the  city  government,  has  proceeded  with 
its  task  of  perfecting  the  physical  structure  of  the 
road.  The  Massachusetts  Avenue  Transfer  Sta- 
tion has  been  opened  for  use  this  year  and  work  has 
begun  on  the  new  subway  station  at  Arlington 
street. 

Real  Estate. 

The  present  outlook  encourages  the  hope  of  a 
revival  in  real  estate  construction.  In  1919  the 
applications  for  permits  for  new  buildings  repre- 
sented an  estimated  cost  of  about  SI 5,000,000,  as 
compared  with  a  little  over  $4,000,000  in  1918  and 
a  little  over  $18,000,000  in  1917.  There  is  every 
indication  of  a  nation-wide  activity  in  industrial 
building  and  the  erection  of  new  dwellings  must 
precede  or  accompany  this  development.  The  ad- 
vantage to  the  city  treasury  in  the  resulting  increase 
oi  taxable  valuations  is  obvious.  The  new  build- 
ing permits  issued  last  year  would  represent  a  gain 
of  some  $300,000  in  taxes.  But  the  subject  has 
more  than  a  mere  fiscal  interest.  It  affects  in  the 
highest  degree  the  health,  comfort  and  prosperity 
of  the  people  and  for  this  reason  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
record  the  evidences  of  a  normal  recovery. 


Americanization  Work. 

Moved  by  the  grave  manifestations  of  disloyalty 
during  and  after  the  war  and  believing  that  the 
freest  government  on  earth  has  not  only  the  right 
but  the  duty  to  uncover  the  operations  of  secret 
enemies,  I  called  a  meeting  early  in  December  of 
representatives  of  the  national,  state  and  city 
governments  to  take  measures  against  this  peril. 
Full  co-operation  of  the  agencies  represented  at 
this  meeting  was  assured  and  a  committee  of 
citizens  was  formed  with  authority  to  draw  up  a 
plan  of  procedure.  For  the  carrying  out  of  their 
program  your  honorable  body,  acting  on  my  recom- 
mendation, voted  the  sum  of  $15,000. 

This  committee  is  only  in  a  secondary  sense  an 
instrument  of  suppression.  Its  chief  activities  will 
be  devoted  to  instruction  and  persuasive  effort, 
especially  among  those  aliens  who,  coming  here 
after  their  habits  of  thought  have  been  formed 
and  speaking  our  language  poorly  or  not  at  all, 
have  had  no  opportunity  of  learning  the  true  spirit 
of  American  institutions.  By  clear  exposition  and 
still  more  by  example  and  friendly  contact  it  is 
believed  that  the  distrust  and  aloofness  of  certain 
groups  can  be  overcome  and  the  influence  of  dan- 
gerous teachings  only  too  prevalent  in  these  quar- 
ters to  some  extent  counteracted. 

But  the  committee  cannot  perform  its  task  with- 
out public  support.  Every  good  Bostonian  should 
associate  himself  with  it  in  its  generous  work  of 
removing  prejudice  and  misunderstanding.  The 
entire  citizenship  should  resolve  itself  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  determined  to  maintain  those 
standards  of  free  democracy  which  our  fathers 
and  now,  in  many  instances,  our  sons  have  given 
their  lives  to  establish  and  defend. 


Commercial  Interests. 

The  commercial  interests  of  Boston  continue 
to  be  a  subject  of  general  concern,  but  no  compre- 
hensive solution  of  the  problem  appears  to  be  even 
under  discussion  at  the  present  time.  The  water- 
front equipment  has  been  improved  by  the  com- 
pletion of  the  large  naval  dry  dock,  which  will  be 
available  at  times  for  merchant  vessels,  and  two 
new  floating  dry  docks  will  soon  be  located  at  East 
Boston.  A  teaming  tunnel  to  East  Boston  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $11,000,000  has  recently  been 
recommended  by  a  state  commission  and  may 
form  the  subject  of  legislation  and  subsequent 
consideration  by  the  city  government. 

Greater  Boston. 

The  delay  in  solving  this  problem  of  the  proper 
development  of  the  port  illustrates  once  more 
the  drawback  we  suffer  in  the  narrow,  artificial 
character  of  existing  political  divisions.  In  my 
argument  last  year  for  a  closer  union  between 
the  cities  and  towns  that  have  grown  up  about 
Boston  Harbor,  I  laid  stress  on  the  impetus  such 
a  union  would  give  to  port  development,  as  well 
as  the  need  of  breaking  up  congestion,  the  advan- 
tages of  a  broader  basis  of  citizenship  and  the  vital 
importance  of  certain  large  improvements  which 
can  be  carried  out  only  by  united  action.  While 
opposition  was  aroused  and  the  plan  may  have 
seemed  to  move  no  nearer  to  its  adoption,  I  believe 
the  seed  was  sown  on  receptive  ground  and  that 
many  thoughtful  citizens  have  now  begun  to  regard 
themselves  as  members  of  a  great  metropolitan 
community. 

Conclusion. 

There  are  other  matters  of  great  moment  that 
we  might  consider  together  on  this  occasion,  but 
I  find  myself  already  ranging  beyond  the  limits 
of  municipal  authority,  if  not  of  municipal  interest. 
Let  me  return  to  the  field  which  is  more  strictly 
our  own  and  invite  your  attention  to  our  first 
notable  act  of  joint  legislation,  the  annual  budget. 
It  will  he  submitted  to  you  this  year  in  a  complete 
form  as  soon  as  the  details  have  received  proper 
consideration.  With  this  task  accomplished  and 
the  departments  set  to  work  on  definite  lines,  of 
accomplishment,  we  shall  be  ready  for  those  fur- 
ther opportunities  and  emergencies  which  now- 
adays, at  least,  seldom  fail  to  present  themselves 
in  the  course  of  the  municipal  year.  If  I  OOuld 
only  be  sure  that  our  public  labors  would  be  as 
profitable  as  our  private  relations  have  been 
uniformly  pleasant,  I  should  have  no  fear  for 
Boston  in  the  twelvemonth  betorr  us.

There 
seems  to  be  no  grounds  for  the  assumption  that 
Shea's  insanity  was  caused  by  injuries  received 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  and  for  that 
reason  I  feel  that  I  cannot  favor  this  legislation.

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  case  of  former 
Patrolman  Cornelius  J.  Shea  about  which  we 
talked  over  the  telephone  on  the  28th  inst.  and 
in  compliance  with  your  wishes  then  expressed, 
I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Former  Patrolman  Cornelius  J.  Shea  was  ap- 
pointed a  reserve  officer  July  27,  1914,  and  as- 
signed to  this  division.  He  was  appointed  a 
patrolman  July  13,  1916,  and  resigned  from  the 
department  May  19,  1917.  He  was  assigned  to 
this  division  during  the  time  of  his  service  in  the 
department. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  report  sent  by  me 
to  the  superintendent  May  4,  1917:  I  respectfully 
report  that  about  8  p.  m.  of  May  2,  1917,  Patrol- 
man Cornelius  J.  Shea  of  this  division  was  taken 
from  his  home  at  85  Savin  Hill  avenue,  Dorchester 
district,  to  the  Psychopathic  Hospital  by  Dr. 
Frederick  J.  Bailey,  40  Hancock  street,  Dorchester 
district,  suffering  from  insanity. 

Patrolman  Shea  has  been  absent  from  duty 
since  April  24,  1917,  at  which  time  he  reported 
to  me  that  he  had  a  severe  cold  and  stomach 
trouble;  I  then  advised  him  to  go  to  his  home  and 
consult  his  doctor. 

Dr.  Frederick  J.  Bailey,  above  described, 
stated  to  me  that  about  7  p.  m.  May  2,  1917, 
Patrolman  Shea  had  jumped  into  Dorchester 
Bay;  that  he  had  pulled  himself  out  again,  and  that 
later,  when  called  to  see  him,  he  found  him  suffer- 
ing from  insanity  and  took  him  to  the  Psycho- 
pathic Hospital.  Doctor  Bailey  further  informed 
me  that  upon  Tuesday  night,  May  1,  1917,  Pa- 
trolman Shea  went  to  New  York  City  and  re- 
turned to  his  home  upon  Wednesday,  May  2, 
1917. 

Patrolman  Shea  could  not  give  any  reason 
for  going  to  New  York  City  and  Doctor  Bailey 
said,  that  in  his  opinion,  Patrolman  Shea  would 
never  again  be  in  condition  to  perform  police 
duty. 

Patrolman  Shea  was  not  injured  at  any  time 
while  upon  duty  on  this  division,  to  my  knowl- 
edge. 

Upon  April  4,  1917,  Patrolman  Shea  while 
off  duty  and  wearing  civilian  clothes,  in  Pem- 
berton  square,  near  the  Court  House,  was  as- 
saulted by  Samuel  Massell,  twenty-four  years 
old,  residing  at  65  Hancock  street.  This  was  a 
simple  assault.  Patrolman  Shea  showed  no  ill 
effects  from  the  assault  and  he  never  made  a 
complaint  to  me  that  he  had  received  any  in- 
jury. 

Samuel     Massell,     above    described,     was    ar- 
rested by  Patrolman  Owen  J.  Donnelly  of  Divi- 
sion 3,  at  time  of  the  assault,  and  the  record  of 
the  case  is  upon  the  books  of  Police  Division  3.

NEW   STATION  HOUSE,  DIVISION    2. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  9,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — At  the  present  time  the  city  owns 
a  parcel  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Arch  street  and 


Hawley  place,  which  ■  was  purchased  several 
years  ago  as  a  site  for  a  new  station  house  for 
Police  Division  2.  This  property  is  assessed 
for  about  $135,000. 

As  it  is  probable  that  the  city  will  be  able  to 
dispose  of  this  parcel  of  land  at  least  at  its  pur- 
chase price,  and  probably  at.  a  profit  in  the  near 
future,  I  have  conferred  with  the  Police  Com- 
missioner relative  to  the  city  securing  another 
location  for  a  new  station  house  for  Police  Divi- 
sion 2,  and  a  location  agreeable  to  both  the  Police 
Commissioner  and  myself  has  been  found  at  the 
corner  of  Milk  and  Sears  streets.  This  is  a  par- 
cel of  land  owned  by  the  Central  Wharf  and  Wet 
Dock  Corporation,  and  can  be  purchased  at  its 
assessed  valuation,  i  e.,  $89,000. 

This  latter  parcel  of  land  is  somewhat  larger 
than  the  parcel  at  the  corner  of  Arch  street  and 
Hawley  place.  When  the  last  named  parcel  was 
purchased,  the  Police  Department  did  not  have 
in  mind  the  formation  of  a  permanent  traffic 
squad,  which  would  have  to  be  housed  in  their 
own  quarters.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  house  the  regular  officers  of 
Division  2  in  the  new  building,  and  also  provide 
ample  quarters  for  the  traffic  squad  in  the  same 
building.  This  can  be  done  if  the  building  is 
erected  on  the  Milk  street  site,  as  this  parcel  of 
land  is  larger  and  therefore  will  permit  the  erec- 
tion of  a  more  commodious  building,  and  the 
means  of  entrance  and  egress  for  motor  vehicles, 
absolutely  essential  to  the  proper  location  of  the 
traffic  squad,  are  better  at  the  Milk  street  site 
than  at  the  Arch  street  site. 

If  the  city  acquires  the  Milk  street  site  at 
a  cost  of  $89,000,  and  this  can  be  done,  and  sells 
the  Arch  street  site  at  only  the  assessed  valu- 
ation, which  is  $135,000,  the  city  will  be  able  to 
save  at  least  §46,000  on  the  police  station  site, 
and  as  this  is  perfectly  agreeable  to  the  Police 
Commissioner,  he  having  been  consulted  on 
every  phase  of  the  situation,  I  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order. 

As  soon  as  the  new  plot  is  secured,  the  city 
will  begin  negotiations  for  the  sale  of  the  Arch 
street  property  at  a  figure  appreciably  higher 
than  that  which  the  city  paid  for  it.  I  there- 
fore recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompany- 
ing orders.

Dear  Sir, — Your  letter  of  January  7  was  duly 
received  and  acknowledged.  With  the  letter  was 
inclosed  a  copy  of  the  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  January  5,  1920,  requesting  the  Massa- 
chusetts Real  Estate  Exchange,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  furnish  the  City  Council  any  and 
all  information  it  may  have  in  its  possession  re- 
garding the  seventy  millions  of  real  estate  in  Boston 
located  in  the  North  End,  West  End,  Roxbury  and 
Dorchester  districts  that  is  overassessed,  according 
to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Frederick  O.  Woodruff, 
and  likewise  a  list  of  the  various  parcels  in  the 
business  district  that  Mr.  Woodruff  believes  to  be 
underassessed. 

The  report  of  the  committee  from  this  exchange, 
who  made  the  appraisals  according  to  what  they 
considered  a  fair  market  value  of  the  properties  in 
the  above-mentioned  districts,  is  of  March  24, 1916, 
a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  inclosed,  and  the  ap- 
praisals were  made  and  compared  with  the  1915 
assessments  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  under  the 
old  ward  system  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  report 
of  the  committee  shows  the  total  amount  of  the 
appraisals  by  wards  and  does  not  embrace  the 
detailed  appraisal  figures  of  individual  parcels,  as 
these  details  were  retained  by  the  appraisers,  and 
are  not  now  available.  These  details  were  not 
submitted  to  the  exchange  by  the  appraisers,  for 
the  reason  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
if  these  detailed  appraisals  were  published  or 
available  for  the  public,  it  would  undoubtedly 
cause  the  owners  embarrassment  or  loss,  fqr  no 
doubt  a  large  majority  of  these  parcels  that  were 
appraised  were  mortgaged,  and  if  it  came  to  the 
notice  of  the  mortgagees  that  the  experts  of  the 
Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange  had  ap- 
praised these  properties  at  what  they  considered 
the  market  value  and  it  differed  materially  from 
the  assessed  value,  the"  mortgagees,  when  the 
mortgages  became  due,  might  demand  that  the 
owner  of  the  equity  pay  off  or  reduce  the  mortgage 
to  what  the  mortgagee  considered  a  fair  percentage 
of  the  appraised  value.  Such  a  condition  as  this 
would  undoubtedly  lead  to  serious  consequences. 
Therefore,  the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Ex- 
change, even  if  they  had  retained  possession  of  the 
individual  appraisals  of  the  separate  parcels,  would 
not  feel  at  liberty  to  publish  them  or  to  give  thern 
to  the  public  through  the  City  Council,  or  by  any 
other  means. 

The  report  as  prepared  by  the  Appraisal  Com- 
mittee shows  what  they  considered  overassessment 
in  each  of  the  several  wards,  and  approximated 
$66,798,300. 

The  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange  is 
willing  and  anxious  to  co-operate  with  the  city 
officials  and  heads  of  departments  when  per- 
mitted to  do  so,  and  now  that  the  matter  has  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  by  the 


chairman  of  our  Legislative  Committee,  and  the 
Council  takes  exceptions  to  the  appraisals  as 
stated,  the  exchange  proposes  that,  in  order  to 
put  the  matter  fairly  and  squarely  before  the  real 
estate  taxpayers  and  the  public  in  a  thorough  and 
impartial  manner,  our  Board  of  Directors  will,  if 
the  City  Council  so  requests,  appoint  an  appraisal 
committee  of  competent  real  estate  experts  to 
meet  and  confer  from  time  to  time  with  the  Boston 
Board  of  Assessors,  or  a  committee  appointed  by 
that  Board,  thereby  arriving  at  an  equitable 
assessment  of  real  estate  parcels  in  the  above-men- 
tioned districts.  Under  this  arrangement  values 
would  be  equitably  established  so  that  owners  of 
individual  parcels  of  real  estate  would  feel  safe  on 
assessed  values,  market  values  and  mortgage  values. 
The  City  Council  will  appreciate,  no  doubt, 
that  the  real  estate  experts  of  the  Massachusetts 
Real  Estate  Exchange  are  men  who  have  been  for 
years  buying,  selling,  mortgaging  and  leasing 
properties  in  the  above-mentioned  districts. 
Therefore,  it  must  be  evident  that  these  men  have 
gained  a  substantial  and  accurate  knowledge  of 
market  values  of  real  estate. 

Regarding  your  second  request  for  the  list  of  the 
various  parcels  in  the  business  district  that  Mr. 
Woodruff  believes  to  be  underassessed,  we  would 
state,  that  this  matter  of  underassessment  was  not 
brought  before  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the 
exchange  for  discussion,  but  was  casually  referred 
to  at  the  hearing  before  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  to  which  Mr.  Woodruff 
was  invited,  and  was  only  a  personal  opinion  of 
Mr.  Woodruff's,  who  states  that  under  the  above 
circumstances  he  does  not  care  to  give  out  person- 
ally any  list  for  publication  of  properties  in  the 
district  referred  to  that  may  be,  in  his  opinion, 
underassessed.  This  question,  however,  could  also 
be  taken  up  for  thorough  discussion  and  adjust- 
ment by  the  joint  committee  of  appraisers  and 
assessors  as  mentioned  above. 

Trusting  the  City  Council  will  see  its  way  clear

Dear  Sir, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  74 
of  the  General  Acts  for  the  year  1918  it  is  set  forth 
that 

"If  a  voting  precinct  shall,  in  any  year,  accord- 
ing to  such  registration,  contain  more  than  one 
thousand  voters,  the  aldermen  shall  in  like  manner 
either  divide  such  precinct  into  two  or  more  voting 
precinct's  or  shall  make  a  new  division  of  the  ward 
into  voting  precincts." 

The  Board  found  that  at  the  close  of  registra- 
tion for  the  city  election,  1919,  that.  Precinct  4  of 
Ward  25  contained  one  thousand  and  seventy- 
nine  (1,079)  voters,  and  we  therefore  recommend 
that  Precincts  3,  4  and  5  of  said  Ward  25  be  di- 
vided into  live  (5)  precincts,  making  a  total  of 
eight  1,8)  precincts  in  said  ward,  instead  of  six  (6) 
as  at  present. 

The  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  herewith 
submits  a  division  in  accordance  with  the  above 
suggestion  and  respectfully  requests  that  the  same 
be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for  approval  in 
order  that  the  police  listing  of  April  1,  1920,  may 
take  place  under  the  new  precinct  lines.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  letter  of  December  11, 
1919,  relative  to  the  request  of  this  Board  for  the 
transfer  of  $13,534.25  from  the  special  appropria- 
tion "Ripley  Playground,  Dorchester,"  to  the 
special  appropriation  "  Savin  Hill  Playground  and 
Beach,"  with  a  request  to  furnish  information  in 
detail  as  to  the  estimated  quantity  of  work  to  be 
done  and  rates,  with  totals  for  the  various  elements 
of  the  work  necessary  to  complete  and  put  Savin 
Hill  Playground  and  Beach  in  final  condition,  and 
in  reply  would  state  that  I  am  inclosing  a  copy  of 
the  engineer's  report  on  the  various  items  neces- 
sary to  complete  Savin  Hill  Playground,  now 
McConnell  Park. 

While  $37,000,  the  engineer's  estimate,  is  neces- 
sary for  the  final  completion,  I  find  that  the  amount 
asked  for  transfer  will  place  the  playground  and 
park  in  a  suitable  condition  for  present  use.  The 
estimated  amounts  for  this  purpose  are  as  follows:

The  1,000  yards  of  loam  in  the  above  estimate 
will  allow  us  to  do  the  most  necessary  planting, 
that  is,  the  placing  of  trees  along  the  railroad,  in 
order  to  screen  the  playground  from  the  tracks. 

The  9,000  cubic  yards  of  filling  for  the  children's 
playground  is  placed  at  a  lesser  amount  than  the 
engineer's  estimate,  as,  if  the  work  is  now  author- 


ized, ashes  can  be  had  for  this  purpose  at  the  price 
of  50  cents  per  cubic  yard,  mentioned  in  the  above 
table. 

The   800    cubic  yards   of   playground   surfacing 
and  the  1,500  cubic  yards  of  riprap  recommended 
in  the  engineer's  estimate  could  be  dispensed  with 
until  such  time  as  more  funds  are  available.

OPINION   CONCERNING   SIGNING   OF 
ORDERS,   ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  February  9,  1920. 
Hon.  James  Donovan, 
City  Clerk: 

Dear  Sir,  — I  have  received  your  recent  letter 
stating  the  following  facts: 

"  Several  orders  were  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  January  26,  1920,  and  were  presented  to  the 
Mayor  on  January  27,  1920.  On  Monday,  Feb- 
ruary 2,  1920,  three  new  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil took  office.  The  Council  thereupon  organized 
by  the  election  of  a  president  and  resumed  busi- 
ness." 

and  requesting  my  opinion  whether  the  orders  will 
be  in  force  or  become  void  upon  the  assumption 
that  the  Mayor  takes  no  action  by  approving  or 
vetoing  them  within  fifteen  days  from  the  time 
they  were  presented  to  him. 

If  it  was  assumed  that  the  "Mayor  had  adopted 
a  policy  of  approving  within  the  municipal  year  or 
of  vetoing  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  pres- 
entation all  orders  passed  by  the  City  Council  in 
the  last  days  of  its  annual  session,  the  contingency 
presented  in  your  letter  could  not  arise  in  any  event. 

However,  I  am  of  opinion  that,  during  the  term 
of  office  of  the  Mayor,  the  provisions  of  section  4  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  relating  to  the 
method  by  which  orders  of  the  City  Council  are  to 
take  effect,  control  even  though  the  period  of  time 
prescribed  in  the  section  extends  beyond  the  ses- 
sion of  the  City  Council  which  passed  the  order. 
Yet  I  realize  it  is  impossible  to  speak  with  com- 
plete certainty  on  a  matter  of  statutory  construc- 
tion until  it  has  been  passed  upon  by  the  full  court. 

In  the  present  instance  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
absolute  power  of  veto  of  the  Mayor  was  one  of  the 
new  and  positive  changes  of  the  charter  amend- 
ments of  1909.  Upon  the  passage  of  an  order  by 
the  City  Council,  action  by  that  body  is  com- 
pleted and  finished.  An  interpretation  of  the 
statute  that  an  order  of  the  City  Council  must  be 
acted  upon  by  the  Mayor  during  the  session  of  the 
City  Council  which  originated  the  order  would  re- 
sult in  shortening  the  session  by  a  period  of  fifteen 
days,  as  in  no  other  way  could  an  order  be  re- 
viewed by  the  Mayor  as  provided  in  the  charter 
amendments. 

Therefore,   I  am  of  opinion  that  the  orders  in 

question  are  to  be  considered  in  force  if  they  are 

not  returned  by   the   Mayor   with   his   objections 

thereto  in  writing  on  or  before  February  11,  1920.

I  have  had  this  entire  subject  investigated  by 
the  Finance  Commission,  and  this  morning  I 
received  a  preliminary  report  which  shows  that 
the  salaries  paid  in  Suffolk  County  are  compara- 
tively higher  than  the  salaries  paid  in  Providence, 
Chicago,  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  the  probation  officers 
of  Suffolk  County  have  the  advantage  of  a  non- 
contributory  pension  system  which  entitles  them 
on  retirement  after  sixty  years  of  age  to  half  the 


salary  received  by  them  during  the  final  year  of 
service.  This  is  a  benefit  which  the  other  four 
cities  mentioned  above  do  not  have. 

It  is  also  to  be  queried  whether  or  not  the  future 
work  of  probation  officers  will  decrease  in  view  of 
the  enforcement  of  the  prohibition  amendment. 

For  all  of  these  reasons  I  find  it  necessary  to 
veto  the  orders  herewith  returned.

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  last 
year,  a.s  you  may  remembe1",  I  filed  an  order  asking 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  look  into  the  advisability 
of  appointing  a  committee  to  examine  into  housing 
conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston.  T  do  not  know 
about  and  never  have  been  informed  as  to  whether 
there  were  any  facts  in  his  possession  concerning 
the  matter,  and  have  not  learned  of  any  action  he 
may  have  taken  on  the  suggestion  by  the  City 
Council.  But  I  was  very  much  interested  to  see 
that  tomorrow,  on  the  initiative  of  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  a  great  housing  conference 
is  going  to  take  place  in  Boston,  and  I  think  it  is 
proper  that  we  should  again  call  his  Honor  the 
Mayor's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  City  Council 
is  on  record  favoring  something  being  done  to 
relieve  the  terrible  conditions  now  prevailing 
throughout  the  entire  city.  Rents  are  increasing 
enormously,  and  there  is  a  great  lack  of  housing 
facilities  in  the  city.  It  is  important  that  the 
people  of  Boston  should  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  live  as  they  should  live.

EMBARGO,    EXPORTATION   OF   COAL. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  the  City  of  Boston,  Congress  should  declare 
an  embargo  on  the  exportation  of  coal  until  such 
time  as  the  production  of  coal  reaches  an  amount 
sufficient  to  supply  the  demands  of  the  consumers 
in  the  LTnited  States. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  given  to  filing  orders  netitioning  or  memorializ- 
ing Congress  or  any  legislative  body  outside  of  our 
own  with  regard  to  the  propriety  of  certain  action. 
I  realize,  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature  for  six  or 
seven  years,  the  absolute  futility  of  continually 
memorializing  Congress  to  do  this,  that  or  the 
other  thing.  Ordinarily  I  do  not  think  it  is  any  of 
our  business  what  Congress  does.  Those  men  are 
elected  by  the  people  and  it  is  reasonable  to  think 
that  they  will  know  what  is  expected  of  them. 
But  there  are  very  important  and  vital  questions 
as  affecting  the  health,  comfort  and  safety  of  our 
people  which  argue  very  strongly  in  favor  of  an 
embargo  on  coal  until  the  danger  ooint  has  passed. 
The  gas  situation,  for  instance,  is  directly  connected 
with  it.  If  it  is  true,  as  Mr.  Storrow  has  said,  that 
the  conditions  under  which  coal  is  now  being  mined, 
distributed  and  sold  are  going  to  he  removed  the 
first  of  April,  and  if  coal  operators  can  then  sell 
coal  to  foreign  countries  at  figures  of  SI  .35  per  ton 
more  than  they  can  get  from  the  consumers  in  this 
country,  I  think  it  is  high  time  that  an  embargo 
was  put  on  the  exportation  of  coal,  to  prevent  such 
action,  which  would  be  a  menace  to  our  people  and 
our  industries.  Certainly  we  cannot  calmly  view 
the  possibility  of  the  coal  of  this  country  being  sold 
under  conditions  that  would  amount  to  a  broad 
world-wide  auction  sale,  with  all  the  possible  con- 
sequences to  those  here  earning  their  living  by  the 
sweat  of  their  brow  as  well  as  other  citizens.  It  is 
a  very  important  matter  for  us  to  consider.  Con- 
gress   should    look    into    it    immediately,    because 


today  we  are  suffering  from  a  terrible  lack  of  coal 
I  certainly  trust  that  the  order  will  be  passed.

INFORMATION   ASKED    CONCERNING 

PRICE  OF  GAS. 
Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order — That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  inform  the 
City  Council  what  action  he  has  taken  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  resolution  adopted  on  January  1(3,  1920, 
relative  to  an  examination  of  the  books  of  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  opposing 
any  increase  in  the  price  of  gas. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN^Mr.   President,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  order  which  relates  to  the  gas  com- 
pany, let  me  say  that  the  gas  company  in  this  city 
is  now  contemplating  an  increase  in  the  price  of 
.    gas   from    SI   to    $1.20   per   thousand   cubic   feet. 
Some  three  or  four  weeks  ago  I  had  an  order  passed 
through  the  Council  asking  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
introduce   an   order   for   an   appropriation    which 
■would  enable  auditors  to  go  over  the  books  of  the 
gas  company  and  see  whether  or  not  it  was  justified 
in  the  claim  it  was  making  before  the  Department 
of  Public   Utilities.     I  seriously  question  whether 
the  gas  company  can  show  just  cause  for  that  con- 
templated  increase.     1    question    whether   it    can 
prove  that  its  overhead  charges  have  increased  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  is  warranted  in  increasing 
the  price  of  gas  to  consumers  in  Boston  50  per  cent 
within  the  last  two  or  three  years.     The  price  went 
from  SO  cents  to  90  cents  in  1917,  from  90  cents  to 
SI  in  191S,  and  they  are  now  asking  for  1910-20 
another  20  oer  cent  increase,  making  the  price  of  gas 
$1.20  per  thousand  cubic  feet.     If  the  poor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  cannot  get  coal  to  heat  their  homes 
and  cook  their  food  they  have  one  other  alternative 
and  that  is  to  use  gas,  and  if  the  company  is  going 
to  increase  the  price  of  gas  it  looks  to  me  as  though 
there  was  some  collusion  taking  place.     1  think  if 
an  investigation  of  the  proper  kind  is  made  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  city  authorities  they  will  find  that 
through  the  interlocking  directorates  of  the  coal 
operators  and  mine  owners  of  the  country  and  the 
great   gas-producing   companies   of    this   city   and 
state  the  people  of  Boston  and  New  England  are 
going  to  be  called  upon  to  contribute  far  in  excess 
of  the  proper  amount  they  should  contribute  for 
necessaries  of  life  in  their  homes.     It  is  the  business 
of  someone  to  find  out  the  facts.     All  we  can  do  as 
members  of  the  City  Council  is  to  offer  orders, 
which  are  weak  things.     They  mean  nothing  unless 
we  can  force  men  in  high  public  and  political  office 
to  recogni  ,e  the  interests  of  the  people  of  this  city. 
I  am  not  going  to  accuse  anybody  of  shirking  their 
duty.     I  realize,  however,  the  far  reaching  power  of 
all  the  corporate  interests  of  this  city  and  state.     I 
have  seen  them  working  before,  and  I  know  how 
they  are  working  today.     But  somebody  is  respon- 
sible, and  if  we  cannot  control  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Utilities  on  the  gas  situation,  we 
can  at  least  wage  such  a  contest  as  it  is  cur  duty  to 
wage  on  behalf  of  the  people,  bringing  the  fullest 
amount  of  publicity  and  light  of  day  on  that  which 
is  taking  place,  which  is  nothing  but  an  attempt  to 
extort  from  the  people  moneys  needed  to  sustain 
their  homes.     The  papers  of  Boston  should  give  the 
fullest  publicity  to  the  gns  situation.     I  have  read 
only  one  editorial  upon  it,  sir,  and  it  was  not  an 
editorial  favorable  to  the  position  of  the  city  govern- 
ment.    There  have  been  three,  four  or  five  hear- 
ings,   and    yet    no    one   connected    with    the    city 
government    of    Boston,    to    my    knowledge,    was 
invited  to  those  hearings.     The  City  of  Boston  had 
the  Corporation  Counsel  or  one  of  his  assistants  go 
there,  but  for  some  reason  or  other  they  have  with- 
drawn from  the  case.     I  don't  know  the  reason  and 
I  make  no  insinuating  statements.     They  probably 
have    had   their  reasons  for  their  action,  sir.     But 
I  do  think  it  is  incumbent  uoon  the  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton to  -send  an  order  here  to  the  City  Council,  which 
we  will  nass   unanimously,  appropriating  moneys 
which  will  enable  the  city  to  employ  expert  auditor* 
who  will  have  access  to  the  books  of  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  they  can  make  a 
report  back  to  his   Honor  the  Mayor  and  to  us. 
We  will  thus  be  given  the  fullest  opportunity  to 
obtain  the  facts  in  connection  with  what  seems  to  be 
a  proposed  extortionate  increase  in  the  price  of  gas. 
Such  an  examination  cannot  and  will  not  be  refused, 
and  an  expenditure  in  this  way  of  82,000,  $3,000, 
$5,000  may  very. likely  save  the  working  classes  of 
the  city  from  being  robbed  of  several  millions  of 
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dollars.  Just  look  at  the  situation  today.  The 
coal  situation  is  a  terrible  one,  on  one  side,  and  if 
people  are  ohliged  to  look  to  gas  and  cannot  get  it, 
because  of  a  raise  in  the  price,  what  is  the  result 
going  to  be?  It  is  the  old  story,  nothing  new  about 
it,  sir;  but  it  is  somebody's  duty  to  see  that  some- 
thing is  done,  and  it  is  our  duty' to  force  such  action 
if  anybody  is  a  little  dilatory  in  taking  the  action. 
I  ask  that  the  order  be  passed  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rule.

Gentlemen, — The  condition  of  the  East  Boston 
ferries  must  have  immediate  attention.  Out  of  a 
total  of  seven  boats  three  are  over  thirty  years  of 
age  and  three  are  about  twenty  years  old,  and  only 
one  of  these  boats  is  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  a 
reasonable  number  of  vehicles.  At  the  present 
time  the  Public  Works  Department  is  altering  the 
superstructure  of  the  "John  H.  Sullivan"  to  in- 
crease its  teaming  capacity  about  00  per  cent. 
"The  Noddle  Island"  has  been  ordered  out  of 
service  by  the  Federal  authorities  and  it  is  a  ques- 
tion whether  or  not  it  can  ever  again  be  economi- 
cally put  into  service.  A  board  of  marine  experts 
is  making  an  examination  of  the  boat  to  determine 
the  question  of  its  further  use. 

The  work  of  rehabilitating  the  ferry  service  must 
be  commenced  at  once  and  a  new  boat  for  the 
service  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible.  I 
therefore  recommend  the  immediate  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

Gentlemen, — On  February  9  I  sent  to  the  City 
Council  a  message  recommending  the  passage  of 
an  order  to  authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to  acquire 
the  plot  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Milk  and  Sears 
streets  for  a  site  for  a  new  station  house  for  Police 
Division  2.  As  far  as  I  can  learn  no  positive  action 
has  been  taken  on  this  matter  although  the  City 
Council  has  now  had  the  matter  before  it  for 
eleven  days. 

As  I  pointed  out  in  my  message,  the  new  site 
for  Police  Station  2  is  a  particularly  desirable  one 
and  meets  with  the  complete  approval  of  the 
Police  Commissioner.  Not  only  can  the  site  be 
acquired  for  a  figure  far  less  than  the  original  cost 
of  the  land  now  owned  by  the  city  at  the  corner  of 
Arch  street  and  Hawley  place,  but  the  latter  prop- 
erty can  be  sold  at  least  at  the  purchase  price  and 
probably  at  a  profit,  thus  effecting  a  material 
saving  to  the  city  in  the  cost  of  the  site  for  Station  2. 
j  I  have  just  received  a  letter  from  the  treasurer 
of  the  Central.WharfiandiWet  Dock  Corporation, 
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the  owners  of  the  property  at  the  corner  of  Milk 
and  Sears  streets,  stating  that  other  parties  have 
approached  them  in  the  matter  of  the  purchase  of 
this  land.  I  am  further  informed  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  corporation  that  in  all  likelihood  it  can  dis- 
pose of  the  property  at  a  figure  considerably 
higher  than  the  city  will  be  required  to  pay  for  it, 
and  the  treasurer  has  requested  that  I  set  March

EXAMINATION   OF   BOOKS   OF    CONSOLI- 
DATED  GAS   COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  response  to  the  following  order 
adopted  at  your  last  meeting, 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  City  Council  what  action 
he  has  taken  in  the  matter  of  the  resolution 
adopted  on  January  16,  1920,  relative  to  an  exam- 
ination of  the  books  of  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  and  opposing  any  increase  in  the 
price  of  gas," 

on  December  2,  1919,  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  brought  before  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  a  petition  for  increase  in  the  stand- 
ard price  of  gas  from  $1  to  $1.20.  Notice  of  hear- 
ing on  this  petition  was  duly  received  by  the  city 
on  "December  IS,  1919,  and  subsequent  hearings 
were  held  thereon  on  December  30,  1919,  and 
January  6,  1920.  In  these  proceedings  the  city 
was  represented  by  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel 
Joseph  P.  Lyons,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  and  objection  was  entered 
bv  the  city  to  the  proposed  increase. 

Subsequently  it  was  suggested  by  the  com- 
missioners that  they  would  be  glad  to  have  an 
expert  examine  the  books  of  the  company  on  behalf 
of  the  city.  A  number  of  conferences  concerning 
this  question  were  held  between  Mr.  Lyons  and 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  representing  the  city, 
and  members  of  the  commission,   as   a    result  of 
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which  it  was  decided  to  employ  Arthur  D.  Little 
as  expert  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  plant  and 
general  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  company 
and  with'referenee  to  what  improvement  had  been 
made  in  the  art  of  gas  manufacture,  and  to  make 
such  further  investigation  of  the  business  of  the 
gas  company  as  would  shed  any  light  upon  what 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  commission  in 
respect  to  the  company's  petition.  It  was  also 
decided  to  employ  Messrs.  Patterson,  Teele  and 
Dennis  as  experts  to  examine  the  books. 

On  February  13,  1920,  a  conference  was  held 
between  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  Mr.  Lyons, 
representing  the  city,  and  the  commissioners  and 
experts  employed  by  the  city,  at  which  the  course 
to  be  followed  was  laid  down. 

During  the  whole  course  of  proceedings  I  have 
been  in  constant  conference  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  on  the  matter,  and  at  no  time  has  there 
been  any  danger  that  the  standard  price  of  gas 
would  be  increased  until  the  city  was  given  ample 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  investigation  of 
the  questions  involved,  and  to  be  assured  that  the 
rights  of  the  consumer  were  adequately  presented.

ESTIMATES  FOR  ANNUAL  BUDGET. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  1,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  accordance  with  section  3  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  I  submit  herewith 
the  estimates  of  the  several  departments  for  the 
fiscal  year  1920-21  with  my  recommendations 
thereon. 

I  submit  also  the  basis  of  estimates  showing  the 
amount  that  can  be  raised  within  the  present  tax 
limit  for  general  purposes  and  the  amount  of 
estimated  income  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

This  year  the  tax  limit  of  $6.52  on  the  thousand 
for  general  municipal  purposes  has  been  raised  by 
legislation  to  $10.52  on  the  thousand.  The  amount 
that  can  be  raised  by  taxes  within  the  limit  of 
$10.52  is  $15,678,409.86,  to  which  should  be  added 
the  estimated  income  of  $5,225,000  and  the  surplus 
of  $3,769,327.65.  Of  this  sum  I  recommend  the 
appropriation  of  $22,603,358.41,  the  total  of  the 
budget  estimates  for  municipal  purposes. 

It  is  pertinent  to  remark  at  this  time  that  the 
yield  from  the  tax  limit  of  $10.52  on  the  thousand 
plus  estimated  other  income  falls  far  short,  as 
predicted,  of  the  budget  requirements.  It  is  there- 
fore exceedingly  fortunate  that  the  city  closed  the 
last  financial  year  with  a  considerable  surplus. 
The  existence  of  this  surplus  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  for  this  year;  the  debt  incurring  power 
of  the  city  is  approximately  $1,800,000  less  than  it 
was  last  year,  a  reduction  of  almost  50  per  cent, 
and  a  few  of  the  more  important  capital  improve- 


ments which  have  been  planned  for  some  time 
must  be  undertaken  this  year.  At  the  same  time 
the  heavy  snow  falls  during  this  winter  will  cost  the 
city  an  unusually  large  amount,  it  being  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to 
request  an  additional  appropriation  of  $200, OuO  to 
cover  the  cost  of  snow  removal.  I  know  it  will  be 
a  source  of  satisfaction  to  many  to  know  that  I 
plan  to  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $400,000 
for  the  purchase  of  a  new  ferryboat  for  the  East 
Boston  service.  But  for  the  existence  of  the  surplus 
all  of  these  improvements  would  be  impossible, 
and  it  would  have  been  impossible  under  the  tax 
limit  of  $10.52  to  have  given  any  of  the '  much 
deserved  salary  and  wage  increases  that  have  been 
granted  this  year. 

The  city  plans  this  year  to  continue  the  policy 
of  further  motorization  of  the  Fire  Department. 
To  this  end  I  have  approved  of  an  appropriation 
of  $150,000  in  the  budget  of  the  Fire  Department, 
for  I  feel  that  the  further  motorization  of  the 
department  should  go  on  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

It  will  also  be  noted  that  there  are  a  number  of 
unusual  appropriations  in  the  budget  of  the  City 
Hospital.  I  have  allowed  these  as  not  only  will 
they  in  many  instances  result  in  great  economies 
but,  more  important,  they  will  permit  the  City 
Hospital  to  more  efficiently  discharge  its  function 
of  caring  for  and  improving  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity at  large.  One  item  of  $40,000  is  allowed 
for  the  installation  in  the  power  house"  at  the  hospi- 
tal of  an  oil-burning  equipment.  The  installation 
of  this  equipment  will,  it  is  estimated,  effect  a  very 
large  saving  annually  in  the  fuel  cost  at  the  hospital. 

The  most  important  function  of  the  modern 
hospital  aside  from  the  immediate  care  of  the 
patients  under  its  supervision,  is  in  the  sphere  of 
preventive  medicine.  As  far  as  possible  the  City 
Hospital  has  cared  for  every  patient  who  applied 
for  treatment.  For  the  purpose  of  scientific  investi- 
gation the  sum  of  $5,000  is  being  allowed,  and  the 
benefit  of  this  type  of  research  should  be  great. 

The  sum  of  $30,0^0  is  also  allowed  in  the  budget 
in  order  that  the  present  measles  ward  in  the  South 
Department  may  be  converted  into  an  isolation 
building.  At  the  present  time  the  children  are 
received  into  the  South  Department  for  one  disease 
and  because  of  the  lack  of  isolation  they  are  fre- 
quently exposed  and  seized  with  other  communi- 
cable diseases.  For  instance,  a  child  may  come  in 
with  measles  and  shortly  develop  whooping  cough, 
sea-let  fever  or  diphtheria.  This  is  a  situation 
which  should  not  be  permitted  to  exist,  and  with 
a  ward  in  which  a  child  may  be  isolated  in  the 
South  Department  until  the  danger  of  cross-infec- 
tion is  over,  a  great  economic  saving  to  the  com- 
munity will  result. 

As  all  of  the  salary  increases  are  figured  on  the 
basis  of  April  1  in  the  case  of  employees  on  a 
monthly  basia,  and  April  2  in  the  case  of  employees 
on  a  weekly  basis,  I  hope  the  City  Council  will  be 
able  to  finally  adopt  the  budget  prior  to  that  time.

INCREASE   FOR   CITY   COUNCIL 
OFFICERS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  until 
otherwise  ordered  the  annual  salaries  of  the  officers 
connected  with  the  City  Council  be  established  as 
follows,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1920: 

Clerk  of  Committees $3,500  00 

Secretary  to  the  City  Council  and  As- 
sistant Clerk  of  Committees   2,600  00 

City  Messenger   3,800  00 

Assistant  in  the  office  of  the  City  Mes- 
senger    2,000  00 

The  question  came  on  giving  the  order  a  second 
reading. 

Coun. WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  purpose  of 
that  order  is  to  perfect  the  action  of  the  Executive 
Committee  one  week  ago  when  they  voted,  although 
I  was  absent,  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  attaches 
of  our  own  personal  staff  according  to  the  figures 
given  in  the  order.  They  are  already  in  the  budget. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  necessary  to  pass  an 
order  to  make  them  operative,  I  offer  that  order 
for  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  on  the  order 
in  question  I  am  going  to  vote  no.  I  do  this  with 
some  degree  of  hesitation,  believing  that  there  is 
justice  and  merit  in  the  increase  granted  to  em- 
ployees of  the  City  Council.  I  am  in  favor  of  what 
I  consider  to  be  a  limited  and  fair  increase,  and  to 
my  mind  the  amount  as  decided  upon  finally  and 
listed  in  the  budget  is  a  little  bit  beyond  what  I 
I  consider  fair.  I  am  not  going  to  make  any  ex- 
tended argument  in  defence  of  these  reasons  beyond 
the  fact  that  I  want  to  say  that  every  item  in  the 
budget,  in  my  judgment,  Bhould  be  scrutinized. 
I  consider  that  great  economy  and  care  should  be 
exercised,  for  I  believe  that  the  laborers  in  the 
employ  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  have  been 
awarded  a  daily  wage  of  $4.50  by  the  Mayor.  The 
budget  calls  for  but  $4.  It  is  my  individual  pur- 
pose— a  purpose  in  which  I  anticipate,  hope  and 
feel  that  the  majority  if  not  all  the  members  of  the 
body  will  join  with  me — to  endeavor  to  save  enough 
money  by  not  appropriating  all  the  money  provided 
for  in  the  budget  so  that  the  Mayor  can,  if  he  sees 
fit,  give  the  city  laborers  $4.50  a  day.  If  we  are 
going  to  try  to  save  money  for  that  purpose  we 
must  look  diligently  in  all  directions  to  obtain  the 
money  for  that  purpose,  giving  meritorious  increases 
to  deserving  employees  but  not  making  the  amount 
excessive.  To  my  mind  the  city  laborers  should 
be  our  first  thought  now,  as  they  usually  are  our 
first  thought  when  we  are  campaigning.  I  think 
we  ought  to  exercise  judgment.  It  is  for  that 
specific  reason,  because  I  think  I  can  now  see  an 
opportunity  to  save  a  little  money  in  this  direction 
for  that  good  purpose  that  I  vote  no  on  this  propo- 
sition. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  is  not  my 
intention  to  say  anything  in  reply  to  what  the 
gentleman  has  said  in  regard  to  the  order.  But  he 
knows  full  well  that  this  is  the  only  department  in 
the  entire  city  where  we  can  initiate  an  increase  of 
salary,  and  also  knows  that  every  member  of  this 
body,  if  he  had  it  in  his  power  to  do  so,  would  vote 
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to  increase  the  salary  of  every  deserving  employee 
of  the  city  and  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  where  we 
have  some  control.     He  suggests  saving  money  in 
the  budget  to  take  care  of  the  increase  from  $4  to 
.$4.50  a  day  of  the  laborers.     I  suggest  to  him  that 
he  get  in  touch  with  the  Mayor  and  have  an  agree- 
ment with  him  that,  provided  we  can  save  sufficient 
money  in  paring  the  budget,  the  Mayor  will  use 
the  savings  we  make  in  so  paring  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  salaries  of  the  laborers,  not  leaving 
it,  as  has  been  suggested,  in  the  position  of  simply 
passing  the  buck  to  the  Mayor.     We  have  under 
us  faithful  employees.     It  has  been  suggested  by 
the  Finance  Commission  that  they  do  not  perform 
any  important  duties,  simply  performing  clerical 
work.     I  want  to  say  that  our  Clerk  of  Committees 
fills  as  important  a  position  with  reference  to  the 
taxpayers'  interests  as  any  other  head  of  a  depart- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston.     He  has  to  take  charge 
of  all  the  claims  and  all  orders  and  awards  in  the 
matter  of  claims.     He  has  to  take  care  of  all  the 
records   of   the   Council   committee   meetings   and 
put  in  shape  all  the  orders  that  go  before  this  body. 
He  acts  between  the  Mayor  and  this  body  in  the 
matter  of  orders  coming  from  the  Mayor's  office 
in  many  cases,  and  he  has  proven  himself  to  be  as 
efficient,  if  not  the  most  efficient  Clerk  of  Commit- 
tees we  have  ever  had.     The  Mayor  has  seen  fit  to 
withdraw  a  certain  sum  from  the  Clerk  of  Commit- 
tees' salary  by  having  somebody  else  perform  the 
duties  of  director  of  celebrations.     In  consequence 
of  that  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  of  Committees  is 
down  to  less  than  that  of  an  ordinary  head  of  a 
department.     The   City   Messenger  is  performing 
his  duties  properly.     He  is  on  the  job.     That  is 
true  of  his  assistant,  and  of  all  our  officers.     We  are 
not  going  to  increase  the  laborers'  pay  one  nickel 
by  tearing  off  a  few  dollars  from  the  only  salary 
increases  we  can  initiate.     I  say  this  without  any 
attempt  to  be  offensive  to  the  gentleman  opposite. 
The  Council  to  a  man  is  prepared  to  vote  a  living 
wage  to  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  city's 
service,  if  it  is  within  its  power,  and  no  one  member 
has  any  right,  nor  should  he  attempt,  to  monopolize 
good  deeds  in  the  way  of  giving  the  employees  of 
the  city  a  living  wage.     I  am  going  to  vote  yes  on 
this  order,  for  I  believe  in  giving  employees  of  the 
city  a  standard  wage  equal  to  that  which  would  be 
given  for  the  same  kind  of  work  outside. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


INFORMATION  REQUESTED  OF  FINANCE 
COMMISSION. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Finance  Commission,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
be  requested  to  send  to  each  member  of  the  City 
Council  by  Monday,  March  8,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission report  and  recommendations  upon  the 
various  items  which  will  appear  in  the  budget  for 
the  coming  fiscal  year.

STUDY   OF  EAST   BOSTON   FERRY 
CONDITIONS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested 
to  make  a  complete  study  of  the  East  Boston  ferry 
conditions  and  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the 
physical  condition  of  the  ferryboats  and  the  plant 
in  general,  and  advise  the  City  Council  what  is 
required  to  get  the  East  Boston  ferry  service  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  to  meet  the  requirement  of 
the  public  and  business  interests  of  East  Boston, 


and  what  would  be  the  approximate  cost  to  properly 
equip  the  service  so  that  we  mav  get  the  desired 
results. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  grant  a  public  hearing  to  the  public  and  business 
interests  of  East  Boston  upon  the  subject  matter  of 
the  present  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  East 
Boston  ferryboat  and  docks,  and  the  general  service 
and  that  in  addition  to  the  people  of  East  Boston 
the  members  of  the  City  Council,  the  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Commission  and  the  Waterways  Com- 
missioner will  be  invited  to  attend  this  hearing, 
with  the  object  in  view  of  deciding  upon  ways  and 
means  to  better  the  conditions  of  the  East  Boston 
ferries  and  the  service  of  same,  to  properly  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  business  interests  of  the 
East  Boston  section. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  these  orders 
were  presented  to  and  were  passed  by  this  Council 
on  July  21,  1919,  and  ever  since  then  I  have  been 
looking  for  some  answer  from  the  head  of  a  depart- 
ment, through  the  Mayor's  office,  in  regard  to  the 
conditions  of  the  East  Boston  ferry  service.  Up  to 
the  present  time  there  has  been  no  reply  received 
by  this  Council  to  those  orders  as  passed  last  July. 
My  object  in  introducing  them  today  is  to  repeat 
this  request  of  the  head  of  the  department  of 
Public  Works,  through  the  Mayor's  office,  with  the 
hope  that  upon  the  second  request  we  will  get  some 
action.  This  is  brought  about  because  a  delegation 
of  East  Boston  citizens  have  seen  Coun.  Ford  and 
have  asked  him  to  have  some  action  taken  upon 
this  matter,  and  at  his  suggestion  I  am  again 
presenting  the  orders  of  last  July.

INVESTIGATION   OF  LONG   ISLAND 
INSTITUTIONS. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
the  Committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons  be  author- 
ized and  requested  to  make  an  investigation  of 
the  management  of  the  institutions  at  Long 
Island,  and  especially  in  regard  to  conditions 
during  the  recent  epidemic  of  influenza. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I  have 
offered  this  order  because  of  the  fact  that  during 
the  past  month  we  have  read  of  the  conditions 
prevailing  on  Long  Island.  We  all  know  the 
attempt  that  has  been  done  to  do  away  with  the 
trustees  who  have  governed  and  controlled  that 
island  for  so  many  years,  and  we  know  the  unfor- 
tunate conditions  that  prevail  between  the  super- 
intendent at  the  island  and  those  trustees.  It 
does  seem,  having  in  mind  the  tremendous  loss 
of  life  on  Long  Island  the  last  month  from  influ- 
enza, that  something  should  be  done  to  remedy 
the  situation  prevailing  there.  I  do  not  know  at 
this  time  who  is  responsible  for  it,  but  it  would 
seem  that  when  any  community  with  the  popula- 
tion of  Long  Island  loses  practically  16  to  20  per 
cent  of  its  population  in  a  week's  time  something 
is  radically  wrong  and  something  should  be  done 
to  remedy  the  situation.  I  offer  the  order  not 
with  the  intention  of  looking  for  any  particular 
person,  but  with  the  sole  intention  of  protecting 
the  poor  unfortunates  who  are  obliged  to  be  there, 
the  unfortunate  sick  who  never  can  be  well.  It 
seems  to  me  an  important  thing  to  do,  and  I  think 
the  City  Council  can  well  afford  to  give  time  to 
the  unfortunates  on  Long  Island,  investigating 
to  see  if  some  concrete  suggestions  may  not  be 
made  which  will  tend  to  relieve  the  situation.  I 
hope  the  order  will  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  will  be  passed  by  the  Council. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  cause  notice  to  be 
sent  to  the  various  departments  to  the  effect  that 
the  City  Council,  sitting  in  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, is  willing  and  desirous  of  hearing  any 
employees  or  the  representative  of  any  class  of 
employees  who  have  facts  to  present  to  prove  that 
they  have  been  unjustly  treated  in  the  matter  of 
salaries  or  wages  in  the  present  budget. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN — Mr.  President,  I  realize 
perhaps  as  much  as  anybody  that  this  is  a  depar- 
ture from  the  regular  course  of  procedure  in  this 
body.  There  are  those  who  maintain  that  this 
order  is  not  in  compliance  with  the  city  charter  of 
Boston.  I  am  sure  I  don't  know  whether  that  be 
the  fact  or  not,  but  I  do  know  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  came  before  this  body  some  few  months 
ago  and  made  a  very  stirring  appeal  to  the  entire 
membership  of  the  body  to  go  to  Beacon  Hill  and 
lend  their  support  to  him  towards  increasing  the 
tax  limit  from  $9.52  to  $11.52.  He  at  that  time 
gave  as  his  reason  for  increasing  the  tax  limit  that 
it  was  for  the  sole  purpose  of  giving  a  living  wage 
to  all  city  employees  and  to  obviate  the  necessity 
of  extensive  dismissals  from  the  public  service. 
The  Council  did  as  he  requested.  They  went  to 
the  Legislature,  appeared  before  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Finances,  and  the  efforts  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Council  finally  resulted 
in  getting  an  additional  dollar  increase  in  the  tax 
limitation.  We  now  have  a  situation  confronting 
us  that  wo  never  had  before.     There  is  a  great 
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surplus  of  money  in  the  treasury  and  the  Mayor  is 
expending  more  money  than  any  previous  mayor 
has  ever  had;  and  yet  we  find  a  rather  demoralised 
situation  prevailing  throughout  the  entire  city 
force.  Everybody  is  now  dissatisfied.  The  tax- 
payers are  dissatisfied,  the  working  people  are 
dissatisfied;  the  entire  city  organisation  is  becoming 
demoralized.  We  are  being  approached  every  day 
by  hundreds  of  city  employees  who  feel  that  they 
are  unjustly  discriminated  against.  I  don't  know 
whether  that  is  so  or  not.  I  don't  know  whether 
the  Mayor  has  shown  any  particular  preference  to 
certain  individuals  that  he  should  not  have  shown. 
But  I  do  know  that  every  department  contains 
many  of  such  employees  who  are  absolutely 
dissatisfied  with  the  working  conditions  and  salary 
conditions  in  their  department.  There  must  be 
some  reason  for  the  complaint  that  these  men  are 
making.  When  employees  have  been  in  the 
service  of  the  city  for  years  and  come  and  appeal 
to  us  for  our  support  along  that  line,  asking  us  to 
assist  them  to  get  a  living  wage,  there  is  certainly 
something  that  needs  looking  into.  We  had  the 
promise  of  the  Mayor  that  he  would  do  everything 
in  his  power,  if  the  tax  limit  were  increased,  to 
give  these  men  a  so-called  living  wage.  We  pre- 
sumed that  every  employee  of  the  city  was  to  get 
an  increase  of  some  amount.  Instead  of  that  we 
find  men  who  are  neglected,  find  particular  cases 
of  men  who  do  not  seem  to  have  obtained  an 
increase  of  salary.  We  find  whole  departments 
deprived  of  an  increase.  We  find  the  body  of 
laborers  in  the  City  of  Boston  presented  with  a 
50-cent  increase,  when  everybody  believed  they 
should  get  a  dollar  or  a  dollar  and  a  half  more. 
They  feel  that  $4  a  day  is  not  enough  money  for 
them,  that  even  if  we  increased  them  to  $5  a  day, 
something  that  I  know  the  majority  of  the  Council 
would  be  only  too  pleased  to  do,  with  the  approval 
of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  they  would  then  have 
difficulty  in  supporting  their  famihes  in  these 
strenuous  times.  We  find  the  Fire  Department 
discontented,  and  men  in  innumerable  other  de- 
partments discontented.  They  are  discontented 
with  the  action  of  the  heads  of  departments  in  this 
matter.  The  heads  of  departments  are  appointed 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  their  actions  are 
subject  to  Ins  approval  while  he  holds  that  office. 
I  feel  that  it  is  only  fair  and  right  that  these  city 
employees  who  are  dissatisfied  should  be  given  a 
chance  to  attend  a  hearing.  We  members  of  the 
City  Council  sympathize  with  them  in  the  fight 
they  are  making  to  maintain  their  homes  and 
families.  It  may  be  argued  that  this  is  a  departure 
from  the  city  charter  which  governs  the  body. 
But  I  don't  think  the  charter  was  ever  intended  to 
deprive  men  of  a  hearing  or  to  prevent  their  cases 
being  properly  considered,  after  hearing  whatever 
statements  they  might  wish  to  make.  I  think  we, 
as  representing  the  citizens  of  Boston,  members  of 
the  City  Council,  ought  to  inform  city  employees 
of  whatever  class,  in  whatever  station  of  life,  that 
they  will  have  the  right,  the  opportunity,  to  at 
least  come  before  the  Council  and  present  the  facts 
governing  their  cases.  Their  statements  can  be 
taken  down  by  Mr.  Harnden,  our  stenographer,  and 
they  can  then  be  submitted  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  so  that  he  will  know  the  facts  that  have 
been  presented  and  will  have  them  before  him.  He 
can  have  the  assistance  of  Rupert  Carven,  the 
Budget  Commissioner,  in  going  over  the  facts  and 
in  going  oyer  the  figures,  and  can  do  his  best  to 
meet  the  wishes  of  the  men,  having  the  finances  of 
the  city  also  in  mind.  There  should  be  a  complete 
hearing  and  a  thorough  explanation  of  all  the 
things.  That  is  what  is  done  by  representatives 
of  the  British  Exchequer  of  England,  in  connection 
with  financial  bills;  it  is  done  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  at  Washington;  it  is  done  in  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature,  when  the  Senate  and 
House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  brings  in  a 
budget  order,  being  prepared  to  defend  every 
single  item  that  the  committee  has  stood  for.  In 
the  same  way  here,  let  all  the  facts  be  understood, 
and  let  the  Mayor  then  take  final  action,  having 
in  mind  the  facts,  with  all  the  assistance  that  he 
can  get  from  every  source.  We  can  also  then  go 
into  our  sessions  and  act  with  some  degree  of 
intelligence  in  the  matter.  If  we  cannot  increase 
the  amount,  we  can  at  least  give  these  people  who 
have  a  right  to  be  heard  a  fair  hearing,  allowing 
the  facts  to  be  known  and  giving  them  an  oppor- 
tunity for  them  to  be  acted  upon.  I  hope  that 
this  order  will  be  passed. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


NAMING   OF   RALPH   A.    COREY   SQUARE. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
junction  of  Humboldt  and  Walnut  avenues,  Rox- 
bury,  be  designated  as  Ralph  A.  Corey  square,  in 
honor  of  Ralph  A.  Corey  who  gave  his  life  for  his 
country  during  the  great  war,  and  that  said  loca- 
tion be  suitably  designated  by  signs. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands. 


ANNUITY   FOR   MRS.    GRIFFIN. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
an  annuity  of  $600  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Ellen 
Louise  Griffin,  widow  of  John  Griffin,  an  employee 
of  the  Fire  Department,  who  died  from  injuries 
received  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  said 
annuity  to  continue  so  long  as  said  widow  remains 
unmarried,  and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  Fire  Department,  Pensions  and  Annuities. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


REINSTATEMENT    OF    JOSEPH    M.    MAY. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legislation 
to  provide  for  the  reinstatement  of  Joseph  M.  May 
in  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


LEASE  OF  SMITH  STREET  SCHOOL. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
School  Committee  be  hereby  authorized  to  lease, 
for  a  nominal  consideration,  the  Smith  Street 
Schoolhouse  to  the  Mission  Post  of  the  American 
Legion.

LIST   OF   CITY   WAR   VETERAN

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order— That  the 
heads  of  departments,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council 
with  a  list  of  all  employees  in  their  several  depart- 
ments who  are  veterans  of  any  war  in  which  the 
United  States  was  engaged.

SAFETY    OF    REVERE    SUGAR    REFINERY 
BUILDINGS. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  an  order— That  a 
special  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members  of 
the  City  Council  be  appointed  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  Building  Commissioner  to  investigate 
conditions  at  the  Revere  Sugar  Refinery  as  to  the 
safety  of  the  buildings. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Later  in  the  session  the  order  was  passed  and 
the  President  appointed  as  said  committee  Coun. 
Brickley,  McLaughlin  and  Moriarty. 


HOUSING   FACILITIES   FOR   BOSTON. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requesterl  to  consult  with 
the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange  the  Master  Builders'  Asso- 
ciation, the  Boston  Central  Labor  Union  and  any 
other  organization  that  he  may  consider  advisable, 
and  examine  into  the  feasibility  of  forming  a  cor- 
poration of  public  spirited  citizens  who  will  under- 
take and  finance  the  project  of  providing  housing 
facilities  for  the  great  number  of  people  in  this 
city  who  are  not  properly  provided  for. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN— Last  week  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  sent  in  a  message  in  answer  to  an  order 
passed  here  as  to  action  he  had  taken  on  the  housing 
situation.  It  was  interesting  for  him  to  say  and 
for  us  to  read  that  he  has  no  legal  right  to  act  in 
accordance  with  the  order  as  passed  by  the  Council. 
I  do  not  know  who  wrote  the  message  for  him,  or 
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whether  he  wrote  it  himself,  but  apparently  the 
message  was  written  in  view  of  the  order  which 
was  passed  June  23,  1919.  Apropos  of  this  matter, 
everybody  who  has  read  the  Boston  American 
knows  the  great  agitation  that  is  now  going  on  for 
increase  in  the  housing  facilities  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  and  throughout  the  entire  nation. 
It  seems  a  rather  peculiar  thing  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  Boston  has  been  advocating  that  very  self- 
same thought,  along  the  selfsame  lines  for  over  a 
year,  and  yet  the  Mayor  of  Boston  says  now  that  he 
has  no  right  to  call  these  representatives  of  the  citi- 
zens together  to  talk  about  an  expenditure  of 
money.  The  order  does  not  call  for  the  expenditure 
of  money.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  expending  the 
city's  finances.  It  simply  says  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Mayor,  because  of  the 
terribl':  housing  situation  U:Uy  i  situation  v/hi;h 
has  existed  for  a  year  and  a  half  or  more,  should 
call  in  business  men,  the  heads  of  the  various  or- 
ganizations interested  in  building  homes  for  the 
people,  present  to  them  the  situation  prevailing 
and  ask  them  if  in  their  opinion  it  would  not  be 
advisable  to  form  some  sort  of  corporation  of 
public-spirited  citizens  to  help  provide  homes  for 
the  working,  laboring  classes  of  our  city.  He  says 
he  cannot  do  it,  as  he  said  on  the  gas  situation  that 
he  did  not  think  he  had  the  money  to  do  it.  He 
cannot  give  the  time,  he  cannot  afford  the  oppor- 
tunity for  these  men  of  brains  to  come  together 
and  devise  some  ways  and  means  for  providing 
homes;  and  the  sorrowful  part  of  it  is  that  we  see 
our  people  going  back  from  the  standpoint  of  pop- 
ulation. Only  a  week  ago,  when  the  census  re- 
turns came  out,  they  showed  that  the  City  of 
Boston  had  gone  back.  We  know  the  great  effort 
that  is  being  made  from  New  York  to  let  the  grass 
grow  in  the  streets  of  Boston.  We  know  the  ter- 
rible situation  from  a  business  standpoint  prevail- 
ing in  the  city.  We  have  a  great  undeveloped 
waterfront,  and  still  nothing  is  done  to  encourage 
business  here  and  to  give  people  an  opportunity 
to  make  a  living  here.  We  have  young  people  who 
have  been  born  in  Boston,  who  have  lived  here  the 
early  part  of  their  lives,  who  have  married,  and 
who  leave  Boston  because  they  cannot  find  homes 
in  Boston.  And  yet  the  Mayor,  when  confronted 
with  this  terrible  situation,  says  that  he  has  not 
got  the  money  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditures. 
Mr.  President,  it  does  not  require  expense  of  any 
sort,  and  he  knows  that  the  order,  does  not  require 
the  expenditure  of  money.  But  he  refuses  for 
some  reason  or  other  to  call  these  leading  citizens, 
these  so-called  men  of  power,  men  of  great  financial 
Strength  and  of  business  capacity  together,  to  see 
whether  or  not  it  would  be  an  advisable  thing  to 
form  a  corporation  of  public-spirited  citizens  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  building  and  providing  homes, 
as  other  cities  have  done  throughout  the  state 
and  throughout  the  country,  to  take  cure  of  the 
unfortunate  people  today  who  are  paying  extor- 
tionate increases  in  rent  and  who  cannot  find  the 
proper  facilities  for  their  families  at  a  reasonable 
orice.  It  is  a  bad  moral  situation,  it  is  a  bad 
health  situation,  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor  should 
not  lend  himself  to  it.  I  hope  the  order  will  pass 
under  suspension  of  tin-  rule,  so  thai  we  may  place 
before  the  Mayor  the  Council's  position  in  the 
matter,  as  a  matter  in  which  we  are  deeply  inter- 
ested and  one  that  is  being  agitated  throughout 
(In-  entire  world. 

The  order  was   passed    under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAY    FOR   CITY    LABORERS,  ETC. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That,  the  City 
Council  respectfully  requests  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
to  give  further  consideration  to  the  request  and 
needs  of  the  men  employed  by  the  city  as  laborers, 
janitors  and  elevatormen,  and,  if  possible,  grant 
their  request  for  the  daily  wage  scale  of  $4.50  per 
day,  to  be  incorporated  in  the  budget  appropria- 
tion for  the  present  fiscal  year, 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  eight  members 
of  the  Council  are  on  record,  and  unquestionably 
after  a  vote  is  taken  nine  will  be  found  to  be  iii 
favor  of  granting  the  men  employed  in  the  city 
service  as  laborers,  janitors  and  elevator  men,  a 
daily  wage  scale  of  $5.  In  my  judgment,  and  in 
the  judgment,  of  others,  that  is  the  minimum 
amount  that,  should  be  given  to  properly  maintain 
those  men  and  their  families  in  these  davs  of  high 
cost  of  living.  Delegations  representing  these 
men   in   the   city's   service   have   been    before   the 


Mayor  and  pleaded  earnestly  with  him,  thus  far 
without  avail.  The  Mayor  has  granted  a  50-cent 
increase  in  the  daily  wage  scale,  from  a  low  level 
of  $3.50  to  what  he  considers  to  be  a  fair  level  of 
$4.  It  is  an  advance.  The  Mayor  evidently  is 
satisfied  with  the  amount  of  that  advance,  because 
he  considers  that  the  percentage  of  advance  as 
given  to  laborers  in  recent  years  has  been  large. 
And  that  seems  so.  Unfortunately,  however,  in 
computing  the  percentage  of  increase  the  Mayor 
has  seen  fit  to  go  over  only  recent  years,  when 
increases  have  been  granted  from  $2.50  to  $3  and 
from  $3  to  $3.50.  That  is  not  fair  or  just  to  the 
men.  If  a  long  period  of  time  were  taken  the 
percentage  of  increase  to  the  laborers,  say  over  the 
last  fifteen  years,  would  be  found  to  be  infinitely 
small  in  comparison  with  the  increases  that  have 
been  granted  to  men  in  the  clerical  and  other 
branches  of  the  city  service.  Laborers  now  em- 
ployed by  the  city  have  evidently  given  up  hope 
of  being  'able  to  reach  that  minimum  wage  of  $5, 
that  goal  which  they  have  struggled  for,  thus  far 
without  avail,  and  they  will  be  satisfied  and 
gratified  today  if  the  Mayor  will  meet  their  request 
and  grant  them  $4.50,  or  an  extra  50  cents  a  day 
over  that  allowed  in  the  present  budget  for  the 
present  fiscal  year.  These  men  come  to  the 
members  of  the  City  Council,  knowing  that  we  are 
in  warm  sympathy  with  them,  and  ask  for  our  aid 
and  co-operation  in  an  honest  endeavor  to  get  the 
results  which  they  are  aiming  at.  It  is  unfortunate, 
Mr.  President,  if  true,  that  some  of  the  men 
connected  with  the  city's  service,  who  have  seen 
fit  to  come  to  me  individually  and  ask  me  to  be 
helpful  to  them,  may  have  thought  they  had  reason 
to.  feel  that  that  was  prejudicing  their  case.  It  is 
certainly  unfortunate,  if  true,  that  coming  to  me 
would  prejudice  their  case  in  the  minds  of  some  few 
members  of  the  body.  If  so,  I  regret  it  most 
sincerely,  for  I  want  to  be  helpful  and  do  not  want 
to  be  an  impediment  or  in  any  way  imperil  or 
jeopardize  or  prejudice  their  case.  I  hope  that  is 
not  true,  because  if  it  were  it  would  be  the  height 
of  pettiness  and  feeblemindedness,  and  I  cannot 
believe  any  member  of  this  Council  would  be  guilty 
of  it.  If  I  felt  that  there  were  anything  in  that 
I  would  be  more  than  pleased  and  satisfied  to  have 
the  men  go  to  anv  other  member  of  the  body,  my 
whole  idea  being  that  I  would  wish  to  have  the 
result  we  all  have  in  mind  accomplished,  regardless 
of  individuals.  A  matter  of  this  sort  must  depend 
on  the  active  aid  and  co-operation  of  every  member 
of  the  Council,  and  I  have  said  to  the  men  who 
have  approached  me  in  regard  to  this  matter,  "  Do 
not  give  me  credit  for  this;  give  every  member  of 
the  Council  all  the  credit,  which  is  their  due.  Give 
the  credit  to  the  Council  as  a  whole,  not  mentioning 
an  individual's  name  in  any  way,  as  I  know  all  the 
members  desire  to  be  helpful  to  the  men  in  the 
service."  I  hope,  therefore,  that  if  there  be  any 
prejudice  because  of  my  interest  in  behalf  of  the 
men  it  will  be  removed  and  that  the  members  of 
the  bo.lv  will  see  that  the  cause  is  greater  than  any 
one  individual.  I  have  no  axe  to  grind  other  than 
to  be  helpful,  trying  to  do  what  I  can  to  aid  the 
men  in  their  honest  endeavor  to  better  their  living 
conditions.  Mr.  President,  the  Mayor  having 
thus  far  failed  to  rise  to  the  emergency  and  to  see 
the  necessity,  if  rests  entirely  with  the  members  of 
this  Council  to  diligently  and  carefully  inspect 
every  item  in  the  budget,  with  a  view  to  saving 
every  possible  dollar  we  can  gather  together, 
getting  a  sufficient  fund  out  of  the  budget,  which 
would  otherwise  be  appropriated  for  some  other 
purpose,  and  holding  that  money  unappropriated, 
(hen  leaving  it,  on  the  Mayor's  desk  and  saying, 
"There  is  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  that  the  City 
Council  has  saved,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  we  are  going 
to  ask  you  to  send  in  to  us  a  supplementary  budget 
increasing  the  wage  scale  of  day  laborers,  janitors 
anil  elevator  boys.  It  is  true  that  after  making 
tliis  effort  the  Mayor  does  not  have  to  follow  our 
ill.  no  and  does  not  have  to  adopt  our  suggestion. 
But,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is  human,  like  all  of  us, 
and  when  that  responsibility  is  thrust  and  laid 
positively  and  dir::tly  upcr.  his  shoulders  hi  r.:iy 
(Inn  see  a  new  light,  may  have  a  new  vision  that 
will  prompt  him  to  send  out  a  supplementary 
budget  as  suggested.  If  so — and  I  hope  and 
anticipate  that  it  will  be  so — we  will  all  be  accom- 
plishing a  good  ami  glorious  work  for  men  who 
mill  this  additional  amount  for  the  support  of 
themselves   and    their    families.      1    "ill    not,   dwell 

In a'     upon     this     matter,    although     much     more 

could  be  said.  I  think  I  have  expressed  t  he  thought 
that,  is   uppermost  in   my    mind.      I  have  tried  to 
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say  to  members  of  this  body  that  I  want  their 
active  co-operation  and  without  any  question  I 
expect  to  have  it,  because  I  feel  satisfied  that 
every  member  of  this  Council  is  just  as  ardent 
and  as  devoted  to  the  men  whose  interests  we  have 
at  heart,  intends  to  be  just  as  helpful  as  I.  We 
are  all  anxious  to  have  this  end  accomplished. 

Coun  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  goes  without 
saying  that  I  favor  the  spirit  of  the  order.  I  have 
in  mind  a  similar  order  introduced  last  year,  in 
the  matter  of  increasing  the  firemen's  pay  in  the 
budget.  At  that  time  the  increase  the  Mayor 
recommended  was  $100.  An  order  was  introduced 
for  a  $200  increase.  I  remember  that  there  was 
an  amendment  made  to  the  order  that,  aside  from 
the  subject  matter  of  the  order  then  under  con- 
sideration, the  Council  as  a  whole  be  appointed  a 
committee  to  present  the  order  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  talk  face  to  face  with  the  Mayor  con- 
cerning it.  The  result  of  that  order  and  the  amend- 
ment was  that  we  had  the  Fire  Commissioner, 
the  Police  Commissioner  and  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  together  with  the  entire  Council,  sitting 
altogether  with  the  Budget  Commissioner  in  the 
Mayor's  office,  considering  the  question  of  giving 
a  $200  increase  to  the  firemen  rather  than  $100. 
The  result  was  that  after  that  conference,  where  we 
all  spoke  strongly  in  favor  of  the  $200  rather  than 
the  $100  increase,  the  Mayor  finally  agreed  to 
make  the  increase  $200.  For  that  reason  I  am 
going  to  ask  the  gentleman  opposite  to  accept  an 
amendment  to  his  order,  not  interfering  with  the 
phraseology  at  all,  that  a  committee  of  the  entire 
Council  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  urge  the  importance  of  the  order  upon 
the  Mayor  in  person,  asking  him  whether  he  will, 
if  possible,  accept  it.  I  would  move  that  as  an 
amendment. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  would  vote 
for  such  an  order,  or  if  the  gentleman  prefers  to 
put  it  in  the  form  of  an  amendment  to  the  present 
order  I  have  no  objection.  But  I  would  prefer  to 
see  it  put  in  the  form  of  another  order,  which  can 
be  hastily  written  and  acted  upon  intelligently, 
separate  from  the  order  in  hand.  I  am  not  per- 
haps as  enthusiastic  in  regard  to  the  gentleman's 
suggestion  as  he  is,  owing  to  the  fact  that  every 
possible  effort  up  to  the  present  time  has  been 
made  with  the  Mayor  to  convince  him  of  the  jus- 
tice of  the  men's  case,  and  thus  far  without  avail. 
But  I  believe  if  we  can  show  to  the  Mayor  in  con- 
nection with  the  subject,  give  to  him  the  best 
possible  proof  that  money  can  be  saved  in  the 
budget,  and  that  the  money  so  saved  should  be 
spent  as  here  suggested,  it  may  have  a  great  deal 
of  weight  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  It  is  only 
the  same  dollar  spent  in  another  and  more  meri- 
torious direction,  giving  the  laborers  a  wage  scale 
that  will  be  more  nearly  sufficient  in  amount.  In 
other  cities  of  the  Commonwealth  today  they  are 
giving  the  laborers  more  than  $4  a  day,  so  that 
Boston  is  not  at  all  generous  in  her  $4  remuneration. 
I  do  not  believe  the  order  is  going  to  have  any  ap- 
preciable effect  on  the  Mayor,  but  I  am  very  glad 
to  vote  for  it  and  to  co-operate  with  him  to  get 
that  result.  I  will  be  verv  glad  tc.  co-oDerate  and 
vote  with  every  individual  member  of  the  Council 
in  getting  the  result  we  are  aiming  at.  I  have 
only  one  object  in  view,  the  benefit  of  the  men, 
and  I  shall  be  glad  to  get  the  co-operation  of  my 
eight  colleagues  in  that.  It  is  simply  the  result 
that  I  am  after.  I  am  willing  to  vote  for  an  amend- 
ment such  as  you  suggest,  Mr.  Councilor,  although 
I  think  it  would  be  better  for  it  to  take  the  form 
of  a  new  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  beg  to 
apologize  to  the  gentleman  opposite,  if  it  has  ap- 
peared that  I  would  think  for  one  moment  that  I 
could  improve  on  anything  he  might  do.  He  has 
opened  another  thought  to  me  again,  when  he 
says  he  does  not  believe  his  order  will  amount  to 
anything  in  the  matter  of  bringing  about  this 
increase.  I  perhaps  feel  the  same  wav.  But.  I 
feel  that  if  my  suggestion  is  adopted  and  we  go  to 
the  Mayor  as  a  committee  of  the  whole,  carrying 
out  the  intended  spirit  of  the  councilor's  order, 
asking  the  Mayor  if  in  the  event  of  our  being  suc- 
cessful in  saving  an  amount  from  the  budget  suffi- 
cient to  give  $4.50  a  day  to  the  laborers,  whether 
he  will  use  the  amount  saved  for  that  purpose,  we 
can  then  get  something  definite.  But  I  would 
ask  the  gentleman  opposite  what  would  be  gained 
by  saving  $150,000  or  $200,000  from  the  budget 
and  then  not  having  it  used  for  the  suggested  pur- 
pose, but  simply  going  back  into  the  Reserve 
Fund?     If  wc  are  going  to   cut  down  appropria- 


tions for  departments,  necessary  appropriations, 
on  the  mere  possibility  that  we  may  get  $4.50  for 
the  laborers,  an  amount  necessary  to  cover  what 
would  be  needed  for  that  purpose,  we  do  not  then 
have  anything  definite  to  act  upon.  I  will  not  vote 
to  take  one  nickel  from  a  single  department  appro- 
priation for  any  purpose,  with  a  view  to  increasing 
the  wages  of  the  laborers  and  others  referred  to 
•  here,  unless  I  have  a  guaranty  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  face  to  face  that  the  amount  of  money 
saved  in  the  budget  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  better  salaries  and  wages  to  employees.  I 
do  not  propose  to  take  amounts  from  some  nec- 
essary appropriations  and  hand  them  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  simply  to  be  put  in  the  Reserve  Fund, 
so  that  perhaps  at  the  end  of  the  year  he  can  point 
to  an  unexpended  surplus  with  pride.  Let  us  go 
about  this  thing  in  the  proper  way.  The  -gentle- 
man opposite  and  I  seldom  agree,  but  he  knows 
as  well  as  I  do  that  no  practical  politician — and 
I  am  labeled  bv  the  Good  Government  Association 
of  Boston — will  stand  up  for  one  moment  opposed 
to  giving  city  employees,  laborers,  a  wage  suffi- 
cient to  afford  them  a  living.  But  let  us  go  to 
work  at  it  sanely.  If  you  accept  the  amendment, 
well  and  good;  if  you  want  a  separate  order,  I  will 
give  it  to  you.  But  why  the  duplication?  If  the 
Mayor  accepts,  well  and  good.  I  shall  be  glad  to 
be  one  of  nine  members  to  wait  on  the  Mayor  and 
see,  if  we  can  get  from  the  budget  a  sum  sufficient 
to  raise  the  appropriation  that  the  gentleman  op- 
posite favors,  and  that  we  all  favor,  whether  the 
Mayor  will  agree  to  use  the  amount  so  saved  from 
the  budget  for  that  purpose.  If  the  Mayor  says 
"Yes,"  I  will  go  as  far  as  the  gentleman  opposite 
will  in  paring  the  budget  to  bring  about  that  re- 
sult.    Otherwise,  I  will  not. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  it  has  been  my 
honest  effort  to  keep  out  of  any  controversy  or 
feeling  at  the  present  time,  because  I  think  any 
feeling  of  pettiness  there  may  be  on  the  part  of 
myself  or  any  other  member  of  the  Council  had 
better  be  thrown  into  the  discard,   certainly  for 
the  time  being.     If  anything  of  that  sort  is  to  be 
shown,    it    should    be    at   some    more    opportune 
moment  for  it,  when  it  will  cause  no  confusion  or 
injustice  to  any  human  being.     The  man  in  the 
city    service   today,    working   for    an    inadequate 
wage,   and  who  is  needing  a  legitimate  increase, 
should   not   be   the   bone   of   contention   between 
myself  and  any  other  member  of  this  body.     His 
cause  is  too  great  and  too  holy  for  us  to  stand  for 
anything  of  that  sort.     I   am  speaking  here  and 
taking  the  position  I  do  today  for  the  men.     The 
gentleman  opposite  has  asked  me  to  do  that  which 
I  have  done  repeatedly,  and  which  he  could  have 
equally  as  well,  had  he  seen  fit.     He  is  asking  me 
to  do  it  here,  at  this  late  day  all  over  again.     Other 
members  of  the  Council  have  done  so.     The  men 
themselves,  delegation  after  delegation,  have  done 
so.     It   has   failed   to   impress   the    Mayor.     The 
gentleman  opposite  says  if  the  Mayor  will  agree 
that  if  we  provide  the  necessary  sum  out  of  the 
budget  he  will  give  that  money  to  the  laborers  to 
increase  their  wage  scale,  he  will  then  vote  for  the 
reduction  in  the  budget.     But  what  if  the.  Mayor 
says  no,  he  won't,  which  is  what  the  Mayor  will 
say.     Then  the  gentleman  serves  notice  upon  us 
that  he  is  not  going  to  try  to   find  the  moncv, 
because  the   Mayor  is  going  to  say  "No."     The 
Mayor  has  said  "No."     His  budget,  as  sent  to  us, 
is  a  most  emphatic  "No."     But  I  say  to  you. 
gentlemen,  when  the  responsibility  is  later  placed 
on   the    Mayor's   shoulders   by   the   Council,    we 
having  saved  the  money  by  not  appropriating  it 
in  the  budget,  the  same  dollar  being  saved  for  a 
more    meritorious    purpose — when    that    responsi- 
bility is  placed   on   the   Mayor's  shoulders   he   is 
going  to  see  a  new  light,  a  vision  that  he  does  not 
see  how.     If  you  go  to  him  now  he  will  say,  "  My 
budget   appropriation,    gentlemen,   is  before   you, 
and  goes  as  far  as  I  will  go."     Arc  wc,  therefore, 
to  take  that  stand  and  accept  that?     Wc  don't 
have  to  do  anything  of  the  sort,  Mr.  President, 
unless  we  want  to  do  so.     The  Finance  Commission 
is  an  established  body  in  this  city.     It  is  held  in  ill- 
repute  by  certain  members  of  the  Council,   it   is 
true.     But,  like  everybody  in  the  world,   it  does 
some  good.     It  is  not  wholly  bad.     It  is  not  100 
per  cent  wrong,  it  is  not  100  per  cent  right,  but 
there  is  no  man  who  ever  sat  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber who  will  have  the  hardihood    to  stand  on  his 
feet  and  say  that,  it  is  100  per  cent  wrong.     The 
Finance    Commission   is    certainly   some    per    cent 
right,  and  if  it  is  some  per  cent  right  our  oppor- 
tunity is  there.     In  the  recommendations  of  the 
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Finance  Commission  last  year  to  this  body  they 
showed  us  plainly  that  we  could  make  reductions 
in  the  budget  of  last  year  fo  an  amount  of  over 
$800,000   without  touching   a   salary   of   one   city 
employee,  without  taking  a  dollar  out  of  Schedule 
A.     They   recommended   $800,000   in   reductions. 
The  Council  did  not  accept  these  recommendations, 
but   pursued    their   own    wisdom    in   the   matter. 
They  did  that  which  appeared  to  them  to  be  just 
and  generous,  although  the  departments  insisted 
that  they  needed  every  dollar  last  year  and  couldn't 
get   along  without   it,   and  asked  the   Mayor  for 
more,  which  he  had  reduced  from  the  appropria- 
tion, yet  we  turned  over  a  balance  this  last  fiscal 
year.     I   went   all   through   this   three   years   ago, 
Mr.   President,  with  the  keenest  opposition  from 
the  gentleman  opposite  at  that  particular  time  on 
that  particular  matter.     He  appeared  in  the  City 
Council  then,  as  now,  insisting  that  money  could 
not  be  saved  in  different  departments  in  the  budget 
in  a  sufficient  sum  so  that  we  could  spend  a  good 
sum   on   the  streets  of   Boston,   which   were  in   a 
deplorable  condition.     The  then  Mayor  could  not 
see  that  it  could  be  done,  and  he  sent  in  an  appro- 
priation in  the  budget  for  street  repairs  of  $100,000. 
The  heads  of  departments  came  before  the  then 
Council.     We  probably   had  the  longest  sessions 
in  consideration  of  the  budget  appropriations  that 
this  body  has  ever  had,  extending  over  a  seven 
weeks'   period,   every  afternoon  and   quite  a  few 
nights.     It  was  exhaustive  in  its  character.     Every 
possible  effort  was  made  to  intelligently  and  judi- 
ciously do  a  good  job.     The  outcome,  to  make  my 
story  short,  was  that  the  City  Council  of  that  year 
cut  from  that  budget  $(500,000,  and  that  amount  in 
addition  to  the  amount  which  was  put  into  the 
budget,  was  spent  on  the  streets  ot  Boston.     And 
the  departments  went  on  and  did  their  business, 
although  they  had  insisted   that  they  must  have 
every  dollar  that  was  allowed  them  in  the  original 
budget.     They   went   on   and   did  their   business, 
functioning  better  than  they  ever  did  before  in  any 
year  that  I  have  been  connected  with  the  city  serv- 
ice, and  for  the  first  year  in  many,  at  the  tail  end  of 
the  fiscal  year,  every  department  of  the  city  but  one 
turned   over   an  unexpended   balance  to  the   city 
treasury.     They  said  that  they  could  not  get  along 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  but  they  did  get  along 
and  did  a  good  job,  and  $600,000  was  taken  from 
the  budget  and  put  into  the  streets  of  Boston.     We 
are  doing  it  now  for  another  purpose,  putting  it 
into  the  homes  of  the  families  for  bread  and  butter 
for  those  dependent  on  these  laborers,  and  there 
should   be  no  criticism,   no   argument,   no   hurrah 
raised,  but  should  be  a  unanimous  desire  and  effort 
on  our  part  to  do  everything  we  can  to  see  that 
the  tiling  goes  through  and  goes  through  clean,  in 
order  to  get  this  result  which  we  all  desire  to  obtain. 
Coun.   WATSON— Mr.   President,   I  just  want 
to    suggest    to    the    gentleman    opposite,    when    he 
intimates  in  his  remarks  that  I  have  been  derelict 
in  my  duty  in   attempting  to  get  salaries  increased 
for  the  laborers,  that  that,  statement  of  his  is  like  a 
great  many  other  statements  he  makes,  contrary 
to  the  facts. 

Coun.  HAG  AN  —  Mr.  President,  I  withdraw  the 
statement.  I  did  not  know  the  gentleman  had 
do in'  anything,  but  I  will  take  his  word  for  it 
absolutely. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

M.   MAY.

Gentlemen. — I  have  received  the  resolution 
passed  on  March  8  by  the  City  Council  favoring 
the  enactment  of  legislation  to  provide  for  the 
reinstatement  of  Joseph  M.  May  in  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  am  herewith 
returning  this  resolution  without  my  signature. 

Joseph  M.  May  was  appointed  to  the  Fire  De- 
partment January  1,  1912,  at  the  age  of  twenty-six 
years.  He  resigned  June  23,  1913,  to  enter  the 
Police  Department,  leaving  the  Fire  Department 
to  better  his  condition.  You  will  sec  from  the 
dates  that  he  has  now  been  out  of  the  department 
for  approximately  seven  years. 
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Since  the  close  of  the  war  it  has  been  the  policy  of 
the  Fire  Department  to  give  preference  in  appoint- 
ments to  veterans  of  the  war.  Such  a  policy  I 
believe  meets  with  the  general  approval  of  everyone 
and  I  personally  feel  that  it  should  be  consistently 
followed,  for  veterans  are  entitled  to  this  just 
preference. 

The  enactment  of  legislation  to  provide  for  the 
reinstatement  of  Joseph  M.  May  would  automati- 
cally give  to  a  man  who  selfishly  left  the  Fire  De- 
partment to  better  his  own  condition  preference 
over  the  man  who  without  regard  to  his  own 
future  entered  the  service  of  his  country.

States  was  engaged.

SALARY  INCREASE  FOR  VETERANS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  10,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  order 
passed  on  March  1  requesting  that  I  take  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  arrange  that  all 
employees  of  the  city  who  are  veterans  of  the 
Civil,  Spanish  and  World  Wars  be  granted  an 
increase  of  salary  of  $300  for  the  present  financial 
year. 

I  spent  much  time  in  going  over  the  budgets  of 
all  departments  and  the  case  of  every  employee 
was  reviewed  most  carefully.  As  far  as  it  was 
humanly  possible  to  do  so  every  employee  was 
treated  in  accordance  with  the  merits  of  his  case. 
Where  increases  were  deserved  they  were  given. 
I  do  not  believe  that  any  right-minded  man  would 
suggest  that  an  increase  be  given  in  an  undeserving 
case,  and  this  was  not  done. 

The  salary  of  every  city  employee  should  be 
adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  services  he  ren- 
ders to  the  city,  and  as  I  have  previously  pointed 
out  this  has  been  done.  I  cannot  see  the  justice 
of  requesting  that  other  facts  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration in  fixing  a  man's  salary  and  I  believe 
that  the  great  majority  of  citizens  feel  the  same. 

I  should  also  point  out  that  I  have  asked  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  a  ruling  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  granting  of  a  flat  increase  to  a  certain 
group  of  employees  would  constitute  a  bonus. 
His  reply  is  as  follows: 

"In   my    judgment    this    order    is    beyond    the 


powers  _  of   the   City   Council   and   without   legal 
effect  since  it  amounts  in  substance  to  a  request 
that  you  should  pay  a  bonus  to  the  class  of  veterans 
to  which  it  refers.     This  is  outside  of  the  power 
of  the  city  to  do  without  legislative  authority."

Dear  Sir, — On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  of  the  City  Council  you  have  asked 
my  opinion  whether  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  relating  to  the  annual  budget,  which 
provides  that  "  ...  the  city  council  may 
reduce  or  reject  any  item  but  without  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  shall  not  increase  any  item  in  nor  the 
total  of  a  budget  nor  add  any  item  thereto  .  .  ." 
requires  the  City  Council  to  obtain  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  in  advance  before  taking  action  to 
increase  an  item  or  to  add  an  item  to  the  budget. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  these  words  mean  that  no 
item  in  the  budget  may  be  increased  by  the  City 
Council  and  no  item  may  be  added  to  the  budget  by 
the  City  Council  unless  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
has  been  obtained  in  advance. 

I  may  add  that  this  opinion  is  in  line  with  opin- 
ions given  by  former  Corporation  Counsel  John  A. 
Sullivan,  dated  June  2,  1915,  and  of  former  Cor- 
poration Counsel  Thomas  M.  Babson,  dated  April 
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13,  1911,  and  with  the  practice  which  has  prevailed 
since  these  opinions  were  given.

An  Ordinance  to  Abolish  the  Boston  Infirmary 

Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  All  the  powers  and  duties  conferred 
by  statute  or  ordinance  on  the  trustees  of  the  Bos- 
ton infirmary  department  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  who 
shall  hereafter  have  the  charge  and  control  of  Long 
Island  and  of  the  almshouse  and  hospital  thereon. 

Sect.  2.     Chapter   seven   of   the   Ordinances   of 
1914  is  hereby  repealed. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  CONCERNING  LONG 
ISLAND. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order — That 
the  Committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  advisability  of  making  the 
following  recommendations  relative  to  the  institu- 
tions at  Lqng  Island: 

1.  The  immediate  dismissal  of  all  the  adminis- 
trative officers  and  the  visiting  staff. 

2.  That  the  care  and  management  of  the  Boston 
Infirmary  Department  be  transferred  to  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  .appoint  a 
committee  to  report  within  three  months  as  to  the 
advisability  and  expense  of  locating  the  institution 
on  the  mainland. 

Coun.   McLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I   will 
try  to  be  as  brief  as  possible  on  this  important 
matter.     I    have    no    desire    to    become    greatly 
worked  up  over  the  situation,  because  I  am  very 
mindful  of  the  fact,  sir,  that  it  is  worthy  of  our 
most  serious  and  careful  attention  and  considera- 
tion.    I  do  not  want  any  action  of  mine  here  to- 
day to  be  construed  as  hasty;    nor  do  I  want  any 
of  my  remarks  to  be  construed  as  coming  from  one 
who  lost  control   of  himself  on  the  floor  of  this 
body.      Before   saying    anything    relative   to    the 
matter  in  hand  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  state- 
ments as  a  sort  of  preamble  to  my  general  dis- 
cussion.    Last  Saturday  I  saw  fit,  as  a  City  Coun- 
cilor and  as  a  County  Commissioner,  in  company 
with  two  other  fellow  members,  to  pay  a  visit  to 
Long  Island  and  to  see  for  myself  conditions  as 
they   exist   there.      For   that,    Mr.    President,   we 
have  received  criticism  in  some  quarters.     I  want 
to  say  that  our  only  purpose  in  going  down  there 
unannounced    was    that    we    might    find    at    first 
hand  the  information  we  so  much  desired.     While 
it  is  true  that  we  might  have  hired  a  band  and 
walked    through    Atlantic    avenue    triumphantly 
waving   fla  s,  and    while  we  might  have  made  a 
great  hurrah  over  the  thing  for  our  own  particu- 
lar glorification  as  public  servants,  that,  sir,  was 
not  our  intention.     We  were  interested  primarily 
and   fundamentally   in   the   welfare,   health   and 
happiness    of    the    unfortunate   people    of    Long 


Island.     We  did  not  intend  to  offend  anybody 
we  certainly  did  not  intend  to  offend  the  members 
of  our  Prisons  Committee.     Those  who  know  us 
know  that  we  are  not  of  that  type  of  men,  and  I 
am  sure  that  our  fellow  members  realize  that  our 
motive,  and  our  only  motive,  was  a  helpful  one 
to  those  in  whom   we  were  interested.     But  we 
do  have  certain  rights,  and  we  are  not  offering  an 
apology  to  anyone  or  to  any  particular  class  or 
S!;°uP°f  people.     We  are  County  Commissioners 
ot  buffolk  County.     I  believe  we  have  the  right 
to  board  any  boat  that  the  City  of  Boston  sup- 
ports  or   maintains.      I   claim   that   we   have  the 
right,  sir,  to  visit  and  investigate  at  any  time  we 
see  fit  any  institution  supported  by  the  money 
of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston.     While 
I  have  that  right,  Mr.  President,  I  will  exercise 
it    at    my   own    discretion.      Another   word,    Mr. 
President.     I  filed  an  order  to  investigate  Long 
Island  conditions,   and  I  want  to  make  it  clear 
that  I  am  not  carrying  the  banner  for  any  partic- 
ular group  of  people,  that  I  am  not  interested  in 
the  slightest  degree  in  any  controversy  that  has 
existed  in  days  gone  by  between  superintendents, 
trustees   or   other   administrative   officers.      That 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  present  situation;  it 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  order  that  I  filed.     I 
will   begin   my  study   of   Long   Island   conditions 
w'lth  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  of  influenza 
that  so  seriously  endangered  the  lives  of  700  un- 
fortunate inmates  and  cost  the  lives  of  forty  of 
those  inmates.    Mr.  President,  let  me  again  point 
out  the  motives  and  the  reasons  for  my  filing  the 
order.     It  was,  first,   Mr.   President,  to  find  the 
cause  of  the  epidemic;    second,  to  place  the  re- 
sponsibility for  that  epidemic;    third,  to  investi- 
gate conditions  on  the  island  in  general;  fourth, 
to  protect  at  all  costs  the  weak,  the  sick  and  the 
dying   on  that  island;  fifth,   to  recommend  such 
action    as    we    believed    would    correct    the    evils 
existing  there.     Surely  that  was  a  humane  order, 
and  surely  I   did  not  offer  it  to  please  anybody 
or  to   offend  anybody,   but  solely  to  defend  the 
inmates  on  that  island.     Long  Island,  if  I  may 
have  the  pleasure  of  pointing  out  something  that 
I  know  you  all  know,  is  governed  by  a  board  of 
trustees.     They  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston.     It  also  has   a  visiting  staff,   of  which 
Doctor  Minot  is  chairman.     They  have  power  in 
the  running  of  Long  Island.    Again,  it  has  a  super- 
intendent and  administrative  officers  charged  with 
the  direct  administration  of  affairs  on  the  island. 
But  above  all  these  trustees,  above  all  these  com- 
missioners, above  all  these  administrative  officers, 
one  man  reigns  supreme,  one  man  is  responsible 
for  their  being,   and  that  man  is  the  Mayor  of 
Boston.     So,  Mr.  Chairman,  we.  made  our  trip  to 
Long   Island.      I    had   information   pertaining   to 
Long  Island  before  I  landed  on  the  island.     I  am 
free  to  say  that.     I  had  offered  here  and  there 
had  been  passed  an  order  to  investigate  the  island. 
I  know  something  about  institutions.    I  have  had 
some  experience  in  matters  of  this  kind,   and   I 
know  how  responsive,  sir,  men  who  are  at  fault 
for  matters  that  are  not  up  to  standard  in  our 
institutions  are.     I  know   how   quickly  they  try 
to  rectify  matters  when  an  order  is  passed  or  when 
they  hear  that  an  order  is  going  to  pass  pertain- 
ing to  the  correction  of  conditions  in  an  institu- 
tion  with   the   care   of   which   they   are   directly 
charged.     Knowing  that,   I   thought  I   would  go 
down   there    without    the   trumpets   blaring,    be- 
cause  I    was   not   and   am    not   now  looking   for 
advertising.    At  the  behest  of  the  flesh  and  blood 
of  unfortunate  people  I  went  down  to  verify  the 
truth  of  the  things  that  I  had  reason  to  believe 
existed,  and  I  came  back,  sir,  with  the  truth,  and 
an  honest  man  fears  not  the  truth.     We  found, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  cause  of  the  epidemic  was 
this,   that   on  the   Sunday  before   this   outbreak, 
which   I   believe  was   on   February   18,   the  chief 
engineer   at   Long   Island,    I   believe   on   Sunday, 
February   1.5,  shut  off  the  heat.     It  was  one   of 
those  terribly  cold  days  last  February.     He  shut 
off  the  heat,  and  the  old,  aged  and  weak  people 
caught    cold.       Influenza    developed,    pneumonia 
developed,   and  death  followed.     The  chief  engi- 
neer claims   that   he  received  the  order  to  shut 
down  the  heat  for  these  buildings  from  the  super- 
intendent in  charge  for  the  purpose  of  saving  coal, 
and  he  saved  coal  for  the  City  of  Boston,  this  great, 
rich  and  proud  city,  but  he  saved  it  at  the  cost 
of  forty  lives  of  people  whose  well-being  and  safety 
weje  intrusted  to  the  care  of  the  people  of  this 
city,     He  saved  the  coal  at  the  cost  of  the  lives 
of  those  defenceless  people.    Again,  Mr.  President, 
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we  found  that  if  the  responsibility  was  to  be  placed 
it   would   have   to    fall    upon   the   administrative 
officers.     We  found  that  the  unfortunate  people 
did  not  have  proper  protection.     First,  we  found 
that  they  were  not  properly  treated.     Again,  we 
found  that  the  staff  doctors  prescribed  the  same 
treatment  for  each  and  every  case,  whether  it  was 
a  cold,  influenza  or  pneumonia.     No  matter  what 
the  progress  of  the  disease  was,  they  all  got  the 
same  dose  of  medicine  from  the  same  bottle.    We 
also  found  that  no  attempt  was  made  to  mark  the 
progress  of  the  disease,  that  no  one  visited  them. 
We  found  that  they  took  no  care  at  all  of  these 
people  to  protect  them  from  the  terrible  ravages 
of  influenza,  from  which  we  here  in  Boston,  with 
every  facility  afforded  for  our  protection,  suffered 
such  serious  effects.     We  found,  also,  Mr.   Presi- 
dent, that  the  linen  on  the  beds  was  unclean.     We 
found  that  they  lacked  the  proper  utensils  to  eat 
their  food  with.     We  found  unfortunate  women 
without  a  spoon.    We  know  that  in  some  instances 
they  ate  their  food  with  their  hands,  and  some 
of  those  sick  and  dying  women  have  been  known 
to   take   the    combs   from   their   hair,   that   they 
might  eat  or  partake  of  the  food  offered  to  them 
by  these  heartless  people.     We  know,  too,   Mr. 
President,   that   their   bodily   care   was   not   pro- 
vided  for.     We  know   that   vermin    existed,   the 
vilest  sort  of  vermin,   and   we  know  that   when 
these  unfortunate  people  died  their  bodies  were 
hot  fit  to  be  viewed.     All  those  things  we  know 
are  true,  sir.     We  know  that  the  padding  on  the 
beds  was  insufficient;  we  know  that  no  mattresses 
were  provided  for  these  unfortunate  people,  that 
numbers  of  them  got  bed  sores  from  being  con- 
fined in  the  hospital,  and  that  no  one  interested 
themselves   in   these   matters.      We    know,    Mr. 
President,  that  the  superintendent  of  that  institu- 
tion,   Doctor    Donlan,    never    once    during    the 
entire  progress  of  the  influenza  epidemic — never 
once,  sir — visited  the  sick  ward  of  those  intrusted 
to  his  care.    We  know  that  the  other  doctors  and 
house  physicians  never  examined  the  progress  of 
the  disease.     We  know  that  they  only  came  to 
those  influenza  wards  when  they  were  notified  by 
the   matron   that   some   unfortunate   person   in- 
trusted to  your  care  and  to  mine  was  dead  or  they 
thought  he  was  dead;  that  then  the  house  phy- 
sicians, so  called,  walked  into  a  room  where  there 
were  these  women,   poor,  but  ladies,   with  their 
hats  on  their  heads  and  their  hands  in  their  pockets, 
absolutely  cold  as  to  the  welfare,  happiness    and 
protection  of  these  unfortunate  people.    We  know, 
too.Mr.  President,  that  the  chairman  of  the  con- 
sulting physicians  board,  or  of  the  visiting  staff, 
so  called,  Doctor  Minot,  has  made  the  great  num- 
ber of  two  visits  to  Long  Island  in  the  past  ten 
years.     What  a  splendid  record  of  public  service! 
How  thoughtful,  how  kind,  how  considerate  that 
man    must   be!      As   to    general   conditions,    Mr. 
President,  we  found  them  in  terrible  shape.    There 
was  absolutely  no  supervision.     Doctor  Donlan  is 
not  in  the  habit  of  going  through  the  hospital  or 
the  almshouse.     He  says  he  is  trying  to  establish 
a  military  system  whereby  the  patient  and  the 
inmate  will  go  to  the  headquarters  office.     What 
a  splendid  system  for  a  man  or  a  woman  unable 
to  rise  from  bed!     We  found  that  Doctor  Minot 
never  visits  the  hospital.    We  found  the  buildings 
there  in  terrible  condition.     There  is  not  a  build- 
ing for  the  inmates  on  the  island,  almshouse  or 
infirmary,  that  is  not  an  absolute  fire  trap,  and  if 
a  private  corporation  dared  to  let  exist  such   a 
condition  as  now  exists  on  Long  Island  we  would 
have  them  in  court  to-morrow  morning  for  defiance 
of  statute  laws  put  on  the  books  to  protect  the 
lives  of  the  people  of  this  great  city.     We  found 
the  food  situation  absolutely  nauseating.     These 
poor  women,  who  love  their  tea  and  their  coffee, 
we  found  were  refused  the  sugar  and  milk  neces- 
sary to  make  them  palatable.     We  found  them 
deprived  of  the  right  to  put  salt  and  pepper  on 
their  food.     We  found  that  the  food  itself,  sir, 
was  not  up  to  the  standard  of  a  pauper  institu- 
tion, or  of  what  a  Boston  institution  should  be. 
We  found  the  toilets  absolutely  in  a  disgraceful 
condition.      We    found    bathing    facilities"  to    be 
almost  nonexistent — two  bathtubs  for  150  to  200 
women.    We  found,  Mr.  President,  that  no  doctor 
goes  to  the  dock  to  meet  the  unfortunates  taken 
from  the  boat.    We  know  of  an  instance,  sir,  where 
a  man  landed  in  a  very  sick  condition.     He  was 
not  examined  for  forty-eight  hours  after  his  ad- 
mittance to  the  infirmary,  and  we  know  that  that 
man's    death   soon   followed.      Surely,    not   very 
humane  treatment.    We  found  the  beds  and  bed- 


ding generally  unclean.  We  know  that  all  these 
things  exist.  I  knew  it  before  I  went  to  the 
island.  I  am  not  looking  for  credit  from  anyone 
in  this  matter.  I  am  not  trying  to  bring  any 
embarrassment  upon  the  present  administration. 
I  am  only  interested  in  the  welfare  and  the  happi- 
ness of  the  unfortunate  poor  and  the  unfortunate 
ill.  They  have  been  intrusted  to  your  care  and 
to  mine.  They  have  reason  to  believe,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  when  they  step  on  the  Long  Island 
boat  they  are  at  least  going  into  an  institution 
that  is  a  charitable  one,  that  is  a  humane  one, 
that  is  a  kind  one,  the  employees  of  which  are 
paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  great  masses  of  this 
city,  and  that  those  emploj'ees  should  treat  them 
courteously  and  kindly;  and  we  all  have  a  right 
to  believe  that  if  those  employees  do  not  do  so 
they  will  be  dismissed,  sir,  forthwith..  And  so, 
Mr.  President,  I  have  come  here  today  offering 
this  ordinance  and  this  order,'  with  all  due  respect 
for  and  with  the  highest  feeling  of  respect  toward 
my  colleagues,  with  the  greatest  admiration,  sir, 
for  the  present  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner 
of  Boston,  because  I  have  known  him  for  many 
years,  and  I  do  not  lay  this  blame  at  his  door. 
But  I  do  say  that  this  ordinance  and  this  order 
should  be  sent  to  the  committees  to  which  they 
will  be  properly  assigned  by  the  President,  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  and  the  Committee  on 
Inspection  of  Prisons.  I  do  not  offer  them  as  a 
final  solution  of  a  terribly  nasty  problem.  I  am 
not  a  doctor  of  all  things.  This  may  not  be  the 
panacea  for  the  ills  that  now  exist  down  there. 
Mr.  President,  but  things  have  been  neglected 
there  for  many  years,  and  I  am  proud  of  the 
fact  that  I  have  made  the  start.  I  am  now  go- 
ing to  fight,  Mr.  President,  with  all  the  strength, 
with  all  the  energy,  with  all  the  courage  of  the 
convictions  that  possess  me  today,  to  see  if  we, 
the  City  Councilors  of  Boston,  cannot  do  our 
part  in  bringing  a  little  more  sunshine  and  a  little 
more  happiness  into  the  hearts  of  those  who  for. 
too  many  years  have  been  forgotten  by  neglectful, 
harsh  and  cruel  public  servants.  I  move  that 
these  matters  be  sent  to  the  committees  that 
should  properly  act  upon  them. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Inspection  of  Prisons.

EXTENSION  OF  BOSTON  ELEVATED 
THROUGH   HYDE   PARK. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That  the 
Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
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be  requested  to  extend  their  lines  to  and  through 
that  part  of  Boston  known  as  Hyde  Park. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  in  offering 
that  order  I  would  like  to  say  that  some  time  ago  I 
offered  an  order  asking  the  Boston  Elevated  Trus- 
tees to  take  some  favorable  action  in  the  line  of 
giving  the  people  of  that  part  of  Boston  known  as 
Hyde  Park  proper  consideration  in  the  matter 
of  street  car  service.  Since  that  time  it  has 
come  to  my  attention  that  the  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts Street  Railway  corporation  has  notified 
the  people  of  Hyde  Park  and  the  city  officials 
of  Boston  that,  unless  they  contribute  further 
to  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  system,  service 
on  the  Bay  State  road  is  to  be  discontinued. 
I  think  it  is  high  time  that  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company,  which  is  now  operated  by 
a  board  of  public  trustees,  and  to  which  the 
citizens  of  Boston  contributed  last  year  $3,000,000, 
should  be  told  that  they  in  turn  must  give  some 
consideration  to  the  needs  of  the  people  of  Boston. 
I  feel  that  the  residents  of  Hyde  Park  have  con- 
tributed their  fair  share  toward  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  Boston  Elevated  system,  and 
I  think  that  they  in  turn  should  receive  the  same 
consideration  that  is  shown  to  the  people  of  any 
other  section.  The  street  car  service  in  Boston 
today  is  absolutely  intolerable  and  abominable. 
I  come  from  the  South  End,  and  ninety-nine  times 
out  of  every  hundred  when  I  leave  my  house, 
which  is  half  way  between  the  Northampton 
street  and  Dover  street  elevated  stations,  I  walk 
to  either  one  of  those  stations  before  I  can  get  an 
Elevated  surface  car.  I  do  not  think  they  run 
three  cars  an  hour  on  the  surface  from  Northampton 
street  down  through  Washington  street.  I  think 
the  people  of  Boston,  particularly  those  who  live 
within  a  half-mile  or  mile  radius  of  the  State  House, 
are  certainly  entitled,  if  they  pay  a  10-eent  carfare, 
to  the  same  class  of  service  that  residents  of  Cam- 
bridge, Watertown,  Belmont,  the  Newtons  and 
all  the  outlying  cities  and  towns  are  receiving. 
I  noticed  in  the  paper  only  the  other  day  that 
they  are  going  to  add  ninety-three  cars  an  hour 
to  the  present  facilities  at  Harvard  square.  And 
for  what  purpose?  To  give  additional  facilities 
and  service  to  the  people  who  live  in  the  outlying 
sections  of  metropolitan  Boston.  I  think  it  is 
high  time  that  the  people  rose  in  protest  against 
the  intolerable  conditions  prevailing  on  the  Ele- 
vated system.  Why,  we  are  packed  like  a  lot  of 
dogs  into  Elevated  trains  every  time  we  try  to 
ride  on  them.  Last  night  I  had  an  experience  in 
going  out  to  Jamaica  Plain.  At  the  corner  of 
Amory  and  Centre  streets  I  had  to  wait  fifty 
minutes  for  a  car  on  the  Elevated,  going  on  to 
Jamaica  Plain.  I  think  the  people  of  Jamaica 
Plain,  who  are  supposed  to  have  a  service  of  one 
car  every  four  or  five  minutes,  should  at  least  be 
given  that  service  if  the  people  in  outlying  sections 
are  going  to  have  ninety-three  cars  an  hour  added 
to  their  facilities,  which  I  understand  is  to  be  the 
case  from  the  statement  of  one  of  the  officials  of 
the  Elevated  system.  I  think  it  is  about  time  that 
the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  should  show 
some  signs  of  dealing  with  their  problems  in  a 
practical  manner  or  should  resign  from  the  jobs 
they  are  now  holding  down.  I  do  not  believe 
there  is  any  man  connected  with  the  Boston  Street 
Carmen's  Union,  employed  as  a  conductor  or 
motorman,  who,  if  he  were  made  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  would  not  find  a  better  way 
of  solving  the  street  car  transportation  problem 
than  has  been  found  up  to  the  present  time  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  They  do  not  seem  to  be 
getting  anywhere,  and  instead  of  conditions  getting 
better,  in  my  opinion  they  are  getting  a  great  deal 
worse.  I  think  these  matters  should  be  considered 
by  the  Boston  Elevated  Trustees  and  by  the  people 
who  are  in  control  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  an 
administrative  way.  I  feel  that  the  trustees  have 
not  made  any  effort  to  give  to  the  people  who 
live  in  the  center  of  this  city  or  in  different  sections 
I  have  named  any  kind  of  service.  I  hope  they 
will  pay  some  attention  to  this  request  and  will 
see  that  the  people  of  the  South  End,  Jamaica 
Plain,  West  Roxbury  and  other  sections  shall  get 
some  kind  of  service. 

The  order  was  passed.

VETO— PENSION    FOR    MRS.    EDWARD    A. 
SHEA. 

The  following  was  received : 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  19,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  resolve  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  March  8  favoring  "the  enactment  of  legislation 
for  the  payment  of  a  pension  to  the  widow  of 
Edward  A.  Shea,  who  died  from  injuries  received  at 
the  Merrimac  street  fire." 

It  appears  upon  investigation  that  Edward  A. 
Shea  was  appointed  to  the  department  April  7, 
1896.  He  was  injured  on  February  5,  1898,  at  the 
so-called  Merrimac  street  fire,  but  no  record  in  the 
department  can  be  found  to  show  just  what  his 
injuries  were.  It  is  a  matter  of  record,  however, 
that  he  was  one  of  four  men  who  were  buried  when 
the  floors  fell.  Shea  was  taken  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital  and  his  case  was  diag- 
nosed as  "burn  of  face."  It  is  apparent  from  the 
record  at  the  hospital  that  a  portion  of  the  time 
before  he  was  finally  discharged  he  was  an  out- 
patient. He  went  on  light  house  duty  April  8,  1898, 
and  was  finally  discharged  from  the  hospital  April 
18,  1898.  He  resigned  from  the  department  the 
following  winter,  that  is,  February  25,  1899. 

Mr.  Shea  was  reappointed  to  the  department 
July  14,  1899,  and  the  following  November  was 
dishonorably  discharged,  the  reason  being  continu- 
ous absence  without  leave  since  10  a.  m.,  August  10, 
1899. 

I  understand  that  sixteen  and  one-half  years 
after  he  was  discharged  he  was  granted  a  pension 
of  $300  per  annum  by  the  operation  of  chapter  143 
of  the  Acts  of  1917.  In  view  of  his  record,  how- 
ever, this  fact  seems  to  be  immaterial  to  the 
present  case.  The  main  point  to  consider  is  that 
there  is  nothing  in  the  records  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment to  show  that  Edward  A.  Shea  was  so  injured 
at  the  so-called  Merrimac  street  fire  as  to  justify 
the  claim  that  the  injury  was  the  cause  of  his  death. 
The  record  of  the  cause  of  his  death  on  March  21, 
1919,  was  "septicemia,  following  infection  of  the 
arm  caused  by  injury  to  the  elbow  incidental  to 
jactation  plus  general  paresis."

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CITIZENS  OF  BOSTON.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  writing  in  reply  to  the  recent 
question  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  of 
the  City  Council,  "whether  or  not  any  persons 
employed  in  any  of  the  city  departments  who  are 
not  citizens  and  legal  voters  of  Boston  are  illegally 
employed  by  such  departments,"  by  virtue  of  the 
following  provision  of  section  12  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1914: 

"Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  shall 
employ,  fix  the  compensation  of,  and  may  dis- 
charge for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient 
and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  de- 
partment, all  subordinates  in  his  department,  but 
shall  employ  none  but  citizens,  and,  if  male  subor- 
dinates, legal  voters  of  Boston,  in  any  capacity." 

In  my  opinion,  the  requirement  for  the  employ- 
ment of  "none  but  citizens  and,  if  male  subordi- 
nates, legal  voters  of  Boston  in  any  capacity,"  is 
in  contravention  of  the  terms  of  Statute  1914, 
chapter  600. 

This  act  authorizes  the  giving  of  preference  in 
appointment  and  employment  of  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  embraces  all  branches  of  the 
service  of  the  Commonwealth  and  all  cities  and 
towns.     Sections  1  and  2  of  the  act  are  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  In  all  work  of  any  branch  of  the 
service  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  any  city  or 
town  therein,  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  shall 
be  given  preference. 

"Section  2.  The  civil  service  commission  shall 
not  place  upon  its  lists  an}'  person  not  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States." 

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  appointments  to 
positions  in  the  official  and  labor  service  of  the 
City  of  Boston  are  almost  completely  controlled  by 
civil  service  laws  and  rules.  As  the  provision  of 
the  ordinance  in  question  restricts  the  action  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  under  general  laws, 
it  has  been  superseded  by  the  superior  authority 
of  the  state. 

The  conclusion  seems  clear  that  the  Legislature 
by  the  enactment  of  chapter  600  of  the  Acts  of 
1914  intended  to  assume  exclusively  the  regulation 
of  the  classification  of  citizenship  in  municipal 
employment  either  under  section  1  of  the  act, 
which  relates  to  all  public  service,  or  under  section 
2,  which  relates  to  such  special  service  as  comes 
within  the  provisions  of  civil  service  laws  and  rules. 

I  may  add  that  the  legality  of  the  amendment 
to  the  original  ordinance  by  the  insertion  of  the 
provision  in  question  was  a  subject  of  grave  doubt 
at  the  time  of  its  passage  over  the  veto  of  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  in  1S99,  and  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  then  Corporation  Counsel  such  an  amend- 
ment amounted  to  an  illegal  interference  by  the 
legislative  branch  of  the  city  government  with  the 
executive  branch  and  was  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  city  charter  which  precludes  the 
City  Council  from  taking  part  in  the  employment 
of  labor  or  the  appointment  of  municipal  employees 
and  the  conduct  of  the  executive  and  administra- 
tive business  of  the  city.

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CONDITIONS   AT   LONG   ISLAND. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  March  19,  1920. 
Mr.  James  T.  Moriarty,  President  City  Council: 

Dear  Sir, — In  justice  to  the  former  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Infirmary  Department  and  to 
myself,  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  City 
Council  to  an  erroneous  statement  made  by  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  at  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council 
on  Monday,  the  15th  inst. 

He  said  on  that  occasion  that  because  of  condi- 
tions at  Long  Island  he  got  rid  of  the  old  Board. 
The  Mayor  convicts  himself  by  this  statement. 

The  former  Board  repeatedly  called  conditions 
at  Long  Island  to  the  Mayor's  attention  and  asked 
his  co-operation  and  assistance  in  righting  affairs 
but  did  not  receive  his  support.  Soon  after  his 
inauguration  the  Board,  represented  by  two  of  its 
members,  Mr.  James  V.  Donnaruma  and  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Masterson,  waited  on  the  Mayor  and 
told  him  of  the  state  of  affairs  at  Long  Island.  The 
Mayor  at  that  time  promised  us  his  help  and 
assistance/ and  said,  "Clean  out  the  institution, 
place  efficiency  there  and  I  shall  back  you  up." 
Taking  for  granted  that  the  Mayor  was  sincere 
in  his  statement  to  us  we  began  by  discharging  the 
superintendent  but  were  ordered  to  take  him  back 
with  full  salary  from  date  of  his  discharge.  The 
whole  procedure  at  that  time  convinced  us  that 
the  Mayor  was  not  with  us.  We  have  since  then 
tried  to  get  his  assistance  as  a  Board  and  individu- 
ally. See  letter,  inclosed  by  Mr.  Donnaruma,  sent 
to  the  Mayor  in  May,  1919. 

The  Mayor  tells  me  of  the  good  work  I  have  done 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  and  stated  he  would 
write  me  a  letter  to  this  effect  but  asks  me  to  resign. 
The  cause  of  conditions  remains  but  the  Board 
which  insists  upon  righting  affairs  at  Long  Island 
must  be  gotten  rid  of.     Why? 

There  is  no  more  reason  for  permitting  neglect 
and  indifference  on  an  island  than  there  is  on  the 
mainland;  consequently  the  Mayor's  blaming  the 
location  and  the  City  Council  for  defeating  his 
consolidation  bill  has  absolutely  no  foundation. 
To  me  he  lamented  the  fact  that  the  position  of 
superintendent  is  a  civil  service  one,  of  which  he 
evidently  does  not  approve. 

The  Mayor  has  blamed  all  but  the  right  man,  who 
is  the  Hon  Andrew  J.  Peters,  Mayor  of  Boston, 
who  protected  the  superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Donlan.     Why? 

I  ask  you,  Mr.  President,  to  have  my  letter  read 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  City  Council  and  order 
it  printed  in  full  in  the  Cita  Record.  It  is  only  fair 
to  the  public.  I  feel  such  is  due  me  after  sixteen 
years'  service  on  unpaid  boards, —  as  secretary  and 
chairman  of  the  Infirmary  Board  thirteen  years 
and  three  years  on  the  Boston  School  Board. 

Assuring  you  that  my  sole  interest  in  the  depart- 
ment has  been  to  help  the  poor  unfortunate  and  to 
serve  the  citizens  of  Boston  honestly  and  faithfully,

Gentlemen, —  There  is  need  for  the  appointment 
of  two  additional  deputy  sealers  of  weights  and 
measures  in  order  that  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment may  be  effectively  and  efficiently  conducted. 
The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  is  exceed- 
ingly anxious  to  have  these  additional  men  ap- 
pointed at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  the 
Finance  Commission,  in  a  recent  report,  emphasizes 
the  need  of  these  additional  employees. 

The  budget  for  1920-21  provides  for  a  sufficient 
sum  to  allow  the  increase  in  salary  of  such  of  the 
deputy  sealers  as  have  rendered  long  service  to 
the  city. 

In  the  light  of  these  two  considerations  I  am 
transmitting  to  you  an  amendment  to  the  present 
ordinance  establishing  the  number  and  salaries  of 
the  deputy  sealers,  so  that  there  may  be  twelve 
deputies  and  the  salaries  of  such  deputies  may  be 
progressively  increased  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing $1,900,  according  to  their  terms  of  service.

Section  1.  Chapter  three  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1914  is  hereby  amended  in  section  five 
by  striking  out  the  clause  establishing  the  salaries 
of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and  of  the 
deputy  sealers  of  weights  and  measures  and  sub- 
stituting the  following  clause:  The  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  three  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  twelve  deputy  sealers  of  weights  and 
measures  each  such  salary  not  exceeding  nineteen 
hundred  dollars  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor. 

Sect.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
the  passage  of  the  budget  for  the  current  year, 
which  provides  an  appropriation  item  therefor.

INVESTIGATION    OF    BOSTON    CONSOLI- 
DATED  GAS   COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  26,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  applied  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
422  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  commonly  called  "The 
Sliding  Scale  Act,"  for  an  increase  in  the  standard 
price  of  gas  furnished  in  Boston  and  its  vicinity 
from  $1  to  $1.20  per  thousand.  Upon  such  appli- 
cation public  hearings  were  held,  at  which  the 
city  was  represented  through  the  Law  Department 
and  objected  to  the  increase  in  the  standard  price. 

The  Public  Utilities  Department  was  of  the 
opinion  and  expressed  the  desire  that  the  City  of 
Boston  should  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
affairs  and  business  of  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  which  undoubetdly  would  mater- 
ially aid  it  in  arriving  at  a  just  conclusion,  and 
pending  such  investigation  tentatively  increased 
the  standard  price  from  $1  to  $1.10  per  thousand. 

I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  an  investigation 
would  be  beneficial  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  its 
gas  consumers  and  feel  that  an  investigation  and 
report  thereon  can  be  well  and  exhaustively  made 
as  outlined  in  the  accompanying  letter  of  the  A.  D. 
Little  Company,  a  Massachusetts  corporation, 
eminently  qualified  to  do  the  work,  for  which  they 
will  charge  $20,000. 

In  connection  with  the  work  which  they  are  to  do 
it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  services  of  expert 
accountants,  and  the  firm  of  Patterson,  Teele  & 
Dennis,  expert  accountants,  will  do  the  necessary 
accounting  work  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
A.  D.  Little  Company  for  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$4,000. 

As  I  consider  this  investigation  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  consumers 
of  gas  therein,  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

Outline  of  the  Proposed  Investigation  by 
Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  of  Operations 
of  the   Boston   Consolidated   Gas     Com- 


Section  1. —  Determination  of  Alleged 
Necessity  for  Immediate  Relief. 

A.- — Inspection  of  all  Manufacturing  Stations. 

All  gas-making  equipment  will  be  listed  with 
approximate  date  of  installation,  name  of  manu- 
facturer, rated  capacity,  usual  rate  at  which 
operated  and  present  physical  condition,  to 
determine  whether  it  has  been  properly  maintained. 

Idle  apparatus  will  be  separately  listed  with 
reason  for  its  being  idle. 

Buildings  will  be  listed,  showing  ground  area, 
number  of  floors,  and  tracing  will  be  included, 
showing  layout  of  plant. 

Each  water  gas  machine  will  be  studied  as  to  its 
equipment  of  labor-saving  devices,  such  as  hydrauli- 
cally  operated  valves,  mechanical  assistance  in 
clinkering,  and  removal  of  ashes,  whether  operated 
with  the  use  of  air  and  steam  meters,  and  electric 
pyrometers. 

Coal  and  coke  handling  equipment  will  be 
investigated  to  determine  _  whether  sufficient 
machinery  is  used  in  unloading  and  transporting 
fuel  to  generator  houses  and  boiler  rooms. 

A  physical  examination  will  be  made  of  each 
gas  holder  station  and  size  and  capacity  of  each 
container  listed.  All  plants  and  equipment  will 
be  scrutinized  to  determine  whether  they  have 
been  properly  maintained  and  reasonably  modern- 
ized with  the  advancement  in  the  art  of  gas  making. 

B. — A  Critical  Study  of  the  Works  Operating 
Reports. 

Critical  examination  will  be  made  of  the  daily, 
weekly,  monthly  and  annual  operating  reports, 
which  show  the  consumption  of  materials,  and 
unit  costs  per  1,000  feet  of  gas. 

These  reports  for  the  past  ten  years  will  be 
studied,  and  the  results  shown  graphically  with  a 
view  to  determining  tendencies  as  well  as  average 
results  and  as  to  whether  the  plants  were  properly 
operated  with  reference  to  existing  equipment 
and  opportunities  for  improvement. 

Such  tests  of  plant  equipment  will  be  made  as 
may  be  found  advisable  to  check  the  accuracy  of 
the  data  supplied. 

Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  recent 
marked  improvements  in  operating  and  results 
at  one  of  the  largest  stations,  and  the  hearing  of 
these  results  upon  future  costs  analyzed. 

An  investigation  will  be  conducted  to  determine 
to  what  extent  regular  analyses  of  gas-making 
materials  have  been  made,  what  the  tendencies 
have  been  as  regards  the  quality  of  materials,  and 
the  effect  on  production  results.  A  careful  study 
will  also  be  made  as  to  the  amount  and  character  of 
scientific  control  applied  to  the  various  stations. 

C. — A  Similar  Study  of  General  Operating  Costs 
of  the  Company. 
Careful  scrutiny  will  be  given  to  the  monthly 
and  annual  cost  reports  of  each  station,  together 
with  the  monthly  financial  report,  to  determine  the 
variations  and  reasons  for  same  in  cost  of  manu- 
facturing gas,  cost  of  gas  purchased,  and  the  cost  of 
distribution,  commercial,  general,  and  other  items. 
This  investigation  will  also  cover  the  reports  for  the 
past  ten  years,  which  will  be  analyzed  and  charted 
to  bring  out  the  bearing  of  past  and  present  labor 
and  material  costs  and  future  costs  as  affected  by 
possible  economies  not  involving  new  equipment. 

D. — A  Thorough  Study  to  Determine  the  Probable 
Effect  on  the  Future  Cost  of  Gas  in  Holders  of 
the  New  Contract  for  Coke  Oven  Gas. 
This  investigation  will  cover  the  effect  of  pur- 
chasing varying  quantities  of  gas  as  related  to  the 
total  gas  sold,  and  as  to  whether  the  capacity  of 
water  gas  stations  is  sufficient  to  take  care  of  a 
possible  period  of  non-supply  of  coke  oven  gas  due 
to  accident. 


E. — A   Comparative   Study   of   the    Statistics   of 
Other     Gas     Companies     Operating     Under 
Similar  Conditions. 
A  study  will  be  made  of  reports  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Public  Utility  Commission,  and  reports 
made  on  gas  companies  in  various  cities  where  the 
conditions  are  reasonably  comparable.     If  found 
desirable,  in  so  far  as  practicable,  inspection  will 
be  made  of  any  other  gas  companies  should  their 
statistics  indicate  greater  efficiency  in  production 
under  comparative  conditions. 

Section  II. — The  Presentation  of  a  Construc- 
tive Program  for  Future  Development. 
A. — The  critical  correlation  of  available  results 
of  scientific  work   on  the   thermal  efficiencies   of 
varying  gas  compositions  and  enrichments. 

B. — The  consideration  of  the  extent  to  which 
such  scientific  tests  have  been  reduced  to  practice 
in  this  country,  and  especially  in  England,  where 
marked  success  has  apparently  been  achieved  in 
their  commercial  application  on  a  large  scale. 

The  possible  bearing  of  such  results  upon  the 
operation  of  the  local  company. 

C. —  A  consideration  as  to  the  advisability  of  new 
investment  in  gas  equipment  not  generally  altering 
the  present  scheme  of  manufacture. 

D. — A  consideration  of  the  advisability  of  a 
radical  departure  from  the  past  manufacturing 
program  such  as  has  been  accomplished  by  other 
companies  of  similar  size  and  involving  large  invest- 
ment, but  not  departing  from  present  standard 
practice  in  construction,  operation  or  quality  of 
product. 

E. — A  critical  study  of  the  trend  of  economic 
events  in  the  United  States  as  influencing  the 
future  development  of  the  gas  industry. 

Section  III. 
A  general  consideration  of  the  factors  affecting 
the  efficiency  in  the  consumption  of  gas  and  a 
determination  of  the  extent  to  which  these  factors 
may  be  controlled  by  the  gas  company  and  by  the 
consumer. 

In  the  conduct  of  the  investigation  above  outlined 
there  will  no  doubt  develop  specific  points  not  above 
enumerated,  requiring  careful  study,  and  it  will  be 
our  intention,  in  so  far  as  possible,  to  determine  all 
facts  which  have  a  bearing  upon  the  reasonable 
cost  of  manufacturing  gas  by  the  company.

SITE  FOR  COURTHOUSE,  WEST  ROXBURY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  23,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  city  now  possesses  a  site  at  the 
corner  of  Hyde  Park  avenue  and  Tower  street,  at 
Forest  Hills  square,  taken  some  few  years  ago  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  courthouse  thereon  for  the 
Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
West  Roxbury  District. 

All  three  of  the  justices  of  the  West  Roxbury 
Court  protest  most  vigorously  against  the  present 
site  and  point  out  that  a  building  erected  on  this 
location  would  be  in  such  close  proximity  to  the 
tracks  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
and  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  that  the  business  of  the  court 
would     be    greatly    interfered   with   because     of 
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noise,  a  situation  which  renders  the  erection  of  a 
courthouse  on  the  present  location  obviously 
unwise. 

There  is  a  further  objection  to  the  above  site 
because  if  a  building  were  erected  it  would  be 
necessary  to  construct  a  portion  of  the  same  over 
land  taken  for  Stony  brook  purposes,  which  would 
be  in  violation  of  the  charter  provisions,  as  land 
taken  for  one  municipal  purpose  cannot  be  used 
for  another  without  legislation. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  another  site 
near  Forest  Hills  square  should  be  selected  some 
distance  removed  from  the  locations  of  the  railway 
and  railroad  company  and  that  the  present  site 
should  be  abandoned  and  sold. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order,  which  will  enable  the  city  to  select  a 
more  appropriate  site  and  prepare  plans  for  a 
building  adapted  for  the  same.

Proceedings  of  City  Council. 


Monday,  April  5,  1920. 
Regular  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m., 
President   MORIARTY  in  the  chair  and  all  the 
members  present. 


CONSOLIDATION   OF  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  5,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen,— On  July  16,  1919,  I  sent  the  follow- 
ing message  to  the  City  Council: 

"In  my  opinion  the  efficient  and  economic  ad- 
ministration of  certain  city  departments  which  now 
have  charge  and  control  over  the  institutions 
maintained  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  three 
islands  in  Boston  Harbor  require  that  certain 
changes  be  made  in  the  conduct  of  such  depart- 
ments. 

"A  recent  act  of  the  Legislature  authorizes  the 
consolidation  of  the  Penal  Institutions  Depart- 
ment, Infirmary  Department,  Children's  Institu- 
tions Department  and  Institutions  Registration 
Department.  Previous  to  1897  these  departments 
were  conducted  under  one  head,  and  were  separated 
at  that  time  for  certain  reasons  which  do  not  now 
exist.  The  administration  of  the  Infirmary  De- 
partment and  the  Children's  Institutions  Depart- 
ment was  placed  under  the  control  of  boards  of 
trustees.  I  think  it  has  been  demonstrated  that 
this  form  of  administration  has  not  been  conducive 
to  efficient  government. 

"Many  conditions  exist  whereby  through  a  closer 
co-ordination  of  administrative  work  of  these  four 
departments  a  considerable  sum  of  money  may  be 
saved.  In  many  instances  duplications  exist  in  the 
matter  of  investigation,  supervision,  and  the  pur- 
chase of  supplies.  Valuable  farm  lands  remain 
uncultivated  on  Long  Island,  and  at  the  same  time 
labor  which  could  be  utilized  to  improve  these 
acres  is  unused.  Without  depriving  any  employee 
of  his  position  it  has  been  estimated  that  a  sub- 
stantial sum  can  be  saved  each  year  through  the 
co-operative  administration  of  the  business  end  of 
these  institutions. 

"As  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  draft 
of  an  ordinance,  it  is  not  contemplated  in  any  way 
that  the  institutions  located  on  the  islands  of  Boston 
Harbor  shall  be  united,  nor  the  inmates  therein 
intermingled  or  associated.  The  existing  policy 
of  separating  the  worthy  poor,  the  delinquent 
children  and  the  adult  criminals  will  be  strictly 
adhered  to. 

"The  city  of  Detroit,  I  am  informed,  has  a  com- 
mission of  charities  and  correction.  This  is  also 
true  in  Cleveland  and  New  York,  and  it  seems  to  be 
the  tendency  to  unite  the  administrative  features 
of  city  departments  for  economic  reasons. 

"At  present  there  are  but  two  of  the  seven 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Infirmary 
Department  holding  office.  The  term  of  office  of 
three  of  the  seven  members  of  the  Children's 
Institutions  Department  has  expired. 

"  I  therefore  submit  that  it  is  the  logical,  economi- 
cal and  efficient  thing  to  do  to  place  these  depart- 
ments under  one  administrative  head,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying ordinance." 

In  September  the  City  Council  rejected  the  pro- 
posed consolidation.  About  a  month  later  I  sent 
another  message  to  the  City  Council  recommend- 
ing the  consolidation  of  the  Children's  Institutions 
Department,  the  Infirmary  Department  and  the 
Institutions  Registration  Department,  thus  omit- 
ting the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  which 
was  included  in  the  consolidation  as  originally  pro- 
posed. The  City  Council  also  rejected  this  con- 
solidation. I  have  never  been  officially  informed 
of  any  sufficient  reason  for  this  action. 

Since  taking  office  it  has  been  apparent  to  me 
and  I  have  maintained  that  the  control  of  these 
institutions  by  a  board  of  trustees  is  not  only 
impracticable   but   wholly   undesirable   and  ineffi- 


cient. The  experience  of  the  past  two  years  has 
confirmed  my  judgment  and  a  committee  of  the 
City  Council  has  publicly  stated  that  conditions, 
particularly  at  Long  Island,  were  not  what  they 
should  be — a  reconfirmation  of  my  contention  that 
the  department  cannot  be  efficiently  administered 
under  the  present  system. 

A  number  of  months  ago  I  appointed  a  committee 
to  study  and  report  on  the  general  conditions  at 
the  institutions  on  Long  Island.  This  committee, 
composed  of  men  pre-eminently  qualified  to  con- 
duct such  an  investigation  and  to  make  a  report 
both  reliable  and  worthy  of  consideration,  recom- 
mended that  the  various  institutions  on  the  island 
be  removed  to  the  mainland;  the  almshouse  to  be 
quartered  in  the  new  west  department  buildings 
in  West  Roxbury,  the  tubercular  patients  to  be 
cared  for  at  the  Boston  Consumptives'  Hospital  at 
Mattapan,  and  the  patients  at  the  chronic  hospital 
to  be  cared  for  in  new  buildings  on  the  mainland, 
where  competent  medical  attention  would  be 
available  at  all  times.  These  recommendations 
had  and  still  have  my  complete  approval,  but  these 
changes  cannot  be  made  efficiently  except  under  a 
consolidation  such  as  I  recommend. 

The  present  system  of  administering  the  affairs 
of  the  departments  which  I  recommend  be  con- 
solidated, with  the  exception  of  the  Penal  Institu- 
tions Department,  is  wholly  indefensible,  and  I 
hope  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  City  Council 
will  recognize  the  wisdom  of  the  consolidation  of 
these  four  departments  into  one  department  under 
the  control  of  a  commissioner.  I  believe  that  such 
a  consolidation  is  the  only  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culties which  we  are  constantly  called  upon  to  face 
in  the  administration  of  these  departments. 

At  no  time  has  the  City  Council  shown  a  dis- 
position to  be  helpful  in  the  solution  of  the  problem 
of  administering  these  departments.  In  recom- 
mending the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  ordi- 
nance to  consolidate  the  four  departments  in 
question,  an  opportunity  is  given  the  City  Council 
to  act  constructively.  I  sincerely  hope  that  your 
body  will  make  the  most  of  this  opportunity.

In  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Twenty. 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Consolidation  of  the 
Penal    Institutions    Department,    the   Boston 
Infirmary  Department,  the  Children's  Institu- 
tions Department  and  the  Institutions  Regis- 
tration Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  penal  institutions  department, 
the  Boston  infirmary  department,  the  children's 
institutions  department  and  the  institutions  regis- 
tration department  are  hereby  abolished.  All  the 
rights,  powers,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  said 
departments  and  of  any  officer,  board  or  member 
thereof  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  shall  hereafter 
be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  institutions 
department  established  by  this  ordinance,  which 
shall  be  the  lawful  successor  of  the  said  depart- 
ments. All  employees  of  the  said  departments 
shall  as  temporary  appointees  of  the  institutions 
department  continue  to  perform  their  usual  duties 
upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  heretofore 
until  removed,  appointed  to  positions  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  transferred 
to  other  departments. 

Sect.  2.  The  institutions  department  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  and  control  of  a  commis- 
sioner to  be  known  as  the  commissioner  of  institu- 
tions, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  governing  appoint- 
ments in  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  and  acts 
in  amendment  thereof,  and  who  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  $7,500. 

Sect.  3.  The  commissioner  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive and  administrative  head  of  the  department, 
and  may  organize  said  department  in  such  divisions 
as  he  may  find  necessary  for  its  proper  conduct. 

Sect.  4.  The  mayor,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Special  Acts  1919,  chapter  222,  section  2,  may 
appoint,  and  fix  the  compensation  of,  not  more 
than  two  deputy  commissioners,  who  shall  act 
directly  under  the  commissioner  of  institutions  and 
perform  such  duties  as  the  said  commissioner  shall 
direct. 

Sect.  5.  So  much  of  this  ordinance  as  relates 
to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioner  of  institu- 
tions shall  take  ciTect  upon  its  passage;  all  other 
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provisions  shall  take  effect  when  such  appoint- 
ment becomes  operative.  All  ordinances  and  parts 
of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.

SITE   FOR   STATION    2. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  5,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — On  February  9,  1920,  I  sent  a 
message  to  the  City  Council  recommending  the 
passage  of  an  order  which  would  authorize  the 
city  to  sell  a  piece  of  property  located  at  the  corner 
of  Arch  street  and  Hawley  place  and  originally 
purchased  for  a  site  for  Police  Station  2,  and  to 
purchase  a  parcel  of  land  located  at  the  corner  of 
Milk  and  Sears  streets  as  a  site  for  Police  Station  2. 

This  message  was  sent  to  the  City  Council  only 
after  the  whole  situation  had  been  most  carefully 
reviewed  with  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the 
needs  of  his  department  considered  from  every 
angle,  but  despite  the  fact  that  the  new  location 
was  far  more  desirable  in  the  opinion  of  the  Police 
Commissioner,  who,  after  all,  is  the  best  judge  of 
the  needs  of  his  department,  the  City  Council  has 
failed  to  take  any  action  in  the  matter. 

It  would  indeed  be  unfortunate  were  the  city 
not  given  authority  to  purchase  the  new  site  on 
Milk  street.  The  needs  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner are  such  that  the  old,  site  on  Arch  street  is 
not  as  suitable  as  the  site  on  Milk  street  for  his 
purposes.  As  I  stated  in  my  previous  message  on 
this  matter,  the  Police  Commissioner  desired  to 
build  for  Division  2  a  building  which  will  be  large 
enough  to  care  not  only  for  the  regular  force  of 
Division  2  but  which  will  also  provide  separate 
quarters  for  the  new  traffic  squad,  as  well  as  quar- 
ters for  the  property  clerk,  for  whom  there  is  no 
longer  room  at  the  headquarters  building  in 
Pemberton  square. 

The  owners  of  the  parcel  of  land  on  Milk  street 
notified  me  on  the  afternoon  of  March  29  that  the 
offer  of  this  property  would  be  withdrawn  on 
April  1,  1920,  In  the  hope,  however,  that 
favorable  action  might  be  forthcoming  from  the 
City  Council,  I  secured  an  extension  of  the  offer 
until  April  10,  1920,  at  which  time  it  will  be 
withdrawn  unless  the  city  is  in  a  position  to 
definitely  accept  it. 

The  inability  of  the  city  to  acquire  the  Milk 
street  property  will  constitute  a  serious  setback 
to  the  best  interests  both  of  the  men  of  Division  2 
and  the  members  of  the  new  traffic  squad,  and  as 
I  have  heard  of  no  reason  why  the  city  should  not 
acquire  this  property  for  the  purpose  mentioned, 
I  strongly  urge  the  City  Council  to  do  nothing 
which  will  prevent  such  acquisition.  I  believe 
we  should  all  do  our  uttermost  to  aid  the  new 
police  force  rather  than  to  interfere  with  its  de- 
velopment and  progress  in  any  way.

PROTEST   AGAINST   STUART    STREET 
LEGISLATION. 

Coun.  LANE  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  hereby  protests  against  the  proposed  legis- 
lation for  the  extension  of  Stuart  street  and  the 
widening  of  Eliot  street,  as  contained  in  Senate 
Bill  No.  302,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  proposed  improvement  has  already  been 
authorized  under  a  statute  which  protects  the 
interests  of  the  city — chapter  329  of  the  Special  Acts 
of  1917. 

2.  The  bill  contains  no  provision  for  excess 
condemnation,  and  saddles  a  needless  expense  on 
the  city. 

3.  The  bill  has  no  provision  requiring  accept- 
ance by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  and  is  a 
flagrant  interference  with  the  principle  of  home 
rule. 

4.  The  bill  authorizes  the  issuing  of  debt  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer  without  the  consent 
of  the  City  Council,  which  is  in  plain  violation  of 
the  terms  of  the  city  charter. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  my  idea  in  intro- 
ducing this  resolution  is  because  this  so-called 
Stuart-street  bill  has  just  been  passed  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Senate  and  is  going  to  the  House.  It  is 
a  direct  violation  of  our  city  charter.  We  may 
not  all  believe  that  the  present  city  charter  is 
perfect,  some  think  it  is  and  some  think  it  isn't, 
but  1  think  everybody  will  agree  that  there  is  one 
feature  in  the  charter  that  should  be  preserved, 
and  that  is  that  the  City  Coumil  should  be  a  cheek 
on  any  expenditures  that  the  Mayor  might  see  fit 
to  put  through.  While  we  have  at  the  present 
time,  I  think,  a  Mayor  who  would  be  in  favor  of 
referring  this  to  the  City  Council,  there  might  be  a 
time  when  the  Mayor  of  Boston  could  not  get 
some  pernicious  legislation  through  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  would  appeal  to  the  Legislature,  and  if  the 
Legislature  saw  fit  to  pass  it  the  City  Treasurer 
could  issue  bonds  in  spite  of  anything  the  City 
Council  might  do.  I  believe  this  resolution  should 
pass,  and  in  case  the  bill  before  the  Legislature 
goes  through  in  its  present  form  I  think  the  City 
Council  as  a  whole  should  wait  upon  the  Governor 
and  ask  him  to  veto  it.  I  have  talked  with  several 
prominent  citizens  who  believe  Stuart  street  should 
be  put  through,  although  not  in  the  manner  pro- 
posed at  the  present  time.  I  personally  think  the 
extension  of  Stuart  street  would  be  a  great  public 
improvement,  but  I  am  utterly  opposed  to  putting 
it  through  in  this  form.  I  trust  that  the  resolu- 
tion will  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  that  it  will  be  reported  and  acted  upon  later 
in  the  session.

its  agents,  employees  or  drivers,  in  the  use  or 
operation  of  any  such  vehicle,  or  an  automobile 
liability  insurance  policy  of  the  commercial  type, 
accompanied  by  a  bond  with  surety  approved  by 
the  city  treasurer,  conditioned  to  make  payment 
as  required  by  such  policy  even  though  the  in- 
surance company  receives  no  notice  or  information 
of  the  accident  causing  the  damage  or  injury  from 
the  assured,  his  employees,  agents  or  servants. 
The  bond  or  the  insurance  policy  and  the  bond 
accompanying  such  policy  shall  be  in  a  sufficient 
sum  to  cover  each  and  every  vehicle  operated 
by  the  licensee  in  accordance  with  the  following 
schedule:  . 

For  a  vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity  of  five 
persons  or  less — $5,000. 

For  a  vehicle  having  a  seating  capacity  of  six 
or  more  persons — $5,000,  and  $500  additional  for 
each  passenger  seat  in  excess  of  five. 


Provided,  however,  that  a  bond  or  an  insurance 
policy  and  bond  of  $25,000  shall  be  deemed  suffi- 
cient to  cover  all  the  vehicles  operated  by  any 
one  licensee.

Charles  E.  Donlan,  superintendent  of  the  Boston 
Almshouse  and  Hospital  at  Long  Island,  to  be 
guilty  of  neglect  of  duty  in  the  control  of  the 
institution  at  Long  Island  and  in  the  control  of  its 
officers  and  inmates.

Corporation  Counsel  ARTHUR  D.  HILL 
appeared  to  assist  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  LUNDY — Before  proceeding  I  desire  to 
thank  you,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the 
Council,  for  your  courtesy  in  extending  this  hearing 
to  Doctor  Donlan  at  this  time,  and  to  note  now 
my  formal  objection  to  proceeding  without  a  full 
quota  of  the  Council  being  present.  Now,  there 
devolves  upon  me,  Mr.  President,  rather  a  disagree- 
able duty.  But  this  is  a  peculiar  hearing.  The 
law  constitutes  the  City  Council  as  a  body  here 
to  pass  upon  the  weight  and  legality  of  the  charges 
looking  to  the  removal  of  the  present  superintend- 
ent. You  differ  in  every  respect  from  a  removing 
official  or  body  of  officials,  who  are  not  only  per- 
mitted but  who  are  commanded  by  law  to  sit  upon 
the  charges  in  connection  with  which  they  are  the 
accusers.  You  occupy  an  entirely  different  posi- 
tion. Certain  members  of  this  body  have  already 
declared  themselves  upon  the  question  of  the  fitness 
or  the  unfitness  of  Doctor  Donlan,  and,  while  the 
charges  as  presented  to  you  today  are  not  in  any 
degree  of  the  same  complexion  as  those  brought 
forward  by  members  of  your  body,  nevertheless 
they  indicate  a  state  of  prejudice  of  mind,  and,  if  a 
sense  of  fair  play,  delicacy  or  good  taste  does  not 
prompt  these  men  to  retire  from  the  Council 
Chamber,  I  now  ask  that  the  Council,  sitting  as  a 
tribunal  on  the  evidence  being  presented,  exclude 
from  consideration  of  this  case  Messrs.  Moriarty, 
McLaughlin  and  Brickley,  who  have  already 
declared  themselves  as  favoring  the  removal  of 
Doctor  Donlan. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  my  under- 
standing of  this  case  is  simply  that  we  are  to  try 
this  man  on  the  charges  preferred  against  him  by 
the  commissioner  of  the  department.  Whatever 
we  know  about  the  case  I  don't  think  has  anything 
to  do  with  that.  He  is  simply  being  tried  upon  the 
charges  put  forth  by  the  commission  by  whom  he  is 
employed.     I  object  to  being  ruled  out. 


Mr.  LUNDY— Well,  I  ask  that  the  Council 

President  MORIARTY— I  want  to  say,  in 
answer  to  Counsel  Lundy,  as  being  one  of  the  men 
referred  to,  that  I  have  not  made  any  statement 
that  I  think  should  preclude  me  from  sitting  on  the 
case.  I  want  to  say  that  I  was  told  yesterday  that 
this  objection  was  going  to  be  made,  so  it  is  no  sur- 
prise to  me.  I  was  told  that  Messrs.  McLaughlin, 
Brickley  and  Moriarty  were  going  to  be  asked  not 
to  sit  in  the  hearing.  But  I  have  a  right  to  sit,  I 
feel,  as  a  city  councilor,  under  the  law,  and  I  am 
going  to  sit,  and  I  feel  that  I  can  give  a  fair  judg- 
ment on  the  evidence  that  is  going  to  be  presented 
here  in  so  far  as  these  charges  are  concerned. 

Mr.  LUNDY— I  hope  it  is  not  understood  that 
I  intend  any  personal  reflections.  Personally  I 
know  Mr.  Moriarty,  and  I  think  he  will  believe  me 
when  I  say  I  think  he  has  an  open  mind.  But  I 
insist  upon  that  objection,  and  upon  its  being  put 
to  a  vote  of  this  Council. 

President  MORIARTY— The  objection  will  be 
noted  and  will  be  given  consideration. 

Mr.  LUNDY- — Now,  upon  the  notice 

President     MORIARTY— Do     you     withdraw 

your  objection  to  the  full  attendance  of  the  body, 

now,  with  eight  members  present  and  one  absent' 

Mr.  LUNDY— Well,  that  I  did  not  urge  very 

strongly,       I  don't  know-  what  the  law. is  on  that. 

President  MORIARTY— Well,  there  are  nine 
here  now. 

Mr.  LUNDY— Very  well,  but  it  is  understood 
that  the  other  objection  is  noted? 
President  MORIARTY— It  is  noted. 
Mr.  LUNDY— Now,  Doctor  Donlan  denies 
jurisdiction  of  this  body  to  pass  upon  a  case  of  this 
kind  for  the  reason  that  the  form  and  nature  of  the 
notice  are  improper  and  defective.  The  City 
Council  has  absolutely  no  right  to  remove  Doctor 
Donlan  or  any  other  city  employee.  The  statute 
provides  this  as  a  sort  of  protective  body  for  those 
who  happen  to  be  veterans.  It  is  true  that  no 
such  man  can  be  removed  until  your  honorable 
body  has  passed  upon  the  character  of  the 
evidence;  but  this  calls  upon  Doctor  Donlan 
to  come  and  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be 
removed  on  the  complaint  of  the  Infirmary  Trus- 
tees. In  other  words,  you  have  nothing  to  pass 
upon.  There  is  but  one  body  that  has  the  right  to 
remove  Doctor  Donlan,  and  that  is  his  own  Board 
of  Infirmary  Trustees.  Now,  a  week  or  more  ago 
your  honorable  body  recommended  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  that  he  remove  Doctor  Donlan,  which, 
of  course,  he  could  not  legally  do.  He  now  recip- 
rocates by  sending  back  to  your  body  a  request  for 
you  to  do  something  that  you  cannot  possibly  do. 
So  now  I  want  my  objection  noted  to  that  at  this 
time. 

President  MORIARTY— No  objection,  the 
objection  will  be  noted. 

Mr.  LUNDY — Now,  Mr.  President,  I  put  to  the 
City  Council  a  request  for  specifications  as  to  the 
blanket  charge  of  neglect  of  duty.  The  City 
Council,  which  under  the  law  is  the  body  supposed 
to  supply  these  specifications,  has  failed  to  supply 
them,  for  the  very  good  reason  that  it  did  not  have 
any.  Mr.  O'Brien,  of  the  Infirmary  Trustees, 
the  provisional  trustees,  has  supplied  some  answers 
to  those  specifications.  Now,  the  specifications 
and  the  complaint  are  at  variance.  The  com- 
munication to  your  body  from  the  Mayor  is  on 
a  complaint  of  the  Infirmary  Trustees.  These 
specifications  are  answered  by  one  Thomas  C. 
O'Brien,  who,  while  he  files  these  answers,  does 
not  declare  that  he  is  the  sole  complainant  and 
witness.  Now,  I  desire  to  move  you,  sir,  that 
article  "b"  under  the  second  specification — 
"Absences  from  Long  Island  without  giving 
sufficient  instructions  as  to  where  you  might  be 
reached  during  absence" — be  stricken  out,  as 
vague  and  insufficient. 

President  MORIARTY— You  put  the  speci- 
fications in  as  evidence? 

Mr.  LUNDY — Why,  I  supposed  they  were  a 
part  of  the  evidence,  but  perhaps  we  will  have 
them  read.  The  proper  authority  has  not  given 
these  answers.  These  answers  should  be  furnished 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  They  have  been  fur- 
nished by  one  Thomas  C.  O'Brien. 

President  MORIARTY— Do  vou  put  them  in? 
Mr.    LUNDY — Why,    they   are   a   part    of   the 
papers,  a  part  of  the  case. 

President  MORIARTY— They  have  not  been 
made  a  part  of  the  record.

Mr.  LUNDY — Now,  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  they  be  stricken  out  as  not  being  furnished 
by  the  proper  authority.

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  "  (6)" 
in  the  second  answer — "Absences  from  Long 
Island  without  giving  sufficient  instructions  as  to 
where  you  might  be  reached  during  absence" — be 
stricken  out  as  vague  and  insufficient. 

President  MORIARTY— Denied.  I  want  to 
say  here,  so  that  we  may  understand  each  other, 


that  the  Council  has  voted  that  the  rulings  of  the 
■     Chair  are  to  be  the  authorized  rulings  of  the  body, 
unless  some  member  of  the  Council  objects  to  the 
ruling. 

Mr.  LUNDY— And  to  that  ruling  I  except,  Mr. 
President, — that  the  Chair  shall  speak  for  the 
Council  on  specific  objections.  I  move  that  "(c)" 
— "failure  to  prevent  waste  in  the  departments  of 
the  institution" — be  stricken  out  as  vague  and 
insufficient. 

.  President  MORIARTY— Your  motion  is  denied. 
Mr.  LUNDY — Note  my  exception,  sir.  I  now 
move  you  that  "  (d)" — "Failure  to  care  for  existing 
fire  equipment  in  the  institution" — be  stricken  out 
as  vague  and  insufficient. 

President  MORIARTY— Motion  denied. 
Mr.  LUNDY — Note  my  exception,  and  that 
includes,  of  course,  Mr.  President,  your  ruling  for 
the  Council.  I  now  move  you,  sir,  that  paragraph 
"  (e)  " — "Failure  to  make  administrative  orders  to 
the  department  heads  in  writing" — be  stricken  out 
as  vague  and  insufficient. 

President  MORIARTY— Also  denied. 
Mr.  LUNDY — Note  my  exception  to  that,  and 
to  your  speaking  for  the  Council.  I  now  ask  that 
"(f)" — "Failure  to  countersign  requisitions  for 
supplies  made  on  the  storekeeper"- — be  stricken  out 
as  vague  and  insufficient. 

President  MORIARTY— Denied. 
Mr.  LUNDY — Note  my  exception  to  that.  '  I 
now  move  that  "(g)" — "Failure  to  keep  accurate 
records"- — be  stricken  out  as  vague  and  insufficient. 
President  MORIARTY— Denied. 
Mr.  LUNDY — And  note  my  exception  to  that, 
please.     I    now    move    that    "(h)"- — Failure    to 
provide  proper  sanitary  facilities  for  inmates"- — be 
stricken  out  as  vague  and  insufficient. 
President  MORIARTY— Denied. 
Mr.  LUNDY — You  will  note  my  exceptions  to 
that.     I  want  to  call  your  attention,  Mr.  President, 
upon  this  point  as  the   distinguished   Corporation 
Counsel  is  advising  the  body,  to  the  case  of  Stiles  v. 
Municipal    Council    of    the    City    of   Lowell,    229 
Mass.  208,  decision  of  January  5,  1918.     This  is  on 
the  question  of  the  proper  body  to  give  the  specifi- 
cations.    That  is  a  case  where  the  Council  had  not 
furnished  specifications.     The  court  said:  "Nor  did 
the  letter  of  the  City  Solicitor  to  the  petitioner's 
counsel  advising  him  of  the  nature  of  the  evidence 
to  be  introduced  at  the  hearing  cure  this  radical 
defect.     It    is  the  Municipal  Council  and  not  the 
City  Solicitor  which  is  to  furnish  proper  specifica- 
tions, and  this  duty  cannot  be  evaded  or  lawfully 
delegated.     The  final  order  also   has  stated   that 
the  commissioner  is  removed  'for  the  good  of  the 
service'    was    ineffectual    for    reasons    previously 
stated."     That  latter  part  has  no  bearing,  but  that 
paragraph    I    desire    to    call    your    attention    to. 
That  is  Stiles  v.  Municipal  Council  of  Lowell,  229 
Mass.  208.     Now,  we  are  ready,  Mr.  President. 

Chairman  Thomas  C.  O'Brien,  of  the  Boston 
Infirmary  Department  Trustees,  was  sworn  and 
made  a  statement  in  support  of  the  charges  and 
specifications,  after  which  the  City  Council,  at 
6.02  p.  m.,  took  a  recess  to  7.30  p.  m. 

The  City  Council  reassembled  in  the  Council 
Chamber  at  7.30  p.  m.,  President  MORIARTY  in 
the  Chair  and  a  quorum  present,  and  the  hearing 
was  continued. 

Miss  Elizabeth  G.  Nelson,  executive  clerk  of  the 
Boston  Infirmary  Department,  identified  records 
of  meetings  of  the  Board,  after  which  Chairman 
O'Brien  was  cross  examined  by  Mr.  Lundy. 

The  hearing  was  then  adjourned  to  Friday, 
April  9,  at  2  p.  m. 
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HEARING  BEFORE  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 
Friday,  April  9,  1920. 

Continuation  of  Long  Island  hearing  before  City 
Council,  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at 
2  p.  m.,  President  MORIARTY  presiding  and  all 
the  members  present. 

Appearances,  same  as  before. 

Provisional  Trustees  Thomas  W.  Murray  and 
John  J.  O'Callaghan  appeared  in  support  of  the 
chargeB  made  by  Chairman  O'Brien,  as  a  result  of 
their  visits  to  the  island  and  their  investigation. 

Mayor  Andrew  J.  Peters  stated  that  he  had 
selected  the  provisional  trustees,  as  men  of  judg- 
ment and  character,  with  a  view  to  bringing  the 
management  of  Long  Island  up  to  the  proper 
standard,  and  that  before  the  appointment  he  had 
had  the  proposed  harbor  institutions  consolidation 
in  mind. 

Under  a  ruling  by  Corporation  Counsel  Hill, 
Mr.  Lundy  was  not  permitted  to  go  into  the  past 
relations  between  Doctor  Donlan  and  the  former 
Board   of   Trustees. 

Miss  Mary  A.  Morris,  superintendent  of  nurses 
at  Long  Island,  said  the  work  had  been  handi- 
capped by  inability  to  get  the  full  quota  of  nurses. 
She  said  that  at  times  it  was  hard  to  heat  Ward  L, 
as  it  was  Wards  H  and  I,  depending  upon  the 


direction  of  the  wind.  The  influenza  started  in 
the  dormitory,  and  it  was  impossible  to  get  suffi- 
cient help.  She  did  not  know  about  the  heat  being 
turned  off. 

Edward  F.  Hoynes,  chief  clerk  at  the  island, 
said  that  when  Doctor  Donlan  left  the  island  he 
left  addresses  or  telephone  numbers  through  which 
he  could  be  reached.  He  thought  the  charges 
about  the  appearance  and  lack  of  clothing  of 
inmates  were  not  warranted.  As  to  requisition 
blanks,  the  head  of  a  department  fills  them  out 
for  certain  quantities  of  needed  food,  but  when 
they  are  presented  to  the  storekeeper  he,  in  ac- 
cordance with  directions  from  Doctor  Donlan, 
has  allowed  the  amounts  to  be  exceeded,  in  order 
that  the  cook  might  furnish  the  inmates  with 
sufficient  food.  But  the  amounts  asked  for  and 
delivered  appear  on  the  requisitions,  and  the  correct 
amount  delivered  is  charged  against  the  particular 
department. 

Arthur  P.  Moran,  chief  officer  at  the  island, 
described  the  routine  of  the  island;  stated  that  the 
cellar  smoking  room  was  so  used  because  it  was 
the  only  sufficiently  large  place  the  floors  of  which 
could  be  properly  cleaned  after  such  use;  that  some 
of  the  old  men  were  hard  on  clothes,  which  were 
hard  to  clean  because  of  their  habits,  but  that  care 
is  taken  to  see  that  the  men  are  kept  as  clean  as 
possible;  that  the  inspection  of  fire  protection 
facilities,  etc.,  is  left  to  the  watchman  in  the  brick 
building  and  outbuildings,  but  in  the  other  build- 
ings to  those  in  charge,  anything  wrong  being 
supposed  to  be  reported;  that  there  are  six  men 
on  the  island  who  can  be  depended  upon  in  case 
of  fire,  and  that  when  a  bad  fire  occurs  the  soldiers 
come  from  the  fort.

Coun.  FORD— Mr.  President,  I  move  that  this 
matter  be  postponed  until  after  the  recess,  in  order 
that  the  whole  Council  may  get  a  chance  to  vote 
for  or  against  the  appropriation  bill.  I  think 
every  councilor  will  want  to  go  on  record  upon  the 
bill.  It  doesn't  make  much  difference,  I  suppose, 
at  this  juncture,  whether  or  not  Coun.  Hagan  talks 
on  the  bill  now  or  later,  as  I  suppose  he  intends  to 
talk  upon  it,  anyway;  but  I  do  think  that  when  the 
vote  is  taken  there  should  be  a  full  attendance. 
Of  course  I  don't  want  to  interfere  with  Coun. 
Hagan  if  he  wishes  to  talk  at  this  time. 

Coun.  HAGAN — No,  that  satisfies  me. 

Action  on  the  budget  was  postponed  until  after 
the  recess. 

Coun.  HAGAN  submitted  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

That  from  the  total  amount  appropriated  in 
Schedule  A  for  the  following  departments  we 
deduct  the  sums  as  set  forth  against  the  respective 
departments,  as  known  slack,  that  will  positively 
develop  within  each  respective  department  during 
the  present  fiscal  year,  and  will,  therefore,  not  be 
needed  by  the  department  head  to  pay  all  salaries 
and  wages,  as  individually  itemized  in  the  budget 
for  this  fiscal  year:

Action  on  the  amendment  was  also  postponed 
until  after  the  recess. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  FORD  called  up  the 
bill,  and  the  question  came  on  the  adoption  of 
Coun.  Hagan's  amendment. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  realize  very 
well  in  presenting  the  amendment  to  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  that  every 
member  of  this  Council  has  firmly  made  up  his 
mind  and  that  I  am,  in  a  sense,  talking  to  deaf  ears 
and  to  no  avail,  and  practically  only  to  our  official 
stenographer,  who  probably  would  not  listen  but 
he  must  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  I 
apologize  to  him  for  this  digression  only  because  I 
realize  that  he  is  most  anxious  to  earn  that  in- 
creased salary  which  has  been  awarded  him.     In 


the  amendment  as  proposed  I  have  not  even- 
attempted  to  go  into  great  detail.  Were  I  to  do  so 
I  would  be  discussing  the  budget  here  until  day- 
break tomorrow.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  have  not 
thoroughly  analyzed  all  the  items  in  the  budget, 
and  what  I  am  offering  are  only  examples  of  con- 
ditions as  I  find  them  and  conditions  that  in  my 
judgment  need  correction.  As  far  as  the  figures 
themselves  are  concerned,  as  applying  to  the 
respective  departments,  the  amount  involved  is 
very  small,  for  the  amount  that  might  be  saved  in 
the  budget  is  far  in  excess  of  the  figures  as  itemized 
here.  I  have,  for  example,  taken  from  only  a  few 
of  the  departments  amounts  totaling  $67,300, 
whereas  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  unexpended  balance 
from  the  appropriation  orders  of  the  last  fiscal . 
year,  representing  money  that  reverted  to  the 
city  treasury,  was  $619,396.  That  was  money 
that  was  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  of  last 
year  on  the  say-so  of  the  Mayor  and  the  depart- 
ment heads,  who  believed  and  convinced  the 
Council  of  last  year  that  that  money  was  required 
for  the  proper  functioning  of  all  city  departments. 
We  find,  however,  in  the  auditor's  report,  that 
$619,000  of  the  money  appropriated  was  not  used, 
was  not  needed,  and  reverted  to  the  city  treasury. 
As  a  greater  amount  of  money  is  being  appro- 
priated for  this  coming  fiscal  year,  with  very 
similar  conditions  existing,  the  consequence  will  be 
that  the  unexpended  balance  at  the  end  of  this 
fiscal  year  will  probably  be  $800,000  and  possibly 
$1,000,000,  that  is  now  going  to  be  appropriated 
in  the  budget  as  under  consideration.  I  am  per- 
sonally opposed  to  appropriating  money  for  any 
specific  purpose  that  will  not  be  spent  for  that 
particular  purpose,  for  there  are  too  many  urgent 
needs  for  every  city  dollar.  I  believe  that  money 
should  be  properly  appropriated  or  left  unappro- 
priated until  the  emergency  does  come  up;  and 
unless  money  has  been  appropriated  it  cannot,  of 
course,  officially  be  used  for  any  other  purpose 
than  that  for  which  it  is  appropriated.  I  found  in 
my  casual  analysis  of  the  budget  that  in  some  of 
the  departments  $120,528  last  year  was  appro- 
priated for  salaries  and  wages  of  men  in  the  city 
service  which  was  not  used  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  appropriated,  and  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  was  turned  from  Schedule  A,  the  salary 
list,  into  Schedules  B,  C,  D  and  E,  for  supplies  and 
materials,  giving  clear,  positive  and  direct  evi- 
dence of  the  adroitness  of  the  department  heads  in 
getting  nuggets,  as  it  were,  safely  tucked  away 
somewhere  that  might  be  used  for  any  and  all 
emergencies  as  they  might  develop  in  his  depart- 
ment, but  providing  a  means,  as  I  think,  for  waste- 
fulness and  inefficiency  that  is  always  apt  to  crop 
up  when  there  is  too  much  money  in  evidence — for 
what  gives  us  all  pause  and  makes  us  all  trim  our 
sails  is  need  and  necessity,  not  overindulgence  in 
funds.  I  find  that  even  after  transferring  $120,528 
from  Schedule  A  to  Schedules  B.  C,  D  or  E,  as  the 
case  may  havo  been,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
the  same  departments  left  unexpended  the  sum  of 
$73,181,  which  reverted  to  the  city  treasury.     And 
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bear  in  mind,  and  let  me  repeat,  that  I  have  not 
covered  all  the  departments  in  the  city  service,  for 
the  sum  total  of  unexpended  balance  as  reported 
by  the  auditor  is  $619,000  odd.  I  realize,  of  course, 
and  must  in  justice  say,  that  some  of  those  depart- 
ments are  not  under  the  control  of  the  City  Council 
and  the  Mayor  absolutely  and  entirely,  those  listed 
in  that  $619,000.  For  example,  there  are  the 
Police  Department  and  the  School  Department. 
My  object,  Mr.  President,  in  bringing  this  matter 
up  here  now  is  to  make  no  attempt  to  change  any 
man's  mind,  but  to  give  publicity,  as  a  matter  of 
duty,  as  I  see  it  myself,  to  the  fact  that  a  condition 
exists  that  should  not  be  permitted  to  continue,  a 
condition  that  has  been  known  for  some  time:  a 
condition  that  the  Mayor  of  this  city  knew  the  day 
he  was  inaugurated  Mayor  of  the  city,  a  condition 
that  the  Mayor  promised  that  he  would  correct 
and  that  he  has  made  no  endeavor  to  correct.  It  is 
to  possibly  bring  the  attention  of  the  citizens  and 
taxpayers,  the  people  of  this  city,  to  this  unscien- 
tific, loose  and  inefficient  method  of  handling 
budget  arrangements  that  I  am  talking  today. 
This  condition  was  known  to  the  Mayor,  as  proven 
by  his  own  words — and  I  read  from  his  inaugural 
address  at  Faneuil  Hall: 

'  'To  operate  any  organization  on  a  sound  basis  a 
system  of  accounts  is  essential  which  shall  clearly 
indicate  the  expenses  and  the  purposes  for  which 
the  money  is  appropriated. 

"The  first  step  in  this  plan  of  municipal  economy 
was  the  adoption  by  the  City  of  Boston  a  few 
years  ago  of  the  segregated  budget.  Not  only  has 
this  budget  been  the  means  of  saving  a  considerable 
mm  of  money,  but  it  has  enabled  the  City  Council 
to  gain  a  far  better  knowledge  of  the  purpose  for 
which  each  appropriation  is  made.  Its  method  of 
operation,  however,  has  curtailed  its  benefits  to  the 
city.  There  have  been  altogether  too  many  trans- 
fers from  one  appropriation  to  another  during  the 
financial  year  after  the  budget  has  been  adopted. 
Some  few  transfers  may  be  unavoidable,  because 
unforeseen  contingencies  are  likely  to  arise  in 
any  year,  but  they  should  be  kept  at  a  minimum. 
To  make  the  budget  a  success  two  things  are 
necessary  —  careful  preparation  of  estimates  by 
the  department  heads,  and  rigid  adherence  to  the 

Eolicy  of  making  no  salary  increases  except  in  the 
udget  itself.  A  segregated  budget  is  not  a  self- 
executing  agent  of  economy  and  efficiency.  Its 
principles  must  be  lived  up  to;  it  must  be  regarded 
as  the  controlling  plan  of  expenditures  for  the  year, 
and  must  represent  the  joint  work  of  all  branches 
of  the  city  government,  the  departments,  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor.  A  system  should  be  pro- 
vided by  which  the  Mayor  can  receive  advice  and 
assistance  in  the  formation  of  the  budget,  and  by 
which  the  City  Council  as  well  can  get  assistance 
in  the  proper  understanding  of  its  items. 

"The  plan  for  the  budget  now  in  use  represents 
a  distinctly  forward  step  in  the  financial  adminis- 
tration of  the  city.  The  segregated  budget  system 
has  not,  however,  realized  all  its  possibilities.  This 
is  due  in  part  because  the  terms  of  the  existing  city 
charter  require  the  budget  to  be  compiled  and 
sent  to  the  City  Council  by  the  Mayor  within 
thirty  days  after  his  inauguration,  and  because 
the  City  Council  as  yet  has  been  provided  with 
no  expert  assistance  or  guidance  in  its  considera- 
tion of  the  various  budget  schedules.  Two  years 
ago  the  Budget  Commission  fully  realized  this, 
but  felt  that  if  the  principles  of  segregation  were 
adopted  the  additional  maehi  nery  could  be  pro- 
vided later. 

"I  suggest,  therefore,  that  the  City  Council 
should  consider  the  advisability  of  re-establishing  a 
commission  constituted  like  the  Budget  Commis- 
sion of  1915.  It  is  not  my  idea  that  this  proposed 
Budget  Commission  should  assume  any  power  now 
exercised  either  by  the  Mayor  or  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil. Its  functions  should  be  advisory  only  and  it 
should  continue  in  existence  no  longer  than  is  neces- 
sary. I  suggest  that  the  Budget  Commission  be  an 
unpaid  body  as  was  its  predecessor  of  two  years  ago, 
but  that  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  at  the  most 
$5,000  be  appropriated  to  cover  the  cost  of  clerical 
and  other  assistance  required  by  the  commission 
in  its  work.  It  may  be  suggested  that  the  pro- 
posed commission  should  consist  of  one  member 
designated  by  the  Mayor  to  serve  as  chairman, 
one  member  nominated  by  the  City  Council,  one  by 
the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  one  selected  by 
the  Mayor  from  nominations  submitted  to  him  by 
the  directors  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange 
and  the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange  and 
one  member  nominated  by  the  Central  Labor 
Union.     A  commission  selected  in  this  way  and 


properly  provided  with  assistance  in  its  study  of 
the  problem  would  undoubtedly  prove  of  great 
help." 

Mr.  President,  I  have  heard  from  members  of 
thus  Council  considerable  adverse  criticism  regard- 
ing this  segregated  budget  under  which  we  labor, 
and  I  have  said  to  them  privately  and  publicly  that 
the  budget  never  has  been  placed  here  before  us  in 
a  completed  form.     The  purpose  was  to  introduce 
the  segregated  budget  system  into  the  city  gov- 
ernment in  Boston  and,  having  it  introduced,  then 
perfect  the  machinery  at  some  later  date.     This 
the  Mayor  had  prophesied  would  be  his  course  of 
action,  as  outlined  in  his  inaugural  address;  and 
following  that  thought,  I  presented  an  order  to 
this   Council   carrying   out  the  provisions   of   his 
recommendation.     In  due  course  it  was  referred 
to  a  committee.     I  was  informed  within  a  very 
few  weeks  by  a  member  of  this  Council  that  the 
Mayor  was  in  opposition  to  my  proposed  order. 
I  then  thought  I  would  wait,  and  if  there  was  any 
decided  opposition  I  believed  the  Mayor  would 
send  for  me  and  repeat  his  position  to  me.     I  then 
heard  from  another  member  of  this  Council  that 
the   Mayor   was   in   opposition   and,   strange  to 
relate,  both  members  were  men  who  opposed  the 
Mayor's  election,  whereas  I  was  an  advocate  of 
his  election  as  Mayor  of  the  city.     I  bided  my  time, 
and  finally  went  and  saw  the  Mayor.     He  told  me 
that  he  had  changed  his  mind  and  that  he  thought 
the  matter  had  better  rest  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
the  Mayor.     I  proposed  to  him  that  if  the  plan  as 
outlined  and  suggested  by  himself  was  not  accept- 
able and  needed  a  change,  the  necessity  and  need 
of  making  a  change  and  perfecting  the  budget  so 
that  it  would  be  workable  and  scientific,  applicable 
to  the  needs  of  the  city,  still  existed,  and  asked 
if  he  would  think  up  some  other  plan,  or  any  plan 
looking  to  an  improvement  would  appeal  to  me. 
I  hardly  thought  it  was  fair  to  expect  too  much 
along  this  line  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  in  the  first 
year  of  his  administration,  but  I  thought  before 
presenting  the  budget  in  the  second  year  there 
might    be    some    change.     However,    none    was 
forthcoming,   and  now  we  have  received  another 
budget  from  him,  which  has  had  the  same  degree 
of  consideration  from  the  Mayor  and  his  advisers 
that  the  previous  budgets  have  had,  and  that  has 
been  little,  indeed,  compared  to  what  was  actually 
required.     It  has  received  consideration  from  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  sitting  as  the  Com- 
mittee    on     Appropriations.     But,     Mr.     Presi- 
dent, it  is  well  known  and  understood,  always  has 
been  and  always  will  be,  that  members  of  the  City 
Council,  trained  as  they  are  in  their  various  voca- 
tions, experts  as  they  may  be  in  their  particular 
lines,    are   not   by   training   and   education   well 
acquainted  with  matters  of  finance  or  accounting 
systems.     That  has  always  been  andal  ways  will 
be  so,  and  while  that  condition  exists,  of  course,  the 
budget  can  receive  no  thorough  expert  opinion  or 
advice.     The  policy  and  plan  of  the  city  govern- 
ment should  be  to  perfect  that  budget,  so  that  we 
will  get  out  of  it  the  good  that  is  possible,  but  we 
are  only  getting  a  very  small  fraction  of  that  now. 
Practices    are    developing    through    the   years    of 
making  transfers  indiscriminately,  right  and  left, 
that,  if  continued,  will  break  down  what  little  good 
exists  in  the  budget.     For  if  $120,000  can  be  appro- 
priated for  salaries  and  wages,  as  was  done  last 
year,  and  can  easily  be  transferred  to  supplies  and 
materials,  it  shows  right  there  a  weakness  that 
will  break  down  the  svstem  and  that  should  not 
be  permitted  to  exist.     What  I  want  to  bear  down 
upon  here  is  that  the  figures  which  I  have  presented 
in  Schedule  A  are  but  50  per  cent  in  the  respective 
departments  of  the  unexpended  balances  of  last 
year,  and  50  per  cent  of  the  unexpended  balances 
of  last  year  would  be  approximately  about  25  per 
cent  of   what  will  be  the  unexpended  balances  of 
this  fiscal  year.     I  have  made  no  attempt  to  be 
drastic;  I  have  made  no  attempt  to  cut  out  any- 
thing like  the  sum  total  of  the  auditor's  unex- 
pended balance  of  last  year,   $619,000.     I  haye 
taken  a  small  proportion  of  that  for  an  example. 
I  want  to  say,  and  perhaps  it  is  best  to  say  it  now, 
that  last  year,  while  this  $120,000  was  transferred 
from  the  salary  schedule  into  the  other  schedules 
of  the  budget,  there  was  not  a  man  employed  by 
the  city  who  did  not  receive   full  compensation, 
his  full  salary  or  wage  as  provided  for  and  what  he 
understood  he  was  to  get.     What  was  unexpended 
was  slack,  money  that  should  not  have  been  appro- 
priated because  it  was  not  needed,  money  that 
was  not  going  to  be  spent  because  of  the  various 
human  elements  that  come  up  within  the  course 
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of  a  fiscal  year,  due  to  sickness,  death,  transfers, 
resignations  and  other  contingencies.  What  I  am 
asking  here  should  be  taken  out  of  Schedule  A  is 
slack.  Under  no  conditions  will  I  permit  it  to  be 
said — in  fact,  it  cannot  be  said  and  said  truthfully — 
that  there  is  going  to  be  one  dollar  taken  from  the 
salary  or  wages  of  any  man  now  on  the  salary  list 
and  in  the  city's  service,  if  this  course  is  adopted. 
Again,  I  have  recommended  a  casual  analysis  of 
the  budget  as  shown  in  other  schedules — B,  C,  D, 
and  E — with  savings.  A  substantial  saving  of 
$40,000  or  $50,000  might  properly  and  with 
absolute  safety  have  been  made  in  the  Pa'rk  Depart- 
ment, for  instance.  I  don't  think  there  was  any 
special  need  of  appropriating  $15,000  for  a  fence 
around  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery  to  keep  the  kids  out, 
because  the  gates  are  open  and  the  kids  can  get  in. 
I  don't  think,  where  money  is  urgently  needed  for 
some  other  purposes,  as  is  the  case  here,  that  there 
was  a  need  of  appropriating  $10,000  additional  for 
music,  exhilarating  and  soul-inspiring  as  music  is. 
The  money  appropriated,  in  my  judgment,  was 
sufficient.  I  don't  think  there  was  any  need  of 
appropriating  in  any  city  department  money  for  a 
dead  man's  job,  that  in  all  human  probability,  as 
nearly  as  I  can  understand,  will  not  be  filled  during 
the  present  fiscal  year.  But  the  budget  will 
carry  that  particular  item,  and  there  are  instances 
in  various  departments  of  the  city  where  a  similar 
course  has  been  taken.  I  believe  the  investiga- 
tion now  being  made  of  conditions  at  Long  Island 
has  already  brought  out  something  well  worthy  of 
our  most  serious  thought,  Mr.  President,  and 
before  that  investigation  is  finished  I  have  little 
doubt  that  it  will  bring  out  in  even  more  glaring 
colors  the  fact  that  waste  and  inefficiency  have 
been  in  existence  there.  That  is  because  the  city 
departments  are  permitted  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  to  have  a  greater  sum  of  money  than 
their  requirements  demand,  and  that  always 
invites  inefficiency  and  wastefulness.  It  has 
already  been  brought  out  that  there  is  considerable 
waste  in  the  food  supplies  of  $100,000  at  Long 
Island;  and  when  the  City  of  Boston  appropriated 
$100,000  for  food  for  the  inmates  of  Long  Island 
it  was  certainly  intended  that  the  food  should  be 
eaten  by  those  inmates  and  that  there  should  be 
no  waste  or  inefficiency,  while  allowing  a  plentiful 
supply  of  food  for  legitimate  requirements.  I 
have  heard  something  there,  that  has  not  yet  been 
clearly  analyzed,  of  the  wearing  apparel  at  Long 
Island  not  being  sufficient;  yet  the  budget  require- 
ments show  me  that  there  was  $9,500  appropriated 
for  wearing  apparel  for  the  inmates  at  Long 
Island  last  year.  Yet  they  have  no  clothing. 
What  was  done  with  the  $9,500?  And  so  it  is 
all  down  the  line.  I  might  go  into  this  matter  in 
a  great  deal  of  detail.  But  I  am  simply  trying  to 
bring  a  few  of  the  salient  things  to  your  attention 
briefly.  In  brief,  the  entire  budget,  as  submitted 
by  the  Mayor,  to  my  mind  proves  conclusively 
that  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  City  Council  are 
not  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  expert  advice  that 
would  be  helpful;  that  the  budget  when  it  comes 
to  us  has  not  received  that  careful  scrutiny  from 
the  Mayor  of  this  city  that  it  properly  deserves. 
For  one,  I  will  say  that  I  have  brought  to  his 
attention  in  committee  meetings  here  unexpended 
balances  of  last  year,  as  reported  by  the  auditor, 
and  the  look  on  the  Mayor's  face  was  convincing 
to  me  that. a  bit  of  news  was  being  conveyed  to 
him — and  it  should  not  have  been  a  bit  of  news. 
He  should  have  known  it  before  I  knew  it.  I 
don't  think  that  the  easiest  way  is  always  the  best 
way.  In  going  to  the  Legislature,  as  the  Mayor 
has,  and  asking  for  more  money,  he  is  increasing 
the  tax  rate  of  the  taxpayers  of  this  city.  That  is 
a  fact  that  must  always  be  borne  in  mind.  Just  as 
soon  as  more  money  is  given  by  the  Legislature  the 
tax  bill  goes  up.  And,  Mr.  President,  I  am  giving 
no  thought  or  consideration  whatsoever  to  the  big 
operator  who  pays  taxes  in  the  downtown  portion 
of  the  city.  He  is  well  able  to  take  care  of  himself, 
and  the  increase  that  he  is  going  to  obtain  will  be 
far  in  excess  of  his  requirements  to  meet  his  tax 
obligations.  I  am  having  in  mind  the  small  prop- 
erty owner  who.  when  the  rate  is  raised,  must  pay 
it.  It  comes  directly  on  him,  while  the  other 
fellow  passes  it  along  to  somebody  else.  The 
small  property  holder,  for  instance,  living  in 
the  suburban  districts  of  the  city,  where  property 
five  years  ago  was  assessed  for  more  than  it  could 
be  sold  for  in  the  open  market,  is  having  each 
and  every  year  an  increased  tax  bill.  That 
means  that  if  he  occupies  the  whole  house  the 
whole  burden  comes  upon  him;  that  if  it  is  a  three- 


flat  house,  for  instance,  and  he  occupies  one  flat 
himself,  he  has  to  bear  the  entire  burden  of  the 
one  flat  and  has  to  get  more  rent  from  the  other 
two  tenants.  In  accepting  and  passing  the  Mayor's 
budget  and  agreeing  to  the  conclusions  advocated 
by  him  at  the  Legislature,  under  which  he  got 
more  money  for  the  city  and  an  increased  tax  bill, 
we  are  raising  the  rate  of  every  tenant  living  within 
the  confines  of  municipal  Boston.  Our  very  act 
at  that  time  served  that  purpose,  whether  we  willed 
it  or  not,  in  the  last  analysis  that  is  now,  as  it 
always  has  been,  the  result,  and  it  will  be  the 
result  until  the  crack  of  doom.  The  consumer, 
the  tenant,  carries  the  load.  It  comes  back  on 
him  in  every  case.  We  investigated  the  matter 
■  and  an  honest  effort  was  made  to  see  if  it  would 
not  be  possible  to  have  the  Mayor  grant  a  little 
higher  wage  scale  to  the  laborers  and  mechanics 
in  the  employ  of  the  city.  The  Mayor  came 
before  us  with  figures  that  he  had  not  analyzed, 
but  repeated,  because  somebody  had  given  them 
to  him.  His  simplicity  on  these  matters  is  appall- 
ing, Mr.  President.  He  stated  that  the  laborers 
in  this  city  were  receiving  60  cents  an  hour.  If  they 
work  eight  hours  a  day  and  get  60  cents  an  hour, 
that  is  $4.80  a  day.  The  Mayor  says  they  are 
averaging  60  cents  an  hour,  but  he  is  only  provid- 
ing $4  a  day  for  them  in  the  budget.  He  has  some 
peculiar  line  of  figuring  on  vacations  that  they  are 
paid  for,  as  if  that  called  for  special  commendation 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  That  is  a  matter  of  law, 
is  provided  for  by  law,  and  the  laborers  are  under 
no  obligation  to  the  Mayor  or  the  City  Council 
for  the  granting  of  privileges  that  the  law  provides 
shall  be  theirs.  There  are  deductions  of  that  sort. 
The  fact  is  that  they  are  not  receiving  60  cents  an 
hour,  because  if  they  were  they  would  be  receiving 
a  wage  scale  of  $4.80  a  day.  We  have  labored  to 
get  them  $4.50  a  day.  The  Mayor  states  that  $4 
a  day  is  enough,  although  $4  today  is  no  better 
than  $2  in  1915.  Four  dollars  today  will  buy  no 
more  of  the  necessities  of  life  than  did  $2  in  1913, 
and  $2  was  not  enough  then  and  $4  is  not  enough 
now.  Whether  the  Mayor  of  Boston  agrees  with 
that  conclusion  or  not  does  not  change  my  opinion, 
nor  will  it  change  my  effort  to  do  some  good  in 
that  direction,  so  far  as  it  may  be  possible  for  me 
to  do  so  individually.  Other  cities,  smaller  than 
Boston — Salem,  Lynn,  Woburn,  for  instance — are 
paying  $4.25;  other  large  cities  in  the  country, 
like  Seattle  and  other  western  cities,  are  paying 
the  laborers  more.  Boston,  in  a  great  big  burst 
of  generosity,  if  we  believe  the  Mayor's  statement, 
is  paying  them  $4.  I  think  he  really  believes 
that  that  is  being  generous,  as  I  think  he  believes 
pretty  nearly  everything  that  is  told  him.  It 
nevertheless  is  not  so.  We  are  not  generous. 
What  did  this  Council  ask  the  Mayor  for?  An 
increase  of  50  cents  a  day, — the  munificent  in- 
crease to  the  laborers  of  about  6  cents  an  hour, — 
which  has  been  refused.  Mr.  President,  had  that 
been  granted,  then  on  the  seventh  day,  the  day  of 
rest,  it  is  quite  possible  that  with  that  extra  fifty 
cents  on  one  day's  wage  the  laborer  might  for  a 
brief  thirty  minutes  enjoy  the  pleasant  and  ex- 
hilarating exercise  of  canoeing  on  the  Charles. 
He  cannot  do  it,  however,  for  more  than  thirty 
minutes  because  it  costs  a  dollar  an  hour  for  a 
canoe.  I  might  go  into  this,  Mr.  President,  and 
bring  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  one  item  of 
unexpended  balance  in  the  budget  of  last  year  was 
in  the  City  Auditor's  department.  We  presume 
that  figures  emanating  from  that  source  are 
absolutely  reliable,  and  I  have  the  greatest  admira- 
tion for  our  competent  and  efficient  City  Auditor. 
I  know  he  underestimates  all  city  income,  and  I 
know  any  other  man  in  a  similar  position  would 
do  likewise.  They  play  safe.  But  here  is  a  case 
where  he  ought  to  have  known  that  he  was  going 
to  be  required  to  pay  the  interest  on  city  bonds, 
and  yet  we  have  an  unexpended  balance  of  $76,455 
in  interest  charges  in  the  last  fiscal  year  that  was 
not  used  for  that  purpose.  And,  gentlemen,  it 
could  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  because 
it  had  been  appropriated  for  this  specific  purpose. 
I  am  pointing  that  out  as  another  example  of  the 
unwisdom  of  appropriating  money  for  a  purpose 
that  it  will  not  be  used  for  and  denying  us  the 
privilege  and  opportunity  of  appropriating  that 
money  for  other  purposes  that  it  can  be  used  for  and 
very  properly  should  be  used  for.  I  think,  Mr. 
President,  that  it  is  just  as  well  at  this  time  to  call 
attention  to  certain  conditions  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. I  know  that  during  the  administration  of 
the  predecessor  of,  the  present  Mayor  a  condition 
existed  where  every  year  we  were  appropriating, 
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and  rightfully  appropriating,  so  that  we  might 
equip  with  motor  apparatus  our  Fire  Department, 
approximately  $100,000  a  year,  and  this  year 
$150,000  is  being  so  appropriated.  During  the 
administration  of  ex-Mayor  Curley  our  contracts 
for  fire  apparatus  went  to  one  concern  in  New 
Jersey,  and  whenever  a  question  was  asked  by  any 
member  of  this  Council  we  were  told  that  that  was 
the  only  company  in  the  world  able  to  make  a 
perfected  fire  apparatus,  that  they  were  100  per 
cent  efficient,  that  they  had  no  competition,  that 
it  was  a  waste  of  time  and  energy  on  the  part  of 
any  of  us  to  look  the  field  over.  There  was 
nobody  else  who  could  do  the  job.  I  did  not  know 
any  better.  I  was  green  at  the  business,  and  I 
swallowed  that  hook  and  line. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— And  sinker! 
Coun.    HAGAN — And    sinker,    too;    and    then 
there  was  a  change  in  administration  and  a  new 
Mayor  was  elected  in  the  City  of  Boston;   and, 
strange  to  relate,  over  night  the  Seagrave  people  of 
New  Jersey  sank  down  from  100  per  cent  to  a  cipher 
of  efficiency;  th'ey  did  not  make  any  land  of  appar- 
atus that  was  worth   a   continental  hurrah,   and 
nobody   would  buy   it.     And   nobody   has   since. 
But  a  new  company  came  into  existence  in  Mayor 
Fitzgerald's  term,  and  that  company  went  from  a 
cipher  to  away  up  over  100  per  cent  of  efficiency; 
and  so  every  contract  since  has  been  given  to  the 
American-La  France  people  as  being  the  only  con- 
cern that  can  make  the  grade  of  fire  apparatus 
suitable  for  the  City  of  Boston.     There  is  a  charter 
requirement  that  says  that  all  contracts  of  over 
$1,000  shall  be  given  out  under  competition.     I 
want  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  read  that  and  get  a 
little  bit  acquainted  with  that  part  of  his  job.     I 
would  like  to  see  the  $150,000  spent  wisely.     I 
want  to  see  all  money  spent  wisely,  all  city  funds; 
for  when  we  are  appropriating,  as  we  are,  $32,000,- 
000  in  this  budget,  if  one  million,  one  and  one  half 
million  or  two  million  of  that  is  spent  unwisely, 
inefficiently — and  whether  the  talk  is  about  graft 
or  waste  makes  no  difference  as  far  as  the  loss  of  the 
money  is  concerned — the  money  has  gone.     And  it 
has  not  gone  for  a  good  purpose.     And  when  the 
money  has  been  spent  it  is  not  available,  it  is  not 
at  our  command.  ^    We  cannot  place  ourselves  in 
the  position  of  doing  for  the  city  laborers,  for  the 
city  employees  in  all  the  city  departments,  that 
which  they  require,  that  of  which  they  are  deserving 
and  that  they  would  get  if  there  were  a  more 
diligent  and  careful  study  of  the  budget  require- 
ments.    I  know  that  you,  my  colleagues,  agree  with 
these   conclusions.     I    know   that   you  feel   that, 
having  in  mind  this  situation  and  the  unexpended 
balances,  the  thing  is  not  being  done  the  way  it 
should  be  done.     Bach  and  all  of  you  have  been 
frank  and  generous  enough  in  committee  to  say 
that  to  me,  to  say  that  such  was  your  belief  and 
judgment,    "but."     Oh,    that    "but"    is    what   is 
driving  Boston  to  destruction.     We  cannot  do  this 
and  cannot  do  that  because  of  the  effect  that  it  may 
possibly  have  on  you  and  me  as  individuals  and  on 
our  political  aspirations.  ^    It  is  too  bad  that,   in 
order  to  further  the  political  aspirations  of  myself 
or  any  member  of  the  City  Council,  the  man  who 
pays  rent  in  this  municipality  next  year  must  pay 
more  rent  through  an  increased  tax  levy  that  is 
destined  to  come  to  him  just  as  surely  as  the  setting 
of  the  sun  tonight.     It  cannot  be  avoided,  because 
he  carries  the  burden  and  the  load  from  the  cradle 
to  the  grave.     Let  me  repeat  in  conclusion  that  I 
know  this  budget  is  going  to  be  accepted.     I  am 
going  to  vote  against  it,  even  as  a  minority  of  one. 
I  am  going  to  vote  against  it  as  an  honest  protest  by 
one  who  knows  that  this  condition  is  most  deplor- 
able and  should  not  be  permitted  to  continue.     I 
am  going  to  vote  against  it  as  a  protest  that  I  hope 
may  reach  the  public,  to  enlighten  them  and  to 
show  then  that  there  is  need  and  necessity  of   a 
change  in  budget  consideration  in  this  city  govern- 
ment,  and  that  until  that   change  does  come  a 
million  dollars  or  more  of  the  city's  money  is  going 
to  be  wasted  every  fiscal  year  in  efficiency  and 
wasteful  methods.     And  may   I  say  here  that  I 
ha  ve  no  thought  or  disposition  to  make  any  personal 
attack  in  any  words  of  mine  upon  the  honored 
Mayor,  the  man  occupying  the  honored  position  of 
Mayor  of  this  city.     I  have  advocated  his  election; 
I   have  always  got  along  very  well  and  happily 
with  the  Mayor.     I  have  not  bothered  him  much. 
I  hope  our  relations  will  always  continue.     I  don't 
want  it,  gentlemen  of  the  Press,  played  up  tomor- 
row that  I  have  made  a  vicious  or  violent  attack  on 
the  Mayor.     I  have  not  done  anything  of  the  sort, 
or  at  least  I  have  not  meant  to  do  so.     I  am  saying 


to  the  Mayor  that  it  is  time  for  him  to  give  a  careful 
study  to  the  needs  and  conditions  of  Boston,  a 
careful  personal  study,  not  taking  the  say-so  of 
somebody  else  as  being  final,  decisive  and  positive, 
and  requiring  no  mental  effort  on  his  part.  I  am 
saying  to  him  that  the  system  is  wrong,  and  am 
condemning  in  the  strongest  language  I  can  use  the 
entire  system  of  appropriating  the  public  funds  as 
wrong;  and  I  am  trying  to  get  him  to  realize  it,  so 
that  he  will  wake  up  to  the  needs  and  necessities  of 
a  change,  doing  some  of  the  things  that  he  has  said 
he  contemplated  doing  in  his  inaugural  address,  and 
two  years  afterwards  has  not  even  made  a  start 
'o  do. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  one  member 
of  this  body  I  cannot  quite  appreciate  the  logic 
of  the  gentleman  opposite  when  he  states  that  he  is 
sincere  in  his  desire  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the 
employees  to  keep  them  working,  and  in  the  same 
breath  is  going  to  vote  against  providing  the  money 
to  keep  them  at  work.     I  cannot  quite  see  where 
sensible  logic  prevails  there.     In  the  second  place 
he  says  he  might  save  one  million  dollars    in  the 
budget,  and  then  he  follows  up  by  an  attempt  to 
save   $933,000  less  than  he  says  he  could  save. 
If  that  is  business  ability  I  know  why  I  am  not  a 
business  man.     I,  for  one,  appreciate  the  fact  that 
the  question  of  increasing  certain  deserving  city 
employees'  salaries  has  become  a  valuable  asset  to 
at  least  one  member  of  this  body,  for  some  purpose 
which    I    don't   know.     Perhaps  he   does.    We  all 
have  dreams  occasionally,  and  maybe  he  is  having 
his  now.     I  have  no  desire  to  enter  into  any  contro- 
versy with  him,  because  I  think  at  times  he  is 
sincere.     I  really  mean  what  I  say,  that  I  think  at 
times  he  is  sincere;  and  he  has  some  mighty  good 
ideas.     But  I  am  free  to  confess  that  this  is  not  a 
time  when  I  can  agree  with  him  that  it  is  a  good 
idea  to  keep  the  men  at  work  and  then  vote  against 
a  budget  that  is  going  to  provide  the  money  to 
pay  them.     He  knows,  just  as  well  as  I  and  every 
other  member  of  the  body  knows,  that  the  Mayor 
has  told  us — and  we  must  believe  him  because 
he  has  the  power  to  do  what  he  says  he  will  do — 
that  if  this  budget  is  not  passed  today  the  salary 
increases  dating  from  April  1  will  not  be  effective. 
In  other  words,  all  the  increases  dating  from  April 
1,   1920,  down  to  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the 
budget  will  be  lost  to  the  employees  of  the  city. 
I,  for  one,  cannot  stand  here  and  vote  even  to  save 
$67,000  for  some  purpose  for  which  I  don't  know 
that  the  Mayor  might  use  it,  and  by  doing  that 
take  out  of  the  pockets  of  every  city  employee  at 
least  three  dollars  a  week  for  several  weeks.     In 
these  days  an  employee  by  five  weeks'  saving  of  $3 
a  week  would  be  able  to  buy  a  pair  of  shoes  at 
the  member's  place.     He  speaks  about  increased 
rent,  he  has  not  hesitated  to  increase  the  cost  of 
shoes.     Of  course  not,  he  is  a  successful  business 
man.     He  has  to  provide  the  means  to  conduct 
his   establishment.     But   I   am   not  going  to   get 
into  any  controversy  with  him.     I  will  say  that  if 
it  were  in  my  power  to  take  from  the  budget  money 
sufficient   to    guarantee    the   raising    of    laborers' 
or  city  employees'   pay  to  an  additional  amount 
I  would  stand  here  all  night  and  vote  with  him. 
But  he  knows  as  well  as  I  know,  that  any  saving 
we  make  in  the  budget  will  go  into  the  Reserve 
Fund  and  that  at  the  end  of  this  year,  if  the  Mayor 
so  desires,  he  can  use  it  for  any  purpose  he  wishes, 
and  that  we  will  not  be  accomplishing  anything 
along  the  line  the  gentleman  desires.     I  have  no 
defence  to  offer  of  the  Mayor.     I  did  not  support 
him.     In   that   matter   my   judgment  was   better 
than  that  of  the  gentleman  opposite.     But  I  do 
want  to  say  this.     If  there  can  be  a  million  dollars 
saved  here,  why  does  the  gentleman  not  include 
it  in  his   aaiendment?     It   is  just   as  sensible  as 
including  S67.000.     There  might  be  some  incentive 
for  us  to  vote  for  a  change  that  might  make  some 
decrease  in  the  size  of  taxpayers'  bills  next  year. 
With  these  few  words,  let  me  say  that  I  shall  vote 
against   all   the   amendments   the   gentleman   has 
offered,  not  because  they  are  not  justified,  perhaps, 
but  for  the  principal  reason  that  if  the  budget  is 
not  passed  today  the  increases  will  not  be  operative 
from   April   1.     That  is  one  reason.     Secondly,   I 
intend  to  vote  against  them  because  the  gentleman 
knows  just  as  well  as  I  do  that  the  slack  in  the  A 
schedule   last   year    was   because   of   innumerable 
men  in  the  service  who  had  not  returned  from  across 
and  come  back  to  their  jobs.     But  in  the  budget 
they  had  to  be  provided  for,  and  their  vacancies 
could  not  be  filled.     That  explains  a  large  part  of 
the  slack.     I  want  to  be  in  the  position  of  providing 
the  departments  with  all  the  money  possible  under 
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Schedule  A,  in  order  that  no  advantage  will  be 
taken  of  the  situation  by  any  head  of  a  depart- 
ment to  lessen  the  working  force  of  employees  of 
the  city.  I  know  that  I  drew  the  fire  of  the  gentle- 
man opposite,  and  I  trust  that  I  have  not  offended 
him. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  would  not 
answer  the  gentleman  opposite  were  it  not  for  the 
insincerity  of  his  statement,  and  were  it  not  that 
he  is  bringing  up  a  feature  that  I  absolutely  deny, 
and  that  I  did  speak  upon  when  I  was  on  my  feet 
before.  I  have  stated,  as  plainly  as  I  can  talk 
English  to  any  man  whose  mind  is  open  and  who 
is  willing  to  hear,  that  the  figures  proposed  were 
only  offered  as  an  example  of  what  might  be; 
that  they  were  50  per  cent  only  of  the  unexpended 
balances  of  last  year,  which  would  be  equivalent 
to  25  per  cent  of  what  will  be  the  unexpended 
balances  of  this  year,  and  that  all  taken  from 
Schedule  A  for  the  proposed  purpose  as  submitted 
was  slack.  The  gentleman  tries  to  convince  some- 
body that  the  reason  for  the  slack  last  year  was 
because  of  men  who  were  in  the  service.  There 
was  not  1  per  cent  of  slack  developed  from  that 
cause.  If  the  gentleman  had  given  me  the  benefit 
of  his  wisdom  and  experience  during  the  progress 
of  the  budget,  if  he  had  devoted  at  least  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes  to  consideration  of  the  budget 
at  that  time,  he  might  have  stood  here  and  gotten 
away  with  that,  with  an  atom  of  sincerity.  The 
gentleman  does  me  the  honor  to  say  he  thinks 
that  sometimes  I  am  sincere,  but  I  don't  think 
he  ever  is.     (Laughter.) 

Coun.  WATSON — I  will  give  the  gentleman 
credit  for  being  as  frank  as  I  am,  anyway.  1 
thought  he  might  be  as  charitable  as  I,  giving  me 
credit  for  being  sincere  occasionally,  as  I  did  him. 
But  one  instance  of  slack  in  the  pay  roll  that  I 
pointed  to  was  in  the  auditor's  office.  The  slack 
there  was  the  result  of  an  employee  of  the  depart- 
ment being  in  theservice,  being  away,  not  returning 
in  time  to  take  advantage  of  the  appropriation  for 
his  position. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  have  not  included  that  in  the 
list. 

Coun.  WATSON— Whatever  that  is! 

President  MORIARTY — The  question  is  on 
the  adoption  of  Coun.  Hagan's  amendment. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  there  is  not 
much  to  say  on  the  amendment  except  that  in 
some  things  we  can  agree  with  the  gentleman 
opposite  and  in  one  or  two  things  we  cannot 
agree  with  him.  I  agree  with  Coun.  Hagan  in 
reference  to  this  system  of  budget  making.  It  is 
wrong  as  far  as  we  have  got,  but  we  have  only 
made  a  start.  I  was  rather  surprised  at  what  he 
said  about  the  Mayor  being  unwilling  to  attempt 
to  place  the  thing  on  a  .correct  basis.  If  I  am 
wrong,  I  wish  the  councilor  would  correct  me. 
If  I  understood  Coun.  Hagan,  he  said  the  Mayor 
had  changed  his  views,  as  expressed  in  his  in- 
augural address,  in  reference  to  the  appointment 
of  this  committee.  Do  I  understand  that  that 
is  true,  from  some  private  conversation,  coun- 
cilor? 

Coun.  HAGAN — The  Mayor  has  so  told  me, 
and  has  not  supported  me,  has  not  co-operated 
with  me;  and  my  order  has  been  permitted  to 
remain  in  committee  for  two  and  one  half  years, 
where  I  think  it  has  died  a  natural  death. 

Coun.  FORD— Of  course  if  the  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton has  refused  to  carry  out  what  he  said  in  his 
inaugural  address,  then  the  Mayor  of  Boston  is 
absolutely  responsible  for  this  poor  system  of 
budget  making  that  we  have  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  councilor  opposite  is  absolutely  right  when 
he  says  that  what  we  lack  in  the  making  of  a  bud- 
get is  expert  advice,  such  as  other  cities  have, 
where  the  matter  is  gone  over  before  it  reaches  the 
City  Council.  Why,  we  pass  a  budget  involving 
many  millions  of  dollars  without  any  knowledge 
whatsoever  except  what  is  given  by  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  most  of  us  do  not  have  im- 
plicit confidence  in  that  commission,  because  of 
wrong  advice  that  has  been  given  us  in  the  past 
in  reference  to  certain  items.  We  have  not 
expert  advice.  There  is  nothing  we  can  learn 
in  reference  to  the  budget  itself  unless  we  sit  here 
month  in  and  month  out  and  go  over  each  indi- 
vidual item,  and  then  we  send  for  the  head  of  a 
department  and  ask,  '  'Do  you  think  you  can  get 
along  with  less?"  and  he  always  answers,  "Well, 
I  have  got  to  get  along  with  what  is  allowed,  but 
I  certainly  need  all  of  that."  That  is  about 
what  the  interrogation  amounts  to.  What  we 
ought  to  have  is  expert  advice  in  reference  to  the 


budget.  I  have  always  wondered  why  the  Mayor 
did  not  carry  out  his  own  recommendation  in  his 
inaugural  when  he  said: 

'  'To  make  the  budget  a  success  two  things  are 
necessary — careful  preparation  of  estimates  by 
the  department  heads,  and  rigid  adherence  to 
the  policy  of  making  no  salary  increases  except 
in  the  budget  itself." 

It  would  have  been  a  mighty  fine  idea  to  have 
put  all  the  increases  of  salary  in  the  budget  in 
the  beginning,  so  that  we  might  have  control  over 
numbers  and  rates,  which  we  don't  have  as  the 
budget  is  made  now,  because  on  the  ground  of 
emergency  through  political  preferment  or  influ- 
ence, some  men  have  obtained  increases  in  salaries 
where  others  have  not,  causing  most  of  this  unrest 
and  discontent  in  departments,  because  all  are 
not  put  on  an  equal  plane,  where  there  would  be 
no  reason  to  correct  discrepancies.  If  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  after  the  next  two  years  retires  from 
office  without  making  some  step  in  advance  in 
the  matter  of  budget  making,  then  he  will  have 
failed  in  one  of  his  most  important  duties  to 
the  citizens  of  Boston.  The  reason  why  this 
budget  came  into  being  was  because  of  the  fact 
that  certain  men  who  had  the  proper  idea  of  the 
problem  thought  the  system  of  budget  making 
for  the  then  Mayor  was  not  the  correct  system; 
and  it  is  rather  a  strange  fact  that  after  that  budget 
system  was  established  in  1915,  when  a  particular 
organization  then  thought  it  controlled  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  that  organization  itself,  as  far  as  I 
can  remember,  never  made  one  step  to  advance 
this  system  of  budget  making.  There  was  really 
a  natural  reason  for  that,  and  the  reason  was  this, 
that  they,  reasoning  like  certain  other  groups 
of  citizens,  thought  that  that  Mayor  was  satis- 
factory to  them,  and  they  cared  not  one  iota 
whether  another  step  towards  correct  budget 
making  was  made.  The  reform  organizations 
did  the  proper  thing  when  they  instituted  this 
budget,  but  they  have  been  as  neglectful  as  the 
Mayor  himself  in  taking  proper  steps  to  get  a 
proper  form  of  budget  making.  As  far  as  I 
am  individually  concerned,  I  indorse  what  the 
gentleman  opposite  says  in  reference  to  budget 
making,  and  want  to  see  a  proper  system  adopted. 
There  has  got  to  be  a  change  in  many  directions. 
To  sum  up  what  Mr.  Hagan  has  said,  he  recom-'. 
mends  the  cutting  of  a  few  items  and  then  says 
that  this  could  be  done  in  the  whole  budget.  I 
may  or  may  not  agree  with  him.  In  order  to 
make  it  definite  I  will  say  that  the  budget 
cuts  in  B,  C,  D,  E,  F  and  G  would  have  to  be 
arbitrary,  because  of  the  fact  that  we  have  not 
the  benefit  of  that  expert  advice  that  might 
tell  us  whether  or  not  we  could  do  this  particular 
thing  or  not.  I  do  not  agree  with  him  in  cutting 
either  the  $15,000  for  the  cemetery  fence,  which 
I  think  is  needed  and  protects  the  grounds,  nor 
in  the  cutting  of  the  $10,000  for  music,  which  I 
think  is  one  of  the  greatest  benefits  the  people 
can  have.  With  reference  to  his  suggestion  that 
we  cut  the  totals,  in  my  opinion  the  gentleman 
opposite  is  absolutely  wrong  in  that,  because  of 
the  fact  that  if  we  cut  the  totals  and  then  add  the 
specific  items  themselves,  as  I  pointed  out  in 
committee,  there  is  a  discrepancy  between  the 
addition  of  the  specific  items  and  the  totals  the.r- 
selves.  So,  when  the  gentleman  opposite  recom- 
mends that  we  cut  the  totals,  it  would  be  necessary 
for  him  to  come  in  and  cut  the  individual  salary 
items  in  Schedule  A,  and  if  cuts  are  made  in 
specific  items,  these  men  depending  upon  slack, 
it  would  necessarily  mean  that  the  matter  would 
have  to  be  dealt  with  later  on,  and  then  those 
men  might  or  might  not  be  at  the  mercy  of  the 
Mayor  in  reference  to  the  restoration  of  the  salaries. 
Here  is  where  the  difficulty  would  come.  What 
particular  salary  items  will  be  cut?  Will  there 
be  an  arbitrary  cut,  or  will  we  take  this  salary  or 
that  salary,  or,  better,  will  we  take  this  group  or 
that  group,  and  arbitrarily  make  a  deduction  for 
slack?  There  is  one  place  in  the  budget,  with 
reference  to  the  city  laborers,  where  there  is  an 
arbitrary  deduction  for  slack,  and  the  reason  for 
that  is,  as  I  understand  it,  because  the  slack  is 
so  large  that  that  can  be  done.  But  I  disagree 
with  him  when  he  says  there  can  be  an  arbitrary 
cutting  of  totals  without  the  necessary  cutting  of 
specific  items.  In  reference  to  the  i-il\  laborers 
and  the  attempt  that  was  made  in  this  body  to 
make  reductions  in  other  items,  having  in  view  an 
increase  for  them,  I  don't  think  that  even  the 
gentleman  opposite  will  claim  all  the  credit  for 
that.     I  know  how  fair  he  is,  and  I  think  he  will 
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agree  with  me  that  there  was  not  one  member  of 
this  Council  who  was  not  in  favor  of  getting  a 
larger  amount  for  them.     There  were  not  seven 
members  of  the  Council,  there  were  not  eight   but 
there  were  nine  members,  and  I  think  I  can  say 
this  today  without  fear  of  contradiction,  every  one 
agreeing  that  the  city  laborers  of  the  City  of  Boston 
should  get  at  least  $5  per  day  at  the  present  time 
lor  wages;  and  we  would  also  like  to  see  a  propor- 
tional  increase  for  the  mechanics  and  other  men 
just    above    them.     Talking    about    wages,    with 
reference  to  this  particular  class,  we  provide  the 
wages  when  we  vote  for  the  segregated  budget  in 
full      1  hose  of  us  here  want  to  take  some  credit  for 
that  situation,  those  of  us  who  have  been  here  and 
were  the  first  majority  to  vote  for  a  budget  where 
the  increases  w-ere  provided.     The  year  before  I 
came  into  this  Council,  when  the  vote  was  five  to 
four  in  reference  to   a  segregated   budget,   every 
increase    that    Mayor    Curley    sent   in   with     the 
budget  was  stricken  off  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
something  for  streets;  and  the  sum  of  $40,000  was 
requested,  in  order  that  he  could  make  increases 
as  he  saw  fit.     I  have  always  said  that  that  was 
a    wrong   system    of    budget    making.     It    placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  then  Mayor  $40,000,  to  put 
into    effect    increases    according    to    the    political 
influence    the    individual    might    have.       When 
the  salaries   came  in  the  next  year  there  was   a 
controversy,    and    I    think    the    vote    was    again 
five  to  four,  except  in  the  other  direction,  when 
we  left  m  the  budget  every  increase  that  was  then 
provided  for  by  the  Mayor.    Since  I  have  been  here, 
and  this  is  my  fourth  year,   and  the  same  with 
Coun.   Watson   and  some   of  the   other  members 
here,  we  have  voted  for  the  increases  that  came 
m   ij     ,5>u"=et'    f°r   tnis   simple   reason,   that   we 
could    have    control    over    numbers    and    rates, 
and    that   men   in   a   certain   class   might   know, 
when  we  sent  back  the  budget,   that  they  were 
entitled  to   an  increase,   and  would   not  have  to 
see  you,  Mr.  President,  or  other  members  of  this 
Council,   m   order   to   get    an  increase.     Now,   if 
the  system  that  the  councilor  recommends  were  to 
go  into  effect,   and  we  were  to  cut  totals,  there 
would  be   a  discrepancy  between  the  totals   and 
the    amount    of    addition    of    the    specific    items 
and   we   would   then   go   back  to   the  lump   sum 
budget,  because  we  would  have  to  strike  out  all 
the  individual  items,  as  the  total  would  not  agree 
That  is  my  idea  of  what  the  situation  would  be. 
The  men  would  not  know  whether   or  not  they 
got  the  increases,  and  we  would  go  back  to  the 
lump    sum    budget.     They    would    then    be    left 
to  the  mercy  of  the  Mayor  himself  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  increases  should  go  into  effect  during 
the  fiscal  year. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
correct  one  impression  which  seems  to  have  lodged 
in  the  mind  of  Councilor  Ford.     As  to  the  cut  from 
the  grand  total  from  Schedule  A,  letme'sayit  is  the 
slack  that  is  taken  into  account,  which  has  alwavs 
developed  and  which  always  will  develop.     It  is  an 
impossibility  to  provide  for  that  slack  by  going 
over  the  names  of  John  Smith  and  Bill  Brown  and 
Tom  Jones.     We  don't  know  where  that  will  come. 
No  man  can  tell.     It  must  be  taken  from  the  total. 
If  not,  will  somebody  tell  me  how  else  it  can  be 
taken?     If  I  knew  of  another  way  I  would  advise 
that  way;  if  I  knew  a  better  way  I  would  so  advise. 
I  think  perhaps  if  a  commission  had  studied  it 
there  might  have  been   a  better  way  found  than 
that  which  my  feeble  mind  has  developed.     But 
there  is  no  better  way  in  which  it  can  be  done,  in 
my  judgment,  at  the  present  time,  and  it  is  being 
done  the  same  way  today  in  the  budget  which  you 
are  going  to  pass,  for  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment as  applied  to  the  laborers.     They  have  taken 
the  slack  out.     It  is  done  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment and  the  other  departments,  but  not  suffi- 
ciently.    It  was  done  in  the  Sanitary  Department 
last  year,  and  it  is  not  taken  out  this  year,  and  you 
are  going  to  pass  it  as  it  is  presented  this  year, 
although  they  took  it  out  last  year.     That  is  the 
only  way  of  dealing  with  the  matter  that  has  sug- 
gested itself  to  me,  and  if  anybody  can  give  me 
another  way  I  shall  be  only  too  glad  to  give  it 
thought  and  consideration. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  want  to  say,  as  chair- 
man of  the  Appropriations  Committee  this  year, 
that  I  want  to  thank  the  individual  members  of  the 
Council  for  the  way  in  which  they  co-operated  with 
me  in  the  tiresome  and  tedious  work  involved  in 
the  handling  of  this  budget.  I  think  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  are  entitled  to  credit  for  the 
laborious  work  that  they  did  upon  the  matter.  I 
voted  in  committee  with  Coun.  Hagan  on  his  idea 


of  striking  out  a  certain  percentage  of  slack   from 
Sechdule  A  although,  if  we  are  going  to  live  up  to  a 
segregated  budget,  I  am  willing  to  admit 'that  if  we 
cut  any  amount  out  of  Sehedule  A  we  would  then 
be  changing  the  form  of  budget  from  a  segregated 
budget  to  a  lump  sum  budget.     That  was  done  in 
the  days  gone  by,  when  they  cut  out  $500,000  from 
schedule  A  to  provide  for  the  repair  of  city  streets, 
and  by  that  act  they  did  away  with  the  form  of 
budget  that  they  claimed  represented  the  segre- 
fa*     i    u  m  ln  which  a  budSet  should  be  made  up 
-a.    l-i      e  system  under  which  we  are  dealing 
with  this  budget  lies  directly  under  the  control    of 
the  Mayor,  and  it  is  up  to  the  Mayor  absolutely  to 
send  in  his  budget  in  whatever  form  he  sees  fit,  and 
under  the  restrictions  of  the  city  charter  the  City 
Council,  to  my  mind,  has  very  little  to  say  on  the 
entire  proposition.     It  has  been  pointed  out  time 
and  time  again  that  when  a  transfer  is  asked  for  out 
of  courtesy,  if  it  happens  to  come  before  the  first  of 
December  it  is  placed  before  the  City  Council  for 
their  sanction,  but  after  the  first  of  December  it  is 
eAnt'r.ely  in  the  hands  of  the  Mavor  and  the  City 
Auditor.     So  if  the  Mayor  of  the"  city  felt,  in  con- 
nection with  a  particular  budget,  that  his  judg- 
ment was  correct  in  regard  to  certain  items,  there 
would  be  nothing  to  prevent  him,  if  he  should  see 
fit  to  wait  until  the  first  of  December,  from  putting 
in  every  item  that  had  been  stricken  out.     On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  my  contention  that  if  he  cared  to 
do  that  at  any  time  previous  to  the  first  of  Decem- 
ber under  the  charter  he  has  the  right  to  do  so. 
So,  therefore,  I  think  the  great  handicap  we  are 
laboring  under  is  not  the  form  of  segregated  budget 
but  the  city  charter  itself,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  the 
duty  of  the  City  Council.     I  feel  that  the  City 
Council  should  have  more  jurisdiction  over  these 
matters  than  has  been  allowed  them  under  the 
charter,  and  I  think  if  a  new  day  ever  does  come  we 
should  have  something  more  to  say  in  regard  to  the 
budget.     I  think,  referring  to  some  of  the  items 
which  Coun.  Hagan  has  suggested  taking  out,  that 
he  has  taken  them   out  rather  indiscriminately. 
When  these  matters  came  up  in  the  committee  we 
had  a  vote  on  the  various  items  suggested  to  be 
stricken  out  by  any  member  of  the  Council,  and 
the   majority   vote   naturally   prevailed.     I   agree 
with  some  of  the  things  that  Coun.  Hagan  advo- 
cated,  but   I   think  in  the   final  analysis   he  has 
reached  the  wrong  conclusion  when  he  says  he  is 
going  to  vote  against  the  entire  budget.     I  am  not 
going  to  vote  against  the  entire  budget,  because  I 
feel,  as  some  of  the  other  members  of  the  Council 
feel,  that  unless  we  pass  this  budget  today  we  are 
•  not  going  to  allow  the  increases  to  go  into  effect 
that  have  been  provided  by  the  Mayor;  and  I  think 
the   city   laborers,   the   mechanics   and   all   other 
employees  of  the  city  are  entitled  to  at  least  the 
increases  that  have  been  granted  to  them.     I  per- 
sonally feel  that  they  are  entitled  to  a  larger  in- 
crease.    But  I  think  that  is  neither  here  nor  there 
now,  and  that  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  getting 
them  an  additional  increase;  that  that  lies  entirely 
in  the  hands  of.  the  Mayor.     I  feel  that  all  the 
criticism  that  can  or  might  be  heaped  upon  him  at 
this  time  is  not  going  to  add  one  dollar  to  the  pay 
envelope  of  any  of  the  city  employees.     So,  there- 
fore, I  feel  that  the  budget  must  be  passed,  that 
there  is  no  other  alternative.     We  have  got  to  pass 
the  budget  in  order  to  provide  money  to  pay  the 
salaries  and  wages  of  men  engaged  in  the  different 
activities  of  the  city.     While   I   feel  that  some  of 
Coun.  Hagan's  conclusions  are   correct,  it   would 
require  a  great  deal  of  time  to  sift  the  matter  and 
efficiently  cut  out  a  sufficiently  large  sum  of  monpy 
to  make  an  appreciable  difference  in  the  budget. 
When  vou  cut  from  a  budget  aggregating  $32,000,- 

000  only  $122,000  or  $125,000,  I  think  that  is  a 
mere  drop  in  the  bucket.  I  don't  think  it  is  going 
to  provide  any  appreciable  amount  so  that  you  can 
say  to  the  Mayor,  "There  is  so  much  money  that 
could  be  used  for  this  purpose  or  that  purpose." 

1  don't  think  in  the  final  analysis  any  reduction  of 
this  kind  is  going  to  make  any  material  difference 
in  the  size  of  the  tax  rate,  even  though  the  money 
is  not  provided  for  a^ny  particular  purpose.  I 
want  to  make  myself  clear  on  the  oroposition  that 
I  have  voted  to  change  the  form  of  budget,  if  need 
be,  in  order  to  provide  a  sufficient  amount  of  money 
to  try  and  get  the  increase  for  the  laborers  and 
mechanics  and  other  employees  of  the  city,  but, 
failing,  I  think  the  only  thing  to  do  is  to  vote  for 
the  bu  dget  as  it  is. 

Coun.  HAGAN — May  I  say  that  I  entirely 
understand  and  respect  the  position  of  the  gentle- 
man opposite,  and  I  will  say  that  in  my  conclusion 
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and  decision  to  register  my  vote  against  the  budget 
here  today  I  simply  do  so  in  honest  protest  individ- 
ually against  the  irregularities  and  inconsistencies 
of  that  budget  and  of  the  entire  budget  system  as  it 
is  being  handled  today.  I  will  say,  to  be  utterly 
frank  and  to  deserve  the  plaudits  of  the  gentleman 
opposite,  and  so  that  I  may  be  considered  sincere 
in  this  matter,  that  if  the  passing  of  this  budget 
depended  upon  my  individual  vote  I  most  certainly 
would  vote  for  it  as  does  Coun.  Donoghue;  but, 
realizing  that  the  passing  of  the  budget  is  certain, 
realizing  that  the  votes  are  here  in  sufficient 
number  to  pass  it,  I  take  the  opportunity  of  regis- 
tering my  individual  protest  as  against  the  budget 
by  voting  "  No"  upon  it.  If  there  were  a  question 
of  a  tie,  or  anything  of  that  sort,  I  would  frankly 
vote  for  the  budget  today,  as  a  matter  of  getting 
it  out  of  the  way,  as  I  believe  it  is  the  only  thing 
that  can  be  accomplished  at  the  present  minute. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  that 
the  gentleman  admits  that  it  is  not  a  question  of 
principle  or  sincerity. 

Coun.  Hagan'8  amendment  was  rejected. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  appropriation 
orders  were  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  1,  Coun.  HAG  AN 
voting  nay.

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CITY  OF  BOSTON. 
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HEARING  BEFORE  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 
Tuesday,  April  13,  1920. 

The  Council  resumed  the  Long  Island  hearing 
before  the  City  Council  in  the  Council  Chamber, 
at  2  p.  m.,  President  MORIARTY  in  the  chair. 
All  present. 

Appearances,  same  as  before. 

Arthur  P.  Moran,  chief  officer  at  Long  Island, 
continued  his  testimony  as  to  the  routine  of  the 
island.  He  stated  that  the  reason  why  the  in- 
mates were  not  allowed  to  stay  in  the  wards  dur- 
ing the  day  was  that  the  beds  and  rooms  might 
be  kept  aired  and  clean,  but  that  the  inmates 
are  free  as  to  their  movements  apart  from  that. 
Shortage  of  towels,  etc.,  has  been  due  to  lack  of 
laundry  facilities  since  the  burning  of  the  laundry 
building  a  year  ago.  He  explained  the  custom 
as  to  bathing  once  a  week,  when  clean  shirt, 
underwear,  stockings  and  towel  are  furnished. 
Calculate  to  buy  one  suit  a  year  for  an  inmate, 
but  sometimes  use  what  is  left  over  or  left  behind 
by  those  leaving  the  island.  If  clothes  don't  tit, 
the  inmates  can  change  them.  Underwear  which 
used  to  cost  37£  cents  per  garment  now  costs 
about  75  cents;  suits  that  formerly  cost  $4.50 
now  cost  $12,  and  other  things  accordingly. 
Additional  chairs  have  now  been  furnished  in  the 
library,  giving  the  men  much  better  seating 
accommodations.  He  was  responsible  if  the  fire 
pails  were  not  filled  with  water  in  the  institution 
building,  as  reports  to  that  effect  should  be  made 
to  him,  but  it  comes  directly  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  watchmen.  He  had  not  seen  such  a 
book  of  rules  as  had  been  produced,  and  is  not 
operating  under  them.  He  had  general  super- 
vision, etc.  There  has  been  a  slowness  for  some 
time  in  delivery  of  clothing. 

Nurse  Marcella  A.  Conway  spoke  in  high  com- 
mendation of  the  cleanliness  and  facilities  of  the 
hospital  as  compared  with  other  hospitals. 

Eugene  A.  Metcalf,  a  patient  in  the  hospital,  had 
no  fault  to  find  with  the  cleanliness  of  or  care 
given.  In  a  year  he  had  gone  from  155  to  200 
pounds. 


Mrs.  Mary  Waldron,  head  matron,  described 
the  routine  to  insure  cleanliness  of  patients  and 
quarters.  Continual  care  is  exercised  to  destroy 
vermin. 

Mrs.  Katherine  Tait,  supervisor  of  nurses,  said 
the  only  trouble  was  the  unavoidable  shortage  of 
help  for  some  time  past.  There  are  but  eleven 
pupil  nurses  where  there  should  be  fifty  or  over. 

Miss  Annie  Dwyer,  a  head  nurse,  considered  the 
patients  well  cared  for,  with  plenty  of  good  nour- 
ishment, linen  and  attendance. 

Miss  Helen  McLeish,  a  pupil  nurse,  said  the 
hospital  was  clean,  but  short  of  help. 

Dr.  Albert  S.  Hyman,  resident  physician,  said 
a  superintendent  of  a  large  modern  hospital  is  not 
supposed  to  go  upon  the  ward  for  a  daily  visit; 
that  on  January  12,  when  the  trustees  were  in- 
formed by  telephone  that  there  was  no  doctor  on 
the  island,  there  were  two  physicians  there,  Doctor 
Cuddy  and  Doctor  Leavilt.  Doctor  Rockwell 
had  been  called  to  town  and  he  himself  had  to 
visit  a  dying  girl  on  Rainsford  Island,  being  away 
about  an  hour.  The  hospital  is  much  undermanned, 
one  person  doing  the  work  of  four.  With  the 
class  sometimes  coming  to  the  hospital,  treatment 
for  vermin,  such  as  gets  in  the  skin,  sometimes 
takes  ten  days.  Bugs  are  kept  away  from  the 
hospital.  He  felt  that  Doctor  Donlan  measured 
up  favorably  with  the  best  executives  he  had  met 
in  different  hospitals.  There  were  thirty-eight — 
not  forty-four,  as  published — deaths  from  the 
"riu"  among  the  inmates,  the  patients  averaging 
seventy-two  years  of  age  and  98  per  cent  of  them 
having  serious  organic  disease,  greatly  lowering  the 
power  of  resistance.  The  Board  of  Health  nurses 
absolutely  forsook  patients  after  a  short  period  of 
service,  leaving  them  alone,  saying  that  the  work 
was  too  hard. 

Dr.  Thomas  Cuddy,  assistant  resident  physician, 
said  that  he  and  Doctor  Leavitt  were  on  the 
island  on  the  12th  of  January,  when  it  was  reported 
that  the  island  was  left  wothout  a  physician.  He 
supported  the  other  witnesses  in  regard  to  the 
cleanliness  and  care  observed,  as  did  Mrs.  Laura 
P.  Cutler,  who  until  April  2  had  been  in  the  hospital 
as  a  nurse. 

Thomas  E.  Murphy,  in  charge  of  the  laundry 
department,  explained  the  laundry  difficulties, 
beginning  with  the  burning  of  the  laundry  building 
April  26,  1919,  which  have  resulted  in  a  severe 
handicap  that  has  never  been  entirely  overcome. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned  to  Wednesday, 
April  14. 
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Long  Island,  Boston  Harbor, 
Wednesday,  April  14,  1920." 
The  hearing  was  resumed  by  the  City  Council 
in  the  institution  building  at  12.19  p.  m.,  President 
MORIARTY     presiding.     Absent,    Coun.    Hagan 
and  Watson. 


After  a  view  was  taken,  inmates  were  given  a 
chance  to  be  heard,  some  particular  witnesses 
being  asked  for  by  members  of  the  Council.  It 
was  understood  that  the  names  of  witnesses  should 
not  be  made  public.  General  testimony  was 
given  as  to  conditions,  some  witnesses  claiming 
that  there  was  shortage  of  food,  abuse  by  certain 
subordinate  officers,  etc.,  while  others  claimed 
that  things  were  well  run.  There  was  general 
complaint  of  lack  of  towels,  and  that  certain 
available  toilet  facilities  were  not  afforded  during 
the  daytime. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned  at  4.30  p.  m.,  to 
Thursday,  April  15,  at  2  p.  m.,  in  the  City  Council 
Chamber,  Boston. 
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Thursday,  April  15,  1920. 
Special  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m., 
President  MORIARTY  in  the  chair,  and  a  quorum 
present.

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HEARING  BEFORE  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 
Thursday,  April  15,  1920. 

Continuation  of  Lone:  Island  hearing  before 
City  Council,  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall, 
at  2  p.  m.,  President  MORI  ARTY  presiding  and 
all  the  members  present. 

Appearances,  same  as  before. 

Receiving  Officer  and  Relief  Watchman  John  J. 
Murphy  explained  his  duties, — to  receive  inmates 
when  admitted,  act  as  watchman  and  relieve  other 
men,  book  the  men  correctly  and  send  the  report 
to  the  office,  and  to  go  around  the  building  ringing 
in  clocks  in  different  places.  He  had  not  noticed 
any  outs  about  the  fire  pails,  and  considered  that 
the  inmates  were  properly  treated  in  the  matter 
of  clothing,  food  and  otherwise. 

Watchman  Jame's  J.  Hobdell  explained  his 
duties  in  connection  with  the  care  of  the  men 
and  the  institution, seeing  that  men  were  provided 
with  proper  eating  utensils  and  necessary  food  and 
that  the  cripples  were  given  a  chance  to  get  seats 
first.  He  said  that  at  any  time  when  complaint 
was  made  about  conditions,  or  they  were  observed 
to  be  improper,  they  were  rectified.  He  had  not 
noticed  that  the  fire  pails  were  empty.  There 
has  been  a  shortage  of  towels. 

Drs.  Albert  B.  Murphy,  Thomas  W.  Leavitt, 
Cyril  G.  Richards  and  Llewellyn  Rockwell  testi- 
fied to  conditions  on  the  island  from  the  medical 
standpoint,  stating  that  the  only  reason  for  criti- 
cism at  the  time  of  the  "  flu"  epidemic  came  because 
of  an  unavoidable  shortage  of  help. 

John  H.  Kane,  clerk  and  stenographer,  stated 
that  when  Dr.  Donlan  left  the  island  he  left  a  list 
of  the  telephone  numbers  where  he  could  be  found 
with  Mr.  Hoynes,  and  that  the  list  was  also  given 
to  the  witness.  While  Dr.  Donlan  was  frequently 
away  afternoons,  he  was  on  duty  early  in  the 
morning  and  during  the  forenoon,  and  remained 
on  duty  after  his  return  to  the  island,  well  into 


the  evening,  with  the  witness  and  with   Doctors 
Hyman  and  Murphy. 

Nurses  Theresa  J.  Fogarty,  Katherine  Donahue, 
Helena  A.  Devlin,  Katherine  Tait  and  Josephine 
D.  Ralli  testified  to  their  duties  in  the  hospital 
and  the  treatment  accorded  patients,  stating  that, 
while  everything  was  clean  and  well  kept  up, 
there  was  a  shortage  of  help.  They  explained 
the  details  in  the  care  of  patients,  bathing  them, 
carbolizing  beds  and  mattresses,  etc.  The  great 
trouble  at  the  time  of  the  "flu"  epidemic  was 
shortage  of  help. 

Charles  C.  Ware,  X-ray  technician  and  infir- 
marian,  stated  that  his  duty  was  to  give  out  medi- 
cines in  the  infirmary  and  to  take  and  develop 
X-ray  pictures.  The  men  received  treatment  at 
any  time  that  they  needed  it,  when  called  for. 

Matrons  Eliza  J.  Dennis,  Katherine  Creed, 
Sarah  Geary,  Margaret  A.  Malloy  and  Mary  L. 
Sharkey  described  their  duties  at  the  almshouse 
and  hospital,  telling  how  the  dormitories,  beds 
and  clothing  were  kept  clean,  being  changed 
frequently  and  whenever  necessary.  The  habits 
of  the  inmates — such  as  constant  hiding  of  food 
in  different  places — is  such  that  constant  watch- 
fulness and  attention  is  required.  The  women 
get  up  at  half  past  five  in  the  morning,  the  beds 
are  aired  from  then  until  after  breakfast,  when  they 
are  made  up,  and  the  wards  are  cleaned.  On  cer- 
tain days  the  inmates  are  bathed,  some  more 
frequently  than  others,  where  necessary;  but 
every  woman  has  a  bath  once  a  week  at  least  and 
all  her  clothing  is  changed  when  needed.  They 
had  not  observed  lack  of  water  in  the  fire  pails. 
Some  of  the  inmates  have  a  tendency  to  spill  food 
over  themselves.  As  to  utensils,  in  the  upper 
wards  they  take  care  of  their  own  spoons,  and  the 
infirm  people  in  the  lower  wards  have  them  taken 
care  of  for  them.  The  spoons  are  given  to  in- 
mates at  meals  and  taken  away  and  cleaned  and 
returned  to  them  for  subsequent  meals. 

Margaret  Sherman,  the  head  cook,  said  she 
did  the  rjastry  cooking  for  the  paid  help,  looked 
after  all  the  other  cooking  in  general,  saw  that  the 
utensils  were  clean  and  that  everything  cooked 
was  clean.  If  she  did  not  get  enough  food  to 
answer  the  requirements  she  went  to  the  butcher 
or  storekeeper  and  got  more,  regardless  of  requi- 
sitions, with  which  she  had  nothing  to  do. 

After  discussion  as  to  probable  duration  of  the 
case  and  procedure,  in  which  no  decision  was 
reached,  the  hearing  was  adjourned  at  5.22  p.  m. 
to  Thursday,  April  22,  at  2.  p.  m. 
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HEARING  BEFORE  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 
Hyde  Park,  Tuesday,  April  20,  1920. 

Hearing  by  the  City  Council  in  the  Everett 
Square  Theater,  Hyde  Park,  at  8  p.  m.,  upon 
petition  of  the  Hyde  Park  Board  of  Trade  for 
revocation  of  the  track  locations  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  in  Hyde 
Park. 

President  MORIARTY  was  in  the  chair  and  a 
quorum  of  the  members  was  present.  His  Honor 
Mayor  Peters  was  also  in  attendance. 

Hon.  Francis  W.  Darling,  Mr.  John  P.  Robin- 
son, Dr.  David  B.  Hanlon,  Mr.  George  W.  Earle, 
Legion  Commander  Clement  H.  Norton,  Mr. 
Henry  F.  Arnold,  Mr.  John  A.  Kiggen,  Dr.  John 
P.  Rattigan,  Mr.  Edward  R.  Bodfish,  Representa- 
tive F.  B.  Phinney  and  Mr.  E.  C.  Jenney,  members 
of  the  Hyde  Park  Board  of  Trade  and  citizens  of 
Hyde  Park,  stated  at  length  the  case  against  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company 
— that  they  had  not  measured  up  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  district  for  years;_  that  it  had  not, 
as  it  might  have  done,  assisted  in  the  commercial 


and  residential  development  of  the  section;  that 
its  existence  independently  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  meant  the  payment  of  the 
double  fare  to  and  from  Boston;  that  it  had  acted 
as  a  dog  in  a  manger,  not  in  itself  performing  the 
services  that  could  be  reasonably  required  by  the 
district  and  not  being  willing  to  yield  to  a  corpora- 
tion that  was  willing  to  perform  that  service;  that 
it  had  absolutely  fallen  down,  not  only  during  the 
height  of  the  recent  blizzard,  but  for  an  unreason- 
able length  of  time  afterwards  and  that  it  is  now 
proposing  to  cut  out  a  large  part  of  the  already 
poor  service  upon  which  the  citizens  of  the  dis- 
trict have  to  depend  for  transportation.  The 
desire  expressed  by  the  speakers  was  that  the 
franchises  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street 
Railway  Company  should  be  revoked  and  that 
an  arrangement  should  then  be  made  whereby 
the  Boston  Elevated  Street  Railway  Company 
would  take  over  the  street  transportation  service 
of  the  district,  thus  giving  to  Hyde  Park  as  a  part 
of  the  City  of  Boston  the  same  facilities  that 
other  parts  of  the  city  now  possess. 

Mr.  Frederick  A.  Cummings,  representing  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company, 
felt  that  the  present  trustees  should  not  be  too 
severely  criticized  for  a  situation  which  they  had 
inherited  and  for  which  they  were  not  responsible. 
He  admitted  that  there  had  been  much  cause  for 
complaint  about  the  service,  but  said  that  the 
trustees  were  doing  their  best  to  straighten  out 
the  difficulties  and  hoped,  if  allowed  to  continue, 
to  be  able  to  show  an  improvement. 

The  hearing  was  closed. 
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HEARING  BEFORE  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 
Thursday,  April  22,  1920. 

Continuation  of  Long  Island  hearing  before 
City  Council,  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall, 
at  2  p.  m..  President  MORIARTY  presiding  and 
all  the  members  present. 

Appearances,  same  as  before. 

Watchman  James  W.  Curran  described  his 
duties  at  the  island.  He  told  how  the  smokers' 
hall  was  hosed  and  scrubbed  out  every  night  or 
every  second  night,  and  how  the  lame  and  blind 
were  given  preference  in  being  seated  at  the  table. 

Florence  Earner,  plumber,  told  about  condi- 
tions that  were  found  in  the  second  floor  toilet 
room,  near  the  library,  that  led  to  its  being  closed. 

Irene  A.  Newton,  dietitian,  told  how  the  diet 
was  balanced  under  the  calories  system,  and 
about  the  cleanly  and  hygienic  conditions  under 
which  the  food  was  prepared. 

Chief  Engineer  William  Lynch  said  the  only 
reason  why  heat  had  been  shut  off  at  any  time 
from  the  living  quarters  of  the  inmates  was  be- 
cause of  a  broken  gasket  which  needed  repair, 
necessitating  the  heat  being  cut  off  for  the  short 
time  necessary  for  such  repairs.  As  for  keeping 
the  fire  pails  properly  filled  with  water,  he  con- 
sidered that  the  duty  of  those,  in  charge  of  the 
different  buildings.  The  tendency  is  for  the 
female  inmates  particularly  to  use  the  pails  for 
washing  stockings,  etc.,  if  they  are  not  closely 
watched.  As  for  fire  arrangements  in  case  of 
a  bad  fire  the  soldiers  at  the  fort  now  respond. 
He  had  seen  fire  drills,  but  it  was  not  a  part  of  his 
duty  to  participate  in  them.  He  considered 
that  such  prevention  equipment  as  there  is  on 
the  island  had  been  properly  kept  up.  He  did  not 
personally  know  of  abuse  of  inmates  by  officers; 
had  heard  harsh  language  used  by  one  of  the 
officers  to  inmates,  had  spoken  about  it  to  Doctor 
Donlan,  and  it  has  not  occurred  since  to  his 
knowledge.  Recommendations  made  by  fire 
investigators  as  to  installation  of  sprinklers  and 
better  locations  for  hydrants,  etc.,  have  not  been 
carried  out.  There  is  not  apparatus  for  weighing 
or  keeping  track  of  coal.  He  considered  the 
power  house  one  of  the  best  constructed  build- 
ings on  the  island  and  that  the  men  who  did  the 
job  earned  their  money.  The  refrigerating 
machinery  was  not  installed  according  to  speci- 
fications, but  was  accepted  for  the  city  by  a  car- 
penter, a  man  who  had  no  knowledge  whatever 
of  machinery.  Figures  have  been  secured  for 
repair  of  the  tank,  but  the  thing  has  drifted  along, 
It  has  now  been  repaired,  but  it  is  impossible  to 
get  ammonia  to  run  it.  The  smoking  room 
could  be  heated  if  necessary,  but  it  has  been  felt 
in  the  past  by  the  chairman  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds  that  if  radiators  were  placed  in  the  room 
the  inmates  would  use  it  as  a  loafing  space  rather 
than  a  smoking  room,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to 
keep  them  out  of  the  room  when  they  should  be 
working.  Since  the  laundry  was  burned  down 
adequate  facilities  had  not  been  provided  for  the 
laundry  work  of  the  institution. 

Charles  F.  Gaynor,  Institutions  Registrar,  said 
he  had  told  the  new  Board,  and  believed,  that 
it  was  not  wise  to  attempt  to  run  the  institution 
under  an  unpaid  Board;  that  he  considered  Doctor 
Donlan  a  superior  executive,  and  that  he  felt 
that  the  Long  Island  Hospital  was  equal  to  any 
hospital  he  had  seen  in  Massachusetts,  being, 
in  his  opinion,  in  many  respects  superior  to  the 
City  Hospital. 

Joseph  P.  Manning,  of  the  trustees,  said  the 
Mayor  had  called  him  up  in  regard  to  serving  on 
the  Board  about  the  8th  of  January,  not  wishing 
to  appoint  a  permanent  Board  and  then  have 
to  legislate  them  out  of  office;  at  the  first  meet- 
ing, on  January  12,  a  question  came  up  as  to 
Doctor  Donlan's  absence,  and  Mr.  O'Callaghan 
said  he  understood  Doctor  Donlan  was  out  of 
town,  and  Mr.  O'Brien  said  he  understood  he  had 
gone  to  Cuba  for  two  weeks,  without  leave  of 
absence.  Upon  calling  up  the  island  it  appeared 
that  Doctor  Rockwell,  Doctor  Hyman  and  Doctor 
Murphy  were  not  on  the  island,  that  there  seemed 


to  be  nobody  in  charge  but  the  chief  clerk.  A 
visit  by  Trustees  Manning  and  Murray  to  the 
Mayor's  office  showed  that  no  leave  of  absence 
had  been  granted  by  the  Mayor,  although  a  letter 
had  been  received  from  Doctor  Cunningham 
asking  for  leave  for  Doctor  Donlan.  While  the 
Mayor  had  no  objection  to  the  doctor's  going, 
he  referred  him  to  his  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
the  doctor  had  not  applied  to  the  Board.  At  the 
next  meeting  a  motion  was  carried  to  suspend 
Doctor  Donlan  from  the  pay  roll,  pending  ex- 
planation of  his  absence  on  vacation  without 
leave  of  absence.  At  a  subsequent  meeting, 
about  January  27,  the  doctor  appeared  and  ex- 
plained that  pressing  business  took  him  out  of  town 
and  said  he  did  not  feel  that  he  wanted  to  apply 
to  what  was  left  of  the  old  Board  before  the  five 
new  members  came  in,  as  he  did  not  wish  to 
humiliate  himself,  and  he  assumed  that  his  absence 
was  understood  and  not  objected  to  after  the 
conversation  he  had  had  with  Mr.  O'Brien  in  re- 
gard to  the  matter.  A  visit  by  the  trustees  to 
the  island  brought  forth  complaints  about  poor 
food,  etc.,  and  the  buildings  were  found  to  be 
rather  the  worse  for  wear.  There  was  lack  of 
paint,  ceilings  were  broken,  and  the  laundry  was 
out  of  commission,  owing  to  the  fire.  The  ice 
plant  was  also  out  of  commission,  and  there  was 
lack  of  provision  for  fire.  Eight  or  nine  water 
pails  were  unfilled.  There  was  complaint  of  lack 
of  towels  and  lack  of  heat.  The  tubercular  ward 
was  the  only  bright  spot  in  the  whole  place. 
There  was  no  proper  system  of  checking  up  food 
supplies  by  requisitions,  the  amounts  asked  upon 
requisitions  bearing  no  relation  to  the  amount 
allowed.  There  was  also  complaint  about  cloth- 
ing of  the  inmates,  some  of  them  saying  that 
they  had  had  a  suit  for  a  year  and  a  half.  The 
clothes  were  ragged,  soiled  and  generally  filthy. 

To  Mr.  Lundy,  Mr.  Manning  said  that  the 
Mayor  had  told  him  that  he  intended  consoli- 
dating the  departments,  but  did  not  say  why, 
perhaps  because  Mr.  Manning  had  a  copy  of  a 
report  of  a  committee,  one  of  the  members  of 
which  was  from  his  Board  at  the  City  Hospital, 
and  knew  why,  Doctor  Donlan's  name  was  not 
mentioned  by  the  Mayor  at  any  time,  and  he  had  no 
personal  knowledge  of  other  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  conferring  with  the  Mayor 
from  time  to  time.  They  had  not  cared  to  have 
Doctor  Donlan  go  with  them  on  their  trip  around 
the  island  because  they  wanted  to  see  how  things 
were  for  themselves.  He  had  not  heard  that  he 
and  other  members  of  the  Board  had  been  termed 
or  considered  "dummies."  The  purpose  in 
appointing  him  on  the  Board,  or  in  appointing 
other  members,  so  far  as  he  knew,  was  not  to  re- 
move Doctor  Donlan.  The  idea  in  wishing  Doc- 
tor Donlan  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  on  Janu- 
ary 12,  at  which  time  he  was  away  from  town, 
was  to  take  up  with  him  questions  concerning 
the  condition  of  clothing  of  the  inmates,  lack  of 
heat  and  towels,  and  food  conditions.  He  did 
not  know  whether  his  concern  had  sold  any  tobacco 
to  the  institution  on  the  1st  of  April  or  not,  but 
if  it  had  the  city  got  100  cents  on  the  dollar. 
The  Board  found  friction  between  Doctor  Donlan 
and  the  visiting  staff,  headed  by  Doctor  Minot. 
To  use  Doctor  Minot's  words,  there  was  no  co- 
operation. Doctor  Minot  said  the  reason  why 
the  visiting  staff  did  not  go  down  more  frequently 
was  on  account  of  their  services  being  unpaid — 
that  the  doctors  could  not  afford  to  do  it;  that 
owing  to  lack  of  boat  facilities  they  would  have 
to  waste  a  great  deal  of  time  when  they  went  to 
the  island.  Doctor  Walsh  seemed  to  be  the 
principal  visitor.  Doctor  Donlan  had  refused 
to"0  K"  the  bills  of  Dr.  Ward  H.  Cook,  the 
pathologist,  who  was  supposed  to  get  $2,800  a 
year  for  his  services,  on  the  ground  that  the  serv- 
ices rendered  did  not  warrant  the  payment  of 
any  such  amount,  and  Doctor  Cook  had  claimed, 
on  his  side,  that  when  he  went  there  the  work 
was  not  prepared  so  that  he  could  go  on  with  it. 
He  did  not  recollect  Trustee  O'Brien  arguing  on  the 
matter  of  Doctor  Cook's  bill,  saying,  "I  would 
rather  fight  Doctor  Donlan  than  fight  the  visiting 
staff."  Mr.  O'Brien  had  taken  the  stand  that 
the  visiting  staff  were  the  ones  to  run  the  medical 
end  of  the  hospital  and  that  the  trustees  should 
have  no  jurisdiction  or  say  over  their  work.  With 
that  position  the  witness  disagreed.  The  trustees 
started  with  no  feeling  whatever  against  Doctor 
Donlan.  The  witness  was  present  at  the  prelimi- 
nary drafting  of  the  specifications;  all  the  trustees 
agreed  on  the  charges  to  be  preferred,  voting  on 
them  as  a  body  about  the  26th  or  27th  of   March. 
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He  felt  that  it  was  up  to  the  superintendent 
that  conditions  complained  of  in  the  specifications 
were  remedied,  that  the  institution  was  kept  up 
properly,  bringing  any  matters  that  needed 
attention  and  which  required  action  of  the  Board 
to  the  Board's  attention. 

The  hearing  was  adjourned  at  6.20  p.  m.  to  8 
p.  m.,  when  the  hearing  was  resumed. 

At  the  evening  session,  John  P.  Keogh,  store- 
keeper at  Long  Island,  said  he  had  told  the  trustees 
about  the  way  his  department  was  run.  Requisi- 
tions are  made  out  by  heads  of  departments  for 
certain  amounts  of  specific  articles  of  f  ooct,  but  the 
amount  delivered  does  not  always  agree  with  the 
amount  requested,  as  Doctor  Donlan's  orders  have 
been  to  give  the  kitchen  everything  they  ask  for 
and  if  it  was  not  in  stock  to  order  it.  The  witness 
had  charge  of  all  freight  to  Long  Island,  deliveries 
of  goods  from  the  store  on  requisitions,  of  the  sew- 
ing room,  giving  orders  for  stuff  to  be  made  for  the 
island,  and  taking  up  passes  on  the  boat  in  the 
afternoon.  The  goods  are  ordered  from  the  chief 
clerk  on  a  book,  and  he  puts  them  on  a  requisition 
from  the  Supply  Department.  The  Supply  De- 
partment is  supposed  to  send  a  yellow  slip  stating 
when  the  goods  are  to  arrive.  Sometimes  the 
goods  are  used  before  the  yellow  slip  arrives. 
When  they  come  to  the  store  they  are  subject  to 
requisition  from  heads  of  different  departments. 
Witness  also  told  about  the  difficulty  he  had  had  in 
getting  sufficient  crash  for  towels,  with  the  result 
that,  instead  of  having  some  of  the  towels  a  yard  in 
length,  he  had  tried  making  them  20  inches  in 
length.  The  fire  had  destroyed  a  large  amount  of 
towels,  as  well  as  sheets  and  pillow  cases,  and  the 
department  had  not  yet  caught  up.  While  away 
from  the  island  over  Sunday  the  keys  were  left 
with  Mr.  Moran  and  sometimes  in  the  witness's 
box,  and  those  wishing  things  for  the  kitchen  some- 
times go  and  get  them  and  do  not  always  mark  it 
down.  The  witness  has  no  paid  assistant  who  can 
act  in  his  absence. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Donlan,  superintendent  of  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  and  Almshouse,  said  he  was 
appointed  superintendent  under  Mayor  Hibbard's 
administration  in  1908,  and  had  since  been  super- 
intendent. Fire  hazard  has  been  the  predominat- 
ing worry,  as  well  as  deteriorating  condition  of 
the  buildings,  these  and  other  matters  having 
been  repeatedly  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
trustees  in  annual  reports  and  special  communi- 
cations, even  to  the  point  of  pestering  them.  An 
appropriation  was  made  about  three  years  ago  to 
put  in  sprinklers,  but  they  have  not  yet  appeared. 
He  was  absent  from  Long  Island  from  January  12 
to  on  or  about  January  28,  1920,  but  had  permission 
given  to  him  in  conversation  with  Mr.  Thomas  C. 
O'Brien.  The  matter  was  referred  to  in  conversa- 
tion with  Trustee  O'Brien  on  January  6  and  Janu- 
ary 10,  the  witness  saying  on  January  10  to  Mr. 
O'Brien,  "I  am  going  on  the  Colonial  Monday 
morning,  and  will  be  back  about  the  first  of  the 
month."  Mr.  O'Brien  merely  saying,  "I  am  sorry 
you  won't  be  at  that  meeting  Monday,  but  it  is 
all  right,  anyway."  He  had  never  been  absent 
from  Long  Island  for  a  long  or  short  stay  without 
leaving  a  telephone  or  other  address  where  he 
might  be  expeditiously  reached.  There  is  no  waste 
at  Long  Island;  has  been  the  most  perfect  conserva- 
tion of  everything  there,  with  the  exception  that 
there  are  old,  deteriorating  buildings.  There  has 
been  no  lack  of  care  shown  for  fire  equipment. 
Of  course,  an  inmate  might  probably  empty  pails  at 
any  time.  He  had  not  been  apprised  of  the  rules 
of  1906,  and  it  stood  out  clearly  in  his  mind  that 
the  predecessors  of  the  present  Board  officially 
recognized  the  fact  that  there  were  no  rules.  Mr. 
Lyall,  representing  the  City  Auditor,  did  map  out  a 
requisition  system,  but  the  old  Board  of  Trustees 
failed  to  carry  out  his  wish,  and  up  to  the  present 
time,  so  far  as  the  witness  was  aware,  the  new 
Board  had  taken  no  action  in  the  matter.  There 
are  no  records  at  the  island  inaccurately  or  in- 
adequately kept;  there  has  been  no  failure  to 
provide  proper  sanitary  facilities.  The  reason 
for  closing  the  lavatory  back  of  the  library  was  that 
it  was  used  rather  as  a  garbage  can  than  as  a 
lavatory  and  had  to  be  closed.  The  present 
trouble  is  the  culmination  of  a  personal  feud  that 
had  existed  for  more  than  ten  years  between  Dr. 
James  J.  Minot  and  the  witness,  the  crisis  being 
precipitated  by  the  persistent  refusal  of  witness  to 
approve  department  pay  rolls  carrying  the  name  of 
Dr.  Ward  H.  Cook,  a  protege  of  Doctor  Minot's, 
for  full  time,  unless  Doctor  Cook  performed  his  full 


duty.  Doctor  Cook's  position  was  that  of  resident 
pathologist.  He  never  resided  at  the  hospital, 
rarely  came  there,  and  upon  the  few  occasions  that 
he  did  come  remained  not  more  than  an  hour  and  a 
half  or  two  hours.  The  neglect  of  Long  Island  by 
the  self-creating,  self-perpetuating,  socially  elect 
visiting  medical  staff  has  been  marked,  the  only 
considerable  unpaid  medical  attendance  recently 
rendered  having  been  by  Dr.  Edmund  Walsh,  and 
when  Doctor  Minot  cannot  dominate  the  super- 
intendent there  is  precipitated  a  contest.  The 
witness  said  there  had  been  a  steadily  deteriorating 
personnel  of  the  trustees  culminating  in  the  past 
few  years.  While  the  Mayor  is  not  to  be  charged 
with  the  initial  responsibility  for  the  steps  begun 
two  years  ago  for  the  disruption  of  Long  Island,  if  he 
had  taken  the  trouble  to  learn  something  about  the 
island  as  an  institution,  rather  than  a  mere  subject 
of  controversy  and  squabble,  he  would  have  had  no 
problem  in  it.  For  fifteen  months  he  permitted 
two  persons  whom  the  court  had  found  to  be  un- 
worthy to  unlawfully  act  as  a  Board  of  Trustees 
and  to  exercise  an  authority  that  could  not  be  theirs 
to  maliciously  hamper  the  superintendent  person- 
ally and  in  the  administration  of  his  office.  During 
this  period  Mayor  Peters  took  no  action  and,  as 
the  endurance  of  neither  the  two  former  trustees 
nor  the  superintendent  seemed  likely  ever  to  be 
exhausted,  a  new  solution  was  thought  out,  in- 
volving the  closing  up  of  Long  Island  itself.  A 
scheme  for  the  merging  of  all  the  harbor  institu- 
tions was  evolved  and  carried  forward  to  the 
Legislature,  not  with  the  aim  of  benefiting  all  or 
any  of  the  institutional  units  concerned,  but  of 
eradicating  Donlan.  Mr.  T.  C.  O'Brien  has  set  no 
limit  to  his  personal  activity  to  bring  about  the 
witness's  removal.  When  he  denied  that  he  told 
the  witness  at  Long  Island  on  January  6  that  Miss 
Dierkes  and  Mr.  Donnaruma  were  to  be  removed 
as  trustees  and  four  "dummies"  appointed  with 
him  to  make  a  quorum,  and  that  the  witness's 
going  to  Havana  was  discussed,  and  when  he  also 
denied  that  on  January  10  he  told  witness  that  the 
"dummies"  had  been  appointed  and  that  he 
regretted  he  should  not  be  able  to  meet  them  at 
their  first  meeting  on  the  following  Monday,  that 
he  granted  witness  permission  to  go  to  Cuba  and 
asked  the  probable  date  of  his  return,  he  uttered  a 
deliberate  and  unmitigated  lie.  Witness  quoted 
from  his  own  report  of  January  31,  1920,  setting 
forth  a  resume  of  the  work  of  the  year.  Mr. 
O'Brien  immediately  after  the  attack  of  Coun. 
McLaughlin  in  the  City  Council  asked  witness  to 
analyze  the  speech  he  made  and  report  to  him, 
which  witness  did.  Mr.  O'Brien  concealed  this 
report  from  his  colleagues  and  produced  and  read 
it  to  them  only  after  witness  had  called  their  at- 
tention to  its  existence  and  demanded  that  it  be 
read.  The  witness  here  read  said  report  under 
date  of  March  24.  stating  conditions  on  the  island, 
in  answer  to  Coun.  McLaughlin's  statement. 
Witness  said  that  substantially  every  charge  made 
by  Mr.  McLaughlin  was  a  pure  fabrication  and 
fixed  in  his  mind  before  he  pretended  to  inquire. 
He  felt  that  the  councilor's  attack  was  an  un- 
conscionable insult  to  the  patient  body  generally 
and  an  unwarranted  slander  upon  the  faithful  and 
overworked  nursing  personnel,  all  of  whom  made 
uncomplaining  sacrifices,  one  nurse  even  giving  up 
her  life  cheerfully.  But  one  of  the  Board  of 
Health  did  desert  her  post  during  the  influenza 
epidemic  after  only  three  days'  service,  assigning 
as  her  reason  that  she  was  tired  and  that  the  work 
was  too  hard.  Witness  also  quoted  his  own  letter 
to  the  Mayor,  under  date  of  March  27,  suggesting  a 
minute  investigation  of  all  the  hospital  activities 
of  the  city  on  parallel  lines  by  an  unbiased  jury. 
He  asserted  that  the  Mayor  does  not  dare  institute 
such  a  comparative  investigation.  In  the  interests 
of  economical  education  and  the  public  welfare  he 
now  suggested  an  exhaustive  comparative  investi- 
gation of  the  administration  of  Long  Island  and 
Deer  Island,  and  he  said  that  the  Mayor  and  the 
Penal  Commissioner  do  not  dare  to  follow  that 
suggestion.  If  a  general  comparative  investiga- 
tion is  either  feared  or  deemed  unwise,  he  merely 
asked  for  an  investigation  of  parasites  of  all  kinds  at 
Long  Island,  the  City  Hospital  and  Deer  Island, 
with  a  comparison  of  expenditures  in  recent  years 
for  their  extermination.  As  to  condition  of  cloth- 
ing, many  men  who  work  today  have  to  live  with 
only  one  suit  a  year,  and  an  old  man  with  paralysis 
agitans  will  spill  his  food  on  his  chest  at  the  first 
opportunity,  so  that  even  if  he  had  a  new  suit 
daily  he  could  hardly  be  kept  clean.  But  ample 
orders  of  clothing  were  issued  on  November  13, 
1919,    and    deliveries   were   not   completed   until 
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March  13,  1920,  and  when  they  were  made  did  not 
tally  with  the  original  order  and  bills.  The  law 
compelling  the  institutions  to  buy  from  correctional 
institutions  anything  they  may  turn  out  in  the  way 
of  manufacture  is  a  serious  hardship.  It  is  wholly 
unfair  to  an  institution  of  the  character  of  a  hospital 
to  compel  it  to  buy  an  inferior  article  at  a  price  at 
which  superior  goods  can  be  bought  in  open  market. 
As  for  towels,  every  man  was  furnished  an  in- 
dividual towel.  After  the  laundry  was  destroyed 
by  fire  the  washing  that  the  institution  could  not 
do  was  sent  to  one  of  the  city  laundries,  but  with 
the  advent  of  Mr.  O'Brien  that  was  stopped,  he 
saying  that  Deer  Island  could  do  it.  Deer  Island 
has  failed  to  do  it,  and  any  shortage  is  chargeable 
directly  to  Mr.  O'Brien.  The  burning  of  the  laun- 
dry was,  of  course,  a  very  severe  handicap  from 
which  the  institution  has  never  recovered.  It  is 
generally  conceded  that  a  superintendent  is  respon- 
sible only  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  policy  laid 
down  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  or  other  repre- 
sentatives of  the  public,  and  where  there  is  no 
policy  there  is  naturally  nothing  for  the  superin- 
tendent to  follow.  Mr.  O'Brien  and  the  Board 
knew  that  the  witness  intended  retiring  from 
the  place  on  the  1st  of  May,  but  the  possession 
of  the  place  was  not  enough.  It  was  necessary 
for  the  influences  behind  the  trustees  that  Donlan 
should  either  be  driven  forth  on  a  forced  resig- 
nation or  dismissed  in  discredit.  To  insure  success 
Donlan  must  be  broken  and  discredited.  It 
seems  an  outrage  that  these  conscienceless  in- 
fluences should  be  permitted  to  prevail  and  sacrifice 
the  happiness  and  well-being  of  a  thousand  persons 
to  punish  a  lack  of  subservience  in  one.  To 
Mr.  T.  C.  O'Brien  the  witness  said  he  had  not 
received  any  salary  for  the  time  he  was  in  Cuba; 
that  the  fact  of  his  name  being  on  the  pay  roll 
was  a  sufficient  request  for  it,  but  aside  from 
that  he  had  made  no  personal  request.  In  testify- 
ing as  they  did  as  to  what  transpired  the  day 
witness  returned  from  Cuba,  Trustees  Murray  and 
Manning  lied.  He  had  miBSed  the  testimony  of 
Trustees  Wilson  and  O'Callaghan,  but  those  he 
heard  lied,  and  all  those  who  had  testified  for  the 
commission  in  this  case,  relating  to  that  instance, 
had  lied. 

Council  G.  E.  O'Brien  made  for  the  respondent 
the  following  requests  for  rulings: 


1.  The  hearing  is  "in  the  nature  of  a  trial." 

2.  "The  proceedings  before  the  tribunal  should 
be  according  to  the  law  of  the  land  which  is  the 
common  law  wherever  the  statute  is  silent." 

3.  The  tribunal  had  no  control  over  the  charges; 
it  could  not  enlarge  the  charges  as  laid. 

4.  The  respondent  as  a  matter  of  right  was 
entitled  to  specifications. 

5.  The  complainant  was  bound  by  his  answers 
to  specifications. 

6.  The  tribunal  was  restricted  to  matters  set 
forth  by  the  complainant  in  his  answers  to  speci- 
fications. 

7.  The  tribunal  had  no  right  to  hear  witnesses 
other  than  the  complainant  in  support  of  the 
charges  against  the  objection  of  the  respondent. 

8.  The  tribunal  had  no  right  to  receive  testi- 
mony as  evidence  in  support  of  the  charges  not 
given  under  the  sanction  of  a  proper  oath. 

9.  The  tribunal  had  no  right  to  receive  as 
evidence  over  the  objection  of  the  respondent  any 
statements  made  by  persons  not  made  in  the  pres- 
ence of  or  in  the  hearing  of  the  respondent. 

10.  The  tribunal  had  no  right  to  receive  as 
evidence  over  the  objection  of  the  respondent  any 
conclusion  of  any  witness  in  support  of  the  charges, 
even  if  such  conclusion  was  given  under  oath,  if 
such  conclusion  was  formed  or  based  upon  state- 
ments made  to  such  witness  by  persons  not  under 
oath  and  the  author  of  which  statements  the 
respondent  had  no  opportunity  to  cross  examine. 

11.  The  tribunal  has  no  right  directly  or  in- 
directly to  take  part  in  the  removal  of  the  respond- 
ent from  his  public  office. 

12.  The  members  of  the  tribunal  must  give 
specific  reasons  for  their  action  in  the  matter  and 
subscribe  their  names  thereunto. 

13.  The  good  faith  of  the  complainant  in  bring- 
ing the  charges  and  the  probable  cause  of  the 
charges  were  in  issue. 

Corporation  Counsel  Hill  advised  the  Council 
that  they  were  not  called  on  to  give  any  rulings, 
but  that  the  requests  for  rulings  should  be  received 
and  considered  in  connection  with  the  appro- 
priate action  to  be  taken  by  the  Council,  and 
President  MORIARTY  stated  that  that  would 
be  the  ruling  of  the  Council. 

On  advice  of  Corporation  Counsel  Hill  the  hear- 
ing was  then  closed,  at  10.40  p.  m. 
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Proceedings  of  City  Council.

GAMES   ON   SUNDAY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  26,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
240,  the  so-called  Sunday  Sport  Law,  licenses  for 
the  playing  of  certain  games  on  public  grounds 
may  be  automatically  granted  by  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department.  The  law  provides,  how- 
ever, that  permits  for  the  playing  of  certain  games 
on  grounds  other  than  public  grounds  may  be 
granted  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

I  have  consulted  with  the  Corporation  Counsel 
as  to  this  regulation,  inasmuch  as  several  applica- 
tions have  been  received  at  this  office  for  permits 
for  the  playing  of  certain  games  on  non-public 
grounds  within  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  as  follows: 

"First. — This  act  is  to  be  interpreted  as  author- 
izing the  licensing  of  certain  places  for  the  purposes 
enumerated.  There  is  nothing  which  indicates 
that  individuals  must  secure  licenses  or  permits. 
If  this  were  not  the  proper  interpretation,  the 
execution  of  the  statute  would  be  impracticable 
and  almost  impossible. 

"Second. — The  permits  or  licenses  provided  for 
by  the  act  are  to  be  issued  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council.  The  most  convenient  and  appropriate 
method  of  doing  this  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  for 
the  City  Council  to  pass  an  order  substantially  in 
the  form  annexed,  marked  'A.'  The  licensing 
clerk  could  then  issue  permits  in  the  form  marked 
'B'." 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

NEW   POLICE   STATION,    DIVISION    2. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mavor,  April  22,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Several  years  ago  the  City  of 
Boston  acquired  as  a  site  for  a  new  station  house  for 
Police  Division  2  the  parcel  of  land  at  the  corner 
of  Arch  street  and  Hawley  place,  at  a  cost  of 
§135,000.  Until  recently  war  conditions  made  it 
inadvisable  to  attempt  to  build  a  new  station  house 
on  this  site. 
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Last  fall  I  talked  with  the  Police  Commissioner 
about  a  new  building  for  Division  2.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  it  is  badly  needed.  When  we  were 
about  to  make  definite  arrangements  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  building  the  city  received  a  very 
favorable  offer  for  the  Arch  street  property.  ■  I 
immediately  began  looking  about  for  another  site 
equally  suitable  for  the  location  of  the  new  build- 
ing. Such  a  site  was  found  in  the  parcel  of  land 
at  the  corner  of  Milk  and  Sears  streets.  I  brought 
the  proposed  new  site  to  the  attention  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  and  he  stated  that  for  his  purposes 
it  was  more  desirable  than  the  Arch  street  property 
for  several  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  the  property 
on  Milk  street  is  larger.  This  is  an  advantage, 
for  it  is  now  the  intention  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner to  house  in  the  new  building,  which  will 
have  two  separate  sets  of  quarters,  the  regular 
force  assigned  to  Police  Division  2  and  also  the 
new  traffic  squad,  which  is  now  a  separate  unit. 
In  addition,  the  building  located  on  the  property 
on  Milk  street  would  have  better  means  of  approach 
and  egress  for  motor  vehicles  than  the  property  on 
Arch  street.  There  is  still  another  factor  which 
makes  the  Milk  street  site  even  more  desirable 
than  the  Arch  street  property.  The  former  can 
be  purchased  for  its  assessed  valuation  of  $89,000. 
The  latter  can  be  sold  for  not  less  than  its  purchase 
price  of  $135,000  and  probably  for  more.  In 
other  words,  not  only  will  the  city  acquire  in  the 
Milk  street  site  a  location  more  desirable  for  the 
new  station  house  for  Police  Division  2,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Police  Commissioner,  but  a  saving  will 
be  effected  for  the  city  of  at  least  $45,000  in  the 
cost  of  the  land. 

Yesterday  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Police 
Commissioner  urging  immediate  action  on  the 
station  for  Division  2.  As  his  remarks  are  par- 
ticularly pertinent  to  the  general  question  pre- 
sented in  this  communication,  I  am  attaching  a 
copy  of  his  letter  for  your  information. 

On  March  29  the  owners  of  the  Milk  street 
property  notified  me  that  their  offer  would  die  on 
April  1.  In  the  hope,  however,  that  the  City 
Council  would  see  the  wisdom  of  permitting  the 
city  to  acquire  the  new  site  in  place  of  the  property 
at  Arch  street  and  Hawley  place,  I  secured  an 
extension  of  the  time  limit  on  the  offer  until  April 
10.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  obvious  that  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  are  favorable 
to  the  new  location,  I  have  again  secured  an  exten- 
sion of  the  time  limit  on  the  offer  of  the  property 
on  Milk  street  to  April  30,  1920,  and  I  am  now 
recommending  to  the  City  Council  the  immediate 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir,- — As  your  Honor  recollects,  on  April 
10,  1919,  oyer  a  year  ago,  I  forwarded  to  you  a 
letter  relating  to  the  building  of  a  new  police 
station  and  the  remodeling  of  others,  accompanied 
by  an  exhaustive  report  made  by  a  committee 
which  I  appointed  on  March  6  of  that  year  for  that 
purpose.  In  that  letter  I  pointed  out  that  Station 
2  called  for  immediate  action,  and  in  the  report 
there  was  shown  that  the  station  waB  built  in  1850 
and  remodeled  in  1893  to  accommodate  sixty 
officers,  and  there  were  at  that  time  125  officers 
in  the  house;  there  are  now  110.  I  pointed  out  to 
your  Honor  that  neither  the  cells  nor  the  sanitary 
conditions  complied  with  the  rules  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  The  report  clearly  substan- 
tiated the  fact  that  Station  2  was  inadequate  and 
unfit. 

The  building  housing  this  division  is  located  in 
Court  square  at  its  junction  with  City  Hall  avenue 
and  is  a  three-story  affair  with  a  slated  pitch  roof, 
of  second-class  construction;  that  is  to  Bay,  it  has 
exterior  brick  walls,  but  the  floor,  roof  and  par- 
tition construction  throughout  is  of  wood — a  fire 
menace — for  many  years  a  type  of  building  con- 
struction prohibited  in  the  downtown  district. 
On  the  first  floor  are  located  the  booking  office, 
guardroom,  captain's  office  and  the  records,  neither 
conveniently  arranged  nor  of  proper  size.  There 
are  no  sanitary  arrangements  on  this  floor.  There 
are  seven  small  rooms  on  the  second  floor  and  six 
small  rooms  on  the  third  floor,  used  for  sleeping 
quarters  for  the  men.  The  plumbing  fixtures  for 
all  the  sleeping  rooms  are  a  shock  to  one's  sense  of 
moral  decency,  both  in  number  and  type,  venting 


directly  into  the  sleeping  quarters  on  all  floors. 
In  the  attic  space  under  the  rafters  of  a  leaky  roof, 
with  hardly  headroom  enough  to  stand  i  upright, 
are  eighteen  beds  in  almost  continuous  use — a 
foul  smelling  sweat  box  at  all  times  during  warm 
weather  and  at  all  times  wholly  unfit  for  the  pur- 

?ose  for  which  we  have  been  compelled  to  use  it. 
n  the  basement,  6  feet  below  ground,  are  ten 
small  cells,  each  with  a  plank  bunk  board  about 
20  inches  wide  and  hardly  long  enough  for  a  6-foot 
prisoner,  with  about  20  inches  of  clear  space  be- 
tween the  bunk  board  and  the  wall  to  stand  in. 
Each  cell  contains  a  block  type  wood  cover  water- 
closet  without  vents  and  the  whole  cell  room  lacks 
even  the  suspicion  of  a  proper  system  of  ventilation. 
The  heating  plant  is  in  City  Hall  and  the  heating 
coils  for  the  cell  room  are  on  the  walls  opposite 
the  cells.  Either  the  Board'  of  Health  or  the 
Building  Commissioner  would  be  absolutely  justi- 
fied and  be  well  within  the  law  in  prohibiting  the 
further  use  of  this  building  for  police  purposes. 

At  the  time  I  forwarded  the  report  the  city 
owned  land  on  Hawley  street  which  it  had  acquired 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  building,  and 
on  December  15,  1919,  you  wrote  me,  asking  me 
to  consider  approving  the  sale  of  the  land  on  Hawley 
street  and  purchasing  in  place  thereof  a  location 
on  the  corner  of  Sears  and  Milk  streets.  You 
based  your  request  largely  on  the  ground  of  a 
financial  benefit  to  the  city.  I  made  examination 
of  the  property  at  Sears  and  Milk  streets  and  found 
it  to  be  an  adequate  and  a  proper  site  and  therefore 
wrote  your  Honor  on  December  17  as  follows: 

"If  your  Honor  cares  to  dispose  of  the  Hawley 
street  property  so  that  there  will  be  no  delay  in  the 
construction  of  a  new  Station  2,  I  favor  the  pur- 
chase. My  great  concern  is  that  we  should  imme- 
diately have  a  new  Station  2  as  the  present  station 
is  absolutely  unfit  for  occupancy  as  a  police 
station." 

Your  Honor  replied  on  December  23,  advising 
me  that  immediate  steps  would  be  taken  to  secure 
the  property  at  the  corner  of  Milk  and  Sears 
streets  and  to  dispose  of  the  Hawley  street  prop- 
erty, and  your  Honor  said: 

"Of  course,  the  latter  probably  will  not  be  sold 
until  the  Milk  street  location  has  been  secured." 

Apparently  the  present  situation  is  that  we  are 
no  nearer  a  new  Station  2  and  the  intolerable  con- 
ditions still  obtain.  I  must,  therefore,  call  to  your 
Honor's  attention  section  8  of  chapter  291  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1906,  and  to  that  part  of  section  8 
where  it  says: 

"The  City  of  Boston  shall  provide  all  such 
accommodations  for  the  police  of  said  city  as  said 
police  commissioner  may  require," 
and  I  notify  you  again  under  said  chapter  and 
section  that  as  Police  Commissioner  I  require  a 
new  and  adequate  police  station  for  Division  2,  and 
I  much  prefer  the  Milk  and  Sears  streets  site  to  the 
Hawley  street  site  because  it  will  be  possible  to 
construct  a  building  there  which  will  not  only 
adequately  house  Division  2  but  the  traffic  squad 
and  the  officers  of  the  property  clerk.  It  will  also 
be  possible  to  construct  such  a  building  on  that 
site  as  will  provide  a  suitable  drill  hall  and  a  re- 
volver range.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  application  of  the  Hyde  Park 
Motor  Lines,  Inc.,  for  a  license  to  operate  motor 
vehicles  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  passengers  over  the  routes  mentioned 
in  the  application,  for  the  following  reasons: 

I  have  had  several  conferences  with  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  trustees  of  the  Elevated  and  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Railway  Company  in  an 
endeavor  to  solve  the  transportation  problem  in 
the  Hyde  Park  district,  and  the  trustees  of  the 
two  roads  are  now  working  on  some  arrangement 
under  which  the  Boston  Elevated  will  operate 
the  lines  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts.  It  is 
essential  that  nothing  should  be  done  which  might 
in  any  way  impede  any  arrangements  which  the 
two  roads  are  making,  for,  after  all,  a  permanent 
solution  of  the  transportation  problem  in  Hyde 
Park  is  the  result  which  we  all  desire  to  see 
achieved. 

Apparently  with  this  in  mind  the  Hyde  Park 
Board  of  Trade  has  written  to  me  as  follows: 

"It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Hyde  Park 
Board  of  Trade  and  of  the  Special  Committee  of 
Fifteen  that  it  would  be  most  unwise  to  grant  any 
license  to  jitneys  in  this  district  at  present.  We 
trust  you  will  not  approve  any  such  application 
as  our  people  are  a  unit  for  Elevated  service  in 
this  district." 

It  is  obvious  that  were  a  jitney  company  allowed 
to  begin  operations  in  Hyde  Park  the  transporta- 
tion problem  in  that  district  might  be  further 
complicated.

VETO— CITY   TAKING   FOR   TAXES. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  10,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  April  5  providing  that  "From  and 
after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the 
City  Collector  shall  exercise  the  power  of  taking 
to  enforce  the  lien  for  taxes." 

This  year  I  have  petitioned  the  General  Court 
to  grant  the  City  of  Boston  a  tax  limit  of  $11.52 
-for  the  fiscal  year  1921-22.  I  understand  that  the 
committee  to  which  the  bill  was  committed  will 
probably  report  in  favor  of  a  tax  limit  of  $11. 

The  budget  for  this  year  amounts  to  $22,945-, 
000.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  is 
the  slightest  possibility  of  a  budget  of  a  less  amount 
being  submitted  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  that  is, 
1921-22. 

Next  year,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide for  the  present  rate  of  salaries  for  twelve 
months,  provision  having  been  made  for  them  for 
only  ten  months  this  year.  The  additional  sum 
for  the  extra  two  months  will  be  $375,000.  The 
operation  of  the  sliding  scale  in  the  Police  and 
Fire  Departments  will  make  it  necessary  to  pro- 
vide $150,000  more  next  year  than  this  year.  It 
will,  therefore,  be  necessary  to  provide  $525,000 
more  for  salaries  in  the  budget  of  1921-22  than 
in  this  year's  budget.  In  other  words,  the  smallest 
possible  budget  upon  which  we  can  figure  for 
1921-22  will  be  approximately  $23,470,000. 

If  the  city  is  given  a  tax  limit,  as  requested  by 
me,  of  $11.52,  we  will  have  available,  including 
general  revenue,  the  sum  of  $22,168,000.  or  $1,302,- 
000  less  than  our  budget  estimates.  If  the  Leg- 
islature grants  us  a  tax  limit  of  only  $11  we  will 
face  a  deficit  of  approximately  $2,000,000.  It 
is  therefore  obvious  to  even  the  most  casual  ob- 
server that  every  effort  must  be  made  to  aid  the 
City  Collector  in  closing  the  fiscal  year  with  a 
large  surplus,  and  it  is  equally  important  that  the 
collector's  task  should  be  made  no  more  difficult 
than  it  is  at  present. 

It  is  by  no  means  certain  that  the  collector  will 
be  able  to  provide  the  city  (with  a  surplus  either 
of  $2,000,000  or  of  $1,302,000.  If  such  a  surplus 
is  not  provided  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  city  to  curtail  its  service  and 
there  will  be  a  consequent  necessity  of  discharging 
city  employees. 

I  know  of  no  more  effective  way  of  hindering 
the  collector  in  his  task  of  gathering  the  city  taxes 
than  to  force  him  to  take  property  to  enforce  the 
lien  for  taxes.  Any  curtailment  of  the  collector's 
power  means  a  decrease  in  the  efficiency  and  effec- 
tiveness of  his  collections.  This  is  so  obvious 
that  it  needs  no  elaboration. 

The  collector  needs  every  facility  that  the  law 
now  gives  him  and  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  stating 
that  were  the  law  to  be  changed  as  the  City  Council 
now  suggests  there  would  not  be  the  slightest  possi- 
bility of  the  city  treasury  showing  a  surplus  at  the 
close  of  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Without  a  substantial  surplus  material  cuts 
would  have  to  be  made  in  the  service  which  the 
city  renders  to  its  citizens.  Numbers  of  city  em- 
ployees who  would  thus  be  deprived  of  their  op- 
portunity for  employment  would  necessarily  have 
to  be  discharged.  Although  the  City  Council 
has  seen  fit  to  recommend  a  course  which  would 
bring  about  such  an  unfortunate  condition,  I 
cannot  convince  myself  that  such  action  would  be 
a  fair  one  either  to  city  employees  or  to  the  tax- 
payers at  large.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — Public  markets  were  established  in 
Boston  under  the  Statutes  of  1915,  chapter  119, 
for  the  first  time.  Farmers  were  allowed  to  come 
from  any  part  of  Massachusetts  and  sell  direct 
to  the  consumer.  It  was  a  new  undertaking  and 
a  hardship  at  the  time  to  convince  the  farmers 
that  it  was  of  benefit  to  them  as  well  as  to  the 
consumer. 

During  the  years  1917,  1918,  1919,  the  markets 
were  a  success  both  to  the  farmers  and  buying 
public.  Every  city  in  the  state  that  operates 
public  markets  places  a  charge  upon  the  farmers, 
with  the  exception  of  the  City  of  Boston. 


The  city  of  Cambridge  during  the  year  1919 
received  a  revenue  of  $2,800  for  markets  two 
days  a  week.  All  the  cities  in  Massachusetts  paid 
overhead  expenses. 

Boston  markets  have  the  indorsements  of  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Necessaries  of  Life,  and  also 
the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  whose  former 
secretary  informed  the  deputy  superintendent 
that  a  charge  should  be  placed  on  all  farmers,  as 
that  was  the  intention  of  the  Statutes  of  1915. 

The  deputy  superintendent  has  talked  this 
matter  over  with  the  farmers  and  they  have 
agreed  to  pay.  It  would  be  a  good  idea  to  pay 
the  expenses.  It  is  our  intention  to  open  two 
more  markets,  one  in  Mattapan  and  one  in  Hyde 
Park,  which  will  make  a  total  of  eight  markets. 
I  therefore  most  respectfully  desire  your  Honor's 
approval  to  charge  50  cents  per  day  to  each 
farmer,  the  same  to  be  turned  over  to  the  City 
Collector  on  the  following  date.

Dear  Sir, — Replying  to  an  order  of  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  April  26,  1920,  that  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  requested 
through  your  Honor  to  submit  an  estimate  to  the 
City  Council  of  the  cost  of  establishing  suitable 
public  baths  in  the  old  Station  N  o.  6  building,  South 
Boston,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  building  is  poorly  arranged  for  changing 
over  into  bathing  facilities  without  considerable 
expense  as  the  greater  portion  of  the  first  floor 
would  have  to  be  removed  and  be  replaced  by  iron 
beams  and  reinforced  concrete.  Also,  the  removal 
of  the  old  brick  cells  (three  tiers  high)  and  con- 
tinuing the  first  and  second  floors  through  to  the 
rear  wall  would  be  necessary. 

This  would  give  a  floor  area  of  approximately 
two  thousand  square  feet,  which  would  provide 
accommodations  for  waiting  room,  attendants' 
room,  thirty-two  showers  and  forty  clothes  lockers 
on  first  floor.  The  basement  would  require  the 
grade  to  be  lowered  one  foot,  after  which  a  grano- 
lithic floor  would  have  to  be  installed.  This  space 
would  then  provide  for  heating  apparatus,  hot 
water  tanks,  etc. 

The  cost  can  only  be  made  approximately  as 
there  are  no  scale  drawings  to  show  the  work  more 
definitely.

REPAIR    OF    ASHLAND    STREET   BRIDGE.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  a 
communication  just  received  from  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  relative  to  the  appropriation 
for  the  repair  of  the  Ashland  Street  Bridge,  West 
Roxbury,  and  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

On  March  3  an  inspection  of  the  Ashland  Street 
Bridge,  West  Roxbury,  over  the  tracks  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  was  made 
by  representatives  of  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission, the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
and  this  department,  and  the  report  of  the  bridge 
engineer  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  stated, 
"  In  several  places  the  webs  of  the  girders  are 
rusted  through  and  some  of  the  shelf  angles  also 
are  considerably  corroded.  The  bridge  as  a  whole 
is  in  such  a  condition  that  it  ought  to  be  replaced 
in  the  immediate  future,  and  until  it  is  replaced  I 
recommend  that  the  loads  passing  over  it  be 
restricted  to  a  25-ton  box  car." 

This  work  should  be  done  this  year,  and  it  would 
be  advisable  to  start  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to 
complete  it  before  winter.  An  order  has  been 
passed  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  for  the 
alteration  of  this  bridge  in  accordance  with  plans 
prepared  by  this  department,  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel  advises  that  the  city  could  properly  go 
ahead  with  the  reconstruction  of  the  bridge  without 
prejudicing  its  rights  in  any  way  in  the  matter  of 
apportionment  of  the  cost. 

The  cost  of  reconstructing  this  bridge  might 
properly  be  taken  out  of  a  loan  if  such  money  is 
available,  or,  if  not,  it  should  be  granted  in  the 
form  of  a  special  appropriation.  The  amount 
required  is  $65,000.

Dear  Sir, — Pursuant  to  an  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  at  its  meeting  March  8,  1920,  i.  e., 

"  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayorbe  requested 
to  consult  with  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  the  Master 
Builders'  Association,  the  Boston  Central  Labor 
Union,  and  any  other  organization  that  he  may 
consider  advisable,  and  examine  into  the  feasibility 
of  forming  a  corporation  of  public  spirited  citizen* 
who  will  undertake  and  finance  the  project  of  pro- 
viding housing  facilities  for  the  great  number  of 
people  in  this  city  who  are  not  properly  provided 
for," 

which  was  referred  to  this  Board  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  the  legislative  act  in  accordance  with 
which  it  was  created,  specifying  that  one  of  its 
duties  shall  be  to  "make  plans  for  the  development 
of  the  municipality,  with  special  reference  to  the 
proper  housing  of  its  people,"  several  conferences 
on  the  subject  have  been  held  in  this  office. 

These  conferences  have  been  attended  by  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange,  Boston 
Real  Estate  Exchange,  United  Improvement  Asso- 
ciation, Boston  Society  of  Architects,  Boston 
Society  of  Landscape  Architects,  Boston  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers,  Master  Builders'  Association, 
Central  Labor  Union,  Catholic  Charitable  Bureau, 
Federated  Jewish  Charities,  Women's  Municipal 
League,  Commission  on  Necessaries  of  Life,  Massa- 
chusetts Co-operative  Bank  League,  Boston  Hous- 
ing Association,  Committee  on  Rents  and  Housing, 


Associated  Industries  of  Massachusetts,  Massa- 
chusetts Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  well  as  repre- 
sentatives from  various  city  departments  in  a 
position  to  co-operate  in  the  work. 

While  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  a  housing 
shortage  exists  which  is  not  likely  to  be  met  by 
the  investment  of  private  capital,  the  exact  nature 
and  extent  of  this  shortage  has  never  been  deter- 
mined. It  was  the  sense  of  these  meetings  that  the 
only  way  this  information  could  be  definitely  and 
accurately  secured  was  by  a  survey  of  the  industrial 
plants,  and  of  the  other  large  employers  of  labor, 
within  the  city  limits,  or  adjacent  thereto.  This 
would  mean  the  assembling  in  each  case  of  informa- 
tion as  to  whether  there  was  a  scarcity  of  houses 
among  their  employees,  the  average  or  approximate 
rental  basis,  general  information  with  regard  to  size 
and  price  of  vacant  areas  in  the  vicinity,  the 
attitude  of  the  employer  with  regard  to  assisting 
in  financing  a  housing  scheme  should  one  be  con- 
sidered feasible,  and  other  data  of  a  similar  nature. 
This  would  put  the  matter  on  a  definite  basis  and 
clear  the  way  for  concrete  action  should  the  results 
indicate  such  a  course  to  be  justifiable  and  necessary. 

It  was  also  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  city 
as  a  municipality  should  undertake  and  finance 
this  next  step  as  outlined.  It  is  estimated  that  a 
survey  of  this  sort,  necessitating  the  employment 
of  investigators,  the  defrayal  of  traveling  expenses , 
postage,  stationery,  and  general  office  expense, 
would  involve  an  expenditure  not  to  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars  ($2,000).  Considerable  informa- 
tion has  been  already  assembled  by  the  City 
Planning  Board  which  would,  of  course,  be  made 
available,  and  all  further  assistance  possible  would 
be  rendered.  The  Associated  Industries  of  Massa- 
chusetts have  furnished  a  list  of  all  Boston  members 
affiliated  with  its  organization,  and  placed  its 
complete  file  of  prospective  members  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  committee.  In  fact  every  organization 
represented  has  expressed  a  willingness  and  a 
desire  to  be  of  service  in  the  movement. 

In  the  meantime  a  committee  has  been  organized, 
composed  of  the  acting  chairman  of  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board  as  a  chairman  and  one  representative 
from  each  of  the  organizations  thus  far  called 
together,  to  carry  the  movement  forward  until 
such  time  as  the  definite  facts  indicated  above  are 
assembled. 

If  the  appropriation  suggested  is  made  available 
the  work  will  be  immediately  begun.  While  the 
more  flagrant  cases  of  rent  profiteering  are  being 
met  at  the  present  time  by  the  Committee  on 
Rents  and  Housing,  there  is  a  demand  beyond  that 
for  houses  for  private  ownership  on  the  part  of  the 
people  able  and  willing  to  pay  for  accommodations 
if  such  can  be  made  available.  This  situation  is 
daily  becoming  acute,  and  with  the  return  of 
vacationists  in  the  fall,  conditions  may  readily 
assume  the  proportions  of  a  panic.  The  same 
conditions  prevail  in  practically  every  city  through- 
out the  country,  and  a  movement  similar  to  what 
is  indicated  above  is  on  foot  in  Worcester,  Holyoke, 
Bridgeport,  Portland,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Detroit, 
Pittsburgh,  New  York,  and  many  other  com- 
munities.

VETO— RESOLVE   CONCERNING 
VETERANS.

"Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  .of  the  City 
of  Boston  hereby  favors  the  enactment  of  legis- 
lation to  provide  that  John  J.  Cronin  and  others, 
veterans  of  the  World  War,  may  be  reinstated  in 
their  former  positions  in  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston."

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The  facts  in  the  case  seem  to  be  as  follows: 

John  J.  Cronin  was  appointed  to  the  Fire 
Department  April  30,  1910,  and  resigned  June  23, 
1913,  to'  enter  the  Police  Department.  Mr. 
Cronin  resigned  from  the  Fire  Department  to 
better  his  own  condition.  He  left  the  Police 
Department  September  9,  1919,  and  was  one  of  the 
striking  policemen  whose  positions  were  declared 
vacant  by  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Common- 
wealth. He  served  in  the  navy  during  the  World 
War. 

Under  the  heading,  "Others,  Veterans  of  the 
World  War"  who,  under  this  order  may  be  rein- 
stated, are  approximately  twenty-nine  men  in 
addition  to  Mr.  Cronin,  made  up  as  follows: 

Fourteen  striking  policemen  who  left  the  Fire 
Department  to  better  their  condition  and  joined 
the  Police  Department,  some  of  them  as  far  back 
as  April,  1910.  (One  of  these  men  joined  the 
Metropolitan  Park  Police.) 

Twelve  men  who  resigned  at  various  times  to 
follow  a  more  profitable  employment. 

Two  men  who  were  pensioned. 

One  man  who  was  dishonorably  discharged. 

The  present  Fire  Commissioner,  with  my  ap- 
proval, has  made  it  a  rule  in  accepting  resignations 
of  men  who  left  the  department  to  better  their 
condition,  that  they  should  not  be  reinstated. 
In  addition,  both  the  Fire  Commissioner  and 
myself  are  on  public  record  to  the  effect  that  all 
appointments  in  the  Fire  Department  shall  be 
made  from  the  veterans  on  the  qualified  list  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  240  veterans  on 
the  civil  service  list  awaiting  appointment  to  the 
Fire  Department.  If  the  veterans  for  whose 
benefit  the  present  resolve  was  offered  in  the  City 
Council  are  reinstated,  the  names  of  the  240 
veterans  on  the  list  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion will  remain  on  the  list,  as  the  number  of 
appointments  for  the  coming  year  will  be  very 
small  as  only  vacancies  will  be  filled.  As  between 
the  veterans  on  the  qualified  civil  service  list  and 
the  29  veterans  who  resigned  from  the  Fire  De- 
partment to  better  their  condition,  many  of  them 
years  ago,  there  can  be  but  one  choice,  namely, 
that  the  present  policy  of  the  Fire  Department 
should  be  maintained,  and  that  all  appointments 
to  the  force  should  be  made  from  the  veterans  on 
the  qualified  list  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  men  in  whose  interest  the  present  resolve 
was  introduced  are  at  liberty  to  take  the  civil 
ser  ice  examination  as  was  done  by  the  240  veterans 
who  are  now  on  the  qualified  list.  Were  I  to  ap- 
prove of  the  passage  of  a  law  such  as  the  resolution 
in  question  advocates,  I  should  be  guilty  of  an  act 
of  injustice  to  the  240  veterans  who  have  passed 
the  examination  and  are  now  on  the  qualified  civil 
service  list  awaiting  appointment  to  the  Fire 
Department.  No  right-thinking  man  should 
advocate  such  a  course  on  my  part.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I  hesi- 
tate to  again  take  the  floor  at  this  hpur,  but  at  the 
same  time  I  feel  called  upon  to  say  a  word  on  the 
order  before  us  for  consideration.  I  would  not  do 
so  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  it  seems  to  be 
rather  the  fashion  or  the  fad  to  criticise  the  City 


Council  for  dilatory  tactics  and  to  question  the 
capability  of  the  various  members  of  the  Council, 
individually  and  collectively.  I  am  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  who  is  always  eager  for 
constructive  criticism.  I  am  always  open,  or  try  to 
be,  to  advice  and  council  of  any  man  whose  opinion 
I  respect  upon  any  matter  that  may  be  before  us 
for  consideration.  But,  Mr.  President,  it  seems 
hardly  fair,  when  the  Council  does  do  something  of 
a  constructive  nature  that  it  should  have  whatever 
little  glory,  credit,  approbation,  or  whatever  you 
may  desire  to  term  it,  stolen  away  from  it  and 
thrust  upon  some  other  noble  brow.  Last  Thurs- 
day or  Friday  I  was  rather  astounded  to  see  the 
news  columns  of  papers  in  the  City  of  Boston  to 
the  effect  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  had  solved  the 
housing  situation  from  which  we  are  all  now 
suffering,  claiming  credit  for  the  program  he  has 
developed,  or  claims  to  have  developed,  in  giving 
out  his  news  to  the  various  reporters  in  City  Hall. 
On  top  of  that,  I  have  an  editorial  in  my  hand  here 
from  this  morning's  Post,  and  I  will  just  take  a 
moment  or  two  to  read  a  few  lines  from  it.     It  says : 

"Dwellings  are  so  much  needed  that  the  Mayor 
is  doing  just  what  might  be  expected  of  a  vigilant 
official  strictly  on  his  job.  There  should  be  the 
heartiest  co-operation  in  putting  his  plans  across." 

I  was  so  astounded  that  I  had  the  members  of 
the  City  Planning  Board  sent  for,  to  find  out  Just 
what  part  the  Mayor  did  take  in  the  program  of 
development.  The  plan  suggested  in  the  past 
may  or  may  not  be  the  proper  panacea  to  use  to 
correct  the  evils  now  existing,  but  whether  so  or  not, 
if  the  plan  was  a  creditable  one,  credit  belongs  in 
two  places — first,  in  the  City  Council,  as  a  whole, 
and  second,  because  of  the  development  of  the 
thought,  to  the  City  Planning  Board.  Every 
member  here  knows  that  the  Mayor  has  not  sug- 
gested one  constructive  thought  on  the  housing 
situation  in  the  City  of  Boston.  We  have  been 
criticised  and  condemned  as  not  being  a  right 
thinking  body  or  a  proper  thinking  body,  but  no  one 
whom  I  have  ever  yet  come  across  in  the  entire 
population  of  the  city  has  ever  accused  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  of  thinking  at  all.  I  just  want  to  relate 
the  history  of  this  housing  situation.     On  June  23, 

1919,  nearly  one  year  ago,  sir,  I  filed  an  order,  and 
the  Council  passed  the  order  unanimously,  calling 
upon  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  appoint  a  committee 
of  public-spirited  citizens  to  see  whether  or  not  it 
was  advisable  to  form  a  corporation  of  public- 
spirited  citizens  who  would  use  their  own  moneys 
to  relieve  the  housing  situation.  After  several 
months  of  waiting,  nothing  being  done,  although 
we  are  supposed  to  be  the  dilatory  body,  I  filed 
another  order  on  February  16,  in  which  I  called 
upon  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  submit  to  the  Council 
such  material,  information  or  facts  as  he  had 
pertinent  to  the  forming  of  that  corporation,  and 
asking  him  whether  or  not  he  had  done  anything 
relative  to  the  matter.  We  received  on  March  1 
a  statement  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  I  am 
just  going  to  bother  you  to  read  it,  so  that  all  the 
glory,  pomp  and  power  of  this  great  and  wondrous 
claim  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  may  appear.  In  a 
written  statement  to  the  Council,  February  28, 

1920,  eight  months  after  the  order  had  passed  the 
Council,  he  said  to  the  City  Council: 

"Gentlemen, — I  have  received  the  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  on  February  16  inquiring  what 
action  I  have  taken  on  the  order  passed  on  June  23, 
requesting  me  to  examine  into  the  feasibility  of 
providing  additional  housing  facilities. 

"On  receipt  of  your  order  of  June  23  I  went  into 
this  matter  at  some  length.  It  appeared  to  me 
that  it  would  be  unwise  for  me  to  attempt  to 
conduct  any  investigation  in  this  matter  as  there 
seemed  to  be  no  legal  way  in  which  the  city  could 
provide  additional  housing  facilities. 

"I  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  my  opinion  in  this  matter  was  con- 
firmed, for  it  is  apparent  that  the  circumstances 
are  not  such  at  the  present  time  so  as  to  make  it 
within  the  legal  and  constitutional  powers  of  the 
city  government  to  expend  money  for  the  purpose 
oroposed." 

Again,  the  following  Monday  I  re-offered  the 
order  and  pointed  out  as  clearly  as  I  could  that  it 
did  not  call  for  an  expenditure  of  money;  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  could,  if  he  was  interested  enough , 
take  the  initiative  after  we  had  given  him  the 
opportunity  to  do  so,  and  form  such  a  public- 
spirited  corporation  of  citizens  of  this  great  city, 
in  line  with  that  order,  as  might  carry  out  some  of 
this  important  work.  He  forwarded  the  order 
to  the  City  Planning  Board,  and  the  City  Planning 
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Board  called  a  meeting.  Everybody  they  sent  for 
responded,  with  the  exception  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Bank  Association,  which  refused  to  answer 
the  call.  The  members  of  the  Planning  Board 
developed  the  thought  that  it  would  be  the  proper 
thing  to  do  to  ask  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  expend 
the  sum  of  $2,000  for  an  industrial  investigation 
to  find  out  what  the  situation  that  existed  really 
was,  or  the  situation  that  we  claimed  to  exist. 
That  is  the  history  of  it ;  and  we  had  the  spectacle 
of  this  Council  being  condemned  on  one  side  and 
vilified  and  assailed  on  the  other,  ridiculed  by  men 
who  have  not  the  qualifications  to  serve  in  the 
Council,  and  yet  when  it  does  something  of  a 
meritorious  nature  having  somebody  come  along 
and  steal  it  over  night,  while  we^  are  accused  of 
dilatory  tactics.  How  apropos  it  is  that  this 
matter  comes  up  today,  when  Station  2  is  being 
discussed.  We  are  dilatory!  We  are  negligent 
in  the  building  of  a  new  station  house  that  could 
be  built  if  the  Mayor  so  desired;  but  the  Mayor  of 
Boston,  confronted  by  a  terrible  situation,  a  fearful 
moral  situation,  an  apparent  health  situation, 
delays  for  one  year,  Mr.  President,  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  the  fact  that  this  situation  exists.  And 
not  only  has  he  neglected  to  take  advantage  of 
the  order  as  passed  by  us,  but  he  sent  in  here  a 
veto  of  the  order,  in  which  he  said  it  would  be 
unwise  to  look  into  the  housing  conditions  that 
every  wide-awake,  sane,  intelligent  man  knows 
to  exist.  The  conditions  exist  in  Boston,  Mr. 
President,  not  in  Dover.  Look  around  Boston 
and  see  what  the  conditions  are.  Dilatory,  Mr. 
Mayor?  You  are  the  one  that  is  dilatory.  The 
people  of  Boston  are  suffering.  They  are  suffering 
bodily  ills;  they  are  suffering  from  a  terrible  moral 
situation,  and  it  is  time  that  you  sent  this  order 
to  us;  but  it  is  also  time  that  the  Council  and  others 
identified  with  this  movement  got  some  of  the 
credit  that  belongs  to  them.  I  hope  the  order 
will  pass.  I  wish  the  Mayor  would  make  it 
$20,000.  I  don't  know  who  woke  him  up  and 
suggested  to  him  that  he  send  in  this  order  today. 
Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  this  order  because  I  think  it  is  a  move  in 
the  right  direction.  I  do  not  believe  the  sum  the 
Mayor  is  asking  for  is  adequate  or  sufficient  to 
perhaps  carry  through  the  proper  sort  of  investiga- 
tion; but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  don't  think,  if  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  cared  to  get  the  facts,  he  would 
need  to  make  much  of  an  investigation,  because 
within  thirty  minutes  of  any  business  day  he 
would  find,  were  he  to  investigate  properly  and  ask 
prospective  tenants  to  come  to  City  Hall,  that 
there  are  thousands  of  people  now  unable  to  get 
proper  housing  accommodations.  The  demand  is 
far  greater  than  the  supply.  It  has  encouraged 
profiteering  on  the  part  of  landlords,  who  can  get 
any  price  they  ask  for  apartments,  no  matter 
what  the  condition  of  the  apartments  may  be, 
because  people  must  be  housed.  The  Mayor  has 
seen  fit  to  appoint  a  housing  committee,  who  are 
holding  investigations.  He  now  sees  fit  to  appoint 
the  City  Planning  Board  to  conduct  another 
series  of  investigations,  and  I  understand  that  they 
are  going  to  co-operate  and  work  together.  But 
the  fact  of  the  case  is  that  after  these  investigations 
are  made,  taking  some  weeks  and  carrying  us 
through  the  summer  months,  we  will  have  arrived 
in  the  fall  at  a  time  when  a  more  acute  condition 
than  now  exists  will  be  apparent  to  us,  and  there 
will  be  no  houses  for  people  to  live  in.  If  the 
Mayor  and  his  respective  committees  would  see 
fit  to  do  something  in  regard  to  the  tax  rate  as 
applied  to  homes  in  the  residential  districts  of 
Boston,  it  might  be  possible  to  bring  about  a 
condition  of  affairs  that  would  warrant  the  pro- 
spective capitalists,  the  man  with  money,  the 
builder  who  is  willing  to  build  homes,  provided  he 
can  sell  them  to  advantage,  to  act.  He  is  not 
going  to  build  homes  at  the  dictation  of  the  City 
Council  or  the  Mayor  for  the  express  purpose  of 
being  a  philanthropist  and  losing  some  money. 
A  profit  must  be  shown  to  him,  and  the  profit  will 
never  be  shown  to  him  when  the  tax  rate  is  in- 
creasing over  the  years  on  suburban  property  in  a 
greater  degree  than  on  property  in  the  downtown 
section.  There  must  be,  in  the  very  nature  of 
things,  a  different  order  of  taxation.  I  believe 
that  is  the  solution  of  the  problem — that  there 
should  be  a  zone  system  of  taxation  established, 
so  that  a  flat  rate  should  not  be  applied  to  the 
residential  district  of  South  Boston,  for  instance, 
and  the  business  district  of  Tremont  street.  There 
are  places  outside  of  the  business  section  where 
property  is  now  taxed  away  beyond  the  actual 
value,    while   in   the    downtown    district   property 


is  taxed  away  below  the  selling  value.  I  know 
of  one  location  on  Tremont  street  where  within 
three  weeks  the  rent  has  been  increased  on  a  store 
$8,000,  and  a  $10,000  bonus  was  paid  to  the  agent 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  lease.  That  is  the 
condition  in  the  downtown  district  where,  in  my 
judgment,  the  tax  rate  is  inadequate,  and  where 
the  city  is  not  getting  enough  revenue.  I  believe 
the  City  of  Boston  might  perhaps  go  ahead  and 
permit  homes  to  be  built  within  the  confines  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  do  what  small  cities  do  when 
they  ask  mercantile  establishments  to  build  within 
their  confines — allowing  them  to  be  tax  exempt,  if 
necessary,  for  a  period  of  a  few  years.  These  are 
the  problems  with  which  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
has  to  deal,  because  he  happens  to  be  the  Mayor, 
and  they  are  problems  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
cannot  longer  continue  to  delegate  to  committees 
he  may  see  fit  to  appoint,  which  will  dillydally  on 
these  matters,  the  end  of  their  investigations  being 
reports  that  will  be  forthcoming  to  the  city  govern- 
ment later,  but  which  will  not  mean  that  one  extra 
house  will  be  built  here  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  order  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 

11.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  communi- 
cation (referred  today)  giving  estimate  of  cost  of 
establishing  public  baths  in  old  Station  6  building, 
South  Boston — that  the  same  be  placed  on  file. 

Report  accepted;  communication  placed  on  file. 

12.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica- 
tion and  order  (referred  April  26)  for  appropria- 
tion of  $89,000  for  new  site  for  Police  Station  2— 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  rejection  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  on  the  order 
just  read  by  the  Clerk  I  intend  to  vote  yes.  Never- 
theless I  am  compelled  to  make  statement  concern- 
ing the  same.  There  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
controversy  and  newspaper  publicity  emanating 
from  the  office  of  the  Mayor  to  the  public  and  to 
the  Press  concerning  the  dilatory  action  of  the  City 
Council  in  the  matter  of  improving  conditions  in 
the  housing  of  the  policemen  of  Station  2,  and 
always  placing  the  responsibility  for  the  neglect 
and  delay  to  provide  those  facilities  upon  the 
shoulders  of  this  body.  As  one  member  who 
intends  to  favor  this  proposition  and  as  one  who 
has  favored  every  proposition  to  provide  funds 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  suitable  for  housing 
the  policemen  of  Station  2,  I  desire  to  say  that  the 
preponderance  of  responsibility  for  delay  in  the 
matter  does  not  lie  at  the  doors  of  the  City  Council . 
I  say  this  without  any  prejudice  whatever,  because 
I  believe  in  a  square  deal  at  all  times.  The  pre- 
ponderance of  responsibility  in  the  matter  of  delay 
in  providing  proper  accommodations  for  the  police- 
men of  the  City  of  Boston,  whether  attached  to 
Station  2  or  elsewhere — including  the  West  Rox- 
bury  station  and  other  stations — can  principally 
be  attributed  to  two  factors — one,  the  suspension 
of  building  operations  due  to  the  war;  the  other, 
the  continual  shifting  of  plans  and  locations  by  the 
chief    executives    in    the    past    and    the    present. 

1  think  it  is  only  fair  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  if 
he  has  any  further  controversy  or  discussion  or 
expresses  any  opinion  concerning  the  matter  of 
building  Station  House  2,  should  place  the  respon- 
sibility where  it  belongs  rather  than  on  the 
shoulders  of  this  body,  placing  us  in  a  discredited 
position  before  the  public  in  regard  to  this  matter. 
He  knows,  I  know,  every  person  conversant  with 
the  proposition  knows,  that  the  delay  on  the  part 
of  the  City  Council  has  been  of  slight  moment, 
meaning  less  than  two  or  three  months  at  the  most , 
and  that  the  balance  of  the  responsibility  of  the 
delay  for  a  year  or  two  belongs  elsewhere.  I 
believe  in  fairness  to  this  body  that  hereafter  in 
any  comment,  discussion  or  interview  given  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  concerning  the  Police  Station 

2  matter  he  should  treat  this  body  fairly  and 
squarely,  admitting  that  the  delay  on  the  part  of 
the  City  Council  has  been  very  slight  as  compared 
with  the  delays  in  other  quarters. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  think  I  was  going  to  be  compelled  to  speak 
on  this  particular  project.  However,  having  been 
named  in  the  Press  of  Boston, — in  the  news 
columns,  editorially  and  in  paid  advertisements 
on  the  front  sheets  of  some  of  our  papers, — as 
one  of  the  four  members  of  the  body  who  saw  fit 
to  vote  against  this  project,  I  think  I  ought  properly 
to  say  a  word,  pertaining  to  it.  For  the  last  three 
or  four  years,  to  my  knowledge,  and  some  two  or 
three  years  before  my  entering  this  body  as  a 
member,  this  proposition  has  been  discussed 
pro   and   con   by  various  administrations  and  by 
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various  members  of  the  Council.  I  want  to  make 
it  clear  that  the  only  motive  I  have  in  voting  against 
this  proposition  today,  as  I  have  voted  against 
it  in  the  past,  is  the  fact  that  I  am  firmly  con- 
vinced, sir,  that  this  is  not  a  proper  site  for  a  new 
Police  Station  2.  No  other  consideration,  as 
affecting  this  matter,  has  ever  entered  my  head, 
sir.  Station  2  has  had  a  site,  Mr.  President, 
for  the  past  two  or  three  years.  There  has  been  a 
good  deal  of  dickering  and  hollering  about  it,  as  on 
all  sites.  We  can  never  hope,  Mr.  President,  to 
have  a  unanimous  opinion  as  to  the  proper  location 
of  any  kind  of  a  public  building.  They  tried  first 
to  locate  it  on  Tremont  street,  on  the  site  of  the 
old  Penal  Institutions  building.  They  again  sug- 
gested that  it  be  erected  on  the  present  site  of  Sta- 
tion 2,  and  after  the  expenditure  of  $20,000  for 
plans  for  development  of  a  new  Station  2  the  City 
of  Boston  saw  fit  to  purchase  a  site  on  Hawley 
street.  Everybody  connected  with  the  Police 
Department  and  everybody  in  a  responsible  posi- 
tion in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  City 
of  Boston  said  "Amen!"  Mr.  President,  and 
thought  that  the  matter  was  finally  settled  upon 
and  determined  for  all  time.  Then,  when  the 
Council  had  reason  to  believe  that  the  matter  was 
finally  settled,  and  when  it  was  apparently  finally 
settled,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  determined  that  a 
new  site — a  different  site — was  necessary  in  order 
to  properly  take  care  of  the  police  in  this  section 
of  Boston;  and  he  picked  out,  or  someone  picked 
out,  a  site  down  on  Sears  street,  off  Milk  street. 
Members  of  the  Council  have  in  turn  debated  that 
pro  and  con,  and  a  number  of  us  have  been  named 
by  the  Loyal  Coalition,  sir,  as  being  unfit  to  serve 
in  this  body  because  of  the  position  we  have  taken 
upon  that  matter.  Mr.  President,  I  am  not  a 
thin-skinned  person.  I  have  met  defeat  on  the 
floor  of  great  bodies,  just  as  great  as  this.  I  am 
not  inclined,  either,  to  turn  the  other  cheek  when 
somebody  slaps  me  on  the  side  of  the  face.  But 
if  ever  I  cast  a  justifiable  vote  in  a  matter  pertain- 
ing to  the  interests  of  the  state  or  city  I  have 
done  so  in  this  case,  and  I  have  tried  to  bring  into 
play  every  ounce  of  the  little  intelligence  of  which 
I  may  be  in  possession  in  dealing  with  the  matter. 
And  after  all  the  thought  and  consideration  I  have 
given  to  the  matter  I  cannot  see  my  way  clear 
to  vote  for  that  site  and  at  the  same  time  remain 
true  to  the  oath  of  office  I  took  when  I  became  a 
member  of  this  body.  The  new  site  on  Sears  street 
is  not  a  proper  site  for  administering  the  affairs 
of  the  Police  Department  of  our  city.  I  don't  care 
what  man  identified  with  the  department  says  it  is. 
I  have  talked  with  men  of  experience,  honest  and 
capable  men,  who  have  told  me  that  I  have  voted 
right,  sir,  on  this  matter.  I  am  not  apologizing. 
I  have  never  had  to  apologize  for  a  vote  of  mine 
in  any  legislative  body  in  which  I  have  yet  served. 
I  have  tried  to  perform  my  duty  to  the  utmost  of 
my  ability.  I  have  at  least  voted  conscientiously 
on  every  matter  that  came  before  me;  and  I  am 
voting  against  this,  Mr.  President,  because  I 
believe  I  am  right,  sir.  In  doing  so  I  welcome 
criticism,  if  criticism  must  come.  I  have  no  apology 
to  make.  lam  going  to  vote  against  this  new  site 
for  Police  Station  2.  This  is  a  great  territory 
covered  by  this  police  division  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department.  There  are  innumerable  places  that 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  can  procure  for  a  site  for  this 
station.  If  they  desire  to  find  a  Hawley  street 
site,  well  and  good,  but  at  least  give  us  something 
in  its  place  equally  good  or  equally  serviceable 
and  we  will  respond  to  the  call,  because  we  are 
faithful  to  the  duties  that  are  olaced  upon  us,  as 
faithful  to  the  interests  of  this  city  as  is  his  Honor 
the  Mayor.  We  are  here  to  properly  consider  and 
pass  upon  matters  that  come  before  us  for  con- 
sideration, and  I  stand  here  now,  as  I  shall  always 
stand,  ready  to  vote  conscientiously,  fairly  and 
justly  upon  any  matter.  But  I  do  not  intend  to 
vote  wrongfully.  When  I  believe  that  in  voting 
a  certain  way  on  any  matter  I  will  be  voting  the 
wrong  way,  I  shall  certainly  not  vote  that  way. 
So  I  am  going  to  vote  against  this  order,  and  I 
am  proud  of  the  fact  that  I  can  say  to  the  citizens 
of  this  city  that  I  am  voting  honestly  and  con- 
scientiously and  in  the  interest  of  the  citizens 
on  this  matter. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  in  my  long 
experience  in  this  body  I  have  never  yet  tried  to 
oast  aspersions  as  to  unfair  motives  upon  any  of 
my  associates  because  of  their  votes,  and  I  do  not 
propose  to  do  so  now.  I  assume  that  every  man 
here  is  acting  in  accordance  with  what  he  believes 
to  be  his  duty  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city, 
and  conscientiously.     I  arrogate  to  no  set  of  men 


in  this  Council  the  exclusive  right  to  act  con- 
scientiously. I  submit,  sir,  that  my  vote  on  this 
question  is  as  conscientious  as  that  of  any  other  man 
and  my  reasons  for  voting  as  I  do  today  are, 
roughly,  as  follows.  Police  Station  2  is  and  has 
been  a  positive  disgrace  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  old  Station  2  was  built  approximately  in  1850, 
and  for  many  years  it  has  been  unsanitary,  a 
positive  menace  to  the  occupants  from  the  stand- 
point of  health,  and  a  veritable  firetrap  in  the 
midst  of  the  old  police  district  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Some  years  ago,  when  this  matter  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council,  the 
Council  voted  money  for  a  new  location.  That,  I 
believe,  was  during  ex-Mayor  Curley's  administra- 
tion. I  believed  then,  and  believe  now,  that  the 
primary  duty  of  the  Council  is  to  vote  money  and 
not  to  select  sites.  That  jurisdiction  rests  primarily 
and  solely,  in  my  opinion,  within  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Mayor  and  the  heads  of  departments. 
Acting  under  the  recommendation  of  the  then 
Mayor  and  his  heads  of  departments,  we  appro- 
priated money  for  the  construction  of  a  new  police 
station  as  well  as  for  a  site.  As  was  pointed  out 
here,  the  war  came  on.  No  delay  had  been  mani- 
fested by  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  order. 
We  all  agreed  and  admitted  that  Station  2  was  a 
disgrace  to  the  city  and  that  there  should  be  a  new 
station  in  its  place.  As  I  remember  it,  there  was  a 
newspaper  controversy  at  the  time  between  the  then 
commissioner,  who  was  a  very  efficient  man, 
the  late  Commissioner  Stephen  O'Meara,  and 
the  then  Mayor,  Hon.  James  M.  Curley,  as  to  the 
consolidation  of  Stations  2  and  3  and  the  formation 
of  one  station.  This  Council  had  nothing  to  do 
with  that  matter  at  all.  That  controversy  passed 
away,  and  in  its  place  we  had  an  order  from  the 
Mayor  along  the  lines  I  have  already  suggested. 
We  passed  that  order,  and  the  money  was  available 
for  a  new  station.  The  war  then  came  on,  and  no 
station  was  built — properly  so  at  the  time  because, 
acting  under  the  orders  of  the  United  States 
Government,  the  City  of  Boston,  along  with  all 
other  public  corporations,  was  requested  to  cease 
building.  Matters  have  now  come,  however,  to 
the  pass  where  the  war  has  ceased, — since  a  year 
ago  last  November, — and  now  the  demand  for  a 
new  station  is  not  only  justifiable  but  insistent. 
What  are  the  facts  that  we  have  before  us  today? 
The  present  commissioner,  Hon.  Edwin  U.  Curtis, 
has  sent  a  communication  to  the  Mayor  affirming 
what  has  been  the  attitude  of  every  public  official 
in  the  City  of  Boston  relative  to  Station  2,  and 
he  says  in  his  report,  Mr.  President: 

"If  your  Honor  cares  to  dispose  of  the  Hawley 
street  property,  so  that  there  will  be  no  delay  in 
the  construction  of  a  new  Station  2,  I  favor  the 
purchase.  My  great  concern  is  that  we  should 
immediately  have  a  new  Station  2,  as  the  present 
station  is  absolutely  unfit  for  occupancy  as  a  police 
station." 

He  furthermore  states: 

"I  require  a  new  'and  adequate  police  station 
for  Division  2,  and  I  much  prefer  the  Milk  and 
Sears  street  site  to  the  Hawley  street  site  because 
it  will  be  possible  to  construct  a  building  there 
which  will  not  only  adequately  house  Division  2 
but  the  traffic  squad  and  the  offices  of  the  property 
clerk." 

Since  this  matter  was  discussed  in  the  City 
Council  of  a  few  years  ago  a  new  situation  has 
obtained.  The  traffic  squad  is  now  under  one 
head,  and  the  present  commissioner  says  that 
it  is  necessary  to  have  a  larger  building,  so  as  to 
properly  house  not  only  Division  2  but  the  traffic 
squad  and  the  offices  of  the  property  clerk.  He, 
as  the  responsible  head  of  that  department,  states 
that  the  Milk  street  site  is  superior  to  the  Hawley 
street  site,  also.  That  corroborates  and  justifies, 
in  my  opinion,  the  Mayor  sending  in  the  order 
he  has  sent  in.  From  the  standpoint  of  economy 
this  is  a  good  proposition,  because  the  proposed 
site  at  Milk  street  will  cost  the  city  only  $89,000. 
The  present  site  on  Hawley  street  cost  the  city 
$135,000,  and  the  Mayor  is  on  record  before  the 
Council  as  saying  that  he  can  get  at  least  $135,000 
for  the  Hawley  street  property.  Therefore,  aside 
from  the  cost  of  construction,  there  will  be  a  net 
saving  to  the  city  of  $46,000  if  the  Milk  street 
site  is  obtained;  and  we  have  the  responsible  head 
of  that  department,  Commissioner  Curtis,  stating 
that  in  his  opinion  the  Milk  street  site  is  far 
superior.  Therefore  it  seems  to  me,  from  the 
standpoint  of  economy  and  from  the  standpoint  of 
efficiency,  because  it  covers  larger  space,  more 
ground,  and  a  larger  building  can  be  constructed, 
housing  not  only  Division  2  but  the  traffio  squad 
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and  the  offices  of  the  property  clerk,  that  this 
order  should  be  passed.  On  the  evidence  before 
me  it  is  very  clear  to  my  mind  that  this  is  a  good 
proposition  for  the  city  on  the  ground  of  economy 
and  efficiency,  and  that  also,  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  men,  the  order  ought  to  pass.  Therefore 
I  shall  vote  for  it. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN — Mr.  President,  every- 
thing that  the  honorable  councilor  has  maintained 
as  being  true  was  said  with  equal  fervor  the  last 
time  when  the  Mayor  appeared  before  the  Council. 

1  am  not  sure  that  it  is  going  to  be  so  economical 
to  put  the  new  building  down  there.  Nobody  has 
acquainted  me  with  facts  that  satisfy  me  that 
that  would  be  so.  I  have  been  informed  that 
three  quarters  of  the  money  appropriated  for 
Station  2  would  have  to  be  sunk  into  the  Milk 
street  site  to  get  a  new  foundation  to  construct  a 
decent  building  upon.  But  I  want  to  refresh  the 
Council's  memory  just  a  bit  in  this  matter.  The 
last  time  the  Mayor  came  before  the  Council  and 
asked  that  this  appropriation  be  passed  he  said 
that  if  the  Council  failed  to  pass  it  he  would 
immediately,  forthwith,  start  building  a  new 
Station  2  on  the  Arch  street  and  Hawley  street 
site.  In  other  words,  as  I  recall  his  words,  he 
said,  "I  will,  if  you  pass  the  order,  start  building 
on  the  first  of  April  on  Milk  street.  If  you  fail 
to  pass  the  order,  I  will  start  building  April  1  on 
Hawley  street."  So,  in  voting  against  the  order, 
we  were  not  voting  against  the  new  Station  2  site. 
We  were  in  favor  of  a  new  Station  2  site,  but  we 
preferred  to  have  it  on  Hawley  street;  and  we  had 
the  word  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston, — and  I  believe 
he  meant  what  he  said, — which  I  again  quote: 
"If  you  pass  this  order  I  will  start  erecting  a 
building  on  the  Milk  street  site  by  the  first  of 
April;  if  you  fail  to  pass  it  I  will  start  building  on 
the  Arch  and  Hawley  street  site  on  the  first  of 
April."  I  believed  him  then,  and  I  feel  now  that 
if  we  vote  against  this  proposition  today  he  can 
still  build  on  the  Arch  and  Hawley  street  site. 
We  are  in  no  way  interfering  with  a  new  Station 

2  site.  We  are  just  as  much  interested  in  the 
welfare,  health  and  happiness  of  the  police  force 
as  any  members  of  this  august  body.  No  member 
can  deny  that  what  I  have  said  in  quoting  the 
Mayor  is  true.  I  ask  if  there  is  anybody  here  who 
will  contradict  that  statement. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  MOPJARTY— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
think  that  after  coming  in  here  I  was  going  to  say 
a  word  about  this  matter,  but  I  do  wish  to  say  now 
that  there  must  be  something  behind  this  when  the 
newspapers  of  Boston  are  using  editorial  space  in 
the  interests  of  somebody.  I  have  here  an  editorial 
that  appeared  in  the  Boston  Traveler  last  Friday 
night,  as  follows: 

"For  at  least  five  years  past  the  question  of  new 
housing  for  Station  2  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment has  been  agitated.  The  structure  which  is 
still  in  use — a  small  building  at  the  corner  of  Pie 
alley  and  City  Hall  avenue,  just  east  of  City  Hall- 
is  overcrowded,  unsanitary  and  inadequate  in 
every  respect.  It  has  been  condemned  more  than 
once  by  the  health  authorities.  Its  cells  are 
underground,  badly  lighted,  equipped  with  out- 
worn plumbing,  and  having  a  system  of  ventilation 
that  may  have  worked  at  one  time  but  has  long 
since  ceased  to  do  so.  The  cells  were  intended  to 
accommodate  twenty  persons,  but  frequently  a 
much  larger  number  has  to  be  crowded  into  them. 

"The  sleeping  rooms  provided  for  officers  and  pa- 
trolmen at  this  station  could  reasonably  care  for 
twenty-five.  In  reality  fifty-five  are  assigned  to 
sleep  in  these  quarters.  In  one  room  20  feet  square 
are  eight  beds,  all  occupied  each  night.  There  is 
another  room  the  duplicate  of  this,  crowded  with 
an  equal  number  of  beds.  As  for  bathing  facilities, 
there  are  no  showers  and  but  one  tub. 

"As  long  ago  as  March  5,  1917,  the  late  Police 
Commissioner,  Stephen  O'Meara,  wrote  to  Mayor 
Curley,  reporting  the  condition  of  Station  2  as 
very  bad  in  all  respects.  He  made  no  special 
recommendation  for  the  reason  that  preliminary 
action  for  a  new  building  had  already  been  taken  by 
the  city. 

"As  the  matter  stands  today,  a  site  has  been 
secured  for  a  new  station;  Commissioner  Curtis 
wrote  to  Mayor  Peters  on  April  10  to  the  effect  that 
'Station  2  calls  for  immediate  action';  the  requisite 
funds  are  available;  the  Mayor  is  doing  all  he  can 
to  get  favorable  action  from  the  Council — and 
there  the  thing  halts.  Four  of  the  councilmen,  for 
reasom  best  known  to  themselves,  are  blocking 


action.  Will  these  gentlemen  be  good  enough  to 
explain  why  they  object  to  an  improvement  which 
every  other  individual  familiar  with  the  facts  agrees 
should  be  made,  and  made  immediately?  If  they 
cannot  explain,  will  they  kindly  allow  this  project 
to  go  through  without  further  delay?" 

I  want  to  say,  as  one  member  who  intends  to 
vote  against  this  measure  today,  as  I  voted  against 
it  the  last  time  when  it  came  before  the  Council, 
that  if  there  is  a  representative  of  the  Boston 
Traveler  here  I  ask  him  to  print  the  facts  that  I 
have,  showing  my  reasons  for  voting  against  it.  I 
got  from  the  auditor's  office  the  figures  of  money 
that  has  been  spent  in  connection  with  this  matter 
prior  to  its  coming  before  this  body,  and  I  will 
say  that  there  has  already  been  wasted  $19,000 
and  some  odd  hundred  in  connection  with  the 
building  of  Station  2.  It  was  suggested,  for 
instance,  that  a  new  station  be  built  on  the  site 
of  the  old  Probate  Building,  and  the  City  of  Boston 
has  in  its  possession  a  roll  of  paper  in  the  form  of 
a  set  of  plans  costing  better  than  $10,000.  For 
the  site  where  Station  2  already  stands  there  was 
another  appropriation,  of  $600  and  some  odd, 
spent  preparatory  to  getting  a  set  of  plans  for  that. 
The  City  of  Boston  was  not  as  fortunate  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Probate  site,  where  they  did  get  a  roll 
of  paper  for  $10,000,  but  didn't  get  any  for  the 
$600.  They  again  went  into  the  basement  of  City 
Hall  and  spent  $4,000  or  $5,000  for  the  remodeling 
of  the  basement  of  City  Hall  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  care  of  the  patrolmen  and  those  that  would 
be  taken  to  Station  2.  So,  approximately,  in 
round  figures,  the  city  has  taken  $19,000  and  some 
odd  and  treated  it  exactly  as  if  it  were  throwing 
it  into  the  bay  in  connection  with  this  matter. 
We  were  asked  to  appropriate  money  to  buy  a 
site  at  the  corner  of  Arch  and  Hawley  streets  for 
the  purpose  of  building  Station  2.  To  some  of  the 
members  who  have  got  up  here  today  and  said 
that  the  reason  why  Station  2  was  not  built  was 
on  account  of  the  war  I  will  simply  say  that  that 
is  all  camouflage,  because  we  needed  a  Station  2 
before  1914.  The  station  was  just  as  inadequate 
for  the  housing  of  the  policemen  of  Boston  in  1912 
and  in  1910  as  it  is  in  1920.  You  would  think  that 
Station  2  was  the  only  bad  spot;  you  would  think 
it  was  the  only  bad  place  in  which  policemen  were 
housed  in  Boston.  If  you  think  so,  I  wish  you 
would  go  out  to  Station  11.  If  Station  2  is  bad. 
Station  11  is  worse.  They  talk  about  the  con- 
ditions of  the  men.  The  same  paper  some  time 
ago  said  that  we  held  up  Station  2  because  we 
were  against  the  new  policemen.  I  want  to  say 
to  that  paper  that,  in  so  far  as  I  individually  am 
concerned,  that  is  an  absolute  lie;  that  I  never 
considered  that  matter  of  the  new  policemen  at 
all  when  it  came  to  the  question  of  the  building  of 
a  station ;  that  that  was  farthest  from  my  thoughts, 
and  only  a  short  time  ago  I  was  glad  that  the  men, 
even  those  who  took  the  places  of  the  strikers, 
were  receiving  an  increase.  But  if  all  of  these 
men  who  have  been  prominent  in  this  matter, 
the  Mayor  and  the  now  Police  Commissioner, 
had  done  something  at  the  time  w-hen  they  had  the 
opportunity  to  fix  up  this  police  situation,  we 
would  have  had  a  better  Police  Department  in 
Boston  than  we  have  at  the  present  time.  Never 
before,  until  the  strike  took  place,  did  we  ever 
find  a  policeman  of  the  City  of  Boston  climbing 
up  a  spout.  But  the  situation  is  this,  that,  instead 
of  doing  duty  to  our  citizenship,  it  seems  that 
somebody  has  sold  out  and  that  the  City  of  Boston 
is  about  to  take  a  new  venture  into  the  real  estate 
business.  We  have  another  case  here  today  of 
another  site,  of  a  public  building  where  money  has 
already  been  appropriated,  and  the  site  doesn't 
suit  somebody.  Who  is  that  somebody?  The 
Police  Commissioner  did  not  make  any  protest 
in  regard  to  the  site  on  Arch  street.  Why  don't 
they,  when  they  write  an  editorial,  at  least  be  fair? 
They  say  that  the  Police  Commissioner  wrote  to 
the  Mayor,  but  they  don't  say  that  the  Mayor 
wrote  to  the  Police  Commissioner  asking  his 
judgment  in  regard  to  the  Sears  street  site.  I 
want  to  say  that  I  know  something,  a  little  bit, 
in  regard  to  the  construction  of  buildings.  Every 
parcel  of  land  in  and  about  the  Sears  street  site 
is  made  land.  It  took  them  four  years  to  get  a 
foundation  for  a  building  not  200  yards  away 
from  the  site  now  selected.  Now  it  is  proposed 
that  we  shall  accept  that  site.  Four  years  to 
strike  a  foundation !  Perhaps  if  the  City  of  Boston 
is  unfortunate  enough  to  get  this  Sears  street  site 
it  may  take  us  four  years  to  get  a  foundation  so 
that  they  may  be  able  to  build  a  building  to  house 
the  patrolmen  who  will  be  in  Station  2.     I  say  to 
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the  Mayor  and  I  say  to  the  Police  Commissioner 
that  I  am  not  only  glad  to  be  able  to  vote  against 
this  order  but  I  am  glad  that  there  are  enough 
votes  here  to  lick  it.  I  am  glad  also  that  I  am 
on  the  side  that  is  voting  that  it  may  be  licked. 
I  say  to  the  Mayor  today,  "Don't  wait  two  months 
more  to  send  in  another  order.  Proceed  to  build 
Station  2  on  the  site  that  the  City  of  Boston 
already  has."  I  want  to  say  also,  in  connection 
with  the  present  site,  that  I  did  not  understand 
the  Mayor  the  last  time  to  say  that  he  could  get 
the  same  amount  of  money  that  was  paid  for  it. 
He  said  that  he  thought  that  he  might  get  the 
approximate  price.  But  he  never  went  on  record 
as  saying  that  he  could  get  it.  The  last  time 
there  were  two  orders  came  in — one  to  sell  one 
site  and  one  to  acquire  another  site.  But  I 
suppose  somebody  has  gone  down  to  him  and  said, 
"Well,  if  you  will  send  in  one  at  a  time  you  may 
be  able  to  put  them  through."  The  only  thing 
I  can  say,  after  the  action  that  the  Council  will 
take  today,  is  that  if  the  Mayor  is  sincere  in  regard 
to  building  a  Station  2  house  for  the  use  of  the 
policemen  in  Station  2  I  trust  that  he  will  proceed 
at  once  to  build  a  building  for  those'  men  on  the 
site  already  owned  and  paid  for  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  order  was  rejected  (six  votes  being  required 
for  passage) ,  yeas  5,  nays  4 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane, 
Watson — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  McLaughlin, 
Moriarty — 4.

Ordered,  That  license  be  granted  to  Hyde  Park 
Motor  Lines,  Inc.,  to  operate  motor  vehicles  from 
Cleary  or  Everett  square  to  Mattapan  square  via 
River  street;  from  Cleary  or  Everett  square  to 
Dedham  line  via  River  street;  from  Cleary  or 
Everett  square  to  Walcott  square,  Readville,  via

The  question  came  on  confirmation  of  the 
appointment. 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  President,  on  the 
question  of  the  confirmation  of  the  appointment  of 
constables  I  have  just  a  few  words  to  say,  stating 
my  reasons  for  voting  against  these  constables.  I 
want  to  say,  before  starting,  that  I  am  against  the 


principle  and  not  the  individual.  I  believe  that 
the  principle  that  should  be  carried  out  in  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  has  been  trampled  upon  by  the  men 
who  have  been  approved  as  constables  by  this  body, 
and  I  am  going  to  start  my  remarks  by  reading  a 
few  letters  from  unfortunates  who  have  been 
abused  by  some  of  these  constables.  I  want  to 
say  that  in  Executive  Committee  I  have  refrained 
from  using  the  names  of  the  persons  who  have 
written  to  me,  and  I  am  going  to  refrain  from  using 
or  mentioning  the  names  here. 

"April  27,  1920. 
Mr.  James  T   Moriarty, 

President  City  Council: 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  in  my  possession  a  receipt  for 
$4.40,  dated  January  30,  1920,  and  signed  by 
Constable  Roscoe  Smith.  The  above  sum  repre- 
sents what  Smith  gouged  out  of  my  sister  in  settle- 
ment of  my  poll  tax  bill  of  1918. 

Constable  Smith  came  to  my  house  on  January 
30,  and  informed  me  that  he  had  a  warrant  for  my 
arrest,  but  would  give  me  twenty-four  hours  to 
pay  up  before  serving  it.  I  told  him  I  was  in  poor 
health  and  had  not  worked  for  several  years.  His 
reply  was  that  the  law  made  no  allowances  for  a 
man  out  of  employment,  and  he  gave  me  to  under- 
stand that  it  was  a  case  of  pay  within  twenty-four 
hours  or  go  to  jail.  I  then  told  him  that  I  didn't 
even  have  the  price  of  a  badly  needed  pair  of  shoes, 
and  I  suggested  that  if  I  must  pay  the  tax  I  would 
have  to  do  it  with  my  sister's  money — the  money 
she  leaves  with  me  to  pay  the  weekly  household 
expenses.  He  accepted  this  money  and  gave  me  a 
receipt  for  it.  I  am  calling  your  attention  to  this 
dirty  trick  at  this  time  because  I  see  that  the  Council 
held  up  the  appointment  of  forty-two  men,  and  I 
hope  if  this  Smith  is  among  them  he  will  fail  of 
reappointment. 

My  sister  is  a  working  girl  who  has  nothing  but 
her  weekly  wage.  We  live  together  at  the  above 
address.  I  have  suffered  for  years  with  chronic 
bronchitis  and  asthma.  I  have  not  been  outdoors 
since  last  summer.  I  have  been  down  stairs  only 
once  this  winter.  I  was  not  working  in  1918  nor  in 
1919  either.  The  above  statement  I  meant  to 
send  to  the  Mayor  three  months  ago,  but  failed  to 
do  so  because  I've  been  very  sick." 

And  then  it  says,  "Respectfully  yours,"  and  is 
signed,  with  the  address  attached  to  the  letter. 
Mr.  President,  this  same  constable  came  before  the 
Council  and  in  answer  to  a  question  of  mine,  I 
asking  him  what  was  the  highest  amount  received 
by  him  for  the  collection  of  a  1918  poll  tax,  he  said, 
"$6.00."  Today  he  made  the  same  answer, 
"  $6.00."  But  after  the  reading  of  the  letter  he 
pulled  a  card  from  his  pocket  and  showed  where  he 
had  collected  $8.65  for  a  1918  poll  tax.  Here  is 
another  letter: 

"  May  5,  1920. 
James  T.  Moriarty, 

Boston  City  Council: 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  been  advised  to  write  you 
regarding  the  payment  of  my  1918  poll  tax.  I 
wrote  to  Mr.  Deland,  but  received  no  reply. 
Roscoe  A.  Smith  of  38  Westland  avenue  called  on 
me  and  demanded  $8.65  for  1918  tax  and  I  paid  it 
under  protest.  I  hold  the  receipt  for  same. 
Shortly  afterwards'I  met  Mr.  Watson  in  City  Hall, 
and  related  my  story  to  him,  and  he  said  he  would 
have  Smith  make  a  refund.  The  constable  refused 
on  the  ground  that  his  charges  were  legitimate. 

I  am  poor  and  have  to  support  a  wife  and  three 
children,  and  must  say  it  was  quite  a  hardship  on 
me.  Mr.  Smith  called  at  the  S.  M.  Howes  Com- 
pany where  I  work,  on  a  Saturday,  which  is  pay 
day,  and  made  me  pay  him,  or  threatened  me  with 
arrest  in  the  presence  of  all  the  people  I  work  with. 
Since  paying  mine  I  notice  others  have  been  taxed 
for  $4.20,  and  here  I  pay  $8.65,  and  don't  see  why 
I  should  have  paid  so  much.  I  realize  my  error  in . 
not  paying  my  tax  in  the  first  place,  but,  like  all 
the  others,  simply  overlooked  it. 

At  the  rate  Mr.  Smith  was  going  he  would 
make  anyone  envious  as  to  his  income.  I  have 
esteemed  confidence  in  you  and  your  work  and  I 
have  always  extended  you  my  favors  when  possible, 
and  trust  you  can  make  this  fellow  refund  me  some 
money,  and  he  is  not  worthy  of  his  commission 
and  hope  you  will  not  allow  him  to  proceed. 

Hoping  to  hear  from  you  favorably,  I  remain, 
etc." 

I  want  to  say  here  that  I  feel  that  this  man  as  a 
constable  is  going  to  be  confirmed.  I  am  sorry  to 
say  that.  He  is  going  to  receive  five  votes  of  my 
colleagues  here  today,  but  I  am  going  to  class  him 
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with  a  man  who  goes  out  in  the  dark  with  a  gun 
on  our  streets  and  holds  up  our  citizens  and 
takes  what  rightfully  belongs  to  the  man  he  holds 
up  with  a  gun.  The  poor  unfortunate  who  holds 
up  another  takes  a  chance  with  his  own  life,  takes 
a  chance  of  going  to  jail  if  he  is  caught  by  the  police; 
but  because  Roscoe  A.  Smith  as  one  of  the  con- 
stables has  got  a  badge  of  a  constable  he  goes 
in  broad  daylight  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  and 
holds  them  up.  He  says  that  the  price  he  charges 
is  legitimate.  I  ask  any  fair-minded  man  if  $8.65 
is  a  legitinate  amount  to  collect  for  a  1918  poll  tax? 
I  want  to  say  also  that  the  Collector  of  the  City  of 
Boston — and  I  do  not  mean  to  cast  any  reflections 
on  the  man  holding  that  position — will  not  come 
before  this  body  or  before  any  body  and  take  an 
oath  that  all  money  now  paid  for  taxes  has  been 
returned  to  the  City  of  Boston.  He  has  no  way 
to  check  it  up  and  find  out  whether  that  money  is 
returned  to  the  city  treasury.  It  is  the  system  in 
these  days  that  is  wrong,  and  I  suppose  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  is  the  man  responsible  for  this  drive  to 
collect  taxes  by  the  method  by  which  they  are  being 
collected.  It  is  the  most  outrageous  system  ever 
tried  to  be  established  in  our  city.  There  is  another 
letter  that  I  have  which  I  misplaced  by  leaving  it 
at  home  today,  from  a  man  who  is  now  lying  in  the 
Consumptives'  Hospital,  waiting  for  the  last 
moment  to  arrive,  with  a  wife  and  nine  children 
living  in  our  city.  A  constable  sent  four  notices 
to  that  man,  and  his  wife  was  afraid  to  go  to  the 
hospitai  and  tell  him  that  there  was  a  constable 
who  had  a  warrant  for  his  arrest.  It  was  asked  of 
some  of  the  constables,  of  one  in  particular,  if  he 
did  not  have  a  family.  I  imagine  that  he  did;  I 
imagine  that  he  was  old  enough  to  have  a  family. 
But  when  he  went  out  he  did  not  care  whether 
anybody  else  had  a  family.  He  did  not  care  whether 
a  man  had  a  pair  of  shoes;  he  did  not  care  whether 
he  had  his  health.  All  he  wanted  was  that  miserly 
$1 .50,  or  as  much  more  as  he  could  get.  He  had 
no  feeling  in  the  matter.  It  was  money  that  he 
was  after,  and  I  am  sorry  that  I  have  got  to  prac- 
tically put  the  rest  of  the  constables  in  the  same 
category  as  the  man  I  read  the  letter  about.  I 
know  that  there  are  some  of  these  men  within  the 
hearing  of  my  voice,  and  I  have  been  told  that  they 
have  a  club.  I  have  been  told  that  they  are  a  big 
power,  and  they  have  been  trying  to  get  members 
to  lay  off.  They  have  individually  reached  prac- 
tically everybody  but  my  wife  to  "lay  off,"  so 
that  they  might  be  confirmed.  I  have  had  letters, 
have  had  telephone  calls  and  personal  requests  to 
vote  to  confirm  them.  I  want  to  say  that  I  cannot 
conscientiously  vote  to  confirm  any  one  of  them. 
I  have  men  near  and  dear  to  me  who  are  friends  of 
some  of  the  constables,  and  some  of  the  constables 
were  my  friends.  I  know  that  after  today  I  have 
lost  their  friendship,  but  I  have  the  feeling  that  I 
am  telling  the  absolute  truth,  and  I  know  it  is  the 
feeling  of  some  of  the  members  who  are  going  to 
vote  to  confirm  these  men  that  the  actions  I  have 
referred  to  have  taken  place,  and  they  believe  the 
same  as  I  do  about  them.  I  realize  that  they  are 
going  to  be  confirmed,  but  I  feel  that  I  would  not 
have  done  my  duty  if  I  did  not  make  the  state- 
ments I  have  made.  I  had  another  thing  called 
to  my  attention  today, — that  one  man,  a  city  em- 
ployee, in  order,  as  he  said  with  his  own  lips,  to  get 
a  decent  nving  for  himself  and  his  wife,  had  to  go 
out  and  collect  poll  taxes.  We  sit  here  as  repre- 
sentatives of  those  men  who  work  for  the  city  and 
have  to  hear  these  things.  I  want  to  say  that  there 
is  no  man  a  member  of  this  Council  who  is  respon- 
sible for  any  city  employee  working  under  those 
conditions.  If  there  is  any  man  working  for  the 
city  who  is  not  earning  enough  money  from  the 
city  to  support  his  wife,  his  family  and  himself 
decently,  it  rests  with  the  Mayor  of  Boston  that 
an  adequate  wage  was  not  put  into  the  budget  for 
that  man.  I  think  it  is  a  discredit  to  the  city  that 
any  man  should  have  to  go  out  and  work  after  he 
has  finished  his  day's  work,  no  matter  what  his 
work  may  be  for  the  city,  to  earn  enough  to  make  a 
respectable  living  for  himself  and  his  family. 
But,  as  I  say,  I  am  going  to  be  consistent.  I  am 
going  to  vote  against  all  the  constables.  Each  and 
every  one  of  them  I  am  going  to  cast  my  ballot 
against,  in  so  far  as  those  that  collect  poll  taxes  are 
concerned,  because  I  feel  that  every  one  of  them 
used  the  same  tactics  and  that  they  have  not 
been  fair  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  because  in 
answer  to  questions  of  some  of  the  councilors 
they  admitted  that  the  poor  fellows  they  tried  to 
collect  from  were  scared  and  ran  to  their  offices  and 
paid  there  $4,  $4.20  or  $4.40,  because  the  notice 
read  that  it  could  not  be  paid  in  the  place  where  it 


ought  to  be  paid,  the  collector's  office.  I  have 
'  no  objection  to  any  man  getting  all  possible  for 
him  to  get,  if  he  gets  it  legitimately,  but  I  do  not 
believe  that  it  was  a  legitimate  charge  when  they 
charged  $1.50  for  a  response  of  that  kind  to  a  2-cent 
stamped  envelope  and  a  printed  report.  The  most 
that  it  cost  was  10  cents,  and  still  they  charged  that 
large  amount  in  connection  with  the  matter.  I 
do  not  like  to  burden  the  Council  at  this  time.  I 
have  half  a  dozen  other  letters  here.  The  ones 
I  have  read  may  be  the  two  worst  ones.  I  think  if 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  was  sincere  in  regard  to  the 
committee  he  has  working  on  the  raising  of  revenue 
for  the  City  of  Boston  he  would  have  put  26  con- 
stables in  the  employ  of  the  city  into  the  collector's 
department,  giving  each  one  of  them  charge  of  one 
of  the  twenty-six  wards  in  Boston,  so  that  we 
might  hold  the  collector's  office  responsible  for 
any  insult  that  was  bestowed  upon  citizens  of 
Boston.  I  am  not  making  any  plea  for  the  man 
who  does  not  pay  his  taxes.  I  believe  he  should 
pay  them,  but  I  don't  believe  forty-two  individual 
men  should  be  allowed  to  get  the  ampunt  of  money 
that  they  do  get  in  this  matter,  one  man  having 
14,000  warrants,  according  to  his  own  statement, 
and  collecting  50  per  cent  of  the  14,000  inside  of 
thirty  or  forty  days.  At  the  expense  of  whom? 
The  poor  unfortunates  who  had  forgotten  to  pay, 
and  a  lot  of  men  who  may  not  have  forgotten  but 
who  thought  that  their  taxes  had  been  paid, 
because  of  a  change  in  the  tax  bill  in  the  collector's 
office,  the  poll  tax  not  being  on  the  real  estate 
tax  bill.  To  verify  that  I  am  going  to  read  this 
letter: 

"May  4,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council  of  Boston: 

Gentlemen, — I  hope  you  will  not  approve  of 
Constable  Henry  H.  Barry's  application  for  another 
year.  He  charged  me  S4.40  for  1918  poll  tax  for 
which  I  think  he  ought  to  be  put  in  the  class  of 
profiteers,  when  he  got  the  chance.  He  has  not 
sent  me  a  tax  bill  paid  yet.  Of  course,  my  returned 
check  is  his  receipt  for  the  money  I  paid.  I  cannot 
tell  whether  or  not  he  has  turned  the  money  over 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  He  was  very  anxious  to  get 
my  $4.20  but  not  so  anxious  to  send  me  my  tax 
bill.  Surely  he  could  afford  to  send  it.  It  would 
not  take  over  a  2-cent  stamp  on  the  envelope.  I 
think  he  could  afford  2  cents  out  of  $4.20." 

No  citizen  who  has  paid  S4,  $4.20,  S4.40,  $6  or 
$8.65  now  has  a  tax  bill  to  show  that  he  has  paid 
his  1918  poll  tax.  Not  one  of  them  has  got  a 
receipt  from  the  City  of  Boston  to  show  that  he  has 
paid  "the  1918  tax  bill. 

"My  case  was  a  case  in  which  I  was  not  aware 
but  what  my  poll  was  paid.  I  have  been  paying 
real  estate  tax  to  the  City  of  Boston  for  thirty- 
eight  consecutive  years  and  not  until  I  Jaunted  up 
my  real  estate  tax  bill  and  to  my  surprise  the  poll 
was  not  on  the  bill.  It  has  always  been  on  my 
real  estate  tax  bill  and  when  I  paid  that,  of  course 
the  poll  was  paid,  as  it  was  added  in  with  the  real 
estate.  It  was  a  mistake  in  City  Hall  in  not 
putting  it  on  1918  bill.  If  it  was,  Constable  Barry 
would  not  have  the  chance  to  flim-flam  me  for 
$4.20.  I  remember  of  an  old  retired  Roxbury 
policeman  named  Matthews  who  was  not  re- 
appointed as  a  constable  for  just  the  same  trick 
as  Barry  did  to  me.  He  was  thrown  down  by 
Alderman  Regan.  Both  men  are  now  deceased. 
Both  men  lived  in   Roxbury. 

"My  real  estate  is  a  three-family  dwelling  situ- 
ated ...  I  moved  from  there  about  a  year 
ago  to  ...  I  hope  you  will  not  reappoint  him 
for  another  year.  Give  him  a  365-day  sentence 
for  profiteering. 

"I  did  not  raise  the  rent  on  my  tenants.  Such 
tricks  as  Barry's  invite  taxpayers  to  raise  rents." 

The  fact  is  that  it  has  been  the  custom  for  years 
to  put  the  poll  tax  on  the  real  estate  tax  bill,  but 
this  year,  as  one  of  the  many  changes  of  many 
minds  and  many  heads  of  the  administration  we 
are  laboring  under,  that  has  been  changed,  and 
a  great  many  citizens  have  been  in  the  position 
of  this  man  here  and  have  suffered.  Boston  did 
not  benefit.  Boston  has  suffered  in  allowing  her 
citizens  to  be  treated  the  way  that  constables 
approved  by  this  body  have  treated  them.  I 
want  to  say  in  conclusion  that  individually  I  did 
not  seek  any  of  these  letters.  Individually  I  do 
not  know  any  person  who  has  written  these  letters. 
But  I  do  feel  oleased  today  to  be  able  to  fight  or 
try  to  fight  the  fight  of  these  men  against  the 
contemptible  practice  carried  on  by  this  adminis-

tration,  allowing  taxes  to  be  collected  as  they  were 
collected  by  the  constables  who  were  allowed  to 
collect  them. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
take  just  one  moment,  because  I  don't  want  my 
position  in  regard  to  this  matter  of  confirming 
these  eight  or  nine  men  whose  names  appear  on 
the  calendar  to  be  misunderstood.  I  propose  to 
vote  yes  on  confirmation.  I  would  say  that 
perhaps  one  or  more  of  the  constables  may  have 
been  a  little  indiscreet  in  the  matter  of  their 
collections.  Their  conduct  may  have  been  a 
little  raw  or  hard,  or  their  methods  may  have  been 
harsh  or  raw,  but  they  are  entitled  to  another 
chance.  Someone  is  going  to  collect  the  taxes — ■ 
some  constables.  You  cannot  improve  the  whole 
method  by  appointing  or  confirming  others.  We 
have  already  confirmed  thirty-four  of  the  forty- 
two  who  have  been  collecting  taxes.  They  were 
confirmed  unanimously,  and  the  man  who  had 
14,000  warrants  to  serve  was  confirmed  unani- 
mously. I  think  Mr.  Smith  may  have  been 
indiscreet.^may  have  taken  advantage  of  his  office, 


within  the  law,  to  get  what  he  was  after,  to  make 
a  dollar.  I  believe  he  has  been  taught  a  lesson, 
however.  I  believe  he  will  modify  his  conduct 
at  least  fifty  per  cent,  and  I  am  going  to  treat  Mr. 
Smith  and  others  as  I  would  want  to  be  treated, 
giving  them  another  chance.  I  am  going  to  be 
one  of  those  who  will  vote  to  confirm  the  nine 
names  on  the  calender. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Com- 
mittee, Coun.  Watson  and  McLaughlin.  Whole 
number  of  ballots  9,  yeas  6,  nays  3,  and  the 
appointments  were  confirmed.

I  am  returning  this  order  without  my  signature 
not  because  I  am  opposed  to  the  provisions  of  the 
act  in  question,  but  because  I  believe  that  the 
present  is  an  inopportune  time  to  put  its  provision! 
into  effect. 
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It  seems  practically  certain  that  within  a  com- 
paratively short  time  the  women  will  have  the  vote. 
In  that  case  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  force 
in  the  Election  Department.  In  anticipation, 
therefore,  of  the  reorganization  which  would  be 
necessary  in  the  department,  I  am  temporarily  re- 
jecting the  acceptance  of  chapter  305  of  the  Acts  of 
1920,  but  this  rejection  is  without  prejudice  to  its 
future  acceptance.

VETO— PENSIONING   OF    FOREMEN,   ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  19,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  May  3  accepting  chapter  179  of  the  Acts  of 
1920,  entitled  '  'An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Pension- 
ing of  Foremen,  Inspectors,  Mechanics,  Draw- 
tenders,  Assistant  Drawtenders  and  Storekeepers 
in  the  Employ  of  Cities  and  Towns. " 

I  am  attaching  a  copy  of  a  report  prepared  by  the 
Finance  Commission  at  my  request  on  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  act  in  question.  I  am  in  accord  with 
the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Finance  Commission 
in  its  report,  and  I  am  vetoing  the  order  in  question 
on  these  grounds,  for  I  believe  that  the  pension 
system  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  not  be  further 
extended  except  on  a  proper  contributory  basis. 

You  will  note  that  the  Finance  Commission  rec- 
ommended that  a  study  of  the  pension  system  as 
applied  to  the  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  be 
made  by  the  commission.  I  am  requesting  the 
commission  to  estimate  the  cost  of  such  a  study, 
and  when  I  have  this  estimate  I  shall  recommend  to 
the  City  Council  a  special  appropriation  for  this 
purpose.

Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  has  receired 
Your  Honor's  request  for  advice  upon  the  accept- 
ance of  chapter  179  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  which  act 
would  permit  the  city  to  pension,  at  a  sum  not 
exceeding  8400  a  year,  foremen,  inspectors  and 
other  classes  of  the  upper  labor  groups. 

The  act  is  simply  an  extension  of  the  existing 
laborers'  pension  act  (chapter  413,  Acts  of  1911), 
under  which  the  city  has  for  eight  years  been  re- 
tiring its  superannuated  laborers  on  a  pension 
not  exceeding  $360  a  year. 

The  pending  act,  like  the  laborers'  pension 
system,  is  designed  to  be  noncontributory,  _  so 
that  the  full  burden  of  supporting  the  new  addition 
would  be  borne  by  the  taxpayers. 

There  are  approximately  on  the  pay  rolls  of  the 
city  1,500  to  2,000  foremen,  drawtenders,  etc., 
who  would  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  act, 
and  their  salary  schedules  call  for  $2,325,000  to 
$3,000,000  a  year. 

The  city  is  supporting  without  contributions 
from  its  beneficiaries  the  following  classes  of  city 
employee  pensioners: 

Police  (since  1878). 

Firemen  (since  1880). 

School  teachers  (since  1908). 

Judges  (since  1911). 

Prison  officers  (since  1908). 

Civil  War  Veterans  (since  1911). 

Laborers  (since  1911). 

The  annual  payments  on  account  of  these  pen- 
sioned classes  are  constantly  increasing  and 
amounted  last  year  (1919-20)  to  $650,881.88. 
This  large  sum  for  pension  payments  will  in  a  few 
years  enormously  increase  because  of  the  number 
of  teachers,  firemen  and  laborers  who  will  soon 
reach  that  age  when  either  voluntary  or  compul- 
sory retirement  will  occur,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
peak  of  the  accumulation  has  not  yet  been  reached. 
An  example  of  the  great  jumps  which  the  pension 
payments  are  taking  may  be  found  in  the  School 
Department,  where  the  payments  have  advanced 
from  $8,705.12  in  1909-10  to  $55,350.31  in  1911-12, 
and  to  $118,221.48  in  1918-19,  the  increase  per 
year  averaging  about  $10,000  in  the  last  eight 
years.  If  the  same  acceleration  takes  place  in 
the  next  decade  the  pension  burden  for  the  School 


Department  alone  in  1930  may  be  $225,000. 
Applying  this  same  rate  of  increase  to  the  other 
classes  of  pensioners,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the 
pension  burden  of  Boston  in  the  next  ten  years 
will  be  over  $1,000,000  annually.  If  the  pending 
act  is  accepted  it  will  further  increase  the  burden. 

The  only  sound  basis  for  pensions,  whether 
municipal  or  private,  is  the  contributory  system. 
The  question  of  pensions  for  all  city  employees 
is  one  needing  solution.  The  commission  recog- 
nizes that  there  are  many  employees  in  the  city's 
service  who  have  given  many  years  of  faithful 
labor  and  who  have  now  approached  the  age 
when  they  should  be  retired,  but  on  account  of 
financial  need  cannot  afford  to  retire  without 
a  competence  for  their  existence. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has 
recognized  this  state  of  affairs  among  its  employees 
and  has  been  operating  under  a  contributory 
pension  scheme  since  1912.  Practically  all  state 
employees  are  members  of  the  pension  system 
and  the  plan  is  working  with  success  under  an 
act  which  is  similarly  worded  to  an  act  passed  in 
1910*  and  1911t,  permitting  cities  and  towns  in 
the  state  to  adopt  contributory  pension  systems. 
Since  the  state  has  found  this  system  to  be  capable 
of  successful  conduct,  it  is  open  to  the  city  to 
adopt  the  act  above  referred  to.  The  adoption  of 
such  a  pension  plan  would  free  the  city  from  those 
constant  appeals  annually  made  to  the  Legis- 
lature by  city  and  county  employees  for  the  pas- 
sage of  special  pension  acts  in  their  favor. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  present  act,  chapter  179,  Acts  of 
1920,  be  not  accepted. 

2.  That  the  pension  system  as  applied  to  the 
employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  studied 
by  the  Finance  Commission,  but  such  a  study 
cannot  be  efficiently  made  unless  a  special  appro- 
priation for  this  purpose  is  granted.

I  return  herewith  order  of  the  City  Council, 
dated  March  29,  1920,  "That  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  investigate  and  report  as  to  the  expe- 
diency and  advisability  of  establishing  a  permanent 
street-cleaning  division  and  yard  in  the  Brighton 
district." 

In  the  Brighton  district  we  have  approximately 
250,000  square  yards  of  improved  pavements  which 
should  receive  at  least  a  weekly  cleaning.  At  the 
present  time  the  work  of  cleaning  the  streets  in  this 
district  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Highway 
Division,  and  the  force  consists  of  seven  patrolmen 
who  operate  in  the  vicinity  of  the  most  important 
thoroughfares.  For  about  two  months  in  the 
spring  we  assign  six  men,  with  necessary  carts,  to 
rake  up  the  gutters.  The  total  cost  of  the  work 
by  the  Paving  Service  is  about  $16,000  a  year. 

To  establish  a  permanent  street  cleaning  division 
in  this  district  so  as  to  give  reasonably  satisfactory 
service  would  require  a  crew  of  twenty  men  and 
five  additional  patrolmen,  about  eighteen  horses 
and  the  necessary  carts,  harnesses  and  other  equip- 
ment. The  cost  of  installing  this  equipment  would 
be   approximately  $8,000  and  the  yearly  expendi-

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ture  about  $40,000.  We  have  sufficient  stable 
room  and  also  facilities  for  storing  the  equipment 
at  the  Chestnut  Hill  avenue  paving  yard  and  at 
the  Western  avenue  water  yard,  so  that  there 
would  be  no  additional  expense  for  these  items. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  regarding  the 
advisability   of   establishing   a   permanent  street- 
cleaning  force  in  this  section,  as  well  as  the  other 
outlying   sections   of   the   city.     The   department 
could  use  to  great  advantage  at  least  100  additional 
men  in  the  street-cleaning  service  in  order  to  do 
only  a  reasonable  amount  of  street  cleaning  in  the 
suburban  sections.     However,  there  is  no  money 
available  for  this  increased  force  and  equipment.

Dear  Sir, — The  committee  named  by  your  Honor 
'  'to  pass  on  the  matter  of  the  rentals  for  the  tenants 
in  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy  Markets"  submits  the 
following  report: 

The  committee  has  re-examined  the  report  of  the 
committee  of  real  estate  experts  appointed  in  De- 
cember, 1918,  to  consider  the  market  rents,  and  also 
the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission  on  Faneuil 
Hall  Market  leases  to  your  Honor  dated  June  24, 
1919,  and  has  considered  these  reports  in  the  light 
of  such  general  information  as  could  be  secured  by 
subsequent  inquiry  into  the  matter  of  market 
leases. 

The  committee  further  gave  a  hearing  to  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce  Ex- 
change in  accordance  with  its  request  to  your 
Honor. 

The  committee  concludes,  after  due  investiga- 
tion, that  the  leases  of  market  stalls  and  cellars 
should  be  made  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  at  an  in- 
crease in  present  rentals  of  15  per  cent,  and  that 
the  schedule  submitted  with  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Commission  should  be  followed  by  the 
city  government  in  establishing  the  proposed 
rentals. 

The  committee  further  concludes  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  that  a 
charge  should  be  made  for  the  sub-sidewalk  space 
should  be  adopted,  and  that  the  charge  should  be 
fixed  at  50  cents  a  square  foot  unless  such  space  has 
been  excavated  within  five  years,  and  in  such  case 
the  charge  should  be  25  cents  a  square  foot  for  five 
years  of  the  ten-year  term,  and  50  cents  a  square 
foot  for  the  remainder  of  said  term. 

The  rent  to  be  established  for  the  second  floor  of 
Quincy  Market,  including  the  portion  heretofore 
occupied  by  the  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce  Ex- 
change, presents  a  special  question  peculiar  to  that 
association.  It  developed  at  the  hearing  given  by 
the  committee  to  the  representatives  of  the  Fruit 
and  Produce  Exchange  that  the  Exchange  was  re- 
ceiving for  floor  space  rented  from  the  city  and 
sublet  to  tenants  of  the  Exchange  as  high  a  rate 
as  $2.20  a  square  foot.  The  undeniable  conclusion 
to  be  drawn  from  this  fact  is  that  a  rental  of  $1  a 
square  foot  for  the  improved  portion  of  the  second 
floor  now  occupied  by  the  Fruit  and  Produce  Ex- 
change and  the  office  of  the  Ames  Plow  Company 
is  a  proper  and  reasonable  rental  and  should  be 
established.  However,  the  committee  finds  that 
an  area  of  810  square  feet  now  leased  to  the  Fruit 
and  Produce  Exchange  is  devoted  to  the  uses  of  a 
public  hall,  and  therefore  recommends  that  in 
computing  the  rent  to  be  hereafter  established  for 
the  space  occupied  by  the  Fruit  and  Produce  Ex- 
change there  should  be  a  deduction  of  $810  from 
the  amount  reached  by  multiplying  the  entire  area 
by  $1  a  square  foot. 

Rent  at  the  rate  of  75  cents  a  square  foot  is,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  a  fair  and  reasonable 
rent  for  the  remaining  unimproved  space  and  area 
of  the  second  floor. 

There  can  be  no  question  that  a  rent  of  15  cents 
•  square  foot  for  the  third  floor  is  proper  and 
reasonable. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  recommends  that 
as  soon  aB  the  new  rents  are  established  by  'the  city 
government  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  should 
be  directed  to  notify  the  lessees  now  occupying 
market  stalls  and  cellars  of  the  rents  so  established, 
and  give  to  such  lessees  as  in  writing  notify  him 
that  they  desire  to  retain  at  such  rents  their  re- 
spective holdings  a  new  lease  for  the  period  of  ten 
years;  and  the  committee  further  recommends 
that  the  city  conveyancers  of  the  Law  Department 
be  instructed  to  so  draft  the  leases  as  to  secure  to  the 
city  the  right  to  make  improvements  in  the  market 
buildings  during  the  term  of  such  leases  and  to 
protect  the  city  in  the  event  of  such  improvements 
being  so  undertaken.

It  would  be  unwise  to  expend  this  amount  of 
money  for  a  locker  building  unless  the  playground 
was  properly  graded.  A  large  amount  of  filling 
would  be  needed,  and  the  cost  of  filling,  grading, 
etc.,  would  be  not  less  than  $25,000  additional, 
making  the  total  amount  necessary  to  improve  the 
playground  $55,000.

APPROPRIATION   FOR   FERRY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  17,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Several  months  ago,  on  my  rec- 
ommendation, the  City  Council  passed  an  order 
appropriating  from  surplus  the  sum  of  $400,000 
to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  a  new  ferryboat  in 
the  East  Boston  ferry  service  and  also  for  the 
construction  of  runways.  It  has  now  developed 
that  in  order  to  complete  the  high  pressure  fire 
service  it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  a  sum  addi- 
tional to  that  already  expended,  of  not  less  than 
$300,000,  for  pumps  and  other  equipment. 

You  are  aware  that  the  borrowing  power  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  the  lowest  it  hns  been  for  some 
years.  We  have  already  authorized  loans  for 
$1,200,000,  and  it  is  unwise  at  the  present  time  to 
further  decrease  the  borrowing  capacity  as  there 
are  other  capital  improvements  to  be  made.  At 
present  I  do  not  wish  to  draw  further  from  the 
surplus. 

The  Legislature  recently  passed  an  act  author- 
izing the  city  to  borrow  $1,000,000  outside  the 
debt  limit  for  the  improvement  of  the  ferry  system. 
The  city  needs  at  least  two  new  boats  to  properly 
equip  the  East  Boston  ferry  service,  and  as  addi- 
tional money  will  be  necessary  for  the  completion 
of  the  high  pressure  fire  service,  I  wish  to  suggest 
at  this  time  that  the  original  order,  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $400,000  for  a  new  ferryboat,  be  re- 
scinded. The  money  will  thus  revert  to  surplus 
and  be  made  available  for  the  expenditures  inci- 
dent to  the  completion  of  the  high  pressure  fire 
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service.  At  the  same  time,  immediate  provision 
should  be  made  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  East 
Hoston  ferry  service,  and  I  therefore  wish  to  rec- 
ommend at  this  time  that  the  city  be  authorized 
to  expend  for  two  new  ferryboats  and  the  improve- 
ment of  the  East  Boston  ferry  system  the  sum  of 
$1,000,000,  made  available  under  chapter  315  of 
the  Acts  of  1920.  I  therefore  recommend  the  pas- 
sage of  the  accompanying  order,  which  accom- 
plishes the  two  objects  mentioned.

Dear  Sir, — I  submit  the  final  report  on  reorgan- 
ization of  the  Fire  Department,  covering  the 
headquarters,  repair  shop,  Wire  Division,  Fire 
Prevention  Bureau  and  Fire  Alarm  Branch.  This 
report  completes  the  carrying  out  of  your  instruc- 
tions which  I  received  on  assuming  the  office  of 
Fire  Commissioner,  namely,  to  take  all  necessary 
steps  to  raise  the  department  to  the  highest  degree 
of  efficiency. 

I  was  delayed  in  making  this  final  report  be- 
cause I  desired  to  obtain  the  approval  of  Mr. 
Andrew  Stewart,  certified  public  accountant,  to 
the  proposed  plan  of  reorganization.  He  has  con- 
sidered the  suggestions  which  relate  to  the  plan 
of  reorganizing  the  clerical  force  and  the  proposed 
new  methods  of  keeping  accounts  and  approves  all 
of  them.

Dear  Sir, — On  the  request  of  the  City  Council, 
contained  in  the  two  orders  of  March  29  last,  for 
a  report  on  the  feasibility  of  laying  out  and  con- 
structing another  thoroughfare  to  the  Savin  Hill 
section  of  Dorchester,  and  for  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  such  a  thoroughfare,  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  submits  the  following: 

It  would  be  desirable  to  have  an  additional 
highway  to  the  Savin  Hill  section.  There  has 
been  a  demand  for  it  for  a  long  time.  The  only 
approach  to  this  section  now  is  by  way  of  Savin 
Hill  avenue  with  a  bridge  over  the  railroad.  Fear 
is  expressed  that  if  this  bridge  should  break  down 
and  it  should  be  closed  to  traffic,  there  would  be 
serious  danger  to  the  whole  Savin  Hill  section 
in  case  of  fire. 

The  most  feasible  route  for  a  new  thoroughfare 
would  be  an  extension  of  Romsey  street,  with  a 
bridge  over  the  railroad.  As  a  bridge  would 
necessarily  be  21  feet  above  the  level  of  the  tracks 
long  approaches  would  be  required.  This  would 
mean  the  raising  of  the  grade  of  Romsey  street, 
between  Sidney  street  and  Sagamore  street,  and 
also  the  raising  of  the  grade  of  Sidney  street  and 
Hartland  street. 

This  immediate  section  is  well  settled.  The 
changing  of  the  grade  of  the  streets  mentioned 
would  affect  thirty  dwellings,  most  of  which  would 
have  to  be  raised.  One  building  stands  in  the 
way  of  the  extension  of  Romsey  street. 

On  the  Savin  Hill  side  of  the  railroad  there  are 
no  buildings.  The  land  here  is  mostly  marsh 
land,  and  the  street  construction  expense  would 
be  heavy. 

If  it  were  certain  that  the  Metropolitan  park- 
way, which  has  been  laid  out  on  the  east  of  Savin 
Hill,  was  to.be  constructed  the  extension  of  Rom- 
sey street  ought  to  be  carried  to  the  parkway. 
If  the  parkway  should  be  abandoned — and  there 
is  talk  that  it  will  be — it  would  be  necessary  to 
lay  out  a  street  from  Savin  Hill  avenue  to  join 
with  the  Romsey  street  extension,  preferably 
an  extension  of  Davitt  street. 

The  estimated  cost  of  extending  Romsey  street 
and  also  of  extending  a  street  from  Savin  Hill 
avenue  to  Romsey  street,  as  extended,  is  as  follows:

VALIDITY    OF    BONDS,    STUART    STREET 
WIDENING. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department.  May  20,  1920. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  an  order  dated  April  26,  1920, 


I  was  requested  by  your  honorable  body  to  advise 
you  "in  writing  as  to  the  power  of  the  City  Treas- 
urer to  issue  valid  bonds  for  the  widening  of 
Stuart  street  under  the  recent  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature without  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  City 
Council." 

I  have  delayed  my  answer  to  this  question  as  the 
Legislature  immediately  upon  the  passage  of  the 
"Act  Authorizing  the  Construction  of  Stuart 
Street  and  Widening  of  Eliot  Street  in  the  City  of 
Boston,"  chapter  312,  Acts  of  1920,  took  up  the 
consideration  of  certain  corrections  and  amend- 
ments to  this  chapter  which  have  recently  been 
enacted  in  chapter  465,  Acts  of  1920. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  under  those  acts  bonds  may 
legally  be  issued  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  on  the  request  of  the  Mayor  without  any 
action  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council.  The  act 
in  question  is  complete  and  entire.  The  Legis- 
lature has  itself  considered  and  concluded  the 
nature  and  limits  of  a  local  public  improvement, 
has  left  the  authority  to  determine  the  question  of 
the  public  convenience  and  necessity  of  this  im- 
provement to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners,  and  has  upon  the  determination  of 
this  question  in  the  affirmative  authorized  an 
appropriation  of  a  stated  amount  to  cover  the  cost 
of  the  work,  for  which  the  Treasurer  of  the  city  is  to 
issue  bonds  without  other  authority  than  contained 
in  the  acts — each  issue  to  constitute  a  separate 
loan. 

Upon  well  established  principles  of  statutory 
construction,  such  a  special  act  is  to  be  considered 
as  an  exception  to  the  general  provisions  of  the 
charter,  which  require  a  loan  not  otherwise  autho- 
rized by  the  Legislature  to  be  voted  upon  by  the 
City  Council. 

This  opinion  is  in  accord  with  precedents  of  prior 
loans  of  the  city  as  authorized  by  similar  special 
statutes.

BUILDING    FOR   STATIONS   2   AND    3. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
Police  Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  make  an  investigation, 
and  report  to  the  City  Council,  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  the  city  securing  the  land  which  was 
formerly  the  site  of  the  Revere  House,  and  build- 
ing thereon  a  building  of  sufficient  size  to  properly 
accommodate  the  men  and  the  business  of  Police 
Station  2,  and  likewise  of  Station  3,  now  located  on 
Joy  street,  and  likewise  accommodations  for  Police 
Headquarters,  and  for  the  use  of  the  Traffic  Squad, 
and  likewise  for  the  possible  use  of  the  Municipal 
Courts  of  Suffolk  County,  should  such  a  use  be 
deemed  advisable  and  practical. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  at  this  time  for  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
passage  of  the  order,  because  the  order  as  written 
only  calls  for  an  investigation  and  a  further  report 
from  the  Mayor.  However,  if  anybody  so  desires, 
I  shall  have  no  objection  to  its  being  sent  to  the 
committee.  I  think,  however,  as  a  matter  of 
record,  that  something  should  be  said  upon  this 
question.  We  have  been  considering  for  a  long 
period  of  years  the  problem  of  a  site  for  Station  2, 
which  has  been  booted  all  over  the  lot  during 
various  administrations  and  has  cost  the  city  a  lot 
of  money,  and  in  spite  of  expenditure  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  we  have  no  station  up  to  the  present 
time.  The  site  of  the  old  Revere  House  in  the 
West  End  district  is  available  today,  a  site  that  can 
be  purchased  at  a  reasonable  price,  and  if  the  city 
would  undertake  to  make  a  development  at  that 
particular  point  at  this  time  it  would  have  the 
effect  of  improving  general  conditions  in  the  entire 
West  End  section.  The  West  End  district  of 
Boston  in  all  human  probability  has  seen  its  best 
days  as  a  residential  center.  The  real  estate  of  the 
district  is  deteriorating  to  quite  a  degree.  But  an 
opportunity  presents  itself  to  develop  a  lot  of 
manufacturing  industries  in  that  section.  I  think 
if  the  city  would  take  the  initiative  and  do  some- 
thing towards  the  promotion  of  a  public  building 
such  as  has  been  described  in  this  order,  in  that 
particular  locality,  it  would  have  a  beneficial  effect 
in  the  development  of  the  district.  It  is  proposed 
to  have  Station  2  in  one  part  of  the  premises, 
because  the  area  will  be  sufficient  not  only  to 
accommodate  Police  Station  2,  but  also  Police 
Station  3,  now  located  on  Joy  street.  The  area 
is  sufficient  also  to  accommodate  the  traffic  squad. 
It  will,  besides,  take  care  of  the  entire  police  head- 
quarters, and,  if  the  building  is  built  high  enough, 
it  will  provide  that  which  has  been  sadly  needed  in 
the  West  End  district,  and  which  we  have  all 
thought  should  have  been  provided  years  ago, — a 
building  devoted  to  municipal  purposes,  with  an 
auditorium,  showers,  a  branch  library,  and  the 
other  features  generally  found  in  local  municipal 
buildings.  This  matter  has  been  presented  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  and  it  seemed  at  the  time  to  have 
received  his  approval.  At  least,  there  was  no 
indication  that  he  was  going  to  disapprove  it. 
Therefore  I  was,  of  course,  rather  astounded  today, 
when  the  Mayor  knew  this  order  was  to  be  intro- 
duced, to  find  a  new  order  sent  in  by  the  Mayor 
asking  for  the  establishment  of  Police  Station  2  at 
Milk  and  Sears  streets.  It  has  been  said  to  the 
Mayor,  and  it  is  quoted  here  as  a  matter  of  record, 
that  the  city  would  not  have  to  borrow  any  money, 
and  that  it  would  not  have  to  raise  money  by  taxes 
to  any  great  degree,  if  at  all,  to  provide  for  both 
site  and  municipal  building,  on  the  site  of  the  old 
Revere  House,  for  we  own  land  at  Arch  and  Hawley 
■treets  worth  $140,000,  which  the  Mayor  says  he  is 
not  going  to  use  and  does  not  approve  of  as  the 
location  of  a  police  station;  we  own  the  old  Station 


2  property  on  City  Hall  avenue,  which  is  worth 
$120,000,  and  the  Joy  street  station,  which  is  worth 
at  least  $20,000.  We  are  paying  $18,000  a  year 
rental  for  police  headquarters,  which  is  6  per  cent 
on  $300,000;  we  are  providing  accommodations  for 
the  traffic  squad  in  Quincy  Market  without  any 
expense  to  the  Police  Department,  and  the  premises 
could  be  leased  by  the  city  for  more  than  $9,000 
per  annum.  In  fact,  I  understand  that  such  an 
arrangement  has  been  proposed  to  the  city.  That 
is  6  per  cent  on  $165,000.  In  addition,  the  city 
owns  a  great  deal  of  vacant  real  estate  throughout 
municipal  Boston  that  is  not  being  used  for  munic- 
ipal purposes,  and  evidently  there  is  no  intention 
to  so  develop  it.  It  owns,  likewise,  some  real 
estate  without  buildings  thereon,  which  has  been 
discarded  for  municipal  purposes,  is  not  being  used 
at  all ;  and  it  does  seem  to  me  that  if  the  city  would 
sell  the  lot  on  Arch  and  Hawley  streets,  the  old 
Station  2  site  on  City  Hall  avenue,  the  Joy  street 
station  and  some  of  the  vacant  land  as  already 
described,  there  would  be  a  sufficient  sum  available 
without  taking  from  taxes  or  borrowing  money  to 
provide  this  municipal  building  in  the  West  End 
section  of  the  city.  In  addition  to  what  I  have 
already  described  as  features  which  could  be  in- 
corporated in  this  building,  I  think  it  would  not  be 
at  all  impossible  to  find  room  available  in  the 
building  for  the  present  Bulfinch  street  fire  engine 
house,  so  that  the  premises  there  would  be  available 
for  gale,  if  necessary.  Also,  as  is  well  known,  con- 
ditions at  the  courthouse  are  very  badly  congested, 
and  the  site  I  have  described  is  of  sufficient  size  so 
that  it  could  be  made  available  for  the  transfer  to 
that  point  of  the  municipal  courts  of  Suffolk 
County,  thereby  relieving  the  congestion  at  the 
courthouse  and  bringing  the  municipal  courts  in 
close  connection  with  Police  Stations  2  and  3,  as 
established  there,  and  more  particularly  with 
police  headquarters,  which  could  be  established 
there.  I  would  therefore  ask  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  that  this  order  may  go  upon  its  passage  at  this 
time,  as  it  only  asks  for  information. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN— May  I  ask  the  honor- 
able councilor  a  question  through  you,  Mr  Presi- 
dent? I  would  like  to  ask  the  councilor  if  he  has 
presented  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  the  plans  he  has 
referred  to  here,  previous  to  today? 

Coun.  HAGAN- — -Mr.  President,  I  have  talked 
with  the  Mayor  in  reference  to  this  matter  within 
a  week  and  have  submitted  to  him  rough  draft 
sketches  of  the  proposed  building,  with  the  layout 
of  the  building,  showing  that  the  area  is  sufficient 
im  si»e  to  accommodate  Stations  2  and  3,  the  Bul- 
finch street  fire  department  house,  the  Municipal 
Court  rooms  of  Suffolk  County,  police  headquarters 
accommodations  for  the  traffic  squad,  a  municipal 
auditorium,  baths,  a  branch  library,  and  other 
•uch  activities  as  would  ordinarily  be  connected 
with  such  a  building.  The  plans  suggested  seemed 
to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  because 
tkere  was  no  disapproval  expressed.  In  fact,  the 
Mayor  suggested  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  with 
the  Police  Commissioner  and  if  he  thought  favor- 
ably of  the  proposition  he  could  not  see  why  it 
was  not  a  good  thing.  The  matter  was  taken  up 
with  the  Police  Commissioner,  although  I  person- 
ally have  not  done  it.  So  I  am  not  at  this  time 
aware  of  just  what  the  Police  Commissioner  will 
think  of  it.  Buy  my  impression,  from  what  in- 
formation I  have,  is  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
is  looking  with  favor  upon  the  proposition. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  the 
councilor  says  very  distinctly  that  he  took  the 
matter  up  with  the  Mayor  and  that  somebody 
else  has  taken  the  matter  up  with  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  Boston.  I  would  like  to  have  the 
Clerk  read  again,  very  slowly  and  carefully,  the 
communication  that  the  Council  has  just  received 
from  the  Mayor. 

(The  Clerk  re-read  at  this  point  the  message 
from  the  Mayor  in  regard  to  the  Police  Station  2 
situation.) 

Th»  order  was  passed  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REAL   ESTATE   PARCELS   OWNED    BY 
CITY. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  the  following — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  send  to  the  City 
Council  a  list  of  all  the  real  estate  parcels  owned 
by  the  city,  and  with  assessed  valuation  of  same, 
and  whether  vacant  land  or  built  upon,  that  is 
not  at  present  being  used  for  municipal  purposes. 

PasBed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule.

NAMING   OF   HIGGINSON   CIRCLE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
island  plot  now  situated  at  the  junction  of  Audu- 
on  road,  Riverway  and  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur  be 
named  and  known  hereafter  as  Higginson  Circle, 
to  commemorate  the  memory  of  one  of  Boston's 
illustrious  citizens,  who  in  life  was  freely  honored 
as  Boston's  "Grand  Old  Man,"  and  who  has  done 
so  much  for  Boston  and  its  citizens. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  would  move 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage,  unless  some 
member  wishes  the  order  referred.  As  a  matter  of 
record,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  don't  think 
Major  Higginson,  with  his  noble  reputation  in  this 
community,  needs  any  feeble  words  of  praise  from 
me  to  demonstrate  what  his  real  worth  to  this 
community  was.  We  all  know  his  public  spirit, 
the  many  magnificient  acts  he  performed  for  the 
benefit  of  Boston  and  her  citizens.  But  there  is 
one  particular  act  to  which  I  will  refer  that  has 
received  very  little .  publicity  up  to  the  present 
time.  It  was  at  a  time  when  the  Fens  district  was 
to  be  invaded  by  a  lot  of  cheap  apartment  houses 
which  would  have  detracted  from  the  beauty  of 
the  spot,  that  Major  Higginson  came  to  the  then 
Mayor  Fitzgerald  and  offered  to  purchase  a  cer- 
tain parcel  of  land  which  would  enable  the  city  to 
put  through  a  public  street,  paying  for  the  land 
out  of  his  own  pocket,  provided  the  city  would 
construct  the  street.  That  was  agreed  to  very 
promptly.  It  was  understood  that  the  land  in 
question  was  going  to  cost  $70,000;  but  it  cost 
Major  Higginson — he  was  evidently  held  up- — ■ 
$120,000.  That  was  a  gift  he  made  to  the  city 
and  the  street  was  laid  out,  now  containing  some 
of  our  most  famous  buildings,  which  now  beautify 
that  district — such  as  Notre  Dame  Academy,  the 
High  School  of  Commerce,  the  Lying-in  Hospital, 
Simmons  College,  and  there  is  to  be  the  proposed 
Latin  School.  There  is  this  plot  of  land  or  aisle 
in  the  center  leaving  available  an  ideal  spot  to 
show  the  appreciation  by  our  citizens  of  Major 
Higginson,  in  the  way  of  a  monument  or  some 
form  of  memorial.  The  object  of  this  order  is 
simply  to  focus  public  attention  upon  the  desira- 
bility of  doing  something  to  honor  the  memory  of 
this  good  citizen.  I  think  Boston  ought  to  do  it, 
and  I  think  we  have  enough  public  spirited  citi- 
zens of  Boston  to  do  it,  once  somebody  takes  the 
initiative  and  manifests  some  little  desire  to 
honor  the  man.  The  idea  is  to  have  a  fund  for 
this  purpose  raised  by  private  subscription,  I  hope 
with  some  co-operation  from  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
help  honor  the  memory  of  Major  Higginson. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was  lost,  and 
the  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands. 


LIVING   WAGE   FOR   MEN   IN   POSTAL 
SERVICE. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
write  to  every  Massachusetts  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  likewise  the  Massa- 
chusetts Senators,  and  ask  them  on  behalf  of  the 
city  government  of  Boston  to  do  everything  pos- 
sible and  interest  themselves  in  every  way  possible 
to  obtain  a  living  wage  for  the  men  employed 
by  the  Federal  Government  in  the  Boston  Postal 
service. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  ask  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule,  which  I  hope  will  not  prevail  if 
anybody  cares  to  have  the  order  go  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  As  a  rule,  I  think  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  have  enough  to  do  in  looking  after  munic- 
ipal affairs,  without  engaging  in  anything  that 
really  comes  within  the  line  of  work  of  the  legis- 
lature of  the  Federal  Government;  but  at  this 
particular  time  it  seems  pertinent  that  everybody 
who  has  any  interest  in  the  matter  whatsoever 
should  do  something  to  help  in  this  movement 
that  is  now  under  way  all  over  the  country  to 
arouse  Congress  to  the  great  wrong  that  is  being 
done  to  the  men  in  the  postal  branch  of  the  federal 
service  in  not  giving  the  clerks  and  carriers  an 
adequate  or  living  wage.  The  "Literary  Digest" 
has  taken  the  matter  up  as  a  national  proposition, 
many  leading  newspapers  of  the  country  are  featur- 
ing it  editorially  and  otherwise,  and,  because  of  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  men  employed  in  the  postal 
service  of  Boston  are  citizens  of  Boston,  it  seems 
within  the  range  of  our  work  and  duty  to  do  what 
we  can  to  be  helpful  in  the  matter.  I  believe  if 
the  Massachusetts  members  of  the  House  of  Rep- 


resentatives and  Senate  were  to  receive  a  com- 
munication officially  from  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
saying  that  the  city  government  of  Boston  ap- 
proved of  their  taking  some  definite  and  positive 
action,  starting  something  at  Washington  to 
relieve  the  situation,  it  would  not  only  be  received 
with  approval  by  the  beneficiaries,  the  men  them- 
selves, but  would  help  in  focussing  and  crystallizing 
the  natural  indignation  which  is  generally  felt  that 
this  deserving  class  of  public  employees,  those  in 
the  postal  service,  should  not  have  had  some  con- 
sideration giving  to  their  necessities  in  these  hard 
and  distressing  times.  Certainly  they  deserve 
and  should  have  an  increase  in  salaries.  I  don't 
see  how  in  the  world  they  are  able  to  live  at  all. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules.

Dear  Sir, — The  City  Council  has  referred  to  this 
department  a  communication  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Real  Estate  Exchange  relative  to  an 
alleged  $66,000,000  over-assessment  of  real  estate 
in  certain  districts  of  the  City  of  Boston,  in  which 
it  is  stated  that  the  over-valuations  are  based  upon 
a  comparison  with  the  assessments  for  1915.  As 
there  has  been  considerable  change  in  the  real 
estate  values  of  the  city  since  that  date — and 
especially  during  the  last  six  months — we  submit 
that  these  figures  are  of  little  use  for  comparison 
with  present  values. 

The  Board  is  always  pleased  to  receive  any 
information  that  will  assist  in  arriving  at  a  true 
valuation  of  all  the  property  in  the  city.  To 
enable  us  to  use  the  information  it  is  necessary  to 
locate  the  properties  to  which  the  over-valuation 
applies.  While  we  appreciate  the  embarrassment 
of  specifying  by  name  the  individual  estates  that 
your  appraisers  have  valued  at  less  than  the 
assessed  figures,  we  suggest'  that  such  embarrass- 
ment will  be  avoided  by  your  transmitting  to  this 
Board  the  particular  assessment  blocks  in  which 
your  investigation  shows  the  over-assessments. 
If  your  committee  will  favor  us  with  this  definite 
information  it  will  be  gladly  accepted  and  will 
receive  our  best  consideration. 

Of  course  the  information,  to  be  of  present  use, 
must  be  such  as  relates  not  to  the  values  of  five  or 
six  years  ago  but  as  near  to  the  first  of  April,  1920, 
as  it  is  possible  to  obtain  it.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  May  3,  accepting  chapter  271  of  the  Acts  of 
1920,  entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to  the  Compensa- 
tion of  Persons  Employed  by  the  County  of  Suffolk 
as  Drivers  of  Prison  Vans  in  the  City  of  Boston." 

I  am  vetoing  the  acceptance  of  this  act  on  several 
grounds.  In  the  first  place,  legislative  authority  is 
not  needed  to  provide  an  increase  for  the  employees 
in  question.

Sir, — Under  chapter  235  of  the  Acts  of  1920, 
which  was  accepted  by  the  City  Council  and 
approved  by  your  Honor  April  12,  1920,  entitling 
employees  of  the  city  who  were  drafted  for  service 
in  the  World  War,  also  the  enlisted  men  who  have 
not  received  the  difference  between  their  military 
and  municipal  pay,  to  the  difference  between 
their  military  and  municipal  pay  during  the  period 
of  their  respective  service,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  cover  this  expense  as  no 
amounts  were  allowed  in  the  annual  budgets  of  the 
departments.

The 
order  of  the  City  Council  above  referred  to  appar- 
ently contemplates  making  provision  for  new 
quarters  for  the  municipal  courts  and  officials 
of  Suffolk  County.  I  am  concerned  only  with 
necessary  buildings  and  accommodations  for  the 
administration  of  the  Police  Department.  I 
cannot  assent  to^  any  proposition  that  would 
delay  the  immediate  provision  for  the  Police 
Department  because  of  consideration  of  other 
municipal  requirements,  concerning  which  I  have 
no  duty  or  relation. 

At  this  particular  time  the  immediate,  pressing 
necessity  of  this  department,  which  will  admit 
of  no  delay,  is  for  a  suitable  site  and  the  erection 
of  a  building  thereon  to  properly  house  Division  2, 
the  traffic  police,  the  property  clerk,  a  drill  hall 
and  a  revolver  range.

I  return  herewith  order  of  the  City  Council, 
dated  March  1,  requesting  that  they  be  informed 
regarding  the  rules  and  regulations  and  customs 
of  collecting  ashes  and  garbage  in  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  St.  Louis  and  Chicago,  and  what 
co-operation  is  demanded  in  these  cities  from 
tenants  and  householders. 

The  delay  in  replying  to  this  request  is  due 
entirely  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  cities  men- 
tioned has  only  just  replied  to  our  repeated  re- 
quests for  this  information. 

In  New  York  the  collections  are  made  by  day 
labor  force,  and  the  rules  of  the  department  re- 
quire that  the  material  must  be  placed  on  the 
sidewalk  within  or  against  the  building  line.  In 
Philadelphia  the  collections  are  made  by  contract, 
and  the  regulations  require  that  the  material 
must  be  placed  on  the  sidewalk.  In  certain 
cases,  however,  waste  is  removed  from  easily 
accessible  places  on  the  premises  if  a  card  is  dis- 
played in  the  window.  In  Chicago  the  collections 
are  made  by  day  labor,  and  the  regulations  re- 
quire that  all  of  the  material  be  placed  at  the 
curb  either  in  front  of  the  premises  or  in  an  alley 
at  the  rear.  In  St.  Louis  ashes  and  refuse  are  not 
collected  or  disposed  of  by  the  city.  Each  indi- 
vidual property  owner  collects  and  disposes  of 
ashes  and  refuse. 

The  city  does  not  collect  ashes  and  rubbish  from 
buildings  used  exclusively  for  business  purposes 
in  any  of  the  four  cities  referred  to  above.  This 
is  all  done  by  private  contractors  who  make  indi- 
vidual arrangements  with  property  owners.

Gentlemen, — A  year  ago  last  fall  the  collapse 
of  the  molasses  tank  in  the  North  End  destroyed 
the  living  quarters  of  the  crew  of  Engine  31,  one 
ot  the  fireboats.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion 
of  plans  for  new  quarters  for  the  crew  of  Engine  31 
it  was  suggested  that  the  city  might  erect  a  build- 
ing which  provided  quarters  not  only  for  the  crew 
of  Engine  31  but  also  provide  new  quarters  for 
the  officers  of  Police  Division  8;  that  is,  the  harbor 
police.  This  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention 
ol  the  Police  Commissioner  and  he  agreed  to  the 
proposition. 

Under  the  present  arrangement,  therefore, 
the  city  plans  to  erect  a  building  suitable  to  house 
the  men  both  in  Division  8  and  Fireboat  31.

The  building  will  be  erected 
in  the  North  End  paving  yard  which  is  already 
the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This  will 
therefore  eventually  make  it  possible  to  dispose 
of  the  present  site  of  Police  Station  8  to  the  finan- 
cial gain  of  the  city.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  your  communication  of  the 
12th  instant,  inclosing  an  order  of  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  May  10,  ordering  the  Boston  Infirm- 
ary Trustees  to  establish  a  ward  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  drug  addicts. 

I  have  discussed  with  Doctor  Kline,  chairman 
of  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases,  the  mat- 
ter of  caring  for  voluntary  patients  formerly 
cared  for  at  the  Norfolk  State  Hospital.  I  find 
that  after  the  Federal  Government  took  over  the 
Norfolk  State  Hospital  the  patients  formerly 
committed  thereto  were  boarded  at  the  Washing- 
tonian  Home  and  one  other  private  institution 
at  a  cost  of  $4  per  day  to  the  state.  That  the 
Legislature  of  this  year  authorized  the  reception 
of  such  patients  to  the  State  Infirmary  at  Tewks- 
bury,  but  today  there  is  no  voluntary  patient 
suffering  from  drug  addiction  at  that  institution, 
and  I  am  also  informed  by  Commissioner  Kline 
that  the  private  institutions  for  inebriates  and 
drug  addicts  have  not  applied  for  licenses  to  oper- 
ate during  the  coming  year.  This  does  not  mean 
that  "dope  fiends"  are  less  numerous,  but  indi- 
cates that  they  are  for  the  most  part  persons  with 


criminal   records,   and   are  not   those   who   would 
naturally  voluntarily  seek  a  cure. 

However    I   can  see  no  good   reason   why  your 
Honor  should  not  proclaim  that  the  City  of  Boston 
is  prepared  at  Long  Island  to  care  for  any  volun- 
tary patients  suffering  from  drug  addiction.

SITE   FOR    STATIONS   2   AND   3. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  inform  the  City 
Council  if,  in  hisopinion,  it  would  be  advisable  for 
the  city  to  acquire  the  land  known  as  the  site  of  the 
Revere  House  and  the  erection  thereon  of  a  building 
suitable  for  the  use  of  Police  Stations  2  and  3,  and 
the  traffic  squad  and  police  headquarters  and  for 
the  use  of  the  municipal  courts  of  Suffolk  County. 

Coun.  WATSON — Will  you  read  the  order 
again,  Mr.  President? 

President  MORIARTY — If  there  is  no  objection 
the  Clerk  will  read  the  order  again. 

The  order  waB  read  a  second  time,  and  Coun. 
HAGAN  moved  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage 
of  the  order. 

President  MORIARTY— For  myself  I  will  say 
that  I  do  not  like  to  leave  the  chair,  but  I  also  do 
not  like  to  be  put  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  the 
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Revere  House  site — or  any  other  site.  I  believe 
that  ought  to  be  given  some  consideration  in 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — -Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  want 
to  embarass  anybody  with  the  presentation^of  the 
order.  A  similar  order  was  presented  here  a  few 
meetings  ago  and  passed  by  the  City  Council,  in 
which  we  asked  the  Police  Commissioner  to  give 
his  opinion.  The  Police  Commissioner  gave  his 
opinion  in  what  I  conceived  to  be  a  rather  evasive 
way,  because  he  treated  upon  the  use  and  occupancy 
of  the  building  in  question  for  a  municipal  court 
room,  and  did  not  give  us  any  advantage  of  his 
opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  this  building  and  the 
site  would  be  suitable  for  a  police  station.  Now,  I 
want  to  get  the  Mayor's  personal  opinion  on  this 
matter,  as  I  have  been  unable  to  get  any  satis- 
factory i  nformation  from  the  Police  Commissioner. 
The  object  of  the  order  is  simply  to  ascertain,  and 
get  in  an  official  form,  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor 
upon  the  advisability  of  acquiring  this  site,  and, 
naturally,  the  erection  of  the  building.  It  does 
not  commit  you,  nor  I,  nor  anybody  else,  as  I 
understand  the  order,  and  certainly  I  have  no 
such  intention  as  that  in  view.  It  is  to  get  the 
Mayor's  opinion  on  this  matter.  I  have  it  pri- 
vately— and  I  would  like  to  have  it  publicly. 

Coun.  WATSON — As  a  matter  of  record,  per- 
haps the  gentleman  will  give  us  the  Mayor's 
opinion. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  said  at  the  last  meeting,  and  I 
have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  it  now,  that  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Mayor  approves  this. 

Coun.  WATSON — Then  why  do  we  need  the 
order? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  want  to  get  it  in  official  form. 
I  want  to  get  his  opinion.  He  may  have  changed 
his  opinion;  I  would  like  to  know  what  he  has  in  his 
mind. 


Coun.  WATSON  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  not 
for  the  order  in  so  far  as  the  Revere  House  site  is 
concerned,  neither  am  I  against  it.  I  feel,  and  I 
feel  it  very  keenly,  that  the  Mayor,  through  his 
secretary  downstairs  who  is  being  paid  by  the  City 
of  Boston  as  an  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
has  been  giving  some  unfavorable  news  to  the  news- 
papers. There  has  been  more  or  less  criticism  in  so 
far  as  a  building  for  Station  2  is  concerned,  and  I 
do  notlike  being  '  'kicked"  all  over  the  city  because 
of  a  site  for  Station  2.  They  have  already  had 
three  sites  that  have  been  acceptable  to  the  Police 
Commissioner —  not  the  present  Police  Commis- 
sioner, but  the  Police  Commissioner  prior  to  Com- 
missioner Curtis.  They  were  all  acceptable  to 
him,  even  the  site  at  the  corner  of  Arch  and  Ha-wley 
streets.  Now,  if  I  remember  correctly,  and  if  I 
may  be  permitted  to  use  Coun.  Collins'  name,  he 
(Coun.  Collins)  said  it  was  not  within  our  right 
to  take  sites.  I  agree  with  him.  But  I  do  believe 
that,  when  the  Mayor  sends  an  order  in  here  for  a 
site  for  a  public  building,  and  the  money  is  appro- 
priated to  buy  that  site,  we  are  putting  ourselves 
in  a  ridiculous  position  by  trying  to  pick  out  other 
sites.  The  Mayor  made  a  statement  before  the 
Executive  Committee  some  months  ago,  and  he 
was  quoted  at  the  last  meeting,  or  the  meeting 
prior,  by  my  colleague,  Coun.  McLaughlin,  that 
if  the  site  was  not  accepted  and  the  appropriation 
passed  for  the  Sears  and  Milk  streets  property,  he 
would  proceed  forthwith  on  the  first  day  of  April 
to  build  that  building.  I  think  that  we  are  putting 
the  Council  in  a  very  embarrassing  position  at  this 
time  by  trying  to  select  different  sites.  I  think 
that  we  ought  to  say  to  the  Police  Commissioner 
and  to  the  Mayor,  '  'The  city  has  acquired  a  site 
at  the  corner  of  Hawley  and  Arch  streets,  and  we 
are  with  you.  We  want  the  station,  there  is  the 
site  that  was  bought  and  which  was  acceptable 
to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the  Mayor  of 
Boston.  We  believe  that  that  site  ought  to  be 
considered,  and,  if  so,  you  will  have  a  station  to 
carry  along  the  business  of  the  Police  Department." 
I  do  not  want  to  interfere;  I  have  no  fight  with 
Mr.  Curtis,  notwithstanding  the  newspapers  and 
the  man  who  sits  downstairs  who  say  that  because 
of  the  policemen's  trouble  I  am  against  the  site. 
I  want  to  deny  that  assertion,  and  say  that  I  am 
ready,  if  the  Mayor  will  send  in  an  appropriation 
for  the  building  of  Station  2,  to  vote  to  appro- 
priate the  money,  but  on  the  site  that  the  city  has 
already  paid  for.  I  am  not  going  to  be  led  around 
by  anybody  just  because  they  want  to  get  a  few 
dollars  to  pick  out  sites.     I  believe  that  the  Mayor 


ought  to  start  the  erection  of  the  building  for 
Station  2  on  the  site  now  owned  by  the  city,  at  the 
corner  of  Hawley  and  Arch  streets. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like 
to  ask  through  the  Chair  whether,  in  Coun.  Hagan's 
offering  of  this  order,  it  is  his  purpose  to  have  this 
Council  select  a  site,  or  is  it  his  purpose  to  get  an 
official  expression  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  to  this  particular  location? 

Chairman  WATSON— Will  Coun.  Hagan 
answer  that  question? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  not  my 
purpose  to  have  this  Council  select  a  site,  as  I  am 
aware  that  that  would  be  contrary  to  law.  I 
endeavored  in  my  original  order,  Mr.  Chairman, 
to  obtain  the  advice  of  the  Police  Commissioner 
upon  the  availability  of  the  Revere  House  site, 
and  the  advisability  of  acquiring  it.  I  have  been 
unable  to  get  any  satisfactory  opinion  from  that 
direction,  so  I  am  now  making  an  effort  to  obtain 
the  advice  of  the  Mayor  as  to  whether  he  thinks 
the  site  is  an  adaptable  one,  and  whether  or  not 
it  is  advisable  for  the  city  to  acquire  that  land. 
I  am  simply  asking  at  this  time  for  information 
from  the  Mayor;  information  that  I  was  unable  to 
receive  in  any  satisfactory  form  from  the  original 
request,  as  made  by  this  Council,  upon  the  Police 
Commissioner.  I  believe  that  my  esteemed  col- 
league, Coun.  Moriarty,  has  a  wrong  angle  entirely 
upon  this  matter.  The  Mayor  has  stated  that  the 
site  at  Hawley  and  Arch  streets  is  not  suitable; 
the  Police  Commissioner  has  stated  likewise. 
This  is  all  because  of  the  fact  that  since  that  site 
was  selected  the  traffic  squad  has  come  into 
existence;  some  place  must  be  provided  for  the 
proper  housing  of  the  traffic  squad,  and  the  area 
of  that  particular  site  evidently  is  not  sufficient. 
Therefore,  a  new  site  was  selected  by  somebody, 
at  Sears  and  Milk  streets.  Now,  it  develops  that 
the  Council  does  not  approve  of  the  site  at  Sears 
and  Milk  streets,  and  the  Mayor  and  the  Police 
Commissioner  do  not  approve  of  the  present  site 
owned  by  the  city  at  Hawley  and  Arch  street; 
and,  in  consequence,  there  will  be  no  provision 
made  for  the  establishment  of  a  police  station  anj- 
where  if  this  condition  continues  to  exist,  and  the 
Council  and  the  Mayor  continue  to  be  at  logger- 
heads on  this  important  problem.  Now  the 
Mayor  has  stated  publicly  in  the  Press  that  no 
other  location  is  available  that  would  be  suitable, 
and  it  so  happens  that  well-informed  citizens 
believe  that  this  particular  site  of  the  old  Revere 
House  is  suitable — more  suitable  than  the  one  the 
city  owns,  and  far  more  suitable  than  the  one  that 
the  Mayor  is  intending  to  purchase.  We  want  to 
convince  the  Mayor,  if  possible,  that  another 
site  is  available,  a  site  that  is  more  suitable  from 
many  points  of  view  than  is  the  one  that  the  Mayor 
has  in  mind,  or  the  one  that  the  city  now  owns  at 
Hawley  and  Arch  streets.  I  am  not  particularly 
anxious  to  press  this  matter  under  a  suspension 
of  the  rules,  nor  do  I  wish  to  embarrass  anybody. 
There  is  no  immediate  rush  to  pass  it.  I  supposed 
that  as  a  similar  order  was  passed  here  two  or 
three  weeks  ago  there  would  be  no  objection  to 
the  passage  of  this  order,  which  is  of  like  tenor. 
I  am  simply  asking  for  information  at  this  time. 
If  it  is  going  to  embarrass  anybody,  I  won't  press 
it  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules;  but  I  would 
like  to  get  an  official  expression  of  opinion. 

Coun.  FORD — In  view  of  what  has  been  said 
on  the  matter,  I  think  it  might  be  a  good  idea, 
and  I  so  move,  that  the  order  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  where  the  other  orders 
in  respect  to  sites  now  are. 

Chairman  WATSON — Does  the  gentleman 
offer  that  as  a  substitute  for  the  original  motion? 

Coun.  FORD— Yes.  * 

Chairman  WATSON — Does  the  Chair  under- 
stand that  Coun.  Hagan  will  withdraw  his  motion 
that  this  matter  be  acted  upon  under  a  suspension 
of  the  rules? 

Coun.  MORIARTY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  want 
to  say  this — that  I  am  not  so  much  opposed  to 
reference  of  the  order.  But  I  do  not  want  the 
newspapers  at  some  future  time  to  say  that  I 
approved  of  sending  this  to  the  Mayor  for  his 
approval,  and  then  for  some  reason  or  another 
changed  my  mind  and  was  against  the  Revere 
House  site.  I  am  not  talking  about  the  site. 
There  is  something  new  that  has  arrived  since  we 
passed  a  similar  order.  After  that  order  was  sent 
to  the  Police  Commissioner  by  the  Mayor  the 
newspapers  published  a  statement  one  night  last 
week  that  the  Mayor  said  that  if  we  were  not 
furnished  with  a  police  station  he  would  reserve

his  rights  under  a  certain  act  and  build  the  building. 
I  have  no  fight  with  the  Police  Commissioner; 
but  1  believe  that  sometimes  a  lot  of  us  feel  that 
his  position  is  bigger  than  it  really  is,  and  he  has 
assumed  that  in  the  answer  which  the  Mayor 
sent  to  this  body  today.  I  do  not  want  to  be  in 
the  position  of  saying  that  I  am  either  in  favor  or 
against  the  Revere  House  site,  nor  do  I  want  to 
give  the  Police  Commissioner  the  right  to  say  that 
we  have  not  furnished  a  site.  I  want  to  put  the 
responsibility  where  it  rightfully  belongs,  in  the 
hands  of  the  Mayor.  He  has  had  this  property 
for  more  than  a  year,  and  if  he  started  when  the 
land  was  bought  we  would  have  a  station  there 
today,  and  the  men  would  have  been  housed. 
But  the  Mayor  may  try  to  throw  the  responsibility 
onto  the  Council — as  he  has  on  numerous  other 
occasions — by  saying:  "The  Council  has  asked 
me  to  consider  another  site,  and  I  have  that  under 
advisement."  I  heard  some  of  the  members  say 
today  that  he  works  with  great  speed!  I  am 
wondering  whether  another  year  will  pass  before 
we  will  have  a  so-called  Station  2!  The  city 
government  has  been  building  a  Police  Station  2 
since  1914.  As  I  said  here  some  meetings  ago, 
all  they  do  is  draw  sets  of  plans;  then  somebody 
is  not  satisfied  with  a  particular  set  of  plans  because 
it  does  not  enable  him  to  exact  his  pound  of  flesh 
in  payment  of  a  political  debt.  Coun.  Hagan's 
order  says:  "That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  City  Council  if,  in  his  opinion, 
it  would  be  advisable  for  the  city  to  acquire  the 
land  known  as  the  site  of  the  Revere  House, 
and  the  erection  thereon  of  a  building."  If  that 
isn't  selecting  a  site,  and  if  that  isn't  the  Council 
selecting  a  site,  I  miss  my  guess,  because  if  the 
Mayor  acquiesces  and  says  that  that  is  a  reasonable 
site,  it  would  be  backed,  not  by  the  Council  but 
by  the  introducer  of  the  order,  who  will  ask  us  to 
agree  with  him  that  that  is  the  right  site  for 
Station  2.  If  that  isn't  what  his  order  means, 
then  I  read  it  wrong.  I  do  not  want  to  go  on 
record  either  in  favor  or  against  the  order.  It  is 
immaterial  to  me  where  Station  2  is  built,  so  long 
as  we  get  a  station.  But  I  do  not  believe  that  we 
ought  to  pass  this  order  when  we  have  such  a 
situation  confronting  us  now, — with  the  Police 
Commissioner  and  the  Mayor  and  the  Council  at 
odds  in  so  far  as  the  appropriation  for  sites  is 
concerned. 

Chairman  WATSON— Does  the  Chair  under- 
stand that  Coun.  Hagan's  motion  to  suspend  the 
rules  has  been  waived? 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  haven't  waived  it. 

Chairman  WATSON — I  thought  you  did,  and 
that  you  were  willing  that  Coun.  Ford's  motion 
should  prevail. 


Coun.  FORD — Mr.  Chairman,  in  view  of  Coun. 
Hagan's  expression,  with  the  consent  of  the  body, 
I  now  withdraw  my  motion  so  as  to  allow  his 
motion  for  the  suspension  of  the  rules  and  the 
passage  of  the  order  to  stand  before  the  body. 

Chairman  WATSON — The  question  is  on  the 
suspension  of  the  rules  and  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — -Mr.  Chairman,  when  I  drafted 
this  order  I  had  no  thought  of  committing  the 
body  to  the  selection  of  a  site.  There  was  no 
such  thought  in  my  mind  then  nor  is  there  now.  I 
cannot  conceive  how  anybody  can  reasonably  read 
any  such  thought  as  that  into  this  order.  I  have 
asked  for  the  opinion  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
(reading) : '  'That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  inform  the  City  Council  if,  in  his  opinion"  the 
site  is  a  reasonable  one.  Now,  if  the  City  Council 
does  not  care  to  get  this  information,  I  am  willing 
to  change  the  order  so  that  it  shall  read:  "That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  inform  a 
member  of  the  City  Council."  In  other  words,  I 
would  like  to  obtain  the  Mayor's  opinion  as  to  the 
advisability  of  this  site,  as  one  member  of  this 
Council,  if  I  can  have  this  order  passed  through  the 
Council.  I  do  not  want  to  add  any  more  to  it  in 
any  way,  shape  or  manner.  I  simply  want  the 
Mayor  to  know  that  there  are  other  sites.  I  want 
to  remove  this  loggerhead  condition  which  exists 
between  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor.  I  am 
going  to  ask  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  my  sug- 
gestion, Mr.  Chairman,  of  having  this  order  passed 
under  a  suspension  of  the  rules.  I  ajn  going  togive 
the  body  plenty  of  time  to  consider  this  matter, 
so  I  now  ask  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  for  future  consideration. 

Chairman  WATSON — If  there  is  no  objection, 
the  order  will  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

As  long 
as  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  talk  and  criticism 
relative  to  this  particular  matter,  I  thought  it 
behooved  the  Council  to  give  the  necessary  amount 
of  money  so  that  he  could  go  ahead  and  build  if 
he  so  saw  fit,  and  thereby  remove  a  source  of 
criticism  that  I  think  has  been  entirely  unjustified.

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  I  move  an  amend- 
ment, to  strike  out  the  words  "on  the  site  of  Haw- 
ley  street  and  Arch  street." 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
amendment,  and  Coun.  LANE  called  for  the  yeas 
and  nays. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  I  .would 
like  to  ask  the  councilor  who  has  just  made  the 
motion  to  strike  out  those  particular  words  what 
his  reasons  are,  if  any,  so  that  we  may  vote  intel- 
ligently on  this  proposition. 

Coun.  LANE — Mr.  President,  my  reason  is 
that  I  have  favored  right  through  the  Sears  street 
property,  and  now  Coun.  Hagan  has  just  had 
passed  here  unanimously  an  order  to  look  into  the 
Revere  House  site.  It  seems  to  me  we  will  make 
ourselves  ridiculous  if  we  investigate  another  site 
for  the  proposed  police  station  and  vote  $400,000 
for  a  different  specified  site. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY — I  don't  know  whether  it 
shows  ignorance  on  the  part  of  my  colleague  or 
somebody  else,. but  I. understand  the  situation  to 
be  that  we  have  a  site  and  he  now  wants  to  buy 
a  new  site.  Under  the  circumstances  I  don't 
know  who  is  showing  ignorance,  he  or  somebody 
else.  I  think  the  site  we  have  is  suitable,  and 
therefore  I  favor  the  location  on  Hawley  and  Arch 
streets. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  one  of  the 
five  members  of  this  body  who  have  voted  for  the 
$89,000  appropriation  for  Sears  street  and  for  every 
other  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  any  police 
station  in  the  City  of  Boston,  I  wish  simply  to  say 
that  I  realize  that  the  $89,000  order  cannot  pass 
this  body,  for  the  reason  that  there  are  only  five 
members   who   favor   it,   while   four   are   opposed. 


That  is  the  line-up  today,  and  I  believe  it  is  bound 
to  continue.  In  the  meantime  the  matter  of  erect- 
ing a  police  station  is  held  in  abeyance.  There- 
fore I  am  in  the  position  of  voting  for  anvthing 
and  everything  that  will  speed  up  the  building 
of  a  police  station  for  the  members  of  the 
traffic  squad  and  the  officers  of  Station  2,  or  for 
any  other  station  that  the  Mayor  and  Police  Com- 
missioner may  desire  to  erect  for  the  policemen  of 
Boston.  It  is  true  that  we  have  voted  down  the 
Sears  street  $89,000  appropriation.  That  is  dead. 
We  now  have  before  us  an  order  that  has  been 
reported  out  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  favor 
of  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  go  ahead 
on  the  site  owned  by  the  city.  We  at  least  should 
go  to  work  and  pass  this  order  and  then  let  the 
Mayor  veto  it  if  he  desires.  We  can  perhaps  then 
start  over  again  and  try  to  arrive  at  some  other 
solution  of  the  police  station  matter.  I  don't  think 
amending  the  order  so  as  to  strike  out  the  words 
referring  to  the  location  will  make  any  difference, 
because  it  stands  to  reason  that  the  only  location 
we  can  consider  for  the  erection  of  the  building, 
in  connection  with  the  passage  of  a  loan  order,  is 
the  Arch  street  property.  The  amendment  is 
therefore  of  no  consequence,  and  I  intend  to  vote 
for  the  $400,000  order  as  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE — Mr.  President,  as  one  of 
the  members  who  have  voted  against  the  Sears 
street  location  for  a  police  station  I  want  to  say 
that  my  position  has  been  consistent;  that  I  feel 
that  in  voting  consistently,  the  four  of  us,  against 
that  proposition  we  have  done  more  toward  the 
actual  accomplishment  of  the  erection  of  a  police 
station  than  has  been  done  by  all  the  talk  that  has 
been  going  on  over  the  proposition  for  the  six, 
eight  or  ten  months  that  it  has  been  before  us. 
There  has  been  a  lot  of  talk  and  no  action.  I  be- 
lieve the  only  way  to  get  action  is  to  center  our 
fire  on  one  particular  proposition.  To  my  way 
of  thinking,  the  only  way  in  which  the  police  in 
old  Station  2  can  get  a  new  building  is  by  our 
voting  for  the  erection  of  a  police  station  on  the 
site  that  the  city  now  owns.  I  object  to  striking 
out  the  words  referred  to  in  the  amendment,  for 
the  reason  that  I  think  such  action  is  only  going  to 
tend  to  again  create  confu^irn.  If  the  city  can 
build  on  no  other  site  than  that,  why  object  to 
words  naming  that  particular  location  being  left  in 
the  appropriation  measure?  I  think  we  ought 
to  vote  for  the  appropriation  as  it  stands,  and  that 
is  the  way  I  intend  to  vote  on  the  proposition. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  may  I  say  just  one 
word  in  reference  to  the  amendment  offered  by 
Coun.  Lane?  If  the  amendment  were  not  offered, 
and  we  then  voted  "no"  on  the  proposition  sub- 
mitted, that  is,  against  the  order  calling  for  $400,000 
for  the  Hawley  street  site, — we  might  be  in  this 
position,  refusing  to  provide  money  for  the  police 
station.  But  in~  order  that  we  might  aprear  in 
the  position  of  being  willing  to  vote  money  for  a 
police  station,  and  so  that  it  may  appear  on  the 
record  forever  more  that  we  are  willing  to  appro- 
priate money  for  a  police  station,  I  personally, 
and  some  of  my  colleagues,  will  vote  for  the  amend- 
ment. In  answer  to  what  Coun.  Donoghue  has 
suggested,  true  there  will  be  only  one  site  left, 
but,  as  I  set  out  in  Executive  Committee,  having 
voted  and  committed  myself  to  the  Sears  street 
site  for  the  reasons  that  were  advanced  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  the  Mayor.  I  wanted  then, 
and  do  now,  to  have  those  words  stricken  out,  so 
that  the  pos:tion  taken  will  not  be  considered  in- 
consistent, favoring  the  Sears  street  site  and 
favoring  the  Hawley  street  site.  That  position 
would,  of  course,  be  inconsistent.  Hence,  in 
voting  for  the  amendment,  I  do  two  things.  First. 
I  show  that  I  am  willing  to  provide  money,  and 
second,. I  show  that  I  am  still  in  favor  of  the  Sears 
street  site  as  being  a  better  one  on  the  whole  propo- 
sition submitted. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  MORI  ARTY— Mr.  President,  I  see  no 
need  of  having  any  Executive  Committee  in  so  far 
as  this  Council  is  concerned.  If  there  was  any- 
thing more  deliberately  done  in  the  way  of  plaj  - 
ing  the  political  game  with  Station  2  than  is  pro- 
posed here  I  have  yet  to  see  it.  Generally  in 
Executive  Committee  we  are  able  to  conic  to  an 
agreement,  but  everybody  is  playing  the  political 
game  with  Station  2.  Personally  I  will  say  that 
I  am  going  to  go  so  far,  if  the  order  is  amended, 
as  to  vote  against  it  on  passage.     I  am  going  to 
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play  the  same  game  that  they  are  playing,  for  the 
protection  of  the  individual.  The  councilor  on 
the  other  side,  who  spoke  last,  says  he  only  wants 
to  show  that  he  is  not  inconsistent  in  regard  to 
his  Sears  street  position.  He  has  on  many  occa- 
sions changed  his  vote  and  had  it  appear  in  the 
records  that  he  was  still  in  favor.  But  why 
wasn't  he  as  fair  as  Coun.  Watson,  who  said  it 
was  going  to  be  impossible  to  break  down  the 
combination  as  it  now  stands,  five  to  four,  and 
get  the  Sears  street  station?  If  he  is  sincere, 
with  only  one  station,  he  could  say,  as  a  matter  of 
record,  what  his  preference  was,  and  that  he  voted 
for  the  Mayor's  message  and  would  continue  to 
vote  for  the  Mayor's  message,  but  because  the 
policemen  of  Boston  in  the  Station  2  district 
need  a  police  station  and  the  only  available  way 
to  get  it  was  to  vote  for  the  station  on  the  one  site 
that  the  City  of  Boston  now  has  other  than  the 
site  where  Station  2  now  sits,  he  would  vote  for 
the  order.  I  don't  care  whether  the  station  is 
built  on  Arch  and  Hawley  streets.  As  I  said  last 
week,  however,  nobody,  so  far  as  I  individually 
am  concerned,  is  going  to  tie  any  real  estate  propo- 
sition around  my  neck,  and  the  Sears  and  Milk 
street  property  is  an  absolute  real  estate  transac- 
tion in  payment  of  a' political  debt.  This  thing 
could  be  got  over  in  Executive  Committee,  but 
everybody  wants  to  stand  on  his  position.  He 
doesn't  dare  to  change,  because  he  is  afraid  that 
some  of  the  newspapers  in  Boston  may  take  advan- 
tage of  him  for  doing  so.  But  the  whole  Council 
at  the  present  time  is  being  criticised  for  not  build- 
ing a  station,  and  if  we  strike  out  the  words  pro- 
posed by  this  amendment  someone  has  got  to  show 
me  that  the  Police  Commissioner  has  not  got  the 
power  to  go  down  and  buy  for  $89,000  the  site  on 
Milk  and  Sears  streets.  There  have  been  a  lot  of 
funny  things  done  by  the  administration  under 
which  we  are  now  serving,  and  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner may  have  that  power  under  the  general 
act  creating  his  office,  and  if  we  appropriate 
$400,000  for  Police  Station  2  he  may  spend  that 
money  at  Milk  and  Sears  streets.  So,  in  order 
that  my  position  may  be  honest  and  consistent 
in  this  matter,  if  the  amendment  proposed  is  car- 
ried today  by  vote  of  the  five  members  who  will 
probably  vote  in  the  affirmative,  the  amendment 
requiring  only  a  majority  vote,  I  shall  vote  against 
the  order  and  take  the  consequences  of  so  doing. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  tried  to  follow 
the  councilor's  remarks  closely  and  at  the  same 
time  talk  to  my  colleague  on  the  right.  Therefore 
I  am  not  quite  sure  of  the  councilor's  position,  as 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  but  I  don't  think  he  accused 
me  of  insincerity.  From  the  first  I  voted  for  the 
Sears  street  Bite  because  I  thought  it  was  the  better 
site,  better  suited  for  the  purpose,  as  pointed  out 
by  both  the  Mayor  and  the  Police  Commissioner. 
The  councilor  suggests  that  it  is  impossible  to 
secure  a  site  because  it  is  impossible  to  break  down 
the  opposition,  but  after  having  said  that  I  hardly 
think  it  is  just  the  thing  for  him  to  accuse  us  of  not 
being  willing  to  give  way.  If  the  Sears  street  site 
is  as  well  suited  for  the  purpose  as  the  Hawley 
street  site,  and  is  strongly  desired  by  the  depart- 
ment, I  think  members  might  as  well  yield  on  the 
other  side  as  on  this  side.  I  think,  summing  the 
matter  up,  that  it  is,  after  all,  a  matter  of  individual 
opinion,  and  not  a  thing  that  we  should  get  worked 
up  or  disturbed  over,  because  most  of  us  here  are 
trying  to  do  our  best.  Irrespective  of  the  accusa- 
tion that  some  of  us  are  playing  politics,  we  are  all 
here  trying  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  public, 
the  councilor  as  well  as  myself.  Sometimes  if  it 
seems  to  some  members  that  other  members  are 
not  doing  it  correctly,  or  just  right,  that  is  nothing 
to  get  excited  about.  Each  of  us  is  doing  his  best. 
A  new  Police  Station  2  will  be  completed  in  good 
time,  and  we  will  all  be  given  credit  for  giving  to 
the  subject  our  best  opinion,  our  best  endeavor  and 
effort,  for  its  proper  carrying  through,  and  any 
expression  of  public  opinion  as  to  the  merit  or 
demerit  of  our  action  will  be  voiced  later. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  think  I  made 
my  position  clear  at  an  earlier  meeting  concerning 
the  orders  before  us.  I  do  think  at  the  present 
time,  having  in  mind  the  order  which  has  now  been 
reported  and  is  before  us  for  consideration,  that  the 
few  words  relative  to  the  Hawley  street  site  may 
very  properly  be  eliminated  at  this  time.  There- 
fore I  think  Coun.  Lane's  motion  to  strike  out 
those  words  should  prevail.  As  I  have  already 
stated,  the  Police  Commissioner  says  that  the 
Scars  street  site  is  the  most  desirable  site,  and  the 
Mayor,  who  is  the  second  person  who  has  a  right, 
to  pass  upon  particular  locations,  says  it  is  a  much 


better  site  than  others  which  have  been  proposed. 
After  listening  to  all  the  arguments,  it  seems  to  me 
that  my  duty  is  plain — to  provide  the  money  for 
the  Sears  street  site,  not  favoring  action  by  which 
the  Council  will  directly  or  indirectly  be  placed  in 
the  position  of  insisting  on  the  location  of  a  police 
building  on  Hawley  street,  a  location  which  in  my 
judgment  is  inferior  to  the  Sears  street  location. 
For  that  reason,  as  well  as  from  the  standpoint  of 
efficiency  in  proper  housing  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, I  don't  think  the  Council  should  be  placed  in 
the  position  of  insisting  on  that  location.  Conse- 
quently I  shall  vote  for  the  amendment,  and,  if  the 
amendment  is  defeated,  shall  vote  against  the 
order. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
time  is  ripe  for  us  to  get  away  from  some  of  the 
theories  advanced  here  concerning  the  infallibility 
of  the  Police  Commissioner  and  his  Honor  the 
Mayor.  I  think  it  is  just  as  plausible  to  consider 
them  to  be  wrong  as  anybody  else.  As  far  as  I  can 
see,  the  way  things  are  going,  the  only  site  that 
everybody  w-ill  be  able  to  agree  on  will  be  the 
Hawley  street  site.  I  don't  see  why  there  should 
be  any  wrangling  over  any  new  property.  So  I 
would  move  you,  sir,  that  the  matter  be  put  to  a 
vote. 


President  MORIARTY  in  the  chair.

CONSOLIDATION  OF  CITY  DEPARTMENTS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  28,  1920.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  attaching  a  com- 
munication addressed  to  the  City  Council  on 
April  5  relative  to  the  consolidation  of  several  city 
departments,  and  I  again  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  ordinance.

To  the  City  Counoil: 

Gentlemen, — On  July  16,  1919,  I  sent  the  follow- 
ing message  to  the  City  Council: 

"In  my  opinion  the  efficient  and  economic  ad- 
ministration of  certain  city  departments  which 
now  have  charge  and  control  over  the  institutions 
maintained  by  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  three 
islands  in  Boston  Harbor  require  that  certain 
changes  be  made  in  the  conduct  of  such  depart- 
ments. 

"A  recent  act  of  Legislature  authorizes  the 
consolidation  of  the  Penal  Institutions  Depart- 
ment, Infirmary  Department,  Children's  Institu- 


tions Department  and  Institutions  Registration 
Department.  Previous  to  1897  these  departments 
were  conducted  under  one  head,  and  were  separated 
at  that  time  for  certain  reasons  which  do  not  now 
exist.  The  administration  of  the  Infirmary  De- 
partment and  the  Children's  Institutions  Depart- 
ment was  placed  under  the  control  of  boards  of 
trustees.  I  think  it  has  been  demonstrated  that 
this  form  of  administration  has  not  been  conducive 
to  efficient  government. 

"Many  conditions  exist  whereby  through  a 
closer  co-operation  of  administrative  work  of  these 
four  departments  a  considerable  sum  of  money 
may  be  saved.  In  many  instances  duplications 
exist  in  the  matter  of  investigation,  supervision 
and  the  purchase  of  supplies.  Valuable  farm 
lands  remain  uncultivated  on  Long  Island,  and  at 
the  same  time  labor  which  could  be  utilized  to 
improve  these  acres  is  unused.  Without  de- 
priving any  employee  of  his  position  it  has  been 
estimated  that  a  substantial  sum  can  be  saved 
each  year  through  the  co-operative  administration 
of  the  business  end  of  these  institutions. 

"As  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  draft  of 
an  ordinance,  it  is  not  contemplated  in  any  way 
that  the  institutions  located  on  the  islands  of 
Boston  Harbor  shall  be  united,  nor  the  inmates 
therein  intermingled  or  associated.  The  existing 
policy  of  separating  the  worthy  poor,  the  delin- 
quent children  and  the  adult  criminals  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to. 

"The  city  of  Detroit,  I  am  informed,  has  a 
commission  of  charities  and  correction.  This  is 
also  true  in  Cleveland  and  New  York,  and  it  seems 
to  be  the  tendency  to  unite  the  administrative 
features  of  city  departments  for  economic  reasons. 
"At  present  there  are  buttwo  of  theseven  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Infirmary  De- 
partment holding  office.  The  term  of  office  of 
three  of  the  seven  members  of  the  Children's 
Institutions  Department  has  expired. 

"I  therefore  submit  that  it  is  the  logical,  eco- 
nomical and  efficient  thing  to  do,  to  place  those 
departments  under  one  administrative  head,  and 
I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying ordinance." 

In  September  the  City  Council  rejected  the  pro- 
posed consolidation.  About  a  month  later  I  sent 
another  message  to  the  City  Council  recommend- 
ing the  consolidation  of  the  Children's  Institutions 
Department,  the  Infirmary  Department  and  the 
Institutions  Registration  Department,  thus  omit- 
ting the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  which 
was  included  in  the  consolidation  as  originally 
proposed.  The  City  Council  also  rejected  this 
consolidation.  I  have  never  been  officially  in- 
formed of  any  sufficient  reason  for  this  action. 

Since  taking  office  it  has  been  apparent  to  me, 
and  I  have  maintained,  that  the  control  of  these 
institutions  by  a  board  of  trustees  is  not  only 
impracticable,  but  wholy  undesira'ble  and  ineffi- 
cient. The  experience  of  the  past  two  years  has 
confirmed  my  judgment  and  a.  committee  of  the 
City  Council  has  publicly  stated  that  conditions, 
particularly  at  Long  Islaind,  were  not  what  they 
should  be;  a  reconfirmation  of  my  contention  that 
the  department  cannot  be  efficiently  administered 
under  the  present  system. 

A  number  of  months  ago  I  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  study  and  report  on  the  general  condi- 
tions at  the  institutions  on  Long  Island.  This 
committee,  composed  of  men  pre-eminently  quali- 
fied to  conduct  such  an  investigation  and  to  make 
a  report  both  reliable  and  worthy  of  consideration, 
recommended  that  the  various  institutions  on  the 
island  be  removed  to  the  mainland,  the  almshouse 
to  be  quartered  in  the  new  West  Department 
buildings  in  West  Roxbury,  the  tubercular  patients 
to  be  cared  for  at  the  Boston  Consumptives'  Hos- 
pital at  Mattapan,  and  the  patients  at  the  chronic 
hospital  to  be  cared  for  in  the  new  buildings  on  the 
mainland,  where  competent  medical  attention 
would  be  available  at  all  times.  These  recom- 
mendations had  and  still  have  my  complete  appro- 
val, but  these  changes  cannot  be  made  efficiently 
except  under  a  consolidation  such  as  I  recommend. 
The  present  system  of  administering  the  affairs 
of  the  departments  which  I  recommended  be  con- 
solidated, with  the  exception  of  the  Penal  Institu- 
tions Department,  is  wholly  indefensible,  and  I 
hope  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  City  Couneil 
will  recognize  the  wisdom  of  the  consolidation  of 
these  four  departments  into  one  department  under 
the  control  of  a  commissioner.  I  believe  that  such 
a  consolidation  is  the  only  solution  of  the  difficul- 
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ties  which  we  are  constantly  called  upon  to  face  in 
the  administration  of  these  departments. 

At  no  time  has  the  City  Council  shown  a  dis- 
position to  be  helpful  in  the  solution  of  the  prob- 
lems of  administering  these  departments.  In 
recommending  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
ordinance  to  consolidate  the  four  departments  in 
question,  an  opportunity  is  given  the  City  Council 
to  act  costructively.  I  sincerely  hope  that  your 
body  will  make  the  most  of  this  opportunity.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.     The  penal  institutions  department, 
the   Boston  infirmary  department,   the  children's 
institutions  department  and  the  institutions  reg- 
istration  department   are   hereby    abolished.     All 
the  rights,  powers,  duties  and  obligations  of  the 
said    departments    and    of    any    officer,   board    or 
member   thereof    are   hereby   transferred    to    and 
shall  hereafter  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the 
institutions    department    established    by    this    or- 
dinance which  shall  be  the  lawful  successor  of  the 
said  departments.     All  employees  of  the  said  de- 
partments shall   as  temporary   appointees   of  the 
institutions  department  continue  to  perform  their 
usual  duties  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
as  heretofore  until  removed,  appointed  to  positions 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
or  transferred  to  other  departments. 

Sect.  2.  The  institutions  department  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  and  control  of  a  commissioner 
to  be  known  as  the  commissioner  of  institutions 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  governing  appointments  in 
chapter  486  of  the  Actsof  1909  and  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof,  and  who  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  $7,500. 

_  Sect.  3.  The  commissioner  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive and  administrative  head  of  the  department 
and  may  organize  said  department  in  such  di- 
visions as  he  may  find  necessary  for  its  proper 
conduct. 

Sect.  4.  The  mayor,  sub'ect  to  the  provisions 
of  Special  Acts  1919,  chapter  222,  section  2,  may 
appoint,  and  fix  the  compensation  of,  not  more 
than  two  deputy  commissioners,  ^  who  shall  act 
'directly  under  the  commissioner  of  institutions  and 
perform  such  duties  as  the  said  commissioner  shall 
direct. 

.  Sect.  5.  So  much  of  thip  ordinance  as  relates 
to  the  appointment  of  the  commissioner  of  in- 
stitutions shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage;  all 
other  provisions  shall  take  effect  when  such  ap- 
pointment becomes  operative.

Dear  Sir, — From  the  date  of  its  organization  on 
March  26  last  to  June  15,  the  Rent  and  Housing 
Committee,  in  its  endeavors  to  equitably  adjust 
differences  between  landlords  and  tenants,  has 
obtained  results  in  1,125  cases.  These  results  are 
shown  in  a  general  way  as  follows:

In  cases  where  legal  notice  to  vacate  has  been 
served  the  committee  has  been  successful  in  obtain- 
ing extensions  beyond  the  time  specified  in  85  per 
cent  of  such  cases. 

In  complaints  of  rent  increases  it  ha's  made 
adjustments  in  45  per  cent  of  such  complaints; 
has  found  rent  increases  to  be  not  unreasonable 
in  24  per  cent;  and  has  effected  agreements 
between  landlord  and  tenants  themselves  to 
adjust  amicably  in  31  per  cent.  In  other  words, 
adjustments  were  made  directly  or  indirectly  by 
the  committee  in  76  per  cent  of  the  complaints 
of  rent  increases  presented  to  it. 

The  total  expenditure  incurred  to  date  has  been 
$1,307.19.  This  figure  includes  the  amount  ex- 
pended for  questionnaire  sent  out  relative  to 
vacant  property,  so  that  the  average  cost  per  case 
of  rent  increase  complaints  has  been  about  $1. 

On  March  29  the  City  Council  authorized  to 
meet  the  expenses  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  committee  the  sum  of  $2,500.  The  expend- 
itures to  date  are  detailed  as  follows:

This  unexpended  balance  of  $1,192.81  will  be 
sufficient  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  committee 
up  to  August  1  next. 

It  seems  to  your  committee  from  the  number 
of  cases  that  continue  to  come  to  its  attention 
that  there  will  be  a  demand  for  some  time  for 
work  of  a  character  which  the  committee  is  per- 
forming. Moreover  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
opinion  that  when  the  fall  months  come  there  is 
likely  to  be  a  considerable  increase  of  complaints 
which  the  committee  ought  to  be  prepared  to 
meet  without  any  delay.  While  the  expenditures 
of  the  committee  have  been  mainly  for  the  pur- 
pose of  handling  rent  complaints,  there  are,  of 
course,  general  aspects  of  the  housing  situation 
which  have  required  attention  and  in  the  future 
probably  will  require  attention.  An  illustration 
of  this  is  the  demand  for  information  as  to  just 
how  acute  the  shortage  is,  what  is  the  probable 
number  of  houses  needed,  and  how  adequate  are 
the  existing  housing  accommodations. 

To  meet  this  kind  of  inquiry  the  committee  has 
investigated  by  questionnaire  all  of  the  many 
habitations  called  to  its  attention  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors.  This  kind  of  service,  of  course,  is  to  be 
distinguished  from  the  inquiries  which  have  been 
prosecuted  by  the  City  Planning  Board. 

It  is  the  experience  of  the  committee  that  more 
attention  is  continually  required  for  the  proper 
handling  of  these  complaints,  not  only  from  new 
cases,  but  from  new  situations  developing  in  old 
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cases.  This  will  undoubtedly  necessitate  the 
services  of  an  additional  adjuster  and  in  all  prob- 
ability will  call  for  an  increase  in  the  compensation 
of  the  present  force. 

It  is  our  belief  that  it  would  be  wise  and  prudent 
to  continue  the  present  activities  of  the  committee 
which  is  now  being  constantly  consulted  upon 
the  manifold  difficulties  arising  between  landlords 
and  tenants.  Our  study  of  the  immediate  future 
leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  the  expense  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  our  work  will  be  in  the  vicinity 
of  $1,000  per  month  and  that  provision  should  be 
made  to  continue  the  work  of  the  committee  to 
January  31,   1921. 

The  committee  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mends that  the  sum  of  $6,000  be  authorized  to 
meet  the  expense's  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  by 
this  committee  to  January  31,  1921.

RESCISSION  OF  ORDER  FOR  FERRYBOAT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  28, 1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Several  years  ago  an  appropriation 
of  $400,000  was  made  for  a  new  municipal  building 
for  Ward  12.  Of  this  sum  $196,000  was  used  for 
the  purchase  of  a  site  at  the  corner  of  West  Brook- 
line  street  and  Shawmut  avenue  and  for  the  prepa- 
ration of  plans  for  the  building.  There  is  therefore 
at  the  present  time  available  for  the  building  the 
sum  of  $204,000. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  esti- 
mates that  the  cost  of  the  building  will  be  $400,000, 
and  in  all  likelihood  new  plans  will  have  to  be  pre- 
pared as  I  understand  that  the  original  plans  were 
for  a  smaller  building  than  is  now  proposed.  In 
other  words,  an  additional  appropriation  of  $200,- 
000  is  necessary.  The  only  money  available  to 
make  up  this  additional  $200,000  is  the  original 
appropriation  of  $400,000  made  for  a  new  ferry- 
boat. Some  time  ago  I  put  in  an  order  to  release 
this  appropriation  for  other  purposes  inasmuch  as 
the  city  is  empowered  to  borrow  a  million  dollars  . 
outside  of  the  debt  limit  for  new  ferryboats  ,in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  an  act  passed  by  this 
year's  Legislature.  I  plan  to  use  a  portion  of  the 
funds  thus  made  available  for  the  new  building  in 
Ward  12,  and  I  regret  that  the  unfavorable  action 
of  the  City  Council  has  necessitated  a  delay  in 
going  forward  with  these  plans.  If  the  original 
appropriation  of  $400,000  is  released  for  other  pur- 
poses, I  shall  use  $200,000  of  this  amount  to  make 
up  the  sum  necessary  for  the  Ward  12  building. 
If  it  is  not  released  it  will  be  impossible  to  provide 
a  municipal  building  for  Ward  12  as  there  are  no 
other  funds  to  draw  on,  and  I  trust  that  the  City 
Council  will  appreciate  the  urgent  need  of  our 
making  an  immediate  beginning  on  this  work. 

It  may  be  pertinent  to  point  out  at  this  time 
that  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  which  may  be  bor- 
rowed outside  of  the  debt  limft  for  ferry  improve- 
ments for  East  Boston,  will  provide  two  new  ferry- 
boats as  well  as  greatly  improve  the  docking  facil- 
ities. The  city  is  planning  to  supply  ferryboats 
that  will  be  twice  as  large  as  any  of  the  old  boats 
now  in  the  service.  It  will  therefore  thus  be  seen 
that  this  improvement  is  the  greatest  that  has 
ever  been  given  to  East  Boston  in  any  adminis- 
tration, and  to  insist  that  a  third  boat  be  given  to 
this  district  is  not  only  unreasonable,  but  it  would 
be  distinctly  unfair  to  other  districts  which  have 
not  fared  anywhere  nearly  as  well  as  East  Boston. 
As  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order  is 
essential  to  the  provision  of  a  new  municipal  build- 
ing in  Ward  12,  I  recommend  that  the  City  Council 
take  immediate  favorable  action  on  it.  I  am  now 
holding  a  message  recommending  the  passage  of  an 
order  appropriating  $200,000  for  a  new  municipal 
building  in  Ward  12,  and  as  soon  as  the  City 
Council  notifies  me  that  the  order  accompanying 
this  message  has  been  passed,  I  will  submit  the 
order  for  the  appropriation  of  $200,000  for  the 
Ward  12  buildinfe.

I  have  gone  over  this  matter  very  thoroughly 
with  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works,  and  I  am  attaching  here- 
with the  report  of  the  latter  on  the  proposed  change. 
The  present  administration  requires  public  service 
corporations  when  they  open  a  street  to  engage  to 
relay  the  surface  the  contractor  who  originally  put 
it  down.  In  this  way  it  is  possible  to  hold  the  con- 
tractor to  his  guarantee  on  the  pavement.  The 
passage  of  the  amendment  suggested  would  make 
i  t  impossible  for  the  city  to  enforce  the  guarantee. 
It  is  for  this  reason  and  because  of  the  contention 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that  I  am 
vetoing  the  proposed  ordinance.

This  department  has  given  careful  consideration 
to  the  revision  of  chapter  28  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1914,  whereby  it  is  proposed  to  strike  out  the 
words  "or  by  contract  or  otherwise  at  hU  dis- 
cretion" in  paragraph  one  of  section  nine,  so  that, 
in  effect,  the  restoration  of  the  paving  or  other 
surface  of  all  streets  opened  for  any  purpose  shall 
be  done  by  city  employees  alone. 

In  the  past,  permits  to  open  public  streets 
amounting  to  a  million  linear  feet  of  roadway  havs 
been  issued  in  one  year  and  the  restoration  of  the 
paving  surface,  which  is  only  a  small  part  of  the 
amount  of  work  involved,  would  require  a  force 
of  several  thousand  men  at  times.  A  very  large 
portion  of  the  work  of  the  public  service  corpora- 
tions is  done  at  night  and  on  Sundays.  In  order 
to  comply  with  this  proposed  change,  it  would 
require  this  department  to  employ  a  large  force 
of  supervisory  officials,  mechanics,  laborers,  watch- 
men, etc.,  with  no  knowledge  in  advance  of  the 
work  contemplated.  The  responsibility  for  the 
safety  of  the  roadways  where  openings  are  made, 
which  now  devolves  upon  the  corporation,  would 
have  to  be  assumed  by  the  city,  and  I  do  not  be- 
lieve that  the  department  could  undertake  to  do 
the  work  involved  by  the  proposed  change  in  the 
ordinances.

ADDITIONAL  FACILITIES,  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That  the 
sum  of  $750,000  be  appropriated  to  be  expended 
by  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  for  additional 
facilities,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the 
City  Treasurer  be  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  from 
time  to  time,  on  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  said  amount. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  intro 
duce  that  order  at  this  time  because  I  feel  that  the 
City  Hospital  is  in  need  of  very  many  facilities. 
Going  up  there  recently  I  found  that  some  of  the 
patients  have  to  be  taken  care  oi  in  basement 
wards.  I  think  that  that  is  not  as  it  should  be, 
and  that  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  ought  to 
be  provided  with  space  to  be  taken  care  of  properly 
when  they  are  sick.  I  think  also  that  the  dormi- 
tories up  in  the  City  Hospital  for  the  use  of  the 
medical  men  are  a  disgrace  to  the  city  and  should 
have  been  remedied  long  before  now.  Also  the 
private  ward  pavilion  that  has  been   in  contem- 

Elation  of  building  for  some  time, — at  the  last 
udget  hearing  we  were  told  by  the  men  in  charge 
of  the  institution  that  a  private  ward  pavilion 
would  pay  for  itself  in  practically  no  time;  and  I 
think  it  is  a  needed  improvement  and  that  the 
money  we  would  spend  on  such  a  proposition  as 
this  would  be  well  spent;  it  ought  to  be  built  as 
soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

They  are  also  in  need  of  an  X-ray  department 
up  there,  and  a  department  of  therapeutics,  and 
I  think  at  this  time  that  the  statement  of  Dr. 
Henry  S.  Rowen,  who  appeared  at  our  budget 
hearings,  might  well  be  read  to  the  Council: 

"Statement  op  Henry  S.  Rowen,  M.  D. 
"Doctor  ROWEN — I  would  like  to  say  just  a 
word,  if  permissible,  in  regard  to  the  work  we  con- 
template doing  during  the  ensuing  year.  Perhaps 
I  may  put  it  this  way.  It  has  been  felt  for  some 
time  that  the  Boston  City  Hospital  has  been  a  first- 
class  boarding  house,  and  for  some  time  the  trustees 
have  felt  that  we  needed  to  do  more  progressive 
scientific  work  at  the  hospital.  To  accomplish 
that  purpose  we  needed  new  equipment.  As  a 
beginning,  the  trustees  took  over  the  Thorndike 
Fund,  amounting  to  $700,000,  from  the  original 
trustees,  and  we  hired  an  architect  and  attempted 
to  have  that  building  put  up  this  year  within  that 
sum.  Bui  it  was  iound  that  for  what  we  wanted 
the  means  were  inadequate.  In  consequence,  we 
are  going  to  come  and  ask  you  folks  for  an  addi- 
tional $100,000  or  $150,000  to  equip  the  Thorndike 
building.  That  building,  roughly,  will  be  a  scien- 
tific building.  We  hope  to  do  special  investigation 
along  certain  lines — for  instance,  scientific  kidney 
work.  That  can  be  done  only  by  intensive  study. 
It  can't  be  done  with  half  a  dozen  men  having 
cases  scattered  all  over  the  hospital.  What  we 
want  to  do  is  to  concentrate  certain  lines  of  work 
in  certain  places,  equipping  the  building  for  that 
purpose.  We  also  hope  to  have  in  every  building 
in  the  hospital  the  instrument  referred  to,  that  the 
doctor  has  described,  the  cardiograph,  so  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  take  a  record  of  anybody's 
heart,  no  matter  where  situated.  That  will  re- 
quire an  outlay  of  a  considerable  sum  in  addition 
to  the  original  equipment.  Besides  that,  we  con- 
template having  a  very  large  increase  in  the  X-ray 
department,  taking  in  two  floors,  which  will  be  a 
big  advance  over  the  present  rather  cramped 
quarters.  We  will  also  have  a  department  of 
therapeutics  in  that  building,  which  will  be  useful 
to  the  general  physicians  of  the  whole  city.  As 
one  of  the  Council  has  remarked,  the  present 
quarters  of  the  physicians  are  very,  very  bad.  We 
have  a  staff  up  there,  roughly,  of  sixty  young  men, 
coming  from  all  over  the  eastern  part  of  the  United 
States,  who  give  their  services  free  at  the  end  of 
their  education,  and  we  have  had — I  will  not  say 
the  pick,  but  we  have  had  good  men  there.  We 
hope  by  giving  these  men  better  facilities  in  the 
way  of  housing  to  get  a  little  bit  better  element 
than  we  have  at  the  present  time.  As  you  know 
"these  men  come  to  us  and  give  their  services,  and 
some  of  them  pay  the  penalty.  We  lost  two 
young  men  last  year  during  the  grippe.  We  also 
want  to  enlarge  outside  of  the  budget  our  research 
work,  our  pathological  work,  a  very  important 
branch  of  the  medical  profession.  Our  quarters 
at  the  present  time  are  very,  very  limited.  The 
gentleman  at  the  head  of  the  department  is  one  of 
the  leaders  in  this  country.  He  himself  for  the 
last  six  or  eight  years  has  given  up  part  of  his  salary 
to  add  to  the  pay  of  his  girl  clerk.  .  .  .  There 
is  one  other  point  I  want  to  bring  out,  although 
perhaps  it  is  not  necessary.  In  this  city  we  have 
three  large  institutions — the  Peter  Bent  Brigham, 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  and  the  Boston 
City  Hospital.  There  are  others  equally  important 
but  not  so  large.  But  this  hospital  has  its  doors 
open  for  twenty-four  hours  a  day  and  365  days  in 
the  year.  No  questions  are  asked  as  to  what  they 
are  or  who  they  are.  The  one  thing  of  importance 
is,  if  a  person  is  in  need  of  attention.     If  so,  they 
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get  it  irrespective  of  their  money  or  anything  else. 
That  cannot  be  said  of  any  other  institution  con- 
nected with  this  city  or  in  this  state." 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  think  this  matter  has 
hung  fire  long  enough.  I  was  in  hopes  that  the 
Mayor  might  send  in  an  order  long  before  now  to 
have  the  needed  improvements  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  taken  care  of.  So  I  introduce  this  order 
at  this  time  hoping  it  will  pass.

BRIDGE   TO   EAST   BOSTON. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  be  requested  to  peti- 
tion the  next  session  of  the  General  Court  for 
authority  to  spend  a  sufficient  amount  of  money, 
outside  the  debt  limit,  for  the  building  of  a  pas- 
senger and  teaming  bridge  to  East  Boston. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
think  that  it  requires  any  amount  of  talk  on 
anybody's  part  to  realize  that  the  citizens  of 
East  Boston,  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  a  million 
•  dollars  has  just  been  appropriated  for  new  ferry- 
boats over  there,  are  not  adequately  protected 
in  case  of  conflagration  in  their  district.  We 
had  an  illustration  of  that  during  the  Chelsea 
fire.  Some  of  the  fire  apparatus  got  on  the  ferry- 
boats going  over  and  they  were  stalled  for  half  an 
hour.  If  the  Standard  Oil  Company  tank  over 
there  blew  up,  or  anything  happened  in  the  way 
of  a  large  conflagration,  practically  all  of  East 
Boston  would  be  wiped  out  before  fire  engines 
could  be  gotten  over  there  to  handle  the  situation 
and  put  the  fire  out.  I  think  that  the  spending 
of  a  million  dollars  on  ferryboats  may  be  a  pretty 
good  thing  at  the  present  time,  but  I  think  that 
what  the  people  of  East  Boston  need,  and  need 
more  than  anything  else,  is  a  more  direct  line  of 
communication  with  the  city  proper,  and  I  think 
the  only  way  in  which  that  can  be  accomplished 
is  by  spending  the  money  that  will  build  a  bridge 
to  East  Boston.  I  know  that  the  Transit  Com- 
mission has  investigated  this  proposition  and 
submitted  a  report  on  it;  but  that  report  was 
made  some  years  ago,  and  we  all  know  and  realize 
that  building  costs  have  so  materially  increased 
that  the  old  report  would  be  practically  useless 
today.  However,  I  feel  that,  if  this  proposition 
meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  previous 
to  the  petition  being  submitted  to  the  Legislature 
he  should  get  in  touch  with  the  Transit  Commis- 
sion and  ask  them  to  make  an  investigation  of 
this  proposition,  specifying  how  much  money 
it  will  require  to  build  the  same.  I  hope  that  the 
order  will  pass.

PARKING  SPACE  FOR  AUTOS,  COURT-

Coun.  EAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
public  park  now  known  as  Richardson  Park,  and 
located  at  the  junction  of  Columbia  road  and  West 
Cottage  street  be  renamed  and  known  hereafter  as 
Christopber  Lee  Park,  in  commemoration  of  the 
memory  of  Major  Christopher  Lee. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  ii  might  be  well 
for  me  to  explain  why  the  rules  are  allowed  to  be 
suspended  in  reference  to  some  squares  and  not  in 
reference  to  others,  so  that  it  might  be  a  matter  of 
record.  I  think  the  general  policy  of  the  Council 
is  that  where  the  square  has  not  a  name  now,  is 
unnamed  at  the  present  time,  it  is  well  to  suspend 
the  rules;  but  where  the  square  is  now  named,  or  a 
park  is  now  named,  it  might  be  well  to  refer  it  to 
the  committee  in  order  to  get  the  opinion  of  the 
Park  Department  or  whatever  department  might 
be  interested  in  it.  So  that  in  deference  to  this 
order  now  introduced  by  Coun.  Hagan,  personally 
as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  I 
thought  that  it  ought  to  be  referred,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  in  order  to  get  the  opinion  of 
the  Park  Department,  unless  the  Council  thinks 
otherwise. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  ob- 
jection to  having  it  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  in  fact,  I  anticipated  that  it  would 
be.  I  will  say,  however,  as  the  matter  has  been 
brought  up,  that  an  order  was  presented  here  some 
time  ago  asking  that  the  Dorchester  end  of  the 
Strandway  be  named  Christopher  Lee  Park,  to 
commemorate  the  memory  of  Major  Christopher 
Lee.  There  was  a  little  minor  objection  on  the  part 
of  the  Park  Deparrtment  because  of  the  fact  that 
that  entire  district  had  been  rechristened  a  few 
months  ago  as  Columbus  Park.  I  have  taken  it  up 
with  the  Park  Department  and,  following  their 
advice  and  in  consultation  with  iriends  of  Major 
Lee,  I  have  decided  to  withdraw  the  order  now  in 
Public  Lands  and  substitute  this  new  order  with 
respect  to  Richardson  Park.  Richardson  Park  is  a 
small  park  at  the  junction  of  Columbia  road  and 
West  Cottage  street,  in  poor  condition  now,  but  it 
is  going  to  be  improved  and  fixed  up  by  the  Park 
Department  as  a  children's  playground,  and  friends 
of  Major  Lee  think  that  that  spot  will  be  sufficient 
to  meet  every  requirement.

STUDY    OF    CITY    EMPLOYEES'   PENSION 
SYSTEM.

Gentlemen, — Some  time  ago  in  vetoing  an  order 
of  the  City  Council  to  accept  a  recent  act  of  the 
Legislature  to  extend  the  pension  system  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  I  transmitted  a  report  from  the 
Finance  Commission  on  the  acceptance  of  this  act. 
You  will  probably  recall  that  in  this  report  the 
Finance  Commission  recommended  that  it  be 
provided  with  funds  to  make  a  comprehensive 
study  of  the  general  pension  situation  as  it  relates 
to  city  employees. 

The  amount  that  the  Finance  Commission  states 
is  necessary  to  conduct  this  study  is  $9,000.  I 
believe  a  survey  of  this  kind  should  be  made  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  I  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order 
which  will  provide  the  necessary  funds.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  30  of  the  Re- 
solves of  1920  the  Legislature  provided  for  a  joint 
investigation  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Transit  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  of  a  comprehensive  system  or 
systems  of  rapid  transit  in  the  Dorchester  district, 
with  feeders  from  Hyde  Park  and  other  places,  and 
at  the  present  time  this  Joint  Board  is  considering 
the  entire  situation  with  a  view  of  reporting  to  the 
incoming  Legislature. 


As  the  investigation,  which  is  now  in  progress, 
will  necessarily  consider  the  question  of  grade 
crossings  throughout  the  entire  district  and  that 
the  question  of  financing  this  proposed  system  will 
include  the  Bird  street  crossing,  it  seems  inadvis- 
able at  the  present  time  to  have  the  city  take  the 
initiative  in  this  matter.

Dear  Sir, — I  hereby  desire  to  submit  for  your 
consideration   certain   suggestions   relative   to   the 
issuance  of  builders'  licenses,  concerning  the  control 
of  building  operations  in  Boston  now  regulated  by  . 
chapter  9  of  the  Ordinances  of  1912. 

Section  5  of  the  ordinances  provides  that  any 
person  who  by  affidavit  or  other  evidence  may  show 
the  Board  that  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nances he  has  had  charge  or  control  of  building 
operations  may  be  issued  such  license.  Under  this 
section  of  the  ordinance  a  number  of  licenses  were 
issued  to  persons  furnishing  such  recommendation, 
and  in  many  instances  such  applicants,  applying 
for  extension,  were  found  not  qualified  to  pass  the 
examination  given  by  the  Board.  This  condition 
we  find  exists  in  a  number  of  cases.  The  building 
law  has  been  so  amended  since  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  that  we  are  certain  a  great  number  of 
license  holders  are  unfamiliar  with  the  changes 
contained  in  the  present  law. 

The  amendments  suggested  by  our  Board  are  in 
substance  a  revocation  of  licenses  issued  and  re- 
issue of  the  same,  charging  an  initial  fee  of  five  (5) 
dollars  and  a  yearly  renewal  fee  of  two  (2)  dollars, 
instead  of  the  present  two  (2)  dollar  initial  fee  and 
no  renewal  charge.  At  present  a  special  license  is 
issued  by  our  Board  to  persons  not  qualified  to 
hold  regular  license  but  who  wish  to  do  work  of  a 
minor  nature.  No  charge  is  made  for  such  privilege 
and  we  advise  a  fee  of  one  (1)  dollar. 

Besides  increasing  the  revenue  of  our  office  we  are 
certain  that  the  amendments  suggested  will  have  a 
good  effect  in  properly  regulating  the  supervision 
of  building  operations. 

You  will  readily  see  that  this  will  require  a  change 
in  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  I  would  suggest 
that  before  this  is  done,  if  your  Honor  thinks  best, 
to  refer  it  to  your  Commission  on  Increased  Rev- 
enue for  the  city  for  a  study  and  report  on  the  same 
and  I  as  well  as  the  Building  Commissioner  will  be 
glad  to  appear  before  that  commission  and  explain 
the  situation  more  in  detail  to  them.

Committee  on  New  Sources  of  Revenue, 

Boston,  June  1,  1920. 
Hon.  Andrew  J.  Peters, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 
Sir, — The  Committee  on  New  Sources  of 
Revenue  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
letter  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Build- 
ing Department  forwarded  by  your  Honor.  As 
indicated  by  this  letter  the  Board  proposes  cer- 
tain changes  in  its  licenses  and  fees  for  foremen 
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and  superintendents  in  charge  of  construction 
work  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  most  important 
parts  of  the  above-mentioned  letter  are  as  follows: 

"The  amendments  suggested  by  our  Board  are 
in  substance  a  revocation  of  licenses  issued  and  a 
reissue  of  the  same,  charging  an  initial  fee  of  five 
(5)  dollars  and  a  yearly  renewal  fee  of  two  (2) 
dollars,  instead  of  the  present  two  (2)  dollar 
initial  fee  and  no  renewal  charge.  At  present  a 
special  license  is  issued  by  our  Board  to  persons 
not  qualified  to  hold  a  regular  license  but  who 
wish  to  do  work  of  a  minor  nature.  No  charge  is 
made  for  such  privilege  and  we  advise  a  fee  of 
one  (1)  dollar." 

The  committee  doubts  the  practicability  and 
legality  of  revoking  all  present  licenses  and  requir- 
ing an  annual  renewal  of  the  same  on  the  grounds 
that  builders'  licenses  are  in  much  the  same  class 
as  other  occupational  licenses  which  do  not  re- 
quire reissue  each  year.  The  committee  is  of  the 
opinion,  however,  that  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  should  be  on  a  self-sufficing  basis  and 
therefore  instructed  me  to  convey  to  your  Honor 
its  recommendations  as  follows: 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  consists  of 
the  issuing  of  licenses  to  foremen  and  superintend- 
ents of  construction  having  charge  of  building 
operations  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  fee  for 
these  licenses  is  at  present  $2  and  in  1919-20  one 
hundred  fifty  such  licenses  were  issued,  netting 
$300.  The  expenses  of  the  Board  during  the  same 
period  were  $2,812,  thus  leaving  a  deficit  of  $2,512. 
In  order  to  make  the  office  pay  for  itself  the  com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  fees  for  all  regular 
licenses  hereafter  issued  be  increased  to  $5;  that 
a  fee  of  $1  be  established  for  special  licenses 
which  are  now  issued  free  of  charge,  and  that  a 
fee  of  $1  be  charged  for  the  extension  of  regular 
licenses  from  one  class  to  another.  As  there  are 
about  200  regular  licenses,  100  extensions  and 
2,500  special  licenses  issued  each  year  the  above- 
mentioned  revision  of  fees  would  produce  a  yearly 
revenue  of  approximately  $3,500  and  make  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  self-supporting. 

In  order  to  make  this  change  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  amend  section  8  of  chapter  8  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  the  city.  The  committee 
therefore  submits  the  following  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  existing  ordinance. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Control  of  Building 
Operations. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eight  of  chapter  eight  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1914  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  substituting  the  fol- 
lowing:— Section  8.  The  board  shall  issue  a 
license  to  each  person  so  certified  by  the  board  to 
the  building  commissioner,  and  such  license  shall 
not  be  transferred.  The  fees  to  be  paid  to  the 
board  for  such  licenses  shall  be  as  follows: — regu- 
lar licenses,  five  dollars;  special  licenses,  one 
dollar;  extensions  of  licenses  from  one  class  to 
another,  one  dollar.  The  fees'  received  by  the 
board  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city  collector  at 
least  once  a  week.

Special  license — one  (1) 
dollar. 

The  fees  received  by  the  board  shall  be  paid  to 
the  city  collector  at  least  once  a  week.

FIRE  HAZARD  AT  LONG  ISLAND.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  a  copy 
of  a  report  which  I  have  just  received  from  Thomas 
C.  O'Brien,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Infirmary  Department,  relative  to  fire  hazard 
conditions  at  the  institution  at  Long  Island.  It  is 
obvious  from  this  report  that  the  situation  at  Long 
Island  with  reference  to  fire  hazard  is  a  serious  one 
and  no  time  should  be  lost  in  correcting  conditions. 

You  will  note  from  the  chairman's  report  that 
the  improvements  which  are  immediately  necessary 
will  cost  a  total  of  $105,000.  In  order  to  provide 
this  amount  a  transfer  will  have  to  be  effected  from 
the  appropriation  made  some  time  ago  for  a  new 
ferryboat.  As  this  appropriation  of  .$400,000  is  not 
now  essential  and  as  the  safety  of  the  inmates  of  the 
institution  at  Long  Island  is  paramount,  I  trust 
that  immediate  favorable  action  will  be  taken  on 
the  attached  order,  the  passage  of  which  I  earnestly 
recommend.  .

Dear  Sir, — The  Boston  Infirmary  Trustees 
respectfully  direct  your  attention  to  the  lack  of 
fire  protection  and  prevention  at  the  Boston  Alms- 
house and  Hospital  at  Long  Island. 

The  female  almshouse  and  old  hospital  buildings 
are  grouped  together;  they  range  from  one  to  two 
and  one  half  stories  in  height  and  are  of  mill,  wood 
and  cement  construction.  They  are  of  open  con- 
struction and  large  areas.  They  are  occupied  by 
the  aged  and  infirm  inmates  and  should  fire  occur 
there  would  in  all  probability  be  a  tremendous  loss 
of  life  due  to  the  physical  incapacity  of  the  inmates. 

Careful  consideration  of  building  conditions  at 
Long  Island,  with  special  reference  to  fire  preven- 
tion, has  been  given  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  and 
the  Building  Commissioner  of  Boston.  It  is  their 
belief  that  the  only  sane  solution  of  the  fire  problem 
is  the  installation  of  the  sprinkler  system. 

Sprinkler  companies  have  been  requested  to  make 
a  survey  of  the  premises  and  an  outside  cost  of 


$105,000  is  estimated.  This  expenditure  would 
provide  for  the  installation  of  sprinklers  in  the  men's 
dormitory  and  administration  building,  main 
hospital  buildings  and  the  female  almshouse 
dormitory. 

It  is  the  belief  of  your  trustees  that  a  sprinkler 
system  should  be  installed  without  delay  and  they 
respectfully  request  a  special  appropriation  of 
$105  000  for  that  puipose.

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  order  of  the 
Ci  y  Council  passed  on  June  14  requesting  me  to 
inform  the  City  Council  if  in  my  opinion  it  would 
be  advisable  for  the  city  to  acquire  the  land 
known  as  the  Revere  House,  for  the  erection 
thereon  of  a  building  suitable  for  the  use  of  Police 
Stations  No.  2  and  No.  3,  and  the  traffic  squad 
and  police  headquarters,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
Municipal  Courts  of  Suffolk  County. 

I  believe  it  would  be  inadvisable  for  the  city  to 
acquire  this  land  for  such  a  purpose.  A  build- 
ing adequate  to  house  all  of  the  activities 
enumerated  would  cost  more  money  than  the  city 
has  available.  The  immediate  need  is  that  of  a 
new  station  for  the  men  of  Division  2;  a  station 
which  would  also  accommodate  the  traffic  squad 
and  the  property  clerk  of  the  Police  Department. 
While  there  may  be  something  to  be  said  in  favor 
of  more  commodious  quarters  for  the  other  groups 
mentioned,  their  problem  is  nowhere  nearly  as 
pressing  as  that  which  has  been  before  the  City 
Council  on  a  number  of  occasions.

Statement  by  Mayor  Peters  to  the  News- 
papers. 

I  am  submitting  today  to  the  City  Council  a 
supplementary  County  Budget  totaling  $40,024.71 . 
Of  this  amount  $39,524.71  represents  an  appro- 
priation which  the  City  of  Boston  is  forced  to 
provide  because  of  the  action  of  the  Legislature  in 
granting  certain  increases  to  county  employees. 
The  Mayor  and  City  Council  had  no  control  over 
the  granting  of  these  increases,  and  we  are  simply 
forced  to  provide  for  them  because  the  Legislature 
disregarded  our  wishes  in  the  matter. 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  that  while  the  Legis- 
lature is  very  careful  to  limit  the  expenditures  of 
Boston  through  fixing  the  tax  limit  for  strictly  city 
purposes,  it  exercises  no  such  care  when  fixing 
salaries  of  court  officials,  which  must  be  paid  by  the 
city  and  enter  into  its  tax  rate. 


Among  the  larger  salary  increases  are  $2,000  per 
year  for  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court,  $500  per 
year  for  clerks  and  assistant  clerks  of  the  Municipal 
Court,  Civil  and  Criminal  Sessions,  and  from  $414 
to  $560  per  year  for  various  court  officers  in  the 
upper  courts,  increases  which  are  out  of  all  propor- 
tion to  those  granted  to  employees  under  control  of 
the  Mayor,  those  averaging  only  a  little  more  than 
$200.

LICENSING    OF   ITINERANT    VENDORS. 

The  following  was  received: 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  July  16,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  a 
copy  of  a  report  submitted  by  the  Committee  on 
New  Sources  of  Revenue  relative  to  the  adoption 
of  an  ordinance  designed  to  provide  a  source  of 
revenue  from  itinerant  vendors.  The  report 
covers  the  situation  very  thoroughly  and  I  re- 
commend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ordi- 
nance. 

On  December  28,  1906,  in  accordance  with  a 
recommendation  of  the  then  Mayor,  dated  Novem- 
ber 26,  1906,  the  Board  of  Alderman  passed  an 
order  fixing  a  fee  of  $50  for  licenses  granted  to 
.itinerant  vendors  under  section  6  of  chapter  65  of 
the  Revised  Laws. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  conflict  between 
this  order  and  the  ordinance  which  I  now  propose 
to  be  adopted,  it  would  be  wise  to  pass  the  accom- 
panying order,  rescinding  the  order  passed  on 
December  28,  1906.  I  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  order  which  I  am  attaching  to  this 
message.

License  Fees  for  Itinerant  Vendors. 

The  committee  has  made  a  study  of  the  licensing 
of  itinerant  vendors  with  the  following  results: 

According  to  information  provided  by  the 
Assessing  Department  there  are  about  two  hun- 
dred itinerant  vendors  or  merchants  who  come  to 
Boston  regularly  during  the  year  and  locate  with 
their- samples  and  stocks  of  goods  at  store  rooms, 
hotels  and  other  places,  making  sales  at  retail  from 
such  stocks  and  samples.  These  persons  are  very 
careful  to  arrange  their  time  so  that  no  merchan- 
dise is  located  in  the  city  on  the  first  of  April,  thus 
escaping  local  taxation.  A  review  of  the  ordi- 
nances and  regulations  of  other  cities  indicates 
that  a  number  of  cities  such  as  Providence,  Buffalo, 
Baltimore,  Portland,  Maine,  Detroit,  St.  Louis, 
Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco  and  Cincinnati  impose 
a  license  fee  on  itinerant  vendors  which  varies  from 
a  minimum  of  $10  per  year  in  Buffalo  to  as  high 
as  $100  per  day  in  San  Francisco.  In  Providence 
the  fee  for  a  oity  license  is  $350  in  addition  to  a 
state  fee  of  $200. 

MASSACHUSETTS    STATUTE    RELATING   TO    ITINERANT 
VENDORS. 

In  Boston  itinerant  merchants  have  been  al- 
lowed to  operate  without  the  imposition  of  a  license 
fee  despite  the  fact  that  under  the  existing  statutes 
the  oity  has  authority  to  require  such  a  license  and 
the  payment  of  a  fee  which  may  be  either  a  fixed 
sum  or  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  taxes  assessa- 
ble against  the  average  stock  of  goods  kept  by 
such  merchants.  Mention  might  also  be  made 
of  an  order  passed  by  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen 
in  1906  requiring  a  license  fee  of  $50  for  itinerant 
vendors  which  has  not  been  enforced.  The  statu- 
tory provisions  covering  itinerant  vendors  are  set 
forth  in  chapter  65  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  120  of  the  General  Acts  of  1916  and 
chapter  237  of  the  General  Acts  of  1917.  A  brief 
digest  of  these  provisions  follows: 

Definition  of  Itinerant  Vendor. 

The  state  law  defines  an  itinerant  vendor  as  "  any 
person,  either  principal  or  agent,  who  engages  in 
a  temporary  or  transient  business  in  this  common- 
wealth, either  in  one  locality  or  in  travelling  from 
one  place  to  place  selling  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise, and  who,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
such  business,  hires,  leases  or  occupies  a  building 
or  structure  for  the  exhibition  and  sale  of  such 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise."  Section  2  of  the 
law,  however,  stipulates  that  its  provisions  shall 
not  apply  to  sales  made  by  commercial  travelers," 
or  by  agents  selling  to  dealers  in  the  usual  course 
of  business,  nor  to  bona  fide  sales  of  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  by  sample  for  future  delivery, 
nor  to  ordinary  hawkers  and  pedlers  selling  fruit, 
vegetables,  produce,  etc.,  from  wagons.  In  other 
words,  the  state  law  applies  only  to  transient  deal- 
ers who  make  sales  from  actual  stocks  of  goods  and 
who  lease,  hire  or  occupy  a  store,  hotel  room,  public 
hall  or  other  building  for  the  temporary  exhibition 
of  such  goods. 

.State  License. 

Before  commencing  business  in  the  state,  every 
itinerant  vendor  must  secure  a  license  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  the 
Commonwealth,  paying  a  state  license  fee  of  $25 
therefor,  and  must  also  make  a  special  deposit  of 
$500  with  the  commissioner. 

City  License. 
The  law  further  provides  that  before  selling 
under  a  state  license  in  any  city  or  town  every 
itinerant  vendor  shall  pay  a  local  license  fee  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  proposes  to 
make  sales.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  or  the 
selectmen  may  determine  the  amount  of  the  fee 
according  to  two  different  methods.  This  fee  may 
be  established  either  as  a  fixed  sum  or  at  a  sum 
equivalent  to  the  taxes  assessable  under  the  last 
preceding  tax  levy  against  the  average  quantity 
and  value  of  the  stock  of  goods  kept  by  the  said 
merchants.  If  this  latter  method  is  employed  the 
law  authorizes  the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  require 
every  itinerant  merchant  to  file  a  true  statement 
under  oath  setting  forth  the  average  value  and 
quantity  of  his  stock  of  goods.  This  statement  is 
then  sent  to  the  assessors  who  shall  determine  the 
valuation  of  the  goods  and  transmit  a  certificate 
thereof  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  who  in  turn 
shall  forward  the  same  to  the  city  clerk  to  be  used 
as  the  basis  for  fixing  the  amount  of  the  license  fee. 
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The  present  statute  leaves  it  to  the  discretion  of 
the  local  authorities  to  determine  whether  or  not  a 
license  shall  be  required  and  a  fee  fixed  therefor, 
but  attention  is  called  to  a  recent  statute  enacted 
by  the  Legislature  which  according  to  the  interpre- 
tation by  the  state  officials,  will  make  it  mandatory 
upon  cities  and  towns  to  require  a  license  and  the 
payment  of  a  fee  by  itinerant  vendors  if  such  per- 
'  sons  are  permitted  to  do  business  in  a  locality. 
(Chapter  257  of  the  General  Acts  of  1918.) 

A  review  of  the  legislation  on  the  subject  indi- 
cates, therefore,  that  the  city  has  the  legal  author- 
ity to  impose  a  license  fee  upon  itinerant  vendors 
as  defined  in  the  state  law.  That  this  power 
exists  is  further  shown  by  the  fact  that  an  order 
was  passed  by  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  1906  providing  for  the  licensing 
of  itinerant  vendors  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$50,  which  appears  never  to  have  been  enforced 

REASONS      FOR      REGUIRINO      A      LICENSE      FEE      FROM 
ITINERANT    %  ENDORS. 

There  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
not  itinerant  merchants  should  be  licensed  at  all 
and  it  is  asserted  by  some  that  such  businesses 
should  not  be  recognized  or  allowed  to  operate  in 
Boston.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  maintained  that 
itinerant  merchants  should  be  encouraged  to  lo- 
cate in  Boston,  as  they  increase  competition  and 
thus  tend  to  lower  prices.  The  fact  remains, 
however,  that  there  are  at  least  two  hundred  such 
vendors  doing  a  regular  business  in  the  city  who 
require  a  certain  amount  of  regulation  under  the 
police  power  because  of  the  transitory  nature  of 
their  operations  and  who  should  be  made  to  pay 
for  the  cost  of  such  regulation.  Those  persons  are 
at  present  escaping  the  payment  of  their  share  of 
the  necessary  expenses  incurred  for  police  and  fire 
protection,  street  improvements,  water  supply 
and  so  on.  At  the  same  time,  the  city  is  annually 
losing  thousands  of  dollars  by  allowing  transient 
merchants  with  large  stocks  of  goods  to  operate 
without  payment  for  the  privilege  of  carrying  on 
business  and  for  the  services  and  opportunities 
furnished  to  them  by  the  city.  The  committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  itinerant  merchants  should 
either  not  be  licensed  at  all  or  if  they  are  licensed 
that  the  provisions  of  the  state  law  on  the  subject 
should  be  enforced. 

Leaving  aside  then  the  question  as  to  whether 
itinerant  vendors  should  or  should  not  be  kept  out 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  committee  is  of  the 
belief  that  the  present  system  of  exempting  such 
persons  ironi  their  just  share  of  the  burden  of  taxa- 
tion is  unfair  to  the  regular  merchants  who  are 
subject  to  all  local  taxes  and  who  take  a  more  or 
less  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  community  and 
also  to  the  city  because  it  is  "deprived  of  a  con- 
siderable revenue  to  which  it  is  justly  entitled 
amounting  to  approximately  $50,000  per  year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For  the  reasons  stated  above  the  committee 
recommends  that  the  city  avail  itself  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  state  law  and  that  all  itinerant  vendors 
be  required  to  take  out  a  license  and  to  pay  a  fee 
therefore  which  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  taxes 
assessable  against  the  average  stock  of  goods  kept 
by  such  merchants.  According  to  an  estimate 
made  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  after  inquiry 
and  investigation  the  establishment  of  a  fee  on 
this  basis  would  add  at  least  $50,000  to  the  revenue 
of  the  city. 

In  order  to  provide  the  machinery  necessary  for 
action  under  the  state  law  governing  itinerant 
vendors  it  is  recommended  that  your  Honor  re- 
quest the  City  Council  to  rescind  its  order  of 
December  2  s,  1906,  and  that  the  following  ordinance 
be  introduced  providing  for  the  licensing  and 
taxation  of  itinerant  vendors: 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Itinerant  Vendors. 
Section  1.  Every  itinerant  vendor,  whether 
principal  or  agent,  authorized  by  state  license  to 
do  business  in  this  commonwealth,  before  making 
any  sales  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  in  the 
city  of  Boston,  shall  make  application  for  a  local 
license  to  the  city  clerk  dialing  the  names,  resi- 
dences and  places  of  business  of  the  owners  or 
parties  in  whose  interest  said  business  iH  conducted, 
and  shall  at,  the  same  time  file  with  the  city  clerk  a 
true  statement,  under  oath,  of  the  average  quantity 
and  value  of  the  stock  of  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise kept  or  intended  to  be  kept  or  exposed 
by  him  for  sale.     The  city  clerk  shall  submit  said 


statement  to  the  assessors  who  shall  forthwith 
make  an  examination  and  valuation  of  such  goods,, 
wares  and  merchandise  and  transmit  a  certificate 
thereof  to  the  city  clerk. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  equivalent 
to  the  taxes  assessable  under  the  last  preceding 
tax  levy  upon  an  amount  of  property  equal  to  the 
valuation  certified  by  the  board  of  assessors  as 
provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance,  the 
city  clerk  shall  issue  to  the  itinerant  vendor  a- 
license  authorizing  the  sale  of  such  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  within  the  city  of  Boston. 
Such  license  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  the 
license  shall  continuously  k«ep  and  expose  for  sale 
in  the  city  of  Boston  such  stock  of  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise,  but  not  later  than  the  first  day 
of  May  following  its  date  of  issuance.  Every 
itinerant  vendor  licensed  under  this  ordinance 
shall  also  execute  a  bond  to  the  city  of  Boston  in 
the  sum  of  $500  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  con- 
ditioned for  faithful  observance  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Every  itinerant  vendor  who  is  granted 
a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  exhibit  the  same  at  all  times,  while  in  force.in 
some  conspicuous  part  of  the  place  of  business  for 
which  it  is  issued. 

Sect.  4.  The  term  "itinerant  vendor"  for  the 
purposes  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  the  same  as 
defined  in  sections  one  and  two  of  chapter  65  of  the 
Revised  Laws  of  Massachusetts  as  amended  by 
chapter  120  of  the  General  Acts  of  1916  and  chap- 
ter 237  of  the  General  Acts  of  1917,  and  shall 
include  any  person,  either  principal  or  agent,  who 
engages  in  a  temporary  or  transient  business  in 
this  city,  and  who,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
such  business,  hires,  leases  or  occupies  a  building 
or  structure  for  the  exhibition  and  sale  of  such 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise.  The  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  however,  shall  not  apply  to  sales 
by  commercial  travelers  or  by  selling  agents  to 
dealers  in  the  usual  course  of  business,  nor  to  sales 
of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  by  any  person, 
either  principal  or  agent,  who  engages  in  temporary 
or  transient  business  within  the  city  and  who  has 
paid  taxes  upon  his  stock  in  trade  during  the 
current  year,  nor  to  hawkers  and  ipedlers  as  defined 
by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  and  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  Any  person,  association  or  corporation 
who  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  an  itinerant 
vendor,  as  herein  defined,  without  having  secured 
a  license  for  that  purpose  as  provided  in  this 
ordinance  or  neglects  or  refuses  to  file  the  state- 
ment described  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance,  or 
makes  a  false  or  fraudulent  representation  in  said 
statement,  or  who,  having  secured  such  license, 
shall  thereafter  fail  to  pay  the  sum  required  herein 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  are  kept  or  exposed  for  sale.

An  Ordinance. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Every  itinerant  vendor,  whether 
principal  or  agent,  authorized  by  state  license  to 
do  business  in  this  commonwealth,  before  making 
any  sales  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  in  the 
city  of  Boston,  shall  make  application  for  a  local 
license  to  the  city  clerk  stating  the  names,  resi- 
dences and  places  of  business  of  the  owners  or 
parties  in  whose  interest  said  business  is  eon- 
ducted,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  file  with  the 
city  clerk  a  true  statement,  under  oath,  of  the 
average  quantity  and  value  of  the  stock  of  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  kept  or  intended  to  be 
kept  or  exposed  by  him  for  sale.  The  city  clerk 
shall  submit  said  statement  to  the  assessors  who 
shall  forthwith  make  un  examination  and  valuation 
of  such  goods,  wares  alid  merchandise  and  transmit 
a  certificate  thereof  to  the  city  slerk. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  equivalent 
to  the  taxes  assessable  under  the  last  preceding  tax 
levy  upon  an  amount  of  property  equal  to  the 
valuation  certified  by  the  board  of  assessors  as 
provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance,  the 
city  clerk  shall  issue  to  the  itinerant  vendor  a 
license  authorizing  the  sale  of  such  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  within  the  city  of  Boston.  Such 
license  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  the  license 
shall  continuously  keep  and  expose  for  sale  in  the 
city  of  Boston  such  stock  of  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise,  but  not  later  than  the  first  day  of

or  makes  a  false  or  fraudulent  representation  in 
said  statement,  or  who,  having  secured  such 
license,  shall  thereafter  fail  to  pay  the  sum  required 
herein,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  are  kept  or  exposed 
for  sale. 

The  President  declared  the  matter  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for 
reconsideration  of  the  reference,  if  there  be  no 
objection,  so  that  this  matter  may  be  handled  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  rather  than  by  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  who  may  not  meet  until 
some  time  in  the  future.  This  matter  is  one 
which  is  very  important,  and  particularly  pert- 
inent at  the  present  time  to  the  business  interests 
and  to  the  citizens  of  Boston,  and  they  would  like 
to  see  it  acted  upon.  I  therefore  suggest  that  the 
reference  be  reconsidered,  and  that  the  matter  be 
sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  treated  there. 

President  MORIARTY — Is  there  any  objection 
to  the  ordinance  being  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee?  I  will  say  that  I  think  this  is  a  very 
big  matter  The  Mayor  has  had  a  committee 
working  on  it,  and  I  believe  it  ought  to  take  its 
regular  course  and  go  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances. There  are  some  members  of  the  Council 
absent  today,  and  I  think  no  good  will  be  done  by 
referring  it  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  can  we  have  the 
order  read  again?  Some  of  us  didn 't  pay  much 
attention  to  it  when  it  was  read. 

President  MORIARTY— I  have  already  re- 
ferred it  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.  Coun. 
Hagan  says  that  unless  there  is  objection  he  would 
like  to  have  it  go  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — As  long  as  there  is  objection, 
Mr.  President,  I  will  withdraw  my  request. 

President  MORIARTY— I  will  ask  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  Coun.  Brickley, 
to  call  a  meeting  of  the  committee  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  so  that  the  matter  jnay  be  taken  up. 
The  reference  stands.

— Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
vote  "yes"  upon  that  order,  but  that  doesn't 
mean  that  I  have  as  yet  reconsidered  my  judgment 
as  to  the  appropriation  of  the  $400,000  for  a  new 
ferry.  I  do  not  think  that  the  answer  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner  will  be  decisive  in  any  way,  and  in 
voting  "yes"  on  the  order — the  councilor  desiring

.  any  means  that  I  will  vote  "yes"  if  there  is  an 
attempt  to  transfer  the  $400,000. 

The  PRESIDENT— The  first  question  is  on  the 
suspension  of  the  rules,  and  not  on  the  passage  of 
the  order. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  will  say,  in  answer  to  Coun. 
Ford,  if  I  may  be  permitted,  that  that  is  exactly  my 
own  position  in  the  matter. 

The  question  came  on  the  suspension  of  the  rule.

I  want  to 
say  that  the  very  reasons  which  the  councilors  have 
given  as  to  why  they  are  in  favor  of  the  order  are 
the  reasons  why  I  am  going  to  vote  against  it.  I 
do  not  believe  that  any  such  order  should  be  put 
up  to  the  Fire  Commissioner  in  the  first  place,  and. 
in  the  second  place,  I  think  that  I  am  going  to  use 
my  judgment  as  to  whether  or  not  I  think  two 
ferryboats  are  sufficient,  or  whether  the  people  of 
East  Boston  need  three  boats.  I  do  not  think 
that  the  opinion  of  the  Fire  Commissioner,  or 
what  he  has  to  say  on  the  subject,  will  alter  my 
views  one  way  or  the  other,  any  more  so  than  it 
will  alter  the  views  of  the  other  two  councilors 
who  spoke  on  this  matter  previously  today. 
Therefore,  I  think  it  is  needless  to  vote  for  the 
passage  of  such  an  order  asking  for  information 
when  each  and  every  councilor  here  knows  what 
his  position  is  as  to  whether  the  people  of 
East  Boston  need  one,  two  or  three  ferryboat*. 
I  want  to  say  at  this  time  that  only  last  Sunday  I 
read  in  the  Sunday  paper  of  a  large  conflagration 
over  in  East  Boston  which  the  East  Boston  com- 
panies were  called  upon  to  put  out.  They  sent 
for  help  from  what  they  call  over  town,  and  the 
overtown  fire  department  arrived  after  the  East 
Boston  fire  companies  had  the  fire  under  control. 
Therefore,  I  do  not  think  that  this  order  asking  for 
information  is  of  any  benefit  whatsoever,  and  I 
shall  vote  against  it.

FORD  offered  an  order — That  the 
Election  Commissioners,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  be  requested  to  post  placards  upon  every 
voting  place  in  the  City  of  Boston  giving  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  for  the  registration  of  women 
desiring  to  become  registered  voters  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  FORr> — Mr.  President,  the  reason  for 
that  order  is  this  We  are  coming  into  a  new  era 
in  political  affairs  and  some  districts  of  the  city 
will  have  an  advantage  over  others  unless  there  is 
widespread  publicity  given  by  those  who  can  afford 
to  give  it,  namely,  the  cities  and  towns.  For 
instance,  in  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston  there  are 
those  who  are  sending  out  literature,  circulars  and 
other  material  urging  the  women  to  become  voters 
and  get  upon  the  voting  list  for  the  purpose  of 
voting.  Without  any  question  of  doubt,  within 
three  or  four  weeks  women  will  be  qualified  to  vote. 
Now  I  think,  as  far  as  my  district  is  concerned 
and  other  districts  are  concerned,  outside  of  the 
newspaper  notice  and  the  notice  required  by  law 
which  the  Election  Commissioners  give,  that 
placards  or  some  sort  of  advertising  in  that  direction 
should  be  furnished  and  put  upon  the  voting 
precincts  giving  notice  to  the  women  and  letting 
them  know  of  their  rights  and  their  opportunity  to 
become  registered  voters  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
This  will  have  more  effect  and  greater  effect  in 
those  districts  where  there  are  not  public  bodies 
willing  to  spend  five,  ten  and  probably  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  in  order  to  get  the  women 
upon  the  voting  Hat.  Because  those  districts  that 
first  get  the  women  upon  the  voting  lists  in  large 
numbers  will,  without  any  question  of  doubt,  be 
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certainly,  if  not  in  control,  a  predominating  influ- 
ence in  the  elections;  and  in  order  to  make  it  wide- 
spread and  in  order  to  give  notice  to  the  women  in 
all  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  move  suspension 
of  the  rule  in  order  to  put  this  matter  in  line  for 
immediate  passage.

Couu.  McLAUGHLIN,  »or  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  order  (reierred  June  2S)  that  the 
Mayor  petition  the  next  General  Court  for  author- 
ity to  spend  sufficient  money  outside  the  debt  limit 
■  or  the  building  of  a  passenger  and  teaming  bridge 
to  East  Boston — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 


JULY    26,    1920. 
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2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred June  7)  for  loan  of  $225,000  for  Police 
Station  8  and  Engine  31 — that  the  order  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was  given 
its  first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  9. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  from  date. 

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  June  28)  for  loan  of 
$750,000  for  additional  facilities  at  the  City 
Hospital — r  ecommending  passage  of  an  order  in  the 
following  new  draft,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $200,000  be  appro- 
priated to  be  expended  by  the  trustees  of  the  City 
Hospital  for  additional  facilities,  and  that  to  meet 
said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  hereby 
authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness of  the  City  of  Boston  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  HAGAN— Mr.  President,  I  am  a  little 
bit  uneasy  about  the  passage  of  this  order  at  this 
particular  time.  Of  course,  I  am  not  disposed 
to  vote  against  an  appropriation  for  the  City 
Hospital,  knowing  the  good,  meritorious  work 
which  that  institution  is  doing;  but,  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  city's  borrowing  capacity 
is  down  to  such  a  low  ebb,  it  seems  to  me  that 
it  would  be  wise  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  have 
the  trustees  come  in  and  outline  to  us  some  plan 
of  what  they  propose  to  do  with  two  hundred 
thousand,  four  hundred  thousand  or  six  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  if  we  had  it  and  could  give 
it  to  them,  in  advance  of  actually  appropriating 
money  blindly  for  some  purposes  for  which  no 
doubt  they  can  use  it.  It  seemed  to  me  that 
it  would  be  better  to  have  a  consultation  with  the 
trustees.  I  do  not  want  to  vote  against  it,  and 
I  do  not  think  there  is  any  member  of  this  Council 
who  wants  to  vote  against  it;  but  I  believe  that 
it  would  be  wise  to  do  as  I  suggest — there  is  no 
great,  immediate  rush — and  I  am  going  to  ask 
or  make  the  motion,  if  necessary,  that  the  order 
be  held  in  committee  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Council,  when  we  can  have  a  consultation 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital 
on  this  pending  matter. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  we  have  nothing  on  the  files  of  this 
committee  relative  to  a  report  from  the  City 
Hospital  Trustees.  I  suppose  all  of  us  feel  that 
we  ought  to  be  very  generous  in  dealing  with  the 
City  Hospital,  but  it  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be 
the  proper  thing  at  this  time  to  pass  the  order 
without  first  having  a  report  and  request  from 
them  as  to  their  actual  needs  at  this  time,  and 
secondly,  because  our  borrowing  capacity  is  down 
to  about  $300,000  or  $400,000.  If  the  Council 
does  not  see  fit  to  agree  with  the  motion  as  sug- 
gested by  the  last  member,  I  shall  vote  for  the 
order  today,  with  the  reservation  to  vote  "no" 
on  the  second  reading  pending  an  examination 
and  report  by  the  City  Hospital  Trustees,  and  I 
intend  to  ask  them  myself  as  to  the  emergency 
for  this  proposition. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  inasmuch  as 
some  of  us  feel  that  we  ought  to  get  a  report 
from  the  trustees  and  that  a  vote  would  be  unan- 
imous as  to  what  amount  they  represent  they 
want— whether  it  is  $50,000  or  $250,000,  pro- 
vided we  have  that  borrowing  capacity — I  am 
going  to  move  to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table 
until  we  can  get  the  report  from  the  trustees. 
If  that  motion  does  not  prevail,  with  Coun. 
Collins  I  shall  vote  "yes"  on  the  order,  with 
the  reservation  that  I  may  change  my  vote  on  the 
second  reading  if  the  report  comes  in  by  then. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  this  is  the  first  time  in  my  connection  with 
this  Council  that  I  have  heard  any  objection 
to  any  appropriation  for  such  a  worthy  purpose  as 
the  Boston  City  Hospital.  Surely  I  and,  I 
think,  no  member  of  this  Council  questions  the 
way  in  which  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital 
have  expended  public  funds  in  the  past,  and  I 
do  not  think  that  there  is  any  great  fear  that 
they  may  change  their  policy  in  the  future.  Only 
today,  in  executive  meeting,  we  passed  an  appro- 
priation for  $225,000  lor  a  new  police  station 
lor  Station  8  without  any  quibbling  or  questions 
whatever  regarding  it.  Now  I  think  that  this 
matter  pertaining  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
has  been  held  in  abeyance  long  enough.  Those 
of  us  who  were  here  at  the  budget  hearings  heard 
the  testimony  offered  by  the  trustees  as  to  im- 
provements  that  were   needed   in   the   City    Hos- 


pital. We  were  also  favored  at  that  time  by  a 
special  talk  by  one  of  the  leading  medical  men 
of  the  country,  who  pointed  out  the  dire  need 
of  these  particular  things;  and  I  think  that 
from  last  March  up  to  the  present  time  has  been 
long  enough  for  the  powers  that  be  to  see  that 
something  is  started  to  alleviate  the  conditions 
that  are  now  existing  in  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital. I  do  not  want  to  make  any  claims  that 
conditions  up  there  are  disgraceful  or  any  such 
utterance  as  that,  but  I  know  myself  that  when 
patients  are  being  treated  in  basement  wards, 
as  they  are  in  the  hospital  today,  those  condi- 
tions ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  continue  any 
longer  than  we  can  possibly  let  them  remain  so. 
They  are  beyond  the  control  of  the  trustees, 
for  the  reason  that  they  have  not  had  the  money 
to  put  in  the  improvements  that  are  needed 
there  and  have  been  needed  for  a  long  time;  and 
I  think  that  we  are  instituting  a  penny  policy 
when  we  try  to  stint  a  hospital  like  the  Boston 
City  Hospital, — an  institution  second  to  no 
hospital  in  the  country.  I  think,  also,  that  it 
is  about  time  that  something  was  done  for  the 
ordinary  person  who  cannot  afford  to  go  to  a 
private  hospital  to  be  treated  when  sick.  At  such 
time  he  should  be  provided  with  all  the  up-to- 
date  sanitary  conveniences  that  are  needed  for 
his  care  and  convalescence.  I  will  say  further 
that  the  private  ward  pavilion  which  has  been 
contemplated  up  there,  on  the  testimony  of  the 
doctors  themselves,  will  pay  for  itself  in  a  very 
short  time.  These  improvements  are  needed 
improvements.  You  have  not  got  my  word 
for  it;  my  word  does  not  amount  to  anything  in 
comparison  with  the  word  of  the  trustees  of  that 
hospital — men  who  have  been  handling  the 
affairs  of  the  hospital  for  years.  You  have  also 
the  testimony  of  their  medical  expert  who  came  in 
here — and  all  of  you  were  supposed  to  listen  to 
his  remarks — and  he  stated  that  the  conditions 
up  there,  as  far  as  dormitory  facilities  for  the 
young  men  who  have  dedicated  their  lives  to  the 
practice  of  medicine,  are  absolutely  all  out  of 
proportion  to  what  their  home  surroundings 
were  and  what  their  hospital  surroundings  should 
be  for  that  type  of  young  men;  and  when  you 
consider  that  of  the  young  men  who  have  been 
up  there  as  medical  students  three  of  them  have 
lost  their  lives,  possibly  because  of  a  lack  of  proper 
sanitary  conditions  in  that  hospital,  it  seems  to 
me  that  we  have  gone  long  enough  without  seeing 
that  those  conditions  are  remedied;  and  I  will 
vote  against  referring  the  order  to  anv  committee. 
Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  is 
entitled  to  and  deserves  all  the  praise  that  is 
possible  to  be  given  to  anybody  in  attempting 
to  bring  about  an  improvement  of  conditions 
at  the  City  Hospital.  But  I  cannot  conscien- 
tiously see  where  $200,000  will  do  anything 
satisfactory  in  the  matter  of  improvements. 
Secondly,  I  do  not  feel  that  I  want  to  vote  to  pass 
an  appropriation  for  $200,000  without  first  hav- 
ing the  opinion  of  the  trustees.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  are  public 
spirited  gentlemen,  and  not  one  member  of  this 
Board  would  criticise  any  one  of  them,  either  pub- 
licly or  privately,  in  the  matter  of  the  performance 
of  their  duties  as  trustees.  If  we  vote  today  to 
pass  this  $200,000,  what  is  it  to  be  used  for?  What 
are  they  going  to  do  with  $200,000?  I  for  one  be- 
lieve that  they  can  do  but  very  little  in  the  matter 
of  making  any  decided  improvement, — in  fact, 
I  do  not  believe  that  they  will  do  anything.  I 
think  the  demand  for  improvements  and  money 
to  pay  for  improvements  ought  to  initiate  with 
the  trustees.  If  I  had  some  specific  plan  in  mind 
which  had  been  presented  by  somebody  in  con- 
trol that  $200,000  would  do  something  to  improve 
the  conditions  there,  what  improvements  were 
going  to  be  made,  I  would  gladly  vote  for  it;  but 
we  have  not  got  one  single  bit  of  information,  and 
I  do  not  propose  to  take  any  half-way  position  on 
this  matter.  I  will  not  vote  for  the  $200,000  until 
I  first  hear  from  the  trustees  what  they  will  use 
it  for,  what  would  be  a  sufficient  sum  and  all  that 
goes  with  it.  I  do  not  propose  to  vote  today  and 
nave  any  vote  of  mine  passing  any  order  that  is 
a  direct  criticism  of  the  trustees.  If  there  are 
improvements  needed  there  and  they  know  it 
ana  are  not  asking  for  money  sufficient  to  bring 
about  these  improvements,  then  they  have  failed 
to  be  trustees.  But  I  am  not  in  position  today — 
I  cannot  bring  myself  to  the  position  where  I  can 
feel  that  any  member  or  all  the  members  of  the 
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Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  are  derelict 
in  their  duty.  Therefore,  I  shall  vote  to  table 
the  order,  and  will  not  vote  in  favor  of  any  appro- 
priation of  85200,000  or  any  amount  until  1  know 
what  it  is  going  to  be  used  for  and  whether  it  is  a 
sum  sufficient  to  bring  about  improvements  which 
will  mean  something  to  the  hospital. 

Coun.  LANE — I  yield  to  no  one  in  the  desire, 
Mr.  President,  to  vote  for  an  appropriation  for  the 
City  Hospital.  I  will  be  very  glad  to  vote  for  a 
million  dollar  loan  bill  for  the  City  Hospital, 
providing  the  finances  of  the  city  will  stand  it  and 
we  knew  what  that  million  dollars  was  needed  for. 
There  are  many,  many  things,  undoubtedly, 
needed  by  the  City  Hospital.  There  are  always 
needs  in  public  institutions  of  that  kind.  But 
this  order  came  in  for  $750,000  for  the  City  Hospital 
without  any  regard  to  what  it  was  to  be  spent  for. 
It  was  simply  stated  how  many  things  were  needed. 
Today  we  found  that  the  borrowing  capacity^  of 
the  city  was  so  low  that  there  was  talk  of  keeping 
it  at  $400,000;  but  now  it  is  proposed  to  draw 
$200,000  out  and  nobody  knows  what  it  is  for. 
Certainly  I  think  we  should  see  the  trustees,  have 
a  talk  with  them  and  find  out  what  are  the  most 
necessary  things  needed  in  the  hospital  and  get 
some  estimate  of  what  it  would  take  to  furnish 
those  things.  It  might  be  $150,000,  it  might  be 
$250,000;  but  I  cannot  vote  for  an  appropriation 
for  $200,000  and  not  know  specifically  what  it  is 
appropriated  for.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  will 
be  put  upon  the  table,  that  we  may  consult  with 
the  trustees  and  find  out  what  is  most  needed  and 
take  their  advice. 

Coun.  HAGAN — I  was  going  to  say,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  I  hoped  there  would  be  no  division  on 
the  question  as  far  as  these  improvements  were 
concerned.  To  hold  this  matter  up  for  two  w'eeks 
or  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  in  the 
committee  where  it  originated  will,  to  my  mind, 
cause  no  damage.  If  the  City  Hospital  has  gotten 
along  up  to  the  present  date  and  hour,  it  will  get 
along  for  a  week  or  two  more  without  any  great 
degree  of  danger  to  it  and  it  will  give  us  an  oppor- 
tunity to  get  in  touch  with  the  trustees  and  give 
them  an  opportunity  to  prepare  a  case  and  come 
in  here  and  tell  us  what  thev  want.  I  want  to 
vote  for  $200,000  or  $400,000,  if  we  have  it,_  or 
as  much  money  as  they  require  to  put  the  institu- 
tion in  proper  form  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees 
and  as  you  and  I  would  like  to  see  it;  but  I  do  not 
want  to  vote  $200,000  in  the  dark  without  know- 
ing what  it  is  to  be  used  for.  We  do  not  know 
what  the  trustees  will  do  with  this  $200,000.  We 
do  know  if  they  spend  it,  it  will  be  spent  wisely; 
but  it  is  well  that  we  ourselves  should  evade  any 
unnecessary  criticism  by  not  appropriating  money 
blindly  without  knowing  for  what  purpose  it  is 
going  to  be  used.  I  thought,  therefore,  that  the 
easiest  way  was  to  ask  that  this  matter  be  post- 
poned, rather  than  have  a  division  on  the  question 
come  up;  and  I  think  it  would  be  better  for  all  of 
us  to  have  that  so  we  can  sit  down  and  have  nine 
votes  unanimously  in  the  affirmative  when  the 
order  comes  through,  and  there  will  be  if  it  is 
handled  properly. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  I  introduced  this  order  asking  for  $750,000 
for  needed  improvements  in  the  Boston  City  Hospi- 
tal and  some  of  the  councilors  who  are  objecting  to 
this  proposition  now  evidently  were  not  in  attend- 
ance before  the  budget  committee.  They  say  that 
we  do  not  know  what  the  trustees  are  going  to  use 
this  money  for.  Well,  possibly  that  may  be  so; 
but  whether  we  know  what  they  are  going  to  use 
it  specifically  for  or  not  to  my  mind  does  not  make 
any  great  difference.  The  statement  of  Doctor 
Rohan  was: 

"There  was  a  fund  of  $750,000,  namely,  the 
Thorndike  Fund,  left  from  the  original  trustees, 
and  we  hired  an  architect  and  attempted  to  have 
that  building  put  up  this  year  within  that  sum; 
but  it  was  found  that  for  what  we  needed  the  means 
were  inadequate.  In  consequence,  we  are  going 
to  come  and  ask  you  folks  for  an  additional  $100,000 
or  $150,000  to  equip  the  Thorndike  Building. 
We  have  to  do  special  investigating  along  certain 
lines, — for  instance,  scientific  kidney  work.  That 
can  be  done  only  by  intensive  study,"  etc. 

I  want  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  members 
of  this  Council  that  had  they  been  in  attendance 
at  those  budget  hearings  they  would  have  received 
the  same  information  which  I  received.  My 
only  thought  in  introducing  the  order  was  that 
somebody  was  delaying  too  long.  Now,  as  to  who 
shall  initiate  legislation  along  these  lines,  I  do 
not   think   that  it  makes   an .    material   difference 


whether  it  is  introduced  by  the  trustees  or  by  the 
Mayor  or  by  the  City  Council.  That  is  our  right 
if  we  care  to  exercise  it;  and  when  those  statements 
are  made  by  that  eminent  medical  man,  they  are 
sufficient,  to  my  mind,  to  warrant  voting  not 
alone  for  the  $200,000  which  we  are  attempting 
to  appropriate  today  but  for  the  entire  amount 
of  $750,000.  One  of  the  councilors  here  says 
that  he  does  not  want  to  vote  for  $200,000  at  this 
time,  but  I  want  to  say  that  in  the  committee 
meeting  it  was  his  suggestion  that  rather  than 
appropriate  the  entire  amount  of,  sav  $400,000 
of  $500,000  now,  we  appropriate  $200,000  this 
year,  $100,000  the  next  year,  and,  if  necessary, 
$200,000  the  year  to  come;  and  it  was  by  reason 
of  that  sort  of  compromise  that  I  agreed  to  vote 
for  an  appropriation  of  $200,000.  Then  when 
we  come  out  here  in  the  Council  Chamber  I  find 
that  considerable  opposition  has  sprung  up  to 
this  proposition.  If  we  looked  at  it  from  the 
standpoint  only  of  $500,000  left  in  the  amount  to 
be  appropriated  this  vear,  I  think  that  we  could  not 
spend  $200,000  of  that  $500,000  to  any  better 
advantage  than  to  start  right  in  and  give  the 
trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  at  least  that  amount 
to  go  ahead  and  procure  those  things  _  which  they 
have  been  trying  to  get  for  years ;  and  if  we  do  not 
do  it  now,  there  is  no  guaranty  or  none  of  us  has 
any  reason  to  believe  that  for  many  years  to  come 
there  is  going  to  be  any  material  reduction  in  the 
price  of  building  material  or  anything  else,  and  it 
is  only  going  to  cost  more  money  in  the  end  than 
if  we  appropriate  the  money  now  and  start  right 
in.  I  hope  that  reference  to  the  committee  will 
be  defeated  and  that  the  order  will  go  upon  its 
passage. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  was  present,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, during  the  entire  evening  when  the  City 
Hospital  Trustees  were  here  and  heard  Doctor 
Rohan  make  his  entire  statement,  and  I  remember 
the  talk  about  the  Thorndike  Building.  They 
have  not  called  for  any  bids  in  the  matter;  the 
contract  has  not  been  let  out  as  yet;  and  therefore 
the  matter  of  equipping  the  building  is  a  long  way 
off.  Two  hundred  thousand  dollars  certainly 
won't  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  equipping  a 
building  when  bids  have  not  been  called  for  or  the 
foundations  laid.  I  cannot  quite  see  the  wisdom 
of  using  that  argument  for  $200,000. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— I  just  want  to  say,  Mr. 
President,  that  I  merely  referred  to  the  Thorndike 
Building  as  a  good  example  of  what  he  was  re- 
ferring to.  He  also  referred  to  a  therapeutic  de- 
partment and  also  to  a  private  ward  pavilion,  and 
I  think  that  those  men  up  there  know  what  they 
want  and  I  think  we  ought  to  give  them  the  money 
to  go  ahead  and  make  a  start  on  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
gentleman's  statement  concerning  the  other  needs 
of  the  hospital  are  the  very  words  of  Doctor  Rohan. 
How  do  we  know  that  $200,000  will  be  a  drop  in 
the  1  ucket  for  either  one  of  those  propositions.' 
That  is  just  a  particular  proposition. 

The  order  was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting, 
yeas,  Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane,  Watson, 
5;  nays,  Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  McLaughlin, 
Moriarty,  4. 

APPROVAL  OF  ACT  RELATIVE  TO  STUART 
AND  ELIOT  STREETS. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
'  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  -furnish 
the  City  Council  with  his  opinion  as  to  whether  or 
not  in  the  event  of  the  acceptance  of  chapter  329  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  1917  relative  to  Stuart  and 
Eliot  streets,  the  agreements  or  guaranties  fur- 
nished under  its  provision  require  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


OFFICE   HOURS,   CITY    HALL. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, submitted  a  report  on  ordinance  (referred 
July  12)  relative  to  office  hours  for  city  depart- 
ments— that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  passed. 


AMOUNT    NEEDED    FOR    CITY  HOSPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That  the 
City  Hospital  Trustees  be  requested,  through  his 
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Honor  the  Mayor,  to  submit  to  the  City  Council 
an  estimate  as  to  the  amount  of  money  needed  by 
them  to  increase  the  facilities  of  the  hospital  and 
to  make  necessary  improvements  in  same,  and  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  sum  of  $200,000  is  necessary 
or  desirable  for  their  immediate  needs. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  move  sus- 
pension of  the  rules,  that  the  order  may  go  upon 
its  passage. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
that  when  that  report  comes  in  I  shall  most  gladly 
vote  for  it,  whatever  the  amount,  provided  we 
have  the  borrowing  power  left. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN — I  had  no  intention,  Mr. 
President,  of  opposing  that  order,  but  I  do  think, 
after  the  action  which  has  taken  place  here  today, 
that  when  a  committee  of  which  I  am  chairman 
holds  a  hearing  on  a  matter  and  there  is  very  little 
opinion  expressed  in  committee  and  we  bring  out 
a  report,  that  report  should  be  sustained.  I  am 
not  in  the  habit,  Mr.  President,  of  handling  a 
matter  and  seeing  it  go  to  defeat,  either  here  or 
any  place  else;  and  on  this  particular  order  which 
the  gentleman  has  just  introduced  it  seems  to  me 
that  a  play  might  be  made  upon  it  to  indefinitely 
delay  the  work  of  Councilor  Donoghue.  There 
is  no  date  upon  it,  and  if  they  do  not  file  a  report 
within  a  reasonable  length  of  time  then  the  whole 
project  is  defeated.  I  move  to  amend  the  order  so 
that  the  trustees  shall  report  before  the  next 
meeting  of  the  City  Council,  and  I  move  suspension 
of  the  rules. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 


The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  as  amended 
was  passed. 


REMOVAL     OF     ELEVATED     STAIRWAYS. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That  the 
trustees  of  the  Elevated  Railway  be  requested  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  removing  some  of  the 
Elevated  stairways  at  the  corner  of  Dover  and 
Washington  streets. 

Passed. 


GENERAL   RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  FORD  moved  a  general  reconsideration 
on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting,  hoping 
that  the  same  would  not  prevail.     Lost.

VETO— INSTALLATION  OF  SPRINKLERS, 
LONG   ISLAND. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  provide  the 
sum  of  $105,000  for  the  installation  of  a  sprinkler 
ystem  and  other  improvements  at  the  Long 
Island  institutions,  this  order  having  been  substi- 
tuted for  the  one  submitted  by  me  on  July  12 
recommending  the  transfer  of  the  sum  of  $105,000 
for  this  purpose  from  the  appropriation  for  a  new 
ferryboat. 

I  have  two  reasons  for  vetoing  the  order  which 
is  returned  herewith.  In  the  first  place,  the 
appi  riation  of  $400,000  for  a  new  ferryboat 
which  was  made  from  cash  in  the  treasury  will 
never  be  spent  while  I  am  Mayor  for  a  ferry- 
boat as  East  Boston  does  not  need  the  third  new 
boat  which  this  sum  would  provide.  In  the 
second  place,  it  is  a  most  shortsighted  policy  to 
have  the  city  go  out  at  the  present  time  when 
interest  rates  are  so  high  and  borrow  a  sum  which 
it  already  has  in  its  treasury  and  which  can  be 
used  without  any  additional  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 
It  is  most  unfair  to  the  taxpayer  as  a  whole  to 
ask  them  to  bear  the  burden  which  would  be 
imposed  on  them  by  the  payment  of  interest  on 
the  bonds  which  the  City  Council  recommends 
be  floated. 

When  the  financial  estimates  of  the  Ferry  Serv- 
ice were  prepared  for  the  current  year,  it  was 


planned  to  provide  for  one  new  boat,  and  a  special 
appropriation  of  $400,000  was  made  for  this  pur- 
pose. Some  time  after  this,  the  United  States 
Steamboat  Inspection  Service  condemned  the 
ferryboat  "Noddle  Island"  and  as  the  Legislature 
had  passed  an  act  providing  for  the  expenditure 
of  $1,000,000  outside  the  debt  limit,  this  was 
accepted  in  order  that  the  city  might  provide  two 
boats  this  year. 

These  two  new  boats  will  provide  for  a  teaming 
area  about  double  the  capacity  of  the  older  type 
of  boats,  and  with  the  "General  Sumner"  and 
the  "John  H.  Sullivan,"  which  have  been  recon- 
structed, the  teaming  capacity  of  these  four  boats 
alone  will  be  in  excess  of  the  maximum  ever 
operated. 

In  addition  to  these  two  new  boats,  it  i3  pro- 
posed to  reconstruct  the  slips,  drops  and  teaming 
entrances,  so  that' a  double  line  of  traffic  can  enter 
and  leave  at  the  same  time. 

When  this  work  is  completed  it  will  reduce  the 
loading  and  unloading  time  almost  one  half,  and 
with  the  increased  number  of  trips  which  these 
facilities  provide,  I  feel  certain  that  the  Ferry 
Service  will  be  in  much  better  condition  than  ever 
in  the  history  of  the  city. 

I  have  just  received  a  report  from  the  Finance 

Commission  urging  me  to  veto  the  order  which 

I  am  herewith  returning.     A  copy  of  this  report 

of  the  Finance  Commission  is  herewith  attached.

DWELLINGS   FOR   INHABITANTS   OF 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  a  public  exigency  or  emergency  or 
public  distress  exists  because  of  an  insufficient 
supply  of  shelter  or  available  dwellings  in  the  City 
of  Boston  for  its  inhabitants; 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  hereby 
requested  to  issue  the  proclamation  provided  for 
in  chapter  554  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  and  to  take 
immediate  steps  under  the  provisions  of  said  act 
to  relieve  the  present  situation. 

The  preamble  and  resolve  were  declared  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
move  reconsideration  with  the  hope  that  the  same 
will  not  prevail. 

The  object  of  the  order,  Mr.  President,  is  to 
acquaint  the  public  of  Boston  of  the  fact  that  the 
City  Council  are  aware  of  the  present  acute  con- 
ditions, of  the  emergency  and  the  period  of  dis- 
tress which  is  now  existing  and  which  is  going  to 
be  much  more  acute  in  the  early  fall  months;  and 
so  that  some  action  may  be  taken  by  the  Mayor  or 
his  City  Committee  upon  Housing  and  that  some- 
thing may  be  done  to  relieve  that  situation  is  the 
real  object  of  this  order  at  this  particular  time. 
It  seems  to  me,  without  endeavoring  to  criticise, 
that  the  City  Committee  on  Housing  which  is 
handling  this  situation  is  not  fully  aroused  to  the 
exact  condition.  From  investigations  which  I 
have  personally  made  and  from  reports  which 
have  come  to  me,  I  think  the  whole  thing  is  be- 
cause we  have  no  laws  here  in  this  city,  either  by 
city  ordinance  or  by  legislative  act,  which  have 
any  weight  whatsoever  upon  the  owners  or  lessees 
of  property.  It  seems  to  me  that  New  York  is 
handling  this  matter  in  a  more  scientific  and  more 
accurate  way,  as  the  authorities  there  insist  that 
any  lessee  of  apartment  house  property  leasing 
more  than  one  apartment  must  before  doing  so 
take  out  a  license  from  the  City  Clerk,  which  act 
places  him  under  the  control  of  the  City  Clerk — 
regulates  him  in  some  degree — and  unless  the 
lessee's  license  is  renewed  he  cannot  continue  to 
operate  and  do  business.  We  have  no  such  con- 
dition as  that  here,  and  the  consequence  is  that 
apartments  in  the  Back  Bay — for  this  affects  not 
only   those   who   are  poor  but  those  who   are  in 
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middle  class  condition,  fairly  well-to-do — I  have 
known  of  apartment  houses  in  the  Back  Bay  dis- 
trict where  the  rents  have  been  raised  already 
three  times  inside  of  a  twelve-months'  period. 
I  know  of  some  cases  where  it  is  probable  that 
there  will  be  further  advances  before  the  twelve- 
months' period  has  expired.  I  know  that  there 
are  janitors  today  of  apartment  houses  who  are 
advertising  apartments  to  let  and  the  apartments 
are  occupied;  they  are  standing  in  with  the  lessees 
of  these  apartments — for  it  really  is  not,  in  a  great 
many  cases,  the  owner  who  demands  the  increased 
rent  but  his  lessee  who  sublets  in  a  speculative 
way.  There  are  a  hundred  or  more,  possibly, 
in  this  town  today  who  are  dealing  in  that  class 
of  business,  apparently  speculating  and  increasing, 
advancing  rentals  for  apartments,  in  collusion 
with  the  janitors  of  those  apartments,  who  find 
prospective  tenants  who  are  willing  to  pay  ten, 
fifteen  and  twenty-five  dollars  in  advance  simply 
to  get  some  place  to  live  in,  because  the  demand 
is  far  greater  today  than  the  present  supply. 

Now,  this  condition  is  going  to  continue  to  exist 
until  some  efforts  are  made  from  some  source  to 
create  a  greater  supply  of  homes,  and  something 
has  got  to  be  done;  for  when  people  return  from 
the  beaches  or  from  the  country  where  they  are 
living  in  the  summer  months  and  try  to  find  some 
accommodation  in  this  town  in  the  early  fall  months 
there  is  giong  to  be  a  very  acute  condition  unless 
something  is  done. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 


COMPENSATION   OF   PRISON    VAN 
DRIVERS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  inform  the  City  Council 
who  is  the  "proper  authority"  to  increase  the 
compensation  of  the  county  prison  van  drivers, 
referred  to  in  his  message  of  May  20,  1920,  vetoing 
the  acceptance  of  the  act  making  such  increase. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the 
order,  as  this  is  simply  a  question  for  information. 
It  is  based  wholly  upon  a  communication  from 
the  Mayor  under  date  of  June  7,  when  he  vetoed 
a  similar  order  passed  by  this  Council,  saying  at 
that  time,  "Although  I  am  vetoing  this  act  I  shall 
be  willing  to  receive  a  recommendation  from  the 
proper  authority  for  the  increase  in  question." 
Now,  we  do  not  know  and  nobody  seems  to  know 
who  "the  proper  authority"  is;  and  while  the 
Mayor  says  that  he  will  pass  this — or  could  until 
this  act — when  he  receives  a  recommendation  from 
the  proper  authority,  we  are  now  asking  him,  the 
Mayor,  to  tell  us,  please,  who  is  the  proper  au- 
thority. We  thought  that  he  was,  and  he  says 
that  he  is  not.  Nobody  can  seem  to  find  out  who 
is. 

The  order  was  passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the 
rule.

WATSON— Mr.  President,  the  communi- 
cation from  the  trustees  to  the  Mayor  which  the 
Mayor  has  sent  here  to  us  states  that  they  can  use 
S150.000  for  the  Thorndike  Memorial  Building 
and  they  could  also  use  $150,000  for  officers 
quarters  and  $50,000  for  a  pathological  building: 
but  I  am  willing  to  vote  $200,000  to  take  care  of 
two  of  those,  if  thev  want  to,  or  one  of  them. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  that  after  hearing  the  communication  from 
the  trustees  that  this  appi  opriation  of  $200,000 
could  be  used  as  they  see  fit  to  use  it,  whether  it 
is  for  the  improvement  of  the  pathological  hospital 
and  the  officers'  quarters,  or  for  the  Thorndike 
Building  and  the  officers'  quarters.  I  think  that 
that  should  be  left  to  their  judgment,  but  that 
they  should  go  ahead  immediately  and  start  work 
on  some  of  these  three  projects  and  if  I  am  here 
another  year  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  balance  of 


the  money  to  take  care  of  the  other  needed  im- 
provements in  that  hospital.  I  hope  the  order 
will  pass.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  received  through  you  the 
following  order: 

_  "Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the 
City  Council  if  two  new  boats  for  the  East  Boston 
Ferry  will  be  adequate  to  provide  proper  and  suf- 
ficent  facilities  for  the  Fire  Department  to  reach 
East  Boston  and  provide  proper  fire  protection,  or 
whether  a  third  boat  is  needed  and  should  be 
provided." 

In  reply  to  the  request  contained  in  the  order 
I  submit  the  following: 

At  the  present  time  there  are  six  boats  in  com- 
mission at  the  East  Boston  ferries,  but  only  five 
are  operating,  as  one  is  out  of  service  for  over- 
hauling. 

The  boats  in  service  are  divided.  Two  large 
boats,  "John  H.  Sullivan"  and  "General  Sumner," 
are  at  the  North  Ferry,  and  three  boats  of  less 
carrying  capacity  at  the  South  Ferry. 

The  large  boats  at  the  North  Ferry  have  a 
greater  carrying  capacity  for  vehicles,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  they  have  double  driveways,  or  four 
in  all.  The  smaller  boats  have  only  two  drive- 
ways. The  larger  boats  are  capable  of  taking  all 
the  apparatus  that  would  respond  to  a  second 
alarm  in  oire  load.  In  the  event  of  either  of  them 
being  out  of  service  for  some  unforeseen  reason 
they  are  replaced  by  a  smaller  boat  from  the 
South  Ferry,  A  smaller  boat  would  probably 
require  two  trips  to  get  the  apparatus  across. 

The  South  Ferry  is  closed  every  night  at  10  p.  m. 
At  the  North  Ferry  one  boat  runs  during  the 
night  from  7  p.  m.  until  6  a.  m.,  as  traffic  condi- 
tions evidently  do  not  warrant  the  running  of 
other  boats. 

This  department,  as  a  rule,  uses  the  North  Ferry 
The  boats  have  a  greater  carrying  capacity,  make 
better  time  as  the  distance  across  at  this  ferry  is 
less  than  at  the  South  Ferry,  and  the  grade  cross- 
ing on  the  East  Boston  side  is  avoided. 

I  am  informed  that  the  number  of  ferryboats 
is  not  to  be  curtailed,  and  that  there  will  be  in 
service  in  the  nigh  future  six  boats.  I  am  further 
informed  that  the  two  new  boats  are  of  a  very 
much  larger  capacity  than  the  old  ones  in  service. 

The  new  boats  are  to  be  supplied  with  fire 
pumps.  This  will  give  the  department  a  stronger 
auxiliary  service  in  reserve  for  the  waterfront.

ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY,  for,  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances,  submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  ordinance 
(referred  June  28)  concerning  the  consolidation  of 
the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  the  Boston 
Infirmary  Department,  the  Children's  Institutions 
Department  and  the  Institutions  Registration 
Department — that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  owe  it  to 
myself  and  to  the  public  generally  to  give  my 
reasons  for  changing  my  vote  on  the  ordinance  now 
under  consideration.  I  have  taken  previously  a 
stand,  in  opposition  to  the  consolidation,  and  I 
based  my  opposition  on  several  facts  to  which  I 
gave  consideration.  I  have  always  felt  that,  in 
so  far  as  it  could  be  done,  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  institutions  handling  the  criminal  class 
and  the  noncriminal  ciass,  our  charges  in  the  city, 
should  be  kept  as  far  apart  as  possible.  But  a 
condition  has  arisen  concerning  a  few  of  the 
departments  which  it  is  proposed  to  consolidate 
that  compels  me  to  put  aside  my  views  concern- 
ing that  proposition  because  of  the  fact  that  there 


is  an  opportunity  to  improve  conditions  a  little 
as  compared  with  what  they  are  at  present  through 
changing  my  views.     I  have  tried  in  many  ways, 
if  there  was  to  be   a  consolidation,   to  have  the 
consolidation  applied  to  the  two  institutions  that 
have  to  do  with  those  who  are  criminal  in  a  way, 
keeping   aloof .  from   those   two   departments   the 
unfortunate  charges  of  the  city  at  Long  Island. 
But  under  the  legislation  as  passed  I  am  informed 
— properly  so,  I  believe — that  the  only  consolida- 
tion that  can  take  place  under  the  act  is  a  con- 
solidation   of    the    three    departments    under    a 
single   head,   and  the   ordinance   now  here   under 
consideration,  looking  to  that,  is  similar  to  the  one 
I    voted    against   at    a   previous   meeting.      As    a 
matter  of  fact,  and  I  believe  no  one  can  gainsay 
it,   I  think  today  that  the  three  institutions  are 
absolutley    dominated    and    controlled    in    every 
particular    by    one    man,    the    Penal    Institutions 
Commissioner,   by  virtue   of   his   appointment   as 
chairman   pio  tern,   of  the   Long   Island   Hospital 
and  as  a  member  of  the   Children's  Institutions 
Department,  representing,  as  he  does,  the  Mayor, 
who  is  supreme  in  authority  over  these   institu- 
tions.    This   conditions  has  been  dragging  along 
for  months,  with  no  Board  of  Trustees  at  Long 
Island  except  the  one  that  he  has  made  up,  prin- 
cipally  of  department   heads,   and  he  is  the   one 
absent    man    on   that    Board.      There    have   been 
some  slight  improvements  at  Long  Island  we  will 
admit,  but  nothing  of  a  permanent  or  constructive 
nature.      There    has   been    no    movement   in    the 
matter  of  transferring  the  inmates  at  Long  Island 
to  the  mainland  or  putting  them  under  the  con- 
trol, charge  and  care  of  the  City  Hospital.    Nothing 
of  the  sort  has  gone  or  will  go  into  effect  as  long 
as   this   matter   drags   along.      I   think   I   am   big 
enough,    knowing   that   no   actual,    positive,    con- 
structive   improvement    concerning   Long    Island, 
where  my  interests  lie  in  particular,  will  be  brought 
about  unless  consolidation  takes  place,  to  change 
the  position  I  have  heretofore  taken  in  regard  to 
this  matter.     I  want  the  inmates  of  Long  Island 
in  the  closing  days  of  their  lives  to  be  given  the 
greatest   comfort   and   the   greatest   care,   medical 
and  otherwise,  that  they  can  receive.     It  belongs 
to  them,  we  owe  it  to  them,  and  the  longer  we 
delay  doing  something  to  bring  about  such  a  con- 
dition in  their  behalf  the  longer  I  believe,  as  one 
member  of  this  Board,  I  at  least,  am  not  doing  my 
duty.     I  dislike  greatly  to  be  compelled  to  change 
my  position  on  a  public  question.     They  say  it 
is  a  very  brave  fellow  who  takes  his   position  on 
a  matter  and  stands  there.     I  think  it  takes  some 
courage  to  change  your  mind  when  you  feel  that 
you  ought  to  do  so,  taking  an  opposite  position 
to  the   one  you  have  already  taken  on  a  public 
question,  and  I  am  doingthat  today.     I  believe  the 
Children's      Institutions'       Trustees — Mr.       John 
O'Hare,    Miss   Needham   and   Miss   Foley   should 
remain   there   and   continue   the   wonderful   work 
they   have  done  with  Mr.   O'Brien  for  the  com- 
munity.    No   other   single   individuals   have   ever 
given   their   services   to   the   city   more   willingly, 
more  faithfully,  to  the  extent  of  100  per  cent,  than 
they    have.     They    deserve    all    the    credit    and 
appreciation  possible  from  every  single  individual 
in  this  community.     I  know  them  all  personally. 
They  have  always  been  very  considerate  of  any 
request  I  have  made  upon  them,  and  I  regret  that 
my  vote  today  will  be  the  means    of   their  termi- 
nating officially'their   positions   with   the   City   of 
Boston.     But  I  believe  I  owe  something  to  my- 
self, that  1  owe  something  to  my  conscience  in  the 
matter.     I  owe  something  to  the  inmates  of  Long 
Island.     If  my  vote  Will  do  anything  to  bring  help 
to  a  class  which  is  obliged  to  get  the  assistance 
afforded  by  those  institutions,  I  sincerely  believe 
that  it  should  be  cast  having  that  in  view.     I  be- 
lieve  personally  that   by   changing   my   vote   the 
lot  of  the  unfortunates  at  Long  Island  is  going  to 
be  improved   immensely,   and  with   that  in   mind 
I  am  going  to  vote  "yes"  today  on  this  question. 
Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I  never 
expected  to  speak  on  this  particular  matter  today, 
and  I  probably  would  not  do  so,  sir,  if  it  were  not 
for  the  length  at  which  the  previous  speaker  went 
in  referring  to  the  interests  of  certain  of  Boston's 
worthy    poor.      Mr.    President,    he    is    somewhat 
elated  over  the  fact  that  he  is  showing  particular 
courage  in  changing  his  position  mi  this  matter.     I 
have  no  feeling  for  or  against  any  individual  inter- 
ested in  the  passage  of  this  particular  ordinance, 
but    when   it    comes    to    the    question    of    having 
courage,  where  men  must  stand  on  their  feet  and  be 
counted,  then,  sir,  I,  too,  will  say  that  I  have  some 
courage,  and  so  have  the  members  of  this  honorable 
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body  who  still  intend  to  vote  on  tliis  question 
as  I  do.  Courage,  Mr.  President,  is  always  to  be 
admired  in  all  men.  Courage  is  an  absolute 
essential  in  the  makeup  of  any  man  if  he  wants 
to  be  a  really  honest  and  faithful  public  servant. 
Surely  we  are  demonstrating  our  courage  when 
we  still  persist  in  saying  that  it  is  wrong  to  pass 
this  ordinance  today  and  still  insist  on  voting 
against  it.  We  yield  to  no  member  of  this  body 
or  to  no  man  higher  up  in  an  official  capacity  in 
our  city,  or  to  no  individual  citizens  in  the  com- 
munity, in  our  interest  in  the  worthy  poor  or  the 
children  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Our  only  hope, 
sir,  is  to  vote  right  on  these  most  important  and 
humane  questions,  and  I  am  voting  against  this 
ordinance  because  I  do  not  want  to  stigmatize  the 
worthy  poor  on  Long  Island  by  having  their  names  ' 
classed  with  those  of  men  who  have  wilfully  com- 
mitted a  wrong  against  society.  Their  only  wrong, 
if  you  want  to  call  it  wrong,  arises  from  the  fact 
that  they  have  lived  to  see  the  day  when  they 
could  not  earn  their  own  sustenance.  That  is  not 
a  crime,  Mr.  President,  and  the  worthy  poor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  in  my  belief,  should  be  disasso- 
ciated from  those  taken  care  of  in  correctional 
institutions.  That  institution  is  not  a  correctional 
institution,  sir,  and  it  should  not  be  put  with  a 
correctional  institution.  Mr.  President,  I  have 
always  feared  that  Boston  would  eventually  lose 
control  of  a  great  many  of  its  institutions.  I  have 
always  feared  that  the  powers  that  be  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  some  day,  somehow, 
through  some  manipulation,  would  be  able  to 
reach  into  our  city  and  control  our  people.  There 
is  no  use  in  trying  to  hide  behind  false  doors;  there 
is  no  use  in  trying  to  be  blind  to  certain  efforts 
being  made  in  various  parts  of  the  Commonwealth. 
They  have  always  reached  forth  to  control  Boston's 
correctional  institutions;  they  have  always 
reached  forth,  sir,  to  get  control  of  our  children. 
Today,  Mr.  President,  they  are  trying  to  dominate 
and  control  the  school  system  of  Boston,  with  the 
one  hope  in  mind,  sir,  that  they  will  grab  ana 
strangle  forever  the  parochial  system  now  so 
honorably  established  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Courage,  Mr.  President!  Yes,  we  have  courage. 
No  man  has  ever  accused  us,  when  the  fight  for 
our  people  was  being  waged,  when  the  contest  was 
on,  when  the  line  was  drawn,  of  cowardice.  Surely 
we  admire  courage,  sir,  but  I  know  that  I  am  doing 
my  duty.  Let  other  men  here  vote  as  they  will.  I 
do  not  question  the  judgment  of  any  man  here.  I 
respect  every  member  of  this  body.  I  know  that 
they  are  voting  as  they  think  is  the  proper  way  to 
vote.  But  I  say,  Mr.  President,  in  the  interest 
of  my  city,  in  the  interest  of  the  poor,  the  worthy 
poor  of  that  city,  in  the  interest  of  the  future  of  the 
children  of  that  city,  in  the  interest  of  the  sacred- 
ness  of  the  homes  of  the  children  and  the  poor 
of  that  city,  that  I  am  voting  right  in  this  particular 
matter;  and,  Mr.  President,  because  I  have 
courage,  because  I  have  withstood  pressure,  be- 
cause I  have  not  bent  like  a  reed,  I  am  voting 
against  this  ordinance  today,  honestly,  fearlessly, 
because,  sir,  I  think  I,  too,  am  right. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  proposed 
ordinance  has  been  before  this  body  in  one  form 
or  another  for  over  a  year.  A  public  hearing  was 
held  upon  the  ordinance  last  year,  and  I  have  read 
what  has  been  said  in  favor  of  and  against  the  pro- 
position, and  have  tried  to  give  to  the  matter  the 
most  earnest  consideration.  At  the  close  of  that 
hearing  I  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  people  who 
had  considered  the  proposition  from  many  angles 
and  who  were  specialists  on  it  were  unanimously 
or  practically  unanimously  in  favor  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  this  character.  The  reason  is  very  plain, 
that,'  with  the  concentration  of  authority  in  the 
hands  of  an  administrative  head  the  unfortunate 
wards  of  the  city,  whether  they  be  derelict  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  criminal  law  or  dependent  on 
account  of  unfortunate  financial  conditions  at 
home,  needed  the  best  the  city  could  give  them. 
As  was  said  by  the  first  speaker  today,  although 
occasionally  you  will  find  an  unpaid  board  of 
trustees  singularly  efficient,  such  a  board  as  the 
old  Children's  Institution  Department  has  been, 
as  a  general  proposition  you  will  find  that  they  are 
derelict  in  their  duty,  not  because  they  are  not 
well-intentioned  but  because  they  cannot  devote 
as  much  time  as  they  ought  to  the  work,  and  be- 
cause, being  busy  men  and  women,  they  frequently 
exercise  their  duties  as  unpaid  trustees  as  sub- 
ordinate to  their  main  vocation.  The  consequence 
is  that  the  unfortunate  wards  of  the  city  do  not  get 
the  return  in  comfort  or  happiness  that  the  city 
ought   to   give   them.      Consequently,    throughout 


the  nation  there  has  been  a  tendency  toward  con- 
centration of  the  departments  having  jurisdiction 
over  the  inmates  of  charitable  and  correctional 
institutions.  In  Cleveland  they  have  an  ordi- 
nance similar  to  this,  as  well  as  in  New  York,  and  I 
understand  that  they  also  have  one  in  Chicago. 
This  is  not  really  an  innovation,  a  precedent.  It 
is  merely  folio  sang  along  the  line  of  the  best 
thought  on  this  subject.  In  other  words,  my  point 
of  view  and  that  of  others  of  us  who  fa\or  this 
ordinance  is  that  we  believe  that  under  it  there 
will  be  more  efficiency,  that  unfortunates  will 
be  able  to  get  a  better  deal  at  the  hands  of  a  paid 
administrative  head.  There  is  not  going  to  be  any 
intermingling  of  criminals  and  poor  unfortunates 
under  this  ordinance.  There  will  be  an  adminis- 
trative head,  under  whom  there  will  be  superin- 
tendents in  charge  of  each  division  and  the  result 
will  not  be  what  it  has  been  in  times  gone  by,  when 
everybody's  business  was  nobody's  business.  I 
cannot  help  saying  a  word  in  favor  of  the  point  of 
view  set  forth  by  Coun.  Watson  when  he  spoke 
of  Long  Island.  We  have  at  present  an  unpaid 
board,  simply  putting  in  time  that  can  be  taken 
from  other  pursuits.  It  is  idle  to  say  that  the  best 
return  can  be  obtained  for  those  unfortunates 
through  an  unpaid  board,  considering  our  experi- 
ence of  the  past  decade.  In  other  words,  this 
ordinance,  in  my  opinion,  spells  more  efficiency  for 
the  inmates,  better  care  for  them  and  a  better  re- 
turn from  every  angle.  For  that  reason,  I  favor 
this  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  was  passed,  yeas  5,  nays  4.

complete  report  from  the  committee  on  additional 
revenue  for  the  city. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  it  might  also 
be  advisable  to  have  it  stated  in  the  record  that 
it  is  the  purpose  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
to  reintroduce  these  ordinances  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Council. 

Coun.  FORD— Yes,  Mr.  President,  I  forgot  to 
state  that  in  my  brief  remarks.

APPROPRIATION   FOR   HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  24,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  attaching  a  com- 
munication from  Dr.  William  C.  Woodward, 
Health  Commissioner,  requesting  an  appropriation 
of  funds  to  combat  spread  of  infantile  paralysis. 
In  the  opinion  both  of  Doctor  Woodward  and  the 
Medical  Advisory  Board,  it  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  funds  be  provided  at  once  to 
carry  on  the  work  outlined  in  the  attached  com- 
munication, and  which  the  authorities  feel  is 
essential  to  the  protection  of  the  community. 

As  the  communication  from  Doctor  Woodward 
is  self-explanatory,  I  shall  not  comment  on  it,  but  I 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ordSr 
which  provides  the  necessary  funds.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — Infantile  paralysis  has  been  more 
than  usually  prevalent  in  Boston  and  in  the  sur- 
rounding communities  during  the  current  month, 
and  is  naturally  giving  rise  to  some  uneasiness. 
During  the  week  ended  August  7,  five  cases  were 
reDorted  among  residents  of  Boston,  whereas 
during  the  corresponding  weeks  of  each  of  the  three 
preceding  years  no  case's  were  reported,  and  during 
the  year  preceding  those  years,  1916,  which  was 
the  epidemic  year,  nine  eases  were  reported. 
During  the  week  ended  August  14,  thirteen  cases 
were  reported  among  residents  of  Boston,  whereas 
two  cases  were  reported  during  the  corresponding 
week  of  1919,  none  during  1918  nor  1917,  and  four 
during  191G.  During  the  week  ended  August  21 
seven  Boston  cases  were  reported,  in  1919  no  cases, 
in  1918  one  case,  in  1917  one  case,  and  in  1916,  the 
epidemic  year,  eight  cases. 

In  June  of  the  current  year,  no  eases  were  re- 
ported in  Boston  or  in  any  of  the  eleven  nearby 
cities  and  towns,  in  July  Boston  and  one  other 
community  were  infected,  whereas  during  the  first 
three  weeks  in  August,  Boston  and  seven  other 
communities  were  infected. 

The  epidemic  of  1916  reached  its  peak  in  the 
week  ended  August  7,  so  that  there  is  a  reasonable 
probability  of  an  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  the 
disease  in  Boston  until  about  that  time. 

No  definite  measures  are  known  whereby  the 
spread  of  the  disease  can  be  prevented;  the  infec- 
tious agent  escapes  from  the  body  through  the 
nasal  and  post-nasal  secretions,  and  efforts  toward 
the  limitation  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  are 
directed  toward  the  limitation  of  the  dissemination 
of  such  infected  secretions.  Early  diagnosis  tends, 
of  course,  to  procure  the  promptest  practicable 
isolation  of  infective  persons  and  facilitates  early 
inauguration  of  treatment,  with  the  result,  it  is 
believed,  that  the  likelihood  of  severe  paralysis  is 
diminished.  By  early  diagnosis  is  meant  diagnosis 
before  paralysis  appears,  and  this  is  difficult,  de- 
pending as  it  does  on  lumbar  puncture  and  exam- 
ination of  spinal  fluid. 

At  a  conference  with  the  Medical  Advisory 
Board  yesterday,  and  with  Dr.  Francis  W.  Peabody, 
of  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission,  and 
at  a  conference  today  with  Doctor  Peabody  and 
Dr.  Milton  J.  Rosenau,  also  of  the  commission,  it 
was  felt  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  provide 


diagnostic  assistantsfor  physicians  treating  patients 
in  Boston,  so  as  to  facilitate  early  diagnosis,  and 
to  provide  for  the  epidemiological  studv  of  the 
disease,  in  the  hope  of  contributing  something 
toward  our  knowledge  of  its  spread  and  in  the  hope 
further  of  discovering  something  that  might  aid 
in  limiting  its  dissemination.  The  plan  outlined 
contemplated  the  appointment  of  three  diagnostic 
experts,  who  would  be  on  call  at  all  times  to  aid 
physicians  caring  for  patients  in  Boston  in  the 
diagnosis  of  cases,  at  say  $100  a  week  each.  An 
epidemiologist  should  be  appointed  at  a  salary  of 
say  $75  a  week.  Clerical  assistance  would  be 
necessary,  at  a  cost  of  say  $50  a  week.  The 
diagnostic  experts  and  the  epidemiologist  would 
have  to  be  provided  with  transportation,  but  the 
cost  of  this  it  is  impossible  to  determine;  possibly 
$50  a  week  each  would  not  be  excessive.  These 
figures  would  make  the  total  weekly  budget  for 
services  and  transportation  $625,  and  if  due  allow- 
ance be  made  for  incidentals,  the  cost  may  be 
estimated  as  approximating  $3,000  a  month. 
Based  on  past  experience,  the  outbreak,  if  it  in- 
creases, would  be  expected  to  last  three  months  or 
so,  making  the  estimated  total  cost  of  the  outbreak 
say  $10,000.  As  against  this  amount,  Hie  Health 
Department  has  at  its  command  $576,  the  remnant 
of  the  appropriation  of  $7,000  for  unassigned 
labor,  left  after  such  payments  as  were  necessary 
for  service  rendered  during  the  influenza  outbreak 
of  the  current  year  and  for  the  services  of  substi- 
tute caretakers  and  matrons  at  our  convenience 
stations  during  vacations. 

I  have  just  conferred  with  Dr.  B.  W.  Carey, 
Acting  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  of  the  State, 
with  a  view  to  formulating  a  program  that  would 
harmonize  with  anything  that  the  state  may  deter- 
mine to  do  and  with  a  view  to  economizing  in  the 
cost  of  any  organization  that  may  be  needed  for 
the  City  of  Boston,  but  the  State's  program  has 
not  yet  been  developed  to  a  point  that  would  enable 
him  to  make  any  deiinite  statement  with  respect 
to  co-operation  with  Boston  in  this  matter. 

I  recommend  that  $10,000  be  set  aside  from  the 
Reserve  Fund,  if  possible,  for  the  use  of  the  Health 
Commissioner  in  such  efforts  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  limit  the  spread  of  infantile  paralysis 
and  to  mitigate  its  severity  during  the  current  year. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  transportation  for 
diagnostic  experts  and  for  the  epidemiologist  may 
be  most  economically  obtained  through  the  pur- 
chase of  second-hand  Ford  automobiles,  the 
machines  to  be  sold  when  the  emergency  is  over, 
and  it  might  be  well  to  leave  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Health  Commissioner  and  the  Purchasing  Agent 
the  advisability  of  following  this  method  if  events 
so  indicate.

VETO— CITY   HOSPITAL   LOAN. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  8,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  order  of  the  City  Council,  passed 
on  August  23,  appropriating  the  sum  of  $200,000 
to  be  expended  by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  for  additional  facilities,  said  appro- 
priation to  be  met  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  the  first  place,  the  order  is  too  indefinite  in 
its  intent.  In  the  second  place,  there  remains 
unappropriated  at  the  present  time  only  §500,000 
debt-incurring  power.  With  five  months  of  the 
current  year  still  to  cover  it  would  be  exceedingly 
unwise  for  the  city  to  appropriate  for  the  purpose 
mentioned  a  sum  as  large  as  that  suggested,  for " 
it  is  at  all  times  necessary  for  the  city  to  retain  a 
debt-incurring  power  adequate  to  meet  any 
emergency  which  may  arise.

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  the  order  of  the  City  Council,  passed 
on  August  23,  appropriating  the  sum  of  $15,000 
for  expenditure  by  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  for  the  purchase  and  equipment  of 
a  playground  in  Ward  9. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  your  order  I  communicated 
with  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  re- 
questing that  that  department  indicate  what 
action  it  desired  to  have  me  take  on  your  order. 
I  am  now  in  receipt  of  the  following  letter  from 
the  commission: 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Park  and  Recrea- 
tioD  Commissioners  held  this  day,  your  communi-

REVENUE   FROM    ITINERANT    VENDORS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  7,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  a  copy 
of  a  report  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  New 
Sources  of  Revenue  relative  to  the  adoption  of 
an  ordinance  designed  to  provide  a  source  of 
revenue  from  itinerant  vendors.  The  report 
covers  the  situation  very  thoroughly  and  I  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ordinance. 

On  December  28,  1900,  in  accordance  with  a 
recommendation  of  the  then  mayor,  dated  Novem- 
ber 26,  1906,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  passed  an 
order  fixing  a  fee  of  $50  for  licenses  granted  to 
itinerant  vendors  under  section  0  of  chapter  65 
of  the  Revised  Laws. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  conflict  between 
this  order  and  the  ordinance  which  I  now  propose 
to  be  adopted,  it  would  be  wise  to  pass  the  accom- 
panying order,  rescinding  the  order  passed  on 
December  28,  1906.  I  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  order  which  I  am  attaching  to 
this  message. 

This  message  and  recommendation  were  origin- 
ally submitted  to  you  on  July  16  and  these  are 
being  resubmitted,  as   I   am  informed  that  they 
were  rejected  by  you  "without  prejudice."

License  Fees  for  Itinerant  Vendors. 

The  committee  has  made  a  study  of  the  licensing 
of  itinerant  vendors  with  the  following  results: 

According  to  information  provided  by  the 
\  essing  Department  there  are  about  two  hun- 
dred itinerant  vendors  or  merchants  who  come  to 
Boston  regularly  during  the  year  and  locate  witli 
their  samples  and  stocks  of   goods  at   storerooms, 

hotels   and    other    place  ,    tns sales    at   retail 

from   such   stocks    and   samples.      These   persons 

are  very  careful  to  arn th<  il    lime  so  that  no 

merchandise  is  located  in  the  city  on  the  1st  of 
April,  thus  escaping  local  taxation.  A  review  of 
the  ordinances  and  regulations  of  other  cities 
indicates  that  a  number  of  cities,  such  as  Provi- 
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dence,  Buffalo,  Baltimore,  Portland,  Me.,  De- 
troit, St.  Louis,  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco  and 
Cincinnati,  impose  a  license  fee  on  itinerant 
vendors  which  varies  from  a  minimum  of  $10  per 
year  in  Buffalo  to  as  high  as  $100  per  day  in  San 
Francisco.  In  Providence  the  fee  for  a  city  license 
is  $350  in  addition  to  a  state  fee  of  $200. 

MASSACHUSETTS    STATUTE    RELATING   TO 
IT1NEHANT   VENDORS. 

In  Boston  itinerant  merchants  have  been  al- 
lowed to  operate  without  the  imposition  of  a 
license  fee  despite  the  fact  that  under  the  existing 
statutes  the  city  has  authority  to  require  such  a 
license  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  which  may  be 
either  a  fixed  sum  or  an  amount  equivalent  to  the 
taxes  assessable  against  the  average  stock  of 
goods  kept  by  such  merchants.  Mention  might 
also  be  made  of  an  order  passed  by  the  old  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  1906,  requiring  a  license  fee  of  $50 
for  itinerant  vendors  which  has  not  been  enforced. 
The  statutory  provisions  covering  itinerant  ven- 
dors are  set  forth  in  chapter  65  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  120  of  the  General 
Acts  of  1916.  and  chapter  237  of  the  General  Acts 
of  1917.    A  brief  digest  of  these  provisions  follows: 

Definition  of  Itinerant  Vendor. 
The  state  law  defines  an  itinerant  vendor  as 
"any  person,  either  principal  or  agent,  who  en- 
gages in  a  temporary  or  transient  business  in  this 
commonwealth,  either  in  one  locality  or  in  travel- 
ing from  one  place  to  place  selling  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise,  and  who,  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  such  business,  hires,  leases  or  occupies 
a  building  or  structure  for  the  exhibition  and  sale 
of  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandise."  Section 
2  of  the  law,  however,  stipulates  that  its  provisions 
shall  not  apply  to  sales  made  by  commercial 
travelers,  or  by  agents  selling  to  dealers  in  the 
usual  course  of  business,  nor  to  bona  fide  sales  of 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  by  sample  for  future 
delivery,  nor  to  ordinary  hawkers  and  pedlers 
selling  fruit,  vegetables,  produce,  etc.,  from  wagons. 
In  other  words,  the  state  law  applies  only  to 
transient  dealers  who  make  sales  from  actual 
stocks  of  goods  and  who  lease,  hire  or  occupy  a 
store,  hotel  room,  public  hall  or  other  building  for 
the  temporary  exhibition  of  such  goods. 

State  License. 
Before  commencing  business  in  the  state,  every 
itinerant  vendor  must  secure  a  license  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Weights  and  ^Measures  of  the 
Commonwealth,  paying  a  state  license  fee  of  $25 
therefor,  and  must  also  make  a  special  deposit  of 
$500  with  the  commissioner. 

City  License. 

The  law  further  provides  that  before  selling 
under  a  state  license  in  any  city  or  town  every 
itenerant  vendor  shall  pay  a  local  license  fee  to 
the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  proposes 
to  make  sales.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  or  the 
selectmen  may  determine  the  amount  of  the  fee 
according  to  two  different  methods.  This  fee  may 
be  established  either  as  a  fixed  sum  or  at  a  sum 
equivalent  to  the  taxes  assessable  under  the  last 
preceding  tax  levy  against  the  average  quantity 
and  value  of  the  stock  of  goods  kept  by  the  said 
merchants.  If  this  latter  method  is  employed,  the 
law  authorizes  the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  require 
every  itinerant  merchant  to  file  a  true  statement 
under  oath  setting  forth  the  average  value  and 
quantity  of  his  stock  of  goods.  This  statement 
is  then  sent  to  the  assessors  who  shall  determine 
the  valuation  of  the  goods  and  transmit  a  certificate 
thereof  to  the  mavor  and  aldermen  who  in  turn 
shall  forward  the  same  to  the  City  Clerk  to  be 
used  as  the  basis  for  fixing  the  amount  of  the 
1j.cgit.sg  igg 

The  present  statute  leaves  it  to  the  discretion 
of  the  local  authorities  to  determine  whether  or 
not  a  license  shall  be  required  and  a  fee  fixed 
therefor,  but  attention  is  called  to  a  recent  statute 
enacted  by  the  Legislature  and  according  to  the 
interpretation  by  the  state  officials,  will  make  it 
mandatory  upon  cities  and  towns  to  require  a 
license  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  by  itinerant 
vendors  it  such  persons  are  permitted  to  do  business 
in  a  locality.  (Chapter  257  of  the  General  Acts 
of  1918.)  .    ,. 

A  review  of  the  legislation  on  the  subject  indi- 
cates, therefore,  that  the  city  has  the  legal  authority 
to  impose  a  license  fee  upon  itinerant  vendors  as 


defined  in  the  state  law.  That  this  power  exists 
is  further  shown  by  the  fact  that  an  order  was 
passed  by  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City 
of  Boston  in  1906  providing  for  the  licensing  of 
itinerant  vendors  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$50,  which  never  appears  to  have  been  enforced. 

SEASONS     FOB     REQUIRING     A     LICENSE     FEE      FROM 
ITINERANT   VENDORS. 

There  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether 
or  not  itinerant  merchants  should  be  licensed  at 
all  and  it  is  asserted  by  some  that  such  businesses 
should  not  be  recognized  or  allowed  to  operate 
in  Boston.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  maintained 
that  itinerant  merchants  should  be  encouraged 
to  locate  in  Boston  as  they  increase  competition 
and  thus  tend  to  lower  prices.  The  fact  remains, 
however,  that  there  are  at  least  two  hundred  such 
vendors  doing  a  regular  business  in  the  city  who 
require  a  certain  amount  of  regulation  under  the 
police  power,  because  of  the  transitory  .  nature 
of  their  operations  and  who  should  be  made  to 
pay  for  the  cost  of  such  regulation.  These  persons 
are  at  present  escaping  the  payment  of  their  share 
of  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  for  police  and 
fire  protection,  street  improvements,  water  supply 
and  so  on.  At  the  same  time,  the  city  is  annually 
losing  thousands  of  dollars  by  allowing  transient 
merchants  with  large  stocks  of  goods  to  operate 
without  payment  for  the  privilege  of  carrying  on 
business  and  for  the  services  and  opportunities 
furnished  to  them  by  the  city.  The  committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  itinerant  merchants  should 
either  not  be  licensed  at-all  or  if  they  are  licensed 
that  the  provisions  of  the  state  law  on  the  subject 
should  be  enforced. 

Leaving  aside  then  the  question  as  to  whether 
itinerant  vendors  should  or  should  not  be  kept 
out  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  committee  is  of  the 
belief  that  the  present  system  of  exempting  such 
persons  from  their  just  share  of  the  burden  of  taxa- 
tion is  unfair  to  the  regular  merchants  who  are 
subject  to  all  local  taxes  and  who  take  a  more  or  less 
active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  community  and  also 
to  the  city  because  it  is  deprived  of  a  considerable 
revenue  to  which  it  is  justly  entitled,  amounting 
to  approximately  850,000  per  year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For  the  reasons  stated  above  the  committee 
recommends  that  the  city  avail  itself  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  state  law  and  that  all  itinerant 
vendors  be  required  to  take  out  a  license  and  to 
pay  a  fee  therefore  which  shall  be  equivalent  to 
the  taxes  assessable  against  the  average  stock 
of  goods  kept  by  such  merchants.  According  to 
an  estimate  made  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
after  inquiry  and  investigation,  the  establish- 
ment of  a  fee  on  this  basis  would  add  at  least 
$50,000  to  the  revenue  of  the  city. 

In  order  to  provide  the  machinery  necessary 
for  action  under  the  state  law  covering  itinerant 
vendors  it  is  recommended  that  your  Honor  re- 
quest the  City  Council  to  rescind  its  order  of 
December  2S,  1906,  and  that  the  following  ordi- 
nance be  introduced  providing  for  the  licensing 
and  taxation  of  itinerant  vendors. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Itinerant  Vendors. 

Section  1.  Every  itinerant  vendor,  whether 
principal  or  agent,  authorized  by  state  license 
to  do  business  in  this  commonwealth,  before 
making  any  sales  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise 
in  the  city  of  Boston,  shall  make  application  for 
a  local  license  to  the  city  clerk  stating  the  names, 
residences  and  places  of  business  of  the  owners 
or  parties  in  whose  interest  said  business  is  con- 
ducted, and  shall  at  the  same  time  file  with  the 
city  clerk  a  true  statement,  under  oath,  of  the 
average  quantity  and  value  of  the  stock  of  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  kept  or  intended  to  be 
kept  or  exposed  by  him  for  sale.  The  city  clerk 
shall  submit  said  statement  to  the  assessors  who 
shall  forthwith  make  an  examination  and  valua- 
tion of  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  and 
transmit  a  Certificate  thereof  to  the  city  clerk. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  equivalent 
to  the  taxes  assessable  under  the  last  preceding  tax 
levy  upon  an  amount  of  property  equal  to  the  valua- 
tion certified  by  the  board  of  assessors  as  provided 
for  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance,  the  city  clerk 
shall  issue  to  the  itinerant  vendor  a  license  authoriz- 
ing the  sale  of  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandise 
within  the  city  of  Boston.  Such  license  shall 
remain  in  force  so  long  as  the  license  shall  con- 
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tinuously  keep  and  expose  for  sale  in  the  city  of 
Boston  such  stock  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise, 
but  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May  following 
its  date  of  issuance.  Every  itinerant  vendor 
licensed  under  this  ordinance  shall  also  execute  a 
bond  to  the  city  of  Boston  in  the  sum  of  $500  with 
two  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  for  faithful 
observance  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Every  itinerant  vendor  who  is  granted 
a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  exhibit  the  same  at  all  times,  while  in  force, 
in  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  place  of  business  for 
which  it  is  issued. 

Sect.  4.  The  term  "itinerant  vendor"  for  the 
purposes  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  the  same  as 
defined  in  sections  one  and  two  of  chapter  65  of  the 
lievised  Laws  of  Massachusetts  as  amended  by 
chapter  120  of  the  General  Acts  of  1916  and  chapter 
237  of  the  General  Acts  of  1917,  and  shall  include 
any  person,  either  principal  or  agent,  who  engages 
in  a  temporary  or  transient  business  in  this  city, 
and  who,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  such  busi- 
ness, hires,  leases  or  occupies  a  building  or  structure 
for  the  exhibition  and  sale  of  such  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
however,  shall  not  apply  to  sales  by  commercial 
travelers  or  by  selling  agents  to  dealers  in  the 
usual  course  of  business,  nor  to  sales  of  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  by  any  person,  either  principal  or 
agent,  who  engages  in  temporary  or  transient 
business  within  the  city  and  who  has  paid  taxes 
upon  his  stock  in  trade  during  the  current  year 
nor  to  hawkers  and  pedlers  as  defined  by  the  laws 
of  this  commonwealth  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
city  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  Any  person,  association  or  corporation 
who  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  an  itinerant 
vendor,  as  herein  defined,  without  having  secured  a 
license  for  that  purpose  as  provided  in  this  or- 
dinance or  neglects  or  refuses  to  file  the  statement 
described  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance,  or  makes 
a  false  or  fraudulent  representation  in  said  state- 
ment, or  who,  having  secured  such  license,  shall 
thereafter  fail  to  pay  the  sum  required  herein,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars 
for  each  day  during  which  such  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  are  kept  or  exposed  for  sale.

An  Ordinance. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Every  itinerant  .vendor,  whether 
principal  or  agent,  authorized  by  state  license  to 
do  business  in  this  commonwealth,  before  making 
any  sales  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  in  the 
city  of  Boston,  shall  make  application  for  a  local 
license  to  the  city  clerk  stating  the  names,  residences 
and  places  of  business  of  the  owners  or  parties  in 
whose  interest  said  business  is  conducted,  and 
shall  at  the  same  time  file  with  the  city  clerk  a 
true  statement,  under  oath,  of  the  average  quan- 
tity and  value  of  the  stock  of  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise  kept  or  intended  to  be  kept  or  ex- 
posed by  him  for  sale.  The  city  clerk  shall  submit 
said  statement  to  the  assessors  who  shall  forthwith 
make  an  examination  and  valuation  of  such  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise  and  transmit  a  certificate 
thereof  to  the  city  clerk. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  equivalent 
to  the  taxes  assessable  under  the  last  preceding 
tax  levy  upon  an  amount  of  property  equal  to  the 
valuation  certified  by  the  board  of  assessors  as 
provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance,  the 
city  clerk  shall  issue  to  the  itinerant  vendor  a 
license!  authorizing  the  sale  of  such  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  within  the  city  of  Boston.  Such 
license  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  the  license 
shall  continuously  keep  and  expose  for  sale  in  the 
city  of  Boston  such  stock  of  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise, but  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May 
following  its  date  of  issuance.  Every  itinerant 
vendor  licensed  under  this  ordinance  shall  also 
execute  a  bond  to  the  city  of  Boston  in  the  sum  of 
$500  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  for 
faithful  observance  of  i  In    ordinani'.c. 

Sect.  3.  Every  itinerant  vendor  who  is  granted 
a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  exhibit  the  same  at  all  times,  while  in  force, 
in  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  place  of  business 
for  which  it  is  issued. 

Sect.  4.     The  term  "itinerant  vendor"  for  the 


purposes  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  the  same  as 
defined  in  sections  one  and  two  of  chapter  65  of 
the  Revised  Laws  of  Massachusetts  as  amended  by 
chapter  120  of  the  General  Acts  of  1916  and  chapter 
237  of  the  General  Acts  of  1917,  and  shall  include 
any  person,  either  principal  or  agent,  who  engages 
in  a  temporary  or  transient  business  in  this  city, 
and  who,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  such 
business,  hires,  leases  or  occupies  a  building  or 
structure  for  the  exhibition  and  sale  of  such  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise.  The  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  however,  shall  not  apply  to  sales  by 
commercial  travelers  or  by  selling  agents  to  dealers 
in  the  usual  course  of  business,  nor  to  sales  of 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  by  any  person, 
either  principal  or  agent,  who  engages  in  temporary 
or  transient  business  within  the  city  and  who  has 
paid  taxes  upon  his  stock  in  trade  during  the 
current  year,  nor  to  hawkers  and  pedlers  as  de- 
fined by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  and  the 
ordinances  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  Any  person,  association  or  corpora- 
tion who  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  an  itinerant 
vendor,  as  herein  defined,  without  having  secured 
a  license  for  that  purpose  as  provided  in  this 
ordinance  or  neglects  or  refuses  to  file  the  state- 
ment described  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance, 
or  makes  a  false  or  fraudulent  representation  in 
said  statement,  or  who,  having  secured  such  license, 
shall  thereafter  fail  to  pay  the  sum  required  herein, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  are  kept  or  exposed  for  sale. 

Ordered,  That  the  order  passed  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  on  December  28,  1906,  and  approved 
by  the  Mayor  January  2,  1907,  establishing  a  fee 
of  $50  for  "licenses  for  itinerant  vendors,  be  and 
the  same  hereby  is  repealed.

Dear  Sir, — I  hereby  desire  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  certain  suggestions  relative  to  the 
issuance  of  builders'  licenses,  concerning  the 
control  of  building  operations  in  Boston  not 
regulated  by  chapter  9  of  the  Ordinances  of  1912. 

Section  5  of  the  ordinances  provides  that  any 
person  who  by  affidavit  or  other  evidence  may  show 
the  Board  that  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nances he  has  had  charge  or  control  of  building 
operations,  may  be  issued  such  license.  Under 
this  section  of  the  ordinances  a  number  of  licenses 
urn  issued  to  persons  furnishing  such  recom- 
mendation, and  in  many  in-.tanres  sueh  applicaul  , 
applying  for  extension,  were  found  not  qualified  to 
pass  the  examination  given  by  the  Board.  This 
condition  we  find  exists  in  a  number  of  cases. 
The  building  law  has  been  so  amended  since  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  that  we  are  certain  a 
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great  number  of  license  holders  are  unfamiliar  with 
the  changes  contained  in  the  present  law. 

The  amendments  suggested  by  our  Board  are 
in  substance  a  revocation  of  licenses  issued  and  re- 
issue of  the  same,  charging  an  initial  fee  of  five  (5) 
dollars  and  a  yearly  renewal  fee  of  two  (2)  dollars 
instead  of  the  present  two  (2)  dollar  initial  fee  and 
no  renewal  charge.  At  present  a  special  license 
is  issued  by  our  Board  to  persons  not  qualified  to 
hold  regular  license,  but  who  wish  to  do  work  of  a 
minor  nature.  No  charge  is  made  for  such 
privilege  and  we  advise  a  fee  of  one  (1)  dollar. 

Besides  increasing  the  revenue  of  our  office  we 
are  certain  that  the  amendments  suggested  will 
have  a  ^  good  effect  in  properly  regulating  the 
supervision  of  building  operations. 

You  will  readily  see  that  this  will  require  a 
change  in  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  I  would 
suggest  that  before  this  is  done,  if  your  Honor 
thinks  best,  to  refer  it  to  your  commission  on 
increased  revenue  for  the  city  for  a  study  and  report 
on  the  same,  and  I  as  well  as  the  Building  Com- 
missioner will  be  glad  to  appear  before  that 
commission  and  explain  the  situation  more  in 
detail  to  them.

Dear  Sir, — The  Committee  on  New  Sources  of 
Revenue  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
letter  from  the  Board  of  Kxaminers  of  the  Building 
Department  forwarded  by  your  Honor.  As  in- 
dicated by  this  letter  the  Board  proposes  certain 
changes  in  its  licenses  and  fees  for  foreman  and 
superintendents  in  charge  of  construction  work  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  most  important  parts  of 
the  above-mentioned  letter  are  as  follows: 

"The  amendments  suggested  by  our  Board  are  in 
substance  a  revocation  of  licenses  issued  and  re- 
issue of  the  same,  charging  an  initial  fee  of  five  (5) 
dollars  and  a  yearly  renewal  fee  of  two  (2)  dollars, 
instead  of  the  present  two  (2)  dollar  initial  fee  and 
no  renewal  charge.  At  present  a  special  license  is 
issued  by  our  Board  to  persons  not  qualified  to  hold 
a  regular  license  but  who  wish  to  do  work  of  a  minor 
nature.  No  charge  is  made  for  such  privilege  and 
we  advise  a  fee  of  one  (1)  dollar." 

The  committee  doubts  the  practicability  and 
legality  of  revoking  all  present  licenses  and  re- 
quiring an  annual  renewal  of  the  same  on  the 
grounds  that  builders'  licenses  are  in  nmcti  the 
same  class  as  other  occupational  licenses  which  do 
not  require  reissue  each  year.  The  committee  is 
of  the  opinion,  however,  that  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  should  be  on  a  self-sufficing 
basis  and  therefore  instructed  me  to  convey  to 
your  Honor  its  recommendations  as  follows: 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  consists  of 
the  issuing  of  licenses  to  foremen  and  super- 
intendents of  construction  having  charge  of  build- 
ing operations  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The  fee  for 
these  licenses  is  at  present  two  dollars,  and  in 
1919-20  150  such  licenses  were  issued,  netting  $300. 
The  exuenses  of  the  Board  during  the  same  period 
were  $2,812,  thus  leaving  a  deficit  of  $2,512.  In 
order  to  make  the  office  pay  for  itself,  the  com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  fees  for  all  regular 
licenses  hereafter  issued  be  increased  to  $5;  that  a 
fee  of  $1  be  established  'for  special  licenses  which 
are  now  issued  free  of  charge;  and  that  a  fee  of  $1 
be  charged  for  the  extension  of  regular  licenses  from 
one  class  to  another.  As  there  are  about  two  hun- 
dred regular  licenses,  100  extensions  and  2,500 
special  licenses  issued  each  year,  the  above-men- 
tioned revision  of  fees  would  produce  a  yearly 
revenue  of  approximately  $3,500  and  make  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  self-supporting. 

In  order  to  make  this  change  it  will  be  necessary 
to  amend  section  8  of  chapter  8  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  the  city.  The  committee  therefore 
submits  the  following  proposed  amendment  to  the 
existing   ordinance: 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Control  of  Building 
Operations. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eight  of  chapter  eight  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1914  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  substituting  the  follow- 
ing: Section  8.  The  board  shall  issue  a  license  to 
each  person  so  certified  by  the  board  to  the  building 
commissioner,  and  such  license  shall  not  be  trans- 


ferred. The  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  board  for  such 
licenses  shall  be  as  follows:  Regular  licenses,  five 
dollars;  special  licenses,  one  dollar;  extensions  of 
licenses  from  one  class  to  another,  one  dollar.  The 
fees  received  by  the  board  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
city  collector  at  least  once  a  week. 

The  members  of  the  committee  who  voted  in 
favor  of  this  recommendation  were  Nathan 
Matthews,  Chairman:  William  B.  Munro,  Vice 
Chairman;  Edward  T.  Kelly,  W.  Eugene  Mc-

A.  Sullivan  and  Edgar  N.  Wrightington.  Mr. 
Francis  R.  Bangs  was  out  of  town  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  8  of  chapters  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1914  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  said  section  and  substituting  the  iollowing: — 
Section  8.  The  board  shall  issue  a  license  to  each 
person  so  certified  by  the  board  to  the  building 
commissioner.  All  licenses  hereafter  issued,  or 
issued  less  than  one  year  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  expire  in  one  year  from  the 
date  of  issuance;  and  all  licenses  issued  more  than 
one  year  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  ordinance 
shall  expire  on  the  date  in  the  year  1921,  cor- 
responding to  the  date  in  the  year  of  issuance. 
The  board  may  renew  a  license  upon  any  expira- 
tion thereof,  for  the  further  period  of  one  year 
from  the  date  of  renewal,  with  or  without  re- 
examination, as  the  board  may  determine.  The 
fees  to  be  paid  to  the  board  for  such  licenses  and 
renewals  shall  be  as  follows: 

New  license,  five  (5)  dollars;  and  each  yearly 
renewal  thereof  two  (2)  dollars. 

The  first  renewal  of  a  license  heretofore  granted, 
five  (5)  dollars;  and  each  yearly  renewal  thereof 
two  (2)  dollars. 

Special  license,  one  (1)  dollar. 

The  fees  received  by  the  board  shall  be  paid  to 
the  city  collector  at  least  once  a  week.

President  MORIARTY— I  don't  like  to  leave 
the  ehair,  but  I  would  say  that  I  am  going  to  vote 
against  the  order  at  this  time  for  the  reason  that 
I  have  already  been  approached  by  an  organi- 
zation in  South  Boston  which  claims  that  it  has 
a  man  whose  name  should  be  considered  in  con- 
nection with  that  playground.  That  organization 
has  already  taken  it  up  with  the  Park  Department. 
Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  don't  want, 
of  course,  to  have  any  discussion  upon  this  matter, 
for  reasons  that  are  obvious  to  all  of  us.  I  pre- 
sented an  order  here  some  time  ago,  at  the  solici- 
tation of  Major  Lee's  friends,  asking  for  the  nam- 
ing of  a  certain  location  which  was  found  not  to 
be  advisable.  So  they  took  the  matter  up  with 
the  Park  Department  to  get  their  advice  and 
co-operation,  and  they  suggested  the  M  Street 
Playground  as  one  that  would  be  acceptable  to 
them  if  it  was  acceptable  to  Major  Lee's  friends 
and  the  City  Council.  Not  knowing  that  there 
was  any  other  thought  in  the  mind  of  anybody  else, 
and  acting  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, I  presented  this  order  today. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the 
controversy — if  it  is  a  controversy — in  regard  to 
the  naming  of  the  square,  I  move  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  for 
later  discussion  and  report,  if  that  is  satisfactory 
to  the  President.  Personally,  I  have  no  feeling 
in  the  matter  one  way  or  the  other.  I  might  say, 
however,  that  Major  Lee  was  an  old  South  Boston 
boy,  living  in  the  lower  end  of  the  district  for  a 
number  of  years  and  I  would  favor  the  order  at 
this  time  except  for  the  statement  of  the  Presi- 
dent that  some  others  have  been  working  on  the 
matter  with  a  view  to  having  another  name. 
We  have  adopted  the  rule  of  priority  where  there 
has  been  any  controversy.  I  move  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  for 
further  consideration  and  report. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands.

MONEY  FOR  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  be  appropri- 
ated to  be  expended  by  the  trustees  of  the  City 
Hospital  as  follows,  viz.:  Thorndike  Memorial 
Building,  S150.000;  Pathological  Building,  $50,000; 
and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treas- 
urer be  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  on  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  said 
amount. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
want  to  make  a  lengthy  speech  on  this  order,  but 
the  Mayor  says  in  his  message: 

"In  the  first  place,  the  order  is  too  indefinite  in 
its  intent.  In  the  second  place,  there  remains  un- 
appropriated at  the  present  time  only  §500,000 
debt-incurring  power.  With  five  months  of  the 
present  year  still  to  cover,  it  would  be  exceedingly 
unwise  for  the  city  to  appropriate  for  the  purpose 
mentioned  a  sum  as  large  as  that  suggested,  for  it  is 
at  all  times  necessary  for  the  city  to  letain  a  debt- 
incurring  power  adequate  to  meet  any  emergency 
which  may  arise. " 


SEPTEMBER    13,    1920. 
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I  want  to  say  that  I  have  offered  this  new  order 
with  the  express  purpose  of  specifying  the  two 
things  most  needed  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital, 
according  not  to  my  say  so  on  the  proposition 
but  that  of  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital.  I 
was  perfectly  willing  to  allow  the  matter  to  rest 
with  their  judgment  as  to  what  was  the  most 
desirable  improvement  to  be  made  in  the  City 
Hospital.  In  their  letter  to  the  Mayor  himself 
relative  to  this  particular  appropriation  they  said: 

"If  you  will  remember,  Mr.  Mayor,  we  have 
called  to  your  attention  and  to  that  of  the  Council 
as  well,  that  the  urgent  needs  of  the  hospital  were  as 
follows:" 

"Urgent  needs  of  the  hospital."  If  that  does 
not  mean  an  emergency,  I  don't  know  what  an 
emergency  is.  I  would  also  like  to  call  to  the 
Mayor's  attention  at  this  time  the  fact  that  there 
is,  according  to  his  say-so,  $400,000  that  will  not 
be  spent,  that  had  been  appropriated  for  the  new 
ferryboat  for  East  Boston.  I  would  like  to  impress 
upon  his  mind  the  fact,  if  it  is  possible  to  do  so, 
that  that  $400,000  is  still  unappropriated  and 
within  the  debt-incurring  power;  so  if  any  great 
emergency,  such  as  a  conflagration  or  something 
of  a  like  nature,  should  take  place,  we  would  have 
not  only  the  $500,000  referred  to  within  the  debt- 
incurring  limit,  but  would  have  $900,000.  I  also 
notice  that  even  in  the  order  before  us  on  the 
calendar  today  it  appropriates  $100,000  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Wo  ks  for 
harbor  improvements,  in  accordance  with  chapter 
393  of  1920.  And  I  want  to  say  that  that  order  is 
no  more  specific  than  this  order  or  a  great  many 
orders  that  I  have  seen  introduced  in  this  body. 
To  criticise  the  order  simply  because  it  allowed  the 
trustees  to  use  their  own  best  judgment  as  to  what 
they  needed  most  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  is, 
to  my  mind,  a  verv  minor,  picayune  criticism.  I 
feel  that  at  this  time  this  $200,000  I  have  asked  for 
the  hospital  should  be  signed  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  trustees  themselves  have  asked  for  this 
amount  of  money.  In  fact,  they  asked  for  $150,000 
more,  but,  in  consideration  of  the  low  amount  of 
money  left  for  borrowing  purposes,  I  have  offered 
an  order  providing  for  but  two  of  the  things  most 
needed  in  the  City  Hospital.  I  say  that  the  City  of 
Boston  owns  it  to  its  citizens  to  provide  in  the  City 
Hospital  the  best  medical  attendance  and  attention 
possible  for  money  to  provide.  It  can  do  no  better 
thing  for  its  citizens  than  to  see  to  it  that  the  poor 
ordinary  person  who  becomes  sick  or  injured  and 
has  not  got  the  means  to  go  to  a  private  institution 
in  order  to  get  back  on  his  feet  can  go  to  the  City 
Hospital  and  be  treated  as  well  as  he  could  be 
treated  in  any  institution  in  this  country  of  ours. 
I  feel  that  the  policy  indicated  by  the  Mayor  is  a 
very  picayune  policy,  or  possibly  one  of  spite,  when 
he  vetoes  an  order  appropriating  moneys  that  are 
very  urgently  needed  for  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 
I  hope  that  the  order  will  pass.  I  move  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  for  its  passage,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  had  it  before  us  for  some  time  and  the 
members  are  thoroughly  conversant  with  it. 


Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote 
against  suspension  of  the  rule,  first,  because  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  debt-incurring  power  of  the  city 
is  very  low,  and  nothing  should  be  passed  unless  it 
is  absolutely  needed  this  year,  and  second,  because 
this  money  will  not  be  used  this  year,  judging  from 
the  Mayor's  attitude.  It  seems  to  me  a  waste  of 
time  at  this  time  to  pass  the  order  again.  For  that 
reason  I  shall  vote  "no"  on  the  proposition.

HOUSING    SITUATION    IN    BOSTON. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  14,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Upon  the  receipt  of  your  order  of 
August  23,  requesting  me  to  issue  the  proclamation 
provided  for  in  chapter  554  of  the  Acts  of  1920, 
and  to  take  immediate  steps  under  the  provisions 
of  said  act  to  relieve  the  present  housing  situation 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  I  referred  your  order  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  determine  whether  such 
action  on  my  part  would  be  legal. 
I  have  today  received  an  opinion  from  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  on  this  matter,  and  I  am    here- 


with transmitting  a  copy  of  it  for  your  information 
Under  the  circumstances,  I  cannot  issue  the  proc- 
lamation requested  by  you.

Dear  Sir, — This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of 
September  1,  inclosing  copy  of  the  order  of  the 
City  Council,  dated  August  23,  requesting  the 
Mayor  to  issue  the  proclamation  provided  for  in 
Statute  1920,  chapter  554,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
Authorize  Cities  and  Towns  to  Provide  Shelter 
for  Their  Inhabitants  in  Cases  of  Emergency." 

In  my  opinion  the  Mayor  cannot,  under  the 
existing  circumstances,  legally  issue  the  proclama- 
tion as  requested  by  the  City  Council. 

The  statute  in  question  is  based  on  Article  47  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  places 
the  power  of  decision.     It  is  as  follows: 

"The  maintenance  and  distribution  at  reasonable 
rates  during  time  of  war,»public  exigency,  emer- 
gency or  distress  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  food 
and  other  common  necessaries  of  life  and  providing 
of  shelter  are  public  functions  and  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  cities  and  towns  therein  may  take 
and  mity  provide  the  same  for  their  inhabitants 
in  such  manner  as  the  General  Court  shall  deter- 
mine." 

The  effect  of  the  statute  is  to  make  the  Mayor 
the  judge  whether  "the  public  exigency,  emergency 
or  distress"  of  the  kind  contemplated  by  the 
constitutional  provision  in  fact  exists.  He  is, 
however,  bound  to  act  in  the  exercise  of  his  judg- 
ment, not  only  in  good  faith,  but  upon  reasonable 
grounds. 

For  the  reasons  already  stated  by  Mr.  Lyons, 
while  Acting  Corporation  Counsel,  in  his  opinion 
of  August  14,  I  am  of  opinion  that  what  was 
contemplated  by  the  constitutional  amendment 
and  the  statute  in  question  was  such  an  occurrence 
as  destroyed  or  rendered  uninhabitable  a  large 
number  of  dwellings  of  the  inhabitants  of  Boston 
and  temporarily  deprived  them  of  shelter,  or  some 
other  unusual  event  of  a  similar  nature  and  with 
similar  effects.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  mere 
existence  of  high  prices  coupled  with  a  shortage 
of  dwellings,  resulting  from  the  war  and  the  exist- 
ing economic  situation,  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
action  requested  by  the  Council. 

If  a  sufficient  necessity  exists  to  provide  homes 
for  citizens  by  the  expenditure  of  public  money, 
it  should  be  done  by  the  Commonwealth  in  accord- 
ance with  Article  43  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment 
to  the  Constitution,  and  not  by  the  city  under  the 
provisions  of  Article  47,  which  were  obviously 
intended  solely  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  an  acute 
and  immediate  need.

APPROPRIATION    FOR   FERRYBOAT 
RECONSTRUCTION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  17,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — At  the  present  time  there  exists 
an  appropriation  of  $400,000  for  the  construction 
of  a  new  ferryboat  and  repairs  to  runways.  I 
have  already  indicated  that  this  sum  will  not  be 
spent  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  originally 
appropriated  inasmuch  as  other  means  of  provid- 
ing two  new  ferryboats  for  the  East  Boston  service 
have  been  made  available  since  the  original  appro- 
priation of  $400,000. 

The  Public  Works  Department  has  recently 
received  bids  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  "Noddle 
Island,"  the  boat  which  is  now  out  of  commission. 
This  boat,  if  reconstructed  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  made  by  the  Public  Works  Department,  will 
be  put  in  splendid  condition,  and  will  render  the 
best  possible  service  for  a  great  many  years.  The 
hull  will  be  entirely  rebuilt  and  the  engines  thor- 
oughly overhauled,  and  instead  of  two  runways 
which  the  boat  now  has,  there  will  be  four.  The 
cost  of  doing  this  work  will  be  approximately 
$160,000. 
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The  reconstruction  of  the  "Noddle  Island" 
will  in  effect  provide  a  third  ferryboat  for  the  East 
Boston  service.  The  boat  will  be  just  as  service- 
able as  a  new  one,  but  under  the  circumstances  can 
be  secured  at  a  much  less  cost  than  a  new  vessel. 
I  am  therefore  submitting  an  ^  order  which  will 
provide  funds  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  ' '  Noddle 
Island"  by  a  transfer  from  the  $400,000  appro- 
priation for  a  new  ferryboat,  and  I  urge  that  the 
City  Council  take  immediate  favorable  action  on 
this  order  so  that  the  work  of  reconstruction  of  the 
ferryboat  may  be  started  at  once. 

At  the  present  time  the  City  Council  has  before 
it  an  order  transferring  the  sum  of  $105,000  from 
the  $400,000  appropriation  for  a  ferryboat,  to 
provide  a  sprinkler  system  for  Long  Island.  It  is 
of  the  greatest  importance  that  this  sum  be  made 
available  at  once.-  If  the  City  Council  will  pass 
the  order  transferring  from  the  .$400,000  appro- 
priation the  sum  of  $160,000  for  the  reconstruction 
of  the  "Noddle  Island"  and  the  sum  of  $105,000 
for  the  installation  of  a  sprinkler  system  at  Long 
Island,  I  will  immediately  submit  a  message  and 
the  proper  orders  to  provide  the  sum  of  $200,000 
still  needed  for  the  construction  of  a  municipal 
building  in  the  South  End.  This  money  will  be 
provided  by  the  transfer  of  the  balance  of  $135,000 
from  the  appropriation  of  $400,000  for  the  new 
ferryboat,  and  a  loan  order  for  $65,000.

Dear  Sir, — Boston  morning  papers  report  that 
the  City  Council,  while  obviously  neglecting  or 
obstructing  the  city's  business,  has  gone  entirely 
outside  of  its  proper  and  legitimate  sphere  of 
activity  to  send  an  impertinent  cablegram  to  the 
Premier  of  Great  Britain  in  regard  to  the  Mac- 
Swiney  case.  As  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  a 
group  of  Boston  office  holders  to  dictate  details  in 
the  administration  of  the  domestic  affairs  of  a 
friendly  power,  this  action,  without  doubt,  is 
unprecedented  for  what  would  be  insolence  were  it 
not  for  its  absurdity.

Coun  WATSON— Mr.  President- 
President    MOH1AUTY—  I  would  like  to  say, 
before  Councilor  Watson  starts,  that  I  have   had 
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a  request  from  the  petitioner  to  appear  before  the 
Executive  Committee  in  protest  against  spending 
money  for  the  cablegram. 

Coun.    WATSON — Mr.    President,    it   seems   to 
me  that  if  Mr.  Lloyd  and  his  associates  had  any 
considerable    amount    of    ordinary    decency    they 
would  not  have  had  printed  in  the  Boston  papers 
an   advertisement  concerning  this  very  matter  a 
few  days  ago,  which  to  say  the  least  was  insulting 
and  in  my  opinion  is  the  outcome  of  British  prop- 
aganda.    If    Mr.    Lloyd    and   his   associates    had 
been  inclined  to  use  common  decency  in  protesting 
our  action  on  this  resolution,  they  would  at  least 
have  used  language  in  their   advertisement  that 
would  be  pleasing  to  the  ordinary  ear,  protesting 
in    decent   language,   instead    of    printing   in    the 
Boston   Herald   something   that   the    cheapest   of 
newspapers    throughout    the    world    would    have 
refused  to  print.     I  doubt  if  another  paper  in  the 
country  would  have  printed  that  ad  of  Lloyd  and  his 
associates,  without  compelling  him  to  eradicate — 
eliminate,    rather, — some    of    the    obnoxious    and 
dirty  statements  therein  made.     If  this  body  had 
any   authority   by    a   vote   to   relegate   the   com- 
munication of  Mr.  Lloyd  to  the  place  it  belongs — 
to  wit,  the  waste  basket — I  should  so  move,  and 
if    Mr.    Lloyd   knows    as    much    about   American 
institutions    and    the    conduct    of    our    American 
government  as  he  knows  about  the  doings  of  the 
city  government  of  Boston,  God  help  anyone  who 
follows  his  footsteps  when  he  is  doing  something 
concerning  those  matters.     He  knows  that  if  he 
desires   to   protest   against   the   payment   of   this 
small  sum,   the  place  to   protest  is  the  auditor's 
office.     We   have   passed   the   resolution,    and   we 
have  cabled   the  resolution   to   the    authorities  in 
England.     Nothing   he   can   say   or   do   now   will 
change  our  acts,  because    immediately  before  the 
close  of  the  last  meeting  a  motion  was  made  that 
action  on  all  matters  upon  which  action  was  taken 
be  reconsidered,   hoping  the  same  motion   would 
not  prevail.     That  motion  was  lost,  and  we  could 
not  reconsider  now  if  we  desired  to  do  so.     I  think, 
in  answer  to  his  communication,  with  respect  to 
giving  him  an  audience,  I,  for  one,  will  not  insult 
my  manhood  by  permitting  him  to  address  any 
committee  of  which  I  am  a  member,  let  alone  a 
committee  of  which   I   am   chairman.     He  is  un- 
worthy of  any  consideration  from  me.     Of  course, 
he  has  characterized  me  in  a  way  with  his  advertise- 
ment, and  I  am  not  particularly  friendly  towards 
him,  but   he  is  not  entitled  to  any  consideration 
from    any    broad-visioned,    broad-minded      man, 
regardless   of    his    ancestry.        A  word  about  his 
"hyphenated"  stuff.     He  ought  to  know  that  a 
man  who  comes  from  foreign  shores  until  be  he- 
comes  a  citizen  is  an  alien,  and  when  he  becomes  a 
citizen  he  is  no  longer  an  alien  but  an  American 
citizen.     But  that  does  not  apply  simply  to  those 
who  came  across  later  in-  our  history.     It  applies 
to  those  who  came  across  early,  and  for  Mr.  Lloyd's 
benefit,  and  with  reference  to  his  future  plans,  let 
me  inform   him   publicly   that   I   call   my   friends 
whom   he    calls    "hyphenates"    better   Americans 
than  he,  and  as  good  Americans  as  I,  and  I  am  a 
direct  descendant  of  the  true  Americans, — because 
.on  my  mother's  father's  side  I  am  a  direct  de- 
scendant  of   a   Mohawk   Indian.     Let   him    show 
better   American    descent   than    that,    if    he    can. 
And   on   my  father's   side   I   am   descended   from 
Brigadier-General    Timothy    Ruggles,    whose    an- 
cestor came  here  in   1634.     But,   in  spite   of  an- 
cestry, I  am  not  a  whit  better,  and  I  do  not  feel  so, 
than  a  man  who  has  come  here  from  Italy,  Ireland, 
Poland  or  any  other  foreign  country,  early  or  late. 
In   conclusion,    I    would   respectfully    say   that   if 
Mr.   Lloyd  comes  before  this  body  or  any   com- 
mittee of  which  I  am  a  member,  t  shall  feel  like 
retaining  my  manhood  by  remaining  away  from 
the    meeting.     One    word    further.     I    cannot   let 
this  opportunity  go  by  without  speaking  of  this. 
I  wonder  if  Mr.   Lloyd  is  a  close  relative  of  the 
Lloyd    who    in    Chicago    was    sentenced    by    the 
Federal  Government  to  a  long  term  in   Leaven- 
worth for  sedition  and  disloyalty  during  the  late 
war.      I   would  like  to  ask  if  another  gentleman 
associated  with  him,  who  collects  the  funds  for  the 
organization,    was    once    arrested    for    ballot-box 
stuffing  in  Ward  21,  and  to  escape  a  prison  sentence 
turned  State  evidence  and  sent,  a  few  others  to  jail 
in  his  stead.     There  is  a  little  food  for  thought  for 
these    gentlemen.    Americans?     No, — hyphenates, 
American-Englishmen,  which  means  that  they  are 
Englishmen,  first  and  always,  and  nothing  else  but 
British    propagandists,    when    they    speak    of    our 
acting  in  the  interest  of  Irish  propaganda. 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,   I  just  want  to 


say  one  word.  I  think  we  ought  to  give  the 
gentleman  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  our 
Executive  Committee,  for  one  reason,  if  for  no 
other,  than  by  so  doing  it  may  be  possible  to  find 
out  the  names  of  those  for  whom  Mr.  Lloyd  appears. 
So  for  that,  if  for  no  other  reason,  I  would  like  to 
have  him  there,  and,  if  I  may  be  permitted,  I 
would  like  to  ask  him  as  one  of  the  first  questions 
put  to  him,  "For  whom  are  you  appearing?" 
In  other  words,  who  are  those  "who  compose  the 
Loyal  Coalition:  I  would  like  to  have  him  appear 
before  the  committee. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  have  a  few  words  with  him,  too.  I  would 
like  to  meet  the  gentleman  in  executive  session 
and  show  him  what  Americanism  is.  I  defended 
the  American  flag,  and  am  not  ashamed  of  so  doing, 
and  I  would  like  to  meet  him  as  man  to  man  and 
show  him  whether  I  am  an  American  or  not. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  FORD,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

HOUSING   CONDITION    RELIEF. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  inform  the  City 
Council  what  in  his  opinion  would  be  the  most 
satisfactory  remedy  to  relieve  the  present  dis- 
tressing housing  conditions  in  Boston. 

Coun. -HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule,  as  the  order  calls  simply  for 
information  from  the  Mayor.  I  move  its  imme- 
diate passage.  The  object  of  the  order  at  this 
time  is  simply  to  focus  public,  attention  upon  a  con- 
dition and  not  a  theory  that  confronts  the  people 
of  Boston.  The  Mayor  has  replied  to  a  recent 
order  sent  out  from  the  City  Council,  giving  an 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  the  effect 
that  the  particular  legislative  act  which  the  City 
Council  called  to  his  attention  was  never  intended 
to  be  applied  to  present  conditions,  but  was  only  to 
be  applied  in  case  of  a  conflagration  or  something 
of  a  very  serious  nature  in  our  community. 

In  my  opinion,  that  is  a  mere  quibble,  an  absolute 
evasion  of  responsibility  that  confronts  us  in  view 
of  conditions  in  this  city  today.  The  City  Council, 
being  powerless  alone  to  help  the  citizens,  have  a 
right  to  think  that  the  Mayor,  acting  in  his  capacity 
as  Chief  Executive  of  the  city,  would  take  advan- 
tage of  any  legislative  act  or  any  laws  upon  the 
statute  books  of  the  Commonwealth  that  would  at 
least  give  promise  of  enabling  the  city  to  relieve 
the  situation  and  do  something  to  cure  the  present 
evil.  It  would  seem  easy  for  the  Mayor  or  any 
other  man  to  make  even  the  most  casual  examina- 
tion into  conditions  to  see  that  an  emergency  exists 
in  connection  with  housing  conditions  in  this  city 
today.  The  condition  is  certainly  most  acute 
within  the  confines  of  municipal  Boston.  It  is 
certainly  most  deplorable  that  conditions  are  so 
acute  and  that  the  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
people  w  ho  come  here  to  Boston  and  its  vicinity,  as 
the  educational  center  of  America,  are  unable  to 
find  homes  and  places  to  live  in.  The  younger 
element,  who  are  coming  and  who  for  years  past 
have  been  coming  to  this  city, are  finding  those  con- 
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clitions  most  serious.  The  Mayor  says  the  Legis- 
lature did  not  mean  that  this  particular  act  should 
be  applied  to  existing  conditions.  On  that  point 
the  chairman  of  the  legislative  committee,  Mr. 
Abbott,  has  given  a  statement  to  the  "Advertiser" 
of  yesterday  in  which  he  directly  and  positively 
contradicts  the  Mayor's  statement.  He  says  that 
the  act  was  intended  to  meet  an  urgent  and  dis- 
tressing need  as  it  was  pictured  to  his  committee  at 
public  hearings  last  winter  and  early  spring,  a 
need  of  more  living  accommodations,  and,  some- 
times, of  control  over  would-be  rent  profiteers.  I 
would  like  to  have  the  opinions  of  the  members 
of  the  committee,  as  set  forth  in  yesterday's  paper, 
rinted  in  our  minutes,  and,  if  there  is  no  objection, 

will  submit  them  to  the  stenographer  for  that 
purpose. 

The  statements,  submitted  by  Councilor  Hagan, 
were  as  follows: 

"Chairman  Abbott  said  chapter  554  of  the  Acts 
of  1920,  under  which  the  City  Council  asked 
Mayor  Peters  to  act,  was  intended  to  meet  an 
urgent  and  distressing  need  as  it  was  pictured  to 
his  committee  at  public  hearings  last  winter  and 
early  spring — a  need  of  more  living  accommoda- 
tions and,  sometimes,  of  control  over  would-be 
rent  profiteers. 

"  Representative  Hays  said  so  far  as  Boston  is 
concerned,  the  conditions  the  municipal  housing 
act  was  intended  to  relieve  are  infinitely  worse 
now  than  when  the  legislation  was  in  process. 
He  was  more  than  ever  convinced,  he  declared, 
that  if  private  enterprises  will  not  undertake,  at 
once,  to  relieve  the  city's  acute  shortage  of  fit 
places  to  live  in,  the  municipality  must  undertake 
the  job,  promptly  if  unwillingly. 

Community  Landlords. 

"Article  47  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Massachusetts  says  that  during  time  of 
public  exigency  or  distress  providing  shelter  is  a 
public  function  which  the  state  and  its  cities  and 
towns  may  perform  'as  the  General  Court  shall 
determine.'  Representative  Abbott  said,  'The 
so-called  "municipal housing  act," — chapter  554  of 
the  acts  of  1920 — under  which  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  asked  the  Mayor  to  take  steps,  was  intended 
to  make  Article  47  operative.' 

"This  is  what  is  known  as  an  'emergency  law.' 
It  starts  with  the  declaration  that  the  emergency 
it  is  intended  to  meet  is  immediate  and  pressing, 
and  therefore  the  act  is  declared  necessary  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  health, 
safety  and  convenience. 

"The  emergency  described  to  us  at  our  hearings 
and  urged  on  us  constantly  was  that  the  state,  and 
particularly  the  City  of  Boston,  had  fallen  behind 
in  the  building  of  dwellings  during  and  since  the 
war;  that,  in  consequence,  there  were  not  enough 
living  quarters  of  the  different  kinds  to  meet  the 
people's  needs  properly,  and  that  conscienceless 
speculators  and  profiteers  were  taking  advantage 
of  those  conditions  to  demand  outrageous  prices. 

"Along  with  laws  forbidding  unreasonable  in- 
creases in  rent,  and  giving  tenants  general  protec- 
tion against  abuse,  we  put  through  the  municipal 
housing  law  as  a  means  of  checking  rapacious  land- 
lords as  well  as  increasing  the  supply  of  dwellings — ■ 
in  fact,  quite  as  much  for  the  former  as  for  the 
latter  purpose.  If  private  capital  and  enterprise 
won't  provide  enough  dwellings  for  the  people's 
health,  comfort  and  moral  welfare,  the  community 
must,  or  else  suffer  itself. 

"  If  those  who  own  or  control  what  dwellings 
there  are  won't  keep  within  the  bounds  of  right  and 
decency  in  their  dealings  with  those  who  have  to 
live  in  them,  and  can't  be  made  to  in  any  other 
way,  the  community  must  take  over  the  property 
temporarily  and  constitute  itself  a  just  landlord. 

"The  municipal  housing  act  gives  communities 
the  power  to  do  that  in  such  a  state  of  affairs  as 
was  pictured  to  us  six  or  eight  months  ago.  Evi- 
dence, as  well  as  assertion  and  argument,  was 
presented  to  us.  We  believed  there  was  reason 
enough  then  to  provide  power  which  might  be 
used  whenever,  in  the  next  two  years — 'by  the  end 
of  which  we  expected  the  existing  emergency  to  end 
— the  responsible  elected  officers  of  a  community 
considered  it  necessary. 

"The  act  leaves  it  to  the  discretion  of  the 
mayor  of  a  city  and  the  selectmen  of  a  town  to 
decide  whether  there  is  local  necessity  for  apply- 
ing the  reniedy  it  provides.  There  is  no  going 
back  of  this  discretion.  If  a  mayor  decides  that 
there  is  no  need  of  doing  anything  in  his  city, 
that  settles  it,  no  matter  how  bad  people    may 


think  his  judgment  is.  The  Supreme  Court 
couldn't  compel  him  to  do  anything.  Only 
public  opinion,  which  makes  him  change  his 
mind,  can  accomplish  anything. 

"If  the  mayor  or  selectmen  proclaim  that  a 
public  emergency  or  emergency  or  public  distress 
exists  because  of  an  insufficient  supply  of  shelter 
or  available  dwellings  the  community  can  buy 
houses,  or  apartment  buildings  or  unimproved 
property,  lease  them  for  long  or  short  terms, 
take  them  by  right  of  eminent  domain  or  build 
them,  as  seems  best.  Or,  the  city  need  not 
even  buy  or  lease  them  in  the  ordinary  way,  but 
can  take  them  from  their  owners'  control  for  a 
specified  term  of  years  by  taking  what  might  be 
called  a  leasehold  right  in  them.  Then  it  can  dis- 
pose of  them  by  sale  or  lease  as  may  be  most 
desirable.     The  law  provides  for  financing  this. 

"The  law  does  not  provide  for  a  city  or  town 
raising  funds  to  lend  its  people  on  mortgages  so 
they  can  do  their  own  building.  That  sugges- 
tion was  made  to  us,  but  after  careful  considera- 
tion we  decided  against  it.  There  arc  obvious 
objections  to  it. 

"The  law  gives  a  city  control  over  profiteering 
owners  and  landlords  in  this  way:  If  a  man  man- 
ages to  elude  the  restraints  put  on  him  by  the  25 
per  cent  rent  increase  law  and  other  emergency 
housing  laws,  and  shows  an  intent  to  be  unfair,  the 
city  can  offer  him  an  upset  price  for  his  property, 
either  to  buy  it  or  to  hire  it  from  him,  and  if  he 
refuses  a  fair  offer  can  take  it  by  right  of  eminent 
domain.  Then  it  can  dispose  of  it  to  his  tenants,  or 
others,  on  the  terms  it  would  have  considered  just 
for  him  to  make  with  them. 

"One  horrible  example  dealt  with  in  this  way 
would  probably  be  enough  to  put  wholesome  fear 
into  the  hearts  of  unscrupulous  folk.  Knowing  the 
city  had  that  power  and  would  use  it  on  occasion 
would  impose  a  restraint  that  nothing  else  could, 
we  believed,     I  still  believe  so. 

"The  purpose  of  the  'city  housing'  act  was,  to 
repeat,  to  meet  what  we  were  persuaded  was,  at 
the  time,  anyway,  a  menacing  situation  in  some 
places  by  the  means  I  have  outlined.  What  the 
situation  is  in  Boston  today,  and  whether  the 
Mayor's  judgment  is  good  in  refusing  to  act  under 
this  law,  I'm  not  prepared  to  say,  for  I'm  not  a 
Bostonian  and  have  no  intimate  knowledge  of 
housing  conditions  in  the  city.  But  there  can  be 
no  question  of  the  Mayor's  right  or  ability  to  take 
steps  under  chapter  554  of  the  Acts  of  1920  to 
relieve  such  distress  as  was  represented  to  us  if  he 
wants  to." 

Representative  Hays  confirmed  this  view. 

"The  law  was  intended  to  meet  just  such  a 
crisis  as  exists  here  today,"  he  declared.  "A  lot 
of  people  don't  seem  to  see  that  it  is  a  crisis  yet. 
There  has  been  more  than  enough  proof  of  a  short- 
age of  housing,  and  all  you've  got  to  do  to  get 
proof  of  profiteering  and  other  outrageous  treat- 
ment of  tenants  is  to  try  to  find  a  new  place  to  live 
in  or  to  go  to  the  offices  of  the  rent  and  housing 
committee,  any  day,  and  see  the  line  of  people 
there  from  morning  to  night,  and  listen  to  their 
stories,  and  hear  the  way  cases  have  to  be  adjusted. 

"The  rent  and  housing  committee  renders 
great  service,  but  the  best  it  can  do,  in  many  cases, 
is  prevent  immediate  hardship.  It  can  keep  a 
greedy  landlord  from  absolutely  driving  a  tenant 
out  to  make  way  for  a  more  profitable  one  before 
he  has  time  to  find  new  living  quarters.  But  that 
is  temporary  relief,  and  one-sided.  It  doesn't 
cure  the  landlord  of  his  evil  ways  or  protect  his 
next  victim, 

"Protection  of  the  property  rights  on  which 
our  whole  legal  system  is  based  makes  it  hard  to 
control  conscienceless  property  owners  by  ordi- 
nary means.  Plenty  of  evidence  was  brought  to 
us,  while  we  were  considering  the  'city  housing' 
law  and  the  rent  laws,  that  there  were  enough  con- 
scienceless property  owners,  speculators  and  their 
associates  in  Boston  to  constitute  a  real  menace. 
No  one  could  doubt  the  extent  of  rent  profiteering 
and  its  accompaniments. 

"No  one  who  has  observed  the  course  of  affairs 
in  Boston  since  that  time  can  doubt  that  things  are 
worse  now  than  they  were  then.  The  most 
brazen  of  the  real  estate  men  have  even  boasted 
of  the  unheard  of  things  they  intended  doing  in 
(lie  line  of  rent  raising.  They're  making  good  on 
their  boasts  now. 

"The  city  housing  bill  was,  ;is  Mr.  Abbott  says, 
intended  to  put  fear  into  the  hearts  of  Bueh  people 
when  nothing  else  would  touch  them.      Of  course 
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nobody  is  going  to  be  afraid  of  it  in  a  place  in 
which  it  is  not  made  operative. 

"  It  is  entirely  up  to  the  Mayor.  It  is  absurd 
for  anyone  to  take  the  position  that  Boston's 
housing  emergency  is  not  the  kind  of  emergency 
the  act  contemplated.  If  there  are  other  reasons 
why  Mayor  Peters  doesn't  want  to  proclaim  an 
emergency  and  take  steps  to  have  the  eity^  take 
hold  of  the  housing  situation  in  the  way  this  act 
provides  he  should  say  so.  Perhaps  there  are 
other  sufficient  ones;  the  one  he  offers — the  cor- 
poration counsel's  opinion — won't  hold  water." 

In  addition  to  that  article  papers  outside  of  the 
city  have  taken  up  the  subject.  The  article  com- 
mends the  Council  for  taking  some  definite  action 
or  at  least  trying  to  do  something.  I  have  here 
also  an  article  from  a  paper  in  Rockland,  Mass., 
commending  the  City  Council  for  the  position 
it  has  taken  and  expressing  the  opinion  that  an 
example  should  be  set  in  this  matter  by  the  largest 
city  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  capital  city,  in 
line  of  helping  citizens  who  want  to  live  under 
comfortable  conditions.  It  is  of  no  use  for  this 
Mayor  or  any  mayor  or  the  Corporation  Counsel 
to  try  to  convince  the  average  citizen  today  that 
an  acute  and  unsatisfactory  condition  does  not 
exist  in  this  respect,  for  it  does,  and  the  thing  for 
us  to  do,  as  members  of  the  city  government,  is 
to  assume  responsibility  in  the  matter,  and,  by  co- 
operation with  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  do  whatever 
may  be  in  our  power  to  relieve  the  situation,  not 
throwing  the  thing  into  the  discard  when  it  is 
something  that  so  closely  affects  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  people  of  the  entire  community. 
I  would  also  ask  to  have  this  article  printed  in 
our  minutes,  if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  HAGAN  submitted  the  following  from  a 
Rockland,  Mass.,  paper: 

"What  Rights  Have  the  Public  when  Mayor 
Peters  of  Boston  Refuses  to  Act  under 
the  New  Housing  Law? 

"An  editorial  of  June  24  discussed  the  new 
housing  statute  which  authorizes  cities  and  towns 
to  buy  and  build  dwelling  houses  in  times  of  public 
exigency  or  emergency.  We  predicted  that  this 
law  would  be  availed  of  slowly,  if  at  all. 

"Lately,  the  Boston  City  Council  unanimously 
passed  a  resolution  calling  upon  the  Mayor  to 
proclaim  the  existence  of  public  exigency  under 
this  law.  Such  a  proclamation  was  necessary  if 
the  Council  were  to  vote  to  purchase  or  build  those 
houses  to  shelter  all  the  inhabitants  of  Boston. 
And  for  this  purpose  the  Legislaturehad  authorized 
the  city  to  borrow  $15,000,000  outside  the  debt 
limit. 

"The  Council  order  was  transferred  to  the  City 
Law  Department  and  its  head,  Arthur  D.  Hill, 
advised  the  Mayor  that  under  existing  circum- 
stances he  could  not  legally  issue  such  a  procla- 
mation. 

"We  seriously  doubt  if  the  facts  of  the  situation 
justify  the  City  Corporation  Counsel  in  thus 
advising  the  Mayor;  and  also  believe  that  the 
responsibility  for  any  action  in  the  matter  rests 
with  the  Mayor,  who  should  use  his  own  brain  and 
comply  with  the  request  of  the  City  Council. 

"Both  the  Constitution  and  the  law  authorize 
cities  and  towns  to  provide  shelter  for  their  in- 
habitants in  times  of  public  exigency  or  emergency. 
The  facts  admit  that  high  prices  for  tenements 
prevail,  coupled  with  a  shortage  of  dwellings  in 
Boston.  The  pivotal  question  arises  concerning 
a  correct  definition  of  the  words  exigency  and 
emergency.  The  following  is  correct, — 'a  pressing 
necessity  or  demand'  and  'a  sudden  occasion.' 
Consequently,  if  there  is  a  shortage  of  dwellings 
in  Boston  at  the  present  time,  the  Mayor  could 
legally  act  and  proclaim  that  a  pressing  necessity 
on  a  sudden  occasion  and  an  exigency  or  emergency 
exists. 

"The  present  situation  in  Boston  in  regard  to 
the  matter  is  one  of  grave  public  concern. 

"The  City  Council  acts  unanimously  and  the 
Mayor  sidesteps  his  responsibility  by  swallowing 
whole  the  Corporation  Counsel's  advice,  which 
he  may  reject  if  he  will.  And  the  Counsel  renders 
an  opinion  which  contains  little  common  sense 
and  much  less  legal  sense  on  a  plain  legal  proposi- 
tion about  which  there  ought  not  to  be  any  dif- 
ference of  opinion. 

"The  serious  aspect  of  the  whole  situation  is 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  at  cither  the 
Mavor  or  Corporation  Counsel  through  the  courts 
in  order  to  test  the  validity  of  their  decisions. 
And,  in  this  way,  the  whole  City  of  Boston  is  held 
up  by  one  man  when  actually  there  is  a  clear 


shortage  of  dwellings  in  Boston.  And  the  towns 
are  apt  to  follow  the  decision  as  a  precedent. 

"Looking  at  the  situation  from  a  legal  point  of 
view,  we  wrould  like  to  see  the  Boston  City  Council 
go  ahead  and  declare  that  a  public  emergency  exists 
and  makean  appropriation  of  the  necessary  money 
for  the  purchase  or  construction  of  a  limited 
number  of  dwellings. 

"Such  action  would  seem  safe  and  justified, 
inasmuch  as  the  constitutional  provision  must 
prevail  over  the  statute  concerning  this  matter, 
and  the  former  provides  that  the  cities  and  towns 
(not  the  mayor  alone)  may  provide  shelter  for 
their  inhabitants  in  such  manner  as_  the  General 
Court  shall  determine.  The  provision  of  the 
statute  requiring  the  mayor  to  declare  the  emer- 
gency thus  seems  contrary  to  the  Constitution, 
because  the  mayor  alone  is  not  the  city  and  must 
be  void. 

"If  the  Boston  City  Council  should  act  in  this 
manner  the  matter  would  be  in  proper  shape  to  be 
contested  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  stale, 
and  the  people  would  then  know  whether  the  new 
housing  law  is  useless  or  not." 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN— Mr.  President,  I 
heartily  agree  with  what  Councilor  Hagan  has 
said  as  to  the  Mayor's  opinion  as  rendered  to  us 
in  the  communication  submitting  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  today.  It  seems  to 
me  that  no  man  of  any  intellect  or  learning  could 
properly  come  before  any  body  of  men  and  main- 
tain that  a  housing  situation  that  is  very  acute 
and  directly  interferes  with  the  morality  and 
health  of  our  people  does  not  exist.  For  some  two 
years  I  have  been  fighting  to  relieve  the  hous- 
ing situation  in  Boston.  If  I  may  be  pardoned 
for  recalling  it  to  your  minds,  over  fifteen  months 
ago  I  had  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature a  bill  that  would  aid  us  to  work  under 
Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  state.  It  is  a  very  peculiar  thing 
that  the  people  who  represented  the  City  of 
Boston  on  Beacon  Hill  saw  fit  to  come  before 
the  committee  and  oppose  that  legislation,  and 
it  is  also  rather  amusing  that  those  who  are  so 
closely  identifying  themselves  today  with  the 
housing  problem  on  Beacon  Hill  were  the  very 
ones  who  led  the  fight  against  my  proposition 
on  the  floor  of  the  Legislature,  some  time  ago. 
The  housing  problem  is  a  vital  one  and  directly 
confronts  us,  and  it  is  not  up  to  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  or  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  put  a  strict 
or  narrow  interpretation  on  the  acts  of  the  Legis- 
lature. The  question  that  any  court  in  rendering 
an  opinion  on  the  law  decides  is  the  intent  of  the 
men  who  passed  the  legislation,  and  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  to 
afford  us  the  means  of  availing  ourselves  of  Amend- 
ment 47  of  the  State  Constitution.  This  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  simply  the  Mayor's 
excuse  for  not  coming  to  the  relief  of  the  people 
who  are  suffering  from  this  condition.  It  is  not 
his  real  reason,  and  I  think  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
should  give  his  reason  coldly  and  coolly,  but  in 
some  concrete  fashion,  so  that  people  will  know 
where  he  really  stands.  It  is  a  terrible  situation. 
Mr.  President.  Boston,  the  center  of  the  entire 
world,  we  claim.  Boston,  with  all  its  institutions 
surrounding  us  here  and  in  the  suburbs,  cannot 
find  a  place  to  house  the  pupils  who  come  to  those 
institutions.  It  is  a  terrible  thing  that  confronts 
us  from  the  moral  standpoint.  Hundreds  and 
thousands  of  girls  are  coming  here  from  all  over 
New  England  and  the  United  States  and  they  can- 
not find  proper  housing  conditions  to  protect 
them  from  the  outside  world.  Yet  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  some  ten  days  ago  had  the  temerity  to 
send  for  the  City  Council,  in  the  interest,  as  he 
said,  of  the  settlement  of  problems  confronting 
him' as  Mavor  of  Boston,  and  the  only  matter 
he  took  up  was  the  Station  2  problem,  about  which 
there  has  been  so  much  discussion.  That  was 
in  spite  of  the  disgraceful  housing  situation,  with 
hundreds  and  thousands  of  young  people  who 
arc  marrving  todav  and  unable  to  find  any  shelter, 
with  hundreds  and  thousands  of  girls  and  boys 
who  are  coming  here,  and  whom  we  ask  to  conic 
here,  and  to  whom  we  cannot  afford  protection. 
He  says  that  that  does  not  interest  him.  The 
same  thing  is  transpiring  on  the  housing  problem 
that  transpired  on  the  gas  situation.  I  offered 
an  order  here  asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  send 
auditors  to  examine  the  books  of  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company.  At  that  time  we  were 
paying  00  cents  a  thousand  cubic  feet  for  gas. 
The  price  lias  been  raised  by  successive  stages  to- 
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SI  and  to  SI. H),  and  we  are  now  paying  $1.3.5  per 
thousand  cubic  feet  for  gas.  If  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  was  alive  to  the  situation  and  had  exer- 
cised merely  the  moral  power  he  possessed  in  the 
matter  and  the  influence  he  could  have  brought 
to  hear,  the  people  of  Boston  today  would  not  be 
robbed  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  1 
might  continue  with  any  number  of  things,  but  I 
will  simply  say  that  it  seems  to  me  someone 
somewhere  is  lax  in  the  performance  of  duty 
and  that  it  is  up  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  give 
us  his  reasons  for  seeing  the  conditions  that  are 
prevailing  and  doing  nothing,  but  merely  offer- 
ing such  a  senile  and  weak  excuse  as  he  offers 
through  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Conn.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  says 
in  his  opinion  that  it  was  not  the  intent  of  the 
legislators  who  passed  the  so-called  housing  act 
to  apply  that  act  in  an  emergency  such  as  now  con- 
fronts us  in  the  housing  situation,  I  want  to  say 
that  I  had  the  honor  to  introduce  that  resolution 
and  that  article  of  amendment  in  the  constitu- 
tional convention  in  1917,  and  it  was  my  inten- 
tion then  as  the  introducer  of  that  amendment, 
which  was  afterwards  amended  by  the  convention 


itself,  to  apply  only  to  times  of  war  emergency  and 
distress,  to  have  it  understood  to  be  the  function 
of  this  Commonwealth  to  provide  aderpiate  hous- 
ing facilities  for  its  inhabitants.  I  want  to  refute 
auv  statement  that  it  was  not  my  intention,  the 
intention  of  the  constitutional  convention  or  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature,  to  say  that  we  were 
not  to  provide  means  to  take  care  of  a  situation 
such  as  has  arisen  and  confronts  us  now.  I 
feel  that  the  statement  of  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel to  the  contrary  is  certainly  misleading  and  very 
weak. 

The  rule  was  suspended,  on  motion  of  Councilor 
HAGAN,  and  the  order  was  passed. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  HAGAN  moved  general  reconsideration 
on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting,  hoping 
that  the  same  would  not  prevail.     Lost.

Order  that  the  space  at  the  junction  of  Mont- 
gomery, Tremont  and  Clarendon  streets  be  named 
and  known  as  Jeremiah  W.  Sullivan  square.

said  seventh  line  the  comma  after  the  word 
"therein"  and  inserting  a  period;  by  striking  out 
at  the  end  of  said  seventh  line  the  word  "or"; 
by  striking  out  the  whole  of  the  eighth  line  and 
inserting   in   place   thereof   the   words   "For    the 

Eurpose  of  investment  and  reinvestment,  he  shall 
ave  power  from  time  to  time  in  his  discretion 
to  sell  any  of  the  securities  of  which  any  of  the 
said  permanent  funds  consist,  but  all  purchases 
and  sales  shall  be  with  the  written  approval  of  the 
Mayor,"  so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 
Sect.  4.  The  treasurer,  unless  the  donors  have 
otherwise  directed,  shall  receive  all  properties  given 
devised  or  bequeathed  to,  or  deposited  with,  the 
city  for  any  specific  purpose,  and  shall  use  the 
same,  or  the  income  thereof,  as  designated  in  the 
gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  deposit.  If  the  income 
only  is  to  be  used,  he  shall  hold  the  properties 
as  permanent  funds.  He  shall  invest  and  keep 
invested  the  said  permanent  funds  in  bonds,  notes 
or  scrip  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  any  city  or  town  within  the  common- 
wealth. For  the  purpose  of  investment  and  re- 
investment, he  shall  have  power  from  time  to 
time  in  his  discretion  to  sell  any  of  the  securities 
of  which  any  of  the  said  permanent  funds  consist, 
but  all  purchases  and  sales  shall  be  with  the 
written  approval  of  the  Mayor. 


Sect.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Chapter  590,  Section  6S,  Acts  of  1903. 

Deposits  and  the  income  derived  therefrom  shall 
be  invested  only  as  follows: 

1.  In  first  mortgages  of  real  estate  located  in 
this  commonwealth  not  to  exceed  60  per  cent  of  the 
value  of  such  real  estate;  but  not  more  than  70 
per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  of  deposits  shall  be 
so  invested.  If  a  loan  is  made  on  unimproved 
and  unproductive  real  estate,  the  amount  loaned 
thereon  shall  not  exceed  40  per  cent  of  the  value 
of  such  real  estate.  No  loan  or  mortgage  shall 
be  made  except  upon  written  application  showing 
the  date,  name  of  applicant,  amount  asked  for  and 
security  offered,  nor  except  upon  the  report  of  not 
less  than  two  members  of  the  board  of  investment 
who  shall  certify  on  said  application,  according 
to  their  best  judgment,  the  value  of  the  premises 
to  be  mortgaged;  and  such  applicati  on  shall  be 
filed  and  pre?e.rved  with  the  records  of  the  cor- 
poration. At  the  expiration  of  five  years,  premises 
to  be  revalued.  If  on  revaluation  the  debt 
exceeds  60  per  cent  of  the  value  (or  40  per  cent 
in  case  of  unimproved  land),  debt  must  be  reduced 
to  bring  it  within  those  percentages.

INFORMATION   ASKED    ON    BOSTON 
HOUSING. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— That  the  City 
Planning  Board,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
be  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  in- 
formation on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  what  extent  does  a  shortage  exist  in 
housing  facilities  in  the  City  of  Bcston  at  the 
present  time? 

2.  Have  conditions  improved  or  become  more 
acute  in  the  last  six  months? 

3.  In  the  absence  of  the  investment  of  private 
capital  what,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  can  the 
city  do  to  relieve  the  situation? 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  for  the  passage  of  the  order. 
The  obicct  of  the  order  is  to  get  the  facts,  deter- 
mine the  real  situation,  if  possible,  as  relates  to 
housing  conditions  in  Boston  today.  I  read  in 
the  papers  but  a  few  days  ago  a  communication 
from  some  official  connected  with  the  Mayor's 
Housing  Committee,  in  which  he  gave  the  public 
to  understand  that  the  critical  period  had  passed, 
that  there  was  no  acute  condition  today;  but  I 
imagine  that  anybody  who  read  that  article  must 
have  been  highly  amused,  for  conditions  are  abso- 
lutely just  the  reverse.  They  are  not  at  all  pleasant 
to  fifty  thousand  or  more  people  in  this  town,  who 
have  been  residents  of  this  city  and  who  want  to 
move  within  the  confines  of  municipal  Boston,  and 
who  are  unable  to  get  any  housing  facilities. 
I  have  been  personally  looking  into  this  matter 
with  considerable  care.  I  think  it  is  most  acute, 
and  yet  we  are  assured  that  there  is  no  acute  con- 
dition existing.  The  City  Planning  Board  ought 
to  be  in  a  position  to  have  this  information  and 
to  give  it  direct  and  without  prejudice  to  the  City 


Council  and  the  public.  The  City  Council  some- 
time ago  asked  the  Mayor  to  take  advantage  of 
a  legislative  act  and  do  something  to  really  deal 
with  the  situation;  but  the  Mayor,  after  getting  a 
report  from  his  Corporation  Counsel,  took  the 
position  that  he  could  not  and  would  not  do  any- 
thing. In  short,  anyway,  nothing  has  been  done, 
and  nothing  is  being  done  by  the  city  govern- 
ment of  Boston  to  relieve  the  situation.  The 
City  Council  is  in  itself  powerless  to  do  anything 
without  the  hearty  co-operation  and  effort  of  the 
Mayor.  We  know  that  private  capital  is  adverse 
at  the  present  time  to  investing  in  building,  because 
of  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  materials.  Now,  if 
private  capital  is  not  going  to  itivest  in  building, 
is  not  forthcoming,  rent  profiteering  is  going  to 
increase,  and  I  assure  you  that  there  is  going  to  be 
a  pretty  critical  condition  in  this  community, 
with  exorbitant  rentals  being  asked  for  anything 
that  can  be  called  a  human  habitation.  There  is 
absolutely  no  limit  to  what  is  being  asked  for  and 
being  paid  for  tenements.  I  personally  know  of 
people  who  are  willingjto  renovate  and  put  in  new 
heating  apparatus  in  certain  homes  with  the  pur- 
pose of  getting  a  home  for  themselves.  I  have 
investigated  and  found  out  that  people  who  were 
paying  about  $30  a  month  under  normal  condi- 
tions have  b<»en  advanced  in  three-family  flats  to 
$75  a  month.  People  who  live  in  three-family 
houses,  as  a  rule,  are  not  equipped  financially  to 
spend  $65  to  $75  a  month:  and  yet  they  have  to 
do  so  or  vacate,  in  which  event  they  don't  know 
where  to  go  and  have  no  place  to  live.  I  have  had 
one'  particular  case  brought  to  my  attention  in  the 
Roxbury  district,  of  a  three-family  house, 
assessed  for  $6,500,  the  rentals  from  which  today 
are  $210  a  month,  or  an  income  upon  which  the 
house  should  be  assessed  by  the  assessors  for 
$21,000.  If  these  landlords  can  take  advantage 
of  conditions  in  that  wav,  simply  because  the 
demand  exceeds  the  supply,  the  City  of  Boston, 
through  the  Assessing  Department,  has  a  weapon 
in  its  hands  enabling  it  to  go  ahead  and  assess 
those  landlords  on  a  valuation  based  on  their  re- 
turn from  the  property.  In  that  way  we  will  get 
a  better  return  from  our  assessments  on  real  estate, 
so  that  instead  of  having  a  tax  rate  of  $24  or  $25 
on  a  thousand  the  tax  rate  would  thereby  be 
automatically  reduced  to  $18  on  a  thousand.  It 
is  time  for  action.  I  think  every  effort  should  be 
made  by  the  Mayor  and  the  officials  of  the  Mayor's 
Housing  Committee  to  get  rid  of  buncombe  and 
get  right  .down  to  cold  facts,  ascertaining  what 
we  can  do  and  doing  what  we  can. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


A   QUESTION    OF   PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

President  MORIARTY— If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, Coun.  Watson  may  proceed. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  an  incident 
occurred  within  twenty-four  hours  concerning  me 
which  has  brought  forth  much  unpleasant  notoriety. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  much  unpleasant  publicity 
has  been  given  to  it,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
much  contained  ina  published  article  is  imagina- 
tion and  the  creation  of  the  brain  of  the  writer, 
I  take  it  to  be  my  duty  to  myself,  my  colleagues 
and  my  family  to  make  a  statement  here  today. 
If  it  were  not  for  the  regard,  respect  and  love  I 
have  for  my  good  wife,  in  all  probability  I  would 
let  it  pass  unnoticed,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
in  line  with  the  conduct  of  the  Boston  Post  towards 
me  for  some  years  past — that  of  malicious  and 
bigoted  prejudice  and  feeling.  I  say  this  advisedly, 
having  in  mind  that  the  owner  and  proprietor  of 
the  Boston  Pnst  is  a  gentleman  who  would  not 
countenance  the  use  of  his  paper,  with  its  great 
circulation,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  malice 
and  spite  of  some  of  his  subordinates.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  Mr.  Grozier  lies  ill  at  home, 
attended  by  the  ablest  physicians  and  specialists, 
and  with  the  finest,  inedic.-il  treatment  that  bis 
wealth  can  purchase,  surrounded  by  capable 
nurses.  My  heart  goes  out  to  him,  and  my  heart 
goes  out  also  to  my  good  wife,  who  is  situated 
likewise,  and  who,  because  of  the  unnecessary  and 
extended  publicity  given  a  minor  incident  in  the 
Boston  Post  this  morning,  is  suffering.  I  am 
informed  by  my  physician  that  it  will  have  con- 
siderable effect  on  her  recovery,  r  have  written  a 
letter  to  Mr.  Grozier,  asking  him  it  he  approves  of 
the  conduct  of  the  newspaper  he  owns    in  giving 
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vicious,  unnecessary,  malicious  and  unlimited  pub- 
licity to  a  minor  incident,  merely  for  the  purpose  of 
hurting  me  through  another.  It  hurt  me  much,  but 
hurt  some  one  else  more.  I  would  not  refer  to  it  as 
having  hurt  another  or  myself  if  the  Boston  Post 
man  in  charge  was  not  aware  of  the  danger  or  the 
probability  of  serious  danger  in  giving  this  great 
publicity  to  a  minor  incident.  Fellow  members  of 
this  body,  if  every  man  in  Boston  averaged  up  to 
my  standard,  so  far  as  conduct  as  a  citizen  is 
concerned,  there  wouldn't  be  very  many  bad 
people  in  Boston.  I  am  just  an  average  man,  and 
I  have  the  average  man's  failings.  In  conclusion, 
in  view  of  the  tact  that  the  Boston  Post  article 
said  that  the  charge  preferred  against  me  was  not 
given  to  the  Press,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  was  taken 
to  the  police  station — or  I  went,  rather,  to  the 
police  station —  for  being  present  where  a  game  of 
bridge  was  being  played.  In  closing,  I  will  make 
just  this  one  statement.  Referring  to  the  people 
who  pen  such  articles  in  the  newspapers,  taking 
advantage  01  a  man  in  public  life  who  has  the 
courage  of  his  convictions,  and  who  says  sharp 
things  at  times,  if  their  closets  were  as  clean  as 
mine  they  would  not  have  to  blush  when  they 
printed  things  intended  to  reflect  on  honest, 
decent,  truthful,  good  living  men.  I  have  had 
my  say.  I  would  not  say  a  word  today  except 
that  I  am  glad  to  draw  this  matter  to  Mr.  Grozier's 
attention  through  the  records  of  this  body.  I 
want  to  give  my  thanks  to  the  other  Boston 
morning  newspapers  who  knew  the  circumstances, 
knew  the  incident,  but  considered  it  of  little  value 
as  a  news  article  and  did  not  use  it. 


SIDEWALK,   CORWIN   STREET. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  side- 
walk along  Corwin  street,  westerly  side,  Ward  IS, 
in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon,  said  side- 
walk to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to 
be  built  of  artificial  stone  with  granite  edgestones 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  196  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1917. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


APPROPRIATION     FOR     CITY     HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE  offered  an  order— That 
the  sum  of  35200,000  be  appropriated,  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital,  as 
follows,  viz.: 

Thorndike  Memorial  Building,  $150,000,  Path- 
ological Building,  $50,000,  and  that  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be  hereby  au- 
thorized to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  the  request 
of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  move 
a  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  has  seen  fit  to 
veto  this  order  for  the  second  time,  giving  such 
weak  and  senile  reasons  for  the  same,  I  reintro- 
duce the  order,  hoping  it  will  prevail,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  calling  to  his  attention  the  fact  that  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  in  my  opinion,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  the  great  majority  of  the  citizens  of 
Boston' — a  place  that  belongs  to  the  people,  is  their 
hospital,  a  place  for  those  who  are  ill  and  sick, 
where  they  can  be  restored  to  health — is  better 
entitled  to  such  an  appropriation  than  some  other 
purposes  for  which  money  has  been  appropriated 
since  this  order  was  first  introduced.  The  fact 
that  the  Mayor  says  there  is  but  $500,000  left  in 
the  appropriation  is  inconclusive.  That,  to  my 
mind,  is  a  sufficiently  large  item  to  care  for  any 
needs  that  may  arise  in  this  city  in  the  next  five 
months.  I  want  to  call  to  his  attention — if  it  is 
possible  for  him  to  stay  on  the  job  as  Mayor  of 
this  city  of  ours  long  enough  to  let  any  thought 
reach  his  brain — the  fact  that  the  people  of  the 
city,  if  a  conflagration  or  emergency  of  any  nature 
should  occur,  would  be  only  too  glad  to  do  what 
they  could  to  relieve  the  condition  when  it  con- 
fronted us  and  the  mere  bugaboo  that  we  need  a 
certain  amount  in  this  fund  for  any  emergency  that 
may  possibly  happen,  to  my  mind  is  a  very  ridiculous 
argument.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  as  late  as  March  of 
this  year,  said  there  was  urgent  need  of  a  patho- 
logical building  and  urgent  need  that  the  Thorn- 


dike  Building  be  completed,  I  feel  that  we  owe  it 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  see  that  the  order  for  this 
amount  is  sent  back  to  the  Mayor  again,  to  see  if 
he  will  sign  it  this  time,  the  same  as  he  expects 
the  Council  to  approve  of  matters  that  he  sends 
into  us  more  than  one  or  two  times.  When  he 
sends  in  a  message^  to  us  for  the  second  or  third 
time — I  have  seen  it  take  place  in  the  Council — 
it  has  been  met  by  a  different  attitude  than  when 
it  was  first  presented,  and  possibly  the  Mayor 
may  see  the  wisdom  of  signing  this  order.  I  hope 
that  he  will. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  three  weeks 
ago  when  this  matter  came  before  us  for  our  con- 
sideration a  second  time  I  stated  that  I  was  opposed 
to  the  order  because  I  believed  it  was,  in  the  first 
place,  a  waste  of  the  Council's  time  to  pass  it,  on 
account  of  the  Mayor's  attitude;  second,  on  ac- 
count of  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  being 
so  low;  and  third,  because  of  the  fact  that  in  all 
probability  the  work  would  not  be  done  this  year. 
I  shall  vote  the  same  way  this  time — -no. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  the  last  time 
this  order  was  presented  in  the  Council,  believing 
that  the  Mayor  might  change  his  mind,  I  voted 
for  the  order  when  it  was  offered  by  Coun.  Don- 
oghue. Now  that  the  Mayor  has  vetoed  it  twice 
I  think  it  is  a  waste  of  time  and  energy  on  the  part 
of  the  Council  to  continually  send  the  same  thing 
to  the  Mayor,  something  that  we  know  he  will 
veto  and  that  is  foredoomed  to  failure.  Therefore, 
I  shall  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  just 
want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  councilors  who 
are  voting  against  this  order,  and  partieiilarly  the 
one  opposite  (Coun.  Collins),  to  the  fact  that,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that,  as  he  says,  the  appropriating 
power  of  the  city  is  low  at  the  present  time,  he  has 
within  a  few  weeks  voted  in  favor  of  the  appro- 
priation of  a  similar  amount,  about  $200,000,  for 
other  purposes;  and  I  feel  that  the  City  Hospital 
is  of  more  importance  to  the  great  majority  of  the 
people  of  this  city  of  ours  than  any  other  proposi- 
tion that  has  come  into  the  Council  this  year.  I 
feel  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  that 
this  order  should  be  passed  by  the  Council,  whether 
the  Mayor  vetoes  it  or  not.  I  want  to  say  here 
and  now  that,  so  far  as  I  am  personally  concerned, 
I  am  not  going  to  vote  for  any  other  appropriating 
orders  introduced  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  until 
such  time  as  he  signs  this  order. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  would 
respectfully  ask,  through  the  Chair,  that  Coun. 
Donoghue  name  the  orders  aggregating  $200,000 
of  the  city's  borrowing  capacity  that  I  have  voted 
for  within  the  last  two  weeks. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  he  voted 
for  the  transfer  of  $160,000  from  a  $400,000  ap- 
propriation and  also  for  $65,000  in  addition  to 
that.  He  has  done  that  in  the  last  two  or  three 
meetings. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  if  Coun. 
Donoghue  cannot  distinguish  the  difference  be- 
tween a  transfer  and  an  appropriation  from  the 
tax  levy  or  by  loan,  I  cannot  help  him.  The  fact 
is,  as  we  know,  that  $200,000  was  voted  for  this 
purpose  by  this  Council,  to  be  taken  from  the 
borrowing  capacity  of  the  city,  within  the  past 
few-  weeks,  in  face  of  a  veto  of  a  similar  order  by  the 
Mayor.  That  was  my  reason  for  voting  against 
theorder  at  that  time,  and  particularly  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  work  would  not  be  done  this  year, 
anyway, 

Coun.  FORD — Mr.  President,  I  have  always 
agreed  with  Coun.  Donoghue  on  this  appropria- 
tion, but  I  cannot  see  any  value  in  sending  it  back 
to  the  Mayor  for  the  third  time.  I  voted  to  send 
it  twice,  hoping  that  he  might  change  his  mind, 
but  it  appears  that  he  has  not.  I  vote  "no"  now 
because  I  cannot  see  any  value  in  sending  it  back 
for  a  third  time,  although  I  feel  with  Coun.  Don- 
oghue that  if  $200,000  could  be  appropriated  for 
the  hospital  and  there  was  even  a  faint  hope  of 
getting  it  through,  I  would  vote  "yes."  But  I 
feel  that  we  would  be  merely  cluttering  the  records 
in  sending  it  back  once  more,  and  I  think  Coun. 
Donoghue  really  agrees  with  me,  so  far  as  any  hope 
of  its  passage  is  concerned 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  looks  like 
a  stack  of  cards  being  knocked  over,  as  tar  as  the 
position  of  members  on  this  side  of  the  chamber 
is  concerned.  My  position  is  like  Coun.  Ford's. 
I  voted  for  this  twice,  and  if  I  thought  there  was 
one  chance  in  a  thousand  I  would  vote  for  it  again. 
But  I  think  the  chances  are  a  million  to  one  that 
it  will  not  be  signed  by  the  Mayor,  I  believe  the 
proposition  is  a  good  one.     I  respect  the  earnest-

ness  of  the  gentleman  who  introduced  it  and  I 
admire  him  for  his  persistence,  but  I  am  compelled 
to  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY— Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
men on  the  opposite  side  were  very  strict  in  stand- 
ing by  the  Mayor's  appropriation  when  he  sent 
it  in  on  Station  2.  That  seemed  to  show  what 
sort  of  men  they  were.  They  seem  to  be  weaken- 
ing now  on  the  proposition  of  Coun.  Donoghue. 
I  don't  know  why.  I  know,  for  myself,  that  I 
shall  vote  for  the  $200,000  for  the  City  Hospital. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  simply 
want  to  say,  regardless  of  what  excuses  or  alibis 
may  be  given  for  not  talking  for  this  proposition, 
or  for  changing  their  votes  upon  it,  that  the  fact 
remains  that  it  is  the  same  proposition  now  that 
it  was  when  it  was  first  introduced — an  appropria- 
tion of  money  for  a  specific  purpose,  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  Of  course, 
if  any  of  the  councilors  have  decided  to  change 
their  votes  on  this  particular  order,  and  care  to  do 
so,  that  is  their  lookouW  But,  as  far  as  I  am  con- 
cerned, I  want  to  say  that,  so  far  as  there  has  been 
any  great  amount  of  cluttering  of  the  records 
since  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Council,  it  has 
been  done  by  the  other  members  of  the  Council 
who  are  opposed  to  this  proposition  rather  than 
by  those  who  favor  it.  As  far  as  the  talk  about 
the  possibility  of  the  Mayor  vetoing  the  order 
again  is  concerned,  that  has  no  bearing  on  my  po- 
sition. If  I  think  an  order  is  right  I  shall  vote  for 
it,  whether  the  Mayor  vetoes  it  or  anything  else 
happens.  That  does  not  make  a  particle  of  differ- 
ence to  me.  Once  I  think  I  am  right,  I  am  going 
to  go  through. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was  re- 
jected, yeas  4,  nays  .">. 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  McLaughlin, 
Moriarty — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane, 
Watson — 5.

Gentlemen, — I  am  submitting  herewith  an 
ordinance  concerning  the  consolidation  of  the 
Cemetery  Department  with  the  Park  and  Recrea- 
tion Department,  and  I  respectfully  recommend 
its  passage. 

The  question  of  consolidation  has  been  under 
consideration  at  various  times  in  the  past,  and  after 
further  study  I  am  convinced  of  the  absolute  merit 
of  the  proposed  consolidation  at  this  time. 

The  appropriation  for  maintenance  of  the 
cemeteries  owned  by  the  city  is  constantly  increas- 
ing, and  a  large  part  is  expended  for  care  of  grounds, 
which,  in  my  opinion,  could  be  more  economically 
performed  by  the  Park  Department,  due  to  its 
organization  and  equipment.  Elimination  of 
activities  which  are  now  duplicated  could  be 
accomplished  in  several  instances. 

As  a  result-  of  this  proposed  consolidation,  I 
believe  the  general  condition  and  appearance  of  all 
city-owned  cemeteries  would  be  materially  im- 
proved, withgreater  satisfaction  to  the  lot  owners 
and  the  public  generally.

ADVICE  ON  HOUSING  SITUATION. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  advise  the  City  Council  what  is 
tlie  beei  remedy,  in  his  opinion,  for  the  present 
acute  and  distressing  housing  condition  and  like- 
wise inform  the  City  Council  what  in  his  opinion 
will  be  the  most  satisfactory  method  to  prevent  the 
continuance  of  the  grasping  disposition  of  a  great 
many  property  owners  in  demanding  exorbitant 
and  most  excessive  and  prohibitive  rents. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  as  the  order 
is  a  request  for  information,  I  am  going  to  ask  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  for  its  passage.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  order  is  almost  identical  in 
tone  with  a  similar  order  passed  here  some  six 
weeks  ago,  asking  the  Mayor  for  his  opinion 
and  judgment  as  to  what  is  the  best  action  for 
the  City  Council  to  take  to  relieve  the  present 
housing  condition.  No  reply  has  been  received 
to  that  communication.  In  the  pressure  of  other 
affairs  the  Mayor  evidently  has  not  been  able 
to  reach  it  as  yet.  That,  perhaps,  is  the  most 
cliarital.li'  thing  1  might  say  in  regard  to  this 
neglect.  That  the  Bit  nation  has  become  serious 
and  very  acute  is  self-evident  to  all  of  us  who 
look  beneath  the  surface  of  things  at  all,  and  as 
bearing  up  that  condition,  these  ads  which  I  have 


picked  up  are  offered  as  examples  of  the  hardships 
that  citizens  of  Boston  are  suffering  because  of 
present  acute  housing  conditions.  When  we  read 
ads  like'  these:  "Wanted — a  small  furnished 
apartment  from  month  to  month,  Fenway  sec- 
tion, for  man,  wife  and  two  children.  Ordered 
out.  So  I'd  consider  almost  anything  that  would 
pass  for  a  home  for  a  family  of  three  adults — 
five-room  apartment,  two-family  or  small  single; 
prefer  west  or  southwest  of  city;  $70  is  the  limit; 
would  pay  six  months  in  advance" — when  hun- 
dreds of  ads  of  that  sort  are  appearing  in  the  daily 
papers,  showing  the  acute  condition  and  how 
difficult  it  is  for  people  to  obtain  human  habi- 
tation, it  must  be  evident  that  the  situation  is 
extremely  serious.  In  addition  to  that,  we  find 
upon  inquiry  that  a  great  many  families  are,  as 
we  call  it,  "doubling  up."  Unable  to  get  suitable 
quarters  by  themselves,  they  are  piling  in  and 
living  with  other  people  who  will  accommodate 
them  during  the  winter  months.  That  is  not 
conducive  to  the  health  of  the  community  and 
should  be  remedied  if  there  is  any  possible  way 
to  do  it.  I  don't. know  what  may  be  the  best 
way  to  remedy  it.  Houses  cannot  be  built  in  a 
moment.  But  houses  never  will  be  built  until 
some  action  is  taken  by  the  eity  government  and 
by  people  interested  in  the  progress  and  success 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  taking  the  initiative,  de- 
veloping some  thought,  formulating  some  plans 
and  making  a  start.  There  is  no  effort  being 
shown  to  make  a  start.  We  are  drifting  and 
matters  are  going  to  be  a  thousandfold  worse 
before  they  are  any  better,  unless  some  action  is 
taken.  We  are  informed  by  representatives  con- 
nected with  the  Mayor's  Housing  Committee  that 
no  such  acute  condition  exists;  we  are  told  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel  that  the  recent  legislative 
act,  giving  the  Mayor  certain  authority  to  relieve 
the'situation,  has  no  direct  bearing  upon  the  matter. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  this  City  Council,  I  con- 
tradicted what  I  believed  to  be  the  interpretation 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  that  matter,  and  I 
had  written  into  the  records  press  articles  that 
again  contradicted  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
Since  then  there  has  come  to  my  observation  an 
editorial  that  appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Boston  Transcript,  again  taking  issue  with  Mr. 
Hill  and  his  interpretation  of  the  housing  problem 
and  the  legislative  act,  and  I  ask  consent  to  have 
this  incorporated  in  the  records.  The  editorial 
which  appeared  in  the  Transcript  of  October  5 
was  as  follows: 

"Mb.  Hill  and  the  Housing  Problem. 

"  It  is  to  be  deplored  that  in  a  crisis  such  as  that 
which  now  exists  with  reference  to  the  housing 
facilities  in  Boston  and  other  cities,  discussion  of 
the  matter  should  be  approached  by  any  official 
from  the  standpoint  of  party  politics.  Answering 
questions  put  to  him  by  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, yesterday,  Mr.  Arthur  D.  Hill,  Corporation 
Counsel,  is  quoted  as  having  said  that,  when  the 
Legislature  passed  the  law  embodied  in  chapter 
554  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  it  was  '  thinking  of  passing 
the  buck.'  In  further  observations  on  the  same 
subject,  Mr.  Hill  is  quoted  as  urging  partisan 
action  in  the  Legislature  in  dealing  with  the  hous- 
ing problem. 

"Chapter  554  is  the  act  to  authorize  cities  and 
towns  to  provide  shelter  for  their  inhabitants  in 
case  of  emergency.  It  was  enacted  by  the  Legis- 
lature with  the  declaration  that  the  emergency 
which  it  was  designed  to  meet  was  immediate  and 
pressing.  It  provides  that  cities  and  towns,  in 
case  of  public  exigency,  emergency  or  distress 
because  of  an  insufficient  supply  of  shelter  or 
available  dwellings,  may  acquire  real  extate  by 
purchase  or  by  eminent  domain,  and  may  improve 
or  dispose  of  it  in  such  manner  as  to  relieve  the 
distress.  Mr.  Hill,  in  an  opinion  given  to  the 
Mayor,  and  reiterated  yesterday  in  his  remarks 
before  the  Council,  takes  the  ground  that  this  art 
is  unconstitutional.  That  is  Mr.  Hill's  opinion 
as  a  lawyer.  But  it  is  only  an  opinion.  The 
question  raised  is  not  settled.  Other  lawyers 
differ  with  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

"Under  such  circumstances  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  Mr.  Hill  should  have  accused  the  Legislature 
of  double  dealing.  There  is  not  the  slightest 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Legislature  did  not  act 
in  perfect  good  faith.  An  emergency  existed.  It 
was,  in  the  opinion  of  (lie  public  as  well  as  of  the 
Legislature,  an  immediate  and  pressing  emer- 
gency. Mr.  Hill,  in  supporting  his  content  ion, 
construes  the  constitutional  provision  under  which 
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a  city  may  provide  shelter  for  its  people  to  apply 
only  in  time  of  invasion  by  enemy  forces,  earth- 
quake, conflagration  or  similar  calamity.  It  does 
not  follow  that  the  courts  would  take  Mr.  Hill's 
restricted  view  of  the  powers  of  the  Legislature 
under  this  provision.  Other  lawyers  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  courts  would  place  a  much  broader 
construction  on  the  provision  than  does  Mr.  Hill. 
Mr.  Hill  is,  of  course,  within  his  rights  in  expressing 
an  opinion  which  is  taken  by  the  Mayor  as  justi- 
fication for  refusal  to  act  under  the  law,  but  there 
is  nothing  in  the  presentation  of  the  matter  by  Mr. 
Hill  which  is  fairly  to  be  considered  as  justifying 
his  charge  that  the  Legislature  acted  in  bad  faith 
in  passing  the  law.  That  is  a  charge  that  ought 
never  to  have  been  made. 

"The  eity  is  now  placed  in  the  position  of 
announcing  that,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
554,  it  cannot  interfere  to  put  an  end  to  existing 
abuses.  The  profiteering  landlord  is  told  that  the 
city  has  no  right  to  take  possession  of  his  property 
in  accordance  with  the  act  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature. Private  enterprise  is  doing  little  or 
nothing  to  relieve  the  shortage  of  housing.  The 
Mayor's  action,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  is  a  notice  that  the  city  will  do  little  or 
nothing  in  comparison  with  what  was  expected  as 
the  result  of  the  Legislature's  action." 

Mr.  President,  it  is  perfectly  clear^  that  some- 
thing must  be  done,  and  that  something  must  be 
done  by  the  Mayor,  for  the  City  Council,  although 
a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  city  government,  are 
absolutely  helpless  as  far  as  taking  the  initiative  in 
order  to  get  results  is  concerned.  Every  effort 
must  be  made  to  stir  up  the  Mayor  to  the  urgent 
need  and  necessity  for  some  action,  for  it  is  per- 
fectly clear  to  anybody  with  any  degree  of  intelli- 
gence, who  really  wants  to  do  something,  that  the 
recent  legislative  act  that  we  have  already  dis- 
cussed gives  the  Mayor  a  great  deal  of  power,  not 
to  erect  houses  over  night,  not  to  be  able  to  accomo- 
date immediately  the  great  number  of  people  who 
are  looking  for  human  habitation,  but  to  correct 
an  evil  that  has  reached  a  point  where  it  affords 
avaricious,  greedy  and  unscrupulous  property 
owners  an  opportunity  to  get  any  price  they  want 
for  their  property  without  regard  to  its  value  or 
without  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  people. 
Under  the  legislative  act  I  claim  and  charge  that 
the  Mayor  of  Boston  can  within  forty-eight  hours 
— it  is  perfectly  clear  that  he  has  it  within  his 
province  and  power,  and  without  a  dollar  of  in- 
vestment of  city  funds — take  property  in  the 
City  of  Boston  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  take 
a  leasehold  interest  in  the  property,  agreeing  to  pay 
the  landlord  or  present  owner  of  the  property  a 
fair  price  for  the  lease,  and  sublet  it  to  the  tenants 
at  prices  we  think  should  be  charged  them  by  the 
present  owners.  The  Mayor  has  that  power,  has 
that  privilege,  and  if  he  would  exercise  it  would 
certainly  put  fear  into  the  hearts  of  unscrupulous, 
profiteering  landlords,  making  others  who  are 
contemplating  taking  a  similar  course  when  pre- 
sent leases  have  expired^  or  when  the  first  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself,  think  twice  before  doing  so. 
But  when  they  feel  that  nothing  will  be  done  and 
that  they  really  have  the  co-operation  of  the  city 
government  in  this  unscrupulous  action,  we  will 
see  continuous  boosting  of  rents.  It  will  go  on 
and  increase  until  the  Mayor  of  Boston  takes  some 
decisive  action,  action  which  is  within  his  power. 
The  responsibility  is  his,  the  delay  is  his.  Every 
opportunity  has  been  given  to  him  by  this  body  to 
at  least  do  something.  I  think  the  responsibility 
should  be  brought  directly  home  to  the  Mayor. 
The  object  of  my  order  is  to  get  from  him  some 
expression  of  opinion  as  to  how  he  personally,  as 
Mayor  of  Boston,  feels  about  this  present  situation. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


MONUMENT  TO  HENRY  LEE  HIGGINSON. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully  requested  to 
give  his  serious  consideration  to  the  idea  as  sug- 
gested by  the  City  Council,  that  a  committee  of 
public  spirited  citizens  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
to  raise  a  fund  by  private  subscription  and  munici- 
pal co-operation  to  erect  a  monument  or  some 
suitable  memorial  to  commemorate  the  memory  of 
Boston's  illustrious  citizen,  Henry  Lee_  Higginson, 
and  that  said  committee  would  likewise  consider 
the  advisability  of  erecting  said  monument  or 
memorial  on  the.  island  plot  on  the  land  which  Mr. 


Higginson  presented  to  the  city,  situated  at  the 
Junction  of  Audubonjjroad,  Riverway  and  Avenue 
Louis  Pasteur. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  for  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the 
order.  The  order  is  an  exact  copy  of  an  order  that 
passed  this  City  Council  last  May,  unanimously. 
We  asked  the  Mayor  to  take  this  matter  under 
consideration.  Nothing  has  been  done,  no  reply 
has  been  received,  no  reply  in  any  way,  shape  or 
manner  has  been  forthcoming  from  the  Mayor's 
office.  The  same  thing  is  true  of  many  orders 
presented  in  and  passed  by  this  Council.  I  have 
presented  a  dozen  or  fifteen  such  orders  within  the 
last  fiscal  year,  asking  the  Mayor  for  his  co-opera- 
tion and  receiving  absolutely  no  reply.  I  imagine 
other  members  of  the  City  Council  have  presented 
similar  orders,  which  have  been  passed  by  this 
body  and  have  received  no  recognition  whatsoever. 
I  don't  think  it  is  respectful;  I  think  the  City 
Council,  a  co-ordinate  body  with  the  Mayor, 
should  get  some  respect  from  the  Mayor's  office, 
should  at  least  receive  the  courtesy  of  a  reply  saying 
that  he  favors  or  disfavors.  I  don't  care  partic- 
ularly whether  the  Mayor  favors  this  order  or  not. 
I  do  want  some  reply  from  the  Mayor  one  way  or 
the  other,  saying  that  he  will  or  will  not  act.  I 
want  him  to  fish  or  cut  bait,  one  thing  or  the  other.

THE    HOUSING    SITUATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  22,  1920. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  order  of 
October  18,  requesting  me  to  advise  the  City  Coun- 
cil what  is  the  best  remedy,  in  my  opinion,  for  the 
present  acute  and  distressing  housing  situation, 
and  likewise  inform  the  City  Council  what  would 
be  the  most  satisfactory  method  ''to  prevent  the 
continuance  of  the  grasping  disposition  of  a  great 
many  property  owners  in  demanding  exorbitant 
and  most  excessive  and  prohibitive  rents." 

The  greatly  decreased  activity  in  the  building 
of  homes  is  undoubtedly  attributable  to  the  short- 
age of  capital  caused  by  the  war.  I  believe  that 
the  solution  of  this  shortage  lies  in  the  ordinary 
working  out  of  economic  laws,  and  I  am  unable 
to  forecast  what  immediate  developments  may  be. 

It  is  also  impossible  for  me  to  forecast  what 
results  might  follow  from  proper  legislative  action 
to  prevent  "the  continuance  of  the  grasping 
disposition  of  a  great  many  property  owners  in 
demanding  exorbitant  and  most  excessive  and 
prohibitive  rents."  It  would  depend  entirely  upon 
what  legislative  control  might  be  evolved. 

I  should  point  out  at  this  time  that  no  city  or 


town  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has 
found  it  possible,  because  of  legal  restrictions,  to 
organize  a  housing  corporation  as  recently  sug- 
gested by  the  City  Council.  As  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  determine,  legal  opinion  has  been  entirely 
in  accord  with  that  expressed  by  Corporation 
Counsel  Arthur  D.  Hill. 

Everything  that  can  possibly  be  done  under  the 
law  for  the  relief  of  tenants  is  now  being  done  by 
my  Committee  on  Rent  and  Housing.  Frequent 
reports  of  its  activities  have  appeared  in  the  daily 
papers,  and  I  am  convinced  that  every  relief  is 
being  afforded  by  this  committee.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — You  may  remember  that  when  the 
budget  was  prepared  for  the  year  1920-21  it  was 
anticipated  that  we  would  install  an  oil-burning 
equipment  in  the  power  plant  of  the  Hospital  De- 
partment, and  consequently  an  appropriation  was 
requested  for  5,413  tons  of  bituminous  coal  from 
February  1  to  September  1,  and  for  2S0  tons  of 
anthracite  coal  for  the  year;  also  for  923, 6S0 
gallons  of  oil  from  September  1  to  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year.  On  the  advice  of  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment the  price  of  coal  was  established  at  $10  for 
bituminous  and  $12  per  ton  for  anthracite.  The 
price  of  oil  was  estimated  at  4$,  cents  per  gallon 
qn  the  advice  of  the  Fess  Rotary  Burner  Company, 
so  that  $97,500  was  requested  for  this  department 
under  D-3.  There  was  allowed  $92,500.  After 
a  very  careful  investigation  the  trustees  learned 
that  "there  was  no  assurance  that  a  constant 
supply  of  oil  would  be  guaranteed  by  anybody,  at 
any  price,  and  therefore  it  was  deemed  unwise  to 
install  an  oil-burning  equipment  this  year.  In- 
stead of  paying  $10  per  ton  for  coal  the  average 
price  has  been  nearer  $15,  therefore  it  now  be- 
comes necessary  to  request  sufficient  money  to 
carry  this  department  over  the  remainder  of  the 
fiscal  year.  Forty-nine  hundred  tons  of  bitu- 
minous coal  will  be  required,  and  the  Supply 
Department  has  instructed  us  that  the  price  of 
the  same  will  be  approximately  $16  per  ton. 
This  will  total  about  $78,400.  On  behalf  of  the 
trustees  I  therefore  respectfully  request  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  $75,000,  and  trust  that 
with  the  strictest  economy  that  amount  will  be 
sufficient.

Dear  Sir, — The  Superintendent  of  Supplies, 
Mr.  Cronin,  has  informed  the  trustees  of  the 
Consumptives'  Hospital  that  he  has  a  contract 
with  the  East'  Boston  Coal  Company  to  deliver 
soft  coal  to  the  Consumptives'  Hospital  at  $11.65 
per  ton,  delivered.  This  contract  expires  May  1, 
1921.  The  contract  contains  a  "penalty  and 
premium"  clause.  There  is  also  a  clause  requiring 
that  the  coal  be  paid  for  within  ten  days  of  delivery. 

The  Supply  Department  believes  that  it  may  be 
very  hard  to  get  coal  delivered  during  the  coming 
winter,  and  therefore  wish  that  this  hospital  could 
order  now  all  the  coal  needed  up  to  May  1,  1921, 
when  the  contract  expires,  and  have  it  delivered 
and  paid  for  before  December  1,  1920,  because  the 
East  Boston  Coal  Company  have  at  the  present 
time  the  necessary  amount  of  coal  on  hand  and 
because  the  Supply  Department  believes  that  after 
December  1  the  coal  Company  will  not  have  coal 
they  can  deliver,  except  as  received,  and  further 
think  it  quite  probable  that  coal  companies  will 
be  unable  to  get  coal  when  wanted.  Last  winter 
it  was  frequently  found  almost  impossible  to  keep 
the  hospital  supplied  with  coal.  Once  there  was 
but  two  hours'  supply  on  hand.  The  Supply 
Department  would  like  to  avoid  the  great  amount 
of  trouble  experienced  last  year.  As  I  understand 
it,  this  hospital  is  the  only  city  department  to 
which  this  contract  relates.  The  price  of  coal 
per  ton  under  the  contract,  $11.65,  delivered,  is 
much  less  than  is  now  being  paid  by  other  depart- 
ments—$13  to  $16  or  $18,  not  delivered,  I  am  told. 

The  hospital  can  store  any  amount  of  coal  in 
the  bins  at  the  power  house  and  on  the  ground 
immediately  outside  of  it. 

The  hospital  has  now  sufficient  coal  to  last  until 
December  1  next.  There  will  be  a  deficit  in  the 
account,  D-3,  Fuel,  of  from  $1,500  to  $2,000  on 
December  1.  Money  to  meet  this  has  been  re- 
served from  balances  in  the  present  budget. 

The  amount  of  coal  estimated  as  needed  between 
December  1  and  May  1  next  is  1,500  tons,  which 
at  $]  1.65  per  ton  delivered  will  amount  to  $17,475. 

The  trustees  believe  that  if  the  city  can  make 
an  additional  appropriation  of  $17,475,  it  would 
be  a  considerable  saving  to  the  city,  besides  insuring 
the  hospital  of  a  supply  of  coal. 

The  trustees,  therefore,  would  respectfully 
request  an  additional  appropriation  of  $17,475  to 
D-3,  Fuel.

CITY   COUNCIL'S   POWER   TO   REGULATE 
PARADES. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  October  21,  1920. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — You  have  asked  my  opinion: 

1.  "Whether  or  not  the  provisions  of  sections 
3  an.d  4,  chapter  41,  Revised  Ordinances  of  1914, 
relative  to  routes  of  parades,  are  in  force;   and 

2.  "Whether  or  not  the  City  Council  has 
authority  to  regulate  parades  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  last  section." 

I  assume  that  the  opinion  you  desire  is  whether 
the  City  Council  has  authority  to  make  ordinances 
of  a  similar  character  to  those  contained  in  the 
sections  in  question.  In  such  a  matter  as  this  the 
City  Council  can  act  only  by  ordinance  and  an 
attempt  at  any  other  method  of  regulation  would 
be  illegal. 

Both  question  should  be  answered  in  the  affirma- 
tive. The  ordinances  in  question  are  in  force  and 
similar  ordinances  may  be  enacted  by  the  City 
Council  if  it  sees  fit.  The  only  doubt  which  arises 
is  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  447,  Acts 
of  1908,  the  effect  of  which,  as  already  ruled  by 
this  department,  is  to  vest  in  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  the  exclusive  control  of  street 
traffic.  The  control  given  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners by  this  statute  remains  in  spite  of  and 
ordinance  which  has  or  may  be  passed  by  the 
City  Council  and  parades  like  other  traffic  must  be 
in  compliance  with  the  Street  Commissioners' 
regulations.  However,  this  does  not  prevent  the 
City  Council  from  making  ordinances  dealing  with 
parades,  provided  they  do  not  trespass  on  the 
powers  of  the  Street  Commissioners.  There  may 
be,  and  no  doubt  will  be,  many  reasons  why 
parades  should  be  regulated,  other  than  their 
relation  to  the  traffic  in  the  streets. 

I  might  add  that  I  am  fortified  in  the  correctness 
of  my  opinion  by  the  fact  that  the  former  opinion, 
above  referred  to.  as  rendered  by  this  department, 
was  given  by  Judge  Corbett  on  June  3,  1913,  and 
was  therefore  before  Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr.  Adams 
when,  as  members  of  this  department,  they  co- 
operated with  your  honorable  body  in  the  revi- 
sion of  the  ordinances  in  1914.

Chapter  thirty-six  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1914  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
four  in  said  chapter  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 


Sect.  4.  The  treasurer,  unless  the  donors  have 
otherwise  directed,  shall  receive  all  properties 
given,  devised  or  bequeathed  to,  or  deposited  with, 
the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  and  shall  use  the 
same,  or  the  income  thereof,  as  designated  in  the 
gift,  devise,  bequest  or  deposit.  If  the  income 
only  is  to  be  used,  he  shall  hold  the  properties  as 
permanent  funds.  He  shall  invest  and»keep  in- 
vested the  said  permanent  funds  in  bonds,  notes 
or  scrip  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  any  city  or  town  within  the  common- 
wealth, or  in  mortgage  notes  secured  in  each  case 
by  a  first  mortgage  on  real  estate  used  for  human 
habitation  and  not  in  excess  of  fifty  per  cent  of 
the  assessed  valuation  of  such  real  estate.  For 
the  purpose  of  investment  and  reinvestment  he 
shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  in  his  discre- 
tion to  sell  or  exchange  any  of  the  securities  of 
which  any  of  the  said  permanent  funds  consist, 
but  all  purchases,  exchanges  and  sales  shall  be  with 
the  written  approval  of  the  mayor.

Council  dated  June  2S,  1920,  requesting  a  report 
from  this  Board  as  to  the  advisability  of  utilizing 
the  grass  plots  in  front  of  the  Courthouse,  on 
Pemberton  square,  as  a  parking  space  for  automo- 
biles, the  foil  wing  is  respectfully  submitted: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  are  custodians  of  the 
Courthouse  property,  the  subject  matter  of  the 
Council's  order  was  called  to  the  attention  of  that 
body.  A  communication  was  addressed  to  Chief 
Justice  Rugg,  just  before  the  full  bench  assembled 
on  the  13th  instant,  requesting  an  expression  of  the 
justices'  opinion  as  to  the  merits  of  the  plan.  He 
has  just  advised  us  in  reply — a  copy  of  his  letter 
is  attached  hereto — that  the  justices  are  unani- 
mously opposed  to  the  adoption  of  the  suggestion, 
which,  he  states,  they  believe  to  be  neither  feasible 
nor  advisable. 

In  view  of  their  unwillingness  to  consent  to  the 

proposed   use    of   the   spaces   referred   to   in   the 

Council's  order,  this  Board  believes  it  would  be 

useless  to  give  the  matter  any  further  consideration .

Dear  Sir, — Your  letter  of  October  9,  1920,  is  at 
hand,  in  which  you  request  an  expression  of  opinion 
of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
respecting  the  "feasibility  and  advisability  of 
utilizing  the  space  at  the  easterly  front  of  the 
Courthouse  now  occupied  by  grass  plots,  and  the 
sidewalk  of  Pemberton  square,  for  a  parking  space 
for  automobiles." 

We  have  conferred  with  the  representatives  of 
the  various  courts  whose  sessions  are  held  in  the 
building,  and  with  others  having  intimate  knowl- 
edge of  the  Courthouse  and  its  uses.  We  have 
given  the  subject  the  investigation  and  considera- 
tion which  its  importance  demands. 

We  are  agreed  that  it  is  not  feasible  and  is 
entirely  inadvisable  to  transform  the  grass  plots 
and  sidewalks  into  parking  space  for  automobiles. 

It  is  essential  for  the  proper  conduct  of  courts 
that  they  be  held  in  reasonably  quiet  places.  The 
parking  at  the  side  of  the  Courthouse  of  automo- 
biles, with  the  inevitable  noises  connected  there- 
with, would  be  a  keen  annoyance  to  all  and  would 
actually  interfere  with  the  administration  of 
justice. 

The  grass  plots  were  probably  planned  as  a 
part  of  the  Courthouse  property  in  some  measure 
to  secure  its  quiet. 

To  establish  this  parking  space  would  also  con- 
stitute a    very    considerable    added   peril   to    the 
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thousands  of  people  who  resort  to  the  Courthouse 
daily.  Many  of  these  are  aged  or  infirm,  and 
there  are  large  numbers  of  women  and  children. 
To  these  the  danger  of  personal  injury  in  passing 
such  a  space  devoted  to  the  parking  of  automobiles 
would  be  vastly  increased. 

The  present  arrangement  of  the  easterly  front 
of  the  Courthouse  doubtless  was  designed  in  part 
to  afford  an  appropriate  approach  to  an  important 
public  building.  This  effect  would  be  destroyed 
by  devoting  the  sidewalks  and  grass  plots  to  any 
such  use  as  a  parking  space. 

We  all  feel  obliged  to  say  that  we  cannot  con- 
sent to  such  a  change.

Gentlemen, — The  Park  and  Recreation  Board 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  in  receipt  of  many  re- 
quests to  name  squares  and  parks  in  memory  of 
men  who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  the  late 
war.  The  Board  has  recognized  many  of  these 
appeals  by  naming  squares  and  parks  after  these 
heroes,  but  in  view  of  the  number  of  requests  and 
the  limited  number  of  squares  and  parks,  the  time 
has  come  when  such  requests  cannot  be  met  with 
immediate  compliance,  but  must  be  laid  aside  for 
consideration  from  time  to  time. 

This  Board  yields  to  no  one  in  its  desire  to 
recognize  the  services  of  those  who  gave  up  their 
lives  to  the  cause  of  humanity,  but  fairness  and 
justice  require  that  where  all  cannot  be  com- 
memorated by  parks  and  squares,  future  action 
in  the  matter  of  names  of  parks  and  squares  must 
be  the  result  of  careful  selection. 

Many  of  the  requests  are  to  name  a  particular 
square  or  park;  many  of  our  parks  and  squares 
have  a  historical  name,  or  bear  a  name  associated 
with  a  beneficent  donor  or  one  who  may  have 
rendered  distinguished  service  to  the  city,  and 
consequently  the  number  of  parks  and  squares 
at  our  disposal  to  commemorate  the  dead  of  the 
late  war  is  limited.  Naturally  there  is  a  disin- 
clination on  the  part  of  any  citizen  or  body  of 
citizens  to  oppose  a  request  of  friends  of  one  who 
gave  up  his  life,  but  the  perpetuation  of  the  names 
of  these  heroes,  by  parks  and  squares,  must  be 
made  with  a  view  to  the  future  as  well  as  the 
present.  ' 

This  Board  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  boys 
from  Boston  who  gave  up  their  lives  for  their 
country  deserve  every  consideration  from  us  who 
have  benefited  by  their  sacrifice,  and  from  time 
to  time,  where  under  all  the  circumstances  it 
seems  proper  and  fitting,  we  intend  to  recognize 
their  deeds  by  the  perpetuation  of  their  names, 
but  so  many  requests  have  come  from  the  Council, 
from  individuals,  and  from  petitions,  that  we  are 
writing  this  communication  in  order  that  you 
may  understand  why  all  these  requests  are  not 
given  recognition  at  the  present  time,  and  the 
limitation  of  the  number  of  places  at  our  disposal 
that  can  be  devoted  to  names  in  memory  is  such 
that  our  action  must  be  selective  and  of  mature 
deliberation.

As  the  letter  is  self-explanatory,  I  am  attaching 
a  copy,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order.

Dear  Sir, — Under  date  of  July  9,  1920,  you 
transmitted  to  the  City  Council  a  communication 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  relative 
to  the  conveyance  of  an  easement  to  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  to  locate  certain 
tracks,  etc.,  upon  and  across  a  parcel  of  land  be- 
longing to  the  city  at  the  junction  of  Hyde  Park 
avenue  and  Walk  Hill  street,  and  recommended 
the  passage  of  an  order  granting  such  an  easement 
to  this  company. 

When  the  matter  was  considered  by  the  Council 
a  majority  voted  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  this 
order,  but  since  the  statute  required  a  two-thirds 
vote  in  order  to  authorize  such  action,  the  order 
failed  to  pass. 

The  proposed  extension  is  vitally  necessary  to 
insure  adequate  transportation  in  this  city,  and 
permission  for  this  extension  has  been  granted  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities.  The  easement 
required  by  us  has  been  certified  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  to  be  no  longer  required  for 
public  purposes,  and  the  amount  which  we  have 
agreed  to  pay  therefor,  namely  five  thousand 
(5,000)  dollars,  was  determined  by  the  City  Law 
Department  as  being  a  fair  sum. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  I  respectfully 
request  your  Honor  to  again  lay  this  matter  before 
the  City  Council.  * 

I  inclose  herewith  a  form  of  order  which  is 
identical  with  that  formerly  transmitted  by  you 
to  the  Council,  with  the  exception  that  there  has 
been  inserted  a  statement  of  the  consideration,  for 
the  reason  that  the  law  requires  that  the  City 
Council  specify  the  minimum  amount  to  be  paid 
for  such  conveyance.

Gentlemen, — Some  time  ago  the  Finance  Com- 
mission made  a  report  to  me  recommending  that 
the  City  of  Boston  purchase  electric  current  for 
use  in  City  Hall  and  the  Annex  instead  of  generat- 
ing current  at  the  present  power  station.  I  en- 
gaged the  firm  of  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  to  make 
a  survey  of  the  situation  and  to  recommend  what 
course  should  be  followed.  In  the  course  of  this  in- 
vestigation it  developed  that  accurate  conclusions 
as  to  the  best  policy  to  be  pursued  could  not  be 
reached  until  the  city  installed  a  new  boiler  feed 
water  meter  and  an  additional  steam  flow  meter, 
and  had  the  station  electrical  meters  calibrated. 

Whether  or  not  it  is  determined  to  purchaser 
current  from  the  Edison  Company  as  a  result  of 
the  tests  to  be  made  by  the  engineers  I  have  en- 
gaged, the  installation  of  the  equipment  men- 
tioned, it  is  believed,  will  result  in  a  material 
saving  to  the  city.  The  total  cost  of  the  equip- 
ment will  be  $940,  and  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  has  no  funds  available  for  this 
purpose,  I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order.

Gentlemen — I  am  herewith  returning  without 
my  signature  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  November  8  giving  the  name  of  Thomas  J. 
Connolly  square  to  the  space  at  the  junction  of 
Columbus  avenue,  Tremont,  Station  and  Texas 
streets,  Roxbury. 

I  have  several  times  before  vetoed  a  similar 
order  because  it  was  the  belief  of  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  that  the  application  of  any 
new  name  to  this  general  location  would  amount  to 
a  trespass  on  the  name  William  Pynchon  square. 

On  November  19  the  Street  Laying-Out.  Depart- 
ment rendered  me  a  written  report  on  this  subject, 
a  copy  of  which  I  am  inclosing,  as  it  explains  the 
situation.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  do  not 
feel  that  I  can  sign  the  order  in  question.

Dear  Sir. — Your  inquiry  as  to  what  is  William 
Pynchon  square,  in  the  Roxbury  district,  has  been 
considered.  It  is  impossible  to  say  where  the  line 
should  be  drawn.  The  area  beginning  at  the  abut- 
ment wall  where  the  railroad  passes  over  Tremont 
street  to  the  point  where  Columbus  avenue  and 
Tremont  street  join,  forms  a  rectangle,  which  in 
the  absence  of  a  definite  line  of  demarcation, 
might  fairly  be  considered  as  William  Pynchon 
square. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  record  to  show  what  the 
intention  of  the  City  Council  was  in  respect  to 
distance  when  the  name  "William  Pynchon  square" 
was  given  to  the  rectangle.  The  order  of  naming 
states  merely  "that  the  square  now  known  as 
Boxbury  Crossing  be  known  as  William  Pynchon 
square."  At  that  time,  as  w ell  as  now,  "Roxbury 
Crossing"  was  a  colic  quia!  term  which  was  applied 
to  a  considerable  territory. 

In  view  of  the  uncertainty  which  exists  in  this 
matter  may  I  suggest  that  the  purpose  of  the 
friends  of  the  late  Thomas  J.  Connolly  may  be 
served  by  naming  the  space  at  the  junction  of 
Roxbury,  Linwood  and  Gardner  streets  "Thomas 


J.  Connolly  square."     It  is  almost  as  near  to  the 
Roxbury  crossing  of  the  railroad  as  is  the  space 
indicated  in  the  recent  order  of  the  City  Council.

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Wednesday,  December  1,  1920. 
Meeting  of  the  City  Council  in  Minot  Hall, 
Forest  Hills,  at  8  p.  m.,  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
a  hearing  on  the  question  of  conveying  to  the  Bos1 
ton  Elevated  Railway  Company  an  easement  to 
locate,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  an  elevated 
railway  (but  not  including  the  location  of  the  sup- 
porting columns  therefor),  together  with  the  right 
to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  surface  ear 
tracks,  sewer  and  drain  connections  and  retaining 
walls  in,  upon  and  across  a  parcel  of  land  at  the 
junction  of  Hyde  Park  avenue  and  Walk  Hill  street, 
with  necessary  reservations  to  the  grantor  (the 
City  of  Boston)  in  connection  therewith. 

President  MORIARTY  presided.  Absent, 
Councilors  Lane  and  Watson.  Assistant  City 
City  Clerk  W.  J.  Doyle  was  present  as  clerk.  Trus- 
tee John  F.  Stevens,  Counsel  H.  Ware  Barnum, 
Esq.,  and  General  Manager  Edward  Dana  repre- 
sented the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company. 

The  papers  in  the  matter  were  read,  after  which 
President  MORIARTY  announced  that  the  Coun- 
cil was  ready  to  hear  those  appearing,  the  objectors 
to  go  forward  first  as  is  the  custom  in  hearings  by 
the  City  Council. 

The  following  speakers  opposed  the  proposed 
granting  of  the  easement  to  the  road  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  as  residents  about  Forest  Hills  or  repre- 
senting property  to  be  affected: 

Patrick  J.  Brady,  3694  Washington  street; 
Robert  M.  Morton,  1  Hyde  Park  avenue;  Patrick 
W.  Lydon,  64  Hyde  Park  avenue;  Augustus  T. 
Donovan,  101  Hyde  Park  avenue;  Louis  A.  White, 
28  Wenham  street;  John  H.  Logan;  John  B.  Archi- 
bald, 89  Wenham  street;  James  E.  Kelley,  3585 
Washington  street;  William  F.  Donnelly,  62  Wen- 
ham street;  John  B.  McGinty,  93  Wenham  street, 
and  George  Cherry. 

The  grounds  of  objection  were  that  the  proposed 
plan  would  be  an  injury  to  property  owners  and 
residents  of  the  district;  that  it  would  mean  the 
wiping  out  of  a  number  of  houses  occupied  by  poor 
people,  which  certainly  at  this  time,  with  the 
great  shortage  of  housing  facilities,  was  decidedly 
undesirable;  and  it  was  also  feared  that  the  repair 
shop  contemplated  would  result  in  a  grest  deal  of 
noise,  which  would  be  a  menace  to  the  neighbor- 
hood from  a  residential  standpoint. 

Messrs.  Stevens,  Barnum  and  Dana,  represent- 
ing the  road,  stated  that  operating  conditions  had 
become  so  bad  at  Forest  Hills,  because  of  lack  of 
room  to  provide  proper  facilities  for  handling  the 
cars,  for  storage  and  for  inspection,  that  it  had 
been  decided,  in  the  interest  of  the  traveling  pub- 
lic, that  something  should  be  done.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  enlarge  the  tracking  space,  so  that  trains 
can  be  shifted  and  handled  more  readily,  and  to 
have  an  inspection  shop,  in  which  small  defects  can 
readily  be  taken  care  of.  It  is  not  proposed  to  do 
heavy  repair  work  at  Forest  Hills,  plans  already 
having  been  made  to  handle  such  work  at  a  general 
repair  shop  in  Everett,  for  which  thirty-five  acres 
of  land  have  already  been  procured.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  carry  out  the  work  in  such  a  way  that  it 
will  not  interfere  with  or  be  a  menace  to  those 
living  in  the  neighborhood.  Walls,  etc.,  will  be 
erected,  so  as  to  minimize  noise.  The  road 
regretted  the  fact  that  the  plans  would  mean  the 
removal  of  certain  houses  at  this  time  of  shortage 


in  housing  facilities,  but  felt  that  a  ceitain  amount 
of  inconvenience  and  injury  to  a  few  people  could 
not  be  avoided  in  attempting  to  carry  out  im- 
portant improvements  which  would  be  in  the 
interest  of  a  large  part  of  the  traveling  public. 

The  granting  of  the  easement  by  the  city  to  the 
road  was  favored  by  John  A.  McCaig,  48  Oriole 
street;  Francis  A.  Morse,  55  Hastings  street; 
Arthur  W.  Joslin,  134  Stratford  street;  Robert  T. 
Fowler,  143  Mt.  Vernon  street;  John  Hamilton. 
140  Bellevue  street,  and  John  T.  Hosford,  6  Boxford 
terrace. 

The  grounds  stated  for  favoring  the  granting 
of  the  easement  were  that  it  would  result  in 
improved  transportation  facilities  in  connection 
with  the  Forest  Hills  terminal.  At  the  present 
time  trains  are  frequently  delayed,  because  there 
is  limited  track  space  for  shifting  and  moving  them 
away  from  and  into  the  platform,  with  the  result 
that  people  have  to  stand  for  some  time  on  the 
platform,  frequently  under  unpleasant  weather 
conditions;  that  the  proposed  inspection  shop  will 
allow  minor  repairs  and  immediate  attention  to 
such  defects  as  flat  wheels,  etc.,  facilitating  quick 
and  comfortable  transportation;  and  that  the  road 
should  have  more  adequate  storage  facilities  for 
cars  and  trains  at  Forest  Hills,  in  addition  to  better 
facilities  for  co-ordinating  the  elevated  and  surface 
traffic. 

John  J.  Reidy,  11  Rawston  road,  a  member  of  the 
Roslindale  Citizens  Association,  did  not  feel  that 
the  road  should  have  the  right  to  maintain  anything 
in  the  way  of  a  repair  shop  at  Forest  Hills,  but 
thought  additional  space  for  storage  of  trains  and 
cars  was  needed. 

Mr.  Cherry  suggested  a  plan,  which  has  already 
been  considered  in  the  past,  for  making  an  exten- 
sion across  the  New  Haven  road  as  far  as  the 
cemetery,  thus  avoiding  much  of  the  local  trouble 
now  caused  in  the  neighborhood  of  Forest  Hills, 
which  would  be  greatly  increased  by  the  proposed 
plan.  Arthur  K.  Spaulding,  4390  Washington 
street,  Roslindale,  was  inclined  to  think  that 
Mr.  Cherry's  proposition  should  be  seriously  con- 
sidered; but  he  did  feel,  balancing  the  considera- 
tions in  favor  of  granting  the  easment  against  the 
objections,  that  the  interests  of  a  large  section  of 
the  riding  public  should  outweigh  possible  injury 
to  a  small  number.  He  felt,  however,  that  the 
interests  of  that  small  number  should  be  fully 
taken  into  account. 

Henry  J.  Barry,  representing  the  Metropolitan 
Hills  Citizens  Association,  also  felt  that  it  was  a 
question  of  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number, 
although  seriously  deploring  the  injury  to  certain 
people.  He  stated,  however,  that,  while  that  was 
the  feeling  generally  of  the  association,  they  had 
not  committed  themselves  absolutely  as  a  body  in 
favor  of  granting  the  easement. 

Andrew  Marshall,  397  South  street,  Forest  Hills, 
felt  that  the  plan  suggested  by  Mr.  Cherry  would 
simply  mean  exchanging  one  set  of  objectors  for 
another,  that  the  noise  and  reverberation  would 
be  a  great  nuisance  to  himself  and  others  in  the 
new  district  to  be  affected  by  such  a  plan. 

Mr.  Hamilton  also  thought  that  there  would  be 
more  noise  and  annoyance  to  the  people  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  present  Forest  Hills  structure 
by  the  trains  moving  by  them  at  high  speed,  under 
such  a  proposed  plan,  than  there  is  now,  when 
trains  slow  up  or  start  up  from  the  station. 

Mr.  Hosford  also  felt  that  the  plan  proposed  by 
Mr.  Cherry  would  have  very  serious  drawbacks, 
and  that  the  plan  now  under  consideration  by  the 
trustees  is,  on  the  whole,  much  better. 

A  standing  vote  asked  tor  by  President  Moriarty, 
of  those  in  favor  of  and  opposad  to  the  granting 
of  the  proposed  easement,  showed  a  considerable 
number  on  each  side.  No  one  else  desiring  to  be 
heard,  the  hearing  was  closed  at  10.32  p.  m. 
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Monday,  December  6,  1920. 
Regular  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  held  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  two  o'clock  p.  m., 
President  MORIARTY  in  the  chair  and  all  the 
members  present.

SALARIES  OF  POLICE  MATRONS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Police  Department,  November  29,  1920. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  respectfully  ask  your  concurrence 
in  establishing  the  following  salaries  of  police 
matrons  in  this  department. 

I  respectfully  ask  that  you  concur  in  raising  the 
present  compensation  of  the  chief  matron,  assistant 
chief  matron,  and  three  matrons,  all  attached  to 
the  House  of  Detention,  one  hundred  dollars  ($100) 
per  year  each,  which  will  make  the  salaries  as 
follows: 

Chief  matron,  $1,600  per  year;  assistant  chief 
matron,  $1,400  per  year;  three  matrons,  $1,200 
per  year  each. 

I  respectfully  ask  your  concurrence  in  paying 
in  the  future  to  the  matron  now  attached  to  Station 
14  and  who  is  now  paid  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars 
($3)  per  call,  a  yearly  compensation  of  $250.  I 
find  that  such  compensation  is  paid  to  the  matron 
attached  to  Station  7,  whose  calls  average  less 
than  those  of  the  matron  attached  to  Station  14. 

I  respectfully  ask  your  concurrence  in  reducing 
the  pay  of  the  matron  attached  to  Station  6  from 
$620  per  year  to  $350  per  year,  for  the  reason 
that  she  averages  only  about  forty  calls  per  year 
and  the  present  compensation  of  $620  appears 
to  be  out  of  proportion  to  that  paid  to  other  police 
matrons  performing  similar  service. 

The  foregoing  increases  and  decrease  to  take 
effect  simultaneously  and  as  an  entire  scheme 
February  1,  1921.

AWARD  OF  CITY  CONTRACTS. 
Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Twenty. 
An  Ordinance. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
No  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  shall  make  a 
contract  with  or  award  a  contract  to  any  person 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  every 
such  officer  in  calling  for  bids  on  any  contract  shall 
insert  a  clause  specifying  that  bids  from  noncitizens 
will  not  be  considered. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  there  has 
been  considerable  publicity  in  the  papers  of 
late  concerning  the  lack  of  bidders  on  city  work. 
There  has  been-  a  great  deal  of  talk  among  worthy 
citizens  of  Boston  in  the  contracting  business 
about  their  lack  of  ability  to  compete  with  a 
certain  class  of  bidders  on  city  work,  more  par- 
ticularly in  the  Public  Works  Department.  I 
have  inquired  and  secured  data  relative  to  con- 
tracts awarded  by  the  several  city  departments 
in  the  past  six  or  seven  years,  and  was  surprised 
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to  find  that  in  a  great  many  cases  noncitizens 
of  the  United  States  were  awarded  contracts 
in  the  several  departments  because  of  being  the 
lowest  bidders  against  citizens  of  the  United 
States  who  perhaps  bid  a  trifle  higher  than  those 
who  secured  the  contract.  I  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  was  high  time  that  the  City  of 
Boston,  at  least,  should^  show  its  friendship  for 
and  desire  to  help  our  citizens  by  seeing  that  they 
secured  the  contracts  in  city  departments  as 
against  noncitizens.  I  found  one  particular 
case  where  a  noneitizen,  an  alien,  had  received 
contracts  from  the  City  of  Boston  to.  the  extent 
of  nearly  $600,000  in  less  than  four  years,  as 
against  other  bidders  who  were  citizens  who 
perhaps  bid  a  trifle  higher.  And  for  that  reason 
I  have  introduced  this  ordinance.  The  city  now 
protects  citizens  in  the  matter  of  employment  by 
by  the  city,  it  being  provided  that  none  but 
citizens  of  the  United  States  shall  be  given  em- 
ployment by  the  city.  If  such  a  provision  is 
fair  in  that  case  it  is  fair  in  the  case  of  contracts. 
I  might  go  on  and  enumerate  many  other  cases, 
amounting  to  a  considerable  sum  of  money, 
where  noncitizens  of  the  United  States — not  of 
Boston,  but  of  the  United  States — have  secured 
contracts.  I  might  read  off  a  great  many  names, 
if  I  desired,  but  I  don't  desire  at  this  time  to 
make  public  the  names  of  individuals,  because  it 
might  be  thought  that  my  opposition  was  being 
directed  at  a  particular  class.  But  if  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  United  States  of  America 
are  good  enough  to  receive  contracts  from  and 
the  money  resulting  from  the  performance  of 
those  contracts,  they  certainly  are  good  enough 
to  become  citizens  of.  There  is  a  class  in  our 
community  that  is  making  no  effort  to  become 
citizens.  Some  may  raise  the  question  that  the 
shortness  of  time  they  are  here  prohibits  their 
being  citizens,  but  many  of  them  have  not  even 
started  the  first  movement  to  become  citizens, 
have  not  filed  their  first  papers  or  announced 
their  intention.  It  is  common  talk  that  many 
of  them  are  aceummulating  large  sums  of  money 
to  get  back  to  their  home  countries  and  take  back 
with  them  to  their  home  countries  American  dol- 
lars that  belong  to  American  citizens.  I  am  not 
bigoted  concerning  race,  religion  or  color,  but 
I  am  a  little  mite  prejudiced  in  favor  of  doing 
unto  our  own  citizens  what  other  countries  do 
unto  their  own  citizens.  I  might  go  into  this 
matter  more  in  detail,  but  I  think  I  have  said 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  introduction  of  the  order 
at  least.  I  hope  it  will  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  that  there  will  be  a  speedy 
report  upon  it. 

The  ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances.

CONDITIONS   AT   COURTHOUSE. 
The  following  was  received: 

Court  House,  Pemberton  Square, 
Boston,  December  8,  1920.

the  County  Commissioners  of  Suffolk  County, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Boston, 
the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court, 
the  Police  Commissioner  and  Fire  Commissioner 

of  the  City  of  Boston: 
Gentlemen, — With  the  granting  of  full  citizen- 
ship to  women,  we  will  soon  be  confronted  with 
the  problem  of  their  right  and  duty  to  serve  as 
jurors.  This  will  mean  an  extensive  and  expensive 
alteration  of  the  court  house  in  order  to  furnish 
them  with  adequate  waiting  rooms  and  toilet 
accommodations. 

The  present  conditions  in  the  court  house  are 
unspeakable,  particularly  on  the  first  and  second 
floors  of  the  north  wing,  where  criminal  courts 
are  held.  Forced  to  attend  by  summons  or  to 
protect  personal  interests,  scores  of  people,  men 
women,  children,  meddlers  and  fixers  are  huddled 
together  outside  the  Municipal  and  Superior 
Courts  for  criminal  business  in  corridors  having 
no  ventilation,  poor  lighting,  a  few  wooden  benches 
for  the  early  comers,  inadequate  toilet  facilities, 
no  means  to  wash,  and  poor  means  of  securing 
drinking  water.  No  improvement  in  a  hundred 
years!  Conditions  are  probably  worse  owing  to 
the  increase  in  numbers  dailyi  attending. 

There  should  be  a  large  waiting  room  for  male 
witnesses  in  civil  cases  and  another  for  those  in 
criminal  cases;  the  same  for  women  and  children. 
The  latter  should  have  one  or  two  matrons  in 
charge  to  care  for  the  children.  There  should  be 
.  facilities  for  cheeking  in  safety  outer  garments 
and  bundles.  When  a  case  is  called  or  about 
to  be  called,  court  officers  could  go  to  the  rooms, 
announce  the  case,  call  the  witnesses  and  escort 
them  to  the  trial  court. 

The  department  stores  give  some  such  accom- 
modation to  women  and  children.  The  hotels 
offer  the  public  infinitely  better  toilet  facilities 
free  of  charge,  as  do  many  of  the  cheap  lunch  rooms. 
Will  Boston  deny  common  decencies  to  those  com- 
pelled to  attend  the  courts? 

There  might  well  be  also  a  waiting  room  for 
l:>  <  i  i  near  as  possible  to  the  law  library, where 
those  waiting  for  cases  could  spend  their  time  to 
some  advantage,  or,  at  least,  with  some  comfort. 
All  of  the  waiting  rooms  would,  of  course,  be  con- 
nected by  telephone  with  the  various  court  rooms. 
To  provide  for  femalo  jurors  and  to  secure  For 
waiting  witnesses  some  measure  of  comfort  and 
to  take  advantage'  of  the  upset  surely  to  be  met 
with  in  mal  ing  pre  ii  ton  for  female  jurors,  f  am 
led  to  mal  e  the  following  suggestion. 
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For  some  time  the  citizens  have  witnessed  the 
frequent  refusal  of  the  City  Council  to  adopt  a 
new  site  for  Police  Station  2,  as  recommended  by 
the  Police  Commissioner.  I  believe  it  is  true  that 
the  number  and  location  of  police  stations  have 
remained  practically  unchanged  for  fifty  years. 
The  present  police  stations  have  seen  populations 
change  in  character  and  then  in  some  cases  entirely 
disappear  to  make  way  for  business. 

The  telephone,  police  signal,  private  night 
watch  and  signal  service,  automobile  police  patrol 
wagons — all  these  things  and  others  have  changed 
conditions  in  both  police  and  fire  service. 

Wherefore,  I  suggest  that  the  Legislature  be 
petitioned  to  give  the  city  the  right  to  take  by 
eminent  domain  and  to  finance  a  site  and  building 
adequate  for  the  accommodation  of  Police  Head- 
quarters, Police  Stations  2  and  3,  and  the  Munici- 
pal Court  for  criminal  business. 

The  new  building  might  include  also  the  Munic- 
ipal Court  for  civil  business,  the  Probate  Court, 
or  the  Superior  Court  for  criminal  business,  Dis- 
trict Attorney's  office  and  grand  jury  rooms. 
With  the  courts  would,  of  course,  go  the  probation 
departments  and  clerks'  offices.  I  mention  the 
Probate  Court  because  it  has  always  seemed  to 
me  that  the  room  where  the  women  are  employed 
is  absolutely  improper  and  unhealthful,  situated 
as  it  is  in  the  basement  of  the  court  house. 

With  the  removal  of  all  or  most  of  the  above- 
named  departments  from  the  court  house,  room 
would  thus  be  provided  for  the  needs  mentioned. 
I  have  included  the  Fire  Commissioner  with  the 
others  addressed  because  it  seemed  to  me  that  the 
site  of  the  old  Revere  House  would  be  an  admirable 
location,  and  if  chosen  it  should  include  the  engine 
house  in  its  rear  on  Bulfinch  street  and  provide  for 
new  adequate  quarters  covering  the  present  site 
but  connected  with  the  new  building  and  perhaps 
available  also  for  other  uses  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, headquarters,  etc.,  as  well  as  for  some  of  the 
purposes  above  mentioned. 

Another  fine  site  would  be  the  corner  of  Beacon 
and  Somerset  streets,  which  might  be  connected 
by  tunnel  with  the  present  court  house. 

In  any  event,  such  a  building  should  ha\'e  the 
greatest  available  light  and  air  possibilities. 

The  extension  of  the  court  house  down  to  Howard 
street  might  also  be  considered;  or  its  extension 
along  Pemberton  square  to  Barristers  Hall,  in- 
cluding the  present  Police  Headquarters;  or  its 
extension  by  arching  over  Pemberton  square  and 
taking  in  the  buildings  from  Houghton-Dutton's 
on  Somerset  street  down  Pemberton  square  to 
their  building  there. 

It  would  be  worth  considering,  if  possible, 
Boston's  eyesore,  the  Siegel  building,  a  part  of 
which  might  be  taken  for  the  purposes  above  de- 
scribed in  the  hope  that  it  would  bring  some  life 
and  activity  to  this  forlorn  portion  in  the  very 
heart  of  the  city. 

The  sale  of  Stations  2  and  3,  the  saving  of  rental 
now  paid  for  Police  Headquarters  would  help  some 
in  the  financing  of  the  proposition. 

They  say  Boston  is  going  backward!  Never; 
but  it  must  not  be  permitted  to  remain  at  a  stand- 
still in  civic  improvements,  and  my  unbounded 
confidence  in  the  people  of  the  city  leads  me  to 
belJeve  that  they  are  not  miserly  and  will  readily 
support  any  proposition  honestly  based  on  com- 
mon decency  and  improved  public  service.

PLAN  FOR  COURTHOUSE,  ETC. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  the 
President  of  the  City  Council  appoint  a  special 
conimittee  of  five  members  with  instructions  to 
said  committee  to  study  the  suggestions  as  ad- 
vanced by  Hon.  Joseph  C.  Pelletier,  District 
Attorney  of  Suffolk  County,  relative  to  the  com- 
prehensive plan  for  a  courthouse  and  police 
station,  and  likewise  to  interview  police  officials 
and  business  men,  and  report  back  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  as  to  their  conclusions  regarding 
the  District  Attorney's  suffirestions. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  "President,  the  subject- 
matter  that  is  to  be  considered  by  this  special 
committee  when  appointed  is  one  that  has  been 
agitating  the  minds  of  the  city  government  here 
for  a  period  of  a  dozen  or  more  years.  It  has  a 
direct  bearing  upon  Station  2  and  the  controversy 
now  existing  between  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council.  Evidently  we  are'  not  getting  anywhere 
as  the  Mayor  and  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  are  at  loggerheads  on  that 
question.  The  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk 
County,  through'  the  public  press,  has  offered 
various  suggestions  lamenting  and  condemning 
the  conditions  existing  at  the  courthouse  and 
claiming  that  conditions  are  so  deplorable  that 
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changes,  radical  changes  in  fact,  should  be  made 
in  that  direction,  and  suitable  arrangements  made 
there  or  somewhere  to  provide  for  the  proper 
functioning  of  the  various  courts  of  the  county, 
I  think  it  proper  that  suggestions  from  a  man  as 
important  in  our  community  as  the  District 
Attorney  should  receive  some  passing  considera- 
tion; that  we  should  at  least  go  through  the 
formality  of  making  an  intelligent  study  of  the 
situation.  The  police  station  site  as  selected  by 
the  Mayor  will  not  be  approved  by  the.  Cits- 
Council,  the  majority  members  of  the  City  Council 
who  are  opposed  to  that  site  standing  within  their 
rights  in  my  judgment  and  voting  in  accordance 
with  their  convictions  in  the  matter:  and  it  might 
be  said  even,  on  that  subject,  that  evidently  there 
is  no  popular  demand  noted  from  the  public  in 
support  of  the  conclusions  advanced  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  Police  Commissioner.  During  this  period 
of  controversy  and  while  conditions  remain  as 
they  are,  the  deplorable  conditions  of  Station  2 
must  and  will  continue.  There  is  not  a  man  in  the 
city  government  who  does  not  know  now  and  has 
not  known  for  a  period  of  years  that  the  conditions 
in  old  Station  2  are  a  disgrace  to  the  city,  and 
while  such  conditions  exist  every  effort  should  be 
made  on  the  part  of  each  and  every  one  of  us  to  do 
something  of  a  really  constructive  nature  to  try 
to  prevent  a  continuance  of  such  conditions  and 
to  give  to  the  Police  Department  such  improved 
surroundings  as  they  have  been  demanding.  Bos- 
ton has  acted  in  this  matter,  as  in  all  matters  of  the 
sort,  in  a  piecemeal  manner.  Our  subways,  for 
example,  were  built  without  any  general  compre- 
hensive plan,  and  they  cost  a  great  deal  more  money 
than  they  should  have  because  of  the  lack  of  study 
in  the  early  period  of  subway  building.  Our  police 
System  is  in  practically  the  same  condition  that  it 
was  forty-odd  years  ago — taking  Police  Station  1 
on  Hanover  street,  for  instance,  which  I  can  remem- 
ber as  a  boy.  No  improvements  or  changes  have 
been  made.  We  all  know  the  condition  of  the 
Joy  street  and  La  Grange  street  stations  and  the 
other  old  Boston  police  stations — that  they  are 
not  modern  in  their  arrangements  and  are  un- 
sanitary to  a  great  degree.  There  has  been 
continual  complaint  by  the  Police  Department, 
and  there  is  no  question  of  doubt  in  my  mind 
but  that  the  old  Police  Department  had  good, 
justifiable,  honest  reasons  for  complaining  of  the 
way  the  City  of  Boston  compelled  them  to  live 
while  discharging  their  duties  as  policemen.  This 
Council  has  been  criticised,  whether  correctly  or 
not,  by  certain  elements  in  the  community  for  not 
doing  constructive  work.  Here  is  an  opportunity 
to  deny  that  charge,  to  accomplish  something,  to 
present  something  to  the  Mayor  and  eitv  govern- 
ment that  is  thoroughly  constructive  in  its  nature, 
involving  a  studv  of  the  entire  situation,  including 
the  police  district  lines.  The  police  districts  as 
they  arc  today  have  been  in  existence  over  forty 
years.  In  that  time  Boston  has  made  no  police 
progress.  It  seems  to  me  other  police  lines,  based 
on  the  changing  population  of  the  city,  would  be  in 
order  at  the  present  time.  Now  that  the  sug- 
gestion has  been  made  by  the  District  Attorney 
that  the  courthouse  has  outgrown  its  present 
opportunities  to  function  properly  and  that  there 
will  be  in  the  near  future  another  building  required 
it  seems  to  me  there  might  well  be  a  study  of  the 
whole  problem,  with  a  view  to  action  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.  The  object  of  this  order  is  to 
have  a  special  committee  of  the  City  Council  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  to  make  a  complete  study 
of  the  entire  situation  as  regards  police  station  con- 
ditions and  locations  and  improvements  that  are 
necessary,  consulting  with  competent  authorities, 
business  men,  police  officialsand  others,  getting  their 
information  anywhere  and  everywhere  they  can, 
so  as  to  bring  back  to  this  body  the  results  of  a 
clear,  comprehensive,  intelligent  study  of  the 
entire  situation,  and  letting  it  be  no  longer  said 
that  this  Council  is  doing  nothing  constructive 
in  its  nature. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Sir, — Last  summer  your  Honor  recommended 
to  the  City  Council  an  appropriation  of  .¥9,000  so 
that  the  Finance  Commission  might  make  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  existing  pension  systems 
in  Boston.     The  City  Council  rejected  the  order. 

A  recess  committee  of  the  Legislature  has

MEDICAL   SERVICE,    MUNICIPAL   COURT.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  trust  I  may  be  pardoned  the 
liberty  I  am  taking  in  urging,  with  the  full  con- 
currence of  the  other  justices  of  this  court,  that 
reconsideration  be  had  upon  acceptance  of  chapter 
508  of  the  Acts  of  1920,  concerning  medical  service 
in  this  court.  Time  for  such  acceptance  expires 
on  December  31.  The  act  is  purely  permissive, 
and  does  not  commit  to  present  expenditure. 

I  cannot  help  feeling  that  failure  of  acceptance 
hitherto  must  have  been  due  to  my  failure  to  make 
adequate  presentation  of  the  nature  and  needs  of 
this  work.  It  was  begun  here  and  is  spreading  all 
over  the  country.  It  would  be  most  regrettable  if 
Boston  should  lapse  into  provincialism  in  this 
matter.  The  work  is  one  of  the  few  lines  of  effort 
which  hold  some  promise  of  checking  in  part  the 
stream  which  in  constant  recurrence  clogs  our 
courts,  and  adds  to  our  tax  rates.  That  the  work 
in  the  past  has  not  realized  a  maximum  of  success, 
that  its  methods  may  be  improved,  is  beside  the 
point.  It  is  confessedly  experimental  work,  and 
the  field  is  new. 

It  is  the  deliberate  conviction  of  the  justices  of 
this  court,  whose  nearness  to  this  work  enables 
them  to  speak  with  some  degree  of  familiarity 
and  confidence,  that  the  opportunity  for  its 
expansion  and  improvement  which  this  act  affords 
should  not  be  lost.

INDUSTRIAL  AND  COMMERCIAL  DEVEL- 
OPMENT,  BOSTON. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  establish  a  board  or  commission  to 
further  the  industrial  and  commercial  develop- 
ment of  Boston,  said  board  to  consist  of  a  repre- 
sentative from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange,  and  such  other 
important  commercial  or  industrial  organizations 
as  the  Mayor  may  select,  and  to  be  authorized  to 
expend  annually  an  appropriation  by  the  city  of 
at  least  $100,000  and  a  like  amount  to  be  raised 
by  the  organizations  interested:  it  being  the  in- 
tention of  this  order  to  initiate  the  creation  of  a 
more  or  less  permanent  board  to  continue  at  least 
ten  years. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN— Mr  President,  re- 
ferring to  the  order  relative  to  City  Planning 
investigations,  I  am  simply  offeiing  that  order  in 
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older  to  obtain  certain  detailed  information  that 
may  have  a  bearing  on  the  further  consideration 
of  matters  that  may  come  before  us.  My  only 
object  in  offering  the?e  orders  is  to  arouse  certain 
interests  to  a  realization  of  the  work  confronting 
them,  work  in  which  they  should  show  an  interest, 
and  also  to  see  whether  or  not  it  is  true  that  the 
enthusiasm  of  Boston  in  connection  with  its 
industrial  and  commercial  development  is  at  a 
very  low  ebb,  which  I  am  not,  /or  one,  willing  to 
say  is  so.  I  realize  also  that  in  matters  of  this 
kind  one  has  to  be  very  careful  how  he  is  quoted, 
and  so  I  have  dictated  and  will  read  what  I  shall 
have  to  say  here,  with  the  purpose  of  assisting 
the  Press  and  also  so  that  the  record,  so  far  as  my 
speech  today  is  concerned,  may  be  clear,  that  I 
may  not  in  the  future  be  incorrectly  quoted. 
Upon  the  thiid  order  read  by  the  Clerk  I  would 
say:. 

In  submitting  this  order  to  you  for  your  con- 
sideration and,   I   hope,   acceptance,   I   am  actu- 
ated by  the  single  desire  of  seeing  Boston  take 
its   rightful   place   among   the  great   cities   of   the 
United  States.     Too  long  are  we  resting  quiescent 
in  the  lengthening  shadows  of  lethargy,  of  pessi- 
mism, of  complaint,  and  even  of  discouragement. 
Much  of  this  may  have  been  justified  during  the 
dark  days  of  war,  and  strife  and  bloodshed;  some 
was  even  justifiable  in  the  light  of  the  unsettled 
conditions    which    unavoidably    accompanied    the 
transition   of  the  world   from   a   war   to   a  peace 
basis;  but  now,  with  war  and  unrest  having  passed 
on  to  their  proper  places  in  history's  pages,  the 
feelings  uppermost  in  our  minds  and  hearts  today, 
at  the  beginning  of  a  new  year,  as  citizens  of  the 
United    States,    of    Massachusetts,    and    particu- 
larly of  Boston,  should  be  those  of  optimism,  of 
confidence,  of  courage,  of  high  hopes  and  of  pride. 
We  are,  of  course,  interested  in  the  big  issues  of 
our  national  government;  we  have  sent  some  of 
our  best  men  to  represent  our  interests  in  Wash- 
ington.    We    are    also    interested    in    the    affairs 
on  Beacon  Hill,  the  proximity  of  which  enables 
us  to  keep  closely  in  touch  with  state  legislation; 
but   our  particular  job  is   Boston,  around  which 
our    best    efforts    should    center.     Boston    today 
stands  high  among  the  cities  of  the  world  in  many 
of  the  things  that  make  for  human  enlightenment 
and  human  betterment.     It  has  an  international 
reputation  in  which  it  may  take  a  just  pride;  but 
there   are  many   opportunities   for   improvements 
and  development  in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs, — 
and  in  saying  this  I  have  in  mind  no  picayunish 
criticism  but  am,  rather,  looking  at  it  as  a  broad, 
constructive,  comprehensive  proposition, — in  order 
that  it  may  be  a  still  better  place  in  which  to  live, 
and  may  continue  to  an  even  greater  degree  as 
an  instrument  in  the  growth  of  a  higher,  a  broader 
and    a    more    prosperous    civilization.     Boston's 
chief  asset  today  should  be  its  port  facilities,  or 
perhaps  I  should  say  possibilities,  since  some  of 
its  potential  features  are  still  undeveloped,  but 
the  fact  remains  that  our  advantages  as  a  port 
are  little  known  and  less  utilized.     We  are  nearer 
Europe  than  any  great  American  port,  yet  the 
United  States  Shipping  Board  estimated,  on  the 
basis  of  tonnage's  that  the  Port  of  Boston  stood 
tenth  in  the  country.     The  impression  thus  con- 
veyed has  gained  many  adherents  while  the  fact 
remains,  according  to  the  United  States  Treasury 
Department's  ranking  of  ports,   that  Boston  is 
second  only  to  New  York  in  imports  and  third, 
after  New  Orleans,  in  the  total  valuation  of  goods 
received  and  shipped.     But  it  is  also  a  fact  that 
Boston  is  not  progressing  as  rapidly  as  it  should. 
This  is  due,  not  to  discrimination  on  the  part  of 
any    outside   agency,    or    to    any   inadequacy    of 
opportunity,   but    to    the   indifference   of   Boston 
itself  to  the  welfare  of  its  shipping  interests.     Too 
many  of  our  business  men  seem  to  know  no  sea- 
port  other   than    New   York,   yet   railroads   con- 
verging at  Boston  give  every  opportunity  of  de- 
livering goods  for  ocean  shipment,   through  this 
port,    with    a   shorter   and   less    costly   rail   haul. 
Boston  has  an  excellent  terminal  and  dock  equip- 
ment far  from  wholly  used.     That  it  is  not  more 
extensively  utilized — that  there  is   so   much  idle 
pier   space   along   our   waterfront — is    to    visitors 
from  other  cities  a  cause  of  never  ceasing  wonder. 
The  United  States  Government  has  already  con- 
tributed  approximately  35100,000,000   to   the  de- 
velopment of    Boston's   waterfront  facilities,  and 
further   appropriations   are  pending.     The   Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  has  also  contributed 
largely  to  port  improvement.     It  is  fitting,  there- 
fore, that  Boston — the  direct  beneficiary  of  these 


large  investments — should   show  its   appreciation 
by   co-operating,    not   only   financially   and   com- 
mercially, but  also  by  recognizing  itself,  and  by 
making  known  to  all  the  outside  world,  the  really 
wonderful  advantages  which  are  hers  by  natural 
inheritance.     A    committee   such    as    I    suggest, 
therefore,  and  financed  as  I  have  indicated,  would 
be  in  a  position  to  stimulate  foreign  trade,  to  con- 
sider   all    matters   affecting    maritime   interests, 
including    legislation     and    the    assembling    and 
distribution  of  marine  information,  and  to  study 
and    promote    all    movements    directed    toward 
harbor  and  port  development.     For  several  years 
the  diminishing  industrial  power  of  the  City  of 
Boston  has  been  the  cause  of  a  great  deal  of  com- 
ment, but  here  again  it  is  a  case  of  lack  of  utili- 
zation   through    absence    of    appreciation.     With 
the  advantages  of  Boston  as  an  industrial  center 
properly     understood,     manufacturing     concerns 
could  be  not  only  readily  induced,  but  they  would 
.    be  actually  eager  to  locate  m  a  city  where  shipping 
facilities,  both  by  land  and  water,  are  unsurpassed, 
.  where   climatic    conditions    are   favorable,    where 
there  is  ample  opportunity  for  attractive  housing 
developments  that  will  keep  pace  with  industrial 
expansion,  and  where  every  social  amenity  exists 
and  is  encouraged.     While  a  better  understanding 
and  utilization  of  Boston's  port  advantages,  and 
the  securing  of  new  industries,  are  no  doubt  the 
first  essentials  in  a  campaign  to  restore  to  Boston 
some  of  its  lost  commercial  and  industrial  eminence, 
there  are  others  of  a  supplementary  nature  which 
are    important    and     must    not    be    overlooked. 
Briefly,   these   have   to   do,  among   other  things, 
with  the  extension  of  the  retail  trade  business, 
the  development  of  Boston  as  a  convention  city, 
and   the   erection   of   further   modern,    attractive 
hotels.     There  should  be  a  carefully  thought  out 
municipal   advertising   campaign,    extending   over 
a  period  of  time  sufficient  to  arouse  interest,  en- 
thusiasm   and    actual    results.     This    might    be 
accomplished   through   the   medium   of   the  local 
Press,  trade  papers,  technical  publications,  maga- 
zines, booklets,  and  a  variety  of  printed  matter. 
This  presupposes  the  services  of  a  trained  pub- 
licity expert,  who  might  well  be  intrusted  with 
the  executive  work  of  the  entire  campaign.     And 
I  would  say  here  that  a  campaign  should  be  un- 
dertaken  as   something   more   than    a   spasmodic 
venture;  it  should  be  launched  upon  the  firmest 
possible    foundation,    and    designed    to    continue 
for  at  least  a  decade  of  years.     This  makes  possi- 
ble a  proper  follow-up  system  which  is  essential 
to   the  success   of   any  undertaking.     In  making 
this  suggestion  I  do  not  lay  claim  to  originality. 
The  science  of   advertising  is   as   old   as   history 
itself,   and   from   time  to   time   there   have  been 
committees  formed,  and  sporadic  attempts  made, 
all  meeting  with  a  certain  measure  of  success  for 
the  time  being,  to  secure  for  Boston  the  recog- 
nition  which    it   rightfully    merits.     Neither   are 
the   arguments    I    am    advancing    either    new    or 
original.     But    I    do    maintain,    without    fear    of 
contradiction,  that  they  are  true,  and  that  Boston 
does  not  deserve  the  commercial,  industrial  and 
even  social  depression  which  has  been  visited  upon 
her.     We  know  that  we  are  particularly  fortunate 
in  our  park  and  playground  system,  that  Boston 
alone  among  the  larger  American  cities  had   an 
acre  of  recreation  space  for  every  200  of  her  people 
against  nearly  500  in  other  cities;  we  know  that 
in  property  values  Boston  is  by  far  the  richest  in 
its  class,  with  a  tax  rate  lower  than  three  of  the 
five  cities  nearest  in  population;  we  know  that  our 
health-  conditions    are    without    parallel    in    the 
country;  we  know  that  in  our  school  system,  our 
art  and  music  facilities,  we  have  at  our  very  door 
the  best  to  be  had  in  the  way  of  education  and 
culture;  w  e  know  that  our  suburbs  are  unsurpassed 
in  accessibility  and  attractiveness;  we  know  that 
we  have  the  best  banking  system  in  the  world;  we 
know    that    we    rank    eighth    in    manufacturing, 
fourth  in  architectural  distinction  and  retail  trade, 
third   in    music,   second   in   libraries   and    foreign 
trade,   and   first  in   wool   and   fish   of   the  largest 
cities  of    'Vmeriea;  we  know  all  these  things  but 
wc  take  little  or  no  pains  to  make  them  known  to 
the   rest   of   the   world.     Beginning   a   new   year, 
therefore,  let  us  begin  a  new  policy  in  municipal 
life.     Let  us,  through  the  organization  of  a  com- 
mittee "such  as  I  have  suggested  in  the  accom- 
panying order,  unite  all  our  energies  in  one  com- 
bined effort  to  secure  for  Hoston  throughout  the 
civilized  world  the  recognition  which  it  deserves. 
Let  us  by  word,  deed  and  action  exemplify  the 
spirit  which   I  hope  may  be  found  dominant  in 
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every  heart  and  mind  today — a  spirit  which  may 
be  interpreted  into  the  slogan  I  now  offer  you  as 
a  watch  word  and  as  a  motto — "Boston — we  have 
faith  in  you!" 

I  would  not  now  ask  that  this  order  be  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rule,  but  I  have  been  in- 
formed that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  desires  a  con- 
ference with  this  body,  and,  because  of  that  fact, 
not  knowing  how  long  the  deliberations  in  the 
Mayor's  office  may  take,  I  ask,  unless  there  is  some 
objection  by  some  other  member,  that  the  order 
be  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. '    I  so  move.

REBUILDING  OF  WHARF,  LONG   ISLAND. 

The  following  was  received: 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 
Boston  9,  January  7,  1921. 
To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  back  wharf  which  carries  the 
coal  pocket  for  the  city  institution  at  Long  Island 
is  in  a  very  dangerous  condition.  It  is  now  unfit 
for  use  because  of  the  fact  that  there  are  a  large 
number  of  piles  missing,  so  that  there  is  practically 
no  support  for  the  structure  at  several  points.  In 
addition,  the  wharf  deck  has  been  broken  through 
in  several  places,  making  it  unsafe  for  foot  travel. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  estimates 
that  to  rebuild  the  wharf  so  that  it  will  be  in  good 
condition  will  involve  an  expenditure  of  $25,000. 
The  engineering  work  will  be  done  by  the  Public 
Works  Department,  and  as  the  repair  of  the  wharf 
is  urgent,  I  recommend  the  immediate  passage  of 
the  accompanying  order.

COUNTY   AID   TO   AGRICULTURE.

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Chapter  75  of  the  General  Acts 
of  1919  provides  for  the  appointment  in  the  County 
of  Suffolk  of  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agricul- 
ture. Section  1  of  the  act,  outlining  the  manner 
of  appointment,  is  as  follows :t 

"  The  mayor  and  city  council  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  acting  as  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  of  Suffolk,  may  appoint  an  unpaid  board  of 
nine  trustees  to  be  known  as  trustees  for  county 
aid  to  agriculture  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  three  of 
whom  shall  serve  for  one  year,  three  for  two  years, 
and  three  for  three  years,  from  the  first  day  of 
April  in  the  current  year,  and  thereafter,  as  the 
term  of  each  trustee  expires,  or  as  a  vacancy 
occurs,  the  mayor  and  city  council  shall  appoint 
a  successor  for  a  term  of  three  years.  One  of  said 
board  shall  always  be  the  mayor  or  a  member  of 
the  city  council.  Said  trustees  shall  have  in  said 
county  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and 
imposed  upon  trustees  for  county  aid  to  agricul- 
ture in  the  several  counties  by  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-three  of  the  General  Acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  all  the  pro- 
visions of  said  chapter,  so  far  as  they  may  be 
applicable,  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  herein 
shall  apply  to  the  trustees  hereby  established."

LEASING  OF   HOSPITAL,   WEST  DEPT. 

The    following    was    received : 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 
Boston    9,    January    14,    1921. 

To  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  an  order 
authorizing  me  to  execute  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  a  lease  to  the 
United  States  of  America  of  the  premises 
commonly  known  as  the  West  Department  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  in  the  West  Roxbury 
District. 

Under  the  lease  made  several  years  ago, 
the  Government  was  given  the  right  of  an 
annual  renewal  of  the  lease  on  the  property 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  year  after 
the  close  of  the  war,  at  a  nominal  rental  of 
$1  a  year.  Under  this  lease,  of  course,  the 
Government  still  has  the  right  to  occupy,  and 
it  insists  upon  retaining  possession  of  the 
premises.  It  did  not  seem  fair  to  me  that 
the  Government  should  continue  to  occupy 
this  property  at  a  return  of  only  $1  a  year 
to  the  City,  and  I  have  therefore  been  able, 
as  a  result  of  some  considerable  effort,  to 
secure  an  agreement  from  the  Government  to 
pay  annual  rental  which  will  amount  to 
about  $35,000  a  year,  the  agreement  being 
that  the  City  is  to  receive  a  rental  of  7% 
per  annum  of  the  annual  assessed  valuation 
of  the  premises  which  at  the  present  time  is 
$502,500. 

As  rent  under  the  terms  of  this  lease  does 
not  begin  until  the  lease  is  executed,  I  recom- 
mend the  immediate  passage  of  the  order, 
so  that  I  may  execute  the  lease  in  the  name 
and  behalf  of  the  City  and  that  the  City 
shall  immediately  begin  to  receive  the  addi- 
tional compensation  for  the  premises.

ORDERED,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  in  the  name  and  be- 
half of  the  City,  in  form  satisfactory  to  the 
Law  Department,  and  at  a  yearly  rental  at  the 
rate  of  seven  percent  per  annum  of  the  annual 
assessed  valuation  of  the  leased  premises  here- 
inafter referred  to,  said  annual  rental  in  no 
event  to  exceed  seven  percent  of  $502,500,  for 
any  given  fiscal  year  (beginning  July  1st,  to 
be  based  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
leased  premises  as  of  April  1st  immediately 
preceding),  the  lessee  in  addition  to  pay  the 
costs  of  changes,  repairs,  alterations  and  im- 
provements and  pay  the  cost  of  restoration  of 
the  premises  after  the  termination  of  the 
lease  or  any  final  renewal  thereof,  unless  the 
lessor  otherwise  agrees,  to  execute  a  lease  to 
the  United  States  of  America  for  that  certain 
tract  or  parcel  of  land,  consisting  of  three 
and  one-half  acres  more  or  less,  together  with 
buildings  and  improvements  thereon,  situate 
on  Spring  Street,  West  Roxbury  District, 
known  as  the  West  Department  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  as  at  present  occupied  by  the 
Public  Health  Service  Hospital  No.  44,  for 
the  term  beginning  with  the  execution  of  the 
lease  and  ending  June  30,  1921,  and  at  the 
option  of  the  lessee  to  renew  the  said  lease 
for  the  same  rental,  terms  and  conditions 
annually,  the  last  renewal  however  not  to 
extend    beyond    June    30,    1926.

Coun.  COLLINS.  Mr.  President,  the  reason 
for  the  immediate  passage  of  that  order  is 
so  evident  that,  unless  some  member  of  the 
Council  desires  to  make  a.  further  investiga- 
tion in  Executive  Committee,  I  move  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rule  so  that  the  order  may 
be  given  its  second  reading  and  passage  at 
this    time. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  presume 
that  some  members  of  the  Council,  very  likely 
the  member  who  has  made  the  motion,  know 
much  more  about  this  proposition  than  I  dor 
and  much  more  than  has  been  expressed. 
Undoubtedly  the  member  has  plenty  of  data, 
but  I  think  we  ought  to  hear  something  more 
direct.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentleman 
if  he  has  talked  with  the  Mayor  concerning 
it? 

President  MORIARTY.  As  to  calling  the 
meeting,  I  would  say  in  answer  to  Coun.  Wat- 
son that  the  Mayor  reached  me  and  told  me  he 
had  the  lease  prepared  and  asked  me  in 
regard  to  calling  a  special  meeting,  inasmuch 
as  we  had  adjourned  for  two  weeks.  He  said 
delay  meant  a  loss  of  ninety  dollars  a  day, 
approximately,  for  every  day  that  elapsed 
before  the  Council  passed  it.  The  more  quickly 
we  pass  the  order,  the  more  money  we  save. 
That    is    the    whole    story. 

Coun.  COLLINS.  Mr.  President,  in  answer 
to ,  Coutv.  Watson's  question  I  want  to  say 
that  the  Mayor  told  me  substantially  what 
he  told  the  president — that,  unless  this  is  acted 
upon  forthwith,  the  city  will  lose  money  at 
the  rate  of  ninety  dollars  a  day  because  of 
delay  in  passing  on  the  lease.  I  only  know 
about  the  matter  in  a  general  way.  The  West 
Department  is  occupied  by  disabled  soldiers. 
We  all  know  the  great  demand  on  the  part 
of  the  public  that  the  disabled  veterans  be 
taken  care  of.  Of  course,  the  United  States 
Government — the  gentleman  knows  this  and 
all  of  us  know  it — could  take  this  as  a  matter 
of  course  and  give  us  a  nominal  rental.  As 
the  order  explains,  we  are  to  get  an  average 
of  seven  per  cent,  rental  on  the  assessed  value 
of  the  property.  Personally,  I  will  withdraw 
my  motion  in  the  event  of  any  member  wish- 
ing to  go  further  into  the  matter  in  executive 
session. 

President  MORIARTY.  I  would  like  to  say 
to  Coun.  Watson  that  the  Mayor  said  he  would 
be  glad   to  talk   on   the  subject,   if  desired. 
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Coun.  WATSON.  When  Coun.  Collins  and  the 
presiding  officer  agree  on  this  proposition,  I 
think  I  ought  to  be  the  last  one  to  seek  any 
delay  in  the  matter.  If  the  President  feels 
that  this  proposition  is  warranted  and  should 
go  through,  that  would  ordinarily  be  good 
enough  for  me.  While  I  am  willing  to  vote 
for  suspension  of  the  rule,  I  have  had  some- 
thing e!se  in  mind.  I  voted  some  time  ago 
for  the  Consolidation  of  the  Children's  Insti- 
tutions at  Rainsford  Island  and  the  Infirmary 
Department  at  Long  Island,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  sooner  that  was  done  the 
sooner  the  unfortunates  would  be  put  on  the 
main  land.  When  I  heard  about  this  meeting 
I  had  an  idea  that  perhaps  something  would 
be  done  in  that  matter,  but  I  found  that  it 
was  simply  to  be  called  in  connection  with 
the  West  Department.  I  had  hoped  that  that 
other  matter  might  be  acted  upon,  and  I  am 
rather  disappointed,  but  I  am  perfectly  will- 
ing to  vote  for  suspension  of  the  rule  unless 
some  other  member  desires  it  to  go  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  seems  that  one  other 
member  does  desire  it  to  go  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  I  would,  therefore,  move  as 
a   substitute  motion   that  it  be  so  referred. 

Coun.  COLLINS:  Mr.  President,  under  the 
circumstances  I  withdraw  my  motion  to  sus- 
pend the  rule.

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  President,  may  I 
hear   that   order   read  again,   please? 

The   order   is    read   by   the   Clerk. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  hear  that  report  of  the  City 
Planning  Board  on  that  proposition.  I  read 
some  thing  about  it  in  the  newspapers,  and 
in  my  opinion  I  think  they  have  gone  entire- 
ly outside  the  scope  of  their  jurisdiction  when 
they  make  certain  references  to  the  build- 
ing trade  situation  which  is  existing  in  Bos- 
ton today.  One  thing  in  particular  that 
struck    me — if   the   papers   quoted    it   correctly 
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-  was  the  fact  that  they  say,  without  a 
scintilla  of  supporting  evidence,  that  possibly 
the  same  situation  exists  in  Boston  as  exists  in 
New  York  in  the  building  trades  matter.  Now, 

I  think  that  if  the  City  Planning  Board — 
which  in  my  opinion  really  does  not  amount 
to  anything  as  far  as  planning  or  anything 
vise  is  concerned,  and  I  personally  think  that 
there  isn't  any  need  of  that  body, — in  fact, 
t  am  more  of  that  opinion  when  I  find  them 
making  a  report  such  as  this,  saying  that 
there  may  be  some  collusion  between  the 
builders  and  the  mechanics.  I  think  thai 
the  City  Planning  Board  have  gone  entirely 
outside  the  scope  of  their  jurisdiction  and 
entirely  outside  the  scope  of  the  order  that 
was  referred  to  them  when  thhey  made  any 
such  remarks  of  references  such  as  that.  And 
further,  I  say  that  their  report,  instead  of 
being  transmitted  back  here  to  the  Council 
where  the  order  originated  and  before  any 
action  was  taken  by  the  Council  on  the  mat- 
ter, Was  referred  to  the  sub  committee  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  I  feel  that  if 
the  City  Planning  Board  is  going  to  be  used 
as  an  adjunct  to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
the  City  of  Boston  should  no  longer  pay 
the  "freight",  and  I  feel  that  this  matter 
should  receive  some  consideration  from  this 
board    at    this    time. 

P'.'es.  MORIARTY.  I  placed  the  communi- 
cation on  file.  It  is  up  to  the  Council  to  do 
what  they  see  fit.  Not  wanting  to  talk  from 
the  floor,  I  was  going  to  read  the  report 
of  the  Planning  Board  and  have  something 
to  say  when  we  come  into  session  on 
the  situation,  but  want  to  read  over  the 
report,  not  taking  any  news  from  the  news- 
papers. But  it  is  not  at  this  late  date  that 
I  have  found  out  that  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce   is    practically    running    Boston. 

Coun:  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  know  that  you  were  acquainted  with  the 
situation  or  that  you  were  going  to  say  any- 
thing about  it ;  but  now  that  you  say  you 
know  all  about  it,  I  feel  that  you  are  in  po- 
sition to  know  more  about  the  situation  than 
I  am.  I  felt  that  possibly  if  placed  on  file 
that    would    be    the    end    of    it, 

Pres.  MORIARTY.  The  communication  was 
placed    on    file. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  I  thought  the  whole 
matter  was  placed  on  file  and  there  might 
never  be  any  reference  to  it.  I  think  that 
the  custom  which  has  existed  here  for  the 
last  dozen  years  of  placing  reports  on  file 
has  gone  just  a  little  too  far,  and!  I  think 
that  some  of  these  boards  that  are  making 
the  reports  they  are  making  ought  to  be 
called  to   time  for   it. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  Hagan  the  communi- 
cation was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

The    following    was    received: 

Office   of    the   Mayor, 
Boston    9,    January    19,    1921. 
To   the   City   Council : 

Gentlemen, — I  am  herewith  transmitting  a 
(Communication  from  the  Commlissioner  of 
Public  Works  proposing  a  change  in  the 
ordinance  governing  the  removal  of  certain 
refuse,  so  that  it  will  be  possible  for  the 
city  in  the  general  removal  of  refuse  to 
carry     grass,     garden     refuse    and     leaves. 

The  reason  for  the  suggested  change  is 
this ;  at  the  present  time  the  law  prohibits 
the  removal  of  such  refuse  but  in  many 
cases  it  is  so  intermingled  with  ashes  and 
other  rubbish  which  it  is  permissible  for  the 
city  to  remove,  that  it  is  impossible  to 
separate  it,  and  yet  it  would  not  be  a  fair 
course    for    the    city    to    refuse    to    carry    away 


ashes    because    there    was    a    small    amount    of 
the    refuse    in    question    intermingled. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  estimates 
that  the  additional  amount  of  ref„ase  to  be 
removed  from  homes,  under  the  suggested  re- 
vision of  the  ordinance,  will  be  comparatively 
small  and  inasmuch  as  the  city  does  not 
now  find  it  practicable  to  refuse  removing 
grass,  garden  refuse  and  leaves,  it  would 
seem  a  wiser  course  to  make  the  removal 
of  such  refuse  legal,  particularly,  as  it  w^ll 
not  only  mean  a  better  service  to  the  resi- 
dents of  the  city,  but  also  in  the  long  run, 
will  lead  to  a  cleaner  city  and  reduce  the 
fire    hazard. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  chaise  in  the 
ordinances  as  suggested  by  the  Commissioner 
of    Public    Works    in    the   attached   amendment.

Be   it   ordained   by   the   City    Council   of   Bos- 
ton,   as    follows  : 

SECTION    1.     Section   one   of  chapter  twen- 
ty-eight   of    the    Revised    Ordinances    of    1914 
is     hereby     amended    by    striking    out    in    the 
twenty-eighth  and  twenty-ninth  lines  the  wards 
"grass,    garden    refuse,    leaves." 
so  that  the  said  section  shall   read  as   follows  : 
SECTION     1.     The     department     of     public 
works   shall   be   under   the   charge   of   the   com- 
missioner   of    public    works,     who    shall    be    a. 
civil    engineer    of    recognized    standing    in    hip 
profession  ;     shall     construct     all     streets     and 
sewers ;    shall    have    discretionary   power    as   to 
the   grades,   materials   and   other  particulars   of 
construction   of  streets,   sidewalks   and   sewers  : 
shall    have    charge    of    and    keep    clean    and    in 
good    condition    and    in    repair   the    streets,    all 
sewer    systems    under   the    control    of    the    city 
and   the    catch-basins    in    the   streets    connected 
with   the   sewers :    shall   keep   the   streets   prop- 
erly    watered ;     shall     remove    and     dispose     of 
the   following   classes    of   refuse   from    dwelling 
houses    and    from   housekeeping    apartments    or 
tenements,     when     it     is     placed    in     yards     or 
areas    so    as    to    be    easily    removed,    free    of 
charge    to    the    producers    of    such    refuse    and 
to  the  owners   and  occupants  of  such   dwelling 
houses,    anartments   and   tenements,    viz:    Swill 
and     kitchen     garbage,     dust     and     sweepings, 
ashes    from    fires    used    wholly    or    principally 
for    heating    or    cooking,     waste    paper,    card-

To   the   City    Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  October,  1919,  the.  City 
Council  at  my  suggestion,  passed  an  order 
appropriating  the  sum  of  $75,000.  for  the 
construction  of  new  building  at  Rainsford 
Island   for  the   Suffolk   School   for  Boys. 

Shortly  after  the  passage  of  this  order,  it 
developed  that  there  was  a  possibility  of  the 
Rainsford  Island  school  being  abandoned  and 
it  was,  therefore,  deemed  inadvisable  to  con- 
struct any  new  buildings  which  might  not 
after  all  be  utilized  for  the  purposes  for 
which    they    were    intended. 

The  Suffolk  School  for  Boys  is  now  en- 
tirely depopulated  ari<d  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  Justices  of  the  several 
courts  in  Suffolk  County  that  no  further 
commitments  of  juvenile  offenders  will  be 
made    to    the    Suffolk    School    for    Boys. 

Therefore,  the  sum  of  $75,000.  appropriated 
in  1919  will  not  be  used  for  the  purpose 
intended.  As  it  cannot  be  used  for  other 
necessary  city  improvements  without  appro- 
priate action  by  the  City  Council,  and  as 
these  funds  are  needed  for  such  other  munici- 
pal improvements,  I  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanyng  order  which  will  make 
this  money  available  under  the  general  debt 
incurring    power.

Dear  Sir, — In  the  case  of  E.  U.  Curtis  of 
Boston  et  als,  brought  by  the  Police  (|om- 
missioner  in  the  Supreme  Court  f#r  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  a  mandamus  against  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  compelling  them 
to  provide  a  suitable  police  station,  I  beg  to 
report  to  the  Council  that  the  matter  was 
today  reserved  for  the  Full  Bench  by  Mr. 
Justice  Carroll,  sitting  as  single  justice  in 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  Suffolk  Coun- 
ty. The  learned  justice  did  not  intimate 
any  opinion  of  the  merits  of  the  question 
but  expressed  the  view  tha£  it  ought  to  be 
determined  by  the  Full  Bench.  To  this  both 
parties  agreed.  I  did!  so  in  the  belief  that  it 
would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  authorities 
of  the  City  that  the  law  should  be  definitely 
ascertained    as    soon   as    possible. 

I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  my  opinion 
that  the  court  as  a  matter  of  law  ought  not 
to  issue  his  mandamus  and  believe  the  court 
will  probably  take  that  view  and  dismiss  the 
case.  In  that  event  I  anticipate  some  at- 
tempt for  legislation  before  the  General 
Court. 

I  have  sent  a  .  copy  of  this  letter  to  the 
Mayor  in  order  that  he  and  the  members 
of  the  Council  may  be  advised  of  the  progress 
of   this    litigation.

you  have  asked  my  opinion  on  what  action, 
if  any,  should  be  taken  on  the  petition  of 
William  J.  Cronin,  dated  January  6,  1921,  a 
copy    of    which    is    hereto    annexed. 

Under  the  statutes  now  in  force  no  veteran 
holding  office  in  the  service  of  the  city  of 
Boston  can  be  suspended  except  after  a  hear- 
ing before  the  City  Council ;  nor  can  any 
office  held  by  such  veteran  be  abolished  until 
after    such    hearing. 

General  Laws,  Title  IV,  Chapter  31,  Sec- 
tion   26. 

If  Mr.  Cronin  is  a  veteran  in  the  legal 
definition  of  the  term,  as  to  which  I  express 
no  opinion  as  no  facts  are  before  me,  his 
suspension  and  the  abolition  of  the  position 
held  by  .him  by  the  Penal  Institutions  Com- 
missioner are  both  wholly  without  legal  effect 
and  he  is  still  an  officer  of  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, bound  to  perform  the  duties  and  en- 
titled to  receive  the  remuneration  which  would 
go  with  that  office.  Nor  can  the  city  Coun- 
cil legallyentertain  ihis  petition  without  having 
been  asked  to  do  so  by  the  penal  Institutions 
Commissioner,  as  for  them  to  do  so  would  be 
a  violation  of  the  charter  provisions,  St.  1909, 
c.  486,  s.  8,  forbidding  the  City  Council  from 
taking  any  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  execu- 
tive or  administrative  business  of  the  city  or 
in  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any  muni- 
cipal   employee. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Cronin  is  not 
a  veteran  in  the  legal  sense  of  the  term  he 
is  not  entitled  to  a  hearing  before  the  City 
Council. 

For    these    reasons    I    respectfully   advise   the 
City    Council    that  the  proper   action   for  them 
to   take   is   to   dismiss  the  petitioner.

WATSON  offered  an  order— That  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  be  requested, 
through  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  name  the 
playground  or  park  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction at  the  old  reservoir  on  Eagle  Hill, 
East  Boston,  David  A.  Hoffman  playground 
or  park,  in  honor  of  Ensign  David  A.  Hoff- 
man who  gave  his  life  for  the  cause  of  Lib- 
erty during  the  World  War,  and  that  said 
location   he  suitably  marked  with  signs. 

Coun.  WATSON.  I  introduce  this  ordler, 
Mr.  President,  for  the  friends  and  relatives 
of  the  deceased.  It  will  be  remembered  by 
the  Council  that  early  after  the  close  of  the 
war  *ve  passed  several  orders  to  commemo- 
rate those  who  died  in  the  service.  Among 
them  was  one  in  honor  of  the  memory  of 
David  A.  Hoffman  of  East  Boston.  The  order 
was  that  Central  Square,  East  Boston,  be 
"changed  in  name  to  David  A.  Hoffman  Square. 
There  was  considerable  opposition  from  the 
merchants  because  Central  Square  had  been 
known  as  Central  Square  for  many  years ; 
and  the  result  was  that  this  Council,  I  be- 
lieve, took  no  action,  that  is,  it  took  no 
favorable  action  upon  the  naming  of  Cen- 
tral Square  for  David  A.  Hoffman.  I  am 
now   informed  by  those  who  are  interested,  as 


I.  am — much  more  so  than  I  am,  perhaps, — 
relatives  and  friends — that  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  have  been  approached 
and  are  inclined  favorably  to  naming  the 
new  playground  in  East  Boston  formerly  the 
Eagle  reservoir  in  honor  of  the  memory  of 
David  A.  Hoffman ;  and  that  being  the  case 
I  move  you,  sir,  the  suspension  of  the  rules 
in  order  that  it  may  go  on  its  passage  at 
this     time. 

The   rule  was   suspended  on   motion  of  Coun. 
WATSON    and    the    order    was    passed. 


EDWARD    J.    McGOLDRICK    SQUARE.

that  fact  that  it  is  owned  by  the  City  and 
there  would  not  be  any  expense  connected) 
with  the  purchase  of  the  land,  and  also  think- 
ing that  there  is  sufficient  land  there  to 
build  a  police  station  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  Police  Commissioner,  I  think  that  it 
should  at  least  receive  the  consideration  of 
the  Mayor  and  let  us  find  out  what  he  thinks 
about    that    location.

Dear  Sir, — Complying  with  your  request  this 
board  has  considered  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
suggesting  that  sufficient  land  be  taken  in  Post 
Office  Square  to  provide  a  site  for  the  proposed  new 
station  house  for  police  division  No.  2  and  reports 
thereon  as  follows: 

The  land  in  Post  Office  square  does  not  belong 
to  the  city.  The  city  has  merely  an  easement  of 
travel  over  it.  If  any  use  were  to  be  made  of  it, 
except  for  highway  purposes,  the  highway  would 
have  to  be  discontinued,  in  which  event  the  land 
would  revert  to  those  from  whom  it  was  taken. 
This  would  necessitate  another  taping,  if  it  were 
desirable  to  use  it  for  other  municipal  purposes, 
and  those  who  would  obtain  possession  of  the  land 
by  reversion  would  probably  require  full  payment 
for  it. 
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Aside  from  the  legal  aspects  of  the  case  the  plan 
is  not  feasible  on  other  grounds.  Both  Congress 
and  Pearl  streets  cross  Post  Office  square,  the  two 
streets  joining  at  Water  street,  making  Congress 
street,  between  Water  and  State  streets,  the  main 
artery  of  traffic  for  heavy  teaming  in  and  out  of 
the  wholesale  district  to  and  from  the  north  side  of 
the  city.  It  would  be  a  serious  hardship  to  this 
traffic  to  cut  off  Congress  and  Pearl  streets  at 
Post  Office  square.  If  this  were  not  done  the  area 
in  Post  Office  square  would  be  too  small  for  a  build- 
ing for  police  purposes,  and  the  shape  of  the  lot 
would  be  undesirable.

Mr.  President,  I  was  rather  late  in  arriving 
today,  and  I  would  like  to  be  aliowsed  the  privilege 
of  saying  a  word  upon  the  message  of  the  Mayor 
in  regard  to  locating  a  station  house  for  police 
division  2  in  Post  Office  square. 

Pres.  MORIARTY.  If  there  is  no  objection, 
Conn.  Donoghue  may  proceed. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  I  note  here,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  the  Mayor  has  sent  back  to  the  City 
Council  a  statement  relative  to  the  order  which 
was  passed  by  the  Council  in  regard  to  that  matter, 
and  at  the  very  end  of  his  message  he  says: 

"It  does  not  seem  necessary  for  me  to  express 
my  opinion  of  the  plan  suggested  by  the  City 
Council." 

With  that  communication  he  also  sent  to  us  a 
communication  from  the  Street  Laying-Out  De- 
partment, signed  by  Mr.  John  J.  O'Callaghan, 
relative  to  this  proposition.  Mr.  O'Callaghan 
says: 

"The  land  in  Post  Office  square  does  not  belong 
to  the  city.  The  city  has  merely  an  easement  of 
travel  over  it.  If  any  use  were  to  be  made  of  it, 
except  for  highway  purposes,  the  highway  would 
have  to  be  discontinued,  in  which  event  the  land 
would  revert  to  those  from  whom  it  was  taken." 

I  want  to  say  right  there,  before  I  go  further, 
that  I  had  no  intention  of  discontinuing  any  high- 
way, and  he  surely  knows  that  just  as  well  as  I  do. 
I  believe  that  the  space  in  Post  Office  square, 
leaving  the  highways  as  they  now  exist,  would 
probably  be  adequate.  But  what  I  sought  was 
information  on  the  subject  and  I  did  not  receive 
any  here.     They  say: 

"If  any  use  were  to  be  made  of  it,  except  for 
highway  purposes,  the  highway  would  have  to  be 
discontinued,  in  which  event  the  land  would  revert 
to  those  from  whom  it  was  taken.  This  would 
necessitate  another  taking,  if  it  were  desirable  to 
use  it  for  other  municipal  purposes,  and  those 
who  would  obtain  possession  of  the  land  by  re- 
version would  probably  require  full  payment 
for  it." 

Possibly  that  might  be  so.  Our  object  in  pass- 
ing the  order  was  merely  to  receive  some  informa- 
tion relative  to  what  would  happen  if  that  site 
was  a  desirable  one.     Again  he  says: 

"Aside  from  the  legal  aspects  of  the  case  the  plan 
is  not  feasible  on  other  grounds.  Both  Congress 
and  Pearl  streets  cross  Post  Office  square,  the 
two  streets  joining  at  Water  street,  making  Con- 
gress street,  between  Water  and  State  streets  the 
main  artery  of  traffic  for  heavy  teaming  in  and 
out  of  the  wholesale  district  to  and  from  the  north 
side  of  the  city.  It  would  be  a  serious  hardship 
to  this  traffic  to  cut  off  Congress  and  Pearl  streets 
at  Post  Office  square." 

No  one  ever  had  such  an  intention,  that  I  know 
of.  I  do  not  believe  any  member  of  the  Council 
even  dreamed  that  they  would  close  up  any  one 
of  the  arteries  of  traffic  down  in  Post  Office  square. 
Then  he  says: 

"If  this  were  not  done  the  area  in  Post  Office 
square  would  be  too  small  for  a  building  for  police 
purposes,  and  the  shape  of  the  lot  would  be  un- 
desirable." 

I  simply  introduced  the  order  so  as  to  obtain 
some  information  and  some  reasoning,  which  I 
thought  would  be  sent  back  to  this  Council,  but 
instead  of  that  we  merely  get  a  blanket  statement 
that  does  not  mean  anything.  We  have  simply 
been  trying  to  offer  a  solution  of  the  police  station 
controversy,  and  when  the  Mayor  of  this  citji  says 
it  does  not  seem  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  express 


his  opinion  on  this  plan,  I  think  it  surely  is  up  to 
him  to  express  his  opinion  on  some  other  plan  that 
might  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  majority  of 
this  Council. 

The  matter  was  placed  on  file.

An  Ordinance 

Concerning   the  Bonding   of  Subordinates  in  the 

Treasury  Department 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1914  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "each"  in  the  ninth  line,  the  words 
"and  from  all  other  permanent  employees  not  less 
than  five  thousand  dollars,"  so  that  said  section 
one,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  treasury  department  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  the  city  treasurer,  who  shall 
require  from  his  subordinates,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the 
safe  custody  of  the  money  and  other  property 
intrusted  to  them,  bonds  to  himself  as  obligee, 
with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  mayor,  with  penal 
sums  as  follows,  namely:  from  the  cashier,  not  less 
than  twenty  thousand  dollars;  from  the  tellers 
and  paymasters,  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars 
each,  and  from  all  other  permanent  employees 
not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars;  shall  receive 
receipt  for,  and  have  the  care  and  custody  of,  the 
current  funds  of  the  city  from  the  time  the  same 
shall  come  into  his  possession,  and  also  of  all 
moneys,  property  and  securities  which  may  come 
into  his  possession  by  virtue  of  any  statute,  or 
ordinance,  or  as  a  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  deposit; 
may  deposit  any  portion  of  such  current  funds  in 
such  national  bank  or  banks  establised  in  Boston 
or  such  trust  company  or  companies  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  and  doing  a 
banking  business  in  Boston,  and  on  such  condi- 
tions and  rates  of  interest,  as  he  shall  deem  best, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  provided, 
however,  that  the  amount  of  such  deposit  in  any 
bank  or  trust  company  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
per  cent  of  its  paid-up  capital;  shall,  with  the 
Mayor  and  city  auditor,  sign  all  bonds  and  certi- 
ficates of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  city;  shall 
reserve  all  bids  for  loans,  and  papers  relating 
thereto:  and  shall,  if  elected,  serve  as  treasurer  of 
the  board  of  sinking-fund  commissioner.

Gentlemen,— It  has  been  called  to  my  attention 
that  while  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act 
(St.  1911,  c.  751,  and  amendments  thereto)  was 
accepted  by  the  people  of  the  County  of  Suffolk 
at  the  State  election  of  1913,  no  appointment  of  a 
compensation  agent  for  the  County,  as  required 
by  s.  1  of  c.  244  of  the  Acts  of  1915,  has  ever  been 
made.  Doubtless  this  is  purely  an  oversight  and 
the  result  of  the  fact  that  claims  against  the  County 
are  extremely  rare.  Lately,  however,  we  have 
had  one  or  two  such  claims  which  are  meritorious 
and  which  ought  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  way  the 
law  prescribes  and  in  the  same  manner  as  claims 
by  city  employees  against  the  city  are  dealt  with. 
This  cannot  be  done  until  a  compensation  agent 
is  appointed.  In  view  of  the  very  small  amount 
of  work  required,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
position  should  be  held  by  the  same  person  who 
holds  the  position  of  compensation  agent  for  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  present  compensation  agent 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  Thomas  B.  Harty.  In  my 
judgment  if  $100  annual  compensation  is  provided 
it  will  be  ample  for  the  small  amount  of  work  re- 
quired. I  enclose  copy  of  a  vote  which  I  respect- 
fully suggest  should  be  passed  by  your  honorable 
board.

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order— That  the 
salaries  of  police  matrons  be  established,  to  take 
effect  February  1,  1921,  as  follows: 

At  the  House  of  Detention:  Chief  matron,  $1,600 
per  year;  assistant  chief  matron,  $1,400  per  year;

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  the  presi- 
dent will  remember,  this  is  a  similar  order  to  that 
offered  by  the  Police  Commissioner.  The  Council 
offered  a  compromise  order  and  that  has  been 
rejected.  I  offer  this  order  at  this  time  that  the 
Council  may  consider  it  further,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  chief  matrons,  who  has  been  there 
eight  years,  has  resigned  and  is  about  to  retire 
February  3,  and  unless  some  action  is  taken  she 
will  have  to  retire  on  her  present  pay.

STORAGE   OF   DOCUMENTS 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order — That  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings  be  requested  to  set  apart  suitable 
rooms  adjacent  to  the  City  Messenger's  office  for 
the  storage  of  the  documents  in  his  charge,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  in  the  present  quarters  the  docu- 
ments are  a  fire  hazard  and  are  fast  being  destroyed 
by  heat  and  moisture. 


Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  Preseident,  as  a  matter  of 
record  and  for  the  purpose  of  calling  it  to  the  atten- 
tion of  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  I  would  say  that 
it  will  be  recalled  that  some  few  years  ago,  when 
the  renovating  or  tearing  down  of  old  station  2 
was  contemplated,  an  arrangement  was  made  to 
temporarily  locate  policemen  in  the  basement  of 
City  Hall  and  the  City  Messenger  was  required  to 
move  all  his  documents  into  an  unused  part  of  the 
sub-basement.  They  are  there  today,  not  ac- 
cessible, it  being  utterly  impossible  for  anybody  to 
find  anything,  and  things  are  going  to  ruin  because 
of  the  conditions.  I  don't  think  it  is  known  to  the 
Executive  that  such  is  the  case.  It  seems  to  me  a 
crying  shame  that  important  documents,  docu- 
ments that  are  required  by  citizens  and  by  mem- 
bers of  the  city  government  itself,  should  go  to  ruin 
because  of  lack  of  proper  protection.  We  now 
have  rooms,  fortunately,  adjacent  to  the  City 
Messenger's  office,  where  those  documents  can  be 
properly  stored  and  handled  and  easily  obtained 
when  wanted.  The  object  of  the  order  is  simply 
to  call  this  to  the  attention  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  see  if  it  is  not  possible  in  some  way  to  have  these 
conditions  changed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CHARLES  F.  M.  MALLEY  SQUARE 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order— That  the 
space  at  the  junction  of  River  and  Washington 
streets,  Dorchester,  be  named  and  known  as 
Charles  F.  M.  Malley  square,  in  honor  of  said 
Malley  who  died  from  wounds  received  in  the 
World  War,  and  that  said  space  be  suitably  marked 
with  signs.

BONDING   OF   TREASURY  EMPLOYEES 
Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Twenty-one. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Bonding  of  Sub- 
ordinates in  the  Treasury  Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1914  is  hereby  amended  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "each"  in  the  ninth  line,  the 
words  "and  from  all  other  permanent  employees 
not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,"  so  that  said 
section  one,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  The  treasury  department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  city  treasurer,  who  shall 
require  from  his  subordinates,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  respective  duties  and  for  the 
safe  custody  of  the  the  money  and  other  property 
intrusted  to  them,  bonds  to  himself  as  obligee, 
with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  mayor,  with  penal 
sums  as  follows,  namely:  from  the  cashier,  not  less 
than  twenty  thousand  dollars;  from  the  tellers 
and  paymasters,  not  less  than  ten  thousand  each, 
and  from  all  other  permanent  employees  not  less 
than  five  thousand  dollars;  shall  receive  receipt 
for,  and  have  the  care  and  custody  of,  the  current 
funds  of  the  city  from  the  time  the  same  shall  come 
into  his  possession,  and  also  of  all  money,  property, 
and  securities  which  may  come  into  his  possession 
by  virtue  of  any  statute  or  ordinance,  or  as  a 
gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  deposit;  may  deposit  any 
portion  of  such  current  funds  in  such  national 
bank  or  banks  established  in  Boston,  or  such  trust 
compa'ny  or  companies  organized  under  the  laws 
of  Massachusetts  and  doing  a  banking  business  in 
Boston,  and  on  such  conditions  and  rates  of 
interest,  as  he  shall  deem  best,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  provided,  however,  that 


the  amount  of  such  deposit  in  any  bank  or  trust 
company  shall  nor  exceed  fifty  per  cent  of  its 
paid  up  capital;  shall,  with  the  mayor  and  city 
auditor,  sign  all  bonds  and  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness issued  by  the  city;  shall  preserve  all  bids  for 
loans  and  papers  relating  thereto;  and  shall,  if 
elected,  serve  as  treasurer  of  the  board  of  Sinking- 
Fund  Commissioners.

REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Twenty-one. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Removal  of  Refuse. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 

follows: 

Section  one  of  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1914,  as  amended  by 
chapter  three  of  the  Ordinances  of  1916  and 
chapter  two  of  the  Ordinances  of  1917,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  twenty-eighth 
and  twenty-ninth  lines  the  words  "grass,  garden 
refuse,  leaves,"  so  that  the  said  section,  as  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  department  of  public  works  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  the  commissioner  of  public 
works,  who  shall  be  a  civil  engineer  of  recognized 
standing  in  his  profession;  construct  all  streets 
and  sewers;  shall  have  discretionary  power  as  to 
the  grades,  naterials  and  other  particulars  of  con- 
struction of  -streets,  sidewalks  and  sewers;  shall 
have  the  charge  of  and  keep  clean  and  in  good 
condition  and  repair  the  streets,  all  sewer  systems 
under  the  control  of  the  city  and  the  catch-basins 
in  the  streets  connected  with  the  sewers;  shall 
keep  the  streets  properly  watered;  shall  remove 
and  dispose  of,  at  the  expense  of  the  public  works 
department,  all  refuse  from  buildings  occupied  by 
the  city  except  those  under  the  control  of  the  school 
committee;  shall  remove  and  dispose  of  the  fol- 
lowing classes  of _  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  and 
from  housekeeping  apartments  or  tenements, 
when  it  is  placed  in  yards  or  areas  so  as  to  be 
easily  removed,  free  of  charge  to  the  producers  of 
such  refuse  and  to  the  owners  and  occupants  of  such 
dwelling  houses,  apartments  and  tenements,  viz., 
swill  and  kitchen  garbage,  dust  and  sweepings, 
ashes  from  fires  used  wholly  or  principally  for  heat- 
ing or  cooking,  waste  paper,  cardboard,  string, 
packing  material,  sticks,  rags,  waste  leather  and 
rubber,  boxes,  barrels,  broken  furniture'  and 
other  similar  light  or  combustible  refuse;  tins, 
bottles,  jars,  broken  glass,  broken  crockery,  bones, 
shells,  waste  or  broken  metals  and  all  other  similar 
heavy  or  incombustible  refuse.  But  the  depart- 
ment shall  not  be  required  to  take  any  such  refuse 
from  hotels,  apartment  hotels,  restaurants,  shops, 
stores,  or  from  any  other  building  whatever  ex- 
cept those  first  hereinbefore  enumerated  and 
except  buildings  occupied  by  the  city.  The  de- 
partment shall  not  so  take  the  refuse  of  manufac- 
turing or  mercantile  business,  or  dead  animals, 
manure,  plaster,  building  materials,  earth  or 
stones  except  from  premises  occupied  by  the  city, 
but  the  department  may  take  and  dispose  of  any 
refuse  upon  payment  by  the  producer  thereof  to 
the  city  of  such  compensation  as  the  commissioner 
shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  The  com- 
missioner shall,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  each 
month,  send  to  the  city  auditor  detailed  bills  of 
all  material,  tools  and  machinery  furnished  by 
either  of  the  divisions  of  the  department  to  any 
other  devision  or  for  any  special  work.

PROCEDURE  AT  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS. 

Coun.  HAGAN  offered  an  order— Rule  34.  All 
committee  meetings  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
shall  be  held  in  the  Council  Chamber  with  a  stenog- 
raphic report  of  the  committee  work,  and  the 
business  session  of  the  committee  shall  be  con- 
ducted along  proper  parliamentary  rules  as  is  the 
practice  in  City  Council  proceedings,  and  said 
committee  meetings  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to 
the  press  and  public. 

Coun.  HAGAN.  Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  go  on 
its  passage. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  the  gentle- 
man who  has  introduced  this  order  has  done  so 
without  consulting  with  any  other  member  of  this 
body.  The  order  may  not,  in  the  first  place,  be 
in  just  the  form  it  should  be,  and  for  that,  if  for 
no  other  reason,  I  think  it  should  go  to  a  committee. 
We  have  a  Committee  on  Rules  and  it  should  go 
there  for  consideration,  instead  of  being  passed 
here  today.  No  matter  how  well  the  gentleman 
opposite  may  build,  others  may  be  able  to  build 
a  little  better.  The  order  may  be  improved  upon, 
and  a  hasty  consideration  of  it  at  this  time  may 
later  bring  about  regret  on  our  part.  We  conduct 
our  meetings  in  public.  Each  and  every  com- 
mittee meets  in  public.  Any  person  or  citizen 
desiring  to  be  heard  or  to  hear  what  is  going  on 
before  our  committee  is  welcome  in  the  room  in 
which  the  meeting  is  held,  whether  it  is  the  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  or  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  which  meet  here,  or  whether  it  is  the 
Executive  Committee  or  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, or  the  smaller  committees,  which  meet  in 
our  committee  rooms.  No  person  has  ever  been 
denied  an  opportunity  to  be  present  at  any  of  our 
committee  meetings.  This  order  is  the  result  of 
the  acceptance  of  an  invitation  by  certain  ladies 
representing  certain  organizations  in  Boston  to 
visit  us  and  see  how  our  meetings  are  conducted. 
They  were  notified  to  be  present  and  to  talk  with 
us  concerning  the  method  according  to  which  our 
meetings  were  held.  To-day  they  appeared,  and  I 
feel  satisfied  that  all  of  them  left  our  committee 
meeting  feeling  that  our  hearings  were  public  and 
that  no  citizen  whether  male  or  female,  was  denied 
the  privilege  of  attending  our  meetings.  There 
was  some  question  raised  concerning  proper  notice 
to  the  public  relative  to  matters  before  this  body, 
and  as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  I 
said  to  the  ladies  we  were  in  no  position  to  call  to 
the  public's  attention  these  hearings,  that  we  had 
to  rely  upon  the  press,  and  that  I  thought  their 
remedy,  if  they  desired  proper  notice,  was  either 
to  have  somebody  here  present  at  the  Council 
meetings  when  the  matter  in  which  they  were 
interested  and  upon  which  they  desired  to  be  heard 
was  reterred,  at  that  time  serving  notice  upon  us 
that  they  desired  a  hearing,  which  hearing  would 
be  granted,  or  to  obtain  such  information  in  some 
way  through  the  press.  I  think  they  were  unani- 
mously agreed  tha.t  we  would  in  such  a  case  set  a 
date  for  a  hearing  for  them  and  would  give  them  a 
full  hearing  in  every  particular.  It  certainly 
struck  mo  that  if  there  was  no  other  way  of  getting 


the  notice  they  might  wait  upon  the  publishers 
of  the  Boston  daily  papers  and  solicit  their  help 
in  the  matter  of  getting  publicity,  so  that  they 
might  know  when  matters  were  coming  up  and 
might  have  a  hearing  upon  the  same.  I  do  not 
admit  that  in  any  way  our  meetings  are  in  private. 
They  are  public.  Every  time  when  there  is  a  yea 
and  nay  vote  on  any  particular  measure  before 
any  of  our  committees,  a  record  is  made  of  it  by 
the  Clerk  of  Committees,  and  any  individual  who 
may  not  be  present  when  the  vote  is  taken  may 
upon  inquiry  of  the  Clerk  of  Committees  find  out 
exactly  how  each  and  every  member  voted  in 
executive  session  or  at  any  meeting  of  any  com- 
mittee. It  usually  follows,  almost  invariably,  that 
whenever  we  vote  in  a  certain  way  on  a  matter 
in  executive  committee,  our  vote  taken  here  is 
identically  the  same.  I  do  not  accuse  the  gentle- 
men opposite  (Coun.  Hagan)  of  any  unfairness, 
but  I  think  what  he  proposes  is  rather  hasty  action 
to  take  on  any  matter  which  we  all  have  an  interest 
in  and  which  the  public  has  an  interest  in.  An 
order  should  not  be  put  in  on  such  a  matter  in  this 
way  and  a  suspension  of  the  rule  for  its  passage 
immediately  asked,  without  giving  members  a 
chance  to  read  it  or  look  into  it,  to  consider  it  at 
all.  The  gentleman  read  it  in  the  committee 
meeting,  and  asked  one  of  the  ladies  present,  Mrs. 
Quirk,  if  she  would  not  approve  of  it.  She  said 
"Yes,  that  is  just  what  I  had  in  mind  when  I  came 
in  here."  She  knows  what  she  has  in  mind,  but 
I  think  she,  the  League  of  Women  Voters  and  other 
organizations,  will  approve  my  course  in  having 
this  matter  go  through  the  proper  channels,  having 
it  referred  to  a  proper  committee.  I  believe  any 
of  the  lady  or  gentlemen  voters  in  Boston  favor 
our  conducting  our  business  properly  and  in  an 
orderly  and  careful  way,  and  this  matter  must, 
of  course,  be  considered  like  any  other  order,  giving 
both  sides  a  chance  to  be  heard  on  the  question. 
We  have  heard  only  one  side.  Therefore,  I  hope 
the  member  will  withdraw  his  motion  to  suspend 
the  rule.  If  he  insists  on  pressing  his  motion,  I 
shall  ask  for  a  yea  and  nay  note. 

Coun.  HAGAN.  Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
correct  an  impression  that  may  have  arisen  be- 
cause of  something  that  Mr.  Watson  has  said. 
He  said  that  I  have  presented  the  order  without 
consultation  with  any  of  my  colleagues.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  read  the  order  in  open  session  in 
the  executive  committee,  when  all  the  members 
were  there,  and  I  heard  no  opposition  at  the  time. 
I  asked  the  ladies  in  attendance,  presenting  their 
case,  if  that  was  what  they  had  in  mind,  whether 
the  adoption  of  a  rule  of  the  City  Council  like  that 
would  be  acceptable  to  them,  and  they  replied 
that  such  would  be  the  case.  Two  or  three  mem- 
bers of  this  body  asked  me  to  present  this  order. 
Three  or  four  members  of  the  body  have  read  the 
order  before  it  was  presented.  Therefore,  it 
seemed  to  me  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
members.  There  was  no  disposition  on  my  part 
to  spring  anything.  I  have  listened  to  what  the 
gentleman  has  had  to  say.  He  has  labored  along, 
evidently  on  the  defensive.  Just  why,  he  knows. 
After  he  had  finished,  I  was  not  quite  sure  whether 
he  was  for  the  order  or  against  it,  or  was  just 
straddling  the  question.  I  believe  it  is  time  for  us  to 
get  out  in  the  open  and  state  our  position,  whether 
we  are  for  this  method  of  procedure  or  against  it. 
I  don't  think  any  great  argument  on  the  matter 
is  needed.  I  believe  it  will  be  better  for  us  to 
have  our  business  conducted  here  in  open  session, 
giving  to  the  public  an  opportunity  to  go  into 
the  galleries  and  listen  to  everything,  and  having 
a  stenographic  report  of  the  proceedings.  That 
is  real  business,  and  if  everybody  is  willing  to  do 
business  along  proper  business  lines  there  will  be 
no  objection  to  this  order.  The  gentleman  asks 
me  not  to  move  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  believing 
that  the  order  should  be  referred  to  a  committee. 
Presumably  he  has  in  mind  the  Committee  on 
Rules.  Let  me  say  that,  in  my  six  years  in  this 
body,  the  Committee  on  Rules  have  not  met  once, 
so  I  wonder,  if  this  is  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules,  whether  it  is  going  to  lie  in  the  archives 
of  that  committee  for  the  next  six  years.  If  it  is 
to  be  referred  to  a  committee,  I  hope  it  will  be 
referred  to  a  committee  that  is  active,  and  willing 
to  press  it.  I  don't  want  to  crowd  anything  down 
anybody's  throat.  If  some  of  the  members  of 
this  body  don't  wish  the  rule  suspended  so  this 
may  go  on  its  passage  today,  I  am  entirely  willing 
to  have  it  referred  to  an  active  committee  or  one 
that  will  act  on  it,  and  in  that  case  I  might  with- 
draw my  motion. 
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CITY  COUNCIL. 


President  MORIARTY.  I  would  like  to  ask 
the  Councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat  a  ques- 
tion, if  he  will  answer  it.  I  would  like  to  ask  if 
in  your  six  years  here  there  has  ever  been  an  order 
put  in  to  change  any  rule  in  the  rules  of  the  Coun- 
cil? 

Coun.  HAGAN.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any 
being  presented,  Mr.  President. 

Pres.  MORIARTY.  So  there  wasn't  any  busi- 
ness for  the  Rules  Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  would  say 
for  the  benefit  of  the  gentleman  opposite  (Coun. 
Hagan)  when  he  says  the  Committee  on  Rules 
in  the  six  years  he  has  been  here  has  never  con- 
sidered any  rules,  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that 
every  year  the  Committee  on  Rules  has  recom- 
mended the  adoption  of  the  rules  of  the  previous 
year.  So  the  Committee  on  Rules  does  give  some 
consideration  to  the  matter. 

C  oun.  HAGAN .  Mr.  President,  I  wonder  if  the 
gentleman  thinks  he  is  bluffing  me  or  bluffing  some- 
body in  connection  with  this  matter.  I  am  per- 
fectly well  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  or  somebody  purporting  to  act  for  the  Com- 
mittee does  every  year  present  an  order  in  regard 
to  the  rules.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  we  all 
know  that  that  is  simply  an  order  drawn  up  by 
the  Assistant  Clerk  of  Committees  and  handled 
in,  being  acted  on  in  a  perfunctory  way.  Why 
not  state  the  fact,  that  the  Committee  on  Rules 
does  not  meet. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 
to  enter  into  any  controversy  with  the  gentleman 
opposite,  because  I  am  not  getting  at  all  warm 
upon  the  proposition,  if  he  is.  But  the  point  I 
make  is  that  if  we  have  a  Committee  on  Rules, 
that  is  the  committee  that  should  consider  matters 
of  this  sort.  They  do  consider  the  rules  each 
year.  If  they  consider  them  in  the  perfunctory 
way  he  suggests,  it  is  unknown  to  me.  I  have 
not  been  on  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  don't 
know  the  attitude  of  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
but  I  do  know  that  in  my  first  or  second  year  in 
the  Council  the  Committee  on  Rules  did  consider 
several  matters.  I  know  that  a  number  of  things 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  by  Coun- 
cilor Ernest  E.  Smith.  So,  if  my  memory  serves 
me  well,  I  have  known  them  to  meet  at  least  once 
a  year  in  the  seven  years  I  have  been  here.  I  want 
to  assure  the  gentleman  opposite  that  I  am  not 
trying  to  bluff  him,  but  that  I  am  perfectly  sincere 
in  the  action  I  am  taking  upon  this  matter. 

Coun.  HAGAN .  Mr.  President,  I  am  entirely 
willing  to  say  that  the  Committee  on  Rules  may 
at  times  have  met.  I  have  not  been  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  myself  for  some  time,  but  will 
qualify  my  statement  by  saying  that  when  I  was  on 
the  Committee  on  Rules  they  never  met. 

Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  the  gentleman  withdraws  his  motion  to  sus- 
pend the  rule? 

Coun.  HAGAN.  Mr.  President,  I  will  not 
object  to  changing  themotion  at  the  solicitation 
of  the  gentleman  opposite,  asking  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  if  I  may 
make  that  motion. 

Coun.  WATSON.  I  accept  that  amendment. 
Coun.  DONOGHUE.  As  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  for  this  year  I  want  to  say  that, 
as  far  as  I  have  any  knowledge  of  the  case,  there 
has  not  been  any  proposed  change  of  rules  brought 
into  this  Council  by  any  member  of  the  Council 
this  year.  Therefore,  it  was  entirely  unnecessary 
to  call  for  any  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Rules. 
But  I  want  to  say  now  that  I  am  in  hearty  accord 
with  the  idea  of  meeting  in  the  open,  and  I  want  to 
say  further  that  I  think  a  great  many  of  the  rules 
of  this  Council  should  be  changed.  I  think  a 
great  many  of  the  rules  of  the  body  were  put  into 
effect  under  the  auspices  of  the  Good  Government 
Association,  and  I  feel  that  this  reflection,  if  it 
may  be  termed  a  reflection  by  the  Women  Voters 
League  is  directly  upon  those  who  drew  the  rules 
for  this  Council.  You  know  who  thev  are  and  I 
know  who  they  are.  I  feel  that  these  matters 
should  be  discussed  in  the  open;  there  is  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  be.  But  when  there  is  any  re- 
flection cast  on  a  committee^  of  which  I  am  ap- 
pointed chairman,  I  think  it  is  a  reflection  on  the 
integrity  of  the  three  members  of  that  committee. 
I  feel  that  that  matter  should  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  and  I  would  so  move,  Mr. 

Coun.  COLLINS.  Mr.  President,  Coun.  Hagan 
is  right  when  he  says  it  has  been  the  practice  of 
the  Committee  on  Rules  not  to  meet,  because  at 


the  first  meeting  of  the  year  it  has  been  the  pra- 
tice  of  the  Council  to  adopt  rules  the  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  Coun.  Donoghue  is  perfectly 
right  when  he  says  no  meeting  has  been  held  be- 
cause there  has  been  no  business  to  come  before 
the  committee.  I  do  not  consider  it  a  reflection 
on  anybody  to  have  the  rules  changed.  We  are 
living  in  an  era  of  progress. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  President,  I  move 
as  an  amendment  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules. 

Coun.   FORD.     Mr.    President,    I    offer   as    a 
substitute  motion  that  the  rule  be  suspended  and 
the  order  be  put  upon  its  passage  today,  and  I 
request  that  that  be  done  by  roll  call. 
Coun.  WATSON  in  the  chair. 
Coun.    MORIARTY.     I   had   no   intention   to 
say  anything  upon  this  matter  until  later,  but  I 
want  to  say  now  that  I  am  not  opposed  to  the 
changing  of  the  rule.     I  will  invite  the  changing 
not  only  of  that  rule  but  of  any  other  rule  of  the 
City  Council  and  am  never  afraid  to  say  anything 
in  public.     I  do  not  agree  with  the  member  who 
offered  the  order  as  to  what  went  on  in  executive 
session  this  afternoon.     I  am  just  finishing  three 
years'  service  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council, 
and  it  seems  very  funny  that  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council  for  the  year,  the  last  meeting  for 
the  year  1920,  we  should  decide  that  we  want  to 
change  the  rules  in  order  to  carry  our  political 
promises.     If  I  remember  rightly,  during  the  last 
campaign,  in  the  newspapers  of  Boston,  three  men 
signed  a  notice  to  all  the  Boston  newspapers  that 
if  they  were  elected,  so  far  as  they  could  have  it 
done,  all  future  meetings  of  the  Council  would  be 
in  public.     It  now  seems  a  late  date,  after  election 
day  until  the  31st  day  of  January,  for  them  to 
suggest  in  this  body  the  passage  of  such  an  order. 
It  seems  very  late  for  this  thing  now  to  come  to 
the  surface.     It  is  simply  because  they  have  been 
smoked  out  by  a  few  women.     Did  they  forget 
their  political  promise  prior  to  election  until  the 
women  came  here  today  and  smoked  them  out? 
I  am  in  favor  of  open  meetings.     I  have  nothing 
to  fear  from  open  meetings.     But  I  would  make 
the  statement  that  another  member  of  the  Council 
has  made  here,  that  the  rules  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  were  made  not  in  this  chamber,  but  in 
star  chamber  meetings  that  were  held  in  Parker's 
when  the  new  charter  went  into  effect.     There  is 
where  the  rules  were  made,  and  they  were  made 
by  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
who  had  been  endorsed  by  the  Good  Government 
Association.     I  heard  some  people  say  in  executive 
meeting  today — I  don't  want  to  mention  names — 
that  they  were  members  of  a  number  of  organiza- 
tions, but  they  did  not  tell  you  in  that  same  state- 
ment that  they  were  members  of  the  Good  Govern- 
ment Association.  _  They  told  you  that  they  were 
members    of   certain   organizations,   but   did    not 
designate  the  Good  Government  Association.     I 
will  vote  on  that  order  and  will  vote  that  all  meet- 
ings be  held  here  as  suggested,  but  I  don't  see  why 
anybody  should   come  in  here,   as  the  Councilor 
who  introduced  the  order  has  done,  and  say  that 
he   read   that   order   before  the  Executive" Com- 
mittee when  all  the  members  were  present  and  that 
nobody  objected  to  it.     I  will  say  that  the  first 
time  I  heard  the  order  read  was  when  the  clerk 
read  it  in  this  room,  that  I  did  not  know  the  order 
was  going  to  be  introduced  until  I  came  into  this 
room.     So    I,    for    one,    did    not   know    anything 
about  the  order  being  introduced  until  I  heard  it 
here  just  now.     L  have  no  objection  to  the  order 
and  will  vote  for  it  at  any  time,  but  I  will  not  vote 
to  suspend  the  rule  for  its  passage  until  it  goes  to  a 
committee. 

Pres.  MORIARTY  resumed  the  chair. 
Coun.  DONOGHUE.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  open  meet- 
ings and  that  all  executivve  meetings  should  be 
held  in  this  chamber,  but  I  do  feel  that  we  ought 
to  have  some  proper  procedure  in  connection  with 
this  body,  and  I  think  upon  an  important  matter 
like  the  changing  of  a  rule  that  has  existed  for  ten 
years,  it  should  at  least  be  referred  to  a  committee 
for  consideration.  I  am  probably  in  favor  of  the 
order  as  it  is  worded,  but  I  am  going  to  insist,  as 
far  as  I  can,  that  it  first  be  referred  to  a  committee, 
and  that  the  proper  procedure  be  followed  in  the 
matter.  I  am,  however,  against  the  passage  of 
the  order  at  this  time.  I  will  vote  for  its  reference 
to  a  committee. 
Conn.  MCLAUGHLIN.  Mr.  President. 
Coun.  WATSON.  Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle- 
man will  give  way  for  a  moment,  as  I  shall  be  com- 
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pelled  to  leave  at  once,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I 
shall  vote  against  suspending  the  rule  today,  if  I 
am  present  when  the  vote  is  taken,  and  that  I 
would  vote  in  favor  of  referring  the  order  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules.  If  that  motion  does  not 
prevail,  I  would  favor  sending  it  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  I  want  the  public  to  know  how  I 
stand. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  was  lost,  yeas  3, 
nays  5. 

Yeas — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan — 3. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  McLaughlin, 
Moriarty,  Watson — 5. 

Pres.  MORIARTY.  By  your  vote  you  have 
defeated  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  FORD.  Mr.  President,  I  now  move 
that  the  whole  matter  be  referred  to  its  proper 
committee,  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN.  Mr.  President,  I  rise 
now  to  speak  on  that,  simply  saying  that  I  have 
not  seen  and  do  not  see  any  great  need  ior  alarm 
on  the  subject  matter  now  before  us  for  considera- 
tion. One  of  the  young  ladies  appearing  before 
us  in  executive  session  said  she  had  heard  my  voice 
on  the  floor  of  the  Legislature  many  times  and  has 
not  heard  it  since  I  have  joined  the  membership 
of  the  City  Council;  so,  as  I  see  that  she  has  been 
kind  enough  to  stay  here,  I  thought  I  would  seize 
the  opportunity  of  speaking  before  she  left.  In 
my  experience  of  several  years  in  the  Legislature, 
when  any  particular  matter  such  as  assignment  to 
a  committee  was  considered,  it  was  thought  proper 
first  to  get  the  assent  oi  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee to  which  the  matter  should  properly  be 
referred.  That  seemed  to  be  a  matter  of  courtesy. 
I  voted  against  suspension  of  the  rule  after  asking 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  whether 
or  not  the  gentleman  who  offered  the  order  had 
got  in  touch  with  him.  There  is  no  great  need 
for  alarm.  I  fail  to  see  any  absolute  necessity  for 
this  being  passed  today,  after  eleven  years  of  our 
present  mode  of  operation  under  the  city  charter, 
under  suspension  of  the  rule.  We  do  meet  in  open 
session.  There  will  be  nothing  new  take  place 
under  this  order,  Mr.  President,  except  the  appro- 
priation of  additional  money,  as  I  see  it,  for  the 
services  of  the  stenographer.  So,  as  a  matter  of 
courtesy  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  sir,  showing  him  the  same  deference,  the 
same  courtesy,  that  I  would  want  to  be  shown  as 
chairman  of  committees  over  which  I  preside,  I 
have  voted  "no"  on  the  question  of  suspending 
the  rule.  I  am  ready  to  vote  for  the  passage  of 
the  order  after  it  has  been  duly  referred.  I  am 
willing  to  work  for  the  order  in  committee  and  to 
vote  for  it  in  committee,  and  to  vote  for  it  on  this 
floor.  But  I  fail  to  understand  that  there  has 
been  any  particular  intrigue  going  on  because 
nobody  here  is  trying  to  put  anybody  in  a  hole  or 
to  place  them  in  a  position  where  they  will  be  mis- 
understood. If  there  were  any  such  intent  it 
would  fail,  because  the  Committee  on  Rules,  if  I 
understand  the  membership  of  it — and  I  am  a 
member  of  it — will  bring  in  a  unanimous  report 
in  favor  of  the  order,  and  there  will  be  nobody  on 
the  floor  who  will  vote  against  it.  So  as  I  say, 
solely  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Rules,  I  voted  against  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule  for  the  passage  of  the  order  today. 
I  think  it  should  be  considered  by  the  proper  com- 
mittee. I  think  it  is  always  a  good  thing  for  us 
to  show  a  little  deference  and  courtesy  to  the  chair- 
men of  our  committees. 

Coun.  HAGAN — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  cor- 
rect the  impression  that  may  exist  in  the  minds  of 


some  that  there  was  any  intention  on  my  part  to 
cast  any  reflection  whatever  on  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Rules.  He  knows,  without  any 
statement  on  my  part,  that  such  was  not  the  case. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  did  not  know  at  the  time  who 
the  chairman  was.  I  did  know  that  the  committee 
was  an  inactive  committee  and  that  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  was  an  active  committee,  meeting 
at  every  session.  Therefore,  I  would  say  that  I 
am  now  willing  to  accept  the  motion  of  Coun. 
Ford  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  know  what  motion  is  now  before  the 
house?  My  interpretation  of  the  proper  procedure 
of  this  Council  is  that  when  that  matter  was 
presented  the  rules  provide  that  it  should  be  auto- 
matically referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  and 
in  order  to  refer  it  to  any  other  committee  there 
must  be  a  definite  motion  to  so  refer  made,  whether 
to  the  Executive  Committee  or  any  other  com- 
mittee. I  have  not  risen  to  move  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules.  I  say, 
Mr.  President,  that  that  motion  is  entirely  out  of 
order. 

Pres.  MORIARTY.— I  would  say  that  the 
point  of  order  is  well  taken,  and  that  the  matter  is 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules. 

The  order  stood  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules.

THE  CITY  COUNCIL  ON  INSPECTION  OF 
PRISONS. 
In  City  Council,  February  5,  1921. 
This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  223  of  the  Revised  Laws-  by 


the  Committee  on  Prisons,  which  has  attended  to 
its  duty  and  submits  the  following: 

■  The  following  institutions  are  reported  on:     Suf- 
folk County  Jail,  Charles  street;  House  of  Correc-  ' 
tion,  Deer  Island;  Suffolk  School  for  Boys,  Rains- 
ford  Island. 

SUFFOLK  COUNTY  JAIL. 

This  institution  was  inspected  twice  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  conditions  existing  there  indicated 
a  painstaking  and  intelligent  administration. 
A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  was  in  evidence 
throughout  the  institution.  The  inmates  appeared 
contented  and  the  discipline  and  morale  of  the 
jail  is  commendable.  The  addition  to  the  jail 
structure,  which  will  afford  hospital  accommo- 
dations and  provide  space  for  religious  exercises, 
promises  to  be  completed  early  in  the  coming 
summer.  We  again  strongly  urge  the  installation 
of  flush  toilets  and  running  water  to  take  the  place 
of  the  obsolete,  filthy  and  unsanitary  bucket 
system,  and  an  immediate  appropriation  should 
be  made  for  this  work.  The  jail  records  show  that 
over  fourteen  thousand  persons  visited  the  inmates 
last  year,  and  as  all  authorities  seem  to  agree  that 
visits  of  relatives  and  friends  have  a  salutary 
effect  upon  those  detained  this  record  of  the  jail 
upon  this  phase  of  correctional  management  is 
worthy  of  praise.  The  Suffolk  County  Jail  meets 
all  requirements,  and  any  attempt  to  disturb 
present  conditions  should,  in  the  interests  of  the 
city,  be  vigorously  opposed. 

HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

The  required  number  of  visits  were  made  by 
the  Committee  and  conditions  on  the  Island  were 
found  to  be  excellent.  The  old  prison  and  tempo- 
rary building — the  new  prison,  known  as  Barrack  B 
during  the  Navy's  occupancy  of  the  Island,  and 
the  hospital  are  not  used  at  the  present  time.  The 
inmate  population  of  the  Island  is  the  smallest 
since  the  House  of  Correction  was  established 
there,  and  it  is  housed  in  the  new  Women's  Prison. 
There  have  been  no  female  prisoners  cared  for  at 
Deer  Island  since  February  last.  The  inmates 
are  better  housed  than  in  any  other  prison  in  the 
State  and  the  menu  has  been  greatly  improved, 
comparing  favorably  with  any  penal  institution 
the  committee  has  any  knowledge  of.  The  office 
and  detention  rooms  at  Eastern  avenue  wharf 
have  been  put  in  excellent  repair.  New  toilets 
have  been  placed  in  the  detention  room  and  cement 
floors  replace  the  old  un-hygienic  wooden  floors. 
The  buildings  have  been  painted  inside  and  out. 
The  Committee  feels  that  repairs  must  be  made 
immediately  on  the  sea  wall,  as  the  central  power 
plant  is  in  danger  of  destruction  during  the  next 
severe  storm. 

The  Committee  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tions, viz.: 

1.  Immediate  action  in  repairing  sea  wall 
as  spoken  of  above. 

2.  Work  should  be  begun  on  the  new  cow- 
tie-up,  and  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

SUFFOLK  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS 
The  Committee  visited  the  School  but  as  it 
was  officially  closed  December  31,  1920,  any  re- 
marks concerning  it  would  be  idle  and  of  no  weight. 
Therefore,  the  Committee  respectfully  submits 
its  report  to  the  City  Council.

REPORT  ON  PRINTING  PLANT. 

Coun.  BRICKLEY,  for  the  Special  Committee 
on  labor  trouble  at  Printing  Plant,  submitted  the 
following,  viz.: 

The  Special  Committee  of  five  members  of  the 
City  Council  have  met  in  conference  with  the 
delegates  of  the  various  printing  unions,  and  have 
listened  to  their  case  with  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  committee  to  adjust  the  controversy  existing 
between  the  Executive  Department  of  the  city  and 
the  printers'  unions. 

The  result  of  this  conference  has  decided  the 
Council  Committee  to  advocate  a  compromise 
between  the  parties  interested,  as  we  believe  this 


compromise  is  fair  and  equitable,  and  will  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  city. 

We  arrived  at  this  conclusion  because  of  knowl- 
edge obtained  from  the  office  of  the  City  Auditor, 
which  proves  that  the  Municipal  Printing  Plant 
has  not  only  paid  all  of  its  overhead  charges  but  is 
a  distinct  asset  to  the  city,  as  the  plant  shows 
for  the  last  fiscal  year  a  net  profit  of  approximately 
$69,000,  and  for  the  past  three  years  a  net  profit 
as  noted  on  the  auditor's  books,  of  $127,000. 
A  further  study  has  shown  that  the  Municipal 
Printing  Plant  has  shown  a  net  profit  during  a 
previous  administration  of  a  substantial  sum. 
The  auditor's  books  show  that  during  a  previous 
administration  $80,000  was  transferred  from  the 
profits  of  the  Municipal  Printing  Plant  to  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  care  for  urgent  needs  in 
that  department. 

The  Committee  is  convinced  that  the  Municipal 
Printing  Plant  is  a  success  and  should  be  con- 
tinued, and  that  it  would  be  a  direct  loss  to  the 
city  to  close  it  and  let  the  city  printing  out  to 
private  printing  establishments.  We  have  in  mind 
the  fact  that  the  city  has  an  investment  there  of 
approximately  $100,000,  which  would  show,  a  big 
loss  to  the  city  if  it  was  scrapped  and'discontinued, 
and  we  likewise  believe  that  during  the  period  of 
inactivity  now  at  the  plant  the  overhead  charges 
that  must  be  met  will  show  quite  a  loss  to  the  city 
as  the  machinery  and  plant  has  naturally  deterio- 
rated, and,  therefore,  work  should  be  started  as 
speedily   as  possible. 

The  Special  Committee  of  the  Council  is  in 
favor  of  continuing  the  Municipal  Printing  Plant, 
and  is  opposed  to  the  thought,  as  publicly  ex- 
pressed by  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  of  discontinuing 
the  plant. 

We,  therefore,  advise  that  the  Mayor  agree  to 
the  wage  scale  prevailing  in  this  community,  so  as 
not  to  be  a  menace  to  the  wage  standards  of  the 
several  thousand  printers  and  binders  in  Boston, 
the  same  to  take  effect  as  of  March  first.  This  means 
but  a  small  increased  expense  to  the  city  and  will 
be  a  happy  settlement  of  this  controversy,  and  if 
accepted  by  the  Mayor  will  start  the  wheels  of 
progress  at  the  Printing  Plant.  This  compromise, 
if  agreeable  to  the  Mayor,  -will  be  agreeable  to  the 
women  and  men  employed  by  the  city  at  the  plant.

RULES. 


Coun.  DONOGHUE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  submitted  a  report  on  amendment  to  rules 
(referred  January  31),  as  to  conduct  of  committee 
meetings — recommending  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing, viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  be  amended  by  insert- 
ing after  Rule  30,  the  following  new  rule,  and 
renumbering  the  subsequent  rules: 

Rule  31.  All  meetings  of  committees  shall 
be  open  to  the  press  and  the  public,  and  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the 
City  Council  and  parliamentary  practice. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HA6AN — Mr.  President,  I  move  the 
substitution  of  the  original  order  because  I  person- 
ally prefer  to  have  an  opportunity  to  go  on  record 
as  in  favor  of  the  original  order,  and  I  think 
that  there  are  other  members  of  this  Council 
who  feel  the  same  way  as  I  do.  I  believe  in  doing 
business  absolutely  in  the  open,  and  in  that  open- 
door  policy  which  I  think  should  be  the  practice  in 
this  city  government.  The  report  of  the  com- 
mittee as  sent  back  is,  to  my  mind,  more  or  less 
meaningless,  for  it  does  not  grant  any  requests 
that  have  been  made  upon  this  body  by  the  women 
connected  with  the  Municipal  League  who  called 
on  us  and  presented  their  case  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  at  our  last  session. 
After  reading  the  report  of  the  committee,  the 
only  so-called  change  I  see  is  in  the  words: 

"All  meetings  of  the  committee  shall  be  open 
to  the  press  and  the  public,  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  City  Council 
and  parliamentary  practice." 

Mr.  President,  I  ask  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  to  inform  me  what  change  that 
is  from  the  present  existing  methods.  The  Chair- 
man   of   the  Executive   Committee   at   the   last 
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session  repeatedly  assured  the  women  voters 
who  were  there,  and  also  stated  to  us,  his  col- 
leagues, that  that  was  the  practice;  that  the  public 
were  always  invited  to  our  meetings,  or  always 
have  been  permitted  to  come  into  the  committee 
rooms.  Now  if  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  was  right  in  his  conclusion  that  that . 
policy  always  has  been  the  policy  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, then  there  is  no  need  of  this  report  of  the  com- 
mittee, because  it  is  only  setting  down  in  black 
and  white  that  which  has  been  the  custom  accord- 
ing to  the  statement  of  the  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. But  what  do  we  really  find,  Mr'.  Presi- 
dent, after  tearing  the  veil  right  down?  We 
find  that  there  is  the  disposition  to  meet  in 
committee  session  in  the  committee  room,  in 
preference  to  this  open  Council  chamber,  and 
and  what  has  been  stricken  out  of  the  original 
order  is  an  objection  to  the  stenographic  report. 
Now,  I  do  not  see  why  any  man,  in  a  committee 
session  dealing  with  a  public  matter,  should  object 
to  whatever  he  might  say  on  the  subject  up  for 
consideration  becoming  a  matter  of  public  record. 
If  it  is  worth  saying,  it  is  worth  preserving,  and 
if  there  is  a  whole  lot  now  said  that  should  not 
be  said,  it  probably  would  not  be  said  if  there 
were  a  stenographer  present.  We  are  told  in 
the  report  of  the  committee  that  "all  meetings 
shall  be  open  to  the  press  and  the  public." 
The  press  covering  City  Hall  will  know  that, 
and  they  know  how  to  get  into  that  committee 
room.  Those  who  are  well  acquainted  with 
City  Hall  and  the  Council  chambers  will  likewise 
know.  But  the  public-at-large — how  are  they 
to  know,  and  how  can  they  get  in?  Naturally, 
they  would  expect  to  go  through  the  front  door, 
which  is  the  door  that  leads  from  the  corridor. 
The  public  are  always  invited,  and  the  public 
are  being  publicly  invited,  but  the  door  is  locked 
all  the  time.  How  are  they  going  to  get  in?  Why, 
there  is  another  entrance  we  will  say,  we  will 
call  it  a  back  door,  through  the  Clerk  of  Commit- 
tee's room, — a  door  not  generally  known  to  the  pub- 
lic. It  is  for  our  convenience,  the  convenience  of 
the  Council,  to  get  from  one  room  to  the  other.  It  is 
not  a  publicdoor, itis not  opened  to  the  public.  That 
door  is  likewise  closed,  never  open,  but  not  locked. 
But  the  one  public  door  that  the  public  are  being 
invited  to  enter  is  locked;  I  cannot  get  into  the 
room  without  taking  a  passkey.  Now,  I  want 
to  know  if  that  is  dealing  fairly  with  the  Women's 
Municipal  League  voters?  I  wonder  if  making 
a  statement  of  this  sort  is  really  open  and  above- 
board,  and  the  policy  that  this  Council  ought 
to  adopt.  We  are  saying  that  they  are  free  to 
enter,  but  we  have  closed  the  door  in  their  faces. 
As  I  understand  it,  what  the  women  wanted 
was,  that  the  meetings  be  held  in  thiii  Council 
chamber  where  they  might  be  privileged  to  enter, 
here  and  in  the  balcony,  which  is  at  all  times 
open  to  the  public, — and  carry  back  to  their  re- 
spective meetings  anything,  that  they  cared  to, 
anything  that  they  were  interested  in  or  could 
remember  of  the  proceedings  of  the  members 
of  the  city  government.  Are  those  women 
voters  to  be  expected  to  find  some  way  to  get  into 
that  committee  room  to  listen  to  the  proceedings, — 
in  a  small  room  where  nine  men  are  smoking, 
where  the  atmosphere  and  the  environment 
are  not  of  the  best,  where  it  is  not  best  for  you 
or  for  me  to  be  from  a  health  standpoint?  This 
is  the  open  place  in  here,  and  this  is  the  place 
where  the  committee  meetings,  in  my  judgment, 
should  be  held.  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen 
of  the  Council,  I  believe  I  am  voicing  the  senti- 
ments of  the  Women's  Municipal  League  in  ask- 
ing that  the  original  order  be  substituted,  passed 
upon,  and  adopted  by  this  Council,  for,  in  my 
judgment,  if  I  sense  properly  their  temper,  they 
are  not  going  to  be  satisfied  with  this  camouflaged, 
meaningless  report  of  this  committee,  which 
simply  says  they  are  given  the  privilege  of  coming 
in,  when  they  are  at  the  same  time  told  that 
they  always  have  had  that  privilege  if  they  cared 
to  enjoy  it.  If  I  sense  their  temper,  they  mean  to 
have  something  that  is  more  to  their  liking. 

Coun.  DONOGHUE— Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  get  into  any  argument  over  this  rule,  but, 
inasmuch  as  our  friend  on  the  left  (Coun.  Hagan) 
is  trying  to  make  some  political  capital  out  of  this 
rule,  I  think  that,  in  justice  to  those  who  feel  that 
the  Council  is  now  conducted  along  the  lines  of 
proper  parliamentary  procedure,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  women  voters  as  represented  by 
Miss  Luscomb  at  the  last  Executive  Committee 
meeting  stated  that  the  meetings  as  conducted  by 


the  Council  were  absolutely  satisfactory,  we  should 
not  get  alarmed  over  this  wonderful  rule  that  has 
been  introduced  by  the  Councilor  on  the  left 
(Coun.  Hagan).  I  would  like  to  ask  him  just  what 
difference  there  is  in  the  original  which  he  suggests 
and  the  report  of  the  committee?  As  far  as  I  can 
understand,  the  only  difference  is  that  possibly  he 
thinks  every  meeting  of  every  committee,  whether 
it  be  of  two  or  three  members  of  this  Council  or  of 
the  entire  membership,  should  be  held  in  this  par- 
ticular room.  That  to  me  is  meaningless,  because 
if  we  had  a  meeting  such  as  we  had  yesterday,  for 
instance,  with  the  Mayor  of  this  city,  I  do  not 
believe  that  we  would  have  been  able  to  have  had 
such  a  satisfactory  talk  as  we  did  have  with  him  if 
the  meeting  was  held  out  here.  Further  than 
that,  I  feel  that  as  far  as  the  stenographic  report 
goes,  or  a  copy  of  everything  that  anyone  says 
at  a  committee  meeting,  it  would  be  entirely 
impracticable;  and,  in  the  second  place,  it  would 
be  expensive  for  this  city  government.  I  think 
that  now  we  have  altogether  too  much  talking 
and  too  little  action;  I  feel  that  the  shelves  of  this 
old  hall  are  cluttered  up  with  many  reports  that 
would  only  be  added  to  if  some  of  the  orators  of 
the  day  were  to  have  their  say  and  have  everything 
that  they  said  taken  down  in  shorthand  for  the 
benefit  of  whoever  might  find  the  time  to  read  it. 
I  feel  that  very  few  people  would  be  interested 
in  what  is  going  on  in  many  of  the  committee 
meetings  I  have  sat  in  on  in  the  last  two  years  that 
I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Council.  It  seems  to 
me  rather  ridiculous  that  at  this  time,  the  last 
meeting  day  of  the  year,  the  rule  that  has  applied 
for  eleven  years  (seven  or  eight  of  which  the 
Councilor  who  introduced  the  order  has  been  a 
member  of  this  Council)  should  be  objected  to. 
He  (Coun.  Hagan)  never  saw  fit  to  object  to  the 
meetings  in  the  days  gone  by.  And  why  now,  the 
last  meeting  day  of  the  year,  amend  these  rules 
which  have  existed  for  eleven  years  and  which 
expire  automatically,  as  we  expire,  at  twelve 
o'clock  or  half  past  twelve  today?  Now,  I  think  in 
the  first  place  it  was  introduced  merely  for  political 
reasons,  and,  in  the  second  place,  I  feel  that,  with 
the  committee  meetings  open  to  the  press  and  to 
the  public,  we  should  take  the  word  of  those  who 
are  responsible  for  the  introduction  of  this  order 
that  they  are  absolutely  satisfied  with  the  way  the 
meetings  of  this  Council  and  the  committee  meet- 
ings are  held,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  they  will 
insist  that  every  meeting  of  this  Council  must 
be  held  in  a  particular  place.  I  think  that  the 
convenience  of  the  committee  should  be  considered. 
A  large  committee  might  necessarily  meet  here,  and 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  us  from  meeting  here 
if  we  so  see  fit,  under  this  rule.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  do  not  think  we  should  be  so  bound  down 
that  we  must  meet  in  this  chamber, — although 
it  doesn't  make  very  much  difference.  I  cannot 
see  where  the  Councilor  sees  any  real  difference 
between  the  order  that  he  introduced  and  the 
amended  order  passed  by  the  committee.  The 
Councilor  on  the  left  (Coun.  Hagan)  said  that 
the  door  on  the  outside  is  always  locked.  Well, 
I  have  been  coming  up  here  for  the  last  two  years 
and  I  have  always  found  the  door  wide  open. 
I  think  he  is  referring  to  one  of  the  side  doors, 
and  I  think  that  it  is  an  unfair  statement  to  make — 
that  the  doors  of  these  committee  rooms  are 
always  locked.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  such 
statement  as  that  should  go  by  and  the  inference 
be  allowed  to  carry  that  we  meet  here  behind  closed 
doors,  because  it  is  not  so,  and  the  members  know 
that  it  is  not  so,  and  everybody  in  this  room  knows 
that  that  is  not  so.  And  when  that  statement 
is  made  I  think  that  it  is  absolutely  uncalled  for 
and  unjustified.  I  feel  that  he  (Coun.  Hagan) 
is  only  trying  to  boost  along  his  own  political 
aspirations  at  the  expense  of  the  colleagues  with 
whom  he  has  served  for  at  least  the  last  two  years, 
and  I  think  it  is  a  very  unfair  statement.  I  hope 
that  the  rule  as  reported  by  the  committee  will  be 
accepted,  and  the  other  rule  suggested  by  the 
Councilor  on  my  left  (Coun.  Hagan)  defeated. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  presume 
that  I  have  no  place  in  this  debate  strictly  speaking 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  introducer  of  the  order 
and  the  Chairman  of  tire  committee  have  reported 
on  the  order  and  have  had  their  say.  And  I  would 
not  perhaps  enter  into  the  discussion  if  it  were  not 
for  the  fact  that  the  gentleman  opposite  (Coun. 
Hagan)  referred  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  a  great  deal  in  his  remarks.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  have  never  been  considered  a 
conservative  or  an  ultra-conservative,  but  usually 
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a  radical  or  a  conservative-radical, — which  is  what 
I  presume  I  am  today.  But  I  consider  this  whole 
proposition  a  tempest  in  a  teapot,  and,  if  it  were 
not  for  certain  surroundings  here  today,  I  doubt 
very  much  if  there  would  be  anything  said  on  this 
order.  But  there  are  certain  surroundings,  and 
.the  gentleman  opposite  (Coun.  Hagan)  is,  in  my  ' 
opinion,  entitled  and  has  a  right  to  discuss  the 
question  under  consideration — more  particularly 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  during  the  campaign,  for 
publicity  purposes,  he,  the  leader  of  the  minority 
in  this  body,  and  the  gentleman  on  my  left  (Coun. 
Lane),  and  the  gentleman  who  didn't  arrive  in  this 
body  by  the  Good  Government  vehicle,  but 
remained  at  home  because  of  the  good  judgment  of 
the  voters  in  re-electing  our  President,  saw  an 
opportunity  to  get,  speaking  in  the  vernacular  of 
the  newspaper  room,  "good  copy,"  or  a  little 
publicity  in  the  press  at  a  vital  moment  in  the 
campaign  when  things  looked  dark  and  issues  were 
scarce,  and- so  decided  that  they  would  issue  a 
statement  that  all  committee  meetings  should  be  in 
public,  and  that  a  stenographic  report  of  those 
meetings  should  be  published.  That,  I  under- 
stand, was  the  result,  additionally,  of  some  talk, 
either  privately  or  publicly,  that  the  leader  of  the 
minority  had  with  the  League  of  Women  Voters  at 
a  meeting  held  in  Pilgrim  Hall  or  some  hall  On 
Beacon  street.  That  was  issued,  and  it  sounded 
mighty  good;  it  made  good  copy  for  them.  When 
I  first  entered  this  body,  Earnest  E.  Smith,  then 
a  member  of  the  body,  also  thought  things  were 
not  right,  that  there  was  not  enough  publicity,  but 
after  I  had  been  here  awhile  tusseling  with  my  j  ob, 
and  getting  accustomed  to  things,  I  found  out  that 
half  of  what  some  people  imagined  wasn't  true.  So, 
this  is  really  a  tempest  in  a  teapot.  ^  The  only 
change  in  this  order  from  the  order  introduced 
by  Coun.  Hagan  is  the  striking  out  of  the  words 
"to  be  held  in  £he  Council  Chamber."  Whenever 
there  is  occasion  to  hold  committee  meetings  here 
to  accommodate  those  who  desire  to  be  present, 
they  are  held  here.  We  have  had  several  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Committee  here  in  this  chamber 
because  of  lack  of  room  in  the  committee  room, 
and  of  course  that  should  be  so.  But  there  have 
been  days,  and  the  gentleman  knows  it,  when  we 
have  had  committee  meetings  with  only  four  or  five 
of  us  present,  and  if  we  couldn't  have  huddled  to- 
gether and  kept  warm  we  would  have  frozen  to 
death.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  when  the  novelty  of 
attending  meetings  is  worn  off,  and  when  Miss  Lus- 
comb  finds  out  more  than  she  has  up  to  date,  I  am 
satisfied  that  she  will  endorse  the  attitude  taken  by 
the  Committee  on  Rules,  and  by  the  majority  who 
will  vote  that  we  accept  its  report — as  I  am  going 
to  vote.  Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  order  in- 
troduced by  Coun.  Hagan  says  this  rule  shall  be 
rule  34.  As  a  matter  of  fact  we  have  a  rule  34, 
which  provides  "that  the  foregoing  rules  shall 
not  be  altered,  and  so  forth."  Now  concerning  the 
conference  we  had  yesterday.  The  ladies-said  they 
would  like  notices  of  when  our  committees  hold 
their  hearings.  Well,  if  we  had  a  hard  and  fast 
rule  concerning  notices  to  the  public  about  com- 
mittee meetings,  and  had  that  rule  applied  to  all 
meetings,  we  could  never  have  had  such  a  meeting 
as  we  had  yesterday,  hurriedly  called  to  confer 
with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  concerning  the  possible 
compromise  of  the  strike  at  the  Printing  Plant. 
There  was  an  occasion  where  speed  was  necessary, 
and  perhaps  some  slight  privacy,  if  I  may  say  so, 
because  I  doubt  very  much  if  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  would"  have  talked  as  frankly  in  public 
concerning  the  situation  where  there  would  be  a 
stenographic  report  taken,  as  he  did  yesterday, 
because  those  who  were  not  present  have  to  depend 
on  the  other  fellow's  version,  or  my  version,  or 
my  friend's  version,  as  to  the  position  taken  at  that 
particular  meeting.  Now,  I  believe  in  absolute 
publicity,  and  I  believe  that  my  good  friend 
opposite  (Coun.  Hagan),  the  leader  of  the  minority, 
is  satisfied  that  we  have  sufficient  publicity,  and  he 
is  pretty  well  satisfied,  I  think — although  I  may  be 
in  error — that  our  committee  meetings  are  all 
right.  But  he  has  got  to  be  consistent;  his  pub- 
licity stroke  in  the  press  prior  to  election  is  printed 
in  black  type,  and  he  has  got  to  justify  it  in  a  way. 
I  don't  blame  him,  and  of  course  he  is  a  practical 
business  man,  and  he  has  grown  into  a  practical — 
I  was  going  to  say  statesman,  but  let's  be  cruel — 
politician,  because,  in  my  opinion,  Henry  E- 
Hagan,  my  friend,  is  the  most  practical  and  the 
ablest  politician  in  this  body,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  he  secures  the  support  of  the  Good 
Government  when  he  runs.     Of  course  we  know 


he  was  close  to  the  line  this  year,  but  he  got  by. 
So  much  for  that.  Now  let  us  go  to  work  and 
vote  unanimously  for  this  order  which  says  that 
all  meetings.of  the  committee  shall  be  open  to  the 
press  and  to  the  public  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  City  Council. 
I  am  advised  by  my  friend  on  the  left  (Coun. 
Ford)  that  I  am  doing  finely.  This  is  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council,  and  we  are  going  to  have 
a  mighty  fine  time  this  afternoon  although  it  is 
prohibition  time.  I  am  informed  we  are  going  to 
have  malted  milk,  and  we  can't  have  any  frozen 
pudding  because  the  necessary  wherewithal  isn't 
forthcoming — unless  Henry  produces  it!  I  say  in 
all  sincerity  now  that  this  is  a  trivial  matter. 
I  know  that  the  ladies  representing  the  organiza- 
tion that  appeared  before  us  the  other  day  are 
pretty  nearly  satisfied  when  they  stop  to  think  that 
there  is  only  one  more  hour  for  the  rule  to  live. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  will  never  be  a  committee 
meeting  under  this  rule  even  if  we  do  adopt  it  in  its 
entirety  as  suggested  by  Coun.  Hagan.  Is  it 
worth  while  to  leave  here  today  with  a  division? 
Let  us  all  at  this  time  vote  unanimously  in  favor 
of  the  Committee's  report.  Let  us  go  to  work 
and  then  this  matter  can  be  taken  up  and  con- 
sidered by  the  new  Council.  Even  if  the  order  of 
Coun.  Hagan  can  secure  five  votes,  if  it  becomes 
a  rule  for  the-  year,  we  will  not  five  under  it,  and 
if  it  receives  only  four  votes,  we  will  not  live 
under  it.  _  Here  we  have  about  five  minutes  left, 
and  time  is  too  precious  to  even  waste  five  minutes. 
I  am  going  to  ask  my  good  friends  to  vote  unani- 
mously and  start  the  good  time  that  we  are  pre- 
paring for  now  at  Young's  Hotel. 

Coun.  HAGAN'S  motion  to  substitute  was 
declared  lost.  Coun.  Collins  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  4,  nays  5. 

Yeas — Coun.    Collins,    Ford,    Hagan,    Lane — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  McLaughlin, 
Moriarty,  Watson — 5. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  McLaughlin  asked  for  a  roll  call. 

The  motion  was  lost,  yeas  5,  nays  4,  (a  two-thirds 
vote  being  required  for  adoption): 

Yeas — Coun.  Brickley,  Donoghue,  McLaughlin, 
Moriarty,  Watson — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Collins,  Ford,  Hagan,  Lane — 4. 


RECESS   TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  12.11  p.m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  McLaughlin,  to  take  a  recess  subject 
to  the   call   of  the   President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the  President 
at  12.37  p.m.

(referred  January  31),  that  slaughtering  animals  be 
prohibited  in  any  residential  district  of  the  city — 
that  no  further  action  is  necessary. 

Report   accepted. 

5.  Report  on  communication  from  Joseph  R. 
Fuller,  et  al  (referred  January  24),  protesting 
against  proposed  poultry  slaughter  house  on 
Ballou  avenue — that  no  further  action  is  necessary. 

Report  accepted. 
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DISPOSAL  OF  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order,  That  all 
matters  of  an  unfinished  nature  in  the  hands  of  the 
several  committees  of  this  City  Council  be  referred 
to  the  City  Council  of  1921. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


GROUP  PICTURE  OF  COUNCIL. 

President  MORIARTY  offered  an  order, 
That  the  City  Messenger  be  directed  to  obtain 
a  group  picture  of  the  members  and  officers  of  the 
City  Council,  and  furnish  a  copy  of  same  to  each 
of  such  members  and  officers,  the  expense  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City  Council,  B-37. 

Passed,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CLOSING   PROCEEDINGS. 

Coun.    HAGAN    offered    the    following: 

Resolved:  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil be  extended  to  James  T.  Moriarty  for  the 
impartiality  and  ability  he  has  displayed  as  pre- 
siding officer  for  the  municipal  year  1920. 

Coun.  HAGAN  said: 

Mr.  Clerk,  it  has  been  the  custom  in  this  body 
from  time  immemorial  during  the  closing  session 
of  a  City  Council  to  present  such  an  order  in 
recognition  of  the  services  of  the  retiring  presi- 
dent who  has  served  us  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 
The  position  of  president  of  a  legislative  body  such 
as  we  have  here — composed  of  conservative  gentle- 
men, business  men,  radicals,  almost  radicals  and 
conservative  radicals,  as  they  see  fit  to  describe 
themselves — is  something-  that  tests  the  nerve  of 
any  presiding  officer.  He  has  much  to  contend 
with,  and  I  wonder  that  our  president,  patient  and 
deserving  as  he  has  been  during  the  past  year, 
with  all  the  opportunities  that  we  as  members 
of  the  body  have  presented  to  him  to  upset  his 
equilibrium,  has  come  through  as  he  has.  The 
words  of  the  order  are  cold  indeed,  and  would  not 
truly  express  the  sentiments  of  your  colleagues 
here  were  something  not  to  be  said  by  word  of 
mouth  in  the  way  of  felicitations  to  you  on  this 
occasion,  to  show  that  we  are  extremely  grateful 
to  you  for  the  fair  and  impartial  manner  in  which 
you  have  conducted  your  office  during  the  past 
year.  You  have  always  observed  a  good  spirit 
of  brotherhood  and  fairness,  and  we  feel  that  any 
City  Council  of  the  future  that  will  have  as  able 
and  fair-minded  a  presiding  officer  will  be  most 


fortunate  indeed.  Words,  after  all,  are  apt  to 
be  forgotten,  particularly  words  in  the  City  Coun- 
cil' chamber,  which  do  not  resound  down  into 
history.  But  your  colleagues,  believing  that 
they  would  like  to  leave  with  you  some  more 
lasting  manifestation  of  their  affection  and  their 
feeling  for  you,  have  given  to  me  the  very  pleasing 
task  of  presenting  to  you  this  slight  token  of 
their  esteem,  with  the  hope  that  the  friendships 
made  between  us  here  during,  the  past  years, 
even  with  the  political  differences  that  have 
sometimes  been  interjected,  will  live  long  with  us. 
(Applause.) 

(Coun.   Hagan  here  presented   President  Mori- 
arty with  a  handsome  gold  watch.) 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
rising  vote. 

President  MORIARTY  said: 

Fellow  members,  I  wish  to  say  in  closing  the 
last  meeting  in  which  I  am  to  preside  as  president 
of  the  City  Council  for  the  year  1920,  that  it  was 
not  only  a  pleasure  to  be  selected  as  presiding 
officer  of  the  Boston  city  government  at  the 
hands  of  you  eight  men,  but  that  it  has  been  an 
honor  that  I  will  hand  down  to  mine.  That  honor 
could  not  have  been  shown  me  without  the  votes 
of  you  men  who  put  me  here.  I  realize  that  when 
I  was  elected  there  was  a  division;  but  I  felt  upon 
taking  the  chair  that  that  division  ought  to  be 
wiped  out,  and  I  tried  to  use  each  and  every  • 
member  as  a  representative-elect  of  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  endeavoring  to  carry  out  that  idea  in 
my  every  act  as  presiding  officer.  I  trust  that 
in  this  present  year,  when  I  go  back  to  the  floor 
with  you,  my  fellow  members,  in  this  body  where 
we  are  not  going  to  have  a  change  of  faces,  that 
during  the  year  1921  things  will  be  as  harmonious 
to  the  new  presiding  officer  who  will  be  elected 
to  take  this  chair  as  they  have  been  during  my 
term.  I  have  no  word  of  criticism  of  any  member 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  for  anything  that 
has  been  done  during  my  term  as  presiding  officer, 
and  in  leaving  'here  today  I  leave  with  regrets, 
realizing  that  the  position  of  president  of  the 
City  Council  of  Boston  is  a  big  one,  that  the 
presidency  of  the  government  of  such  a  city  is 
a  great  honor  to  any  citizen.  And  so  I  shall 
carry  with  me  the  honor  of  having  once  occupied 
that  position.  I  thank  each  and  every  member 
of  the  Council  and  the  attaches  for  their  kindness 
and  co-operation  throughout  the  year,  and  I 
hope  the  feeling  between  all  of  us  will  continue 
to  be  as  close  and  friendly  as  it  has  in  the  past. 
Again,  I  thank  each  and  all  of  you  as  I  leave  the 
chair  as  your  presiding  officer.
